The  Twentv-seventh  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of 
Arkansas  convened  at  Trinity  Cathedral,  Little  Rock,  on 
Wednesday,  May  3,  1899,  at  11  o'clock  a.  in. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  by  the  Kt.  Rev. 
Henry  Niles  Pierce,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese; 
Eev.  James  J.  Vaulx,  B.  D.,  read  the  Epistle,  and  Bishop- 
Coadjutor  Rt.  Rev.  Wm.  M.  Brown,  D.  D.,  the  Gospel. 

In  place  of  the  sermon,  the  Bishop  read  his  annual 
address.

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EEPORT    OF    THE    STANDING    COMMITTEE    TO 
TIIE  TWENTY-SEVENTH  ANNUAI.  COUNCIL. 

May  5, 1898— The  committee  elected  by  the  Twenty-sixth  Annual 
Council  met  in  Trinity  Church,  Pine  Bluff,  and  organized  by  electing 
the  Rev.  Charles  H.  Lockwood,  President,  and  the  Rev.  Douglas  I. 
Hobbs,  Secretary. 

May  19— At  a  meeting  of  the  committee,  held  in  Little  Rock, 
the  President  was  authorized  to  certify  to  the  Presiding  Bishop  that 
a  majority  of  the  Standing  Committees  had  consented  to  the  conse- 
cration of  the  Ven.  William  Montgomery  Brown  to  be  the  Bishop- 
Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas,  and  to  send  the  Canonical 
testimonials,  accompanied  by  the  following  communication: 

"By  the  authority  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of 
Arkansas,  I  do  hereby  certify  that  a  majority  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittees of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America,  has  given  consent  to  the  consecration  of  the  Ven.  William 
Montgomery  Brown,  to  be  the  Bishop-Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of 
Arkaji&as,  and  I  herewith  furnish  the  testimonials  and  evideuce 
required  by  Title  1,  Canon  19,  section  3  (1),  of  the  Digest. 

(Signed.)  "C.  H.  LOCKWOOD,  President,'' 

Juno  8— At  a  meeting  of  the  committee,  held  in  Little  Rock,  a 
resolution  was  offered  and  adopted  ordering  that  the  names  of  all 
the  Dioceses  consenting  to  the  consecration  of  the  Yen.  William 
Montgomery  Brown  to  be  the  Bishop-Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of 
Arkansas  be  entered  on  the  minute  book  of  the  committee,  to  become 
a  part  of  the  record  for  future  reference.  (It  remains  for  the  Council 
to  determine  whether  such  names  shall  become  a  part  of  this  report.) 

A  ec  innninic-ation  from  Mr.  J.  B.  Trulock  to  Mr.  S.  S.  Faulk- 
ner, Trustee  of  the  Episcopate  Fund  (referred  to  the  committee  by 
Mr.  F^aulkner),  calling  attention  to  the  need  of  rer'airs  on  church 
property  at  Pine  Bluff,  was  referred  back  to  Mr.  Faulkner,  with 
authority  to  act  in  the  matter  according  to  his  best  judgment. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  notified  the  committee  that  the  Ven, 
William  Montgomery  Brown,  Bishop-Coadjutor-elect  of  the  Diocese 
of  Arkansas,  would  be  consecrated  in  Trinity  Cathedral,  Cleveland, 
Ohio,  St.  John  Baptist's  Day,  June  24,  and  that  it  would  be  neces- 
sary to  provide  funds  to  pay  expenses  of  Bishops  and  others 
appointed  by  the  Presidiug  Bishop  to  take  part  in  the  consecration, 
and  also  for  a  delegation  to  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop  to  represent 
the  Diocese  of  Arkansas. 

Mr.  1*.  K.  Roots,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  reported  tlie 
treasury  to  be  in  rather  a  depleted  condition,  and  stated  that  in 
order  to  provide  for  the  expenses  of  the  consecration  the  committee 
would  have  to  borrow  the  funds  from  some  source.  After  careful 
and  earnest  consideration  of  the  whole  question,  the  committee 
adopted  the  following  resolutions: 

^'Resolved,  That  as  the  legal  representative  of  the  Diocese  of 
Arkansas,  the  Standing  Committee,  acting  by  the  advice  and  consent 
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mitted  his  report,  which  was  referred  to  the  Auditing  and 
Finance  Committee.

Mr.  P.  K.  Roots,  as  Treasurer  of  Diocesan  Fund — ^Aged 
and  Infirm  Clergy — Bishoi>-Coadjutor  Fund — submitted  his 
reports,  which  were  refeiTcd  to  the  Auditing  and  Finance 
Committee.

The  following  communication  from  the  Secretary  of  the 
House  of  Deputies,  General  Convention,  was  read  and 
ordered  printed  in  the  Journal: 

To  the  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas: 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  article  9  of  the  Consti- 
tution, I  would  hereby  make  liuown  that  the  following  alterations 
of  the  Constitution  of  the  Church  are  proposed,  to-wit:  Those  com- 
prised in  the  resolutions  printed  herewith,  said  resolutions  having 
been  constitutionally  adopted  by  a  General  Convention  of  the  Prot- 
estant Episcopal  Church,  held  in  the  city  of  Washington,  D.  C,  in 
October,  A.  D.  1808.

KESOLUTIONS. 

Resolved,  That  the  following  change  be  made  hi  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  that  the  proposed  alteration  be  made  known  to  the  several 
Dioceses,  in  order  that  the  same  may  be  adopted  at  the  next  General 
Convention,  in  acordance  with  article  9  of  the  Constitution,  as 
follows: 

Strike  out  the  title,  "Constitution  adopted  in  General  Conven- 
tion in  Philadelphia,  October,  1789,"  and  insert: 

CONSTITUTION    ADOPTED    IN    GENERAL    CONVENTION    IN 

PHILADELPHIA,  OCTOBER,  1789,  AS  AMENDED  IN 

SUBSEQUENT   GENERAL    CONVENTIONS. 

Resolved,  That  the  following  change  be  made  in  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  that  the  proposed  alteration  be  made  known  to  the  several 
Dioceses,  in  order  that  the  same  may  be  adopted  at  tlie  next  Gen- 
eral Convention,  in  accordance  with  article  9  of  the  Constitution,  as 
follows: 

Strike  out  articles  1,  2,  and  3.  and  insert  the  following  to  be 
known  as  Article  I  of  the  Constitution: 
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ARTICLE   I. 


Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  General  Convention  of  this  Church, 
consisting  of  the  House  of  Bishops  and  the  House  of  Deputies,  wEich 
Houses  shall  sit  and  deliberate  separately;  and  in  all  deliberations 
freedom  of  debate  shall  be  allowed.  Either  House  may  originate  and 
propose  legislation,  and  all  acts  of  the  Convention  shall  be  adopted 
and  be  authenticated  by  both  Houses. 

Sec.  2.  Every  Bishop  of  this  Church  having  jurisdiction,  every 
Bishop-Coadjutor,  and  every  Bishop  who,  by  reason  of  advanced 
age  and  bodily  infirmity  arising  therefrom,  has  resigned  his  jurisdic- 
tion, shall  have  a  seat  and  a  vote  in  the  House  of  Bishops.  A  major- 
ity of  all  Bishops  entitled  to  vote,  exclusive  of  Foreign  Missionary 
Bishops  and  of  Bishops  who  have  resigned  their  jurisdictions,  shall 
be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Sec.  3.  The  Senior  Bishop  of  this  Church,  in  the  order  of  con- 
secration, having  jurisdiction  within  the  United  States,  shall  be  the 
Presiding  Bishop  of  the  Church.  He  shall  discharge  such  duties  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  the  Constitution  and  the  Canons  of  the  General 
Convention.  But  if  the  Presiding  Bishop  shall  resign  his  oflice  as 
such,  or  if  he  shall  resign  his  Episcopal  jurisdiction,  or  if  by  reason 
of  Infirmity  he  shall  become  disabled,  the  Bishop  next  in  seniority 
by  consecration,  having  jurisdiction  within  the  United  States,  shall 
thereupon  become  the  Presiding  Bishop. 

Sec.  4.  The  Church  in  each  Diocese  which  has  been  admitted 
to  union  with  the  General  Convention  shall  be  entitled  to  represen- 
tation in  the  House  of  Deputies  by  not  more  than  four  Presbyters, 
canonieally  resident  in  the  Dioceee,  and  not  more  than  four  Laymen, 
communicants  of  this  Church,  having  domicile  in  the  Diocese;  but 
the  General  Convention  by  Canon  may  reduce  the  representation  to 
not  fewer  than  two  Deputies  in  each  order.  Each  Diocese  shall  pre- 
scribe the  manner  in  which  its  Deputies  shall  be  chosen. 

To  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  the 
Clerical  order  shall  be  represented  by  at  least  one  Deputy  in  each 
of  a  majority  of  the  IMoceses  entitled  to  representation,  and  the  Lay 
order  shall  lilcewise  be  represented  by  at  \enst  one  Deimty  in  each 
of  a  majority  of  the  Dioceses  entitled  to  representation. 

On  any  question,  the  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  Deputies  present 
shall  suffice,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  this  Constitution,  or,  In 
cases  not  specially  provided  for  by  the  Constitution,  by  Canons  requir- 
ing more  than  a  majority, or  unless  the  Clerical  or  the  Lay  representa- 
tion from  any  Diocese  require  that  the  vote  be  taken  by  orders.  In 
all  cases  of  a  vote  by  orders,  the  two  orders  shall  vote  separately, 
each  Diocese  having  one  vote  in  the  Clerical  order  and  one  in  the 
Lay  order;  and  the  concurrence  of  the  votes  of  the  two  orders,  by 
not  less  tiian  a  majority  in  each  order  of  all  the  Dioct*ses  represented 
in  that  order  at  the  time  of  the  vote,  shall  be  necessary  to  const  Rut  e 
a  vote  of  the  House. 
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Sec.  5.  In  either  House  any  number  lees  than  a  quorum  may 
adjourn  from  day  to  day.  Neither  House,  without  the  consent  of  the 
other,  shall  adjourn  for  more  than  three  days,  or  to  any  place  other 
than  that  in  which  the  Convention  shall  be  sitting. 

Sec.  6.  The  General  Convention  shall  meet  in  every  third  year 
on  the  first  Wednesday  in  October,  unless  a  different  day  be 
appointed  by  the  preceding  Convention,  and  at  the  place  designated 
by  such  Convention;  but  if  there  shall  appear  to  the  Presiding  Bishop 
of  the  Church  sufficient  cause  for  changing  the  place  so  appointed, 
he  may  appoint  another  place  for  such  meeting.  Special  meetings 
may  be  provided  for  by  the  Canon. 

Resolved,  That  the  following  cbange  be  made  in  the  Constitufion, 
and  tbatt  the  proposed  alteration  be  made  known  to  the  several  Dio- 
cesee,  in  order  that  the  same  may  be  adopted  in  the  next  General 
Convention,  in  accordance  yith  article  9  of  the  Constitution,  as 
follows: 

Strike  out  artides  4  and  10  of  the  Constitution  and  insert  the 
following  as  Article  II  of  the  Constitntion,  viz: 

ARTICLE   II. 

Section  1.  In  every  Diocese  the  Bishop  or  the  Blshop-CoadJutor 
shall  be  chosen  agreeably  to  lules  prescribed  by  the  Convention  of 
that  Diocese.  Missionao'  Bishops  shall  be  chosen  in  accordance 
with  the  Canons  of  the  General  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  No  one  shall  be  ordained  and  consecrated  Bishop  until 
he  shall  be  30  years  of  age;  nor  without  the  consent  of  a  majority 
of  the  Standing  Committeee  of  all  the  Dioceses,  and  tlie  consent  of 
a  majority  of  the  Bishops  of  this  Church  exercising  Jurisdiction 
withJn  the  United  States.  But  if  the  election  shall  have  taken  place 
within  tJhree  months  next  before  the  meeting  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion, the  consent  of  the  House  of  Deputies  shall  be  re^iuired  in  place 
of  that  of  a  majority  of  the  Standing  Committees.  No  one  shall  be 
ordained  and  consecrated  Bishop  by  fewer  than  three  Bishops. 

Sec.  3.  A  Bishop  shall  confine  the  exercise  of  his  office  to  hia 
own  Diocese  or  Missionary  District,  unless  he  shall  have  been 
requested  to  perform  Episcopal,  acts  in  another  Diocese  or  Mission- 
ary District  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  thereof,  or  in  a  vacant 
Missionary  District  by  the  Presiding  Bishop  of  this  Cliurch.  or  unless 
he  shall  have  been  autliorize<l  and  appointed  by  the  Hous-e  of  BisJiops, 
or  by  the  Presiding  Bishop  by  its  direction,  to  act  temporarily  in  case 
of  need  within  any  territory  not  yet  organized  into  Dioceses  or  Mis- 
Blonary  Districts  of  this  Church. 

Sec.  4.  A  Bishop  may  not  resign  his  Jurisdiction  without  the 
consent  of  the  House  of  Bishops. 

Resolved,  That  the  following  change  be  made  in  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  that  the  proposed  addition  be  made  known  to  tlie  several 
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Dioceses,  in  order  that  the  same  may  be  adopted  at  the  next  General 
Convention,  in  accordance  with  article  9  of  the  Constitution,  as 
follows: 

Add  to  the  Constitution  the  following  as  Article  III  of  the  Con- 
stitution, viz: 

ARTICLE   III. 

Bishops  may  be  consecrated  for  foreign  lands  upon  due  applica- 
tion therefrom,  with  the  approbation  of  a  majority  of  the  Bishops  of 
this  Church  entitled  to  vote  in  the  House  of  Bishops,  certified  to  the 
Presiding  Bishop;  under  such  conditions  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
Canons  of  the  General  Convention.  Bishops  so  consecrated  shall  not 
be  eligible  to  the  oflftce  of  Diocesan  or  of  Bishop-Coadjutor  of  any 
Diocese  in  the  United  States,  or  be  entitled  to  vote  in  the  House  of 
Bishops,  nor  shall  they  perform  any  act  of  the  Ejjiscopal  oflSce  in  any 
Diocese  or  Missionary  District  of  this  Church,  unless  requested  so 
to  do  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  thereof. 

Resolved,  That  the  following  change  be  made  in  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  that  the  proposed  addition  be  made  known  to  the  several 
Dioceses,  in  order  that  the  same  may  be  adopted  in  the  next  General 
Oonvention,  in  accordance  with  article  9  of  the  Constitution,  as 
follows: 

Add  to  the  Constitution  the  following  as  Article  IV  of  the  Con- 
stitution, viz: 

ARTICLE    IV. 

In  every  Dloce«e  a  Standing  Committee  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Convention  thereof.  When  there  is  a  Bishop  in  charge  of  the 
Diocefte,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be  his  Council  of  Advice; 
and  when  there  is  no  such  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be 
the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  for  all  purposes  declared 
by  the  General  Convention.  The  rights  and  the  duties  of  the  Stand- 
ing Committee,  except  as  provided  in  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of 
the  General  Convention,  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Canons  of  the 
respective  Dioceses. 

Resolved,  That  the  following  change  be  made  in  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  that  the  proposed  alteration  be  made  Icnown  to  the  several 
Dioce«e»,  in  order  that  the  same  may  be  adopted  in  the  next  Gen- 
eral Convention,  in  accordance  with  article  9  of  the  Constitution,  as 
follows: 

Strike  out  article  5  of  the  Constitution  and  insert  the  following 
as  Article  V  of  the  Constitution,  viz: 

ARTICLE    V. 

Section  1.  A  new  Diocese  may  be  forme<l  (1)  by  the  erection 
into  a  Diocese  qt  the  whole  or  of  any  part  of  one  or  more  Missionary 
Districts;  (2)  by  the  division  of  an  existing  Diocese:  or  (3)  by  the 
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Junction  of  two  or  more  Diocests  or  of  i>artj  of  tAvo  or  more  Dioi*eses 
under  such  conditions  as  the  General  C<mventlon  shall  prescribe  by 
general  Canon  or  Canons.  Tlie  pn^ceedings  shall  originate  In  a  Con- 
vocation of  the  Clergj'  and  iJiity  of  tlie  Missionary  District  called  by 
the  Bishop  for  tlwit  i  uriK>se;  or.  with  tlie  approval  of  the  Bishop,  in 
the  Convention  of  tJie  Diocese  to  be  divided;  or  (when  it  is  proposed 
to  form  a  new  Diocese  by  the  Junction  of  two  or  more  Dioceses  or 
of  parts  of  two  or  more  Dioceses)  by  mutual  agreement  of  the  Con- 
ventions of  tlie  Dioceses  concemt»d,  with  the  approval  of  the  Bishop 
or  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  each  Diocese.  In  case  the  Episco- 
pate of  a  Diocese  be  vacant,  no  proceedings  toward  its  division  ahall 
bo  taken  until  the  vacancy  is  filled.  During  a  vacancy  in  a  Missdou- 
ary  District,  the  consent  of  tlie  I*residitig  Bishop  must  be  had  before 
proceedings  to  erect  it  into  a  Diocese  are  taken.  When  it  shall  appear 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  General  Convention,  by  a  certified  copy  of 
the  proewHlings  and  other  documents  and  papers  laid  before  it,  that 
an  tJie  Conditions  for  tlio  formation  of  the  new  Diocese  have  been 
complied  with,  and  that  it  has  acceded  to  the  (Constitution  of  this 
Church,  and  the  General  C<mventi(m  shall  have  so  declared,  and  shall 
have  ratitieil  such  proce<Hlings,  llie  formation  of  the  new  Diocese 
shall  be  complete,  and  it  shall  thercui>on  be  admitted  to  union  with 
tlie  General  Convention. 

Sec.  *J.  In  case  one  Diocese  shall  bo  divided  into  two  or  more 
Dioceses,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  divided  may  elect  the  one  to 
whicJi  he  will  Ik*  attnche<l,  and  he  shall  th(*reui>on  ]xH*ome  the  Bishop 
tlier(M>f ;  and  the  Bislioi>-Coadjutor,  if  there  be  one,  may  elect  the  one 
to  which  he  will  be  a.ttaclie<l.  and  (if  it  be  not  the  one  elected  by  the 
Bishop)  lie  shall  be  the  Bishop  thereof. 

Sec.  15.  In  case  a  Dimese  shall  be  furmeil  out  of  parts  of  two 
or  more  Dioceses,  encli  of  the  Bisliops  and  Bishops-Coadjutor  of  the 
several  Diocests  out  of  which  the  new  Diocese  has  been  fornuMl  shall 
be  entitled,  in  order  of  seniority  of  c<>ns<HTatiou,  to  tbe  choice  be- 
tween his  own  Dio<'ese  and  the  m^w  Dioces^  so  formeil.  In  case  the 
new  Dlocc»se  sliall  not  be  so  chnst-n,  it  sliall  liav<»  the  rijyht  to  ch(>osc 
Its  own  Bishop. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  a  new  Diocese  is  formed  and  erccttnl  out  of 
an  existing  Dio<-ese,  it  sliall  be  subject  to  tlie  Constitution  and 
Canons  vf  the  Diocese  out  of  wliicli  it  was  formed,  except  as  lo<Mil 
circumstances  may  prevent,  until  tho  same  be  altered  in  accordance 
with  such  Const ituticm  and  Canons  hy  the  Convention  of  the  new 
Diocese.  Whenever  a  IMoce^te  is  loruuHl  out  of  two  or  more  existing 
Diioceses,  it  shall  be  subject  to  tlie  (Constitution  and  Canons  of  that 
<me  of  tJie  said  existing  Di«H'esc»s  to  which  the  gn^ter  huihIht  of 
clergymen  shall  have  belonged  prior  to  the  erection  of  sucli  new 
Diocese,  except  as  local  circumstances  may  prevent,  until  the  same 
be  altered  in  acconlance  with  sucli  Constitution  and  Canons  iiy  tlie 
Convention  of  the  new  Diocese. 
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Sec.  5.  A  Diocese  formed  out  of  a  Missionary  District  shall  be 
subject  to  the  Ck>n8titution  and  Canons  to  which  such  Missionary 
District  was  subject,  until  the  same  be  altered  in  accordance  with 
such  Ckmstitutlon  and  Canons  by  the  Convention  of  the  new  Diocese. 

Sec.  6.  No  new  Diocese  shall  be  formed  which  shall  contain 
fewer  than  six  self-supporthig  Parishes,  or  fewer  than  six  Presby- 
ters who  have  been  for  at  least  one  year  canonically  resident  within 
the  bounds  of  such  new  Diocese,  regularly  settled  in  a  Parish  or  Con- 
gregation and  qualified  to  vote  for  a  Bishop.  Nor  shall  such  new 
Diocese  be  formed  if  thereby  any  exiisting  Diocese  shall  be  so  reduced 
as  to  contain  fewer  than  twelve  self-supporting  Parishes  and  twelve 
Presbyters  who  have  been  residing  therein  and  settled  and  qualified 
as  above  provided. 

Resolved,  That  the  following  change  be  made  in  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  that  the  proposed  addition  he  made  known  to  the  several 
Dioceses,  in  order  that  the  same  may  be  adopted  In  the  next  General 
Convention,  in  accordance  with  article  9  of  the  Constitution,  as 
follows: 

Add  to  the  Constitution  the  following  as  Article  VI  of  the  Consti- 
tution, viz: 

ARTICLE   VI. 

Section  1.  The  House  of  Bishops  may  establish  Missionary  Dis- 
tricts in  States  and  territories  or  parts  thereof  not  organized  into 
Diocesee.  It  may  also  from  time  to  time  change,  increase,  or 
diminish  the  territory  included  in  such  Missionary  Districts  in  such 
manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  Canon. 

Sec.  2.  The  General  Convention  may  accept  a  cession  of  the 
territorial  jurisdiction  of  a  part  of  a  Diocese  when  such  cession  shall 
have  been  proposed  by  the  Bilshop  and  the  Convention  of  such  Dio- 
cese, and  consent  thereto  shall  have  been  given  by  three-fourths  of 
the  Parishes  in  the  ceded  territory,  and  also  by  the  same  ratio  of  tlie 
Parishes  within  the  remaiming  territory. 

Any  territorial  Jurisdiction  or  any  part  of  the  same  which  may 
have  been  accepted  from  a  Diocese  by  the  General  Convention  under 
the  foregoing  provision,  may  be  retroceded  to  the  salid  Diocese  by 
such  Jotot  action  of  all  the  several  parties  as  is  herein  required  for 
its  cession;  provided,  that  such  action  of  the  General  Convention, 
whether  of  cession  or  retrocession,  shall  be  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  all  the  Bishops  present  and  voting,  and  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  the  House  of  Deputies  voting  by  orders. 

Sec.  3.  Missionary  Districts  shall  be  organized  as  may  be  pre^ 
scribed  by  Canon  of  the  General  Convention, 

Resolved,  That  the  following  cliange  be  mode  in  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  that  the  proposed  addition  be  made  known  to  the  several 
Dioceses,  in  order  that  the  same  may  be  adopted  in  the  next  General 
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Oonyention,    in    ax>corclaiice    wltb    urtiele  9  of  the  Constitution,  as 
follows: 

Add  to  the  Constitution  the  following  as  Article  VII  of  the  Con- 
stitution, viz: 

ARTICLE   VII. 

Dioceses  and  Missionary  Dlstiiicts  may  be  united  into  Provinces 
in  such  manner,  under  such  conditions,  and  with  such  powers,  as 
shall  be  provided  by  Camon  of  the  General  Convention;  proiHded, 
jloicerer,  that  uo  Diocese  shall  be  included  in  a  Province  without  its 
own  consult. 

Kesolcedf  That  the  f(rilowing  change  be  made  in  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  that  the  proposed  alteration  be  made  known  lo  the  several 
Dioceses,  in  order  that  the  same  may  be  adopted  in  the  next  General 
Convention,  in  accordance  with  article  9  of  the  Constitution,  as 
follows: 

Strike  out  article  7  of  the  Constitution  and  insert  the  following 
as  Article  VllI  of  the  Constitution,  viz: 

ARTICLE   VIII. 

No  person  shall  be  ordered  I*riest  or  Deacon  until  he  shall  liave 
been  examined  by  the  Bishop  and  two  Priests  and  shall  have  exhib- 
ited such  testimonials  and  other  reqiiisites  as  the  Canons  in  that  case 
provided  may  direct  No  person  shall  be  ordained  and  consecrated 
Bishop,  or  ordered  Priest  or  Deacon,  unless  at  the  time,  in  the  pres- 
ence of  the  ordaining  Bishop  or  Bishops,  he  shall  subscribe  and  make 
the  following  declaration: 

**I  do  beiieve  the  Holy  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testa- 
ments to  be  the  Word  of  God,  and  to  contain  all  things  ne^'essary  to 
salvation;  and  I  do  solemnly  engage  to  conform  to  the  doctrine,  disci- 
pline, and  woi-ship  of  the  Pi-otestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America." 

No  person  ordained  by  a  foreign  Bishop,  or  by  a  Bishop  not  in 
communion  with  this  Church,  sliaJl  be  permitted  to  officiate  as  a 
Minister  of  this  Church  until  he  shall  have  complied  with  the  Canon 
or  Canons  in  that  case  provided,  and  also  shall  have  subscribed  tJie 
aforesaid  declaration. 

RcHoUtil,  That  tlie  following  change  l>e  made  in  tlie  Constitu- 
tion, and  that  the  proi)osed  alteration  be  made  known  to  the  several 
Dioceses,  in  order  that  the  same  may  be  adopted  in  the  next  Gc-neral 
Convention,  in  accordance  with  article  9  of  the  Constitution,  as 
follows: 

Strike  out  article  6  of  the  Constitution  and  insenrt  tlie  following 
as  Article  IX  of  the  Constltntlon,  viz: 
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ARTICLE   IX. 

The  General  Convention  may,  by  Canon,  establish  a  court  for  the 
trial  of  Bishops,  wWeh  shall  be  composed  of  Bishops  only. 

Presbyters  and  Deacons  shall  be  tried  by  a  Court  instituted  by 
the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  or  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority 
of  the  Missionary  District,  in  which  they  are  canonically  resident. 

Tlie  General  Convention,  in  like  manner,  may  establish  or  may 
provide  for  the  establishment  of  Courts  of  Review  of  the  determi- 
nations of  Diocesan  or  other  trial  courts. 

The  court  for  the  review  of  the  determination  of  the  trial  court, 
on  the  trial  of  a  Bishop,  shall  be  composed  of  Bishops  only. 

The  General  Convention,  in  lilce  manner,  may  establish  an  ulti- 
mate Court  of  Appeal,  solely  for  the  review  of  the  determination  of 
any  Court  of  Review  on  quecrtions  of  doctrine,  faith,  or  worship. 

None  but  a  Bdshop  shall  pronounce  sentence  of  admonition,  or 
of  suspension,  deposition^  or  degradation  from  the  ministry,  on  any 
Bishop,  Presbyter,  or  Deacon. 

A  sentence  of  suspension  shall  specify  on  what  terms  or  con- 
ditions and  at  what  time  the  suspension  shall  cease. 

Resolcedf  That  the  following  change  be  made  in  the  Goni»tltu- 
tion,  and  that  the  proposed  alteration  be  made  known  to  the  several 
Dioceses,  in  order  that  the  same  maj^  he  adopted  at  the  next  General 
Convention,  in  accordance  with  article  9  of  the  Constitution,  as 
follows: 

Strike  out  article  8  of  the  Constitution  and  Insert  the  following 
as  Article  X  of  the  Constitution,  viz: 

ARTICLE   X. 

The  Book  of  Common  Pi*ayer  and  Administration  of  the  Sacra- 
ments and  other  Rites  and  Ceremonies  of  the  Church,  together  with 
the  Psalter  or  Psalms  of  David,  the  Form  and  Manner  of  Making, 
Ordaining,  and  Consecrating  Bishops,  Priests,  and  Deacons,  the  Form 
of  Consecration  of  a  Church  or  Chapel,  the  Office  of  Institution  of 
Ministers,  and  Articles  of  Religion,  as  now  established  or  hereafter 
amended  by  the  authority  of  this  Church,  shall  be  in  use  in  all  ilie 
Dioceses  and  Missionary  Districts  of  this  Chm'ch,  No  alteration 
thereof  or  addition  thereto  shall  be  made  unless  the  same  shall  be 
first  proposed  in  one  triennial  meeting  of  the  General  Convention, 
and  by  a  resolve  thereof  be  sent  within  six  months  to  the  Secretary' 
of  the  Convention  of  every  Diocese,  to  be  made  known  to  the  Dio- 
cesan Convention  at  its  next  meeting,  and  be  adopted  by  the  General 
Convention  at  its  next  succeeding  triennial  meeting  by  a  majority 
of  the  whole  number  of  Bishops  entitled  to  vote  in  the  House  of 
Bishops,  and  by  a  majority  of  the  Cleric-al  and  Lay  l>eputies  of  all 
the  Dioceses  entitled  to  rei>re8entation  in  the  House  of  Deputies  vot- 
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ing  by  orders.  Provided,  however,  that  the  General  ConA-ention  at  any 
mt-eting  shall  have  power  to  amend  the  Tables  of  Lessons  by  a 
majority  of  the  whole  number  of  Bishops  entitled  to  vote  in  the 
House  of  Bishops,  and  by  a  majority  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Depu- 
ties of  all  the  Diooesee  entitled  to  representation  in  the  House  of 
Deputies  voting  by  orders. 

Resolved,  That  the  following  change  be  made  in  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  that  the  proposed  alteration  be  made  Itnown  to  the  several 
Dioceses,  in  order  that  the  same  may  be  adopted  in  the  next  General 
Convention,  in  accordance  with  article  1)  of  the  Constitution,  as 
follows: 

Add  to  article  10  as  already  proposed  the  following: 

But  provislion  ma^-  be  made  by  Canon  for  the  temporarj^  use  of 
other  forms  and  directories  of  worship  by  congregations  not  in  union 
with  this  Church  who  are  willing  to  accept  the  spiritual  ovei"siglit  of 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  or  Missionary  District. 

Resolved,  That  the  follo>ving  change  be  made  in  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  that  the  proposed  alteration  be  made  known  to  the  several 
Dioceses,  in  order  that  the  same  may  be  adopted  in  the  next  General 
Convention,  in  accordance  with  article  9  of  the  Constitution,  as 
follows: 

Strike  out  article  9  of  the  Constitution  and  insert  the  following 
as  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution,  viz: 

ARTICLE  XI. 

No  alteration  or  amendment  of  this  Constitution  shall  be  made 
unless  the  same  shall  be  first  proposed  at  one  triennial  meeting  of 
the  General  Convention,  and  by  a  resolve  thereof  be  sent  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Convention  of  every  Diocese,  to  be  made  known  to  the 
Diocesan  Convention  at  its  next  meeting,  and  be  adopted  by  the 
General  Convention  at  its  next  succeeding  triennial  meeting  by  a 
majority  of  tiie  whole  number  of  Bi8hoi>s  entitled  to  vote  in  the 
House  of  Bishops,  and  by  a  majority  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies  of  all  the  Dioceses  entitled  to  representation  in  the  House 
of  Deputies  voting  by  orders. 

Meeting  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  was  made  special 
order  for  4:30  p.  m.  to-morrow. 

The  Council  proceeded  to  the  election  of  Standing 
Committee. 

The  President  apiwinted  Kev.  C.  B.  K.  Weed  and  Mr. 
Giistave  Jones  as  Tellers. 

The  election  resulted  as  follows:  Rev.  G.  Gordon 
Smeade,  B.  D.;  Rev.  W.  D.  Buckner;  Rev.  C.  H.  Lock  wood, 
B.  D.;  Mr.  P.  K.  Roots;  Mr.  J.  A.  Reeves. 
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Mr.  S.  S.  Faulkner  offered  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  Ways  and  Means  CJommittee  be  instructed 
to  propose  some  plan  or  amendment  to  the  present  plan  of  raising 
the  salary  of  Bishop-Coadjutor. 

Council  took  a  recess  till  8  p.  m. 

EVEI^'ING  SESSION. 

May  3,  1899. 

Council  was  called  to  order  at  8  p.  m. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  C.  H.  Lockwood,  the  Rev.  Win.  G. 
Coote,  of  the  Diocese  of  Kansas,  in  charge  of  St.  Luke's,  Hot 
Springs,  was  invited  to  a  seat  in  the  Council,  and  tendered  the 
courtesies  due  a  visitor. 

Rt.  Rev.  Wm.  M.  Brown  read  his  first  annual  address, 
which,  with  the  Bishop's  address  and  Parochial  Reports,  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  State  of  the  Church. 

(See  Appendix  II.) 

Chancellor  Wm.  G.  Whipple  offered  the  following  pre- 
amble and  resolution,  which  were  seconded  by  Rev.  G.  Gordon 
Smeade,  and,  after  some  happy  remarks  by  Mr.  Whipple,  Rev. 
C.  H.  Lockwood,  Dr.  James,  and  our  venerable  Diocesan,  were 
unanimously  adopted  by  a  rising  vote: 

Whereas^  Since  his  consecration,  less  than  one  year  ago,  by  his 
exclusive  devotion  to  the  duties  of  his  high  office,  by  his  tireless 
energy,  his  visitations  to  every  portion  of  his  broad  field,  his  efficient 
work  in  many  Parishes,  his  fervent  zeal,  his  broad  Catholicity  of 
spirit,  and  his  executive  ability,  our  Bishop-Coadjutor,  William  Mont- 
gomery Brown,  has  merited  especial  recognition^  and  won  general 
approval;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolvedj  That  this  Council,  voicing  the  sentiments  of  the 
Diocese,  heartily  accord  to  Bishop  Brown  their  imqualifled  approba- 
tion of  his  work. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  H.  W.  Riiames  that  portion  of  the

Amend  Title  1,  Canon  1,  section  1,  by  striking  oat  the  word 
'lynt/'  where  it  occurs  next  after  the  word  *'Coancil,"  in  the  fifth 
line  of  said  section,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  these  words,  "but 
no  Clergyman  shall  have  a  vote  therein  who  shaU  not  have  been  in 
charge  of  a  Parish  or  Mission  within  one  year  next  preceding,  and." 

Rev.  W.  D.  Buckner  offered  the  following  amendments 
to  the  Canons,  which  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Con- 
stitution and  Canons: 

Amend  section  67,  Canon  1,  Title  4,  by  striking  out  therefrom 
the  words  "of  whom  the  Bector  or  Minister  shall  appoint  one  as 
Senior  Warden,  and  the  Vestry  shall  elect  another  as  Junior 
Warden." 

Amend  section  69,  Oanon  1,  Title  4,  by  inserting  th^ein  before 
the  words  "the  Junior  Warden"  these  words,  namely,  "the  Senior 
Warden." 

The  Council  adjourned  till  to-morrow  morning  at  10 
o'clock.

Committee  on  State  of  the  Church  submitted  the  follow- 
ing re]X)rt,  which  was  received  and  approve<l  l)v  the  Council • 
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We,  the  Committee  on  State  of  the  Church,  beg  leave  to  submit 
the  following  report: 

Twelve  months  have  brought  about  a  wonderful  change  in  the 
Diocese. 

To  many  of  us,  we  confess,  the  future  looked  gloomy  and  sad 
indeed.  Dissensions  and  heartburnings  were  visible  everywhere. 
Conditions  seemed  almost  Irreconcilable.  To-day,  under  the  wise, 
tactful,  and  consecrated  zeal  of  the  Bishop-Coadjutor,  and  an  All- 
wise  and  overruling  Providence,  harmony  and  love  have  sprung  from 
chaos  and  bitterness.  Consequently,  as  always  under  such  blessed 
conditions,  the  work  of  the  Master  is  progressing  on  all  Church  lines. 

Church  people  in  many  of  the  towns  and  villages  of  the  State 
who  have  been  waiting  and  yearning  for  years  for  Episcopal  visita- 
tions, have  at  last  been  gladdened  and  strengthened  by  the  gracious 
presemce  and  tender  and  loving  administrations  of  our  Bishop- 
Coadjutor. 

Truly,  it  is  with  rejoicing  hearts  that  we  observe  everywhere 
marks  of  encouragement.  Indeed,  the  various  reports  which  have 
been  read  in  our  hearing,  portray  the  dawn  of  a  brighter  day. 

To  our  beloved  Diocesan  this  condition  of  things  must  be  ex- 
ceedingly gratifying.  Truly,  his  heart  must  bound  with  gratitude 
to  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  for  the  bright  outlook  of  the 
Church  in  the  Diocese  to  which  he  has  devoted  the  best  years  of  his 
life.  We  pray  that  our  Heavenly  Father  may  spare  him  to  us  for 
many  years  to  come. 

The  message  from  our  BishopH  is  one  which  is  not  only  a  satis- 
factory record  of  Avork  done,  but  glows  with  hope  for  the  years  yet 
to  come. 

The  legislation  suggested  is  certainly  timely,  and  should  be 
adopted  without  a  dissenting  A-oice. 

The  confirmations  were  smaller  this  year  than  usual,  yet  along 
all  other  lines  there  has  been  marked  improvement. 

We  note  with  deep  pleasure  the  consecration  of  the  beautiful 
Church  at  Helena,  and  the  completion  of  the  Church  at  Fort  Smith. 

In  our  Clerical  ranks  many  changes  have  taken  place  since  we 
last  met.  To  our  dear  brethren  who  have  so  recently  come  among 
us  we  extend  a  most  affectionate  welcome,  and  bid  them  Godspeed 
in  their  work. 

We  cannot  be  too  urgent  and  earnest  in  our  appeal  to  the  dif- 
ferent congregations  in  the  Diocese  to  tlie  paramount  importance  of 
a  thorough  awakening  in  all  missionary  lines,  especially  in  placing 
at  the  disposal  of  the  I>ioce«au  Missionary  Society  funds  sufficient 
to  meet  the  growing  needs  of  this  great  Diocese.  The  work  must 
be  hampered,  and  your  Bishop-Coadjutor  must  be  trammeled  in  the 
splendid  work  that  he  has  commenced,  unless  the  Churches  of  this 
Diocese  awake  to  the  great  needs  of  the  field. 
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Remember  that  the  Diocesan  Missionai^  Society  is  the  most 
potent  factor  for  the  extension  and  upbuiidlng  of  the  Church  within 
our  borders.  If  we  fail  to  enter  these  open  doors,  then  we  must  con- 
tinue to  be  powerless  in  tlie  general  uplift  of  the  people  of  this  great 
and  growing  State. 

Truly,  brethren,  the  case  is  a  Macedonian  one,  and  should 
receive  our  earnest  and  faithful  co-operation  and  prayers. 

Yes,  the  harvest  is  truly  ripe,  and  the  field  inviting,  but  the 
laborers  are  few.  We  pray  that  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  will  send 
us  more  laborers— men  of  consecration— men  of  singleness  of  pur- 
pose—men uncompromising  in  their  love  for  the  Church— ever  uphold- 
ing with  a  beautiful  devotion  and  loyalty  the  doctrines  and  sacra^ 
ments  and  the  discipline  of  Christ,  as  the  Lord  hath  commanded,  and 
as  this  Church  hath  received  the  same. 

May  it  always  be  our  unspeakable  privilege  to  ever  hold  up 
Christ  as  the  very  life  and  the  very  light  of  the  Church.  To  present 
Him  to  Individual  souls  as  *'The  Lamb  of  God,  which  talceth  away 
the  sin  of  the  world." 

May  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church,  and  the  Shepherd  and 

Bishop  of  our  souls  bless  our  beloved  Diocesan,  the  Bishop-€k>ad- 

Jutor,  the  Clergy  and  Laity;  and  may  we  all  daily  increase  in  His 

Holy  Spirit  more  and  more,  until  we  come    unto    His   everlasting 

Kingdom.

1.  We  recommend  that  consideration  of  the  proposed  amend- 
ment to  Title  1,  Canon  1,  section  1,  be  postponed. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Committee  waa  adopted. 

2.  We  recommend  that  the  proposed  amendment  to  Title  4, 
Canon  1,  section  67.  be  adopted,  and  that  the  proposed  amendment 
to  Title  4,  Canon  1,  section  69,  be  adopted. 

The  recommendation  failing  of  unanimous  consent,  it 

was  laid  over  for  final  action  at  the  next  Council. 

• 

3.  We  recommend  that  the  first  clauFu^  of  Title  3,  Canon  1, 
section  51,  be  amended  to  read  as  follows:  *'The  Bishops  shall 
appoint  one  of  the  Clergy  in  each  district  as  Dean  of  Convocation, 
upon  the  nomination  of  the  Clergy  of  the  district  concerned." 

The  question  was  put  upon  the  adoption  of  the  amend- 
ment, and  the  vote  being  imanimous  in  the  affirmative,  the 
amendment  was  declared  eanonically  adopted. 

4.  We  recommend  that  to  Title  3,  Canon  4,  section  61,  the  fol- 
lowing be  added:  ** Provided,  that  no  beneficiary  of  the  mission  funds 
shall  be  elected  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Managers.*' 

The  recommendation  failing  of  unanimous  consent,  it 
was  laid  over  for  final  action  at  the  next  Council. 

5.  We  recommend  that  the  last  clause  of  Title  4,  Canon  2,  sec- 
tion 79,  be  amended  to  read  as  follows:  *'The  Bishop,  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  Council,  may  reduce  such  Parish  to  a  Mission." 

The  recommendation  failing  of  unanimous  consent,  it 
was  laid  over  for  final  action  at  the  next  Council. 
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The  Very  Rev.  Stephen  H.  Green,  Dean  of  St  Mary's 
Cathedral,  Memphis,  Tenn.,  was,  by  a  rising  vote,  invited  to 
a  seat  upon  the  floor  of  the  Council,  and  the  courtesies  due  a 
visitor  were  extended  to  him.

Resolved,  Thfl.t  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Ouncil  that  nothing  was 
due  under  artliole  7  of  the  articles  providing  for  the  salary  of  the 
BishopOoadJutor,  prior  to  December  1»  1808,  and  that  all  payments 
made  before  that  date  shall  be  credited  upon  that  and  subsequent 
asseesments.

Cathedral  an<l  Christ  Church  Parishes  for  most  delightful,  and 
generous  hospitality  receired. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Council  in  re^lar  session, 
that  the  Bishop-Coadjutor  c^onvey  to  the  Dioceee  of  Dallas  the  greet- 
ing of  this  body,  and  the  hope  that  sadd  session  maiy  prove  har- 
monious and  result  in  much  good. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  ordered  to  liare  500  Cf^les  <rf 
the  Journal  of  this  Comicil  printed  and  distributed  in  the  usual  man- 
ner. 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  pay  to  Mr.  John  M. 
Daggett  $75,  as  an  honorarium  for  services  rendered  at  this  Ooundl. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Council  be  tendered  to  the  rail- 
roads of  the  State  for  courtesies  extended  to  the  delegates  to  Oils 
Council  and  the  ^'Woman's  Auxiliary." 
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Resolved,  That  we,  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas  In  Ck>uncil  assem- 
bled, desire  to  extend  to  the  General  Board  of  Missions  onr  hearty 
tbanlcs  in  grateful  apiareciatioli  for  the  very  helpful  and  instruc- 
tive Missionary  address,  which  was  delivered  before  the  Council  by 
their  Representative,  the  Very  Reverend  Stephen  H.  Green,  of  Mem- 
phis; and  we  further  desire  to  assure  the  Board  that  we  will  always 
welcome  their  Representatives  in  the  future,  that  the  general  Mis- 
sionary interest  may  be  stimulated  and  increased  in  the  Diocese. 

Revolted,  That  the  address  of  the  Bishop  be  published  in  pam- 
phlet form  with  the  address  of  the  Bishop-Coadjutor,  with  the 
Bishop's  consent. 

Mr.  Wm.  G.  Whipple  offered  the   following    proposed 
amendment  to  section  1,  Canon  1,  Title  1 : 

Amend  Title  1,  Canon  1,  section  1,  by  stritUn^  out  the  word 
"but"  where  it  occnm  next  aXtar  the  word  ''CouneU,"  in  the  fifth  line 
of  said  sectioKi,  and  inserting  in  lieu  tliereof  these  words,  namely^ 
*'but  no  Clergyman  shaU  have  a  vote  thereia  who  shall  not  have 
been  in  charge  of  a  Parish  or  Mission  within  one  year  next  pieced- 
ing,  unless  the  Clergyman  shall  be  an  assistant  Minister  in  some 
Parish  or  Mission^  or  a  professor  in  a  College,  or  supeiraamuated,  or 
incapacitated  from  having  charge  of  a  Parish  or  Mlisslon  by  ill  health, 
and." 

Failing  of  unanimous  consent  for  adoption,  the  amend- 
ment was  laid  over  for  final  action  at  the  next  Council. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  J.  M.  Daggett,  it  was 

Resolctd,  That  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  be 
continued,  to  sit  duriug  the  recess,  to  receive  and  coiwider  all  amend- 
ments to  the  Canons  now  pending  or  that  may  be  submitted  to  them, 
and  report  to  the  next  Council. 

(^ommittee  on  Ways  and  Means  submitted  the  following 
report: 

The  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  beg  leave  to  recommend 
the  following  changes  be  made  in  ^'Articles  providing  for  the  salary 
of  the  Blshop-CoadJutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Arlcansas." 

Article  3  be  amended  to  rend  as  follows:  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Vestry  promptly  to  collect  said  assessment  and  promptly  to 
turn  the  same  over  to  the  Parish  Ti-eosurer,  who  shall  remit  the  same 
at  once  to  the  Diocesan  Treasurer,  to  be  credlited  to  the  fund  for 
wffich  the  same  has  been  collected. 

Article  9  be  amended  to  read  as  follows:  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Rector  or  Warden  of  each  Parish  or  Mission  to  see  that  due 
and  proper  notice  is  given  annually,  etc. 
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We  recommeiiid  that  as  articles  10  and  11  were  only  necessary 
for  the  putting  into  operation  of  the  plan,  that  these  two  articles  be 
eliminated  and  abolished.

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AMENDMENT  TO  CANONS. 


Title  3,  Canon  1,  section  51  (as  amended  1800): 

Section  51.  Tbe  Bishops  shall  appoint  one  of  the  Olergy  In  each 
district  as  Dean  of  Convocation,  upon  the  nomination  of  the  Clergy 
of  the  district  concerned.  The  Convocation  shall  elect  a  Secretary, 
who  shall  be  a  Clergyman,  and  a  Treasurer,  who  shall  be  a  Layman. 

STANDING  RESOLUTIONS. 

1.  That  the  Secretary  make  out  and  cause  to  be  printed  in  the 
Journal  of  this  Council,  Immediately  after  the  list  of  Clergy,  a  list 
of  the  Parishes  and  Missions  in  this  Diocese.— 1878,  page  22. 

2.  That  there  be  reported  in  the  Parochial  Reports,  in  addition 
to  the  report  of  the  gross  number  of  communicants,  the  number  actu- 
ally communicating  in  the  twelve  months  preceding  Epiphany;  said 
number  of  actual  communicants  to  be  only  for  information  of  the 
Council,  and  not  to  be  entered  on  the  Journal.— 1879,  page  16.

7.  That  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  send  one  month  before 
the  meeting  of  the  Council  to  each  Parish  in  union  with  the  Diocese, 
and  to  all  Mission  Stations,  a  form  of  Parochial  Report,  with  request 
that  they  report  to  the  Bishop  five  (5)  days  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Council.— 1888,  page  17. 

8.  That  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  Clerical  members  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  in  attending  the  regular  meetings,  be  paid  by 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  on  the  certificate  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Committee.— 1889,  page  17. 

9.  That  the  Treasurer  of  each  of  the  funds  be,  and  is  hereby 
requested  to  send  to  the  Wardens  of  the  Parishes  a  fortnight's  notice 
of  each  special  offering  recommended  by  the  Council.— 1891,  page  19. 

10.  That  the  members  of  the  Council,  in  addressing  the  presid- 
ing officer,  shall  address  him  as  ''Mr.  President/'  and  that  his  title 
be  given  him  in  the  Journal  of  the  Proceedings.— 1891,  page  28. 
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11.  That  the  various  Parishes  and  Missions  be  requested  to  take 
a  contribution  annually,  to  be  paid  to  the  Bishop  for  this  purpose 
(extinguishing  the  debt  on  St.  Paulas  Church  property  at  Dardanelle) 
now  reduced  to  $160,  until  tlio  debt  is  extinguished.— 1805.  page  28. 

12.  Offerings  ore  asked  as  follows: 

On  Advent  Sunday,  for  the  Theological  Department  University 
of  the  South. 

On  first  Sunday  in  Lent  and  on  Trinity  Sunday,  for  Diocesan 
Missions.

Fund. 

On  Thanksgiving  Day,  for  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy,  and  Widows 
and  Orphans  of  deceased  Clergymen  of  the  Diocese.— 1888,  page  13. 


ARTICLES    PROVIDING    FOR    THE    SALARY    OF 

THE    BISHOP  -  COADJUTOR    OF    THE 

DIOCESE  OF  ARKANSAS. 

ARTICLE  I. 

* 

The  annual  salary  of  the  Bishop-Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of 
Arkansas  shall  be  $1,500. 

ARTICLE  II. 

There  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  assessed  and  levied  upon  each  and 
every  communicant  of  the  Diocese,  the  sum  of  $1,  to  be  paid  annu- 
ally, on  the  1st  day  of  December  in  each  year;  said  sum  to  be  devoted 
exclusively  towards  the  payment  of  the  salary  of  the  Bishop-Coad- 
jutor; the  payment  of  which  assessment  by  each  communicant  of 
the  Diocese  is  hereby  solemnly  enjoined  as  a  duty  of  high  moral 
obligation. 

ARTICLE  III. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Veetry  of  each  Parish,  and  of  the 
Warden,  and  in  his  absence^  of  the  Treasurer,  and  in  the  absence 
of  both,  of  the  Secretary,  of  each  Mission,  promptly  to  collect  said 
assessment,  and  promptly  to  turn  the  same  over  to  the  Parish  Treas- 
urer, who  shall  remit  the  same  at  once  to  the  Diocesan  Treasurer,  to 
be  credited  to  the  fund  for  whidi  the  same  has  been  collected. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Rector  or  Warden  of  each  Parish  or 
Mission  to  see  that  due  and  proper  notice  is  given  annually  from  the 
chancel  and  otherwise,  to  the  end  that  all  communicants  may  ba 
duly  notified  and  prompt  collection  made. 
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ARTICLE  V. 

The  Trustee  of  the  Episcopate  Fund  is  hereby  authorized  and 
instructed  so  to  manage  and  conduct  said  fund  that  the  Building 
Association  stock  held  by  him  as  such  Trustee,  shall  be  allowed  to 
run  on  and  mature,  and  that  Fatd  fund  may  be  converted  Into  cash, 
and  realized  upon  in  the  most  expeditious  way  consistent  with  its 
proper  and  prudent  husbandry  and  management;  and,  with  the  ad. 
vice  and  assistance  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  to  reinvest  said 
fund  in  the  best  manner  available  for  the  production  therefrom  of  an 
annual  income;  which,  when  collected,  shall  be  promptly  paid  by 
said  Tnistee  to  said  Diocesan  Treasurer.  It  being  the  intention  of 
these  articles  in  nowise  to  interfere  with  said  fund,  except  as  shall 
be  directed  by  the  Annual  Council. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

There  shall  be  paid  to  said  Bishop-Coadjutor  such  sums  as  may 
be  received  and  realized  as  the  income  of  said  Episcopate  Fund,  and 
from  said  per  capita  assessments;  provided,  that  the  salary  of  said 
Bishop-Coadjutor  shall  not  exceed  in  the  aggregate  the  sum  of  $3,000, 
until  authorized  by  the  Council  of  the  Diocese,  and  any  balance  that 
shall  accrue  in  excess  of  said  sum  shall  be  held  and  retained  by  said 
Diocesan  Treasurer  for  Diocesan  purposes,  subject  to  the  direction  of 
Council  of  the  Diocese. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

The  first  annual  per  capita  assessment  herein  provided  for  shall 
be  due  and  payable  on  the  1st  day  of  March,  1808;  and  the  second 
annual  assessment  shall  be  due  and  payable  on  the  Ist  day  of 
December,  1808,  and  so  on  from  year  to  year. 

ARTICLE  Vin. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  upon  the 
receipt  by  him  from  time  to  time  of  said  per  capita  assessment,  and 
of  said  income  from  the  Episcopate  Fund,  to  pay  the  same  over  with- 
out delay  to  the  order  of  the  said  Bishop-Coadjutor. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  is  hereby  constituted  the  Curator 
of  said  annual  per  capita  assessments,  and  is  hereby  charged  with 
the  special  duty  of  prompting  the  I*arish  and  Mission  officers  in  the 
discharge  of  their  respective  duties  In  reference  to  the  annual  collec- 
tion of  said  assessments.

BISHOPS  ADDRESS. 

Dear  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  of  the  Laity: 

Almighty  God  has  spared  me  to  meet  you  once  more  in  Ck)uncil, 
and  it  is  with  unusual  peace  of  mind  and  freedom  from  care,  that  I 
welcome  you  to  your  seats  in  this,  the  Twenty-seventh  Annual 
Session  of  this  body.  For  I  now  know,  so  far  as  we  are  able  to 
see  the  future,  and  estimate  the  probabilities  thereof,  that  in  case 
I  meet  you  here  no  more,  there  will  be  one  wlio  has  already  won 
your  confidence  and  taken  from  my  shoulders  a  large  portion  of  the 
burden,  to  assume  the  remadnder  of  it  wheoi  I  lay  that  down,  or  am 
unable  to  bear  it.  Until  that  time  I  have  the  satisfaction  of  feeling 
that  peace  has  been  restored  to  the  Diocese  and  left  it  free,  and,  as 
I  trust  resolved  to  work  for  Christ  and  His  one  holy  Gatholic  and 
Apostolic  Church,  which  is  His  Body  mystical,  as  it  has  never  yet 
worked  in  its  long  years  of  struggles,  sometimes  severe  struggles, 
for  existence.  To  one  and  all,  I  say,  let  bygones  be  biygcmes  indeed, 
and  let  us  hopefully  look  forward  to  and  pray  and  work  for  a  grand 
and  a  glorious  future  for  the  Church  in  Arkansas. 

In  reviewing  the  events  of  the  past  conciliar  Diocesan  year,  I 
find  the  most  important,  of  course,  to  be  the  consecration  of  our 
beloved  Coadjutor-Bishop.  Of  that  and  of  his  work  since  his  conse- 
cration I  need  say  little,  for  you  are  all  fully  informed  on  that  sub- 
ject I  add  merely  this:  Much  good  seed  has  been  sown  and  some 
of  it  in  wholly  new  ground,  and  even  now  first  fruits  by  no  means 
scant  have  been  gathered,  and  the  promised  full  harvest  in  due 
time  is  hopefully  and  Joyfully  anticipated  in  a  not  remote  hereafter. 

The  number  of  Clerical  changes  in  the  Diocese  during  the  past 
year  has  been  unusually  large.  I  have  given  Letters  Dimissory  as 
follows: 

The  Rev.  John  Gass.  transferring  him  to  the  Diocese  of  Georgia. 

The  Kt»v.  K.  J.  P.  B.  Williams,  transferring  him  to  the  Diocese 
of  Springliohl.  111. 

Rev.  W.  T.  Allou.  transferring  him  to  the  Diocese  of  West 
Missouri. 

The  Rev.  Douglas  I.  llobbs.  transferring  him  to  the  Diocese 
of  Nebraska. 

I  have  aoivptoil  Letters  Dimissory  presented  by  the  Rev.  W.  D. 
Buckuer.  fn»ui  the  DliHvse  of  Southern  Virjrinia:  the  Rev.  Caleb 
B.  K.  WetHl.  from  the  IMvK^^se  of  Newark.  N.  J.;  the  Rev.  R.  W. 
Rhanies,  fn>iu  the  DiiHi^e  of  Missouri. 

The  Rev.  iitH>rire  itonlon  Siueade  has  resljrneil  the  Rectorship 
of  Trinity  Churv»h,  Tine  Bluff,  and  aeoepted  the  Heetorship  of  Christ 
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Church,  Little  Rock.  The  Rev.  W.  D.  Buckner  has  succeeded  to  the 
vacancy  at  Piue  Bluff.  The  Rev.  William  Cross  resigned  the  Rec- 
torship of  St.  Luke*s  Church,  Hot  Springs;  was  chaplain  for  some 
months  in  the  United  States  Army,  and  is  now  out  of  the  State,  but 
still  Canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas.  The  Rev. 
G.  W.  Flowers  has  recently  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  Trinrty 
Church,  Van  Buren,  and  is  beyond  the  bounds  of  this  Diocese  at 
present,  though  Canonically  resident  here.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Weed  has 
become  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Batesville.  The  Rev.  Mr. 
Rhames  has  become  Rector  of  St  Paul's  Church,  Newport.  The  Rev. 
W.  G.  Coote,  of  the  Diocese  of  Kansas,  is  otficiating  at  St  Luke's 
Church,  Hot  Springs,  and  I  have  hopes  of  his  becoming  the  Rector 
of  that  important  Parish.  The  Rev.  I.  M.  Merlinjones,  of  the  Diocese 
of  Los  Angeles,  Cal.,  is  officiating  at  St.  Agnes's  Church,  Morrllton, 
very  acwiitably.  The  Rev.  P.  P.  Boland,  of  the  Diocese  of  Missis- 
sippi, is  officiating  at  the  Parish  of  St.  John's,  Fort  Smith.  Trinity, 
Van  Bureu;  St.  Andrew's,  Marlamia;  The  Church  of  tn^  Good  Shep- 
herd, Forrest  City,  and  the  Mission  points  vacated  by  the  removal  of 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Williams,  are  still  without  stated  Clerical  services.  But 
I  feel  assured  that  the  most  important  of  these  vacancies  will  be  soon 
filled.  I  do  not  speak  of  a  vacancy  at  Trinity  Cathedral,  because  no 
absolute  vacancy  can  occur  there  as  long  as  the  Bishop  is  in  resi- 
dence, though  additional  workers  are  needed,  and  will,  I  hope,  be 
soon  secured. 

I  consecrated  the  beautiful  new  St  John's  Church,  at  Helena, 
on  Septuagesima  Sunday  last.  Further  particulars  concerning  this 
consecration  will  be  found  in  the  abstract  of  my  journal  under  the 
date  of  January  29,  1899.  On  the  22d  day  of  May,  1898,  I  laid  the 
corner  stone  of  the  new  St  John's  Church,  at  Fort  Smith.  When  I 
saw  this  flue  stone  edifice  in  December  last,  the  workmen  were  fin- 
ishing off  the  Interior.  Whether  it  was  made  ready  for  Easter  ser- 
vices, as  was  then  intended,  I  have  not  been  informed.  As  there  is 
on  the  building  some  debt,  though  not  a  large  one,  considering  its 
beauty  and  substantial  character,  it  may  not  be  ready  for  consecra- 
tion very  soon. 

Great  progress  has  been  made  in  paying  off  Church  debts  during 
tlie  year.  A  grand  Easter  offering  very  largely  reduced  that  of 
Christ  Church.  Little  Rock.  Tha^  of  St  Luke's  Church.  Hot  Springs, 
has  been  much  cut  down.  The  debt  on  St.  Andrew's  Church  Rectory, 
at  Maria ima,  is  being  steadily  lessened.  A  mere  fragment  Is  left  of 
the  debt  once  resting  on  the  Deanery  of  Trinity  Cathedral.  Except 
the  five  mentioned,  I  believe  none  of  the  Parishes  of  Arkansas  are 
encumbered  with  debt.  Few,  if  any,  of  the  Dioceses  of  the  Ameri- 
can Church  can  show  a  better  record  than  Arkansas  in  this  respect 

Spiritually,  I  have  reason  to  believe  the  Diocese  has  advanced 
no  little -during  the  past  twelve  months.  This  is  my  c(mvictlon, 
though  the  small  number  of  confirmations  may  seem  to  indicate  tlie 
contrary.     The  past  year  has  been,  to  a  great  degree,  a  broken  one. 
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Men*8  minds  have  been  deeply  stirred  by  discords— discords  inter- 
national, political,  and  ecclesiastical— both  in  onr  country  and  In 
other  lands.  But  the  grace  of  God  has  been,  and  is,  bringing  har- 
mony out  of  discord.  That  it  has  so  far  prevailed  under  circum- 
stances so  opposing  and  obstructive  shows  a  decided  advancement 
in  the  Spiritual  life  of  the  world,  the  nation,  and  the  Church  of  God. 
I  look  for  much  greater  and  much  richer  fruits  in  the  more  peaceful 
years  to  come. 

Of  the  Missionary  work  in  the  Diocese  and  in  the  world  I  shall 
say  nothing  here.  I  leave  that  to  our  dear  Bishop-Coadjutor,  and 
to  others.  They  will  tell  you  more  fully  than  I  am  prepared  to  do, 
what  has  been  done,  what  needs  to  be  done,  what  can  be  done,  and 
what  is  required  of  all  of  us  in  order  to  accomplish  it.  And  may  the 
Spirit  Divine  stir  up  every  soul  to  perform  its  duty  to  God  and  to 
man. 

On  the  Festival  of  the  Annunciation  of  the  Blessed  Virgin  Mary 
the  Rev.  Caleb  B.  K.  Weed,  Deacon,  was  ordered  Priest  by  the  Rt 
Rev.  Dr.  Starkey,  in  Grace  Church,  Orange.  N.  J.  I  mention  the 
fact  as  certified  to  me  by  the  Bishop  of  Newark,  because  he,  in  this 
case,  simply  acted  instead  of  myself,  and  at  my  written  request.  This 
ordination  will  be  reported  by  Arkansas  at  the  next  session  of  the 
General  Convention,  as  a  matter  of  course. 

As  nothing  fiffther  occurs  to  me  which  seems  to  reiiuire  saying 
in  this  connection  on  the  present  occasion.  I  here  add  an  at)stract  of 
my  Journal  for  the  year  forever  ended,  that  you  may.  in  some  small 
part,  see  what  your  Bishop  has  been  officially  doing  during  the  past 
twelve  months:

I 
think  it  would  be  wise  to  create  a  small  committee  to  carefully 
examine  the  matter  and  report  to  the  next  Annual  Council  what 
changes  are  abeolutelr  required.  The  committee  should  be  small— 
and  it  should  invite  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  this  Diocese  to  express 
their  views  to  them  concerning  what  they  may  deem  necessary 
changes. 

With  this  suggestion,  I  leave  you  to  prosecute  the  work  before 
you.  May  the  Holy  Ghost  be  with  you  to  guide  you  in  all  of  your 
proceedings,  and  in  all  of  your  utterances.

THE  BISHOP  OF  ARKANSAS'S  OFFICIAL  ASSIGN- 
MENT    OF     JURISDICTION     TO     HIS 

COADJUTOR. 

**1.  In  his  eommuTiieatioii  to  the  annual  council,  held  in  the  city 
of  Little  Rock  May,  1897,  tlie  Bishop  of  Arkansas  spoke  of  his  inten- 
tion to  *asslgn  all  of  the  mission  work  of  the  Diocese  to  the  Coadju- 
tor.' 

**2.  It  is  understood  by  this  brief  but  comprehensive  official 
statement  concerning  jurisdiction  that  should  the  Bishop-Coadju- 
tor-elect  be  consecrated,  he  will  be  given  the  sole  administration  of 
the  wliole  mission  Held  and  of  all  mission  and  Church  extension 
funds,  providing,  however,  that  the  pledges  already  made  on  behalf 
of  such  funds  for  the  year  ending  September  1,  1898,  shall  be  made 
good;  but  meantime  ail  new  assignments  of  stipends  to  missionaries 
will  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Coadjutor.  It  Is  further  understood  tliat 
the  mission  fleld  comprises  every  missionary  station  and  Parish 
receiving  aid,  whether  from  the  Diocesan  or  General  Board  of  Mis- 
slons,  and  also  all  places  and  districts  where  there  is  no  self-sui^wrt- 
ing  organized  representation  of  the  Cliurch.  The  whole  of  this  field 
shall  be  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Bishop-Coadjutor.  If  any  con- 
gregation belonging  to  this  field  at  the  time  of  the  Coadjutor's  con- 
secration should  become  self-supporting,  it  Is  to  remain  under  his 
jurisdiction. 

•*3.    All    missionaries,    wliether    Clerical    or    I^y,    are    to    be 
appointed  by  tiie  Bislior-Coadjutor. 
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**4.  Regular  official  visitations  will  be  made  only  by  the  Dio- 
cesan and  the  Coadjutor,  each  iti  his  own  portion  of  the  Jurisdiction; 
but  the  Coadjutor,  with  the  consent  of  the  Diocesan;  the  Diocesan, 
upon  giving  notice,  if  practiceble,  to  the  Coadjutor,  may  visit  any 
part  of  the  Diocese  for  the  purpose  of  administering  confirmation, 
or  any  of  the  sacrameaits,  rites,  or  services  of  the  Church. 

**5.  In  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  the  Coadjutor  may  administer 
confirmation  at  the  request  of  the  clergymen  and  with  the  consent 
of  the  Bish<^  anyw^here  in  the  Diocese;  and  the  Bishop,  hi  the 
absence  of  the  Coadjutor,  may  confirm  anywhere  in  the  missionary 
part  of  the  Diocese;  but  as  a  rule,  each  Bishop  will  administer  con- 
firmation in  his  own  field. 

**We,  the  undersigned,  hereby  agree  to  this  interpretation  of  the 
aforesaid  official  assignment  of  jurisdiction.

My  first  sermon  and  celebration  of  the  holy  communion  as  Bishop 
was  in  Trinity  Cathedral,  Cleveland,  Ohio,  on  June  26,  the  Sunday 
after  my  consecration.  Here  In  **01d  Trinity,"  as  it  is  popularly 
called,  as  a  convert  from  Methodist  Episcopacy  to  the  Apostolic  Epis- 
copacy, I  was  baptized,  bypothetically,  in  1879,  in  my  24th  year.  Here 
I  was  shortly  after  confirmed,  admitted  to  the  h(Hy  communion,  and 
in  the  course  of  time  ordained  to  the  Diaconate;  preached  my  first 
sermon,  and  celebrated  the  holy  communion  for  the  first  time;  was 
married,  installed  Archdeacon  of  Ohio,  and  consecrated  Bishop-Coad- 
jutor of  Arkansas. 

In  the  evening  of  Sunday,  June  26,  I  preached  at  Emanuel 
Church,  Cleveland.  This  Sunday  terminated  exactly  seven  years  of 
service  as  the  general  missionary  or  Archdeacon  of  Ohio,  that  work 
having  been  taken  up  by  me  on  July  1,  1891. 

On  the  first  Sunday  in  July  I  began  work  in  my  new  field  with 
an  address  to  the  Cathedral  Sunday  School,  and  a  sermon  to  its 
morning  congregation.  This  was  on  July  3,  1898.  The  record  of  visi- 
tations made  and  work  done  since  then  to  April  30,  1899,  Is  as 
follows:

My  visitations  have  extended  over  from  one  to  seven  days,  dur- 
ing which  I  have  held  from  one  to  eighteen  services.  My  regular  visi- 
tations to  missions,  jyarishes,  and  stations  comprise  three  days,  and 
from  seven  to  nine  services.  The  following  places  have  each  received 
a  three  days'  visitation:  Marianna— St.  Andrew's  Church,  July  8  to 
10,  1898.  Little  Rock— Baring  Cross  Mission,  November  6  to  8.  1898. 
Brinkley— St.  Luke's  Mission,  November  20  to  23,  1898.  Morrilton— 
St.  Agnes's  Church,  November  27  to  30,  1898.  Jonesbopo— St  Mark's 
Mission,  December  11  to  13,  1898.  Batesville— St.  Paul's  Church,  De- 
cember 25  to  28,  1898.  Mammoth  Spring— St.  Andrew's  Mission, 
January  1  to  4,  1899.  Washington- Grace  Church,  January  8  to  10, 
1899.  Hope— St.  Mark's  Church,  January  22  to  25,  1899.  Meua— 
(Preaching  Station),  February  5  to  8,  1899.  Lake  Village— (Preaching 
Station),  February  19  to  21,  1899.  Van  Buren— Trinity  Church,  Feb- 
ruary 26  to  28,  1899.  Fort  Smith— St.  John's  Church,  March  5  to  7. 
1899.  Searcy— (Preaching  Station),  March  12  to  14,  1899.  Pine 
Bluflf— Trinity  Church,  March  19  to  22,  1899.  Helena— St.  John's 
Church,  March  26  to  31,  1899.  Little  Rock— St.  Philip's  Church,  Jan- 
uary 15  and  April  16  and  17,  1899.  Rocky  Comfort— (Preaching  Sta- 
tion), April  23  to  25,  1899.  Total  number  of  places  that  received 
extended  visitations,  18. 

It  is  my  intention  fo  make  as  many  of  these  prolonged  visitations 
as  time  and  strength  will  admit  of.  For  the  present  I  hope  to  get  to 
all  our  mission  parishes  and  stations  once  a  year.  Of  course  such 
visitations  must  manifestly  be  less  frequent  as  the  work  grows,  once 
In,  say,  two  or  three  years.  But  these  longer  visitations  are  not  to 
prevent  shorter  ones  whenever  there  Is  a  class  to  be  confirmed  or 
other  urgent  cause  for  my  presence. 

I  adopted  the  plan  of  extended  visitations  because  I  believe  it 
to  be  my  duty  as  a  chief  shepherd  to  know  the  flock,  and  to  take  part 
in  its  instruction  in  the  way  of  life. 

Witli  one  or  two  exceptions,  I  liavo  so  far  succeeded  In  calling 
at  the  homes  of  all  our  iK^ople  in  the  sevoral  mission  parishes  and 
stations  visiteti.    I  make  It  a  point  to  visit  not  only  those  who  are 
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recognized  as  of  our  constituency,  but  also  all  who  are  known  to  be 
incMned  towards  the  Church.  I  regard  this  yisitlng  as  doubling  at 
least  my  opportunities  for  usefulness.  In  fact,  a  long  experience 
convinces  me  that  in  mission  wdrk  there  is  nothing  quite  so  effective 
as  house-to-house  preaching. 

Total  number  of  services  held,  135;  total  number  of  sermons 
preached,  94;  total  number  of  addresses  made,  42;  total  number  of 
lectures  delivered,  53;  total  number  of  sermcms,  addresses,  and  lec- 
tures, 189.  Number  of  persons  baptized,  15;  number  of  persons  con- 
firmed, 56;  celebration  of  the  holy  communion,  33;  marriages  solem- 
nized, 2;  consultations  with  Vestries  and  parish  meetings,  14. 
Attended  three  meetings  of  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions.  Assisted 
at  the  consecration  of  St.  John's  Church,  Helena. 

All  Bishops  are  called  upon  to  do  more  or  less  work  outside  of 
their  Dioceses. 

Acting  upon  the  advice  of  our  Diocesan,  I  accepted  an  urgent 
invitation  of  the  chancellor 'of  the  University  of  the  South  to  attend 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees,  which  convened  on  July 
27.  I  was  present  at  the  opening  session,  and  remained  four  days. 
I  left  beautiful  Sei^-anee  Mountain  with  a  most  favorable  impression 
of  the  university  and  Its  professors.  It  is  certainly  a  splendid  insti- 
tution, with  magnificent  possibilities.  I  believe  that  the  hope  of  the 
Church  throughout  this  fair  Southland  is  to  a  great  extent  bound  up 
in  it.  I  therefore  regard  it  as  my  duty  to  attend  the  trustee  meetings 
from  year  to  year.  I  was  glad  to  find  Arkansas  so  well  represented 
on  the  board  by  Dean  Lockwood  and  Mr.  John  M.  Daggett  I  am 
anxious  that  our  Diocese  should  do  its  part,  not  only  in  the  councils 
of  this  great  and  growing  seat  of  learning,  but  also  in  the  financial 
support  of  it.  Each  of  the  Dioceses  entitled  to  representation  on  the 
lK)ard  is  expected  to  pay  into  the  treasury  of  the  university  a  speci- 
fied sum.  I  understand  that  the  amount  apportioned  to  us  is  $100, 
and  I  earnestly  hope  that  we  will  not  fail  to  meet  this  very  moderate 
demand  upon  us.    The  assessment  is  for  the  theological  department. 

While  at  Sewanee  I  made  an  address  at  the  laying  of  the  cor- 
ner stone  of  a  fine  new  dormitory  building,  and  acted  as  the  chair- 
man of  the  Judges  appointed  to  award  the  prizes  at  a  very  interest- 
ing and  creditable  oratorical  contest 

The  work  done  at  the  University  of  the  South  is  of  the  highest 
order.  This  is  shown  to  be  the  case  in  the  college  department  by  fhe 
fact  that  out  of  six  prizes  awarded  annually  to  competitors,  repre- 
senting all  of  our  Church  colleges,  four  of  them  were  carried  off  last 
year  by  the  **Sewanee  boys." 

Vice  Chancellor  Wiggins  is  one  of  the  most  capable,  up-to-date 
men  of  all  the  heads  of  similar  institutions  in  this  country.  His 
annual  report  to  the  board  of  trustees  showed  that  our  university  is 
making  most  substantial  and  satisfactory  progress  along  every  line.

The  whole  faculty  appears  to  be  composed  of  able,  self-sacrificing, 
noble  men.  We  ought  to  let  them  feel  the  encomngement  of  all  the 
support  we  can  give  them. 

1  attended  the  oiiening  service  and  the  sessiota  of  the  general 
convention  held  in  the  Church  of  the  Kpiphan-y,  Washingtim,  D.  C, 
from  OctolHT  4  to  22,  18118.  I  was  in  point  of  con^tecrailon  the 
youngest  member  of  the  House  of  Bishops. 

I  rejoice  that  the  convention  is  resiK>nslMe  for  very  little,  if  any, 
imwlse  legislation,  but  am  sorry  that  it  did  not  adopt  some  scheme 
for  tlie  creation  of  a  iwovincial  system;  that  more  was  not  done  to 
solve  the  great  problem  of  reaching  the  unchutched  masses,  and 
that  it  was  not  made  unlawful  for  a  clergyiuan  of  the  Church  to 
solemnize  the  marriage  of  any  divorced  i)erson  whose  husband  or 
wife  is  livltig. 

I  took  no  part  In  the  discussions  of  the  House  of  Bishops,  but 
uiK>n  one  of  the  occasions  when  both  houses  sat  together  as  the  board 
of  domestic  and  foreign  missions,  I  made*an  address  c*oncernl]ig  the 
condition,  x^rospects,  and  needs  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas.  In  that 
address,  which  you  will  be  glad  to  learn  waa  very  kindly  received, 
I  showed  tlmt  as  matters  now  stand,  Arkansas,  all  things  considered, 
is  the  largest  missionary  field  of  the  Kpiscopal  Church  in -the  United 
States,  tliat  this  is  largely  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  our  gen- 
eral l)oard  has  done  compai'atively  so  little  for  us,  and  that  this  neg- 
lect should  now  be  atoned  for  by  quadrupling  the  apx>ropriation  made 
for  us.  There  had  been  of  late  a  strong  disposition  on  the  part  of  the 
board  of  managers  to  withdraw  all  appropriations  from  organized 
Dioceses.  I  was  assured  by  many  that  my  address  would  nip  that 
movement  in  the  bud. 

I  accompanied  the  excursion  to  Jamestown,  Va.,  the  cradle  of 
the  American  Church,  where,  in  the  i>re8euce  of  the  venerable  ruins 
of  the  sacred  edifice  in  which  our  spiritual  ancestors  of  two  hundred 
and  fifty  years  ago  worshiped,  I  Joined  in  appropriate  devotional 
ceremonies  and  listened  to  inspiring  historical  addresses. 

Of  the  three  Sundays  which  came  within  the  convention  season, 
the  first  was  spent  very  pleasantly  at  the  excellent  Hannah  More 
Academy  for  young  ladies,  at  Keistertown,  Md.,  where  I  had  been 
invited  to  preach.  I  preached  at  the  morning  and  afternoon  services, 
and  at  night  made  an  address  to  a  missionary  society  kept  up  by  the 
young  ladies.  I  must  Ikve  made  a  goml  impression  upon  my  fair 
audience,  for  they  voted  me  the  colle<-tion  for  tlie  evening  and  all 
that  was  in  their  treasurj'  to  augment  our  Arkansas  mission  chapel 
and  rectory  building  fund. 

I  spent  Sunday.  October  22.  at  Baltimore,  preaching  in  the 
morning  at  St  George's  Church,  and  in  tlie  afternoon  at  "Old  St. 
Paurs."  •      • 
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While  at  my  eummer  home  at  Galion,  Ohio,  I  conducted  divine 
service  and  preached  on  two  successive  Sunday  mornings  in  the  only 
Church  of  which  I  had  ever  been  the  rector.  This  was  August  21  and 
28.  On  Sunday,  September  .25,  I  conducted  morning  and  evening 
prayer  and  preached  twice  at  the  Mlssk>n  Church  of  the  Good  Shep- 
herd, Cardington,  Ohio. 

Speaking  of  my  summer  home,  reminds  me  to  say,  by  way  of 
parenthesis,  that  I  am  expecting  for  some  years  to  come  to  occupy 
it  from  July  to  October.  I  am  told  that  it  will  be  advisable  for  me 
to  spend  the  summers  at  the  North.  In  any  case  I  should  feel 
obliged  to  secure  three  months  each  year  for  study.  My  extended 
and  frequent  visitations  malce  It  impossible  for  me  to  do  any  study- 
ing during  the  eight  months  that  I  propose  to  spend  in  the  field.  I 
shall  be  at  home  at  the  most  on  an  average  only  two  days  of  each 
week,  and  experience  convinces  me  that  they  will  be  fully  occupied 
with  correspondence  and  the  business  details  of  my  work. 

But  my  absence  from  the  Diocese  for  so  long  each  summer  does 
not  mean  that  the  missi<m  field  will  be  neglected.  Fortunately  there 
is  a  very  quick  mail  service  between  Galion,  Ohio,  and  all  points 
reached  by  the  railroads  of  Arkansas,  and  when  occasions  arise 
requiring  my  personal  presence,  I  can  leave  at  5:45  one  momtng  and 
reach  almost  any  place  in  Arkansas  sometime  in  the  course  of  the 
next  day.    My  train  would  reach  Uttle  Rock  at  7:35  a.  m. 

As  I  shall  be  at  home  all  the  time,  mail  ot  telegrams  addressed 
to  me  at  my  summer  residence  will  generally  reach  me  quicker  and 
receive  prompter  attention  than  w^hen  I  am  at  Little  Rock. 

The  Church  clubs  of  the  northwestern  cities  of  St.  Paul,  Miu- 
neaiK)lls,  Fond  du  Lac,  and  Chicago  arranged  for  a  course  of  Lenten 
lectures  concerning  the  history  and  claims  of  the  Church,  to  be  deliv- 
ered by  the  Bishops  of  Missouri,  Mississippi,  Fond  du  Lac,  and 
Louisiana.  At  a  late  day  the  learned  and  eloquent  Bishop  of  Mis- 
sissippi was  obUged  to  drop  out  and  I  was  honored  with  an  urgent 
Invitation  to  take  his  place.  I  accepted.  This  lecture  was  delivered 
at  St.  Paul  April  11,  Minneapolis  on  the  12th,  Fond  du  Lac  on  the 
13th,  and  Chicago  on  the  14th.  On  the  preceding  Sunday  I  preached 
at  Christ  Church,  Little  Rock,  and  on  the  following  Sunday  I  began 
my  annual  visitation  to  St.  Philip's  Mission,  Little  Rock. 

I  think  that  this  trip  Is  a  good  Illustration  of  the  wonderful 
traveling  facilities  afforded  by  our  modem  railway  systems.  I  speals 
of  this  because  it  Illustrates  the  difference  between  the  conditions 
under  which  I  begin  my  work  in  Arkansas  and  those  under  which 
our  venerable  Diocesan  and  the  other  Bishops  began  theirs.  I  find 
upon  Inquiry  that  it  used  to  take  them  two  nights  and  a  day  to  get 
from  Little  Rock  to  Washington,  and  cost  JF18.  Now  I  make  the  trip 
in  five  or  six  hours,  and  ride  on  a  pass.  They  had  to  endure  all  the 
discomforts  of  a  stage  coach  over  a  stumpy,  stony,  nitty  road;  I 
C    3 
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enjoy  the  comfort  of  a  parlor  car  over  one  of  the  smoothest  and  best 
tracks  in  the  country. 

On  July  20  I  met  for  the  first  time  the  board  of  managers  fior 
Diocesan  missions.  The  meeting  ^-as  held  in  the  Bishc^'s  study. 
At  that  time  I  outlined  what  my  policy  would  be  regarding  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  missionary  f unds»  which,  according  to  the  t^:m8 
of  the  Bishop's  agreement  with  me,  would  be  under  my  control  from 
and  after  September  1, 1808.  My  idea  was,  and  Is,  to  have  the  board 
share  with  me  the  responsibility  of  making  all  appropriations, 
whether  from  money  receiyed  from  Diocesan  or  oute^de  sources. 

In  regard  to  the  filling  of  vacancies,  I  stated  that  it  was  my  In- 
tention to,  so  far  as  possible,  divide  this  responsibility  with  the  board 
also,  and  especially  with  the  congregation  concerned.  My  general 
policy  will  be  not  to  make  an  appointment  until  the  candidate  for 
the  vacant  mission  pariah  or  station  has  been  on  and  spent  a  few 
days,  including  at  least  one  Sunday,  in  the  field,  with  the  under- 
standing that  if  he  and  the  people  are  mutually  pleased,  he  will  be 
placed  In  charge  or  called  to  the  work— otherwise,  not  I  do  not  In- 
vite anyone  to  visit  a  vacant  place  until  I  am  convinced  as  the  result 
of  a  most  careful,  extended  investigation  that  he  would  not  be  a 
misfit. 

My  list  of  questions  about  the  applicant  for  work  in  all  cases 
where  I  am  not  personally  well  acquainted  with  the  man,  are  the 
following: 

1.  Does  he  impress  you  as  being  a  thoroughly  good  man? 

2.  Is  he  a  faithful,  skillful  pastor? 

3.  Does  he  read  the  service  impressively? 

4.  Does  he  preach  acceptably? 

5.  Does  he  wear  well? 

6.  If  married,  are  his  wife  and  the  members  of  his  family  a 
help  to  him? 

7.  If  a  foreigner,  is  he  naturalized  and  thoroughly  American- 
ized? 

8.  Is  he  a  man  of  such  tact  as  is  needed  in  a  divided  congrega- 
tion and  in  a  community  where  the  prejudice  against  the  Church  Is 
strong? 

9.  Is  his  record  as  to  Church  work  good,  that  is,  does  he  leave 
a  parish  better  than  he  found  it? 

10.  Does  he  belong  to  the  so-called  "Catholic"  or  Ritualistic 
school  of  churehmanship? 

11.  Is  he  Judicious  and  capable  in  business  matters? 

12.  Is  he  free  from  hurtful  habits  and  eccentricities? 

You  will  see  from  these  questions  that  I  have  started  out  with 
the  determination  to,  if  possible,  secure  a  high  grade  of  men  for  our 
mission  field.  When  I  find  one  who,  in  my  Judgment  "tills  the  bill," 
I  tell  him  that  if  he  will  come  and  take  what  I  have  to  give  him  and 
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do  good  work  for  two  or  three  years,  he  may  count  on  me  and  the 
members  of  the  missionary  committee  doing  all  we  possibly  can  to 
promote  bis  welfare  when  one  of  our  more  desirable  parishes  falls 
vacant.  ^  1  hope  that  the  Laity  of  such  parishes  will  take  note  of  this 
promise  and  help  me  to  keep  the  excellent  clergymen  whom  I  am 
securing  by  not  going  outside  of  our  Diocese  for  their  new  Rectors 
from  this  on. 

A  word  regarding  the  policy  by  which  our  board  of  missions  is 
likely  to  b4  goyerned  in  the  making  of  appropriations  will  not  be  out 
of  place  here.  We  do  not  propose  to  let  any  mission,  parish,  or  sta^ 
tion  hare  the  undivided  services  <Sf  a  clergyman  which  receives  an 
appropriation  of  as  much  as  $200  unless  it  is  able  and  willing  to  make 
good  to  the  missionary  a  reduction  by  the  board  of  20  per  cent  per 
year  until  the  congregation  is  self-supporting.  The  majority  of  the 
board  has  felt  that  it  is  an  injustice  to  the  isolated  members  of  the 
Church  scattered  through  the  Diocese  for  any  one,  two,  or  three  con- 
gregations to  continue  to  receive  the  ministrations  of  a  clergyman 
year  after  year  without  approaching  a  self-supporting  condition. 
Accordingly  1  gave  notice  that  if  my  influence  will  bring  it  about, 
all  stipends  of,  long  standing  are  likely  to  be  systematically  reduced 
from  year  to  year. 

Within  the  council  year  one  mission  station  has  been  duly  organ- 
ized at  Searcy.  The  following  preaching  stations,  which  give  more 
or  less  promise  of  development,  have  been  established:  Mena,  Mon- 
ticello,  Lake  Village,  Arkansas  City,  Russellville,  Lonoke,  El  Do- 
rado, Siloam  Springs,  Wynne,  La  Grange.  The  outlook  at  Mena, 
Siloam  Springs,  and  Lake  Village  is  especially  good. 

At  the  second  meeting  of  the  board  of  missions  I  was  requested 
to  call  the  attention  of  our  parishes,  mission,  and  preaching  stations 
to  the  fact  that  very  few  offerings  were  being  sent  in  to  our  treas- 
urer, and  to  appeal  for  a  quarterly  collection.  I  complied  with  this 
request  in  a  circular  letter  bearing  date  Ash  Wednesday,  1809.  The 
response  was  quite  general  and  gratifying.  May  I  remind  you  again 
that  our  missionary  stipends  are  paid  quarterly  in  September,  Decem- 
ber, March,  and  June,  and  that  we  hope  for  a  collection  from  every 
one  of  our  congregations  each  quarter.  I  trust  that  the  clergy  will 
adopt  some  systematic  method  of  making  the  collections  as  large  as 
possible;  but  in  any  case  I  beg  that  you  will  not  fail  to  give  the 
people  an  opportunity  to  give  something  each  quarter  towards  the 
great  work  of  Church  extension  in  our  extensive  and  promising  mis- 
sion field,  the  most  so  of  any  in  all  this  country. 

Since  my  consecration  two  of  our  missionaries,  the  Rev.  E.  J. 
P.  B.  Williams  and  the  Rev.  G.  W.  Flowers,  have  left  the  Diocese. 
The  Rev.  Mr.  Williams  resided  at  Mammoth  Spring,  and  was  prac- 
tically a  missionary  at  large,  as  he  had  several  widely  separated  sta- 
tions under  his  charge;  among  others  Jonesboro,  Brinkley,  Inibodeu, 
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Forrest  City,  and  Marianua.    Mr.  Flowers  was  Rector  of  Trinity 
Church,  Van  Biiren. 

The  lollowing  clergymen  have  taken  up  work  in  the  Dioceee; 
The  Rev.  Caleb  B.  K.  Weed,  at  St.  Paul's,  Batesvllle,  In  Nofenfber, 
1898;  the  Rev.  1.  M.  Meriinjones  at  St.  Agnes's  Church,  Morrilton, 
In  December,  1HJ8;  the  Rev.  R.  W.  Rhames  at  St.  Paul's,  Newport, 
February,  18J;i):  the  Rev.  V.  P.  Roland,  at  St.  Mark's,  Hi,pe,  on  Ai>ril 
23,  1809.

Weed,  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Batesvllle;  the  Rev.  I.  M.  Meriin- 
jones, in  charge  of  St.  Agnes's  Cliurch,  Morrilton;  the  Rev.  R.  W. 
Rhames,  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Newport;  the  Rev.  P.  P. 
Boland,  in  charge  of  St.  Mark's  Church,  lloiJe.  Total  number  of  mis- 
sionaries now  in  the  field,  9. 

I  am  thankful  to  say  that  some,  perhaps  all,  of  the  Rectors  of 
our  self-support  I  ng  parishes  are  in  varying  degrees  missionaries.  I 
know  that  two  of  them,  Deans  I>K'kwood  and  Hobbs,  have  done  a 
great  deal  of  effective  work  in  the  mission  field.  If  we  give  all  tJie 
Rectors  of  self-supporting  parishes  the  credit  of  being  missionaries 
the  number  at  present  is  only  twelve.  Think  of  it!  Twelve  clergy- 
men in  the  vast  mission  field  of  ArkauHasI  Truly  the  harvest  is 
great,  but  the  laborers  are  few!  There  should  be,  at  the  very  least, 
on  an  average  one  missionary  for  each  county.  As  there  are  seventy- 
five  coimties  more  than  six  times  as  many  clergj'men  as  we  now 
Imve  ought  to  be  in  tlie  field.  Of  course  I  dare  not  entertain  the  hope 
that  these  can  be  secured  in  the  near  future. 

I  should  be  more  tlian  content  if  I  could  see  my  way  clear  to  get 
a  convocational  missionary  for  each  of  these  convocations,  which 
contain  an  average  of  twenty-ftve  counties,  but  the  supjwrt  for  even 
one  general  mlswionaiy  for  the  wliole  Diocese  is  not  in  sight.  What 
sliall  we  do?  I  answer,  brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  I^aity,  let  us  not 
be  disheartened,  but  do  the  best  we  can  nnd  pray  tlmt  the  Lord  of 
tlie  Harvest  will  in  His  own  good  time  come  to  our  help  with  more 
reapers. 

I  hnve  seriously  tliouglit  of  making  an  effort  to  secure  the  ser- 
vices of  a  general  missionary  for  the  whole  Diocese,  but,  aside  from 
the  question  of  salary,  there  is  tlic  almost  insuperable  difficulty  aris- 
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ing  from  the  vasrt  extent  of  the  territory  to  be  covered.  The  efforts 
of  one  general  missionary  would,  in  such  a  Diocese,  necessarily  be 
spread  out  so  thin  as  to  make  it  impossible  to  accomplish  much; 
moreover,  his  traveling  expenses  would  be  at  least  |600  a  year. 
Estimating  $1,500  as  the  salary,  which,  without  a  house,  would  cer- 
tainly be  the  least  amount  for  which  we  could  hope  to  secure  a  cap- 
able man,  and  add  $000  for  expenses,  and  we  have  |2,100. 

As  matters  now  stand,  the  raising  of  this  amount  seems  to  be 
out  of  the  question,  unless  the  General  Board  of  Missions  will  come 
to  our  rescue  with  an  additional  appropriation  of  the  whole  amount 
necessary  for  tlie  support  of  such  a  general  missionary. 

I  have  thought  of  a  make-shift  which  may  be  practicable, 
nam^y,  the  putting  of  a  cheaper  man  Into  the  field  to  develop  under 
my  direction  the  more  promising  among  the  newly  established  mis- 
sion or  preaching  stations.  Such  a  man  would,  I  estimate,  cost,  all 
told,  about  $1,000  per  year.  I  have  about  determined,  the  council 
approving,  to  make  immediate  application  to  the  General  Board  for 
the  $1,000. 

Should  the  plan  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  council  I  should 
be  glad  if  it  would  appoint  a  representative  committee  to  draft  a  peti- 
tion for  the  appropriation.  I  feel  quite  certain  that  such  a  reason- 
able petition,  coming  frcnn  the  council,  would  have  great  weight. 
I  would,  of  course,  accompany  Uie  petition  with  as  s1[rong  a  letter 
as  I  could  write,  to  which  I  have  no  doubt  our  venerable  Di6cesan 
would  add  his  indorsement. 

If  we  can  get  the  appropriation,  I  believe  I  can  secure  an  itine- 
rate, or  lather,  "portable"  missionary,  who  will  be  nearly,  if  not 
quite,  an  useful  to  the  Diocese  as  a  general  missionary  would  be. 
However  thin  may  be,  it  is,  I  think,  the  best  that  can  be  done,  and 
!  go  upon  the  principle  that  when  we  cannot  get  a  whole  loaf,  we 
had  better  take  half  of  one  rather  than  go  without  any  bread. 

One  way  for  us  to  make  up  to  some  degree  for  the  lack  of  an 
adequate  staff  of  missionaries  is  for  each  parish  to  become  a  mis- 
sionary center,  and  for  every  resident  clergyman  to  regard  himself 
as  betng  responsible  for  the  pastoral  care  of  isolated  members  of  the 
Church  within  the  halfway  limits  of  the  adjoining  parish.  This 
wotdd  give  most  of  our  Rectors  and  missionaries  a  vast  and  Inter- 
esting field.  In  fact,  each  one  of  them  will  have  a  little,  if  not  a 
large,  Diocese  all  to  himself.  Of  course,  in  most  cases  thej'  can  do 
no  more  than  hold  an  occasional  week  day  evening  service  for  the 
scattered  members  of  their  flock,  but  such  services  will  often  prove 
to  be  very  fruitful  in  results.  They  will,  first  of  all,  keep  our  people 
from  wandering  away  to  other  folds;  they  will  also  advertise  the 
Church  widely  in  communities  where  otherwise  she  would  be  almost 
unknown,  and  much  sooner  than  might  be  expect etl  by  those  who 
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have  no  experience  In  such  advanced  work,  they  will,  In  nine  cases 
out  of  ten,  be  the  means  of  creating  a  demand  for  a  mission. 

I  beHeve  that  the  average  clergyman  can  almost  double  his  use> 
fulness  by  going  out  to  accessible  county  seats  or  Important  towns, 
say  twice  a  month. 

My  idea  is  that  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions  should  reim- 
burse the  clergy  for  the  expense  of  such  missionary  trips.  In  many 
cases  the  collections  which  should  be  taken  for  the  Board  would 
amount  to  as  much,  if  not  more,  than  the  outlay.  The  adoption  of 
this  policy  by  the  Clergy  and  Board  would,  I  think,  go  far  towards 
making  good  the  loss  arising  from  our  inability  to  put  a  general 
missionary  or  con  vocational  missionaries  in  the  field.  In  fact,  I  am 
very  certain  that  no  one  general  missionary  or  even  three  such  mis- 
sionaries could  do  anything  like  as  much  to  advance  the  Church  in 
this  or  any  other  Diocese  as  could  be  done  by  the  parochial  clergy. 
If  they  would  improve  their  many  and  great  opportunities. 

In  this  connection,  I  want  to  give  you  official  notice  of  the  exis- 
tence of  **The  Arkansas  Mission,  Chapel,  and  Rectory  Building 
Fund." 

This  is  a  fund  which  was  established  by  the  collection  taken  at 
my  consecration  service,  and  to  which  I  devote  all  my  visitation  col- 
lections. Its  object  is  quite  fully  described  by  the  name.  It  was 
created  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  mission  congregations  to  secure 
a  lot  and  build  a  chapel  or  rectory,  or  both. 

In  undertaking  work  at  a  new  place,  the  first  step  after  hold- 
ing a  few  initiatory  services,  is  the  organization  of  a  woman's  guild, 
which  goes  to  work  for  the  purpose  of  securing  a  lot  and  the  building 
of  a  chapel.  The  conditional  promise  of  some  outside  help  has  been 
found  by  experience  to  act  as  a  wonderful  stimulus  to  the  ladies. 
The  fund  I's  wholly  under  my  control,  and  I  make  pledges  from  it  to 
the  extent  of  my  ability  upon  the  condition  that  the  balance  of  the 
money  necessary  tQ.buy  a  lot  and  erect  the  chapel  or  rectory,  or  both, 
free  of  debt,  be  raised  before  I  shall  be  called  to  make  good  my 
promise  on  behalf  of  the  building  fund. 

I  hope  to  build  up  the  fund  so  that  I  may  be  able  to  proniise 
$500  to  all  guilds  organized  in  the  more  Important  unoccupied  places 
of  the  Diocese.  At  present  I  am  running  the  risk  of  offering  $200 
for  each  building  enterprise  that  I  see  fit  to  suggest  and  encourage. 

I  have  so  far  made  pledges  of  $200  to  the  guilds  of  each  of  the 
following  places:  Jonesboro,  Newport,  Marlanna,  Searcy.  Monticello, 
and  Mena. 

I  have  also  pledged  $50  to  the  Vestry  of  the  Mission  of  Our 
Redeemer,  Nashville,  to  assist  them  in  securing  a  new  lot  upon 
wlilch  to  move  their  badly  located  chapel. 

In  addition  to  the  collections  taken  at  my  visitation  services,  the 
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fund  is  supported  by  Individual  subscriptions.  So  far  very  little 
effort  has  been  made  to  secure  subscriptions,  but  more  will  be  done 
in  tbat  direction  during  tbe  coming  convention.  Blanks  for  subscrip- 
tions have  been  prepared,  and  may  be  obtained  of  me  or  of  the  secre^ 
tary  of  the  Diocese.    They  read  as  follows;

In  view  of  the  fact  that  we  are  likely  to  establish  a  good  many 
preaching  and  mission  stations  in  the  course  of  the  next  five  years, 
I  regard  this  as  an  opportime  time  for  a  word  concerning  the  type  of 
churchmanship  which  I  should  like  to  see  prevail  in  the  mission  field. 
It  is  what  may  be  called,  for  the  want  of  a  better  tenn,  the  **via 
media*'  type.  I  adopt  this  because  a  somewhat  extended  observation 
convinces  me  that  extremes  In  the  direction  of  either  "low**  or  "high" 
church  services  are,  in  a  gi*eat  measure,  a  failure.  Especially  Is  this 
true,  I  think,  of  what  are  called  "ritualistic'*  services.  In  places 
where  the  Clnirch  is  new,  or  we  have  only  one  parish,  I  have  never 
known  a  single  instance  when  such  servict^  contributed.  In  the  long 
nm,  to  the  building  up  of  a  congregation.  On  the  other  hand,  I 
have  known  many  Instances  where  they  have  l>een  ruinous.  Being 
l)rofoundly  <-onviuc(Ml  that  •'ritunllsnr'  is.  spoaking  geueniry,  harm- 
ful in  the  mission  Held,  I  shall  do  all  I  can  to  discourage  it.  I  have 
the  less  hesitan<\v  in  doing  so  l)ecause  its  advocates  do  not  contend 
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that  It  Is  necessary  to  salvation.  Therefore,  in  view  of  my  convic- 
tion regarding  the  haruifulness  or  ritualistic  services  and  my  weighty 
reBponsibility  for  the  develoiMnent  of  the  Church  in  Arkansas,  I  will 
not,  I  am  «ure,  be  blamed  for  doing  all  that  hi  me  lieth  to  guard 
against  the  blighting  effects  of  excessive  ritual  in  our  budding  or 
iialf-developed  mission  stations.  When  the  fruit  has  fully  developed 
into  a  8elf-supi)orting  padsh.  I  shall  loosen  the  reimi,  but,  even  then, 
1  shall  never  cease  to  advise  against  advanced  services,  especially  in 
all  cases  where  there  is  only  one  parish  in  the  place. 

I  would  i-espectfully  request  that  the  council  consider  the  advis- 
ability of  revising  a  little  at  six  points  hi  our  Cation  law  so  as  to 
make  provision,  (1)  for  the  nomination  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Deans  of 
convocation  by  the  clergy  of  the  convocation  concerned,  (2)  for  the 
election  of  baptized  men  who  are  not  communicants  upon  our  Ves- 
tries, (3>  for  the  election  of  senior  and  junior  waruens  by  the  congre- 
gation at  the  annual  meeting,  (4)  for  the  prevention  of  beneticiaries 
of  the  Board  of  Missions  being  elected  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  (5)  for  the  reception  of  parishes  and  mission  stations  into 
union  with  the  Diocese  by  the  council  instead  of  by  the  Bishop,  (6) 
for  the  reduction  of  parishes  to  mission  stations  by  the  council  In- 
stead of  by  the  Bishop. 

I  cannot  close  this,  my  first  annual  addi-ess  to  the  council,  with- 
out some  expression  of  appreciation  and  gratitude  for  the  kind  recep- 
tion and  cordial  co-operation  that  have  been  accorded  me  by  all  our 
Rectors  and  missionaries  and  by  every  parish  and  mission  station. 
Human  nature  being  what  it  is,  this  is  more  than  I  hr.d  dar.  d  to  hoiM* 
for.  I  really  expected  and  dreaded  a  good  deal  of  coldness  and  some 
opposition.  But  in  this  1  have  been  so  far  most  happily  disappointed, 
and  as  I  have  visited  every  congregation  in  the  Diocese  and  have 
heard  nothing  to  the  contrary,  I  conclude  that  there  is  not  a  single 
clergyman  or  layman  who  would  lay  a  straw  in  the  way  of  my  use- 
fulness or  happiness.  Not  only  have  I  escaped  opposition  from  the 
quarters  in  which  it  was  expected,  but  some  of  my  most  efficient 
helpers  have  been  from  among  those  who  were  most  strenuously 
opposed  to  my  election  and  confirmation  as  the  Bishop-Coadjutor  of 
Arkansas;  and  I  have  no  reason  to  doubt  that  all  others  who  were 
on  their  side  in  that  unhappy  and  prolonged  contro^'ersy  would  have 
been  equally  helpful  with  the  same  opportunities. 

For  all  this  I  bless  God  and  thank  my  noble-hearted  Christian 
brethren,  who,  for  the  love  they  bear  to  Christ  and  His  Church,  have 
sacrificed  so  much  for  the  peace  and  harmony  of  this  Diocese.

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The  Bishop-Coadjutor,  the  Kt  lU^v.  Dr.  Win.  M.  Brown,  delivered 
his  address  at  night  to  a  large  oongr?g.'it!on.  It  was  filled  with  the 
missionary  spirit.  At  its  close  Wm.  G.  Whipple,  Chancellor  of  the 
Diocese,  introduced  the  following  resolution: 

WhereaM^  Since  his  consecration  less  tlian  a  year  ago,  by  his 
exclusive  devotion  to  the  duties  of  his  high  otBce,  by  h's  tireless 
energj',  his  visitations  to  every  portion  of  his  broad  field,  his  efficient 
worli  in  many  Parislies,  his  fervent  zeal,  his  broad  Catholicity  of 
spirit,  and  his  executive  ability,  our  Bishop-Coadjutor.  William 
Montgomery  Brown.  lias  merited  especial  rf cognition,  and  now  gen- 
eral  approval;  therc^fore,  be  it 

Rrsolvcd,  That  this  Council,  voicing  the  sentiment  of  tVe  Dio  eae, 
heartily  accord  to  Bishop  Brown  their  unqual'fied  approbation  of  his 
work. 

He  supplemented  the  resolut'on  with  Fonie  eloquent  rt  marks.  It 
was  seconded  by  the  Rev.  G.  Gordon  Smeade,  late  of  Trinity,  Pine 
Bluff,  but  now  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  I/ittle  Rock,  and  by  others. 
After  some  touching  and  tender  words  from  Bishop  Pierce,  thank- 
ing the  Chancellor  for  the  sentiment  expres>*4'd  and  the  present  atti- 
tude of  former  opponents  of  Bishop  Brown,  tl:e  resolution  was  urani- 
mously  passed  by  a  rising  vote. 

Thus  happily  ended  the  eplsotle  of  the  election  and  consec  ation 
of  a  Bishop-Coadjutor,  and  the  present  <*oiHlition  cmnot  be  better 
expressed  than  In  the  language  of  the  Rev.  O.  Gordon  Smeade  in  th:^ 
report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Stat.»  of  the  Church: 

"Twelve  months  have  brought  about  a  w(»nderful  change  in  this 
Diocese.  To  many  of  us,  we  confess,  the  futvire  looked  gloomy  and 
sad  indeed.  Dissensions  and  heartburn inijs  were  visible  eveiywhere. 
Conditions  seemed  almost  irreconcilable.  To-day,  urder  the  wse, 
tactful  and  consecrated  zral  cf  the  Bi?*hop-C<  adjiitc  r,  and  an  all-wise 
and  overruling  Providence,  harmony  and  love  sprang  from  chaos  and 
bitterness.  ConseQU*»ntly  as  always  under  such  bli^ssed  conditions, 
the  work  of  the  Master  is  progressing  on  nil  Church  lines.  Indeed, 
the  various  rejwrts  read  portray  the  dawn  of  a  bright  day.  Truly 
the  heart  of  our  beloved  Dioces-an  must  bound  with  gratitude  to  the 
Great  Head  of  the  Church  for  the  bright  outlook  in  the  Diocese  to 
which  he  has  devoted  the  best  years  of  hl.4  life.  The  mts<age  fron 
our  Bishops  Is  one  which  Is  not  only  a  satisfactory  record  of  work 
done,  but  glows  with  hoin*  for  the  years  to  come.*'

ADDICKSS  OF   PUESIDENT  WOMAN'S  AUXILIAKY. 

To  the  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas: 

It  is  a  sore  (lisappointment  to  me  that  I  have  to  send  greeting 
to  you;  that  1  cannot  be  present  with  you  in  body  as  I  am  in  spirit.  I 
am  sure  I  voice  the  sentiment  of  each  one  present,  when  I  wish  you 
hai>pin<^^  iii  the  year  of  service  which  will  now  begin,  and  bid  you 
Godspeed  in  the  good  work  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary.  I  hope  the 
new  faces  you  see  at  this  time  will  become  old  friends,  and  your 
interest  will  be  deeix»ncd  and  strengthened  by  this  opportunity  of 
meeting  and  becoming  acquainted  with  those  whom  you  have  be- 
fore known  only  by  mime  and  as  members  of  the  Auxiliary. 

In  reviewing  the  work  of  the  past  year  there  seems  much  ground 
for  encouragement.    Our  united  offering  was  larger  than  it  has  ever 
been.    Several  new  bi*anches  have  been  organized,  while  new  mem- 
bers have  been  added  to  those  already  foruied.    But  we  are  far  from 
satisfied  with  our  work.    Still  in  these  days  of  multiplied  charities 
and  women*s  societies   in  and  out  of  the  Church,  which  make  so 
many  demands  upon  our  time,  strength,  and  means,  the  result  is  not 
altogether  discouraging.    None  of  us  feel  that  it  couid  be  said  of  us, 
"she  hath  done  what  slie  could."    We  are  sure  all  the  branches  feel 
they  should  be  roused  to  better,  more  earnest  work  for  the  Master. 
May  we  not  hope  there  is  some  woman,  if  not  more,  who  will  pray 
more  and  give  more  this  year  tlian  in  the  years  that  are  gone?    Both 
prayers  and  alms  are  sorely  needed.    We  feel  that  all  the  joys  and 
privileges  of  I*arish  and  Diocesan  life  wliich  we  have,  had  their  be- 
ginning in  the  missionary  zeal  of  our  forefathers,  and  all  we  have  as 
Christians  has  been  won  for  us  by  the  love,  courage,  and  sacrifice 
of  men  who  have  spent  their  lives  in  the  mission  fiel(k(.    So  it  is  the 
dutj'  imposed  by  inheritance  that  we  be  active  in  missi<^ary  work. 
I  would  ask,  are  we  doing  our  work  as  it  sliould  be  done?    Could  we 
not  devote  more  time,  practice    more  self-denial,  thereby  crowning 
our  efforts  with  greater  success? 

To  make  this  meeting  one  of  profit  to  the  Master,  tJie  duties  of 
the  hour  should  be  taken  up  with  great  twrnestnetjs,  and  you  should 
endeavor  to  make  this  the  vei-y  best  meeting  you  have  ever  held,  to 
even  send  fortJi  from  it  influences  that  will  make  the  next  annual 
better  than  this. 

The  sum  total  of  all  work  Is  made  up  of  little  duties  well  per- 
formed, when  all  great  principles  will  find  their  proper  issue.  Per- 
haps some  can  do  more  tlmn  others,  but  in  order  that  real  success 
may  be  attained,  each  member  must  resolve  to  do  her  whole  duty. 
To  know  that  we  have  aided  even  in  little  deeds  in  si>reading  the 
•*faith  which  was  once  deliverecl  unto  the  saints,"  4s  a  blessed  priv- 
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ilege.    So  let  us  renew  our  obligations  in  the  Master's  service  and 
pray  for  strength  to  do  better  work  in  the  future. 

The  Woman's  Auxiliary  should  be  made  up  from  the  entire 
membership  of  the  Church.  Those  who  have  not  time  to  attend  meet- 
ings, or  conform  to  other  duties,  should  become  members  by  subscrip- 
tion, and  enlist  every  woman  communicant  to  aid  our  Bishops  in 
sending  the  Word  of  God  to  every  village  In  our  State.  To  love  God 
is  to  love  our  neighbor  as  well,  and  if  each  Auxiliary  member  will 
yield  to  the  prompting  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  doing  good,  golden  grain 
will  enrich  thfe  harvest  fields  of  our  work. 

The  spdritual  side  of  our  work  should  never  be  ignored  at  our 
meetings.  No  meeting  should  be  opened  without  prayer  and  some 
reading  from  God's  word.  One  of  the  aimed  objects  of  the  Society 
is  to  pray  for  missions,  and  if  we  want  a  blessing  on  our  work,  as 
a  body,  we  must  seek  It  from  the  only  source  from  whence  such  a 
blessing  can  come,  and  seek  it  in  the  right  way.  While  business  and 
work  meetings  are  necessary  for  the  management  of  the  organi- 
zation, the  devotional  side  is  absolutely  essential  to  preserve  its 
vitaMty.  We  ought  to  be,  we  can  be,  a  great  spiritual  force  In  the 
Parish;  if  we  are  not,  we  fall  short  of  our  duty  and  privilege. 

We  should  strive  to  onrganiase  more  junior  branches,  for  youth 
is  the  seed  time.. Let  us  sow  patiently  and  unwearylngly  in  the  minds 
of  the  children  of  to4ay  that  the  Church  of  the  future  may  gamer 
rich  harvests  of  generous  support  and  intelligent  missionary  enter- 
prise. 

While  to-day  we  miss  the  lovely  face  and  helping  hand  of  one 
who  labored  so  fervently,  so  untiringly  with  us,  have  we  not  cause 
to  be  thankful  that  In  hei;  place  we  have  such  an  efficient,  zealous 
Secretary? 

In  looking  to  the  future  let  us  never  complain,  never  hold  back, 
but  instead  let  us  grasp  the  possibilities  of  the  hour.  We  cannot 
all  attain  to  heights  of  greatness,  but  we  can  attain  to  the  more 
acceptable  greatness  of  being  faithful.  Our  work  has  no  actual  holi- 
day season,  but  in  summer  as  well  as  in  winter,  something  must  be 
done.  To  us  is  intrusted  the  Christian  faith  to  keep  it  clear  and 
strong.  "Christian  fadth  is  a  grand  cathedral  with  divinely  pictured 
windows.  Standing  without  you  can  see  no  glory,  nor  can  possibly 
imagine  any;  standing  within,  every  ray  of  light  reveals  a  harmony 

of  unsi)eakable  splendors.**

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  WOMAN'S  AUXILIARY. 

The  work  of  the  Auxiliary  to  the  Board  of  MiBsions  la  this  Ddo- 
cese  has  been  greatly  retarded  by  the  removal  and  death  of  the  late 
lamented  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Rev.  John  GaBs,  and  the  resigna- 
tion of  his  wife,  who  was  the  Diocesan  Secretary.  Not  until  F^ru- 
ary,  1899,  was  another  Secretary  appointed.  The  Diocesan  president, 
Mrs.  J.  B.  Pillow,  on  that  date,  forwarded  the  incumbent,  at 
Galveston,  Texas,  the  notice  of  the  appointment  made  by  Bishop 
Pierce.  It  was  accepted,  but  some  weeks  elapsed  before  she 
returned  to  Little  Rock  and  entered  upon  the  duties  of  the  office. 
Miss  Emery,  General  Secretary  at  New  York,  and  Mrs.  Pillow,  Dio- 
cesan President,  gave  prompt  advice  and  instruction  concerning 
these. 

Pamphlets,  leaflets,  and  circulars  were  liberally  supplied  by 
Miss  Emery,  who  also  suggested  the  preparing  of  a  box  for  a  clergy- 
man's family  in  Griggsviile,  111.,  this  to  be  done  by  one  or  more 
branches  combined. 

The  Pine  Bluff  branch  responded  promptly  to  the  proposition 
from  the  Christ  Cburch  branch,  and  promised  aid  in  this  wortc,  wfiich 
will  be  entered  upon  during  the  summer,  as  the  appointment  .was 
received  too  late  for  an  earlier  undertaking.  Circulars  have  been 
issued  to  all  the  branches  within  the  Diocese.  Responses  have  been 
received  from  Trinity  Cathedral  branch.  Little  Rock,  Mrs.  J.  D. 
Hobbs,  Secretary;  from  St.  John's  branch,  Helena,  Mra  J.  B.  Pillow, 
Secretary;  from  Trinity  branch.  Pine  Bluff,  Mrs.  J.  E.  Boon,  Secre- 
tary, and  from  Christ  Church  branch.

4.  That  they  have  had  under  consideration  the  recommenda- 
tion made  by  the  Bishop  in  his  annual  address  as  \o  General 
Missionaries,  and  they  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
amendment  to  the  Canons,  viz:  Amend  section  66  by  striking  out 
therefrom  the  words,  "General  Missionary,"  where  tliey  occur  in 
the  first  and  second  lines  of  section  66,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
the  words,  "one  or  more  Archdeacons  and  General  Missionaries," 
and  by  striking  out  the  words,  "General  Missionary,"  wherever  else 
they  shall  occur  in  said  section  66  and  by  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
the  words.  Archdeacons  and  General  Missionaries,"  and  by  striking 
out  the  word  "him"  where  it  occurs  in  the  sixth  line  and  inserting 
the  word  "them,"  and  by  striking  out  the  word  "his"  where  it  occurs 
in  the    ninth  line   and  inserting   in  lieu   thereof  the  word  "their." 
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5.  We  recommend  that  section  61  be  amended  by  striking  out 
the  words,  "General  Missionary,  if  there  be  one,"  and  by  substituting 
therefor  the  words,  "Archdeacons  and  General  Missionaries." 

6.  We  recommend  that  section  11  be  amended  by  inserting 
therein  after  the  word  "Registrar,"  these  words,  "shall  procure  and 
keep  a  well  bound  record  book,  to  be  paid  for  by  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese,  in  which  he  shall  record  all  deeds  relating  to  church 
property  which  shall  be  deposited  with  him,  and  shall  call  on  all 
Parishes  and  Missions  for  deeds  or  copies  thereof  of  all  church 
property,  and  shall  ex  officio  have  a  seat  and  a  voice  in  the  Council, 
but  no  vote  as  such,  and  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Council, 
and." 

The  resolution  appended  to  Xo.  1  was  adopted  unani- 
mouslv  and  the  Canon  declared  amended. 

The  reeohition  ap|)ended  to  No.  2  was  adopted  and  the 
amendment  declared  lost. 

Rev.  A.  AV.  Pierce  offered  an  amendment  to  No.  3  as 
follows : 

"Provided,  that  this  shall  not  apply  to  any  clergyman  now 
Canonically  connected  with  the  Council." 

After  discussion,  this  Canon  and  the  various  amend- 
ments were  referred  to  a  S]KH*ial  Committ^»e  consisting  of  the 
Judiciarv  (\)mniittoe  and  Rev.  I).  H.  Ranisev. 

The  resolution  appended  to  Xo.  4  was  unanimously 
adopt<Hl  and  the  Canon  dwlared  duly  amended. 

The  rwonimcndation  No.  5  of  the  report  was  unani- 
mously adopted  and  the  Canon  was  declared  duly  amended. 

The  r<KM>mmendntion  No.  (>  of  the  rei)ort  was  unani- 
nously  adopted  and  the  Canon  <leclared  duly  amended. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  J.  J.  Vaulx,  Title  I,  Canon  XIV, 
was  amended  by  inserting  as  No.  13,  report  of  the  Registrar; 
und  all  the  rules  following  numhered  accordingly. 

The  Auditing  (^ommitte  submitted  the  following  rei>ort:

The  Committee  on  State  of  the  Church  submitted  their 
report,  which  was  adopted  as  follows: 

KEPORT    OF    THE    C0.MA1ITTEE    OX    STATE    OF 

THE  CHURCH. 

The  Committee  on  State  of  the  Church  beg  leave  to  report, 
that  they  are  highly  gratified  and  greatly  encouraged  by  the 
improved  condition  in  which  they  find  the  Church  in  Arkansas,  and 
the  signal  progress  made  by  the  Diocese  within  the  brief  period  of 
a  few  short  months;  that  they  have  to  record  the  grandest  year  in 
the  history  of  the  Church  in  this  State.  It  is  truly  remarkable.  The 
labors  of  the  Bishop  in  the  field,  and  outside  of  it,  for  its  advantage 
have  both  been  untiring  and  eminently  fruitful.  The  remarkable 
fund  thus  accumulated  in  aid  of  missionary  work  in  the  Diocese  is 
far  beyond  all  precedent.  The  Church  in  Arkansas  has  been 
placed  in  full  touch  with  the  American  Church,  thus  augering  the 
brightest  prospects  for  future  years  of  co-operation  and  advance- 
ment. 

It  may  well  be  believed  that  this  beginning,  stimulating  as  it 
is,  is  but  the  herald  of  a  still  more  glorious  day.  That  so  much 
should  be  accomplished  within  so  short  a  period  by  our  new  Bishop 
should  fill  our  hearts  with  thanksgiving  and  gratitude  to  the 
bountiful  Giver  of  all  good.  The  blessed  consequences  are  plainly 
visible  In  every  quarter  of  the  Diocese.  The  force  of  working 
clergy  has  increased  within  less  than  one  year  almost  one  hundred 
per  cent,  a  marvelous  augmentation  of  power  for  future  good.  New 
rectories,  new  chapels  and  churches  seem  to  be  the  order  of  the 
day.  On  every  side  there  is  life,  energy  and  rapid  development. 
Parishes  for  long  years  stagnant  have  experienced  a  happy 
awakening.  Where  before  there  was  division  and  weakness,  in 
tome  instances  to  the  point  of  paralysis,  now  there  is  harmony  and 
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strength.  Funds  are  freely  contributed  even  by  isolated  churchmen 
and  churchwomen  long  denied  the  dear  privilege  of  the  services  of 
the  Church.  The  Church  is  being  planted  in  new  places.  Large 
confirmation  classes  are  presented  to  the  Bishop. 

All  this,  under  God,  is  mainly  the  result  of  the  diligent  and 
tireless  labors  of  the  Bishop,  and  of  the  Archdeacons  provided, 
appointed  and  inspired  by  him.  He  and  they  have  been  unremitting 
in  their  journeyings  to  and  fro  into  every  corner  of  the  Diocese, 
visiting  and  preaching  and  laboring,  and  especially  appealing  for 
assistance  to  help  on  the  Holy  Cause  of  Christ  and  the  Church. 

Truly,  this  is  a  wonderful  record.  Heartily  may  be  exclaim. 
What  Has  God  Wrought?  Hopefully  now  may  we  move  on  In  the 
good  work,  putting  behind  us  the  dead  past  and  gazing  steadfastly 
into  the  brightness  of  the  coming  years,  wherein,  with  the  steady 
and  faithful  exertion  of  the  same  forces  and  influences,  we  may 
reasonably  hope,  with  the  benediction  of  the  Father,  to  enjoy  a 
constantly  increasing  growth  and  expansion,  until  within  a  very  few 
years,  the  Church  in  America  will  have  cause  to  point  with  pride 
to  the  great  work  done  in  Arkansas.

Rfsolrrd,  That  the  Trustee  of  the  Episcopate  Fund  is  directed 
to  withdraw  the  fund  from  Building  and  Loan  investments  and 
invest  the  same  in  farm  or  city  first  mortgages,  at  current  rates  of 
interest  at  not  less  than  eight  per  cent,  on  approved  securities  of 
at  least  double  the  amount  to  be  loaned. 

Colonel  Whipple  offered  as  a  substitute: 

That  Trutee  be  requested  not  to  make  any  further  Investments 
in  New  Series  Building  and  Loan  stock. 

SuVistitute  was  accepte<l  by  the  mover  of  the  original 
n^solution  and  was  adopted  bv  the  Council. 

The  Council  proceed(Ml  to  the  further  election  of  officers. 

]^Ir.  P.  K.  Roots  being  the  only  nominee  for  DirKJcean 
Treasurer,  and  Treasurer  of  the  fund  for  Disabled  Clergy, 
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and  Bishop's  Fund,  the  Secretarv  was  ordered  to  east  the  vote 
of  the  Council,  which  was  done,  and  ^Ir.  Roots  declared  duly 
elected. 

Mr.  S.  S.  Faulkner  being  the  only  nominee  for  Trustee 
of  the  Episcopate  Fund,  the  Secretary  was  ordered  to  cast  the 
vote  of  the  Council,  which  was  done,  and  Mr.  Faulkner  was 
declared  duly  elected. 

The  Special  Committee  on  Theological  Department 
University  of  the  South,  made  a  verbal  report  and  asked  to  be 
continued.     The  request  was  grante<l. 

The  followine:  resolution  bv  Rev.  G.  Gordon  Smeade 
was  adopted : 

We,  the  clergy  and  laymen  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas  in 
Council  assembled,  do  hereby  express  our  gratitude  to  the  Foreign 
and  Domestic  Missionary  Society  of  the  American  Church,  and  to 
our  friends  North  and  East  who  responded  so  graciously  to  the 
appeal  of  our  Diocesan  for  his  great  work  in  Arkansas.  This 
response  has  awakened  new  life  in  every  department  of  the  Church's 
life,  and  is  felt  to  the  remotest  bounds  of  the  Diocese. 

Resohed,  That  the  next  Council  meet  on  the  second  Wednes- 
day in  May.  1901,  and  that  reports  be  made  to  April  30  and  sent  to 
the  Bishop  through  the  Secretary. 

Resolved,  That  the  subject  of  the  Bishop's  salary  be  special 
order  of  the  day  immediately  after  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  at 
the  next  Council. 

Special  Committee  on  increase  of  the  Disabled  Clergy 
Fund  was  on  request  continued  with  leave  to  rej)ort  at  the 
next  Council. 

On  motion  of  Archdeacon  Rhames,  the  subject  of  "Work 
Among  the  Colored  People"  was  referred  to  a  Si>rcial  Com- 
mittee of  six,  consisting  of  Kev.  G.  Gordon  Smeade,  Tlev. 
W.  D.  Buckner,  Mr.  John  Gatling,  Judge  John  IT.  Kodgers, 
!N[rs.  M.  A.  Dorsev  and  Mrs.  J.  B.  Pillow. 

Committee  on  Ways  and  ^Means  reported. 

On  motion  of  the  Secretarv,  $7  arrearages  of  St.  James, 
Eureka  Springs,  were  remitted  and  the  report  was  adopted.

The  Secretary'  read  the  following  communication,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Special  Committee  on  Biographical 
Sketch  of  Bishop  Pierce : 
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Weiser,  Idaho,  September  21.  1899.

Right  Reverend  Sir — I  am  desired  by  the  Missionary  District 
of  Boise  to  convey  to  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas  their  profound 
sympathy  in  the  loss  of  its  beloved  and  reverend  Diocesan.  While 
the  loss  to  the  Church  will  be  felt  everywhere,  yet  the  Diocese  of 
Arkansas  by  reason  of  the  personal  relation  existing  will  more 
nearly  feel  the  removal  of  its  beloved  chief  pastor.

May  7.— I  celebrated  the  Holy  Eucharist  at  Trinity  Cathedral. 

Attended  celebration  in  the  Cathedral 
and  received  the  Holy  Communion. 

May  14. — 1  said  morning  prayer  in  the  Cathedral  and  received. 
At  4  p.  m.  I  closed  the  services. 

May  21. — Mr.  Coote  said  the  services  and  I  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion  at  St.  Luke's,  Hot  Springs,  and  preached  both  morning 
and  night. 

May  28. — Preached  a  sermon  and  received  the  Holy  Communion 
at  the  Cathedral  and  closed  the  afternoon  service. 

June  4. — Attended  service  at  St.  Peter's  Church,  Columbia,  Tenn., 
and  at  night  preached  the  baccalaureate  sermon. 

June  7. — Commencement  exercises  at  the  Institute,  Columbia. 
Tenn.    I  made  an  address  and  delivered  the  diplomas  and  certificates. 

June  11.— At  11  a.  m.,  at  St.  Peter's  Church,  Columbia,  Tenn..  I 
preached  the  sermon  and  received  the  Holy  Communion. 

June  IS. — \i  11a.  m..  in  the  Cathedral.  I  said  morning  prayer 
and  re#^ived  the  Holy  Communion.  At  evening  prayer  I  closed  the 
service. 

June  21. — At  9  a.  m.  I  presided  at  a  meeting  of  the  Bomrd  of 
Missions,  held  at  the  Capital  Hotel. 

June  24.— St.  John  Baptist  Day.  I  attended  celebration  at  the 
Cathedral  and  received  the  Holy  Communion. 

June  25  — I  said  morning  prayer  at  Trinity  Cathedral  and 
received  the  Holy  Communion.  At  evening  prayer  I  doeed  the 
service. 

June  27— Wror>i  Rev.  J.  N.  Perkins,  chairman  Church  Building 
Fund  Committee  New  York,  and  inclosed  a  draft  for  %9^A9  for 
Dardanelle  Chuf^h  debt,  leaving  a  balance  of  $60.27. 

June  2^,--Ht.  Peter's  Day.  Received  the  Holy  CommnnioB  in 
the  Cathedral. 

I  this  day  accepted  f>:tt^rs  Dimissor>'  from  the  Diocese  of  Kc»- 
tnckjr,  and  sent  Canonical  notice  of  acceptance  of  Rev.  W.  G.  CdotCL 
Biahop  Brown  called  and  I  handed  over  to  him  the  stateoMat 
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ceming  the  Dardanelle  Church  debt  and  have  his  promise  to  pay 
the  balance,  $60.27,  out  of  funds  collected  by  him  from  my  field. 

June  30. — At  2:15  p.  m.,  at  Trinity  Cathedral.  Rev.  A.  W.  Pierce 
presented  and  I  confirmed  three  persons  and  made  a  short  address. 

July  2. — At  11  a.  m.,  at  the  Cathedral,  I  preached  and  received 
the  Holy  Communion.  In  the  afternoon  I  began  a  sermon  on  the 
''Catholic  Oranda.*'      At  5  p.  m.  I  closed  the  Choral  Evensong. 

July  9. — At  11  a.  m.  I  said  morning  prayer  and  received  the  Holy 
Communion.      At  Evensong  I  closed  the  service. 

July  12. — At  8  p.  m.  I  preached  in  St.  John's  Church,  Helena, 
"The  Spirit  and  the  Bride  Say  Come."  Confirmed  eighteen  persons 
and  addressed  the  class. 

July  16. — At  11  a.  m.,  in  the  Cathedral.  I  said  the  Bishop's  part 
in  the  celebration  and  received  the  Holy  Communion. 

July  19. — The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  met  in  my 
study  at  10  a.  m.,  I  being  present  at  their  request. 

July  23. — In  the  Cathedral,  at  11  a.  m.,  I  took  the  Bishop's  part 
in  the  celebration  and  received  the  Holy  Communion,  after  which 
Rev.  A.  W.  Pierce  baptized  William  Starr  Mitchell,^  of  Little  Rock, 
and  I  confirmed  him.  At  5  p.  m.  I  closed  the  Choral  Evensong  with 
benediction. 

July  24. — I  gave  my  Canonical  consent  to  the  consecration  of 
Rev.  Joseph  Marshall  Francis,  Bishop^lect  of  Indiana. 

July  30. — At  11  a.  m.,  in  the  Cathedral,  I  said  the  Bishop's  part 
and  received.  In  the  evening  I  finished  writing  sermon  on  the 
"Catholic  Oranda." 

August  1. — At  9:10  I  took  the  train  for  Fayetteville  via  Van 
Buren.  Rev.  J.  J.  Vaulx  met  me  at  the  cars  at  Fayetteville  and  I 
became  his  guest. 

August  6. — At  11  a.  m.,  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Fayetteville,  I 
preached  the  "Catholic  Oranda;"  said  the  Bishop's  part  in  the  cele- 
bration and  received  the  Holy  Communion.  Rev.  J.  J.  Vaulx 
celebrated. 

The  next  note  found  in  the  Bishop's  diary  is  that  on  August  8 
Mr.  Vaulx  started  for  Colorado  Springs  at  8  a.  m. 

The  last  entry,  August  9,  is  of  letters  written  to  Dr.  James  at 
Eureka  Springs,  to  his  wife  at  Little  Rock,  and  to  G.  W.  Millard  at 
Poughkeepsie,  N.  Y.  which  was  the  last  letter  written  by  him  so  far 
as  known. 

On  the  next  day  he  was  seized  with  the  illness  which  finally 
resulted  in  death.  Having  gone  to  Fayetteville  for  the  express  pur- 
pose of  relieving  Mr.  Vaulx  so  that  he  might  have  a  month's  vaca- 
tion, the  Bishop,  notwithstanding  his  illness,  felt  reluctant  to  omit  a 
service,  and  on  Sunday,  August  13,  he  officiated  for  the  last  time  by 
a  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  without  sermon,  at  St.  Paul's. 
Fayetteville.

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school  children,  he  was  the  center  towards  which  all  eyes  were 
admiringly  turned.  In  either  case  the  interest  of  his  auditors  never 
flagged. 

I  am  sure  that  all  will  agree  that  the  Journal  of  this  Council 
should  contain  a  biographical  sketch  of  this  distinguii-hed  scholar 
and  Bishop,  and  I  recommend  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to 
draw  up  a  short  account  of  his  life  and  work  for  publication.  I 
also  recommend  that  the  obituary  notices  by  the  Bishops  who  were 
in  attendance  at  the  funeral  be  printed  with  the  report  of  the 
proposed  committee  representing  this   Council. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Henry  Adams  Neely.  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Maine,  has 
also  passed  to  his  reward  since  the  last  meeting  of  our  Council. 

The  words  of  the  Bishop  of  Springfield,  in  speaking  of  Bishops 
Pierce  and  Neely,  are  so  true  and  fitting  and  withal  so  brief  that 
I  quote  them.      Of  our  departed  and  gifted  Bishop  he  says: 

"He  was  a  man  of  unusual  ability  and  learning.  His  talents 
were  versatile.  He  was  a  theologian,  and  a  close  reasoner,  an  ex- 
cellent preacher,  and  a  poet.  Perhaps  we  might  have  wished,  either 
that  he  had  been  twenty  years  younger  when  he  was  sent  into  his 
vast  missionary  field,  or  that  his  lot,  when  over  fifty  years  of  age, 
had  been  cast  in  a  less  arduous  sphere  of  physical  hards(hip  and 
toil.  Our  memories  of  the  Bishop  are  most  pleasant.  We  mourn 
his  death.'*  Of  the  sainted  Bishop  Neely  he  says:  "There  are  men 
like  Bishop  Pierce,  whose  intellect  overshadows  all;  and  then  there 
are  men  not  deficient  in  mental  power,  but  whose  moral  excellence 
and  spiritual  gifts  so  shine  that  they  always  go  in  association  with 
them  as  sweet  companions.  This  seemed  to  me  to  be  true  of  dear, 
good  Bishop  Neely.  He  was  guileless,  and  pure  and  true.  It  seemed 
fitting  that  one  so  saintly  should  be  called  away  from  earth  on  the 
eve  of  All  Saints." 

Bishops  Neely  and  Pierce  were  among  the  oldest  of  our  Bishops. 
Accordingly  their  death  was  much  less  of  a  shock  to  the  Church  at 
large  than  that  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Mahlon  Norris  Gilbert,  D.  D.,  LL.  D., 
Bishop  Coadjutor  of  Minnesota,  who,  in  the  prime  of  his  most 
energetic  and  useful  life,  was  taken  away  suddenly  in  February 
last.  He  had  been  in  Philadelphia  where  I  had  the  privilege  of 
seeing  a  good  deal  of  him  under  pleasant  circumstances.  In  fact, 
I  dined  with  him  on  the  day  he  left  for  home.  On  the  way  he  was 
so  unfortunate  as  to  contract  a  severe  and  persistent  cold,  which 
terminated  in  pneumonia.  He  died  on  February  17,  1900.  "Bishop 
Gilbert  was  a  true  shepherd  of  the  souls  Intrusted  to  him.  He 
was  one  of  those  rare  men  who,  in  spite  of  overwhelming  duties, 
make  the  distinction  between  persons  and  people.  He  was  always 
ready  to  hear  the  need  of  all  and  to  give  counsel  to  any  who  desired 
it.  His  devotion  to  the  welfare  of  the  Indians  in  his  Diocese  was 
inspiring.  For  several  weeks  of  every  year  he  lived  with  them. 
His  love  for  them  and  theirs  for  him  was  of  the  kind  that  could 
only  come  from  such  intimate  contact.       He  saw  in  every  man. 
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whether  his  skin  might  be  white,  or  red,  or  black,  a  son  of  God,  in 
whom  were  contained  infinite  possibilities.  The  Church  is  indeed 
the  poorer  for  the  ending  of  his  earthly  labors,  but  the  richer  for  the 
blessed  memory  of  his  life." 

MY  WORK. 

The  record  of  work  for  the  second  Council  year  of  my  Episco- 
pate differs  a  good  deal  from  that  of  the  first.  The  first  year  was 
naturally  spent  in  becoming  acquainted  with  the  field  in  order  that 
I  might  determine  what  J  must  do  and  what  I  must  have  for  the 
development  of  the  Diocese.  It  will  be  remembered  that  our  vener- 
able Diocesan,  by  his  assignment  of  Jurisdiction,  had  made  me 
responsible  for  the  whole  missionary  work. 

After  a  careful  study  of  the  situation  in  the  light  of  my  experi- 
ence as  the  General  Missionary  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  I  made  up 
my  mind  that,  in  order  to  develop  the  Church  in  Arkansas.  I  must 
place  in  the  field  three  General  Missionaries,  and  for  this  I  would 
have  to  have  $4,500.  I  also  considered  it  necessary  to  place  twelve 
Circuit  Missionaries.  These,  according  to  my  estimates,  would 
require  $2,000  over  and  above  the  stipends  that  could  be  depended 
upon  from  the  congregations  they  would  serve.  I  further  decided 
that  five  Mission  Churches  must  be  built  each  year  in  as  many 
important  places;  and  I  knew  from  experience  that  in  order  to 
encourage  newly  organized  congregations  to  undertake  the  securing 
of  the  money  necessary  to  buy  a  lot  and  build  a  chapel  free  of  debt 
they  would  have  to  be  encouraged  by  outside  help  to  about  one- 
third  of  the  required  amount.  This,  according  to  my  estimates, 
would  make  it  necessary  for  me  to  have  $2,500  for  a  building  fund. 

Thus  I  felt  the  need  of  $4,500  for  three  General  Missionaries, 
$2,000  for  twelve  Circuit  Missionaries,  and  $2,500  for  the  building 
fund.       Total,  $9,000. 

PLANS    FOR    SECURING    THE    MONEY. 

The  summer  months  were  spent  in  the  maturing  of  plans  for 
securing  the  indispensable,  but  perplexing,  $9,000. 

At  first  I  thought  of  asking  the  Board  of  Missions  to  increase 
the  appropriation  to  Arkansas  by  the  amount  of  $1,000.  This  would 
give  us  a  total  from  that  direction  of  $2,500.  Then  I  proposed  to 
ask  the  congregations  of  Arkansas  to  give  me  $1,000.  If  the  Board 
and  the  Diocese  complied  with  my  requests  I  would  have  $3,500, 
and  there  would  remain  $5,500  for  me  to  raise  among  friends  that  I 
proposed  to  endeavor  to  make  for  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas  at  the 
North  and  East. 

These  plans  were  modified  by  the  sudden  and  lamentable  death 
of  our  dear  Diocesan.  He  had  been  receiving  a  salary  of  $3,000 
from  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  and  1  now  de- 
termined to  ask  the  Board  of  Managers  for  an  additional  appropria- 
tion of  that  amount.  If  granted  we  would  have  $4,500,  just  half 
the  amount  upon  which  I  had  set  my  heart. 
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PLEAS    BEFORE   THE    BOARD    OF    MANAGERS. 

I  went  on  to  New  York  City  for  the  purpose  of  making  my  plea 
at  the  September  meeting  of  the  Board,  which  was  held  on  the  19th. 
I  was  given  a  hearing  of  twenty  minutes  and  succeeded  in  so  far 
favorably  impressing  the  Board  as  to  secure  for  my  representations 
and  plea  a  reference  to  the  Advisory  Committee  of  the  Board. 

At  the  October  meeting,  held  on  the  12th,  I  appeared,  by  appoint- 
ment, before  that  committee.  When  I  had  about  half  finished  my 
address,  a  distinguished  and  influential  member  interrupted  me  by 
saying  that^  my  representations  had  been  investigated  by  the  com- 
mittee and  found  to  be  conservative  and  reasonable  and  that  he 
was  ready  to  offer  a  resolution  recommending  that  the  petition  be 
granted  on  condition  that  I  would  raise  $4,500  from  my  people  and 
from  friends  that  I  could  make  for  Arkansas  at  the  North  and  East. 
The  resolution  was  offered  and  after  a  few  questions,  to  which  I 
seemed  to  have  made  satisfactory  reply,  it  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Later  in  the  day,  this  recommendation  was  acted  upon  by  the 
Board  of  Managers,  and  I  understand  it  was  adopted  without  a 
dissenting  voice.  I  was  told  by  one  of  the  oldest  members  of  the 
Board  that  he  had  seldom  seen  a  similar  petition  granted  with  such 
unanimity  and  good  will. 

The  resolution,  under  which  my  application  to  the  Domestic  and 
Foreign  Missionary  Society  for  an  increased  appropriation  was 
granted,  ran  as  follows: 

Resolved:  That  inasmuch  as  the  Bishop  of  Arkansas  guarantees 
to  raise  an  additional  $4,500  from  the  congregations  of  his  Diocese 
and  from  his  friends  outside  of  the  Diocese  to  put  into  the  mission 
work  in  Arkansas,  and  inasmuch  as  the  Board  approves  the  plan 
of  work  which  he  has  laid  before  it,  that  an  additional  appropriation 
at  the  rate  of  $3,000  per  annum  be  made  to  take  effect  on  December 
1,  next,  at  which  time  the  present  appropriation  for  the  late  Bishop's 
salary  terminates." 

Some  of  my  friends  have  thought  that  the  Board  dealt  hardly 
with  me  in  accepting  my  terms  and  making  the  increased  appro- 
priation conditional.  I  do  not  agree  with  them.  I  believe  that  there 
is  much  wisdom  in  conditional  appropriations  for  missionary  and 
benevolent  purposes.  It  stimulates  self-help  and  prevents  pauperism. 

The  action  of  the  representatives  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign 
Missionary  Society  was  a  great  Joy  to  me,  because  it  put  within 
reach  half  of  the  $9,000  which  I  had  determined  must  be  secured 
annually  in  order  to  make  my  Episcopate  a  success  from  a  mis- 
sionary point  of  view. 

THE  ARCHDEACONS. 

As  the  field  had  been  by  the  force  of  circumstances  neglected 
so  long,  and  as  the  rapid  development  of  the  State  is  multiplying 
golden  opportunities  for  the  planting  of  the  Church,  I  felt  that  time 
was  precious,  and  that  we  could  not  afford  to  lose  any  of  it.    So  I 
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took  it  for  granted  that  my  people  wold  give  me  the  $1,000  that 
the  Board  expected  me  to  raise  from  them  and  that  when  the  time 
came  for  me  to  go  North  and  East  I  would  make  friends  there  who 
would  give  me  the  remaining  $3,500  necessary  to  secure  the  $4,500 
conditionally  pledged  by  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary 
Society,  and  accordingly  I  immediately  began  to  cast  about  for  two 
suitable  men  whom  I  could  secure  and  appoint  as  General  Mission- 
aries in  the  Archdeaconates  of  Eastern  and  Western  Arkansas,  into 
which  I  proposed  to  divide  the  Diocese  by  a  line  running  along  the 
western  boundaries  of  the  following  counties,  namely,  Marion, 
Searcy,  Van  Buren,  Conway,  thence  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Arkan- 
sas River  to  the  northwest  corner  of  Lincoln  County,  and  thence  all 
east  of  the  western  boundaries  of  Lincoln,  Drew.  Bradley,  and 
Ashley. 

By  January  1.  1900,  I  had  secured  the  Rev.  R.  W.  Rhames,  M.  A., 
Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Newport,  for  the  Archdeaconate  of 
Eastern  Arkansas,  and  the  Rev.  W.  D.  Williams,  D.  D.,  Curate  of 
the  Church  of  the  Holy  Apostles,  New  York  City,  for  the  Archdea- 
conate of  Western  Arkansas.  Both  of  these  gentlemen  took  up 
their  work  on  that  date.  I  am  sure  that  none  who  know  anything 
about  their  work,  so  far,  will  in  either  case  doubt  the  wisdom  of 
our  choice.  Their  reports  will  be  an  interesting  feature  of  this 
Council. 

CONFESSION    AND    REQUEST. 

My  attention  has  been  called  to  the  fact  that  by  appointing  two 
General  Missionaries  I  exceeded  my  Canonical  authority.  The  point 
is  well  taken.  My  defense  is  that  in  view  of  the  immediate  and 
pressing  needs  of  the  field  and  of  the  fact  that  my  plans  of  opera- 
tion had  met  with  the  cordial  approval  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign 
Missionary  Society  and  of  our  own  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions, 
there  was  good  ground  for  hope  that  this  Council  would  unaniniously 
approve  of  my  action  and  amend  the  fractured  Canon  so  as  to  con- 
form with  the  new  situation.     I  respectfully  ask  that  this  be  done. 

PLEAS    AT    THE    NORTH    AND    EAST. 

As  soon  as  the  Archdeacons  were  in  the  field  I  felt  free  and 
obliged  to  start  for  the  North  and  East  for  the  purpose  of  making 
the  friends  who  would  give  me  the  requisite  $3,500.  I  left  on  Jan- 
uary 2.  and  did  not  get  back  until  April  22. 

T  reached  Philadelphia  in  time  to  begin  my  new  and  uncon- 
genial wQrk  on  the  first  Sunday  of  the  year  1900.  An  acquaint- 
ance, the  Rev.  O.  S.  Michael,  whom  I  had  not  seen  since  our  school 
days  in  Gambler.  Ohio,  kindly  gave  me  a  hearing  on  the  morning 
of  that  day  in  his  church  and  secured  me  an  opening  for  the  after- 
noon and  evening  in  other  churches.  He  had  also  succeeded  in 
providing  me  with  opportunities  for  telling  my  story  on  the  follow- 
ing Sunday  morning  and  evening.

Beyond  that  everything  seemed  closed  against  me,  and  probably 
would  have  actually  remained  so  but  for  the  fact  that  my  good 
friend  took  me  on  the  first  Monday  morning  tp  the  Church  House 
of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  where  the  Clerical  Brotherhood  of 
Philadelphia  was  in  session.  On  that  occasion,  through  the  influ- 
ence of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bodine,  who  was  president  of  Kenyon  College. 
Gambler,  Ohio,  during  my  seminary  course  there.  I  was  invited  to 
make  an  address  to  the  Brotherhood  at  its  next  meeting  on  the 
following  Monday  morning,  January  15. 

Fortunately  for  me  and  the  great  cause  for  which  I  had  come 
to  plead,  my  address  made  a  favorable  impression.  Indeed,  it  was 
received  with  so  much  enthusiasm  that  at  times  I  could  not  proceed 
because  of  the  applause.  I  spoke  for  three^uarters  of  an  hour. 
When  I  had  finished  the  Brotherhood  passed  the  following  very 
pleasant  resolution: 

"The  Clerical  Brotherhood  hereby  expresses  its  hearty  thanks 
to  Bishop  Brown  for  his  luminous  exposition  of  the  condition  and 
needs  of  the  Church  in  Arkansas,  and  wishes  for  him  the  fullest 
measure  of  success  in  his  important  field.'* 

The  Clerical  Brotherhood  of  Philadelphia  did  not  confine  its 
manifestation  of  interest  in  neglected  Arkansas  to  this  resolution, 
but  it  started  a  subscription  for  me  among  its  members — a  thing 
which  I  was  told  the  Brotherhood  had  never  done  for  any  other  of 
all  the  Bishops  and  Missionaries  who  had  addressed  il.  Besides 
the  members  gave  me  invitations  to  speak  in  their  churches.  From 
that  time  on  it  was  comparatively  clear  sailing  for  me,  so  far  as 
opportunities  to  speak  were  concerned. 

I  had  planned  to  be  back  at  my  post  of  legitimate  duty  in  the 
Diocese  by  Ash  Wednesday,  which  this  year  fell  on  ihe  last  day 
of  February.  Of  the  intervening  two  months  I  expected  to  spend 
about  two  weeks  at  Philadelphia  and  six  at  New  York.  Everybody 
with  whom  I  had  talked  represented  that  New  York  wps  the  Mecca 
for  Missionaries  who  were  in  quest  of  money  with  which  to  carry 
on  and  develop  their  work.  But  I  was  a  stranger  to  all  except  one 
or  two  of  the  New  York  Clergy,  and  those  to  whom  i  had  written, 
about  twenty  in  all.  gave  me  little  or  no  encouragement.  They 
said  I  was  too  late  in  making  application.  One  of  the  Rectors  gave 
me  a  hearing  with  his  Junior  Auxiliary;  so  far  that  was  all. 

In  view  of  this  lack  of  response  on  the  part  of  the  New  York 
Clergy,  and  of  the  foothold  I  had  secured  In  Philadelphia.  I  naturally 
concluded  to  let  well  enough  alone  and  retain  my  headquarters 
there  during  the  whole  of  my  intended  absence. 

To  this  resolution  I  adhered,  although  I  did  make  excursions  to 
the  various  parts  of  Greats  New  York,  whero.  in  all,  I  made  as 
many  as  seven  addresses.  I  also  got  as  far  nortueast  as  Cohoes, 
Diocese  of  Albany,  and  Bridgeport,  Conn.,  and  as  far  south 
as  Norfolk,  Va.  The  city  of  Buftalo  was  the  farthest  western 
point  at  which  I  made  an  address.      I  made  a  good  many  addresses 
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in  the  Diocese  of  Newark,  some  in  that  of  New  Jersey,  and  one  or 
two  each  in  the  Dioceses  of  Central  Pennsylvania,  Maryland,  and 
Washington.  But  I  did  much  more  speaking  in  and  about  the  city 
of  Philadelphia  than  in  all  of  the  other  places  put  together. 

I  had  not  been  at  the  work  of  collecting  funds  above  three 
weeks  before  it  became  manifest  that  the  $3,500  for  which  I  had 
come  would  neither  be  in  hand  nor  in  view  by  Ash  Wednesday.  The 
money  and  pledges  were  coming  in  too  slowly  for  that.  This  was  a 
great  disappointment  to  me.  Finally,  when  I  was  teeling  very 
despondent  about  the  outlook,  I  resolved  to  go  to  the  Bishop  of 
Central  Pennsylvania  for  expert  advice.  He  had  been  the  Mission- 
ary Bishop  of  Wyoming  and  Idaho,  and,  while  there,  he  had  the 
reputation  of  being  the  most  successful  of  all  the  Bishops  in  collect- 
ing funds  at  the  North  and  East.  He  kindly  went  over  the  whole 
situation  with  me  and,  to  my  surprise  and  comfort,  assured  me  that 
I  was  on  the  right  road,  and  that  if  I  would  remain  and  persevere 
through  Lent  which  was  the  best  time  for  my  work  I  would  be 
certain  to  go  back  to  Arkansas  with  all  that  I  had  come  for. 

As  everything  depended  upon  the  success  of  my  mission  to  the 

North  and  East  there  was  nothing  for  me  to  do  but  to  persevere. 

Accordingly  I   most  reluctantly  canceled  my  Lenten  engagements 

with  the  Clergy  of  Arkansas  and  accepted,  as  far  as  possible,  all 

of  the  invitations  to  make  addresses  that  came  to  me.     During  Lent 

I  spoke  at  least  forty  times  on  week  days  and  three  times  each 

Sunday. 

LETTERS  DIMISSORY. 

I  have  received  and  accepted  from  the  Bishop  of  California  a 
Letter  Dimlssory  in  due  form  bearing  date  January  29.  1900,  in 
favor  of  the  Ven.  William  D.  Williams,  D.  D.,  the  Archdeacon  of 
Western  Arkansas. 

I  have  received  and  accepted  from  the  Bishop  of  Central  Penn- 
sylvania a  Letter  Dimissory  in  due  form,  bearing  date  March  29, 
in  favor  of  the  Rev.  Percy  J.  Robottom,  the  Rector  of  St.  Paul's 
Church.  Newport. 

I  have  received  and  accepted  from  the  Bishop  of  the  Mission- 
ary District  of  Duluth  a  Letter  Dimissory  in  due  form  bearing  date 
April  5,  in  favor  of  the  Rev.  Angus  A.  Robertson,  Deacon,  the  Min- 
ister in  charge  of  St.  John's  Church,  Fort  Smith. 

EPISCOPAL  CONSENTS. 

I  have  in  the  course  of  the  Council  year  given  my  consent  to 
the  following  Episcopal  Consecrations,  namely:  The  Rev.  Joseph 
Marshall  Francis  to  the  Bishopric  of  Indiana;  the  Rev.  Arthur  Lew- 
ellyn  Williams  to  the  Coadjutor  Bishopric,  of  Nebraska;  the  Rev. 
William  Lloyall  Gravatt  to  the  Coadjutor  Bishopric  of  West  Vir- 
ginia; the  Rev.  Sidney  C.  Partridge  to  the  Missionary  Episcopate 
of  Kyoto,  Japan ;  the  Rev.  Charles  Palmerston  Anderson,  to  the  Coad- 
jutor Episcopate  of  Chicago,  and  the  Rev.  Robert  Codman,  Jr.,  to  the 
Bishopric  of  Maine. 
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On  Thursday.  April  19.  1900.  at  a  meeting  of  the  majority  of 
the  Bishops  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  held  at  the  Church  Missions 
House  in  the  City  of  New  York,  I  gave  my  consent  to  the  resigna- 
tion of  his  Jurisdiction  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Henry  Melville  Jackson, 
D.  D.,  Bishop-Coadjutor  of  Alabama. 

CONFIRMATIONS. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  my  Lenten  appointments  for  confirma- 
tion visitations  had  to  be  canceled,  the  number  of  such  visitations 
for  the  year  is  small  and  consequently  the  candidates  confirmed  are 
correspondingly  few. 

My  visitations  for  confirmation  were  as  follows:  Sunday,  May 
7.  St.  Paul's,  Newport,  seven  candidates  confirmed;  Sun(>ay,  May  21, 
St.  Paul's,  Fayetteville,  one  candidate;  St.  Philip's.  Little  Rock,  Wed- 
nesday.

June  4.  thirteen  candidates;  Winslow  (Preaching  Station),  Monday^ 
June  19.  five  candidates:  St.  Paul's,  Batesville,  Saturday,  June  24, 
nine  candidates;  St.  Philip's,  I^ittle  Rock,  Sunday.  November  19, 
one  candidate;  Little  Rock.  Trinity  Cathedral.  Sunday.  November 
19,  one  candidate;  St.  Paul's,  Newport,  Sunday,  December  10,  nine 
candidates;  Augusta  (Preaching  Station),  Monday,  December  11, 
two  candidates;  Trinity,  Pine  Bluff,  Sunday,  December  31,  fifteen 
candidates;  Christ  Church,  Little  Rock,  Sunday,  April  22,  forty-four 
candidates;  St.  John's,  Camden,  Sunday,  April  29,  seven  candidates.

OUTSIDE    WORK. 

At  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Domestic  and 
Foreign  Missionary  Society,  I  delivered  an  address  on  behalf  of  the 
Society  at  the  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Dallas,  held  in  the  city  of 
Dallas  on  Tuesday,  May  9. 

At  the  request  of  the  Bishop  of  Kansas,  I  delivered  the  annual 
address  at  the  commencement  exercises  of  the  College  of  the  Sisters 
of  Bethany,  at  Topeka,  Kan.,  on  Wednesday,  June  7. 

I  attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
University  of  the  South,  at  Sewanee,  Tenn.,  from  July  27  to  August 
3.  I  believe  it  to  be  a  duty  and  privilege  to  do  what  I  can  for  that 
interesting  and  invaluable  institution  of  higher  learning,  and  I  hope 
that  the  Clergy  and  lAity  will  more  and  more  share  this  conviction. 
Sewanee  and  Alexandria  are  the  Jewels  of  the  Southern  Church.  Let 
us  prize  them  and  care  for  them  as  such. 

By  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Domestic  and 
Foreign  Missionary  Society.  I  preached  one  of  the  sermons  at  St 
Louis  on  the  Sunday  preceding  the  meeting  of  the  Missionary  Coun- 
cil, which  convened  in  that  City  on  Tuesday,  October  24,  and 
adjourned  on  Thursday  the  26th. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  26th  and  the  morning  of  the  27th,  I 
attended  the  meeting  of  the  House  of  Bishops,  called  to  meet  in 
connection  with  the  Missionary  Council. 

On  Wednesday,  December  20.  I  attended  at  the  city  of  Dallas, 
Texas,  the  services,  reception  and  dinner  which  commemorated  the 
twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  the  consecration  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Alexander 
Charles  Garrett,  D.  D.  LL.  D.,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Dallas.  The 
splendid  Cathedral  of  St.  Matthew  was  dedicated  on  that  day.  Six 
of  the  neighboring  Bishops  were  present  on  this  happy  and  meipo- 
rable  occasion. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  I  have  also  preached  by  special  invita- 
tion at  the  following  places  outside  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas: 
Texarkaca,  Texas;  Cleveland,  Ohio;  Springfield,  Ohio;  Toungstown, 
Ohio;  Galion,  Ohio;  Sharon,  Pa.;  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  and  Philadel- 
phia. Pa.  During  the  three  months  and  a  half  that  I  was  North  and 
East  I  delivered  114  appeals  on  behalf  of  our  great  undeveloped 
Diocese.  This  was  an  average  of  just  about  one  address  for  each 
%  c'ay  of  absence.    When  you  consider  the  traveling  and  correspond^ 
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ence  and  social  talking  which  so  many  addresses  involved,  you  will 
understand  it  was  no  holiday. 

At  the  request  of  the  Bishop  of  New  York  I  conflrmed  a  class  of 
eight  on  Monday,  April  2,  at  Good  Shepherd's,  Newburgh,  N.  Y., 
and  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop  of  Newark  I  conflrmed  a  class  of 
forty-two  on  Thursday,  April  12,  in  Grace  Church,  Orange,  N.  J. 

SUGGESTIONS. 

I  should  like  to  have  this  Council  consider  the  advisability  of 
making  provision  for  the  carrying  out  of  the  following  suggestions, 
namely : 

1.  That  three  Laymen  and  three  Lay  women  be  appointed  as 
an  advisory  committee  to  the  Bishop,  who  will  assist  him  in  the 
formulation  of  plans  for  systematic  work  among  the  colored  people. 

2.  That  more  efficient  provision  be  made  for  raising  the  sum 
apportioned  to  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas  for  the  support  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  the  South. 

3.  That  the  committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  be  instructed 
to  furnish  this  Council  for  publication  in  its  Journal  a  list  of  the 
Parishes  and  Missions  which  were  duly  organized  and  in  existence 
at  the  time  of  my  consecration. 

4.  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  consider  the  advis- 
ability of  taking  some  steps  looking  towards  the  relief  of  any  ag^ 
infirm  and  disabled  Clergymen  that  Arkansas  may  have  in  the  years 

to  come. 

CLERICAL  CHANGES. 

About  the  beginning  of  the  Council  year  the  Rev.  A.  W.  Pierce, 
Rector  of  Grace  Church,  Washington,  and  the  Church  of  Our  Re- 
deemer, Nashville,  gave  up  that  missionary  worK  to  take  charge 
by  the  appointment  of  Bishop  Pierce  of  the  Cathedral  services.  In 
November  he  was  requested  by  the  Chapter,  the  Bishop  consenting, 
to  continue  the  services  for  one  year  as  Minister  in  charge,  with  the 
title  of  Rector. 

The  Rev.  L  P.  Daniels,  Rector  of  St.  Philip's  Church,  Little 
Rock,  resigned  and  gave  up  his  work  on  December  1,  1899.  He  is 
still  Canonically  connected  with  the  Diocese. 

The  Rev.  G.  W.  Coote,  Minister  in  charge  of  St.  Luke's  Church, 
Hot  Springs,  gave  up  that  work  in  November,  and  by  my  appoint- 
ment took  temporary  charge  of  our  missionary  work  at  Mena. 

The  Rev.  R.  W.  Rhames,  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Newport, 
was  requested  by  me  to  accept  the  appointment  to  the  Archdeaconate 
of  Eastern  Arkansas.  He  accepted  and  began  work  on  January  1, 
1900. 

The  Rev.  Caleb  B.  K.  Weed.  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Bates- 
yiUe,  having  been  nominated  by  me  to  the  Vestry  of  St.  Luke's 
Church,  Hot  Springs,  was  called  to  the  Rectorship  of  that  Parish  in 
January.  He  accepted  the  call  and  commenced  his  new  work  at  the 
beginning  of  Lent. 
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One  Clergyman,  the  Rev.  I.  M.  Merlin  Jones,  of  the  Diocese  of  Cal- 
ifornia, who  has  been  at  St.  Agnes's  Church,  Morrilton,  since  Decem- 
ber. 1898,  has  left  the  Diocese  within  the  Council  year.  Six  Clergy- 
men have  come  to  us. 

In  September,  the  Rev.  Martin  Damer,  from  the  Diocese  of  Kan- 
sas, became  the  Missionary  in  charge  of  St.  Mark's,  Hope,  Grace, 
Washington,  and  Our  Redeemer.  Nashville. 

The  Rev.  J.  B.  W^haling,  from  the  Diocese  of  Pittsburg,  became 
Rector  of  the  Missionary  Parish  of  Trinity  Church,  Van  Buren,  in 
October. 

The  Rev.  E.  L.  Kemp,  from  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  became  Rector 
of  the  Missionary  Parishes  of  St.  Andrew's,  Marianna,  and  Good 
Shepherd,  Forrest  City.  He  is  also  in  charge  of  St.  Luke's  Mission, 
Brinkley. 

On  January  1,  1900,  the  Rev.  W.  D.  Williams,  D.  D.,  became  the 
General  Ijvfissionary  of  western  Arkansas,  with  the  title  of  Arch- 
deacon. Though  a  member  of  the  Diocese  of  California,  Dr.  Wil- 
liams came  to  us  from  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Apostles,  New  York 
City,  where  he  had  beep  the  Curate  for  some  time. 

The  Rev.  Percy  J.  Robottom,  from  the  Diocese  of  Central  Penn- 
sylvania, who,  in  February,  became  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Newport. 

In  March  the  Rev.  Angus  A.  Robertson,  Deacon  of  the  Diocese  of 
Duluth,  became  Minister  in  charge  of  St.  John's  Church,  Fort  Smith. 
Two  other  Clergymen,  the  Rev.  J.  D.  Simmons,  Deacon  of  the  Dio- 
cese of  Newark,  and  the  Rev.  L.  S.  Shermer,  of  the  Diocese  of  Con- 
necticut, have  accepted  calls  respectively  to  the  Assistantship  of 
Christ  Church,  Little  Rock,  and  the  Rectorship  of  St.  Paul's,  Bates- 
vllle,  but  they  ^ill  not  take  up  their  work  until  the  first  Sunday  of 
the  new  Council  year.  They  have,  however,  reached  us  in  time  to 
attend  this  Council,  and  we  welcome  them  with  all  the  brethren  who 
have  come  to  the  Diocese  since  our  last  meeting,  i  am  sure  that 
many  i)CtilionB  will  ascend  to  the  throne  of  Grace  on  their  behalf. 
I  have,  with  the  approval  of  our  Missionary  Committee,  entered 
into  an  arrangoment  with  the  Bishop  of  West  Missouri  by  which 
our  MlHHlon  at  Mammoth  Spring  has  been  associated  with  two  of  his 
MiKHlofiH  in  chargo  of  the  Rev.  Edmund  A.  Neville,  who  is  a  mem- 
ber of  tiM'  DlocoHo  of  West  Missouri. 

On  Novonibor  7,  1899,  I  gave  my  consent  to  the  sale  of  the  Rec- 
tory of  Trinity  ParUh.  IMne  Bluff,  located  on  Fourth  avenue.  As  I 
untlorHtood  It.  tlH»  procfM»dH  of  this  property  when  sold  is  to  be  rein- 
vmtpd  In  olthor  a  now  Uortory  or  a  Parish  building. 

PKOcmKSa    IN    THE    MISSION    FIELD. 

Not  count luK  tho  HtHhopH.  wo  began  the  Council  year  with  nine 
CIorffymiMi  In  tho  (lolil;  wo  v\u\  It  with  fifteen,  and  two  more  here  to 
^ntrr  lnini(Mlliitoly.  ThlH  in  Itnolf  is  a  very  decided  and  highly  grati- 
fying advnnco,  nHpprlnlly  whon  wc  consider  that  the  character  and 
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abilities  of  the  six  Clergymen  who  have  come  to  us  are  such  as  to 
justify  the  hope  of  the  rapid  development  of  the  Church  in  their 
respective  fields. 

Again  we  began  the  year  with  an  appropriation  from  the 
Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  |1,500  for  Church  Ex- 
tension work  among  our  white  population,  and  |400  among  the 
colored  people,  and  there  was  considerable  doubt  about  the  continu- 
ation of  the  appropriation  much  longer.  That  appropriation  for 
the  white  work  is  now  |4,500  per  annum,  with  the  understanding 
that  if  we  fulfill  the  conditions  upon  which  the  increase  of  |3,000 
was  made  we  may  reasonably  count  upon  it  for  the  next  ten  years. 
The  appropriation  for  the  colored  work  remains  the  same.  Aside 
from  these  appropriations,  there  was  no  money  in  view  for  our  mis- 
sionary operations  except  what  could  be  counted  upon  from  the 
collections  sent  in  by  our  few,  and  for  the  most  part,  feeble  congrega- 
tions; and  the  record  of  past  years  show  that  without  a  special  effort 
not  more  than  |500  might  be  expected  from  that  source.  As  matters 
stood,  the  whole  amount  that  the  Bishop  and  Board  could  appro- 
priate to  the  development  of  the  Mission  field  among  the  white 
people  was  |2,000. 

As  the  result  of  our  special  efforts,  we  now  have  for  that  work 
a  total  in  hand  or  in  view  of  |12,126.50.  That  is,  the  Bishop  and 
Board  of  Missions  have  at  the  close  of  the  year  over  |10,000  more 
to  do  with  than  they  had  at  the  beginning.  This  is  an  advance 
which  should  fill  us  with  gratitude  to  God  and  to  our  generous  bene- 
factors— the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Mis- 
sionary Society,  the  congregations,  and  the  individuals  who  gave  in 
response  to  our  appeals. 

If  I  were  a  musician,  I  would  introduce  at  this  point  the  Te 
Deum  or  the  Q^loria  in  ExcelsiSy  and  I  am  very  sure  you  would  all 
Join  in  most  heartily. 

Nor  is  this  all  of  the  good  fortune  that  I  have  the  great  privilege 
and  pleasure  of  reporting  to  you.  There  has  been  a  decided  advance 
at  several  places. 

St.  Paul's  Church,  Newport,  which  has  been  a  Mission  Parish 
from  time  immemorial,  has  become  self-supporting.  This  was  made 
possible  by  the  building  of  a  comfortable  Rectory  which  cost  in 
round  numbers,  |1,500,  of  which  amount  the  people;  lalsed  |1,000. 

The  neighboring  Parish,  St.  Paul's,  Batesville,  ^as  been  advanc- 
ing towards  the  self-supporting  condition.  It  has  purchased  and  paid 
for  a  large,  beautiful  lot  contiguous  to  the  church  property,  and  I 
have  heard  rumors  to  the  effect  that  at  the  Easter  meeting  of  the 
congregation  there  was  manifested  a  general  disposition  and  deter- 
mination to  from  this  on  stand  alone. 

Trinity  Church,  Van  Buren,  has  done  nobly.  It  had  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  year  a  miserable  excuse  of  a  Rectory  in  an  almost  inac- 
cessible, out  of  the  way  place.  By  giving  this  house  and  paying 
$1,500  they  had  an  opportunity  of  securing  one  of  the  finest  resi- 
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dences  in  the  city  which  happened  to  be  well  located.  At  first  it 
seemed  impossible  to  secure  the  $1,500,  Imt  to  the  great  credit  of  the 
Rector  and  people  it  was  undertaken  and  accomplished. 

An  equally  heroic  enterprise  has  been  carried  through  by  the 
Rector  and  people  of  Good  Shepherd  Church,  Forrest  City.  The^ 
house  and  spacious  lot  next  to  the  fine  chapel  were  for  sale.  Natur- 
ally enough,  they  were  coveted  for  a  Rectory  property.  But  where 
was  its  price,  $1,200,  to  come  from?  Perplexing  as  the  question  was 
the  Ladies'  Guild  and  the  Rector  settled  it  to  the  great  happiness  of 
all,  and  we  rejoice  with  them. 

I  will  go  back  to  do  the  ladies  of  Newport  and  Van  Buren  the 
justice  of  saying  that  they  also  deserve  much  credit  for  what  they 
did  towards  securing  those  Rectories. 

But  why  talk  of  heroism  and  Ladies'  Guilds  until  we  come  to 
little  St.  Mark's.  Jonesboro.  We  only  have  about  a  dozen  communi- 
cants there,  chiefly  ladies,  none  of  whom  are  able  to  give  much, 
and  yet,  through  their  persistent  endeavors,  supplemented  by  the 
efforts  of  the  men  whom  they  could  influence,  they  have  within  the 
year  built,  without  debt,  at  a  cost  of  $1,200,  one  of  the  most  beau- 
tiful little  chapels  in  this  or  any  other  Diocese.  The  enthusiasm  of 
Mission  congregations  often  develops  into  pleasant  surprises,  but 
this  accomplishment  has.  in  my  extensive  «iissionary  experience, 
seldom,  if  ever,  been  equaled. 

However,  all  things  considered,  the  ladies  of  Mena  are  not  far 
behind  those  of  Jonesboro.  Mena  itself  was  not  even  in  existence 
two  and  a  half  or  three  years  ago,  and  when  I  went  there,  about 
fifteen  months  since.  I  found  fewer  people  who  were  attached  to  the 
Church  than  we  have  at  Jonesboro,  and  no  organization  of  any 
kind. 

At  my  suggestion  the  ladies,  few  as  they  were,  banded  them- 
selves together  and  commenced  to  work  for  money  with  which  to 
build  a  chapel.  I^ter  they  had  the  Rev.  Mr.  Rhames,  then  of  New- 
port, come  on  and  hold  a  Mission  of  a  week.  The  result  was  the 
presentation  cf  a  large  confirmation  class,  and  the  creation  of  much 
interest. 

To  make  a  long  story  short,  we  now  have  about  thirty  communi- 
csnts  at  Mena,  a  fine  Sunday  School,  and  what  is  said  to  be  a  beau- 
tiful place  of  worship. 

They  were  not  able  to  build  what  they  wanted  in  the  way  of  a 
f'hurch,  so,  at  my  suggestion,  they  put  up  a  commodious  room  of 
Hu<:h  dimensions  that  will  enable  it  to  be  readily  converted,  by  the 
running  of  partitions  and  the  adding  of  a  room  or  two,  into  a  con- 
vonUmt  and  comfortable  Rectory.  All  the  furniture  was  made  with 
r*ffifrt*iuui  tu  the  permanent  place  of  worship  so  that  the  transition 
will  involve  no  loss  of  money.  This  plan  of  proce^iure  is  a  wise 
one  for  many  of  our  new  organizations,  and  it  forms  a  part  of  our 
mtf^slonary  policy- 
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Our  little  constituency  at  Searcy  took  up  with  the  Mena  idea 
and  so,  at  last,  after  more  than  thirty  years  of  waiting,  they,  too, 
will  soon  be  worshiping  under  their  own  "vine  and  fig  tree."  The 
Mena  building,  furnished  and  papered  so  that  it  will  be  a  veritable 
little  gate  of  heaven,  will  cost,  all  told«  not  to  exceed  |1,000,  and 
the  same  is  true  of  the  Searcy  building. 

THE    BUILDING    FUND. 

In  Justice  to  the  Arkansas  Mission  Chapel  Building  Fund,  it 
should  be  stated  that  none  of  the  purchasing  and  building  projects 
mentioned  above  would  have  been  undertaken  but  for  it. 

This  statement  in  itself  is  sufficient  to  show  the  invaluable  char- 
acter of  the  fund,  and  I  hope  that  it  will  induce  all  of  our  Parochial 
and  Missionary  organizations  and  many  individuals  throughout  the 
Diocese  to  become  subscribers.  Blank  pledges  will  be  distributed 
by  the  Archdeacons.  If  you  are  a  Clergyman  take  cne  for  your 
congregation  and  Sunday  School.  If  you  are  a  Layman  take  one 
for  yourself  and  several  for  your  friends.  If  you  are  a  Laywoman 
take  one  for  your  branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxi1iar>. 

The  valuation  of  the  Church  property  of  Arkansas  has  been 
increased  by  the  several  additions  of  which  I  have  spoken  at  a  low 
estimate  of  $7,500.  To  secure  these  conditions  and  all  the  spiritual 
blessings  for  which  they  stand  the  fund  has  paid  out,  or  will  pay 
out,  less  than  a  third  of  their  cost.  You  will  see  from  this  that 
those  who  want  to  help  on  in  the  glorious  work  of  the  extension 
of  Christ's  Kingdom  in  this  vast  almost  wholly  undeveloped  Diocese 
will  make  no  mistake  by  taking  some  stock  in  the  Arkansas  Mission 
Chapel  Building  Fund.  Every  dollar  you  give  through  it  will  not 
only  add  three  dollars  of  property  to  the  Diocese,  but  also  contribute 
to  secure  the  Prayer  Book  Services  to  our  brethren  in  the  Lord, 
who  are  without  the  precious  privileges  which  we  enjoy  to  the 
full  extent  of  our  desire. 

PROGRESS    AMONG    THE    SELF-SUPPORTING    PARISHES. 

We  have  so  far  been  speaking  of  the  progress  made  in  the  mis- 
sion field.  The  advance  in  some  of  our  self-supporting  Parishes  is 
equally  gratifying.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  situation  and 
outlook  at  Fort  Smith  was  far  from  satisfactory.  When  Arcndeacon 
Williams  came  to  us  I  concluded  that  no  better  use  could  be  made 
of  his  services  than  to  employ  them  to  get  poor  St.  John's  out  of 
the  rut.  How  far  he  has  accomplished  the  difficult  task  assigned 
to  him  will  appear  when  I  tell  you  that  the  congregation  is  now 
worshiping  in  the  new  church,  upon  which  work  had  been  stopped 
for  many  months,  and  regular  services  are  being  conducted  by  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Robertson,  who,  by  the  unanimous  desire  of  all  concerned, 
is  to  become  the  Rector  as  soon  as  he  can  be  ordainea  to  the  Priest- 
hood. The  Easter  collection  was  |1,020,  which  was  about  $250  in 
excess  of  the  expense  of  getting  into  the  new  church. 
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At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  creditors  of  St.  Luke*B,  Hot 
Springs,  were  threatening  foreclosure  proceedings  to  secure  the  pay- 
ment of  mortgage  notes  long  overdue  upon  which  not  even  the 
interest  was  being  paid.  As  the  result  of  Mr.  Weed's  and  the 
Ve8tr>'*s  wise  and  energetic  measures,  all  the  interest  has  been  met 
and  about  |700  applied  upon  the  principal. 

The  Easter  offering  of  Christ  Church,  Little  Rock,  was  nearly 
$2,500.  and  the  Parish  is  now  practically  rid  of  the  large  debt  with 
which  it  has  been  burdened  for  many  years.  This  Parish  raised, 
for  all  purposes,  within  the  year  over  111.000. 

God  be  praised  for  all  this,  and  much  more  progress  of  a  less 
notable  character  that  has  taken  place  in  nearly  every  Parish  and 
Mission  of  the  Diocese.  If  God  will  continue  to  bless  our  endeavors 
and  we  do  not  weary  in  well  doing,  we  shall  be  a  self-supporting 
Diocese  by  the  expiration  of  the  ten  years  for  which  I  have  asked 
help  from  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  and  from 
Parishes  and  individuals  at  the  North  and  Elast. 

A    FEATURE    OF    OUR    POLICY. 

I  want  to  make  one  feature  of  the  missionary  policy  of  the 
Bishop  and  Board  of  Managers  so  clear  that  there  can  be  no  mistake 
alH"»ut  it. 

We  do  not  propose  to  give  any  congregation  very  large  or  long 
continue*!  appn>priations.  It  would  be  wrong  to  do  so.  for  two  rea- 
sons: U*  the  cv"»ngregation  and  Clergymen  concerned  would  be 
pauperized :  v  2  >  the  resources  at  our  disposal  would  be  absorbed  by 
a  few  favorovi  people,  to  the  neglect  of  the  many  isolated  members 
of  the  Church  scattered  everywhere  through  the  Diocese. 

I  gave  notice  almost  immediately  upon  coming  to  ihe  Diocese 
an,i  at  the  las:  Council  that  after  the  first  year  all  appropriations 
wo'.:K1  Ve  reduce^l  at  the  rate  of  20  per  cent  each  year.

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SPECIAL  EVANGELISTIC  EFFORTS. 

It  cannot  be  expected  that  our  Missions  will,  in  the  course  of 
five  years,  develop  into  self-supporting  congregations  without  some 
special  and  systematic  effort  looking  towards  the  accomplishment 
of  this,  from  every  point  of  view,  most  desirable  result.  Indeed, 
experience  goes  to  show  that  without  such  effort  the  majority  of 
our  organizations  in  the  mission  field  will  not  be  able  to  stand  alone 
in  ten,  or  even  twenty  years,  and  many  will  never  attain  that  degree 
of  strength. 

There  is,  therefore,  simply  no  use  of  undertaking  the  compara- 
tively easy  work  of  organizing  without  going  ahead  with  the  much 
harder  task  of  developing.  The  Bishop  and  his  two  Archdeacons 
have  deliberately  set  out  to  organize  five  new  Missions  each  year, 
and  they  have,  with  equal  deliberation,  determined  to  contribute  a 
great  deal  of  personal  and  other  outside  effort  towards  their 
development. 

We  think  that  it  would  be  unreasonable  ii*  us  to  expect  that 
the  comparatively  young  and  inexperienced  men  wno  are  available 
for  the  mission  field  will,  without  a  good  deal  of  assistance  from  us 
and  the  prominent  Clergymen  of  the  Diocese  or  expert  Missioners 
from  abroad,  be  able  to  develop  the  feeble  organizations  which  we 
establish  into  self-supporting  congregations.  Our  policy,  therefore, 
provides  for  the  regular  and  systematic  use  of  special  efforts  to 
increase  the  membership  of  all  our  organizations  and  to  build  them 
up  in  all  the  things  which  contribute  to  make  exemplary,  intelligent 
and  zealous  churchmen  and  churchwomen. 

We  call  these  efforts  Missions.  Some  of  our  Clergy  and  Laity 
are  a  little  suspicious  of  them  because  of  their  resemblance  to  the 
revival  system  which  prevails  so  widely  among  our  good  Christian 
brethren  of  the  various  Protestant  denominations.  To  such  I 
would  say  that  so  far  as  the  Bishop  and  the  Archdeacon  of  Western 
Arkansas  are  concerned  you  need  have  no  fear  of  us;  for  we  were 
brought  up  outside  of  the  Church  and  recognize  more  clearly  than 
many  of  you  can  the  objectional  features  of  the  old-timed  revival 
and  are  not  at  all  likely  to  make  use  of  them;  so  you  need  have  no 
concern  whatsoever  about  us.  It  might  be  well,  however,  for  you 
to  keep  a  little  watch  over  the  Archdeacon  of  Eastern  Arkansas, 
who  is  of  Church  parentage  and  training. 

ARCHDEACON  WEBBER. 

One  of  the  most  successful  and  conservative  of  all  our  American 
Missioners  is  the  Ven.  Percy  Clinton  Webber.  D.  D.,  Archdeacon  of 
Madison.  It  has  been  our  good  fortune  to  secure  the  services  of 
this  gifted  and  self-sacrificing  man  for  two  seasons,  and  I  hope  that 
he  may  continue  to  come  to  us  annually.  In  18U9  he  conducted 
Missions  at  Trinity  Cathedral,  Little  Rock;  St.  John's.  Helena;  St. 
John's,  Camden;   St.  Paul's.  Batesville,  and  in  1900  at  St.  Luke's. 
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Hot  Springs;  St.  John's.  Fort  Smith;  Trinity.  Van  Buren;  St.  John's 
Helena;  Trinity,  Pine  Bluff,  and  St.  Paul's  Fayetteville. 

These  Missions  have  in  every  case  brought  forth  excellent 
fruit.  I  feel  that  the  Bishop  and  Diocese  of  Aikansas  are  greatly 
indebted  to  the  good  Archdeacon  for  his  powerful  evangelistic  efforts 
not  only  in  our  mission  field,  but  in  some  of  our  largest  Parishes. 

MISS  EMERY. 

I  take  great  pleasure  in  reporting  to  the  Council  that  at  my 
request  Miss  Julia  C.  Emery.  General  Secretary  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary,  made  a  trip  of  eight  days  through  the  Diocese.  The 
first  place  visited  was  Fayettevill^e,  which  she  reached  on  Satur- 
day, October  28.  The  churches  visited,  in  order,  were  St.  Paul's, 
.  Fayetteville;  St.  John's,  Fort  Smith;  Trinity,  Van  Buren;  Christ 
Church.  Little  Rock;  St.  Luke's.  Hot  Springs;  St.  Paul's  Batesville; 
St.  Pauls  Newport;  Trinity,  Pine  Bluff;  St.  John's.  Helena,  and 
Good  Shepherd.  Forrest  City.  She  was  accompanied  during  all 
of  this  trip  by  myself  and  nearly  all  of  it  by  our  worthy  Diocesan 
President  of  the  Auxiliary. 

The  presence  and  addresses  of  this  distinguished  and  able 
woman  were  everywhere  an  inspiration.  She  imaoubtedly  did  us  a 
great  deal  of  good,  not  only  by  creating  missionary  enthusiasm,  but 
by  her  kindly  offices  on  our  behalf  at  headquarters.  Ever  since 
her  visit  to  us  I  have  felt  that  the  Diocese  and  Bishop  of  Arkansas 
had  a  powerful  friend  at  court  who  could  be  relied  upon  for  a  good 
and  influential  word  at  all  times  when  it  is  needed.  Many  of  my 
appointments  this  winter  at  the  North  and  East  were  secured  by 
her.  The  Council  owes  her  and  Archdeacon  Webber  a  vote  of 
thanks. 

PEACE. 

I  cannot  close  without  a  word  of  reference  to  the  greatest  of 
all  the  many  causes  for  gratitude  at  this  Council,  name)y,  the  peace 
which  prevails  among  us.  This  is  the  one  great  good  fortune  with- 
out which  the  progress  I  have  recounted  would,  to  a  great  degree, 
have  been  impossible.  That  peacemaking  resolution  which  was 
so  chivalrously  offered  and  supported  at  the  conclusion  of  my  address 
last  year  is  the  secret  of  it  all.  It  was  a  noble  inspiration  and  deed 
which  not  only  brought  tears  of  gratitude  to  the  eyes  of  all  present, 
but  sent  a  thrill  of  joy  through  the  whole  Ameiican  Church;  and  I 
have  no  doubt  it  was  felt,  as  well,  by  the  heavenly  host  and  by 
Jesus,  the  Prince  of  Peace.  That  most  exemplary  action  was  much 
commented  upon  and  greatly  admired  by  the  leading  Clergymen 
and  Laymen  of  the  North  and  East  whom  I  met  this  winter  and 
went  far  towards  securing  the  more  than  twice  complete  success  of 
my  mission,  which  otherwise  would  have  been,  at  least  comparatively, 
a  failure.  And  I  have  no  doubt  it  made  soft  and  comfortable  the 
deathbed  of  your  departed  Bishop,  and  prevented  him  from  going 
down  to  the  grave  in  sorrow.    "Blessed  are  the  peacemakers."    It 
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is  Eastertide.  May  the  God  of  Peace,  who  brought  again  from  the 
dead  our  Lord,  Jesus  Christ,  continue  to  bless  this  Diocese  through 
the  Episcopate  upon  which  we  have  now  entered,  be  it  short  or 
long,  with  His  Peace.  O,  Lamb  of  God,  Grant  us  Thy  Peace! 
Amen,  Amen! 


APPENDIX   111. 

REPORT   OF   MISSIONARY   WORK. 

BY    KKV.   K.    W.   RIIAME8. 

Dear  Bishop  and  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Diocese  of 
Arkansas: 

No  one  really  acquainted  with  the  situation  t«n  doubt  that  the 
work  of  the  Church  in  this  State  is  distinctly  a  missionary  work. 
Although  Arkansas  was  admitted  as  a  State  in  1836,  and  the  Diocese 
was  organized  in. .,  the  nature  of  the  country  and  the  historical  vicis- 
situdes of  its  people  combined  to  greatly  retard  the  growth  of  the 
Church,  and  to  concentrate  the  progress  that  was  made  in  the  prin- 
cipal centers  of  wealth  and  influence.  This  is  sufficient  explanation 
for  the  strong  Parishes  at  Little  Rock,  Helena,  and  Pine  Bluff,  and 
the  solid  foundations  at  Marianna,  Forrest  City,  Batesville  and  New- 
port, compared  with  the  almost  utter  lack  of  any  other  living  organi- 
zation in  the  whole  field  assigned  me  as  the  Archdeacon  of  Eastern 
Arkansas  January  1,  1900. 

When  I  began  this  work  even  the  churches  at  Mammoth  Spring 
and  Brinkley  w^ere  without  services,  and  there  were  only  three  other 
clergymen  In  this  field — Dr.  Lockwood,  of  Helena,  Rev.  Mr. 
Kemp,  of  Marianna,  and  Rev.  Merlinjones,  of  Morrilton.  I  do  not 
say  this  field  had  been  entirely  neglected.  Let  me  here  pay  a  will- 
ing and  loving  tribute  to  the  missionaries  who  have  worked  here 
before  me.  and  whom  many  of  you  remember  with  a  love  and  vener- 
ation which  I  shall  hope  to  share  some  day.  Eastern  Arkansas  is 
the  oldest  part  of  the  State,  and  everywhere  I  go  there  are  those  who 
speak  of  the  gentle  Bishop  Lay  and  the  eloquent  Bishop  Pierce  as 
their  "Fathers  in  God,"  and  some  are  even  found  who  remember  the 
Apostolic  Bishop  Freeman  and  the  heroic  Bishop  Polk,  as  the  tangible 
links  which  bind  them  to  the  "Glorious  Company  of  the  Apostles" 
and  the  "Noble  Army  of  Martyrs"  of  ancient  times.  Neither  do  I 
forget  that  "goodly  fellowship  of  the  prophets,"  whose  praise  is  sung 
in  the  Te  Deum  between  the  apostles  and  the  martyrs  and  with  whom 
we  might  mention  such  noble  priests  of  the  Church  as  Bruce  a^d 
Trimble  and  Stout.  These  men,  and  many  others,  went  up  and 
down  this  lard  sowing  the  seed  when  there  was  little  or  no  fruit  to 
gather.  I  am  permitted  to  glean  some  of  the  fruit  of  their  sowing, 
and  while  I  gather  a  few  sheaves,  I  only  ask  that  I  may  sow  more

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farniture  will  be  of  the  best  quality  and  of  proper  size  for  the  future 
church.  The  contract  calls  for  the  completion  of  the  chapel  on  May 
10,  and  the  Bishop  will  hold  the  flrst  service  on  Ascension  Day. 
Searcy  Chapel  should  have  regular  services  at  once.  The  church 
people  there  are  faithful  and  zealous.  The  town  is  important  from 
a  business,  educational  and  residence  standpoint,  and  not  only  on 
its  own  account,  but  on  account  of  several  other  places  near  by,  I 
hope  Searcy  will  be  made  the  residence  center  of  a  missionary. 

Not  far  from  Searcy  is  the  old  town  of  Augusta,  where  I  first 
went  to  visit  a  sick  person.  At  this  visit  I  quite  accidentally  met  a 
few  young  ladies  who  had  been  recently  converted  at  a  revival,  but 
did  not  feel  satisfied  to  join  any  church  in  town.  Two  of  them  were 
shortly  confirmed  and  the  others  will  be  at  the  Bishop's  next  visit. 
It  may  be  interesting  to  this  congregation  to  know  that  the  only 
relic  of  the  early  church  work  done  at  Augusta  is  the  old  Bible  pre- 
sented by  one  Dr.  Harmon  to  Christ  Church,  Little  Rock,  in  1841, 
and  afterwards  given  to  the  mission  at  Augusta.  The  old  Bible  is 
kept  safely  by  the  Fitzhughs  and  will  soon  be  opened  again  for  the 
church's  lessons. 

One  of  my  first  trips  as  Archdeacon  was  to  go  up  the  Iron  Moun- 
tain Railroad  as  far  as  Walnut  Ridge.  I  had  met  certain  church 
people  who  lived  at  Swifton,  Alicia,  and  Clover  Bend.  I  visited 
them  and  passed  on  to  Walnut  Ridge  for  Sunday.  Since  then  I 
have  repeated  these  visits  twice,  and  also  visited  Pocahontas,  Black 
Rock  and  Imboden.  The  result  is  that  there  will  soon  be  a  class  con- 
firmed at  Walnut  Ridge  and  Pocahontas,  and  a  lot  is  already  secured 
at  Imboden  and  Black  Rock.  Clover  Bend  is  the  home  of  Miss  Alice 
French,  whose  nom  de  plume  is  Octave  Thanet,  and  Mrs.  J.  A.  Craw- 
ford and  Colonel  Tucker,  all  of  whom  are  joint  owners  of  the  original 
Walnut  Grove  Plantation  and  many  other  broad  acres.  The  refine- 
ment, culture  and  hospitality  of  "Thanford,''  as  Miss  French's  home 
is  called,  would  be  an  adornment  to  any  community,  and  its  infiu- 
ence  is  not  only  felt  by  the  passing  guest  but  is  a  continual  benedic- 
tion to  the  people  of  the  neighborhood.      It  is  a  Christian  mission. 

St.  Andrew's,  Mammoth  Spring,  deserves  to  be  mentioned  by 
itself.  There  is  a  pretty  church  and  neat  little  five  room  rectory 
in  this  picturesque  town,  which  takes  its  name  from  the  great  spring 
on  which  it  is  located.  This  spring  is  the  head  of  a  rushing  crystal 
stream  nearly  as  wide  at  its  source  as  at  its  mouth,  50  miles  away. 
The  church  had  been  closed  for  about  two  years,  except  when  a  Mis- 
souri Bishop  chanced  to  cross  the  line,  or  our  own  Bishop  made  his 
annual  visitation.  I  arranged  to  hold  a  mission  here  the  last  week 
in  January.  I  wanted  to  redeem  the  time  that  had  been  lost  by 
holding  as  many  services  as  possible.  I  wanted  to  warm  up  the 
lukewarm  members  and  adherents  to  the  church.  There  was  a 
good  attendance.  Seven  names  were  enrolled  for  confirmation,  and 
I  baptized  one  infant  and  administered  Holy  Communion  four  times. 
Since  then  I  have  held  monthly  services  on  one  Sunday  in  the  month. 
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iist.  And  not  only  our  scattered  members  shall  receive  attention, 
but  we  shall  preach  the  gospel  everywhere — sow  the  seed  beside  all 
waters — fulfilling  the  responsibilities  of  the  Church  to  the  people  of 
Arkansas,  following  faithfully  the  direction  of  the  Bishop: ''No  place 
too  small,  and  no  people  too  poor  to  receive  the  attention  of  the 
Church  01  God." 

And  so  the  nature  of  the  work  and  the  vastness  of  the  field  makes 
one's  heart  swell  with  enthusiasm.  The  Bishop  is  leading  in  this 
sreat  work.  The  clergy  are  working  and  working.  The  laity  are 
praying  and  giving.  The  people  of  Arkansas  are  quick  to  respond 
to  the  call  of  duty  which  is  made  by  the  work  itself,  and  to  the  call  of 
home  pride  which  is  made  by  the  generous  appropriations  made  by 
the  General  Board  of  Missions.  It  is  a  grand  thing  to  expend  $9,000 
on  the  missionary  work  of  the  State,  and  I  sincerely  hope  that 
the  successful  raising  of  this  sum  this  year  will  prompt  every  one  to 
give  liberally  to  Diocesan  Missions.  But  while  we  rejoice  that  this 
sum  is  secured  this  year  let  us  not  forget  that  it  has  taken  our  Bishop 
away  from  our  Diocese  for  four  months.  I  appeal  for  the  Bishop's 
time  in  his  own  Diocese.  I  appeal  for  the  generous  support  of  Ar- 
kansas Missions  by  the  people  of  Arkansas.  I  appeal  to  the  wealthy 
people  to  give  liberally,  to  give  through  their  Parishes,  to  give  indi- 
vidually to  all  the  Diocesan  funds,  and  especially  to  the  funds  for 
the  extension  of  the  Church  in  this  State.  I  always  appeal  for  this 
work  of  Diocesan  Missions.  I  ask  for  an  offering  at  every  service 
and  it  is  due  to  the  missionary  places  to  say  that  I  have  paid  the 
treasurer  of  our  Diocesan  Board  of  Managers  from  such  offerings 
taken  in  the  past  four  months  $135.87,  and  secured  yearly  pledges 
for  1900  on  the  Church  Extension  Society  Plan  of  $124.64,  $26.50  of 
which  has  been  paid,  making  $151.34  actually  collected  up  to  date. 
This  sum  has  been  principally  given  by  121  church  people  scattered 
as  follows:  Searcy,  12;  Augusta,  5;  Mammoth  Spring.  20;  Imboden» 
1;  Brinkley,  20;  Bradford,  1;  Alicia,  1;  Clover  Bend,  2;  Clarendon, 
7;  Monticello,  10;  Morrilton,  12;  Walnut  Ridge,  3;  Pocahontas,  8; 
Jonesboro,  17;  Paragould,  9;  Wynne,  8;  Black  Rock,  2,  and  Arkansas 
City,  15.  Besides  this,  Searcy,  Brinkley.  Mammoth  Spring,  Jones- 
boro, and  Monticello  have  made  their  own  subscriptions  on  the 
Church  Extension  Society  Plan.  This  plainly  shows  that  the  church 
people  in  the  missionary  field  are  doing  something  to  help  themselves. 
But,  brethren,  I  firmly  believe  that  it  is  the  wrong  idea  of  mis- 
sionary work  to  estimate  it  by  the  amount  of  money  collected  or  the 
churches  or  rectories  that  are  built.  Money  and  buildings  are  only 
means  to  the  great  end  of  winning  souls  to  Christ  and  bringing  people 
into  the  church.  This  is  the  higher  and  .distinctive  duty  of  the 
clergy,  from  the  Bishop  down.  Eastern  Arkansas  has  six  clergymen 
DOW,  instead  of  four,  while  all  the  rest  live  and  work  in  western 
Arkansas.  B^^^^iSLPi  happy  to  say  there  are  places  for  three  new 
men  about  relly,  one  at  Searcy,  one  at  Lake  Village,  and  the  other 
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at  Jonesboro.  These  are  ihe  centers  of  the  Central,  the  Northeastern 
and  Southeastern  circuits.  Newport  and  Batesville  are  the  natural 
centers  for  two  other  circuits.  Morrilton  and  Conway  represent  still 
another,  and  this  will  leave  only  a  few  counties  in  the  extreme  north- 
west to  be  investigated,  organized,  and  built  up.  This  is  the  un- 
known land  now,  but  remember,  it  lies  in  the  direction  of  future 
development,  for  which  I  ask  your  alms  and  your  prayers.

APPENDIX   TV. 

REPORT  OF  MISSIONARY  WORK. 

BY  >'EN.   W.   D.  WILLIAMS,  D.  D. 

"Westward  the  Star  of  Empire  takes  its  way." 

General  missionary  work  was  entered  upon  January  1  of  the 
current  year.  The  territory  represented  is  designated  as  Western 
Arkansas,  with  headquarters  at  Little  Rock.  The  principal  points, 
near  the  eastern  line  of  this  Archdeaconry,  are  Eureka  Springs,  Har- 
rison, Little  Rock,  and  Pine  BlufT;  and  everything  west  and  within 
the  State — thirty-seven  counties.  There  are  reported  to  be  twelve 
Parishes  and  five  Missions  within  this  district.  To  these  may  be 
added  seven  preaching  stations. 

We  have  labored  daily  since  entering  upon  the  work,  and  have 
preached  seventy-one  times,  delivered  many  addresses,  addressed 
three  country  district  schools  in  school  hours,  and  the  Fort  Smith 
High  School  on  subjects  relating  to  secular  education.  We  have 
made  over  three  hundred  house  to  house  pastoral  calls.  We  have 
baptized  twenty-one  persons — four  of  whom  were  adults — two  of  the 
latter  being  men.  railroad  men.  one  30  years  of  age,  and  the  other  40, 
both  heads  of  families.  Of  these  persons  baptized,  one  of  the  men 
resides  where  no  services  of  the  Church  had  been  held  prior  to  ours, 
and  another,  a  young  girl,  was  baptized  at  a  village  where  no  serviee 
of  our  Church  had  ever  been  conducted  within  the  county.  We  have 
celebrated  Holy  Communion  fourteen  times.  We  have  traveled, 
within  western  Arkansas,  about  2.500  miles,  and  visited  seventeen 
different  places,  conducting  one  or  more  services  in  all  but  two  of  the 
places  visited.  We  have  received,  as  offerings  or  otherwise,  $75.25. 
HosidoH  conducting  services  and  preaching  in  our  church  buildings, 
we  hav<\  through  the  kindness  of  Christian  friends,  conducted  similar 
services  In  Advent.  (Christian.  Congregational,  Methodist  and  Union 
churchoH,  and  In  sclioolhouses.  The  uniform  courtesy  of  brethren 
of  vurtouN  donomlnntions  Is  pleasant  to  mention;  and  their  kindness 
is  the  more  man  If  est  since  it  has  always  been  extended  with  the 
IKMttive  undorHtandtng  that  ministrations  in  their  meeting  houses 
would  Im«  after  the  ordor  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.      We 
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are  strongly  inclined  to  believe  that  the  Church  is  here  to  solve  the 
problems  of  differences.  We  shall  do  this  not  by  evading  them,  but 
hy  interpreting  them;  and  by  emphasizing  agreements.  The  pleas- 
ant path  of  success  lies  not  so  much  in  ignoring  or  disguising  obstruc- 
tions, but  in  finding  within  the  highway  a  way'around  them. 

We  have  visited  Fort  Smith,  Dora,  Van  Buren,  Winslow,  Fayette- 
ville,  Siloam  Springs,  Mena,  Winthrop,  Rocky  Comfort,  Foreman, 
Tezarkana,  Prescott,  Mansfield,  Booneville,  Magazine,  Mount  Maga- 
zine, Paris,  Charleston,  Dardanelle,  and  Russellville.  At  all  of  these, 
save  two«  we  have  held  services.  At  two  new  towns  we  were  the 
first  to  arrange,  definitely,  to  hold  religious  services.  Except  a  mar- 
riage service  many  years  ago  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Sandels,  an  honored 
priest  of  the  Church,  the  services  by  your  Archdeacon  were  the  first 
of  the  Church  within  Franklin  County;  and  our  services  at  Paris 
were  the  first  ever  held  in  Logan  County. 

The  Western  Archdeaconry  has  been  greatly  blessed  by  the  in- 
spirational labors  of  Archdeacon  Webber.  He  brought  blessings  to 
Fort  Smith  and  Van  Buren,  and  the  blessings  remain. 

Fort  Smith  is  our  largest  city.  The  church  there  now  worships 
in  a  splendid  edifice  of  stone,  and  is  our  strongest  constituency  in 
Western  Arkansas.  But,  without  specifying  each  place,  we  may 
group  them  into  places  that  should  be  strengthened;  places  where 
work  should  be  renewed,  and  places  where  work  should  be  instituted. 

1.  PUicea  that  should  be  strengthened.  In  a  certain  sen^e  this 
may  apply  to  all  places;  but  we  have  in  mind  Parishes,  or  Missions, 
or  preaching  stations  where  the  Church  or  the  work  seems  to 
languish.  There  is  life  there,  healthful,  helpful,  spiritual  life,  but 
it  is  not  **abundant  life."  Without  this  abundant  life  the  work  is 
arrested  in  its  progress  and  development.  All  the  gold  of  Ophir 
piled  in  a  desert  would  be  of  no  more  value  to  its  owner  than  so  much 
chalk  or  sand  unless  it  could  be  used  in  promoting  the  fruits  of 
labor  and  the  betterment  of  humanity.  And  the  gifts  and  treasures 
of  the  Church  used  and  distributed  in  every  part  of  western  Arkan- 
sas would  be  worthless  without  the  ''abundant  life"  of  a  constantly 
constructive  church.  The  Church  is  In  Arkansas  not  only  to  prepare 
men  to  go  out  of  it  some  day  to  Paradise,  but  to  serve  Christ  here 
and  now. 

The  future  of  the  Christianity  of  the  Arkansas  people  will  depend 
very  largely  upon  the  Episcopal  Church.  It  is  the  religion  of  the 
old  British  Church  which  converted  the  pagan  Saxon.  It  is  the 
religion  of  the  larger  part  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  race  of  to-day.  It  has 
steadied  the  rising  greatness  of  the  British  Empire  again  and  again. 
Its  staying  qualities  have  strengthened  our  Republic  more  than  mul- 
titudes know.  And  it  i^  the  regnant  religious  power  of  the  two 
greatest  cities  of  the  globe.  Why,  then,  not  strengthen  the  things 
that  remain  within  our  Diocese,  and  make  the  power  that  has  a  right 
to  be  dominant,  the  leading  spiritual  force  among  our  people? 
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We  measure  the  speed  of  the  steamboat  by  the  strength  of  the 
stream  against  which  it  moves.  Our  Church  has  strong  and  un- 
kindly currents  challenging  her  progress,  but  they  were  colder  and 
stronger  in  other  days.  The  Church's  latitude  of  thought,  inclusive- 
ness  of  fellowship  and  wealth  of  liturgy  are  coming  to  be  better  under- 
stood. That  there  still  exists  an  open  or  disguised  prejudice  against 
the  Church  is  neither  to  be  denied  nor  to  be  wondered  at.  But  much 
of  it  is  not  so  deep  as  it  is  noisy,  nor  as  dark  as  it  is  chilly — it  is 
the  result  of  hearsay  not  of  nearstay;  it  is  the  product  of  the  tongue, 
not  of  the  heart.  Your  servant  accepts  the  uniform  kindness  to 
him  as  a  kindness  to  •the  Church,  and  passes  over  to  her  Divinely 
appointed  ministry  compliments  that  the  preaching  is  like  that  of 
the  leading  denominations,  according  to  the  proclivities  of  the  conver- 
sationalist. A  living  church  is  a  growing  church,  and  a  growing 
church  is  a  working  church. 

Perhaps  you  will  suffer  me  to  refer  to  St.  John's,  Fort  Smith, 
as  illustrating  what  I  have  preached.  When  our  Diocesan  sent  me 
there  the  situation  was  not  attractive.  Out  of  a  large  and  splendid 
constituency  only  a  few  frequented  the  House  of  Prayer.  The  duty 
was  plainly  to  strengthen  the  things  that  remained,  and  to  remain 
with  them  until  a  minister  should  come  and  lead  them  on.  From 
a  mere  handful  they  increased  to  respectable  numbers,  and  from 
worshiping  in  a  building  ding>'  and  ancient,  they  entered  on  Easter 
Day  into  the  new  church,  and  presented  to  the  Lord  of  Life  a  gift 
of  over  a  thousand  dollars.  The  everlasting  reality  of  religion  can 
best  be  interpreted  by  the  ever  enduring  church  moving  forward 
as  an  army  with  banners.  Fort  Smith  will  probably  present  to  the 
Bishop  for  confirmation,  at  his  next  visitation,  twenty-five  or  thirty 
souls.  Fort  Smith  is  a  strategic  point.  A  strong  position  there 
commands  attention.      Ends  achieved  Justify  the  time  employed. 

2.  Places  where  work  should  he  renewed.  I  will  mention  two 
places  in  particular.  Prescott  is  a  county  seat,  and  has  a  popula- 
tion of  over  2,500.  Our  church  building  there  Is  located  in  a  cen- 
tral situation,  in  the  midst  of  an  enterprising  people.  But,  alas, 
what  was  once  a  holy  place,  is  said  to  be  a  nightly  resort  for  name- 
less un regenerates.  The  edifice  is  dilapidated,  the  windows  pane- 
less,  the  Bethel  of  former  times  is  a  by-word  and  a  hissing — and 
deservedly  so.  It  is  mutilated  within,  and  desecrated  without  We 
spent  two  days  there  and  after  a  careful  examination  came  to  the 
conclusion  that  it  will  be  well  for  the  church  in  Prescott,  as  a  Mission 
station,  to  renew  its  work.  It  is  said,  however,  that  there  are  no 
church  people  there.  That  may  be  so.  But  we  have  the  building 
there.      What  shall  we  do  with  it? 

Every  hive  should  have  a  swarm  of  bees.  An  empty  hive  is  an 
opportunity  to  collect  a  swarm  of  bees.  If  there  are  no  aged  bees, 
thon  let  us  get  young  bees.  Beloved,  in  many  parts,  people  are 
WMtry  of  denominational  methods.  The  cry  for  something  neto  is 
giving  way  to  the  soulhunger  for  something  true.     Zealous  guardian- 
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ship  over  the  pleasures  and  pastimes  of  young  men  and  women,  a 
progressive  generation  is  inclined  to  resent.  Censorship  and  dicta- 
tion as  to  nonessential  doctrine  and  innocent  amusements  are  prop- 
erly regarded  as  arbitrary  assumption.  Godly  young  people  are 
claiming  the  Scripture  right  to  say,  "To  the  pure  all  things  are  pure." 

Dardanelle,  with  a  rectory  no  longer  habitable,  and  a  church 
with  Its  altar  removed  and  its  communion  rail  cast  aside,  appears, 
at  first  sight,  churchless  and  hopeless.  Rectory  and  church  have 
been  rented  or  vacant  by  tumsr  for  about  ten  years — the  former  to 
transients,  the  latter  to  ''Christians."  Our  services  there  last  Sun- 
day were  the  first  and  only  church  services  in  about  ten  years.  They 
were  well  attended,  although  there  is  scarcely  a  remnant  left  of  the 
shepherdless  fiock.  Oh,  the  desolation!  and  in  a  town  of  2,500  souls! 
I  am  convinced,  however,  that  there  is  a  possible  and  legitimate  con- 
stituency for  the  Church  in  Dardanelle.  The  hive  is  there;  It  is 
empty.  If  the  swarm  of  a  score  of  years  ago  is  scattered  beyond 
the  sound  of  the  welcome,  or  will  not  return,  then  why  not  say,  "Who- 
soever will,  may  come." 

3.  The  places  where  work  should  he  instituted.  There  are 
several  such.  I  will  only  mention  two — Booneville  and  Magazine. 
Both  are  in  Logan  County.  They  are  on  the  Choctaw  Railroad.  We 
have  held  services  at  both  places.  We  have  a  Guild  in  Booneville, 
and  probably  one  in  Magazine  by  this  time.  There  are  earnest  chil- 
dren of  the  Church  in  both  places — no  church  nearer  than  Fort  Smith, 
sixty  miles  away.  They  need  the  Church.  The  Church  has  dis- 
covered her  children. 

We  have  secured  the  sure  promise  of  lots  at  Booneville,  Maga- 
sine.  Mount  Magazine,  and  Foreman.  Shall  these  faithful  souls 
have  chapels?    Small,  neat,  attractive  places  of  worship? 

These  are  bees  without  a  hive.  Bees  cannot  gather  honey  with- 
out a  hive.  Every  swarm  of  bees  should  have  a  hive.  Let  us  say, 
Every  Guild  of  earnest  souls  shall  have  a  chapel. 

Next  year,  God  willing,  and  with  your  prayers  and  your  co-opera- 
tion, the  Archdeaconry  of  Western  Arkansas  will  endeavor  to  show 
great  things  for  Christ  and  His  Kingdom.  Every  effort  to  establish 
the  Church  is  something  done  for  the  betterment  of  the  State.  Let 
the  zephyrs  stir  our  virgin  pines  along  the  heights  of  land  in  our 
western  counties  to  softest  music.  Let  the  spring-fed  streams  soothe 
the  traveler  and  bless  the  husbandman.  Let  our  sparkling  lakes 
refiect  in  their  dimples  moon  and  stars  to  the  glory  of  God;  but  let 
the  Church,  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  regenerate  human  hearts  to  mirror 
forth  In  human  lives  the  Son  of  God.  Let  streams  of  influence 
fertilize  society  with  truth  and  grace,  and  produce  in  our  whole 
commonwealth  hymns  of  praise  like  unto  the  songs  of  the  angels. 
And  the  kingdom  shall  come.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  MISSIONS. 

The  Board  of  Managers  of  Diocesan  Missions  met  in  Little 
Rock,  in  Bishop  Brown's  study,  at  4  p.  m.,  Tuesday,  May  1,  1900. 

In  order  to  avoid  a  lengthy  and  tiresome  recount  of  the  actions 
of  the  Board  for  the  past  ecclesiastical  year,  I,  acting  as  its  sec- 
retary, take  the  liberty  of  abridging  the  same,  endeavoring  to  pre- 
sent all  the  salient  and  important  points  connected  with  said  Board's 
acts. 

The  personnel  of  the  Board  is  as  follows,  and  were  generally 
present  at  all  the  meetings:  The  Rt.  Rev.  Wm.  M.  Brown,  D.  D., 
Bishop  of  Arkansas;  Revs.  C.  H.  Lockwood,  G.  Gordon  Smeade, 
and  Walter  D.  Buckner,  its  clerical,  and  Messrs.  A.  F.  Adams,  John 
Catling  and  N.  B.  Trulock.  its  Iky  members. 

Bishop  Brown,  its  president,  always  opened  every  meeting  with 
an  earnest  invocation  to  the  Supreme  Being,  l>eseeching  Him  to 
guide  and  direct  the  Board  in  all  deliberations  to  the  furtherance 
of  Christ's  kingdom  here  on  earth. 

All  minutes  of  previous  meetings  were  read  and  approved  of. 

At  a  Board  meeting  in  November  last,  the  following  resolutions 
were  ordered  spread  upon  the  records  and  a  copy  of  same  to  be 
sent  to  the  bereaved  family: 

At  the  last  meeting  of  our  Board  of  Managers  for  Diocesan 
MissiorxS,  the  aged  and  beloved  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  the  Rt.  Rev. 
Henry  Niles  Pierce,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  presided  over  the  deliberations  of 
the  Board. 

To-day  the  Board  meets  without  him;  for  on  the  5th  day  of 
September,  at  Fayetteville,  Ark.,  he  was  called  to  "The  Rest  that 
remaineth  for  the  people  cf  God." 

In  the  death  of  the  late  Bishop  of  Arkansas,  the  Board  of 
Managers  for  the  Diocesan  Missions  mourns  the  loss  of  a  wise  and 
faithful  leader,  and  every  member  of  the  Board  feels  that  he  has 
lost  a  warm  personal  friend. 

To  each  member  of  his  family  left  to  mourn  his  loss,  the  Board 
extends  tenderest  sympathy  and  condolence — 

"The  golden  evening  brightens  in  the  West, 
Soon,  soon  to  faithful  warriors  comes  the  rest; 
Sweet  is  the  calm  of  Paradise  the  Blessed." 

"Alleluia." 

At  the  same  meeting  the  Board  adopted  the  following: 
Jfcifolvfd,  That  our  profound  acknowledgment  and  grateful 
thanks  are  hereby  rendered  to  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Domes- 
tic and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  for  the  substantial  aid  to  the 
nissionary  necessities  of  the  Diocese  through  their  recent  liberal 
appropriations  of  $4,500  to  meet  the  expenses  of  General  Mis- 
■kMUurlea. 
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No  similar  succor  could  have  been  more  necessary,  more  timely, 
or  better  appreciated. 

The  field  is  a  broad  one,  the  demands  most  urgent,  and  nothing 
could  have  been  better  warranted  or  more  Judicious  than  this 
bountiful  provision. 

For  this  beneficent  contribution,  may  the  society  ever  be 
blessed  by  the  Lord  of  the  Harvest. 

Mr.  A.  F.  Adams  (the  treasurer  of  the  Board)  presented  state- 
ments of  all  receipts  and  disbursements  which  were  on  file,  showing 
our  present  financial  status  to  be:

Bishop  Brown  gave  a  detailed  statement  of  his  work  during 
his  vacation,  and  made  the  glad  announcement  that  he  had  secured 
$4,500;  conditional  that  our  Diocese  raise  an  equal  amount  addi- 
tional. 

He  furthermore  spent  several  months  East  during  the  winter 
and  spring,  laboring  under  vast  diflUculties  and  disadvantages  in 
securing  the  sum  which  he  had  pledged  the  Foreign  and  Domestic 
Missionary  Society  during  his  vacation. 

A  committee  of  three,  including  the  Bishop,  was  appointed  to 
formulate  a  subscription  book  in  order  to  carry  on  the  work  which 
the  Board  outlined  as  necessary  in  order  to  consummate  the  work 
in  the  Diocese. 

Mr.  N.  B.  Trulock  offered  the  following  resolutions  which  were 
unanimously  adopted  by  the  Board: 

We,  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  Diocesan  Mis- 
sions for  Arkansas,  do  hereby  place  on  record  our  unqualified 
appreciation  of  the  work  of  our  Diocesan,  Rt.  Rev.  Wm.  M.  Brown, 
D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Arkansas,  in  securing  a  large  increase  of  funds  from 
the  Foreign  and  Domestic  Missionary  Board,  as  well  as  his  zeal  in 
raising  large  sums  of  money  for  the  advancement,  establishment 
and  maintenance  of  new  fields  of  labor  for  the  spread  of  the  gospel 
of  Christ;  thereby  instituting  and  inculcating  the  Savior's  injunc- 
tion to  "go  ye  out  into  the  highways  and  byways,  and  compel  them 
to  come  in,  that  my  house  may  be  filled;"  therefore, 

JieHohrd,  That  we,  the  members  of  said  Board,  do  hereby 
acknowledge  our  Bishop's  unselfish  labor  of  love  in  the  cause  of 
Christ,  and  do  unanimously  beseech  and  admonish  all  persons  in 
the  Diocese  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  further  said  Church's  exten- 
sion, remembering  that  the  widow  that  cast  her  mite  into  the 
treasury  received  His  blessing,  clearly  showing  that  WILL  to  do 
His  service  is  more  essential  in  the  sight  of  God  than  large  amounts 
grudgingly  bestowed  by  more  able  persons;  therefore  be  it  further

During  last  year  a  flaw  was  discovered  in  our  title  to  the  cot- 
tages bequeathed  to  the  fund  during  Rev.  Adams's  incumbency  in 
Pine  Bluff.  Upon  the  advise  I  wrote  to  Mr.  J.  B.  Trulock  to  take 
such  action  as  he  deemed  necessary  and  the  cost  would  be  paid  by  us. 
He  then  consulted  Messrs.  Austin  &  Taylor,  attorneys,  who  kindly 
advised  him  and  prepared  necessary  payments  and  extended  us 
many  courtesies.  For  this  assistance  no  charge  has  been  made,  and 
the  Council  should  make  proper  recognition  of  the  service  in  some 
way.  Also  to  M.  Danhauser  for  assisting  in  preparing  papers  and 
to  Mr.  J.  B.  Trulock  for  the  many  acts  of  thoughtfulness  on  his  part 
for  the  good  of  the  fund,  while  looking  after  and  collecting  rents,  etc., 
without  any  cost  to  the  fund.  I  am  glad  to  say  that  the  neces- 
sary steps  were  taken  for  the  protection  of  the  interest  of  the  fund, 
and  that  proper  deeds  were  made,  and  the  title  is  now  perfected,  and 
deeds  are  in  my  possession.  The  amount  of  cost  for  preparing  of 
court  papers  and  recording  same  is  $16.60.  and  an  appropriation  for 
same  is  asked  for. 

I  am  glad  to  report  that  the  fund  is  growing  some  little  but  as 

my  report  is  in  detail,  comment  is  not  necessary  and  you  can  form 

your  own  conclusion.

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APPENDIX  XII. 

ADDRESS  OF  PRESIDENT  WOMAN'S  AUXILIARY. 

To  the  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas: 

This  is  the  first  time  in  two  years  that  I  have  had  the  pleasure 
of  addressing  you  at  an  annual  meeting.    Through  the  courtesy  of 
my  co-workers,  I  have  retained  my  enviable  position,  therefore  an 
account  of   my   stewardship  is  doubly   binding.    I  am   sure  I  but 
voice  the  sentiment  of  every  woman  present  when  I  say  how  happy 
we  are  to  meet  together  once  more.    The  year  Just  past  has  been 
fraught  with  many  changes,  one  of  which  has  shadowed  our  hearts 
with  a  great  sorrow,  since  it  chronicles  the  departure  to  the  Land 
of  Paradise  the  Blest,  our  dear  Venerable  Bishop,  who  for  so  many 
years  has  gently  and  lovingly  guided  us.    With  his  gigantic  intel- 
lect he  should  have  been  a  power  among  men.    We  know  now  that 
in  that  land  where  there   are  no  misconceptions,  no  misunderstand- 
ings, everything  is  as  it  should  be  in  the  clear  celestial  light,  and 
our  spiritual  father  and  friend  is  forever  robed  in  the  garments  of 
the  eternal  priesthood.    I  am  thankful  to  say  that  progress  has  been 
our  watchword  for  the  year,  and  our  report  will  show  the  gain.    I 
had  the  privilege  last   fall  of   making   visits   to  a  number   of  our 
Parishes  in  the  excellent  instructive  company  of  our  general  sec- 
retary. Miss  Emery,  and  our  incomparably  true,  helpful,  and  beloved 
Bishop  Brown.     In  the    six    Parishes    we    visited,    we    found    the 
Woman's  Auxiliary  in  a  formative  period,  but  anxiously  awaiting 
instruction  in  the  work  they  without  exception  were  willing  to  under- 
take.    I  need  not  tell  you  they  were  nearly  all  weak  and  poor,  for 
that  would  only  be  a  repetition  of  that  with  which  we  are  familiar  in 
this  Diocese.    The  laborers  seemed  ready,  for  from  all  sides  came  the 
question,    *'What    must    we    do    and    how    must    we    do?"      The 
branches  in  these  places  have  all  responded  nobly  during  the  Lenten 
time.     Some  Parishes,  I  am  sorry  to  say,    I  was  unable   to  visit — 
FayettevlUe,  Fort  Smith,  Van  Buren  and  Forrest  City.    From  Fay- 
etteville  I  have  heard  nothing,  neither  Fort  Smith.    Van  Buren  I 
know  has  been  working  heroically  to  build  a   rectory.    Forrest  City 
with  its  handful  of  zealous  women  sent  a  most  Judiciously  selected 
box  to  a  Mission  station  in  Oklahoma.    Batesville  has  done  fine  work, 
but  I  must  not  trespass  upon  the  work  of  our  secretary,  Mrs.  Can- 
trell.     She  may  have  heard  from  the  Parishes  which  have  not  com- 
municated with  me.    Our  women  are  awakening  to  the  needs  of  the 
hour,  and  arraying  themselves  on  the  side  where  they  belong  by 
right  of  their  baptismal  vows.    Our  Bishop  is  working  so  laboriously, 
so  unselfishly   to   place  us   where   we   should    be   for   other   than 
alphabetical  reasons.     Shall  we  not  try  to  help  hold  up  his  hands? 
Shall  we  not  give  as  well  as  receive?    The  gospel  must  be  preached 
to  every  creature.    God  has  not  yet  accomplished  the  number  of  the 
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elect.    So  let  us  forget  the  things  that  are  behind  and  reach  forward. 
There  are  ever  open  doors  standing  ready  to  enter,  ever  new  voices 
calling  "Come  and  help  us."    New  mission  fields  are  opening  up, 
Cuba,  Porto  Rico,  the  Sandwich  Islands,  the  Philippines.     Our  work 
was  never  more  pressing.     Can  we  with  complacency  fold  our  hands 
and  look  back  upon  a  past  which  Is  too  restricted  and  barren  of 
events  to  dwell  upon?    Neither  have  we  reached  a  resting  place. 
We  all  understand  there  is  no  vacation  for  the  Christian,  his  is  a 
work-a-day  world.     Are  we  exercising  ourselves  sufficiently  to  grow 
stronger?    Are  we  improving  all  the  time  in  our  work?      Are  we 
realizing  the  promises   of  our   new    birth?    What  is    the    good  of 
belonging  to  a  missionary  society  at  all  if  we  do  not  give  and  keep 
on  giving?    That  is  our  reason  for  being  and  it  seems  to  me  if 
we  would  just  make  up  our  minds  to  it,  we  would  be  saved  a  great 
amount  of  trouble.    All  we  would  have  to  do  would  be  to  arrange 
with  ourselves  for  setting  apart  a  certain  amount,  be  it  much  or 
little;  a  weekly  laying  aside  is  probably  the  best,  and  let  us  learn 
to  be  content  with  giving  proportionately  to  what  we  have  (if  we 
do  it  conscientiously),  then  if  we  cannot  give  as  much  as  our  neigh- 
bor, not  worry  because  we  have  not  his  larger  means,  for  a  man  is 
judged  "according  to  what  he  hath  and  not  according  to  what  he 
hath  not."     It  is  very  difficult  to  lay  down  a  rule  for  all  Parishes, 
because  conditions  differ  in  localities.     I  have  been  approached  by 
one  branch  to  ask  if  an  aid  society  or  guild  and  the  Auxiliary  cannot 
be  one  and  the  same.     I  think  not.    While  the  aid  might  and  does 
have  a  specific  work,  still  it  is  not  the  same  nature  as  the  Auxiliary. 
For  instance,  the  "Daughters  of  the  King"  are  eligible  for  member- 
ship according  to  my  ideas,  because  the  work  is  charitable   and 
missionary  In  spirit.     So  while  I  give  all  honor  and  praise  to  women 
who  work  and  pay  off  their  church  debt,  and  carpet  their  church 
floor,  that  is  Individual  benefit;   it  does  not  go  beyond  the  home 
bounds.     "Depart  ye,  be  warmed,  clothed  and  fed,"  our  Lord  did 
not  give  us  as  a  precedent,  but  as  a  warning.  We  know  that  in  much 
of  our  local  work  In  Parishes  and  in  Mission  stations,  the  burden 
largely  rests  upon  the  women.     This  is  not  strange,  as  women  have 
been  the  inspiration  In  many  material,  moral  and  religious  efforts. 
Neither  must  we  weary  in  well  doing,  for  as  our  Interest  waxes 
stronger  in  religion  and  missions,  our  husbands,  brothers  and  sons 
seeing  our  earnestness,  will    become    inoculated    with  the    same. 
An  Eastern  divine  once  asserted  that  "there  are  no  women  in  heaven, 
and  that  woman  when  she  dies,  returns  to  her  original  state,  namely, 
a  rib."    I  think  If  a  careful  look  Is  given  in  some  of  our  churches, 
it  will  be  noted  how  few  angels  and  how  many  ribs  are  there  found. 
That  man  certainly  never  worked  in  a  missionary  field,  since  from 
bleak  Alaska  to  the  orange  groves  of  Florida  and  across  the  seas 
in  China  and  Japan,  the  liberality   of  the   Woman's    Auxiliary   is 
circling  the  earth  with  their  helping  hands,  and  striving  to  bridge 
the  abyss  which  divides  Christianity  from  heathenism.     We  note 
that  recently  about  twenty  women  have  been  appointed  under  the 
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United  Offering  and  soi^e  are  already  at  work,  others  on  their  way, 
while  others  are  in  correspondence  for  future  considerations.  The 
needs  and  appeals  for  workers  are  great  from  every  field  and  on 
every  line  of  woman's  work.  Some  of  our  Missionaries  have  broken 
down  from  continuous  hard  work  and  strain,  so  we  of  this  Auxiliary^ 
if  we  cannot  go  in  our  own  persons,  must  cultivate  within  our 
hearts  missionary  zeal  that  will  compel  our  hands  and  brain  to 
labor,  our  pockets  to  give,  so  there  shall  not  fail  a  Missionary  as 
long  as  needed.  Every  Diocesan  officer  should  endeavor  to  keep 
before  his  women  the  missionary  idea  and  their  responsibility  to  be 
workers  for  Christ's  kingdom,  which  is  the  highest  sphere  that  can 
be  given  to  mortals,  for  "His  will  is  to  be  done  on  earth  even  as  it 
is  in  heaven."  We  of  Arkansas  have  done  so  little,  it  behooves  us 
to  Btir  ourselves  as  the  time  is  short  We  might  urge  we  know  so 
little,  but  in  this  case  is  "ignorance  bliss?"  Are  there  no  pricks 
of  conscience,  no  remorse  for  lost  time?  We  can  no  longer  plead 
lack  of  knowledge,  for  the  missionary  literature  of  our  churches  is 
now  brought  to  our  attention  and  for  this  knowledge  we  must  pay 
the  price  in  study.  Books  and  papers  bearing  on  this  subject  can 
be  brought  within  the  reach  of  our  people.  This  is  truly  an  age  of 
books,  and  yet  the  best  books  are  not  numerous.  The  classification 
of  the  British  Museum  library  begins  with  the  Bible.  This 
arrangement  to  some  may  seem  merely  a  matter  of  sentiment,  but 
it  affords  an  excellent  hint.  The  woman  who  belongs  to  a  dozen 
clubs  may  be  farther  away  from  culture  than  she  who  stays  at  home 
with  her  home  duties  and  well  worn  Bible.  To  be  truly  cultured, 
we  must  appreciate  clearly  the  laws  that  apply  to  soul  culture.  In 
studying  the  church  and  missions,  let  us  not  think  too  much  of  the 
material  and  visible  side,  but  think  of  the  spiritual  progress,  and  be 
glad  that  a  good  man  or  woman  can  be  placed  where  they  are 
needed,  and  pray  that  they  remain  good  and  faithful  in  the  discharge  ' 
of  their  offices.  We  must  not  encourage  too  much  of  a  mercenary 
spirit  in  dealing  with  the  Church.  The  United  Offering  for  1901 
appeals  to  all  church  people,  but  especially  those  interested  in  the 
miSBionary  Jurisdictions.  I  hope  the  blue  boxes  taken  will  be 
returned  to  our  Diocesan  treasurer,  Mrs.  P.  K.  Roots,  full  of  pennies 
or  larger  denominations  for  this  grand  object.  Here  I  would  like  to 
suggest  that  in  September  or  October  the  contents  of  these  boxes  be 
sent  to  the  treasurer,  then  again  in  the  spring,  so  she  can  put  out  at 
interest  our  little  savings,  and  so  let  it  be  gathering  more.  So 
while  the  year  may  have  been  one  of  light  and  shadows  of  some 
disappointments,  on  the  whole  it  has  been  one  of  greater  encourage- 
ments and  blessings.  We  hope  to  be  able  to  do  more  and  better. 
Remember  to  give  "is  twice  blessed;  it  blesses  him  who  gives  and 
him  who  receives."  Let  us  day  by  day  seek  out  high  and  great 
things,  and  press  on  in  our  work  of  winning  the  world  for  Christ. 
Let  it  be  a  Joy  and  a  privilege  to  reach  forward  to  those  things  that 
are  before,  and  press  towards  the  high  mark  for  the  prize  of  our 
high  calling  in  Christ  Jesus. 
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"Give  us  a  heart,  O  Lord,  strong  to  endure, 
Help  us  to  keep  it  simple,  pure; 
Make  us  unselfish,  helpful,  true 
In  every  act,  whate'er  we  do." 

"Help  us  to  do  our  woman's  share, 
Make  us  courageous,  strong  to  bear 
Sunshine  or  shadow  in  our  life, 
Sustain  us  in  the  daily  strife."

On  September  6,  1899,  the  entire  community  was  profoundly 
moved  to  learn  that  the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Henry  Niles  Pierce,  first  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas,  had  passed  from  this  life  to  the  life 
eternal.  He  died  at  Fayetteville,  Ark.,  where  he  had  gone 
August  10  to  perform  the  services  of  the  Church  for  one  of  his 
clergy,  Rev.  J.  J.  Vaulx,  that  he  might  take  a  much  needed  rest 
There,  at  the  advanced  age  of  79  years,  within  sight  of  the  New 
Jerusalem,  "he  lay  dead  in  his  harness."  The  remains  were  brought 
to  Little  Rock  and  the  funeral  obsequies  were  solemnly  performed 
at  Trinity  Cathedral,  where  the  requiem  chant  stole  sorrowfully 
through  the  arches  he  had  caused  to  be  erected. 

A  large  concourse  of  friends  were  in  attendance  who  mourned 
for  the  friend  as  well  as  for  the  fallen  leader  and  shepherd. 
Bishops,  priests  and  choristers  followed  his  remains  to  Oakland 
Cemetery.  There  his  body  was  committed  to  its  lasting  rest,  from 
which  the  aspiring  soul  had  "mounted  to  its  source."  But  the 
Church  was  not  left  without  a  Bishop.  With  that  dying  breath  the 
pastoral  staff  had  passed  to  the  Bishop-Coadjutor,  as  the  dead 
patriarch  had  willed  and  planned.  Taking  up  the  legacy  bequeathed 
him  with  courageous  heart  and  sincere  will,  the  new  Bishop  entered 
with  zeal  upon  his  heaven-sent  mission. 

As  Bishop-Coadjutor,  he  presided  at  the  meeting  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  on  May  4,  1899,  and  gave  a  distinct  impulse  to  the  cause 
by  his  sympathy,  encouragement  and  advice.  As  Bishop,  he  has 
shown  unabated  ardor.  We  hope  to  follow  the  part  he  has  outlined 
in  the  mission  field  of  Arkansas,  by  giving  our  contributions,  as  he 
requests,  into  separate  amounts  for  Diocesan,  Domestic  and  Foreign 
missions. 

In  compliance  with  an  invitation  tendered  by  the  officers  of  the 
Diocese,  on  October  29,  1899,  Miss  Julia  C.  Emery,  General  Secretary 
of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  of  Church  Mission  House,  New  York, 
arrived  in  the  city,  accompanied  by  Bishop  Brown,  both  of  whom 
had  taken  St.  Louis  en  route,  where  the  Triennial  Conference  of  the 
Church  held  session.  Large  congregations  assembled  to  hear  her 
discourses  to  old  and  young,  who  were  charmed  with  her  modest 
reverence  of  manner.  The  Bishop  pleasantly  introduced  the  dis- 
tinguished guest  in  a  brief  address  on  missions,  which  she  repre- 
sents as  General  Secretary  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  United  States  of  America.  Miss  Emery's  presence  was  an 
inspiration.  Her  words  of  practical  advice  regarding  the  conduct 
of  missions  were  of  inestimable  value  to  those  interested  in  the 
subject,  and  stirred  to  action  many  who  had  been  lukewarm. 
Accompanied  by  the  president  of  the  Arkansas  branch,  Mrs.  J.  B. 
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Pillow,  of  St.  John's  Church,  Helena,  Miss  Emery  made  a  brief  tour 
to  the  northwest  portion  of  the  State,  leaving  some  branches  in  the 
process  of  organization.  Thus,  with  the  gentle  appeals  of  peace, 
mingling  with  the  alarms  of  war,  let  us  heed  the  spirit  of  that 
petition  which  has  touched  the  heart  of  the  nation — 

"God  of  our  fathers,  known  of  old; 

Lord  of  our  far-flung  battle  line; 
Beneath  whose  awful  hand  we  hold 

Dominion  over  palm  and  pine; 
Lord  God  of  Hosts,  be  with  us  yet. 

Lest  we  forget;  lest  we  forget!"

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APPENDIX  XV. 

BIOGRAPHICAL  SKETCH 

OF  — 

RT.  REV.  HENRY  NILES  PIERCE,  D.  D  ,  LL.  D. 

When  a  great  man  falls,  the  people  mourn.  When  a  father  of 
the  Church  lays  down  the  staff  of  office  at  the  bidding  of  death,  his 
fellow-servants  bow  in  sorrow.  It  is  thus  with  the  Diocese  and 
Council  of  Arkansas  at  this  time.  Their  first  Bishop,  after  nearly 
thirty  years  of  faithful  service,  has  been  called  to  his  reward. 
Stricken  down,  far  away  from  his  home,  while  in  the  midst  of  his 
loved  duties,  he  not  only  left  us  an  example  to  follow,  but  gave  his 
clergy  ground  for  gratitude  when  they  remember  that  his  Journey 
was  prompted  by  devotion  to  the  interests  of  two  of  them.  Lict  us 
speak  somewhat  of  his  life-work. 

Henry  Niles  Pierce  was  born  in  Pawtucket,  R.  I.,  October  19, 
1820,  hence  at  the  time  of  his  death,  September  5,  1899,  he  lacked 
but  a  month  and  twelve  days  of  attaining  his  eightieth  year.  At 
the  age  of  nineteen  he  entered  Brown  University,  Providence,  R.  I., 
then  under  the  direction  of  that  great  college  president,  Francis 
Wayland,  D.  D.  His  class  was  distinguished  for  the  high  character 
of  its  scholarship,  and  since  its  graduation  in  1842,  for  the  number 
of  great  men  which  it  sent  forth  in  Church  and  State  and  educa- 
tional work.  The  historical  catalogues  of  that  university  record 
no  class  in  its  previous  history  that  stood  higher  in  these  respects. 
In  this  class  the  subject  of  this  sketch  greatly  distinguished  himself 
for  scholarship,  and  attained  a  reputation  for  learning  which  con- 
tinued to  grow  throughout  his  entire  life. 

His  mind  was  turned  to  the  ministry  of  the  Gospel  as  his  life- 
work.  His  studies  led  him  to  look  elsewhere  than  to  the  Baptists, 
among  whom  he  had  been  brought  up,  and  for  six  months  he  put 
himself  under  the  instruction  of  a  scholarly  Roman  Catholic  priest. 
Neither  of  these  extremes  satisfying  him,  he  finally  found  rest  in 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.  Coming  South,  he  applied  for 
orders  to  Bishop  Freeman,  who  admitted  him  to  the  Diaconate 
April  23,  1843,  in  Christ  Church.  Matagorda,  Texas,  and  on  January 
3,  1849,  ordained  him  to  the  priesthood  in  the  same  church.  With 
his  Diaconate  began  a  career  of  more  than  flfty-s:x  years  in  the 
ministry,  for  which  his  piety,  learning,  and  great  physical  powers 
eminently  fitted  him.  He  virtually  founded  the  church  in  Washing- 
ton County,  Texas.  It  was  in  Matagorda  that  he  met  his  future 
wife,  Miss  Nannie  H.  Sheppard,  to  whom  he  was  united  in  marriage 
April  18,  1855,  and  who,  in  the  sorrow  of  her  great  bereavement,  is 
comforted  by  the  survival  of  three  children,  the  Rev.  A.  W.  Pierce, 
Mrs.  O.  A.  Lyman,  and  Mrs.  William  C.  Stevens.    At  tho  time  of 
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her  father's  death  Mrs.  Lyman  was  in  Paris,  France.    The  other 
two  were  privileged  to  be  with  their  father  in  his  last  moments. 

From  1854  to  1857  he  held  charges  in  New  Orleans  and  Rah- 
way.  N.  J.,  and  in  the  last  named  year  he  went  to  Mobile,  Ala.,  where 
he  remained  nearly  twelve  years,  serving  his  parish  during  the  try- 
ing times  of  the  war  between  the  States.  In  1868  he  became  rector 
of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Springfield,  111.,  where  his  devoted  and  success- 
ful parish  work,  together  with  his  previous  missionary  labors,  com- 
mended him  to  the  House  of  Bishops  as  eminently  qualified  for 
the  missionary  bishopric  of  Arkansas  and  the  Indian  Territory.  He 
was  consecrated  to  that  high  office  at  Mobile,  Ala.,  on  January  25, 
1870.  by  Bishops  Green,  Whitehouse,  R.  H.  Wilmer,  J.  P.  B.  Wilmer, 
Quintard.  and  Young. 

The  University  of  Alabama,  William  and  Mary  College,  Va., 
and  the  University  of  Suwanee  conferred  upon  Bishop  Pierce  his 
honorary  degrees. 

His  advancement  to  the  Episcopate  proved  that  his  work  as 
doacon  and  priest  had  met  with  the  approval  of  the  House  of 
lUshops.  while  the  records  of  the  Diocesan  Council  show  that  his 
entire  ministry  was  not  an  idle  one.  The  writer  of  this  sketch  has 
known  him  as  Bishop  of  Arkansas  to  travel  more  than  thirteen 
thousand  miles  in  one  year.  His  work  was  preparatory.  With  a 
Jurisdiction  larger  than  the  five  Dioceses  of  New  York  State,  beside 
tho  vast  Indian  Territory,  with  but  $1,500  from  the  General  Mis- 
Hlonury  Hoard  with  which  to  pay  missionaries  for  this  immense 
([vU\\  with  only  primitive  methods  of  travel,  such  as  steamboat, 
MtHKt*.  and  horseback,  in  the  first  few  years  of  his  Episcopate;  with 
tiiiUHiml  difficulty  in  securing  suitable  clergymen  for  the  life  of  sac- 
rlHiM*  which  the  work  required,  it  is  simply  wonderful  that  he  accom- 
pllHh«Ml  HH  much  as  he  did  to  lay  a  foundation  for  the  great  work  of 
hiM  Num^HHor. 

It  hiiH  IxHMi  well  said  by  another  that  "when  Bishop  Pierce  took 
rtiiirK*'  of  the  Jurisdiction  to  which  he  had  been  assigned,  he  entered 
upon  u  lift*  of  hardship,  sacrifice,  and  unremitting  toil.  The  field 
wiiN  purt*ly  H  missionary  field,  with  a  few  scattered  congregations, 
vrry  fiM*l)l««  both  In  moans  and  numbers,  and  far  removed  from  one 
HMothi*r.  Tho  Episcopal  visitations  involved  great  labor,  fatigue 
iiiHl  nxpoMuro.  Only  a  very  strong  man,  physically,  could  undertake 
niifli  work.  Tho  only  completed  railroad  in  the  State  was  the 
MniiiphlM  aiul  Llttlo  Rock.  •  •  •  The  great  Iron  Mountain  system 
hull  not  yt*t  btM^i  completed."  There  was  then  no  railroad  bridge  at 
Mlllo  Umk. 

(*tutrch  llfo  in  this  early  day  was  not  vigorous.  Communicants 
WITH  fuw.  not  nnioh  more  than  600  in  number.  There  were  but  five 
Khtinli  iMiildtnKH  tn  the  entire  Jurisdiction.  Now  in  Arkansas  alone 
ItMH'ii  iirn  twt^nty-Boven,  with  sixteen  rectories  and  nearly  2,500  com- 
niiiiilcunlH.  bitMldoH  many  baptized  adherents  to  the  Church.  Before 
Mill  lltMliop  (Mt'd  thoro  began  to  be  signs  of  renewed  life  manifested 
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in  the  Diocese  that  give  hopeful  anticipations  of  its  future.  The 
Tarious  churches  now  have  property  valued  at  $257,000,  while  the 
amount  yearly  raised  for  religious  purposes  cannot  be  less  than 
135,000.  Bishop  Pierce  originated  two  movements  that  were  always 
dear  to  his  heart.  One  was  the  erection  of  a  cathedral,  which  was 
virtually  completed  before  his  decease.  The  twenty-fifth  anniver- 
sary of  his  consecration  witnessed  the  removal  of  the  entire  debt 
from  that  edifice,  through  the  large-hearted  liberality  of  a  member 
of  the  congregation,  and  now  "it  stands  forth  as  a  fine  specimen  of 
old  Ehiglish  architecture,  and  as  a  monument  to  the  Bishop's  un- 
faltering faith,  business  management,  and  of  the  high  purpose  he 
had  in  mind." 

The  second  object  so  dear  to  the  heart  of  the  late  Bishop  was 
the  establishment  of  an  Episcopate  fund,  the  interest  of  which 
should  be  sufficient  to  support  his  successor,  at  his  decease,  when 
his  income  from  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  would 
no  longer  cojne  to  the  Diocese.  He  quietly  inaugurated  measures 
for  the  raising  of  such  a  fund  which  has  now  reached  the  valuation 
of  120,000. 

We  would  not  omit  to  mention  that  beside  Trinity  Cathedral, 
Bishop  Pierce  built  St.  Philip's  Church  and  parsonage  for  the 
colored  people  of  Little  Rock.  Both  have  been  freed  from  debt 
through  his  efforts. 

A  candid  survey  of  the  work  done  by  Bishop  Pierce  will  show 
that  he  was  no  unwilling  agent  in  the  hands  of  God  for  rendering 
possible  still  greater  results  for  the  future.  While  we  pray  and 
work  for  these  last,  let  us  not  forget  or  depreciate  the  former. 

The  circumstances  of  his  death  were  unusually  sad.  At  the 
close  of  the  summer  of  1899.  stimulated  by  the  desire  to  relieve  his 
friend  of  long  standing.  Rev.  J.  J.  Vaulx,  Rector  of  Fayetteville,  to 
enable  him  to  take  a  much  needed  rest,  and  to  visit  and  counsel 
with  his  college  mate,  the  Rev.  R.  S.  James,  at  Eureka  Springs,  he 
started  for  those  places.  The  intense  heat  and  fatigue  of  the  Jour- 
ney prostrated  him  at  Fayetteville,  where,  in  the  familiar  and  hos- 
pitable home  of  Mr.  Vaulx.  in  spite  of  the  assiduous  care  of  the 
household  and  the  devoted  attentions  of  his  son  and  daughter,  his 
spirit  passed  calmly  away. 

The  committee  to  whom  the  preparation  of  this  sketch  was 
assigned  desire  to  express  their  sense  of  the  blank  made  in  their 
own  lives,  their  work,  and  their  homes  by  the  death  of  Bishop  Pierce. 
One  of  us  was  the  first  that  he  admitted  to  orders.  Another,  who 
is  privileged  to  write  these  lines,  was  confirmed,  made  deacon,  and 
advanced  to  the  priesthood  by  his  apostolic  hands,  while  all  have 
enjoyed  to  an  eminent  degree  the  pleasure  and  profit  of  his  friend- 
ship. Hence  his  departure  is  a  personal  loss  co  each  of  us.  We 
may  speak  also  for  all  the  clergy  who  have  conscientiously  served 
under  him  that  no  prelate  of  the  American  Church  could  have  been 
more  solicitous  to  strengthen  them  in  trial,  advise  them  in  difficulty. 
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bear  patiently  with  their  shortcomings,  or  sympathize  with  them 
in  their  sorrows.  Each  can  exclaim  with  the  prophet  Elisha,  as 
Elijah  was  borne  upward,  "My  Father,  My  Father."  And  though 
all  now  In  the  Diocese  sincerely  rejoice  that  the  burden  of  our 
Elijah's  work  and  the  power  of  his  mantle  have  fallen  upon  an 
Elisha  so  competent,  yet  we  cannot  amid  the  la  Iter's  successes  for- 
get him  who  first  smote  the  waters  and  made  a  way  for  us  to  pass 
to  our  respective  fields  of  labor. 

"Men  may  go  and  men  may  come. 
But  the  work  goes  on  forever."

FIRST  DAY. 


MORNING  SESSION. 

The  Twenty-ninth  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of 
-^Vrkansas  convened  at  Christ  Church,  Little  Rock,  on  Wecl- 
ncsihiy,  May  8,  1901,  at  10  a.  ni.,  and  was  opened  by  cele- 
bration of  the  Holy  Communion,  the  Bishop  being  celebrant. 
Rev.  C.  H.  Lockwood,    of   Helena,  read    the    epistle,    Rev. 
G.  (J union  Smeade,  of  Little  Rock,  the  gospel,  and  the  Very 
Rev.  Percy  J.  Robottom  preached  an  eloquent,  interesting 
and  most  timely  sermon  from  I  Chronicles  xii,  o2 :      "The 
children  of  Issachar  were  men  that  had  understanding  of  the 
times  to  know  what  Israel  ought  to  do;  the  heads  of  them 
Were  two  hundred ;  and  all  their  brethren  were  at  their  com- 
iiiandment."    Has  the  Church,  confronted  by  her  present  day 
Surroundings,  leaders  who  know  how  to  lead?      If  so,  the 
peK>ple  are  willing  to  follow. 

After  service  the  Council  was  called  to  order  by  the 
liishop.

The  hour  of  noon  having  arrived  the  Bishop  said 
prayers  for  missions  and  the  Council  took  a  recess  till  3 
o'clock  p.  m. 

AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

(Council  reconvened  and  was  opened  with  tlie  Apostles' 
Creed  and  prayers  by  the  Bishop. 

The  Bisliop  read  his  third  annual  address. 

(Appendix  I.) 

On  motion  of  the  Secretary  the  Bishop's  recommenda- 
tions in  his  address  were  referred  to  a  Special  Committee, 
consisting  of  Rev.  G.  Gordon  Smeade,  Rev.  D.  L.  Trimble 
and  Mr.  Geo.  E.  Valiant. 

The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  submitted 
througli  its  president.  Rev.  C.  II.  Lockwood,  the  following 
report,  which  was  approved : 

May  3,  1900 — The  Standing  Committee  elected  by  the  Twenty- 
eighth  Annual  Council  met  in  Trinity  Cathedral,  Little  Rock,  and 
organized  by  electing  the  Rev.  C.  H.  Lockwood  president  and  the 
Rev.  G.  Gordon  Smeade  gecretary. 
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June  13 — At  a  meeting  of  the  Standing  Committee  held  in  Little 

Rock,  the  testimonials  of  the  Rev.  A.  A.  Robertson,  deacon,  recom- 

inending  him  for  ordination  to  the  Priesthood,  were  received,  and 

a.<ter  careful  examination  he  was  unanimously  recommended  to  the 

bishop  for  ordination  to  the  Priesthood. 

The  testimonials  of  the  Rev.  Robert  W.  Barnwell,  Bishop  Coad- 
J  utor  elect  of  the  Diocese  of  Alabama,  were  received  and  unanimous 
cionsent  given  to  his  consecration. 

October  9 — At  a  meeting  of  the  Standing  Committee  held  in 
I-.ittle  Rock  consent  was  given  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  R.  H. 
"^'^eller,  to  be  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  Fond  Du  Lac,  Wisconsin. 

On  reconniienclation  of  the  Bishop  it  was  voted  that  the 
<Jouncil  sit  as  a  Board  of  Missions  to-night  at  8  o'clock  to  hear 
reports  of  tlie  Board  of  Managers  and  Archdeacons ;  and  the 
Committee  on  State  of  tlie  Church  be  requested  to  submit  its 
Teport  at  that  time. 

The  Committee  on  State  of  the  Churcli  through  Vener- 
able R.  W.  Kliames  reported  that  they  had  taken  no  action  as 
a  committee  on  report  of  list  of  Parishes  and  Missions  organ- 
ized at  the  beginning  of  the  Bishop's  Episcopate,  and  on 
motion  the  matter  was  referred  to  a  Special  Conunittee, 
consisting  of  the  two  Archdeacons  and  the  Registrar. 

Mr.  S.  S.  Faulkner  read  his  report  as  Trustee  of  the 
Episcopate  Fund,  and  the  same  was  referred  to  tlie  Auditing^ 
and  Finance  Committee  with  directions  to  examine  into  the 
character  and  sufficiency  of  the  securities. 

On  motion  Mr.  John  T.  Hicks  was  added  to  the 
Auditing  and  Finance  Committee. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  C.  H.  Lockwood  that  the  Council

M.  Brown,  Bishop,  and  Council  of  the  Diocese 
of  Arkansas: 

Brethren — Your  committee  to  whom  was  given  Instructions  to 
examine  the  report  of  the  Trustee  of  the  Permanent  Episcopate  Fund, 
and  report,  especially,  as  to  the  value  of  the  securities  now  held  by 
him  as  such  Trustee,  beg  leave  to  report  that  all  papers  and  docu- 
ments submitted  with  the  report  of  said  Trustee  have  been  examined 
and  that  the  account  of  receipts  and  disbursements  since  his  last 
annual  report  is  correct. 

As  to  the  value  of  the  securities,  your  committee  states  that 
upon  personal  examination,  and  from  inquiry  of  reliable  parties, 
now   citizens   of   this  city,   formerly   citizens   of  Helena,   who   are 
familiar  with  the  financial  status  of  the  persons  indebted  to  the 
Bpiscopate   Fund,   and   who   are  also   familiar   with   the  value  of 
said   securities,   we  are  of  the  opinion   that  the  values  set  forth 
in  the  report  are  correct.    Your  committee  has  had  no  opportunity, 
Mrithin  the  limited  time  allowed,  to  make  examination  of  the  book- 
value  of  the  Building  and  Loan  stocks  now  held  by  the  Trustee,  but 
in  view  of  the  number  of  payments  made  as  set  forth  in  the  pass 
lx>oks  submitted  to  your  committee,  and  in  view,  also,  of  the  ex- 
X>erience  usual  in  casei  of  well  managed  Building  and  Loan  Asso- 
c^iations   in  a  thriving  and   prosperous  town   such   as  the  city  of 
Helena;  and  in  view  also  of  the  well  known  business  ability  of  the 
Trustee,  we  feel  Justified  in  saying  that  the  values  of  the  Building 
and  Loan  stocks  set  forth  in  the  report  are  correct. 

The  earning  capacity  of  these  securities  appears  to  be  entirely 

satisfactory,  considering  the  amount  involved,  and  the  current  rate 

of  interest  usually  paid  at  this  time.    We  think  that  the  net  income  of 

S  1-3  per  cent  must  be  the  result  of  diligent  effort  on  the  part  of  the 

Trustee. 

We,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  report  already  submitted 
be  in  all  things  approved,  and  that  the  thanks  of  the  Council  be 
tendered  to  the  Trustee  for  his  diligence  and  faithfulness  in  this 
behalf.

MORNING  SESSION. 

May  10,  1901. 

Holy  Communion  was  .celebrated  by  the  Bishop;  Ilev. 
R.  W.  Rhames  read  the  epistle  and  Rev.  G.  Gordon  Smeade 
the  gospel. 

Journal  of  yesterday  was  r(*ad  and  approved. 

After  service  the  Council  was  called  to  order  an  J  the 
Bishop  made  the  following  appointment: 

TlIK  EPISCOPAL  RESIDEXCE  (X)MMITTEE. 

Since  the  ^ratifyiT^g  action  of  the  Council  providing  for  the 
appointment  of  a  committee  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  set  on  foot 
measures  for  the  securing  of  an  Episcopal  home  for  the  Diocese 
of   Arltansas.    I   have   been    somewhat   emb?rrassed    by   the   indefi- 
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niteness  of  the  resolution  respecting  the  location  of  the  residence. 
Little  Rock  is.  all  things  considered,  undoubtedly  the  most  eligible 
place  for  it,  but  there  are  other  places  Vhere  the  Bishop  could 
live  with  the  same  comfort  and  do  his  work  with  almost,  If  not 
quite,  with  equal  convenience.  This  is  true  of  the  following  places  in 
the  order  mentioned:  Hot  Springs,  Fort  Smith,  Pine  Bluff,  and 
with  improved  railway  connections,  which  afe  :ure  to  come  in  the 
near  future,  it  would  be  true  of  Helena.  In  view  of  my  uncer- 
tainty concerning  the  mind  of  the  Council  as  to  the  location  of 
the  contemplated  Episcopal  residence,  I  will  appoint  on  the  com- 
mittee the  Rectors  and  Senior  Wardens  of  the  churches  of  Little 
Rock.  Hot  Springs,  Fort  Smith,  Pine  Bluff  and  Helena.  Even  if 
the  location  had  been  specified  in  the  resolution  which  has 
afforded  me  so  much  gratification  no  better  committee  could  be 
fixed  upon  and,  therefore  I  am  certain  that  it  will  be  satisfactory 
to  all  concerned. 

In  order  to  encourage  the  Council  and  committee  to  imiuediate 
action,  I  want  to  make  the  following  statement  and  propositi'«n: 
The  lease  on  the  little  cottage  in  which  I  am  living  expires  oA 
October  1,  1903.  If  you  will  fix  upon  my  choice  of  locations  and 
have  a  house,  the  plans  of  which  have  been  approved  by  me, 
ready  for  occupation  by  that  date,  I  will  pay  rent  for  it  a:  the 
rate  of  $50  per  month  for  five  years. 

Kev.  J).  L.  Trimble  moved  to  reconsider  tlie  vote  by 
which  the  ameudment  to  Canon  I,  section  i)7,  was  adopted  on 
yesterday.  Chancellor  Whipple  seconded  the  motion.  The 
motion  to  reconsider  was  lost. 

Buekner  moved  the  fnrtlier  aniendment  of 
section  07  of  the  (^anons  by  inserting  after  the  words  "bap- 
tized males,"  as  heretofore  amended,  tlie  words  '^d  lawful 
age.''  The  motion  was  carried  unanimonsly  and  the  amen<l- 
uient  th»clarcd  canonically  adopted. 

Kev.  R.  W.  Rhames  nominated  as  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Education;  Rev.  Arnoldus  ifiller  as  the  clerical 
iiiend>(»r,  i;nd  Messrs.  K.  B.  Trulock,  John  T.  Flicks  and 
V.  K.  Roots,  lay  members.  Tlie  nominees  were  unanimously 
<'h'<*ti'd. 

Tlie  l^isho])  appointed  Venerable  R.  W.  Rhames  the 
other  clerical  mend)er  of  that  committee. 

Tlie  Council  proceeded  with  election  of  officers. 

R(w.  C.  II.  Lockw(K)d  was  unanimouslv  el(»cted  Clerieal 
Trustee,  and  ^fr.  II.  (\  Rather  Lay  Trustee,  Univer>ity  of 
the  South,  for  the  term  expiring  1004. 
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Mr.  Fay  Hempstead  was  unanimously  re-elected 
Registriir. 

ifr.  John  Gatling  and  Sir.  Gustave  Jones  were  unani- 
niouslv  re-elected  members  of  the  Committee  on  Judiciarv. 

Kev.  A.  A.  Robertson  was  elected  preaclier  of  the  next 
Council  sermon  and  Rev.  J.  J.  Cornish  alternate. 

R(»v.  J.  J.  Vaulx  was  unanimously  re-elected  Trustee  of 
tlie  G(»neral  Theological  Seminary  for  term  ending  1904. 

Tlie  Registrar  of  the  Diocese,  ]Mr.  Fay  Hempstead,  pre- 
sented tlie  following  report,  which  was  received  and  ordered 
printed  in  tlie  minutes,  to-wit : 

RErORT  OF  REGISTRAR. 

To  the  Rt.  Rev.  Wm.  M,  Brown,  Bishop,  and  Council  of  the  Diocese 
of  Arkansas: 

Brethren — In  compHance  with  the  Canons  of  our  Church, 
requiring  the  Registrar  of  the  Diocese  to  submit  annually  a  report 
to  the  Council,  I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  make  the  following 
as  my  report: 

In  endeavoring  to  follow  out  the  directions  of  the  Canon  in 
question,  I  procured  a  suitable  record  book  and  have  set  apart 
therein  a  sufficient  amount  of  space  for  each  Parish  and  Mission 
for  the  entry  of  items  connected  therewith.  As  yet  but  few  items 
have  been  communicated  to  the  Registrar's  office  for  such  entries. 
I  would  suggest  to  the  Clergy  in  their  respective  Parishes  and 
Mission  fields  the  desirability  of  their  procuring  a  statement  of 
the  date  of  the  organization  of  such  Parish  or  Mission,  a  descrip- 
tion of  the  property  owned  therein,  from  whom  title  is  derived, 
date  of  deed,  the  pages  of  the  record  books  wherein  deeds  to  same 
are  recorded,  the  date  of  building  of  the  church,  chapel  or  rec- 
tory thereon,  and  forwarding  the  same  to  the  Registrar's  office 
for  entry  in  the  place  in  the  record  book  assigned  to  such  Pariah 
or  Mission.  Indeed  it  would  no  doubt  form,  an  interesting  feature, 
particularly  in  the  older  fields,  if  the  rector  would  prepare  a 
sermon  or  address,  historical  in  its  nature,  giving  an  account  of 
the  career  ard  progress  of  his  particular  Parish;  with  mentioa  of 
brethren  of  the  Clergy  who  had  at  previous  times  officiated  therein, 
and  after  delivery  before  his  congregation  transmitting  the  same 
to  the  Registrar's  office  for  preservation  among  the  church 
archives,  or  for  entry  in  the  record. 

Up  to  this  time  there  has  not  been  a  large  accumulation  of 
valuable  papers,  such  as  deeds,  contracts,  and  the  like;  which  is 
perhaps  a  forturate  circumstance  as  the  Registrar's  office  Is  not 
provided  with  any  means  of  safe  keeping  thereof,  but  as  time 
goes  on  there  is  likely  to  be  more  of  them,  and  the  procuring  of 
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some   place  of  keeping  them   is  a  matter  of  prime  necessity.     In 

t-his  connection  the  recommendation  of  the  Right  Reverend  Bishop 

^hat  a  place  of  deposit  in  some  safety  deposit  vault  be  procurM 

^8  exceedingly  timely,  and  should  be  taken  in  hand  by  this  Council. 

There  is   in   the   hands   of  my   predecessor   in   office,    Brother 

<J.   T.   Coffman,   a  great   quantity  of  the  reports   and   proceedings 

^rom    other  Dioceses,   that   constitute   the  accumulation   of   thirty 

:years.      They  are  unclassified  and  are  stored  in  boxes  that  occupy 

^he  most  of  a  good-sized  room.      I  have  not  receivei   them   from 

"him  for  the  reason  that  the  Registrar's  office  has  no  place  in  which 

'to  store  them.      I  know  of  no  place  that  could  be  made  available 

for  this  purpose  better  than  one  of  the  unoccupied  rooms  in  the 

"tower  of  Trinity  Cathedral,  and  make  this  suggestion  as  to  them 

^or  the  benefit  of  whomsoever  this  Council  may  delegate  to  take 

the   subject  in  hand.

Whereas,  The  General  Clergy  Relief  of  the  whole  Church 
Is  prepared  to  encourage  aiy  movement  looking  to  the  merging  of 
all  Diocesan  funds  of  the  several  Dioceses  with  the  general  fund 
of  the  Church:  therefore, 

Resolved.  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  exam- 
ine this  matter  with  reference  to  the  best  methods  of  assoc.ating 
our  funds  with  those  of  the  general  society,  and  that  their  report 
be  pre.ented  to  the  next  Conucil. 

The  report  Avas  adopted,  and  Venerable  W.  D.  Williams, 
Rev.  G.  Gordon  Smeade  and  Mr.  P.  K.  Roots  were  appointed 
on  that  committee.  And  in  this  connection  the  Secretarv 
asked  leave  at  request  of  the  Financial  Agent  of  the  **Gen- 
cral  Clergy  Relief  Fund''  to  publish  its  card  on  a  page  of 
the  cover  of  the  journal,  which  was  granted. 

Buckner  was  appointed  a  committee  to 
convey  to  the  Daughters  of  the  King  of  Christ  Church  pnd 
Trinitv  Cathedral  a  resoluticm  of  thanks  of  this  Council  for 
the  lovely  reception  and  entertainment  given  by  them  on 
Thursday  evening. 
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The  Committee  on  Increase  of  Diocesan  Fund  for  the  support 

of  the  Theological  Department  of  the  University  of  the  South,  beg 

leave  to  report  that  the  committee  met  and  issued  a  circular  letter 

to  tho  Clergy    of    the    Diocese,    which    resulted    in    a  gratifying 

liuTvase  of  t*>e  fv.nd.

The  report  was  adopted. 

The  Auditing  Committee  submitted  the  following 
rej>ort :

Ilev.  W.  I).  Buckner  moved  that  the  Episcopal  resi- 
dence be  located  at  Little  Rock,  and  that  in  lieu  of  the 
coniniitt(»e  a])])ointed  by  the  Bishop,  there  be  appointed  a 
committee  consisting  of  two  Clergy,  nominated  by  ihe  Bishop, 
and  three  Laymen,  W.  G.  Whipple,  II.  C.  Bather  and  II.  K. 
(\>chran. 

The  Bishop  nominated  Rev.  W.  1).  Buckner  and  R(;v. 
G.  (Jordon  Smeade,  and  the  motion  was  adopte<l. 
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On  uiotion  of  tlie  Secretary,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Episcopal  Residence  have  full 
power  to  act  with  the  approval  of  the  Bishop  and  Standing 
Committee. 

Rev.  C.  II.  Lockwood  submitted  the  following  resolu- 
tion, whioli  was  unanimously  adopted  by  a  rising  vote: 

That  the  Council  has  learned  that  it  is  the  desire  of  the 
Bishop,  owing  to  ill  health,  to  absent  himself  from  the  Diocese 
for  several  months  to  take  a  much  needed  rest  in  order  that  he 
may  be  able  to  take  up  the  great  work  of  the  Diocese  In  the  fall, 
and  to  carry  it  forward  with  his  usual  strength  and  vigor. 

Resolved.  That  the  Council  urge  the  Bishop  to  carry  out  his 
desire,  and  to  go  at  his  earliest  possible  convenience;  that  the 
members  of  the  Council,  in  their  several  fields,  pledge  him  not 
only  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  keep  up  the  work  of  the  Diocese, 
but  they  pray,  and  will  continue  to  pray  most  earnestly,  that  God's 
blessirg  go  with  him.  that  he  may  be  restored  to  health  and 
strength,  and  to  a  work  that  needs  his  timely  care  and  fipiscopal 
oversight  to  make  it  one  of  the  strongest  in  the  group  of  Dioceses 
in  the  great  Southwest. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  have  500  copies  of  the  Journal 
printed  and  distributed  in  the  usual  manner. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Council  be  tendered  to  the 
railroads  of  the  State  for  courtesies  extended  to  the  delegates 
to  the  Council  and  the  Woman's  Auxiliary. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Council  be  tendered  to 
the  members  of  the  Parishes  of  Christ  Church  and  Trinity  Cathe- 
dral for  entertainment  of  the  delegates  at  this  Council. 

Resolved,  That  with  consent  of  the  Bishop  and  Trinity  Cathe- 
dral Chapter,  the  Registrar  be  instructed  to  store  the  Journals, 
pamphlets  and  other  like  property  in  his  charge  in  one  of  the 
vacant  rooms  at  the  Cathedral. 

Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  reported  as  follows: 

(Appendix  XI.) 

Report  was  adopted. 

Approval  of  the  minutes  of  to-day's  proceedings  was  left 
to  the  Bishop  and  Secretary. 
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re:mauks  of  the  bishop  at  the  close  of 

the  council. 

I  desire  to  close  this  Council  wilh  a  very  few  words  of 
exhortation. 

1.  And  first  let  me  exhort  you  to  remember  this  the  Twenty- 
ninth  Council  as  a  pattern  for  all  future  Councils  of  our  Diocese. 
It  has  been  an  exceedingly  pleasant  and  profitable  Council,  and 
it  will  do  much  in  many  wayi  to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  Church 
we  love  so  dearly  and  for  which  we  have  such  bright  hopes. 

2.  I  request  and  exhort  that  our  rectors  and  vestries  see  to 
St  that  the  income  of  the  Episcopate  Is  not  touched  this  year.  I 
say  this  year  because  J  believe  that  if  we  get  through  once  with- 
out relying  on  it  for  assistance  it  will  be  much  easier  from  that  on. 

3.  Don't  let  the  Bishop's  residence  movement  stop  short  of 
much  progress  from  year  to  year.  When  It  has  been  secured  and 
paid  for,  it  will  be  the  equivalent  of  at  least  $10«000  addition  to 
the  endowment  of  the  Episcopate. 

4.  See  that  your  congregations  send  to  the  Treasurer  of  our 
Diocesan  Missionary  Society  $1,000  without  counting  the  specials 
raised  by  the  Archdeacons  and  myself.  We  nearly  accomplished 
this  last  year;  we  can  easily  do  it  this  time.  The  general  adop- 
tion and  systematic  operation  of  the  Church  Extension  subscrip- 
tion scheme  is  all  that  is  necessary  to  secure  this  highly  desirable 
end. 

5.  Three  hundred  and  eight  persons  have  been  confirmed 
within  the  last  Council  year.  This  is  the  best  showing  in  respect 
to  confirmations  in  the  history  of  the  Diocese.  Let  us  by  God's 
blessing  upon  our  efPorts  make  the  number  500.  If  the  Laity  will 
co-operate  with  the  Clergy  it  can  be  done. 

And  now  (all  standing)  may  the  God  of  Peace,  who  brought 
again  from  the  dead  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  great  Shepherd 
of  the  sheep,  through  the  blood  of  the  everlasting  covenant,  make 
you  perfect  in  every  good  work  to  do  his  will,  working  in  you  thai 
which  is  well  pleasing  in  his  sight;  through  Jesus  Christ,  to  whom 
be  glory  forever  and  ever.      Amen.

THIRD   ADDRESS  TO  THE  ANNUAL  COUNCIL   OF 

THE  DIOCESE. 


By  the  Rt.   Rev.   William   Montgomery   Brown,   D.   D.,    Bishop  of 

Arkansas. 


Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

It  Is  my  great  privilege  to  welcome  you  to  this  Twenty-ninth 
Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas.  I  am  deeply  grateful 
to  Almighty  God  for  the  strength  to  do  this.  During  much  of  the 
time  since  about  the  20th  of  October,  when  I  was  overtaken  by  the 
most  serious  illness  of  my  life,  which  for  several  months  almost 
wholly  incapacitated  me  for  work,  and  from  which  I  am  still  far 
from  well,  I  have  feared  that  I  might  not  be  permitted  to  attend 
this  Council.  But  I  am  thankful  to  say  that  of  late  I  have  been 
slowly  but  surely  recovering  my  strength  so  that  I  am  encour- 
aged to  hope  that,  with  the  help  of  your  considerate  indulgence  of 
my  wieakness,  ar-d  with  the  presence  of  the  president  of  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  to  afford  me  occasional  relief  from  the  strain  ot 
presiding,  I  shall  get  through  very  comfortably. 

It  is  desirable  for  your  satisfaction  and  as  a  matter  of  record 
that  I  should  make  this  reference  to  the  unfortunate  condition  of 
my  health,  for  otherwise  the  camparatively  meager  showiog  of 
work  done  by  me  this  year  might  not  be  understood. 

At  the  beginning  of  my  sickness  all  medical  advice  recom- 
mended complete  rest  and  change  of  environment  for  at  least 
three  months,  and  insisted  that  it  would  be  perilous  to  continue 
at  the  rate  I  had  been  going  about  my  work.  It  seemed  to  be  next 
to  impossible  for  me  to  give  up  altogether,  but  I  did  get  rid  ot 
everything  I  could.  But  though  I  regret  that  I  have  been  per- 
mitted to  accomplish  so  little  of  what  I  planned  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  Council  year  just  passed,  I  am  happy  to  say  that  I 
have  succeeded  in  maintaining  our  missionary  organization  which 
has  done  much  more  in  the  way  of  developing  the  Diocese  than 
I  could  have  done  without  it,  even  if  I  had  been  blessed  with  the 
best  of  health.  Your  Missionary  Bishop  has  been  comparatively 
inactive,  but  your  two  Missionary  Archdeacons  have  been  as  active 
as  ever. 

Not  only  have  I  kept  the  Archdeacons  in  the  field  and  made 
it  financially  possible  for  them  to  do  the  building  and  make  the 
advances  that  will  be  reported  in  other  connection,  but,  chiefly  as 
the  result  of  God's  blessing  upon  my  intermittent  and  feeble 
efforts,   all   our   missionary  operations  have   been   carried   through 
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^without  a  cent  of  indebtedness,  and  I  think  that  I  can  see  my 
'^ay  clear  financially  through  at  least  the  Council  year  upon  which 
"^e  are  now  entering. 

I  can  therefore  now  take  the  prescribed  rest  and  change,  and 

^  hope  that  you  all  will  be  willing  that  I  should  begin  to  do  so 

:S.mmediately  upon  the  adjournment  of  this  Council.      My  idea,  to 

^^se  a  current  phrase,  is  "to  close  up  shop"  altogether  until  Novem- 

T)er,  and  after  that  until  the  next  Council,  to  do  only  that  which 

<jannot  be  done  by  others  for  me.      I  am  encouraged  to  hope  that 

if  I  win  pursue  this  course  I  will  recover  my  strength  and  normal 

working  capacity  by  the  end  of  this  year,  so  that  after  the  next 

Council  I  can  go  ahead  very  much  as  before. 

NECROLOGY. 

Within  the  past  Council  yfear,  two  of  the  Bishops  of  our 
branch  of  the  Church  of  God  have  gone  to  their  rest  in  Paradise, 
namely,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Charles  Reuben  Hale,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  Bishop 
Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Springfield,  and  the  Rt.  Rev.  William 
Morris  Barker,  D.  D.,  Missionary  Bishop  of  Olympia. 

In  the  years  of  their  consecration  both  of  these  prelates  were 
among  the  younger  Bishops  of  the  American  Church. 

The  Coadjutor  Bishop  of  Springfield  was  greatly  distinguished 
for  his  learning,  especially  in  the  early  liturgies  of  the  Christian 
religion,  and  for  his  interest  in  the  Greek  Church.  Our  beloved 
Bishop  Pierce  and  Bishop  Hale  had  much  in  common  and  nat- 
urally enjoyed  each  other's  society  greatly. 

The  Bishop  of  Olympia  died  in  the  prime  of  life  very  suddenly. 
He  was  a  zealous  and  able  worker  in-  a  far  away  and  difficult 
missionary  district. 

This  section  of  my  address  would  not  be  complete  without 
some  reference  to  the  death  of  the  most  illustrious  Lay  woman 
of  the  Anglican  Communion,  Alexandrina  Victoria.  Queen  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland  and  Empress  of  India. 

Following  the  example  of  many,  of  our  Bishops  and  rectors 
throughout  the  English-speaking  world,  I  arranged  for  a  memo- 
rial service,  which  was  held  in  the  Cathedral  on  Sunday,  Febru- 
ary 10,  at  3  p.  m.  On  this  occasion  the  Cathedral  was  thrown  open 
to  the  nublic.  The  Clergy  of  the  various  bodies  of  Christians 
were  invited  to  occupy  seats  in  the  Chancel  with  me,  and  two  of 
our  four  speakers  were  Laymen. 

The  people  appreciated  the  undenominational  opportunity 
offered  them  to  pay  their  tribute  of  respect  to  the  great  Queen, 
and  to  thank  God  for  the  good  example  and  results  of  her  life.  It 
is  estimated  that  there  were  fully  twelve  hundred  persons  in  the 
congregation. 

I  will  ask  the  president  of  our  Standing  Committee,  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Lockwood,  to  now  lead  us  in  prayer,  while  we  offer  thanks- 
giving to  the  Author  of  all  Goodness  for  the  good  example i  and 
works  of  these  leaders  In  the  Church  Militant. 
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PROGRESS. 

The  Council  will  rejoice  and  thank  God  with  me  for  the  fact 
that  there  has  been  during  the  year  Just  closed,  no  fi^olng  back- 
wards on  the  part  of  any  of  our  self-supporting  congregations,  of 
which  there  are  at  this  time  seven,  namely,  Christ  Church,  Little 
Rock;  St.  John's  Church,  Helena;  St.  John's  Church,  Fort  Smith; 
Trinity  Church.  Pine  Bluff;  St.  Luke's  Church,  Hot  Springs; 
Trinity  Cathedral,  Little  Rock;  and  St.  Paul's  Church,  Newport 
All  of  these  Parishes  have  more  than  held  their  own.  and  the 
majority  of  them  have  made  splendid  advances. 

The  payment  of  the  large  and  long  standing  debt  by  tlie 
Mother  Church  of  the  Diocese,  Christ  Church*,  Little  Rock,  is  in 
itself  sufficient  to  jusitfy  an  interruption  of  the  proceedings  of 
this  Council  for  the  singing  of  the  Te  Deum  Laudamus, 

Most  interesting  arrangements  have  been  completed  for  the 
consecration  of  this  happy  congregation's  imposing  and  durable 
place  of  worship  on  Sunday  next,  which  will  be  a  red  letter  day 
in  the  history  of  the  Diocese.  The  following  invitation  has  been 
sent  to  all  the  Clergy  of  Arkansas  and  delegates  to  this  Council. 

The  Rector.  Warden i  and  Vestrymen  cordially  invite  you  to  be 
present  at  the  consecration  of  Chriit  Church,  Little  Rock,  Ark.,  on 
Sunday,  May  12,  1901.  The  sermon  will  be  preached  by  the  Rt.  Rev. 
Thomas  Frank  Gailor,  D.  D.  LL.  D.  The  Rev.  G.  Gordon  Smeade, 
Rector,  Little  Rock,  Ark. 

I  hope  that  all  of  the  Clergy  and  many  of  the  Lay  delegates, 
have  been  able  to  arrange  for  the  acceptance  of  this  generous  and 
attractive  invitation.      Let  us  attend  the  consecration  and  by  our 
presence  show  the  good  people  of  Christ  Church  that  every  part 
of  the  Diocese  in  Arkansas  rejoices  with  them. 

As  an  additional  inducement  to  our  brethren  to  remain  for 
this  great  event  in  the  history  of  the  Diocese  let  me  assure  them 
that  it  is  worth  a  week  of  anybody's  time  to  have  the  opportunity 
to  hear  Bishop  Gailor  on  the  three  occasions  when  he  is  to  speak 
on  that  day. 

There  has  been  a  very  marked  improvement  in  the  attendance 
and  income  of  the  Cathedral  congregation.  The  debt  has  been 
paid  off  on  the  Deanery  and  extensive  additions  and  repairs  made. 
The  money  is  in  hand,  or  in  view,  for  a  much-needed  new  roof 
to  the  Cathedral,  and  also  for  other  necessary  repairs. 

Trinity  Church,  Pine  Bluff,  has  the  money  in  hand  for  the 
buildirg  of  a  fine  rectory.  The  Rector  and  his  helpers  have  started 
a  flourishing  Mission  in  a  growing  suburb,  and  it  is  expected  that 
a  chapel  will  be  built  within  the  present  Council  year. 

St.  John's  Church,  Fort  Smith,  has  made  much  progress 
towards  the  completion  of  its  beautiful  church  and  the  payment 
of  its  debt.  An  effort  is  to  be  made  to  have  the  church  completed 
and  ready  for  consecration  by  next  Easter. 

The  Mission  Parishes  have  also  without  exception  been  doing 
well.  They  are  St.  Paul's  Church,  Batesville;  St.  John's  Church,  Cam- 
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den;  St.  James*3  Church,  Eureka  Springs;  St.  Paul's  Church,  Fayette- 
ville;  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Forrest  City;  St.  Marie's 
Church,  Hope;  St.  Andrew's  Church.  Mammoth  Spring;  St.  An- 
drew's Church,  Marianna;  St.  Agnes's  Church,  Morrilton;  Church 
of  ttie  Redeemer,  Nashville;  Trinity  Church;  Van  Buren. 

St.  Paul's  Church,  Bate:ville,  and  Trinity  Church,  Van  Buren, 
are   rapidly  approaching  a  self-supporting  condition. 

The  Batesville  people  have  built  a  fine  rectory,  costing  $1,500, 
upon  which  there  is  no  indebtedness. 

The  work  at  Van  Buren  has  in  all  respects  been  highly  satis- 
factory. The  congregations  have  been  Increasing,  a  vested  choir 
has  been  organized  and  money  is  in  hand  for  a  necessary  additioa 
to  the  vestry  room,  for  a  sidewalk,  fence  and  other  improvements. 
The  little  flock  at  Washington  has  removed  its  church  to  a 
much  better  location,  and  put  it  in  excellent  repair. 

The  most  notable  progress  has  of  course  been  made  in  the 
newer  and  less  developed  portions  of  our  great  and  increasingly 
promising  mission  fleld.  I  doubt  whether  any  Diocese  or  mission- 
ary jurisdiction  in  the  land  can  make  a  better  showing  than  Ark- 
ansas for  the  past  twelve  months. 

The  rapidity  and  highly  satisfactory  character  of  our  Church 
£<xten8ion  work  will  appear  from  the  fact  that  within  the  Council 
year  just  closed,  I  have  consecrated  or  blessed  chapels  at  Searcy, 
Arkansas  City,  Brinkley,  Jonesboro,  Mena,  Mammoth  Spring,  and 
Monticello.     Seven  in  all. 

These  buildings  with  their  lots,  which  in  all  cases  are  desir- 
able pieces  of  property,  are  worth,  on  an  average  at  a  low  valua- 
tion. $1,500.  and  there  is  not  a  cent  of  debt  on  any  of  them. 

There  is  a  beautiful  chapel  at  Lake  Village  nearly  ready  for 
occupation,  and  others  are  in  course  of  construction  at  Rocky 
Comfort,  Foreman  and  Booneville.  At  Conway  we  have  purchased 
the  old  Methodist  Church  property,  worth  at  least  $1,200,  for  $400, 
and  we  see  our  way  perfectly  clear  to  pay  for  all  these. 

The  reportja  of  our  most  competent  and  Indefatigable  Arch- 
deacons will  contain  details  of  many  lesser  missionary  operations, 
which  in  the  aggregate  are  very  important.  It  will  appear  from 
their  reports  that  they  have  raised  from  the  people  among  whom 
they  have  been  recently  planting  the  Church,  fully  $10,000. 

You  will  readily  understand  that  the  accomplishment  of  such 
results  in  Arkansas,  under  existing  ilnancial  conditions,  indicates 
&  Sreat  deal  of  enthusiasm,  very  much  the  same  kind  and  degree 
of  enthusiasm  that  was  manifested  Dy  the  Christians  of  Apostolic 
times,  and  of  the  first  centuries. 

PAROCHIAL  REPORTS. 

I  want  to  call  attention  of  the  Clergy  to  the  importance  of 

sending  their  Parochial  reports  to  me  at  least  four  or  five  days 

before  the  Council.      This  year  I  did  not  see  a  single  report  until 

yesterday,  and  then  they  were  given  to  the  Secretary  instead  of  to 
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me.  If  they  are  not  :ent  in  before  the  Council  they  might  as  well 
be  handed  to  the  Secretary  as  to  me;  but  I  ou.?ht  to  have  them  in 
time  for  the  use  of  the  data  they  contain,  in  the  writing  of  my 
Council  Address.  To  show  the  importance  of  my  having  these 
reports  in  tin^e  I  need  only  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  in  speak- 
ing of  the  accomplishments  of  our  self  supporting  Parishes,  I 
omitted  the  most  notable  of  all,  namely,  that  of  St.  John's  Church, 
Helena.  That  Parish,  which  has  long  been  noted  as  the  leader 
of  the  Diocese  in  contributions  for  outside  purposes,  has  done  bet- 
ter than-  ever  this  year,  its  collections  for  non-Parochial  objects 
having  reached  the  large  sum  of  $862.46. 

ACCESSIONS   TO  OUR  MINISTERIAL  FORCE. 

I  take  pleasure  in  announcing  the  following  accessions  within 
the  last  Council  year  to  the  ministerial  force  of  Arkansas: 

The  Rev.  George  Bancroft  Norton,  D.  D.,  from  the  Diocese  of 
Colorado,  who,  on  September  1,  took  up  the  work  of  the  missionary 
district  of  Searcy,  which  includes  Brinkley.  Devall's  Bluff,  and  one 
or  two  other  points. 

The  Rev.  J.  C.  Waring,  M.  D.,  from  the  Diocese  of  South  Car- 
olina, who,  on  Sunday,  October  1,  1900,  became  assistant  minister 
of  Christ  Church,  Little  Rock,  and  city  missionary  in  charge  of  the 
work  at  St.  Paul's  Chapel  and  Argenta. 

The  Rev.  W.  P.  Browne,  who  came  to  us  from  the  Diocese  of 
Louisiana,  and  on  October  15  took  charge  of  the  missionary  dis- 
trict of  Jonesboro. 

The  Rev.  Arnoldus  Miller,  M.  A.,  from  the  missionary  juris- 
diction of  Salt  Lake,  who,  on  Sunday,  January  13,  became  assistant 
minister  of  Christ  Churcn,  Little  Rock,  and  city  missionary.  Since 
then  he  has  conducted  services  regularly  on  Sundays  in  the  morn- 
ing at  Pulaski  Heights,  in  the  afternoon  at  Argenta,  and  fn  the 
evening  at  St.  Paul's  Chapel,  Little  Rock. 

The  Rev.  J.  J.  Cornish,  who  came  to  us  from  the  Diocese  of 
Kentucky  and  on  March  1  took  charge  of  the  missionary  Parishes 
of  St.  Andrew's,  Marianna,  and  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd, 
Forrest  City. 

The  Rev.  Ephraim  Watt,  M.  A.,  who  came  to  us  from  the  Dio- 
cese of  Southern  Ohio  and  on  Sunday,  March  3,  took  charge  of  St. 
Luke's  Church,  Hot  Springs. 

On  Septuagesima  Sunday,  February  3,  the  Rev.  Percy  J. 
Robotton^,  rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Newport,  took  up  tne  work 
at  the  Cathedral  as  Dean. 

During  his  summer  vacation  of  two  months,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Fenn. 
of  the  Diocese  of  Dallas,  by  a  special  arrangement,  took  charg?  of 
Trinity  Mission.  Eureka  Springs. 

By  a  special  arrangement  with  the  Bishop  of  West  Missouri, 
St.  Andrew's  Mission,  Mammoth  Spring,  has  been  associated  with 
the  Missiorary  circuit  of  West  Plains,  Mo.,  and  the  Rev.  Edmund  A. 
Neville  took  charge  of  the  work  on  May  1.  1900. 
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Our  working  force  has  also  been  increased  by  the  addition  of 
Mr.  S.  R.  McAlpin,  who.  as  Lay  Reader,  under  the  direction  of 
Archdeacon  Williams,  on  November  11,  took  charge  of  the  mis- 
sionary district  of  Mena.  Mr.  McAlpin  came  to  us  from  the  Dio- 
cese of  Newark,  and  is  a  Postulant  for  Holy  Orders. 

The  Rev.  R.  Heber  Hoskin,  of  the  Diocese  of  Michigan,  and 
the  Rev.  J.  D.  Simmons,  of  the  Diocese  of  Newark,  spent  a  short 
time  respectively  at  Eureka  Springs  and  Little  Rock,  but  neither 
of  them  took  root.  The  "here  to  day  and  gone  to-morrow  men" 
with  whom  we  are  having  altogether  too  much  experience  is  c«r- 
tainly  one  strong  reason  why  we  should  lose  no  time  in  raising  up  a 
native  ministry. 

CHANGES  IN  OUR  CLERICAL  FORCE. 

Tke  Rev.  Mr.  Damer,  who  was  in  charge  of  the  associated 
Missions  of  St.  Mark's,  Hope;  Grace  Church,  Washington,  and 
Church  of  the  Redeemer,  Nashville,  left  the  Diocese  on  July  10. 

The  Rev.  A.  W.  Pierce,  who  had  been  in  charge  of  the  Cathe- 
dral, gave  up  the  work  and  became  a  non-Parochial  Clergyman 
of  this   Diocece  on   September  30. 

The  Rev.  E.  L.  Kemp,  Rector  of  the  Associated  Mission  Par- 
ishes of  St.  Andrew's,  Marianna,  and  Church  of  the  Good  Shep- 
herd, Forrest  City,  left  the  Diocese  on  December  31.' 

The  Rev.  J.  C.  Waring,  M.  D.,  the  assistant  minister  of 
Christ  Church,  Little  Rock,  and  city  missionary,  left  the  Diocese 
on  January  1. 

The  Rev.  Percy  J.  Robottom,  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  New- 
Port,  resigned  on  February  1,  in  order  to  take  up  work  at  the 
Cathedral. 

The  Rev.  W.  P.  Browne,  Rector  of  St.  Mark's  Church,  Jones- 
^oro,  left  the  Diocesq  on  May  6. 

The  Rev.  R.  S.  James,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  on  March  10,  at  an  age 
Daucb  in  excess  of  three  score  and  ten,  resigned  the  rectorship  of 
St.  James's  Church,  Eiireka  Springs,  owing  to  physical  disability. 
Ke  will  devote  himself  hereafter  to  literary  labors,  for  which  he 
^as  always  exhibited  particular  ability  and  taste.  Although 
afflicted  with  a  paralytic  stroke  which  threatened  his  life  in  De- 
cember, he  has  by  the  goodness  of  our  Heavenly  Father,  and  with 
tenderest  nursing,  recuperated  to  the  extent  of  being  able  to  move 
about  the  house  and  to  go  out  a  little  on  pleasant  days.  His 
interest  in  current  events  is  without  abatement  and  his  prayerful 
desire  is  that  Zion  may  be  prospered. 

Trinity  Mission,  Eureka  Springs,  after  deeding  their  property 
to  the  Bishop,  voted  magnanimously  to  unite  with  the  Parish  of 
St  James's.  Their  property  is  upon  the  principal  street  and  with- 
out encumbrance.  With  this  consolidation  of  our  people  in  that 
active  and  growing  city  we  are  in  condition  to  do  united  and 
aggressive  work  for  the  Master. 
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In  addition  to  receiving  title  to  the  above  property,  we  have 
redeemed,  for  the  Parish  of  St.  James's,  a  forty-acre  tract  of  land 
three  and  a  half  miles  east  of  Eureka  Springs,  which  was  forfeited 
to  the  State  in  1895.

AGED  AND  INFIRM  CLERGY  FUND. 

In  the  course  of  the  past  year,  I  have  found  it  necessary  to 
try  to  make  provision  for  the  support  of  an  aged  and  infirm  Clergy- 
man, the  Rev.  Dr.  James,  to  the  amount  of  $300  per  year.  The 
Income  of  our  endowment  fund  for  this  purpose  does  not  much 
exceed  $50  per  year.  It  was  therefore  necessary  for  me  to  devise 
some  means  for  securing  an  additional  $250  annually.  After  due 
consideration,  I  sent  the  following  letter  to  all  our  Parochial 
Clergy  and  also  to  the  Lay  oflficers  of  our  several  Parishes  and  Mis- 
sion Stations  and  to  the  delegates  to  the  last  Annual  Council  of 
the  Diocese:

1  write  in  the  hope  that  you  will  be  so  good  as  to  help  me 
by  a  subscription  of  25  cent 3  per  month  to  fulfill  the  con- 
dition upon  which  the  Rev.  Richard  S.  James,  LL.  D.,  Rector  of 
St.  James's  Church,  Eureka  Springs.  Ark.,  is  willing  to  resign  that 
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rectorship  and  leave  the  way  clear  for  the  coming  together

ing  a  long  standing  reproach  to  the  Church  in  that  commu 
^nd  forming  a  comparatively  strong  congregation  which  will 
come  an  important  missionary  center  in  a  very  interesting 
x*apldly  developing  section  of  the  State.

should  Induce  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  Arkansas  to  help  to  coe 
'With  his  request  that  I  try  to  secure  for  him  $25  per  montl 
$300  per  year.  Surely  none  will  argue  that  this  is  asking 
much. 

If  I  can  induce  100  persons  to  give  me  25  cents  Der  month  t 
paid  In  quarterly  Installments,  the  money  will  be  forthcoming, 
several   highly   desirable  results   will   be   accomplished.    Will 
be  one  of  the  100? 

If  happily  there  should  be  any  surplus  as  the  result  of 
receiving  more  than  100  pledges,  It  will    be    turned    over  to 
Treasurer  of  the  Arkansas  Fund  for  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy. 
Hoping  for  a  favorable  reply,  I  am.

A  PROPOSED  SCHOOL  OF  THEOLOGY  FOR  THE  DIOCESE  OF 

ARKANSAS. 

I  have  decided  to  organize  an  institution  of  learning  to  be 
known  as  the  School  of  Theolo^  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas.  A 
native  ministry  of  competent  men  who  can  and  will  work  at  the 
beginning  on  small  salaries  is  a  necessity  which  will  be  felt  more 
and  more  as  the  development  of  our  va:t  mission  field  goes  on. 

There  are  young  men  who  desire  very  much  to  enter  the 
sacred  ministry,  but  who  have  been  prevented  by  the  lack  of 
means  and  their  obligations  to  those  dependent  upon  them,  from 
making  application  to  become  candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 

There  are  also  ministers  of  the  various  denominations  who 
desire  to  return  to  the  Mother  Church  of  English-speaking  Chris- 
tianity. These  are  by  canonical  regulation  required  to  take  a  pre- 
scribed course  of  study.  As  a  rule  they  are  men  without  pri\ate 
means  and  with  families  to  support.  This  makes  it  impossible  for 
them  to  sperd  their  novitate  at  one  of  our  Theological  Seminaries. 

The  proposed  Diocesan  Theological  School  is  intended  to  make 
it  possible  for  these  classes  of  persons  to  support  themselves  and 
families  by  doing  Lay  Reading  work  on  small  stipends  while 
engaged  in  preparation  for  the  passing  of  their  respective  exam- 
inations. They  will  meet  the  Faculty  of  the  School  twice  a  year 
for  ten  days,  in  December  and  June,  when  they  will  pass  a  thor- 
ough examination  in  the  work  that  has  been  assigned  them  for  the 
preceding  six  months  and  listen  to  lectures. 

The  Lay  Readers  of  the  Diocese  will  be  invited  to  come  to  the 
School  as  pupils. 

The  School,  besides  making  it  posiible  for  some  of  the  most 
desirable  of  men  to  enter  the  ministry,  will  accomplish  much  good 
by  bringing  so  many  of  the  Clergy  together  for  so  long  tw^lce  a 
year;  not  only  the  members  of  the  Faculty,  but  all  the  Clergy  will 
doubtless  make  it  a  point  to  attend  the  session.  A  more  pleas- 
ant and  profitable  Clericus  or  Convocation  can  hardly  be  imagined. 

It  is  proposed  to  take  the  School  in  turn  to  all  the  chief  cen- 
ters of  the  Church,  and  to  throw  the  lectures  open  to  our  people, 
and  to  the  public  generally.  In  this  way  it  will  practically  be  a 
Diocesan  Church  Chautauqua.  The  following  is  the  Faculty  that 
I  have  fixed  upon  with  little  or  no  consultation  with  those  most 
concerned.

This  proposed  School  of  Theology  for  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas 
is  not,  I  need  hardly  say,  an  original  conception  with  me.  I 
^ot  the  idea  from  the  Bishop  DeLancy  School  of  the  Diocese  of 
"VTestem  New  York,  instituted  to  prepare  applicants  from  other 
Tninlstrles  for  Holy  Orders  in  the  Church;  and  Bishop  Thomas's 
ScLool  or  the  Diocese  of  Kansas,  instituted  for  the  purpose  of  pre- 
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paring  young  men  for  the  ministry  while  doing  Lay  Reading  work 
in  the  Misfiorarv  feld.  My  school  is  simply  a  combination  of 
those  schools  with  the  Chautauqua  idea. 

I  believe  that  this  combination  of  three  valuable  systems  will 
be  found  practicable  and  of  great  utility  in  Arkansas,  and  I 
bespeak  for  the  experiment  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  learned 
Clergy  and  distinguished  Laity  of  this  Council. 

The  first  session  of  the  School  will  be  held  in  the  Cathedral 
from  Tuesday,  December  3,  to  Thur:day,  December  12,  inclusive. 
After  that  we  hope  for  Invitations  from  the  chief  Parishes  of  the 
Diocese.  There  are,  I  think,  a:;  many  as  twelve  congregations  t^at 
could  arrange  for  the  entertainment  of  tha  School  for  a  session. 
As  we  have  only  two  sessions  a  year,  we  could,  as  matters  now 
stand,  go  the  rounds  once  in  six  years.  The  second  session  of  the 
School  will  be  held  from  Tuesday,  June  17.  to  Thursday.  June  26, 
inclusive.  We  are  open  to  an  invitation  from  some  Rector  for  that 
session. 

RITUAL. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  Bishop  Pierce  requested  in  his  last 
will  and  testament  that  the  "moderate  ritual"  established  by  him, 
presumably  at  the  Cathedral,  should  be  continued  there.  I  have 
no  doubt  that  this  request  was  prompted  by  the  passage  Of  my 
first  address  to  this  Council,  in  which  I  spoke  of  my  attitude 
towards  "extremes  in  the  Mission  field/*  to  which,  at  that  time, 
my  jurisdiction  was  limited.  Nor  have  I  any  doubt  that  the  Bishop 
had  chiefly  in  mind  Altar  Lights,  and  what  are  known  as  Euchar- 
istic  vestments;  for  these  were  the  only  features  of  the  service 
which  he  could  fairly  be  said  to  have  established  as  conduct :d  by 
himself  that  I  discouraged  in  the  Mission  field. 

I  did  indeed  discourage  what  are  known  as  genuflections, 
ostentatious  bowings  and  crossings,  but  the  Bishop  could  hardly 
have  1  ad  these  in  mird.  for  he  did  cot,  so  far  as  my  observation 
extended,  practice  them. 

As  for  Altar  Lights  and  Eucharistic  vestments,  I  had  my 
doubts  as  to  the  propriety  and  expediency  of  their  use  in  a  Diocese 
which  is  so  largely  a  missionary  fleld  as  is  Arkansas.  It  will  be 
impossible  for  us  to  develop  this  Diocese  without  much  outside 
help,  and  it  has  always  seemed  to  me  that  a  congregation  or  Dio- 
cese which  could  not  support  itself  should  be  contented  with  the 
necessities  of  public  worship  until  it  can  provide  what  may  be 
termed  the  luxuries  of  worship  at  its  own  expense. 

While  I  wai  the  General  Missionary  of  Ohio,  I  had  to  deal  with 
one  Mission  congregation  which  received  $300  from  the  Dlocasan 
Missiorary  Committee  and  spent  $50  a  year  for  candles!  Another 
congregation  which  was  receiving  a  large  appropriation,  spent 
$1,500  for  a  pipe  organ.  I  am  sure  that  people  generally  will  agree 
with  me  that  such  expenditures  on  the  part  of  Mission  congrega- 
tions are  not,  as  a  rule,  if  ever,  justifiable,  and  that  the  cases  are 
very  rare  indeed  when  they  are  not  inexpedient  and  wrong. 
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I  say  inexpedient  because  unnecessary  and  extravagant  expen- 
ditures on  the  part  of  Missionary  beneficiaries  tend  to  dry  up  the 
streams  of  berevolence.      And  I   say    xorong    because    the    money 
which   is  put  into    the    luxuries    of    worship    ought    rather    to  go 
towards  supplying  the  necessities  of  worship  for  some  community 
"Where  the  Church  cannot  for  the  lack  of  funds  maintain  even  the 
plainest  of  services. 

It  may  be  added  that  neither  of  the  congregations  referred  to 
prospered.  Both  started  out  with  rather  brilliant  prospects,  but 
t:lie  candle  Mission  congregation  soon  dwindled  into  insignificance. 
and  the  pipe  organ  Mission  congregation  finally  became  hopelessly 
involved  in  debt,  so  that  their  property  had  to  be  sold  to  satisfy 
mortgages,  and  the  work  was  entirely  closed  out.  A  wid3  ob?er- 
"vation  convinces  me  that  this  fortune  in  varying  degrees  is  gea- 
cially  leaJIzed  by  Mission  congregations  which  indulge  in  the 
luxuries  of  worship  at  other  people's  expense. 

But  I  have  no  conscientious  scruples  against  the  use  of  Altar 
Lights  and  Euchari:tic  vestments  by  self-supporting  congregations.. 
It  is  with  me  simply  a  matter  of  expediency.  On  the  ground 
of  what  is  best  for  such  a  Diocese  as  Arkansas.  I  was  inclined  to 
discontinue  the  use  of  the  candles  and  vestments  at  the  Cathedral, 
and  would  have  done  so  had  it  not  been  for  my  veneratod  prede 
lessor's  solemn  request. 

I  did  rot  wish  to  assume  the  whole  responsibility  of  disregard- 
ing or  complying  with  that  request  and,  accordingly,  I  concluded 
to  share  it  with  the  Parochial  Clergy  of  the  Diocese.  Their 
responses  to  my  request  for  an  opinion  as  to  whether  or  not  the 
Altar  Lights  and  Eucharistic  vestments  should  be  retained  in  the 
Cathedial  ervtres  were  in  the  great  majority  of  cases  more  or 
less  clearlv  in  favor  of  their  retention,  and  so  I  have  permitted, 
but  not  required,  their  use  in  the  Cathedral. 

I  assumed  the  responsibility  for  the  character  of  the  Cathedral 
services  on   October   1,  ai  dthe   following  extract  from  my  letter 
Informing  the  Clergyman  then  in  charge  of  what  I  had  resolved 
Upon  in  respect  to  services  and  ritual  is  of  suflacient  permanent 
interest  and   importance  to   form   a  part  of  this   address,   but   in 
<luoting  it  here  I  omit  names  and  unnecessary  personal  references. 
"The. Sunday  services  of  the  Cathedral  under  the  new  admin- 
istration will  be  substantially  as  follows:      Morning  and  evening 
prayers  at  the  usual  hours  on  all  Sundays  except  the  first  Sunday 
Of   each  month,  when  the  morning  prayer  will   be  said  with   the 
Sunday  School,  an  dthe  Holy  communion,  preceded  by  the  litany 
and   a  sermon    will   be  celebrated.       On   the  other   Sundays  there 
'^ill  be  a  celebration  at  7:30  a.  m. 

"On  the  miror  Holy  Days  there  will  be  a  celebration  with  an 
address  at  10  a.  m. 

"I    AM    WILLING    THAT     THE     CATHEDRAL     SERVICES 
SHOULD  HAVE  THE  FOLLOWING  FEATURES,  NAMELY: 
"1.    Wafer  bread. 
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"2.  Water  may  be  mixed  with  the  wine,  but  if  it  be  done  it 
must  be  in  the  vestry  room,  or  at  the  credence  table,  not  at  the 
altar. 

"3.     The  cross  bearer  on  great  festival  occasions. 

"4.     The  eastward  position  at  the  Gloria  Patria  and  the  Creed. 

"5.  Bowing  the  head  at  the  Gloria  Patria  and  genuflecting  at 
the  name  of  Jesus  in  the  Creed. 

"6.     Altar  cross  and  vases. 

•*7.  The  two  Eucharistlc  lights,  which,  however,  are  not  to  be 
higher  than  the  altar  cross,  and  are  to  be  lighted  before  the  assem- 
bling of  the  congregation. 

"8.  The  Eucharistic  vestments  of  plain  white  linen  to  be  worn 
only  at  early  celebrations. 

**9.     Colored  stoles. 

"10.    Altar  cloths  for  the  Seasons  and  Holy  Days. 

••I  AM  NOT  WILLING  THAT  THE  CATHEDRAL  SEKVICES 
SHOULD   HAVE  THE   FOLLOWING  FEATURES,   NAMELY: 

"1.  Genuflecting  or  bowing  towards  the  altar  upon  coming  in 
and  leaving  the  chancel,  or  when  crossing  it  during  the  service. 

•*2.  Genuflecting  or  bowing  at  the  mention  of  the  Blessed 
Virgin  Mary  or  the  Incarnation. 

"3.  Prostration  or  genuflecting  at  the  consecration  of  the 
elements  of  the  Holy  Communion. 

"4.  The  priest  will  of  course  adore  Christ  in  the  Sacred  Ele- 
ments if  he  believes  Him  to  be  present  in  them  in  the  sense  that 
some  do,  but  in  the  Cathedral  services  the  outward  expression  of 
this  adoration  must  be  limited  to  kneeling  at  his  reception  of 
those  elements. 

"5.  The  singing  or  saying  of  anything  in  the  Communion 
office  unprovided  for  by  the  rubric. 

"6.  The  ceremonial  use  of  candles  during  the  burial  or  bap- 
tismal service. 

"7.  The  use  of  the  'Commendatory  prayer  for  a  sick  perron 
at  the  point  of  departure,'  in  the  burial  service. 

"8.  The  ceremonial  wearing  by  the  Clergy  of  ecclesiastical 
caps  or  hats  of  any  kind  during  indoor  services. 

**9.  Insisting  in  any  way  upon  fasting  or  private  confession 
as  a  condition  of  coming  to  the  Holy  Communion. 

"10.    Incense  shall  not  be  ceremonially  used. 

"11.  No  service  or  prayers  except  such  as  are  found  in  the 
Book  of  Common  Prayer  shall  at  any  lime  be  used  unless  specially 
appointed  by  the  Bishop. 

"12.  The  consecrated  elements  of  the  Holy  Communion  are 
not  to  be  reserved  for  the  sick  or  any  other  purpose. 

"13.  In  announcing  the  various  services  the  prayer  book  titles 
shall  be  used. 

"14.  No  ornaments  or  pictures  or  esthetic  changes  are  to  be 
introduced  in  the  church  or  services  without  the  consent  of  the 
Bishop. 
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"15.     Alcol3rtes  are  not  to  be  employed. 

"16.     The  so  called  Children's  Eucharist  is  not  to  be  practiced. 

"17.  The  elements  of  the  Holy  Communion  are  not  to  be 
elevated  before  the  people  by  the  Priest  while  standing  at  the 
altar,  and  the  sentences  of  administration  are  not  to  be  repeated 
except  at  the  chancel  rail  during  the  distribution. 

"18.  The  sign  of  the  cross  at  the  profession  of  faith  in  'The 
Life  Everlasting.' 

"19.  The  worship  of  saints  Is  not  to  be  recommended  or  prac- 
ticed.     This  applies  even  to  the  Blessed  Virgin  Mary. 

"20.  The  general  thanksgiving  in  morning  and  evening 
prayer  is  not  to  be  said  by  the  people.  The  Lord's  Prayer  in  the 
Communion  service,  and  everywhere  else,  is  to  be  said  by  the 
Priest  and  people. 

"I  may  upon  further  consideration  wish  to  make  additions  to 
the  above  permissions  and  prohibitions,  and  of  course  reserve  the 
right  of  doing  so  at  any  time. 

"I  have  made  as  many  concessions  In  favor  of  ceremonialism 
as  my  Judgment  will  admit  of,  and  in  cases  of  uncertainty  I  have 
as  a  temporary  experiment  given  the  benefit  of  the  doubt  to  the 
late  Bishop's  wishes.  If  the  Clergy  and  Laity  who  are  of  his  way 
of  thinking  will  duly  consider  my  strong  predilections  in  an  oppo- 
site direction,  and  my  unquestionable  right  to  follow  them,  they 
'Will,  I  think,  credit  me  with  all  the  concessions  which,  under  the 
circumstances,  can  reasonably  be  expected." 

In  regard  to  ^ucharlstlc  vestments  and  candles,  I  want  to  add 

,to   what  is  said  in  the  letter  from  which  I  have  quoted,  that  I 

prefer  the  ordinary    cassock,  surplice    and    stole    as  the    attire  of 

our    Priests    at    celebration    of    the    Holy    Communion,    for    two 

reasons: 

( 1 )  They  are,  so  far  as  can  be  ascertained,  the  primitive 
Eucharistic  vestments.  The  chasuble  and  cope  are  more  distinctly 
Medieval  and  Roman. 

(2)  They  are  the  vestments  generally  worn,  and  while  I  do 
xot  attach  so  much  importance  to  uniformity  as  some  do,  yet  I 
think  it  is  undesirable,  without  the  best  reasons,  to  depart  from 
prevailing  customs.      Especially  is  It  desirable,  I  think,  to  adhere 
to  the  old,  when  the  adoption  of  the  new  would  tend  to  unneces- 
sary  and   undignified   change   of   vestments   between   the   morning 
Prayer  and  Holy  Communion,  and  when  the  change  tends  in  many 
instances  to  distraction  and  identification  with  Romanism. 

But  while   I   perronally  prefer  that  the  Medieval  Eucharistic 

Vestments  should  not  be  used  in  the  Cathedral    and    Diocese    of 

Arkansas,   when   it  comes   to   Eucharistic   lights  and   candles   my 

Preference  inclines  to  their  use   where  they  can   be   consistently 

^nd  judiciously  indulged  in.  and  for  three  reasons: 

(1)  Lights  were  undoubtedly  used  at  the  institution  rnd  first 
^^lebration  of  the  Holy  Eucharist,  and  lighted  candles,  therefore, 
^re  a  memorial  of  the  institution  of  the  Lord's  Supper. 
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But  it  may  as  well  be  remembered  that  the  lights  of  that 
upper  room  were  probably  oKve  oil  lamps,  and  cot  sperm  or  tallow 
candles.  At  the  institution  of  the  Eucharist  our  Lord  used  the 
ordinary  light  and  bread  and  wine  of  his  country  and  time.  If 
he  had  lived  In  our  land  and  day  he  would  have  been  as  likely  to 
use  electric  lights  as  any. 

Moreover,  it  should  be  remembered  that  if  the  Holy  Commu 
nion  had  been  instituted  in  daytime  instead  of  at  night,  he  would 
have  used  the  light  of  the  sun  and  not  that  of  candles  or  lamp? 
of  any  kind. 

(2)  Aga'n,  I  like  Altar  Lights,  and  am  inclined  to  encourage 
their  use  at  celebrations  of  th^  Eucharist,  because  they  witness 
against  some  of  the  teaching  of  those  who  attach  most  importance 
to  them,  ramely,  that  the  Facramert  should  not  be  celebrated 
at  any  time  except  In  the  morning,  and '  that  it  should  never  be 
received  after  breakfast.  The  lighted  candles  will  always  remind 
any  thoughtful  reader  of  the  gospel  narrative  that  the  Eucharist 
was  instituted  at  night  after  supper. 

(3)  Ae:ain.  I  am  rather  irclired  to  encourage  the  use  of  candKsS 
for  the  same  reason  that  I  like  flowers,  they  are  "pretty."  This  is* 
I  believe,  the  real  reason  why  candles  are  so  popular  in  many 
quarters,  and  this  reason  will,  in  the  course  of  time,  make  their 
use  as  general  among  protestant  bodies  of  Christians  as  is  the  use 
of  flowers  at  present. 

I  desire  to  call  the  attention  especially  of  the  Clergy  of  this 
Council  and  Diocese  to  the  features  which  I  am  not  willing  that 
our  services  should  have,  and  to  say  that  they  are  forbidden  at  the 
Cathedral,  and  will  be  discouraged  by  me  in  all  Parishes,  Missions 
and  Preaching  Stations,  not  because  they  are  believsd  to  be  in  all 
cases  unscriptural  or  unedifying,  but  because  I  am  persuaded  that 
they  are  either  illegal  or  unsound  aa  to  their  doctrinal  teaching. 

THE  ANNALS   OF   CHRIST   CHURCH   PARISH,   LITTLE   ROCK. 

ARKANSAS. 

Mrs.  Dr.  Cantrell  has  placed  this  Diocese,  and  indeed  the 
American  Church,  under  great  obligation  to  her  by  the  prepara- 
tion and  publication  of  her  historical  sketch  of  the  Mother  Church 
of  Arkansas.  The  work  reflects  much  credit  upon  its  authoress. 
It  will  be  of  permanent  value,  because  it  is  a  compilation  of  his- 
torical data  a*^d  illustrations  of  far  more  than  local  interest.  No 
future  historian  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  Arkansas  or  of  the 
United  States  could  altogether  dispense  with  this  source  of  infor- 
mation. I  am  anxious  that  this  invaluable  publication  should  not 
be  the  last  of  its  kind,  and  to  make  sure  that  it  may  not  be.  I 
recommend  that  an  historiographer  be  appointed  for  the  Diocese, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  collect  and  preserve  historical  data  and 
documents.  I  also  recommend  that  this  Council  offer  a  first 
prize  of  $50,  and  a  second  prize  of  $25  for  the  best  and  next  best 
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I  have  always  felt  with  the  Bishop  of  New  Hampshire  that  the 
Bflssion  congregations  of  this  country  do  not  need  a  socie::y  to 
lielp  them  go  into  debt  but  rather  a  society  to  keep  them  out 
of  debt.  I  supposed  that  the  Building  Fund  people  preferred  to 
loan  and  did  little  in  the  way  of  making  donations.  As  soon  as 
J.  discovered  my  mistake  I  made  an  application  for  gifts  to  help  us 
In  building  three  chapels  in  Arkansas,  and  after  investigating  our 
claims  the  Commission  generously  granted  me  $100  for  each  of 
them.  Its  genial  Secretary  moreover  manifested  a  disposition  to 
submit  other  applications,  and  if  their  funds  hold  out.  I  have  no 

doubt  that  the  Commission  will  be  equally  helpful  to  us  in  the 

building  of  other  chapels  for  which  strong  claims  to  outside  help 

can  be  made. 

The  amount  of  contributions  from  Arkansas  to  the  fund  up  to 

the  present  time  is  only  $153.25.      I  hope  that  from  this  on  we 

shall  show  our  gratitude  to  the  Commission  by  doing  much  better. 

I  should  be  glad  to  have  all  our  congregations  do  liberally  by  the 

American  Church  Building  Fund. 

GENERAL  CONVENTION. 

The  Triennial  General  Convention  of  the  Church  meets  this 
year  in  the  city  of  San  Francisco,  California. 

Considerable  Interest  Is  attached  to  this  meeting  because  It 
Is  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  American  Church  that  the 
Convention  has  been  convened  on  the  Pacific  coast.  On  this 
account  it  Is  desirable  that  the  very  natural  hopes  of  the  Church 
on  the  Pacific  slope  should  be  realized  In  the  coming  of  full  dele- 
gations from  the  Dioceses  of  the  Atlantic  regions.  Hitherto  the 
West  has  always  been  obliged  to  come  East  at  great  inconven- 
ience and  expense.  It  is  no  more  than  right  that  the  East  should 
now  put  itself  out  all  that  Is  necessary  In  order  to  go  West  at  least 
this  once. 

But  there  is  a  greater  reason  than  that  of  reciprocity  why  the 
San   Francisco  Council  should  be  well  attended.      From  both  the 
Alisslonary  and  Legislative  points  of  view,  It  Is  likely  to  be  the  most 
Important  of  all  the  recent  General  Conventions.      I  hope  there- 
Tore  that  Arkansas  will  be  represented  by  four  Clergymen  and  four 
X^aymen.      If  any  persons  are  honored  with  nominations  who  can- 
^lot   go  I  trust  that  they  will  withdraw  so  that  only  those  who 
Expect  to  go  may  be  elected. 

It  is  highly  desirable  on  our  own  account  that  Arkansas  should 
)e  fully  represented.     In  these  days  we  want  to  "see  and  be  seen" 
L8  much  as  possible.      It  will  all  help  towards  getting  us  out  of 
t-he  rut  on  the  level  with  other  Dioceses.

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

My  recommendations  this  year  are  the  following: 
1.    That  the  general  expenses  of  the    Diocese    including  the 
Bishop's  salary  of  $1,500  be  assessed  equitably  upon  the  several 
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Parishes  and  Mis:ion  stations,  and  that  the  payment  of  the  assess- 
ments be  made  a  condition  of  representation  in  the  Annual  Council. 

2.  That  the  Canon  respecting  the  reduction  of  Parishes  to 
Mission  stations  be  restored  to  its  original  form. 

3.  That  this  Council  offer  two  prizes  of  $50  and  |25  respec- 
tively for  the  best  and  second  best  historical  sketch  of  the  Church 
in  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas. 

4.  That  the  Diocese  secure  a  fireproof  safe  or  box  in  some 
safety  deposit  vault  in  which  to  preserve  its  titles  to  property  and 
other  valuable  papers. 

5.  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  solicit  from  delegates 
subscriptions  of  25  cents  per  month  towards  the  support  of  super- 
annuated and  infirm  Clergymen,  and  to  secure  a  list  of  persons 
with  their  addresses  who  are  likely  to  be  able  and  willing  to  help 
the  Bishop  in  the  care  of  such  Clergymen. 

6.  That  the  Dardanelle.  Church  property  be  struck  off  from 
the  list  of  special  offerings  recommended  by  the  Council,  and 
that  the  American  Church  Building  Fund  Commission  be  substi- 
tuted for  it.

We  have  crossed  the  threshold  of  a  new  century,  and  we  are 
wondering  and  proptesying  what  the  condition  of  the  world  will 
be  at  the  close  of  the  next  one  hundred  years.  I  am  an  optimist, 
I  love  to  look  on  the  bright  side  of  things.  I  believe  that  all 
things  considered,  the  moral  and  physical  condition  of  mankind 
at  the  beginning  of  the  twentieth  century  is  a  decided  improve- 
ment upon  what  it  was  at  the  opening  of  the  nineteenth,  and  I 
rejoice  in  the  hope  that  one  hundred  years  hence  our  condition  will 
in  all  respects  be  much  better  than  it  is  now.  There  are  pessi- 
mists,  people  who  look  on  the  dark  side  of  things,  who  nevfer  cease 
to  bewail  our  times  and  the  prospects  of  the  future.  They  insist 
that  our  religion  is.  as  compared  with  that  of  our  fathers,  at  a 
low  ebb;  that  our  politics  is  comparatively  corrupt;  that  the  few 
are  becoming  richer  and  richer;  that  the  masses  are  being  trodden 
down  more  and  more  into  an  abject,  hopeless  poverty  and  slavery; 
and,  in  short,  that  the  condition  of  things  which  brought  about  the 
decline  and  fall  of  the  mighty  Roman  Empire  Is  rapidly  develop- 
ing throughout  Christendom,  and  making  a  repetition  of  history 
in  the  ultimate  collapse  of  our  boasted  Christian  civilization 
inevitable. 

It  is  not  well  that  we  should  blind  ourselves  to  the  imperfec- 
tions of  the  people  and  institutions  of  our  day  and  generation,  but, 
while  1  concede  that  we  are  still  immeasurably  far  from  having 
realized  the  ideal  in  our  civil  and  religious  institutions,  and  in 
our  industrial  conditions,  yet  I  make  bold  to  take  issue  with  our 
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l>essimists  and  to  challenge  them  to  point  out  a  period  of  one  hun- 
<lred  years  in  all  history  when  governments  had  as  much  reference 
"tcD  the  greatest  good  of  the  greatest  number  or  when  the  Church  did 
xxiore  for  the  moral  renovation  and  elevation  of  the  world.  I 
IxiBist  without  fear  of  intelligent  contradiction,  that  not  one  of  all 
centuries  is  comparable  with  the  nineteenth  for  tha  number  of 
igh  grade,  intelligent,  incorruptible,  philanthropic,  religious,  con- 
secrated men  and  women  which  it  has  produced. 

The   immeasurable  superiority    of    the    last    century  over  all 

tt,s  predecessors  in  everything  that  makes  for  the  moral,  intellectual 

sind  physical  elevation  of  mankind  is  the  ground  for  my  optimism 

'K'especting  future  centuries.      I  believe  that  the  twentieth  century 

^^rill  be  the  commencement  of  the  Golden  Era  of  human  history, 

sind  that  each  succeeding  century  will  contribute  to  eliminate  the 

dross   from   our  superlative  civilization  until   the   millennium   has 

Unally  come. 

As  for  the  future  of  our  beloved  Church,  I  claim  that  tha  out- 
look for  her  is  encouraging  and  inspiring  in  tha  highest  degree. 
She  is  the  "Apostolic,"  the  "Holy  Catholic,"  the  "historic"  Church 
of  the  English-speaking  race.     She  is  to-day  pre  eminently,  in  every 
element  of  strength,  the  Church  of  our  race.     As  the  racial  Church 
of  the  dominant  peoples  of  the  globe,  the  brightness  of  her  future 
prospects  is  almost  dazzling.      During  rhe  past  centuries  she  has 
kept  pace  with  the  astounding    spread    of    the    English-speaking 
tongue  and  civilization,  and  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that 
«he  will  continue  to  do  so  during  the  present  century. 

;^ee  how  the  English  speaking  peoples  have  been  multiplying, 
and  judge  from  this  what  will  be  the  growth  of  that  grsat  Church 
which  is  the  foundation  of  Anglo-Saxon  civilization  and  greatness. 
Statistics  show  that  within  the  present  century  the  number  of 
those  who  spoke  our  tongue  at  its  beginning  has  been  multiplied 
«iH  times  from  21,000,000  in  the  year  1800  to  126,000,000  in  A.  D. 
1S94.  The  English  language  is  now  used  by  nearly  twice  as  many 
people  as  any  of  the  others. 

In  his  history  of  the  English  people,  Mr.  Green  forecasts  the 

future  of  the  race  in  these  terms:      "Before  half  a  century  is  over, 

It  will  change  the  face  of  the  world.     As  two  hundred  millions  of 

HSngrlishmen  fill  the  valley  of    the    Mississippi,     a3     fifty     millions 

Assert  their  lordship    over    Australia,    their    vast    power    will    tell 

'tbrough  Britain  on  the  old   world  of  Europe,  whose  nations  will 

^ave  shrunk  into  insignificance  before  it.     What  the  issues  of  such 

^   wide-world   change  may  be,  not  even  the  wildest  day-dreamer 

'Vrill  dare  to  dream.     But  one  issite  is  inevitable.     In  the  centuries 

tiliat  lie  before  us,  the  primacy    of  the    world    will    be  with  the 

English   people.      English    iustitutions.    English    speech,    English 

thoughts  will  become  the  main  features  of  the  political,  tlie  social, 

the  intellectual  life  of  mankind." 

Now  we  contend  that  the  Anglican  Communion  will  always  fol- 
low and   keep  up  with  the  English  language;   that  in  proportion 
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as  our  civilization  unifies  the  political  world,  our  Church  will 
reunite  divided  Christendom  and  Christianize  heathenism.  If  it 
be  asked  why  she,  rather  than  one  of  the  English-speaking  denom- 
inations, may  aspire  to  become  the  Church  of  the  reconciliation, 
the  ready  answer  is  found  in  the  simple  fact  that  she  is  the  his- 
toric, the  Catholic,  the  Mother  Church  of  our  race.  For,  other 
things  being  equal,  it  is  in  the  nature  of  things  that  her  children 
and  grandchildren  should  gather  around  her  rather  than  about  any 
one  of  themselves.  And  how  much  more  likely  is  this  to  be  the 
case  when,  as  in  this  instance,  the  Mother  has  so  many  and  great 
advantages,  as  is  evident  from  the  fact  that  many  of  her  distinc- 
tive features,  after  having  been  long  rejected  by  her  wayward 
children,  are  now  bein^  commended  and  adopted. 

The  Church  that  has  been  entwined  about  the  very  heart  of  the 
Anglo-Saxon  nation,  and  that  of  all  its  colonies  through  their  entire 
history,  is  not  likely  to  be  abandoned  at  this  late  date  by  such  a 
conservative  race  as  we  are,  for  some  one  of  the  many  organiza- 
tions of  the  last  three  hundred  years,  none  of  which  have  taken  any 
hold  upon  our  people  as  a  whole. 

The  Anglican  Communion  always  has  been,  is  now,  and  ever 
will  be,  the  dominant  religious  influence  with  English-speaking 
people,  and  there  is  much  reason  for  believing  that  in  the  course 
of  time  it  wiH  become  all  embracing  as  for  the  belief  that  ulti- 
mately ours  will  be  the  universal  language.  Certainly  our  civil- 
ization cannot  assume  world-wide  proportions  without  the  Church 
doing  the  same,  for  she  is  its  foundation. 

The  rapid  growth  of  the  American  branch  of  the  great  historic 
Church  of  our  race  should  be  ground  for  special  thanksgiving  and 
encouragement.  At  the  beginning  of  the  nineteenth  century  we 
had  in  this  country  only  about  12,000  communicants,  but  we  start 
out  in  the  twentieth  century  with  700,000  communicants.  Our 
period  of  most  rapid  growth  has  been  during  the  last  third  of 
the  past  century.  By  comparing  the  statistics  published  by  the 
General  Convention  of  1868  with  those  of  the  General  Convention 
Journal  of  1898,  it  will  be  seen  that  in  the  intervening  period  our 
communicants  have  increased  fully  248  per  cent.  During  the  same 
period  the  population  of  the  country  increased  only  about  100  per 
cent.  Rapidly  as  the  population  of  the  United  States  has  been 
increasing  the  growth  of  the  Episcopal  Church  as  measured  by  the 
Increase  of  its  communicants  has  been  about  two  and  one-half 
times  greater.  Should  the  Church  during  the  next  thirty  years 
do  only  one-half  as  well  as  she  has  been  doing  since  1868  she  will 
have  in  1930  at  least  1.500.000  communicants.  And  to  say  tliat 
In  the  course  of  the  present  century  our  communicants  will 
Increase  to  5,000.000  is  to  state  our  prospects  conservatively.  Five 
millions  of  communicants  will  mean  a  coastituency  of  fifteen  mil- 
lions or  more  for  the  Episcopal  Church  with  which  to  begin  the 
twenty-first  century. 
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My  trips  to  the  great  cities  of  New  York  and  Philadelphia 
bese  last  two  Lents  have  been  profitable,  •  not  only  because  God 
as  put  It  into  the  hearts  of  many  to  respond  to  my  appeals  for 
nancial  aid  in  the  development  of  our  vast  Mission  field,  but  also 
because  of  the  inspiration  which  the  great  strength  of  the  Church 
3.   those  and  other  principal  cities  has  afforded  me. 

The  number  and  size  of  our  Churches  and  the  rapidity  of 
lieir  growth  is  truly  astonishing.  In  that  part  of  the  city  of  New 
rork  that  belongs  to  Bishop  Potter's  Diocese,  which  does  not 
nclude  Brooklvn.  there  are  over  one  hundred  churches.  More 
lian  forty  of  these  are  great  congregations  ranging  from  500  to 
•  .000  communicants,  and  one  of  ttiem,  St.  George's  Church,  has 
,381  communicants. 

The  great  Bishop  of  New  York  having  been  overtaken  by  an 
llnesR  which  confined  him  to  the  house  for  a  few  days,  asked  his 
tiumble  brother  of  Arkansas  to  take  his  appointments  for  confirma- 
tion. In  one  class  I  confirmed  136  persons,  and  when  I  commented 
upon  the  fact  to  the  Bishop,  he  remarked  that  he  had  just  con- 
firmed a  class  of  220,  and  that  he  sometimes  confirms  as  many  as 
2,000  souls  in  a  single  week. 

It  Is  a  remarkable  and  significant  fact  that  as  a  rule  fully 
one-half  of  these  great  confirmation  classes,  and  of  all  our  classes 
throughout  the  country,  have  denominational  or  Roman  Catholic 
religious  antecedents.  This  proves  that  the  tide  which  at  the 
beginning  of  the  nineteenth  century  was  almost  altogether  away 
from  the  historic  Church  is  at  the  beginning  of  the  twentieth  cen- 
tury returning  in  great  strength.  If  it  continues  to  come  our  way 
for  one  hundred  years  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  Episcopal 
Church  will  be  at  the  opening  of  the  twenty-first  century  the 
strongest  body  of  Christians  in  these  United  States. 

This  outlook  for  the  historic  Church  of  our  race  and  for  its 
American  branch  in  particular  ought  to  inspire  and  encourage  us 
to  see  to  it  that  the  Church  in  Arkansas,  which,  for  causes  well 
and  widely  known,  is  unfortunately  thirty  years  behind  the  State, 
recovers  the  lost  ground  and  keeps  pace  with  the  increase  of  our 
Population.  It  is  believed  that  this  is  quite  within  the  range  of 
Possibilities. 

The  Church  in  Arkansas  at  the  opening  of  this  century  is 
Indeed  almost  desperately  weak,  both  in  respect  to  numbers  and 
Ability  to  give  for  Church  Extension  work,  but  our  membership  is 
Growing  and  our  giving  capacity  will  Increase  with  the  multiplica- 
-ton  and  growth  of  our  congregations  and  the  development  of  the 
^tate. 

The  generous  responses  to  my  appeals  at  the  North  and  East 
tor  financial  aid  show  that  the  Church  abroad  is  disposed  to  help 
us  out  of  the  rut  and  up  the  hill  to  the  elevation  occupied  by  the 
rest  of  the  Church. 

Our  progress  since  God  has  raised  us  up  benefactors  has  cer- 
tjiinly  been  as  great,  all  things  considered,  as  that  of  any  other 
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Diocese  or  Mi:siorary  Jurisdiction  in  the  land,  showing  that  Ar- 
kansas is  an  exceptionally  good  field  for  the  Church.  Beginning 
with  the  placing  of  our  two  excellent  General  Missionaries  in  the 
field  on  January  1.  1900,  we  started  out  with  the  idea  of  building 
five  churches  and  adding  two  new  Clergymen  to  our  ministerial 
force  each  year.  I  promised  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Domes- 
tic and  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  and  our  niimerou8  other  bene- 
factors, that  if  they  would  help  us  to  the  extent  of  19.000  per  year 
we  would,  by  God's  blessing  upon  our  endeavors,  guarantee  this 
increase.  I  am  sure  that  the  report  to  this  Council  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  State  of  the  Church  will  show  that  so  far  we  have  much 
more  than  kept  our  promise.     ' 

Another  part  of  my  pledge  to  our  benefactors  is  that  no  con- 
gregation shall  receive  outside  help  beyond  five  years.  In  that 
time  all  our  Missions  must  either  become  self  supporting  or  be 
joined  to  a  self-supporting  circuit  of  congregations. 

We  have  been  making  a  good  showing,  and  I  believe  that  we 
can  keep  up  the  pace  we  have  deliberately  set  for  ourselves.  It 
will  involve  hard  work,  especially  on  the  part  of  the  General  Mis- 
sionaries, but  they  have  proved  themselves  both  willing  to  under- 
take and  able  to  carry  out.  We  cannot  congratulate  ourselves 
too  much,  or  thank  God  enough,  for  our  (General  Missionaries. 
If  their  lives  are  spared  and  their  successors  are  their  equals,  and 
if  we  can  maintain  the  present  high  standing  among  our  Clergy 
generally,  the  rapid  and  substantial  develot>ment  of  the  Church 
in  Arkansas  is  assured,  and  the  feeble  beginning  with  which  we 
enter  upon  this  century  will  grow  into  a  great  Church  of  at  least 
two  strong  Dioceses  before  its  close. 

COPY   OF  LETTER  BY   BISHOP   BROWN   TO   THE   BOARD  OF 
MANAGERS  FOR  THE  DOMESTIC  AND  FOREIGN 

MISSIONARY  SOCIETY. 

Little  Rock,  Ark..  May  1.  1901. 

To  the  Board  of  Managers  for  the  Domestic  ani  Foreign  Mission^ 
ary   Society : 

Brethren —  I  beg  your  permission  to  occupy,  not  to  exceed, 
twenty  minutes  of  your  valuable  time  in  giving  you  the  reasons 
why  the  proposed  annual  reduction  of  20  per  cent  in  the  appropri- 
ation made  by  you  in  February,  1899,  should  not,  so  far  as  Arkansas 
is  concerned,  be  put  into  operation  for  at  least  ten  years  to  come. 

1.  As  the  first  of  the  reasons.  I  offer  the  fact  that  my  policy 
of  administering  the  Missionary  funds  for  work  among  tha  white 
people  of  Arkansas  is  calculated  to  accomplish  the  objects  which 
I  conceive  the  Board  had  in  view  when  it  passed  tha  resolution 
providing  for  a  systematic  reduction  of  appropriations  to 
organized  Dioceses. 
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According  to  my  understanding,  these  objects  are  two,  namely,. 
(1)  the  prevention  of  the  use  of  the  funds  of  the  Society  for  what 
4ire  rightly   regarded   as   the  illegitimate   purposes  of  aiding  con- 
gregations that  are  making  no  advance  towards  a  self  supporting 
condition  and  the  maintenance  of  superannuated  or  incompetent 
Clergymen  in  Mission  fields;  and  (2)  the  saving  (by  the  correction 
of  these  abuses,  which  are  sapping  the  resources  of  the  Sooietv 
and  stunting  the  growth  of  the  Church)  of  a  sufllcient  amount  to 
pay  appropriations  without  the  creation  of  the  deflcirs.  which,  as 
matters  had  long  been  running,  were  a  continual  sourcs  of  great 
anxiety  to  the  Board  of  Managers  and  the  Secretaries. 

These  being  the  manifest  objects  in  view,  I  hope  to  make  it 
appear  that  there  is  really  no  valid  reason  why  the  appropriations 
for   work  among  the  white  people  of  Dioceses  should  be  reduced 
"While  the  appropriations  for  this  purpose  to  Missionary  Jurisdic- 
tions are  continued  without  reduction. 

If  it  could  be  conclusively  shown  that  the  abuses  which  the 
Board  is  trying  to  correct  are  less  chargeable  against  Missionary 
Jurisdictions  than   against   Dioceses,   or  that  the  jurisdictions  for 
the  next  ten  years  will  be  in  greater  need  of  unreduced  appropria- 
"tions  than  Arkansas,  you  would  find  me  willing  to  give  up  my  case 
-without  further  pleadings.     But  on  this  occasion  of  supreme  impor- 
TAnce  to  my  life's  work,  I  center  a  great  deal  of  hope  in  the  con- 
friction  that  such  a  showing  cannot  be  made  and  that  on  the  con- 
t,TB.T7  I  can  make  exactly  the  opposite  to  appear  to  the  full  satis- 
faction of  every  member  of  the  Board. 

I  ahrll  have  no  difllculty  in  convincing  you  all  that  the  abuses 

-which  you  have  resolved  to  correct  do  not,  under  my  administra- 

t:ion,  oLtain  in  Arkansas.      In  proof  of  this  assertion,  I  will  quote 

trom   my   address   to  the  last   Diocesan   Council   which    was   held 

l>efore  your  action  providing  for  the  20  per  cent  reauction  was 

-taken.     This  is  what  I  said,  'and  it  is  a  condensed  repetition  of  what 

I  announced  and  dwelt  upon  at  considerable  length  the  year  before: 

•'I  "want."  I  declared,  "to  make  one  feature  of  the  Missionary  policy 

of  the  Bishop  and  Diocesan  Missionary  Committee  so  clear  that 

there  can  be  no  mistake  about  it.     We  do  not  propose  to  give  any 

congregation  very    large    or    long    continued    appropriations.      It 

would  be  wrong  to  do  so  for  two  reasons:   (l)  the  congregation  and 

Clergymen  concerned  would  be  pauperized;    (2)   the  resources  at 

our  disposal  would   be  absorbed  by  a  few  favored   people,  to  the 

neglect  of  the  many   isolated   members  of  the   Church  scattered 

everywhere  through  the  Diocese. 

"I  gave  notice  almost  immediately  upon  coming  to  the  Diocese, 
and  at  the  last  Council,  that,  after  the  first  year,  all  appropriations 
Would  be  reduced  at  the  rate  of  20  per  cent  each  year.     The  first 
''eduction  took  effect  on  September  1.  1899.      The  next  appropria- 
tion, which  will  be  made  on  September  1.  1900.  will  be  20  per  cent 
'ess.     An  appropriation  of  $100  on  September  1,  1898,  would   accord- 
"^ng  to  our  infiexible  policy,   be  reduced  to   $80  on   September   1. 
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1899;  to  $60  on  September  1,  1900;  to  $40  on  September  1.  1901; 
to  $20  on  September  1.  1902;  and  no  appropriation  would  be  made 
on  September  1.  1903.  The  Bishop  and  Board  believe  that  the 
manifest  justice,  wisdom  and  necessity  of  their  policy  will  commend 
it  to  all. 

"We  recognize  the  possibility  of  very  exceptional  cases,  where 
an  appropriation  should  stand  unreduced  for  a  year  or  two.  and 
accordingly  the  Board  concedes  the  right  of  appeal  to  the  Council 
on  the  part  of  the  Missionary  and  congregation  concerned.  If 
the  Council  in  any  such  rare  instance  recommends  any  departure 
from  our  policy,  we  will,  of  course,  be  governed  accordingly." 

So  much  from  my  last  Council  address.  When  I  went  to 
Arkansas.  1  found  that  fve  or  six  Mission  congregations,  which 
had  been  receiving  aid  for  many  years,  were  absorbing  nearly  all 
the  Missionary  fund.  One  of  these  congregations  haR  alreadv 
been  forced  to  a  self-supporting  condition.  The  stipend  of  another 
has  been  reduced  from  $200  to  $100,  and  it  will  give  that  up  at 
the  close  of  the  present  fiscal  year.  The  others  are  each  receiving 
$100  less  than  when  1  took  up  the  work;  and  a  year  ago  the  entire 
stipend  of  $250  was  taken  from  a  superannuated  Clergyman  whose 
support  I  am  making  a  successful  effort  to  provide  for  by  private- 
subscripOons. 

I  have  not  time  to  tell  you  how  I  develop  Missions  into  salf  -    ^B 
supporting  Parishes  and  Circuits,  but  I  did  it  as  the  General  Mis*—  -^s 

sionary  of  Ohio,  and   I   am  doing  it  as  the  Bishop  of  Arkansas ^b 

My  Missionary  policy  has  passed  beyond  the  theoretical  and  exper — """^ 
imental  stages,  and  its  success  in  two  difficult  Mission  fields  dem —  ^tf- 
onstrates  the  practicability  of  the  greatly  needed  reforms  whlch^i^==i 
the  Board  of  Managers  have  undertaken. 

No  congregation  of  my  Diocese  will  receive  outside  aid  beyond^^* 
five  years;  many  not  so  long,  and  some  of  our  newly  organized^S 
Missionary  districts  will  be  self-supporting  from  the  beginning. 
will  guarantee  this  to  be  the  case  and  you  may  mak3  the  fuinil — 
ment  of  this  pledge  a  condition  upon  which  you  will  continue  th^- 
appropriation  from  year  to  year  until  I  have  had  a  fair  chance  t(^ 
develop  my  great  Missionary  field.  Will  any  of  the  Missionary 
Bishops  do  more  than  this?  If  not,  why,  in  view  of  the  wis^ 
reforms  determined  upon,  do  you  reduce  my  appropriation  and  con- 
tinue theirs  the  same?  I  hope  that  so  far  I  have  made  it  claar  tha:; 
my  policy  of  administering  Missionary  funds,  being  in  essential 
accord  with  the  new  reformatory  policy  of  the  Board,  constitutes 
one  good,  if  not  indeed  all  sufficient  reason  why  the  20  per  cent 
annual  reduction  should  not  be  made  in  the  case- of  Arkansas,  so 
long  as  our  need  of  your  help  can  be  shown  to  be  as  great  as  that 
of  any  of  the  Missionary  Jurisdictions. 

This  is  as  good  a  place  as  any  for  me  to  say  that  I  firmly 
believe  the  Board  of  Managers  to  be  on  the  right  track,  and  that  I 
earnestly  hope  that  you  will  not  abandon  it.  All  that  I  recom- 
mend and  ask.  is  that  you  will  extend  the  main  line  so  as  to  reach 
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le  Missionary  Jurisdictions,  as  well  as  the  Dioceses,  and  that  you 
ill    build  the  necessary  emergency  side  tracks  and  spurs. 

But,  it  will  be  asked,  if  you  insist  that  your  Mission  stations 

E»liall    become   either   self-supporting    Parishes    or   Circuits    in   five 

:>^ears.   why  cannot  the  Board  of  Managers  insist  with   equal  jus 

^ice  that  your  Diocese  shall  become  self  supporting  in  a  like  period? 

X  "Will  now  answer  this  question  in  my  second  reason  why  the  appro- 

-I>riation  to  Arkansas  should  not  be  reduced  for  the  next  ten  years. 

2.     The  second  reason  why  the  proposed  reduclion  should  not. 

"Cor  the  present,  be  made  in  the  case  of  Arkansas,  is  found  in  the 

:fact  that  our  Missionary  field  is  so  vast  that  it  cannot  possibly, 

«^ven   with  an  unreduced  appropriation,   be  developed-  to  anything 

like  respectable  proportions  in  less  than  ten  years. 

There  are  seventy-five  counties  in  the  Diocese;    in  nearly  all 
of  which  the  population  is  rapidly  increasing.     At  present  there  arf» 
-fifty  of  these  counties  in  which  there  is  no  organized  representa- 
tion of  the  Church.      When  you  made  the  conditional  appropria- 
tion of  $4,500,  and  I  found  that  I  could  keep  my  part  of  the  contract, 
I  made  my  plans  for  the  building  of  five  churches  each  year  in  as 
many   important  places.      If  you  will  continue  the  appropriation, 
and  if  God  will  continue  His  blessing  upon  my  undertakings,  the 
success  of  my   plans,   which  also  contemplate  the   placing  of  at 
least  two  more  Clergymen  in  the  field  annually,  is  morally  certain. 
A  yearly  increase  of  five  churches  and  two  rectories  and  two 
Missionaries  as  the  minimum  growing  out  of  the  help  and  stimu- 
lus of  your  present  generous  appropriation,  is  surely  all  that  can 
reasonably  be  expected.      But  if  these  expectations  are  fully  real- 
ized, we  shall  have  at  the  end  of  ten  years,  with  what  we  now  have, 
an  average  of  only  one  church  for  each  countv. 

In  the  course  of  the  next  ten  years  the  population  of  Arkansas 

will  almost  certainly  reach  2,000,000.      By  that  time  we  shall,  by 

the  carrying  out  of  our  plans,  have  a  total  of  not  to  exceed  forty 

Parochial  Clergymen  in  the  field;  that  is,  one  Clergyman  to  every 

50,000  of  our  inhabitants.      Surely  none  will  contend  that  it  will 

be  a  misappropriation  of  the  Board's  funds  to  help  an  organized 

^locese  to  reach  a  degree  of  development  when  it  shall  have  one 

Clergyman  to  every  50,000  of  its  population.     In  accomplishing  this 

^e  shall  have  enough  to  do.  for  at  this  time  we  have  in  Arkansas 

^nly  one  Parochial  Clergyman  to  every  125,000  of  the  inhabitants. 

The   impossibility    of    developing   the    Missionary    field    of    Ar- 

H:ansas  to  respectable  proportions  is  a  strong  reason  why  the  Board 

^bould  not  withdraw  its  support  for  the  next  ten  years. 

S.  As  another  reason  why  this  should  not  be  done,  I  respect- 
fully call  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  the  fact  that,  if  extent  of 
^^opulation  be  taken  as  the  basis  of  comparison,  instead  of  square 
'^itiiles,  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas  so  far  has  had,  and  is  now  having, 
Tiomparatively  little  help  from  the  Society  which  this  Board  repre- 
sents with  such  fidelity  and  ability. 
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Arkansas  falls  far  short  of  having  as  many  square  miles,  but 
she  has  according  to  the  last  census,  135,000  more  souls  than  Mon- 
tana. Wyoming.  Utah,  Nevada,  Idaho,  New  Mexico.  Arizona  and 
Alaska. 

I  am  not  saying  that  square  miles  should  not  enter  into  the 
calculation,  and  that  the  Board  does  wrong  in  giving  at  least 
$50,000  a  year  to  the  200,000  souls  thinly  scattered  over  the  vast 
area  of  those  eight  States  and  Territories.  But  I  do  venture  to 
make  the  point  that,  unless  it  can  be  shown  that  the  Church  is 
more  highly  developed  in  Arkansas  than  the  Missionary  Jurisdic- 
tion of  those  Western  regions,  or  that  our  people  are  more  able 
than  theirs  to  help  themselves,  the  $4,500  which  the  Board  has 
appropriated  for  work  among  our  1,311,564  people  cannot  equitably^ 
and  I  may  add  wisely,  be  reduced,  while  the  1,200,000  of  the  above 
mertio::ed    States    and    Territories    are    granted    $50,000    annually. 

Now.  is  the  Church  more  highly  developed  in  Arkansas  than  ia 
the  great  Northwest,  and,  therefore,  less  in  need  of  the  propor- 
tionately little  help  that  she  is  receiving  from  the  Board?  No. 
For  as  i  have  said  we  have  only  one  Parochial  Clergyman  to  every 
125,000  of  our  population,  while  those  Missionary  districts  average 
one  to  every  50,000  of  the  population.  That  is  to  say  the  1,200,000 
to  whom  you  are  giving  more  than  $50,000  annually  have  propor- 
tionately two  and  une-half  times  mere  Clefgymen  than  the  1,300,- 
000  to  whom  you  are  giving  less  than  $5,000. 

1  may  add  by  way  of  showing  our  comparative  weakness,  that 
the  Church  in  the  Northwest  has  one  communicant  to  every  163 
of  the  population,  while  we.  in  Arkansas,  have  only  one  commu- 
nicant to  every  560  of  our  population. 

Nor  are  the  people  of  Arkansas  better  able  to  support  the 
Church  unaided  than  those  of  the  Northwest.  The  .contrary  will 
appear  sufficiently  from  the  fact  that  our  banking  'credit  is  only 
$4.80  p^r  capita,  while  theirs  average  about  $36. 

It  appears,  then,  that  the  Church  in  Arkansas  is  much  weaker 
than  in  the  Northwest,  and  that  the  people  there  are  financially 
nine  times  better  able  to  help  themselves,  and,  yet,  they  are  receiv- 
ing  ten  times  more  help  from  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Mission- 
ary Society. 

I  submit  that  this  showing  constitutes  a  good.  and.  in  itself, 
sufficient  reason  why  the  proportionately  little  which  Arkansas  is 
now  receiving  should  not  be  reduced. 

Let  me  say  a  word  in  this  connection  on  behalf  of  the  South 
in  general.  In  my  very  humble  judgment  this  distinguished  and 
Judicious  Board  will  make,  so  far  as  I  know,  the  only  great  mis- 
take of  its  lonp  and  honorable  history,  if  it  withdraws  its  invalua- 
ble support  from  our  Missionary  work  among  the  white  population 
of  the  Southern  Dioceses  for  the  next  twenty-five  years.  The  larg- 
est, altogether  the  largest,  Missionary  fields  of  this  country  to  day 
are  in  the  South  and  not  in  the  Northwest.  There  is  not  one  of 
all  the  Western  Missionary  districts,  souls,  not  square  miles,  b^ing 
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the  basis  of  comparison,  that  will,  in  respect  to  size  or  opportunity, 
or  need,  compare  favorably  as  a  Missionary  field  with,  for  example, 
\rkansas. 

Not  only,  as  matters  now  stand,  are  by  far  the  greatest  Mis- 
tionary  fields  to  be  found  in  the  South,  but  the  fact  ought  to  be 
'ecognized  that  so  far  as  the  United  Stales  is  concerned,  it  is 
l6  longer  "Westward,"  but  rather  "Southward,"  "the  star  of  Empire 
akes  its  course;"  it  is  no  longer  "Go  West,"  but  "Go  South,  young 


The  next  fifty  years  belong  to  the  great  undeveloped,  rapidly 
ncreasing,  fertile,  sunny  South,  and  not  to  the  comparatively 
ileak  and  sterile  regions  of  the  Rocky  Mountains  which  already 
kave  nearly  all  the  population  that  thev  can  sustain. 

The  impossibility  of  developing  the  Missionary  field  of  Ar- 
cansas  so  that  we  shall  have  an  average  of  more  than  one  church 
per  county  and  one  Clergyman  for  every  50,000  of  the  population, 
guid  the  fact  that  in  proportion  to  our  population  we  are  now 
receiving  less  than  one-tenth  of  what  the  Board  is  appropriating 
to  the  Western  Missionary  districts,  constitute  good  reasons  why 
the  Diocese  of  Arkansas  should  continue  to  receive  the  appropria- 
tion of  $4,500  without  reduction  for  at  least  the  next  ten  years. 

4.     I  hope  that  the  Board  will  not  resent  it  if  I  should  plead 
as  a  fourth  reason  why  the  appropriation  to  Arkansas  should  not 
l>e  reduced  at  present,  the  fact  that  Arkansas  has  not  yet  had  the 
l>enefit  of  the  increased  appropriation  for  two  years.     In  this  con- 
nection, I  caix  do  no  better  than  to  quote  from  a  letter  to  your 
liighly  esteemed  Associate  Secretary  in  reply  to  a  communication 
of  his  from  which  it  appeared  to  me  that  the  Board  misunderstood 
a  panic-stricken  protest  of  mine  against  ahe  reduction,  for,  I  will 
admit,  that  when  the  news  of  your  action  first  reached  me.  I  was 
too  badly  scared  to  write  calmly.      But  after  the  daze  nassed  off 
a  little,  I  wrote  to  him  as  follows:      "The  action  of  the  Board  of 
Managers   is  in   exact  accordance   with   my  understanding  of  the 
matter.     I  had  no  idea  that  the  conditional  appropriation  so  kindly 
made  to  my  poor  Diocese  was  binding  beyond  a  year  or  beyond 
the  resources  at  their  command.. 

"I  remember  that  you  made  this  clear  to  me,  so  much  so  that 
I  felt  some  hesitancy  about  putting  my  plans,  which  had  been 
approved  by  the  Board,  into  operation,  lest  I  might  not  be  able 
to  operate  them  more  than  a  year  or  two;  for  it  would  in  that 
case  be  a  useless  waste  of  money.  You  seemed  to  agree  with  me 
and  encouraged  me  to  hope  that  if  the  developments  in  Arkansas 
were  satisfactory  to  the  Board  and  its  income  was  sufilcient  it 
wQuId  doubtless  be  disposed  to  continue  the  appropriation  from 
year  to  year,  so  that  I  might  be  enabled  to  carry  out  my  ten  years' 
scheme  of  work  and  thereby  get  Arkansas  out  of  the  rut  upon  self- 
supporting  ground.  I  also  talked  the  outlook  over  with  one  of  the 
older  members  of  the  Board,  I  think  the  Bishop  of  Long  Island, 
and  he  was  of  your  opinion. 
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"I  do  not  argue  that  these  expressions  of  sympathy  and  good 
will  bound  the  Board,  but  they  were  straws  of  hope,  and  I  am  sure 
that  no  member  of  the  Board,  who  realizes  my  situation,  will 
blame  me  for  grasping  at  them. 

"But  I  based  the  hope  of  a  continuation  of  the  Board's  appro- 
priation for  more  than  a  year  chiefly  upon  the  ground  that  nearly 
all  of  its  members  are  experienced  Missionaries  and  practical  busi- 
ness men.  Several  of  them  are  Bishops,  and  others  are  rectors  of 
great  Parishes  which  carry  on  Missionary  enterprises  that  cost  much 
more  than  all  that  T  can  hope  to  secure  from  every  source  for  my 
vast  undeveloped  field;  and  all  the  members  must  have  been 
selected  for  their  positions  of  great  responsibility  because  of  well- 
known  and  acknowledged  aptitude  for  practical  business  affairs. 
I  felt  that  in  my  two  addresses,  one  before  the  Board  in  September, 
1899.  and  the  other  before  the  Executive  Committee  in  October 
of  the  same  year,  I  had  convinced  a  good  majority  of  your  mem- 
bers of  the  desperate  weakness,  but  great  opportunities,  of  the 
Church  in  Arkansas,  and  that  such  Bishops,  rectors  atid  business 
men,  being  so  far  convinced  of  the  truth  of  my  representations  as 
to  vote  me  what  I  asked  for,  would  not,  unless  it  became  absolutely 
necessary  by  want  of  income,  withdraw  the  appropriation,  so  long  as 
I  carried  out  my  exceedingly  difficult  part  of  the  contract." 

Brethren  of  the  Board,  I  beg  of  you  not  to  take  unfavorable 
action  in  respect  to  this  plea  for  the  continuation  of  the  whol3 
appropriation  to  Arkansas.  Make  any  conditions  that  commend 
themselves  to  you,  but  let  me  have  the  $4,500  per  year  without 
reduction  until  I  have  had  reasonable  time  to  put  the  Diocesa  of 
Arkansas  on  as  good  footing  as  that  now  occupied  by  the  Western 
Missionary  districts. 

I  have  the  honor  of  subscribing  myself  with  great  respect.

The  following  articles  which  appeared  in  the  February  and 
March,  1901,  numbers  of  the  "Spirit  of  Missions"  are  of  sufiScient 
historical  interest  to  justify  printing  in  the  Journal  for  preservation. 

ARKANSAS  AS   A   MISSION  FIELD. 

I.     THE    STATE. 

The  name  "Arkansas"  means  '*the  land  of  the  handsome  Indian 
man;"  and  tradition  has  it  that  the  men  among  the  copper-colored 
aborigines  of  North  America  who  inhabited  this  region  were  taller, 
straighter  and  more  regular  in  feature  than  other  Indians.  If 
there  is  any  truth  in  this  tradition,  it  is  largely  accounted  for  by 
the  fact  that  Arkansas  has  an  exceptionally  fine  climate,  and  that 
it  is  a  land  of  beautiful  rivers,  sparkling  springs  and  magnificent 
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forests.  The  necessaries  of  life  have  always  been  readily  procured 
liere;  the  rivers  and  lakes  are  full  of  fish;  in  the  woods,  game, 
nuts  and  wild  fruits  are  plentiful,  while  the  hot  and  other  mineral 
springs  abound  in  health-giving  properties.  The  first  settlers  of 
.Arkansas  were  Frenchmen,  who  in  1670  took  up  their  abode  in 
the  southeastern  part  of  the  State,  in  the  broad  and  fertile  valley 
of  the  Mississippi  River;  but  to-day  there  remains  scarcely  a  vestige 
of  their  settlements. 

Arkansas  was  a  part  of  the  great  "Louisiana  Purchase"  from 
the  French  government  in  1803.  It  was  organized  into  a  territory 
1.11  1S19.  and  admitted  into  the  Union  as  a  State  in  1836.  A  glance 
«it  the  map  of  the  United  Statej  will  convince  those  who  are 
sccustomed  to  regard  the  State  as  a  far-off  land  that  it  is  really 
ciuite  centrally,  and  from  a  commercial  point  of  view,  mo  it  desirably 
^located. 

Topographically  Arkansas  is  divided  into  mountains,  table-  and 
lowlands.  The  lowlands  are  in  the  southeastern  part  of  the  State: 
the  rise  is  toward  the  northwest.  The  world-renowned  Hot  Springs 
.and  many  other  mineral  waters  are  scattered  everywhere  through 
^he  mountain  region.  Mount  Magazine,  between  Little  Rock  and 
JFort  Smith,  near  the  Arkansas  river,  rises  over  2,000  feet  above 
^he  level  of  the  sea,  and  is  the  highest  point  between  the  the  Alle- 
ghany and  Rocky  Mountains.  It  and  Eureka  Springs,  Mount  Meaa, 
IVinthrop,  and  other  elevations  of  nearly  the  same  height,  are 
Tapidly  becoming  popular  summer  resorts  which  draw  their  patron- 
-age  chiefly  from  St.  Louis.  Kansas  City  and  the  Northwest. 

It   is  popularly  supposed   that  the  lowlands  of  Arkansas  are 
hopele:sly  swampy.    We  have  some  swamps,  but  most  of  them  are 
redeemable.     However,  leaving  them  all  out  of  the  calculation,  we 
still  have  a  larger  area  of  dry  land  which  is  never  overflowed  than 
either  Ohio  or  Indiana  contains.     Indeed,  as  matters  now  stand, 
few  of  our  States  have  less  of  waste  lands,  and  our  swamps  will 
sometime   be   among   the   most   valuable   agricultural    portions   of 
Arkansas.     It  may  be  stated  without  fear  of  intelligent  contradiction 
that  nowhere  in  the  country  are  there  better  farming  lands.     Owing 
to  geographical     position,  the  climatic     conditions,     the  different 
elevations  and  the  variety  of  soils,  nearly  everything  can  be  prof- 
itably produced  here  that  can  be  raised  elsewhere  in  North  America. 
Arkansas  is  one  of  the  most  heavily  timbered  countries  in  the  United 
States,  and  it  is  said  that  her  forests  contain  eighty  varieties  of  wood 
in   suflftcient  Quantities   for   commercial   purposes.     The    State   has 
nearly  as  much  coal  as  Pennsylvania,  and  in  the  number  and  amount 
of  her  minerals  she  is  not  outranked  by  any  of  her  sisters.     She 
is  also  blessed  with  far  more  than  the  average  mileage  of  navi- 
gable streams,  having,  It  is  said,  3,000  miles  of  such  water  courses. 
iTntil    recently  there  have  been   comparatively   few   railroads,   and 
this  defect  has  greatly  retarded  the  development  of  the  State.     At 
Present   Arkansas   is   leading   all   other    States    in    the    important 
't«m  of  railroad  building. 
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It  will  be  asked  by  those  who  are  aware  of  the  financial  con- 
dition of  Arkansas,  "Why.  if  this  representation  i3  correct,  is  the 
State  finaccially  the  poorest  in  the  Union,  with  a  banking  credit 
of  only  $4.86  per  capital  The  explanation  is  found  in  the  fact 
that  Arkansas  was  originally  a  densely  wooded  country,  and  its 
amost  impenetrable  forests,  which  were  of  little  value  until  re- 
cently, stopped  immigration,  or  turned  it  around  the  State  into 
Texas.  Moreover,  she  was  one  of  the  thirteen  Confederate  States, 
and  the  war  was  especially  disastrous  to  her.  Owing  to  the  then 
isolated  condition  of  the  State  it  wai  the  El  Dorado  of  the  political 
adventurers  of  the  "reconstruction"  or  "carpet-bag"  period  and  the 
wholesale  robberies  committted  by  them  produced  an  almost  total 
paralysis,  from  which  the  people  are  only  now,  after  thirty-five 
years,  beginning  to  recover. 

The  bad  laws  and  name  which  Arkansas  inherited  from  the 
dreadful  period  which  succeeded  the  Civil  War  have  made  her 
until  recently  a  by-word  at  the  North  and  Ea:5t,  and  prevented  their 
capitalists  from  making  the  investments  which  have  gone  so  far 
toward  developing  and  enriching  neighboring  States.  But  eastern 
capital  and  enterprise  are  now  beginning  to  turn  the  unfailing 
forests  into  lumber,  opening  up  the  inexhaustible  mines  and  causing 
the  fertile  lands  to  yield,  in  astonishing  abundance,  a  greater  variety 
of  agricultural  products  than  is  produced  In  any  other  State.  Now 
that  the  day  of  prosperity  has  dawned,  everybody  who  knows  any- 
thing about  her  really  wonderful  retiources  realizes  that  Arkansas 
is  destined  to  take  first  rank  among  the  Southern  States.  All  admit 
that  the  future  of  this  country  lies  with  the  new  South. 

According  to  the  last  census,  the  population  of  Arkansas  Is 
1.311,564.  of  which  about  400,000  are  colored.  The  inhabitants 
are  distributed  with  unusual  evenness  throughout  the  State;  there 
are  ro  large  towns.  Little  Rock,  the  capital  and  chief  city,  has 
only  40,000  inhabitants,  but  it  is  growing  rapidly.  The  last  census 
shows  that,  in  respect  to  its  increase  of  population  and  other  ele- 
ments of  growth,  it  is  fourth  among  thirty  of  the  leading  cities 
of  the  South. 

But  the  shiftless,  benighted,  squalid  condition  of  almost  the 
entire  negro  population  and  some  even  of  the  ignorant  whites, 
baffles  de:cription  and  causes  the  hearts  of  Missionary  workers  to 
sink  within  them.  That  the  natural  resources  of  the  country  are 
exceptiorally  Rood  is  evident  from  the  fact  that  it  sustains  so  many 
"from  hand  to  mouth"  people.  This  is  perhaps  as  good  a  place 
as  any  for  confessing  that  the  Episcopal  Church  in  Arkansas  has 
only  one  poorly  supported  Mission  for  the  negroes,  and  we  are 
doirg  about  ai  much  for  them  as  any  of  the  other  bodies  of 
Christians.  In  the  present  weak  condition  of  the  white  churches 
they  cannot  be  expected  to  support  many  colored  Missions.  The 
Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society's  Commission  for  Work 
among  Colored  People  gives  us  $400  per  year  for  this  work,  $100 
for  each  100.000  of  our  colored  population!     So  far  we  have  been 
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receiving  no  other  outside  help.  Is  it  any  wonder  that  so  little 
is  being  done  by  us  for  the  uplifting  of  the  negro  race?  The  Bishop 
reports  that  he  is  sadly  in  need  of  $5,000  for  the  founding  of 
Missions  combined  with  Industrial  Schools. 

It  must  not  be   inferred   from   our   reference   to   the  shiftless 

character  of  a  portion  of  our  white  population  that  Arkansas  has 

an   exceptionally   low  percentage  of  educated   and   refined   people. 

Our   white   inhabitants,   take  them  as  they   come,   can   hold   their 

own  with  "the  rank  and  file"  of  any  other  State  in  the  Union.     In 

almost  every  community  there  is  a  large  proportion  of  men  and 

women  who.  but  for  the  fact  that  they  are  poor,  could  take  and 

maintain    their   place   in   any   social    circle   in    the   country.     For, 

as  Bishop  Brown  has  said:  "They  have  inherited  a  genuine  culture 

and    gentle   refinement   which   money   cannot   buy   and   which    the 

ravages  of  war  and  the  robberies  of  the  reconstruction  period  could 

Rot  despoil  them." 

The  Bishop  and  his  general  Missionaries  find  that  the  Episcopal 
Ohurch  appeals  strongly  to  the  large  class  of  people  and  their  pres^ 
ence  makes  Missionary  work  much  easier  here  than  in  many  other 
States.  Bishop  Brown  afllrms  that  with  the  same  resources,  two 
^fissions  can  be  successfully  planted  and  developed  in  Arkansas  to 
<3ne  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio.  For  several  years  he  was  General 
ifiklissionary  in  Ohio,  so  he  ought  to  know. 

II.       LOOKING    BACKWARD. 

The  venerable  Bishop  Pierce  once  caid  in  the  hearing  of  the 
"^jvrlter:  "There  are  now  more  Bishops  west  of  the  Mississippi  River 
'^han  there  were  priests  and  deacons  when  I.  as  a  yong  man,  went 
^o  Texas  to  take  up  MioSionary  work."    Arkansas  was  created  a 
^Bfissionary  Jurisdiction  and  the  Rev.  Leonidas  Polk,  D.  D.,  became 
Sts  first  Bishop  in  1838.     Thus  Arkansas  was  the  first  Missionary 
Jurisdiction  and  Dr.  Polk  was  the  first  trans-Misiissippian  Bishop. 
IBishop  Polk  was  a  prominent  citizen  of  Louisiana,  and  when,  in 
1841,   that  State  was  made  a  Missionary  Jurisdiction,  he  was,  at 
the  reque-t  of  the  people,  transferred  to  it.    Thus  he  had  charge 
of  Arkansas  only  about  three  years,  but  in  that  time  he  visited 
the  chief  settlements  of  the  State.    Among  other  places  he  came 
to  Little  Rock,  which,  at  the  time,  had  only  about  800  white  in- 
habitants,   and    founded    Christ    Church,    the    mother    Parish    of 
Arkansas. 

For  three  years  Bishop  Otey,  of  Tennessee,  was  acting  Bishop 
of  Arkansas.  In  1844  the  Rev.  George  Washington  Freeman,  D.  D., 
was  consecrated  to  the  Missionary  Episcopate  of  Arkansas  and 
the  Southwest.  At  that  time  there  was  not  a  single'  Clergyman  of 
the  Episcopal  Church  in  the  State.  After  his  first  visitation  the 
new  Bishop  wrote:  "The  progress  of  the  Church  must,  of  necessity, 
be  slow  for  some  time  to  come;  the  people  are  poor  and  few,  yet  1 
doubt  not  that  the  labors  of  an  able  and  prudent  Missionary  would

find  it  productive  of  much  fruit  to  the  honor  and  praise  of  God's 
Holy  Name."  Bishap  Freeman  died  in  1858.  after  an  arduous 
Episcopate  of  fourteen  years.  Owing  to  the  lack  of  money  and 
men  he  was  unable  to  accomplish  much  permanent  work.  The 
Civil  War,  which  was  co  disastrous  to  the  Church  of  the  South  In 
general,  swept  away  nearly  all  the  foundations  laid  by  him.  There 
is  no  church  or  other  ecclesiastical  building  erected  in  this  day 
to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  this  Bishop,  who,  being  the  first  to 
really  cast  his  lot  with  our  people  and  to  die  in  the  field,  is  entitled 
to  be  regarded  as  the  Apostle  of  the  great  Southwest.  Even  his 
grave  in  Mount  Holly  Cemetery,  Little  Rock.  is. marked  only  by 
a  little  headstone,  is  orf^inarily  passed  by  unnoticed,  ahd  cannot 
be  found  by  a  stranger  without  much  difficulty. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Henry  Champlain  Lay,  S.  T.  D.,  who  succeeded 
Bishop  Freeman,  was  consecrated  on  the  eve  of  the  Civil  War, 
and  when  it  was  over  he  reported  that  there  was  not  a  single 
Clergyman  in  Arkansas  having  charge  of  a  congregation.  There 
were  two  or  three  in  the  State,  but  their  church  buildings  had 
been  destroyed  and  their  people  so  impoverished  that  they  were 
obliged  to  go  to  cotton  raising  in  order  to  support  their  families. 
After  endeavoring  to  make  brick  without  straw  for  ten  years  until 
1869,  the  BiShop  accepted  an  election  to  the  Episcopate  of  the  newly- 
established  Diocese  of  Easton.  The  poverty  of  his  people  aid  the 
lack  of  response  to  his  appeals  to  the  Church  prevented  him  from 
accomplishing  much  in  Arkansas,  but  he  did  the  Church  at  large 
an  estimable  service,  for  which  he  should  ever  be  held  in  grateful 
remembrance.  He  wai  one  of  the  two  Southern  Bishops  who  at- 
tended the  first  General  Convention  after  the  war  held  in  old  St. 
Andrew's,  Philadelphia,  and,  as  the  writer  was  told  by  an  eye- 
witness to  the  important  and  historic  scene,  it  was  owing  chiefly 
to  the  dignity  and  tact  displayed  by  Bishop  Lay  and  Bishop  Atkinson 
and  to  the  magnanimity  of  Bishop  Coxe  that  the  Church  escaped  the 
misfortune  of  a  geographical  division  such  as  was  perpetuated  by 
the  Methodists,  Preibyterians  and  others. 

Though  Bishop  Lay  was  a  hard  worker,  when  he  left  Arkansas 
there  were  only  eight  congregations  of  the  Church  in  the  State. 
All  of  these  are  still  existing,  and  it  is  noteworthy  as  showing 
that  the  weakness  of  the  Church  in  Arkansas  Is  not  due  to  the 
character  of  the  population ;  in  none  of  those  places  does  our 
congregation  take  second  rank,  and  in  several  of  them  we  easily 
stand  first.  They  are  located  at  Little  Rock,  Washington,  Helena, 
Pine  Bluff.  Camden,  Fayetteville,  Van  Buren,  and  Batesville,  and 
with  the  exception  of  Christ  Church,  Little  Rock,  St.  John's,  Helena, 
and  Grace  Church.  W^ashington.  these  are  small  and  poor.  There 
is  no  record  of  the  communicants,  but  it  Is  almost  certain  that 
the  total  number  fell  short  of  500. 

The  fourth  Bishop  of  Arkansas  was  the  Rt.  Rev.  Henry  Niles 
Pierce,  D.  D..  consecrated  In  187u.  His  first  report  to  th3  Board 
of  Missions,  made  in  October,  1870,  shows  that  of  the  congregations 
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mentioned  above,  only  two,  Christ  Church,  Little  Rock,  and  St. 
John's,  Helena,  had  at  that  time  become  self-supporting. 

During  the  earlier  years  of  Dr.  Pierce's  Episcopate  the  blight 
of  the  terrible  "reconstruction"  period  was  still  upon  the  land.  His 
people  could  do  practically  nothing  to  help  him  plant  and  sustain 
Mi88ion^.  and  as  he  was  unsuccessful  in  his  attempts  to  secure 
money  at  the  North  and  East,  he  had  to  do  the  best  he  could  with 
altogether  inadequate  financial  support  and  clerical  help.  Towards 
the  close  of  his  life  Arkansas  commenced  to  increase  rapidly  in 
population,  but  his  advancing  age  and  the  lack  of  resources  made 
it  impossible  for  him  to  take  anything  like  full  advantage  of  the 
multiplying  opportunities  for  the  planting  and  developing  of  the 
Church. 

The  war  rendered  the  maintenance  of  a  Missionary  Jurisdiction 
in  the  South  impossible.  Arkansas,  therefore,  became  a  Diocese. 
When  the  war  ended.  Bishop  Lay  felt  that,  as  the  Church  was  so 
desperately  weak  and  poor,  Arkanras  should  again  become  a  Mis- 
sionary Jurisdiction.  This  was  done,  but  to  the  great  dissatisfaction 
of  some  of  the  leading  churchmen  of  the  South.  Bishop  Pierce 
and  the  leaders  among  the  few  Clergymen  and  Laymen  of  Arkansas 
sympathized  with  the  Southern  Bishops,  and  in  1871  reorganized  the 
Church  in  Arkansas  into  a  Diocese. 

Bishop  Pierce  shortly  before  his  death  stated  that  over  and 
above  the  $1,500  per  year  appropriated  by  the  Board  of  Minsions 
for  the  work  of  Church  extension  in  Arkansas  he  had  not  received 
80  much  as  $1,000  in  the  course  of  the  twenty-nine  years  of  his 
Episcopate.  We  are  glad  to  note  that  our  brethren  of  the  North 
and  East  whom  God  hai  blessed  with  means  and  a  disposition  to 
help  the  Bishops  of  great  Missionary  fields,  are  waking  up  to  the 
needs  and  possibilities  of  the  Southwest  and  that  therefore  Bishop 
Brown's  Episcopate  bids  ftiir  to  be  an  era  of  rapid  growth  for  the 
Church  in  Arkansas. 

LOOKI.NG    FORWARD. 

When  Bishop  Brown  came  to  us  there  were  only  six  self- 
supporting  Parishes,  and  three  of  these  were  so  burdened  with 
debt  that  but  little  could  be  expected  from  them  toward  the  support 
of  the  great  Missionary  work  to  which  he  was  called,  and  two  of 
the  other.3  were  so  weak  financially  that  they  could  barely  stand 
alone.  Two  of  these  Parishes  were  located  at  Little  Rock,  and  one 
each  at  Fort  Smith,  Hot  Springs,  Pine  Bluff  and  Helena.  There 
were  also  seven  small  Mission  Parishes  located  at  Eureka  Springs, 
Van  Buren,  Batesville,  Newport,  Marianna,  Forrest  City,  Camden, 
and  Hope.  The  majority  of  these  were  without  rectors  and  were 
dispirited  by  their  weakness.  The  Bishop  could  not  look  for  much 
Missionary  help  from  such  congregations.  There  were  other  places, 
perhaps  a  dozen  in  all,  to  be  found  in  the  Dioce2an  Journal  and 
Church  Almanac  lists,  but  none  of  them  had  much   if  any  more 
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than  a  name  to  live.  They  did  not  represent  a  hundred  commu- 
nicants nor  $500  towards  the  support  of  the  services.  Among  these 
were  Brinkley.  Dardanelle,  El  Dorado,  Imboden,  Jonesboro,  Lake 
Village,  Mammoth  Spring,  Morrilton,  Prezcott  and  Rocky  Comfort 

In  his  address  to  the  General  Convention  at  Washington  a  few 
months  after  his  consecration.  Bishop  Brown  said:  "There  are 
fifty-six  counties  in  the  Dioce:e  of  Arkansas  in  which  we  have  at 
this  time  no  organized  representation  of  the  Church,  and  103  towns 
of  from  300  to  5.000  inhabitants  where  the  services  are  not  main- 
tained." The  Bishop  might  have  gone  on  to  say  that  the  Episcopal 
Church  ha 3  only  one  communicant  to  every  451  of  the  population, 
one  Parochial  Clergyman  to  every  125.000;  and  that  there  are  some 
counties  in  the  State  in  which  there  is  no  resident  pastor  of  any 
body  of  Christians.  Bishop  Pierce  made  or  encouraged  several 
attempts  to  found  :chools  and  hospitals,  but  at  present  there  are  no 
Church  schools,  and  the  only  charitable  institution  in  the  Diocese 
is  a  very  small  and  poorly  supported  orphanage  at  Helena. 

The  resources  of  Arkansas  exceed  those  of  Texas  and  equal 
those  of  Missouri.  The  growth  of  the  State  during  Bishop  Pierce's 
Episcopate  is  an  indication  of  the  development  that  may  be  ex- 
pected when  her  dense  forests  have  been  cleared,  her  valuable  mines 
opened,  and  her  rich  soil  cultivated.  In  Bishop  Polk's  time  there 
were  only  30.000  people  in  Arkansas;  at  Bishop  Freeman's  death 
only  97.000.  But  in  Bishop  Lay's  days  they  increased  to  200,000, 
and  in  those  of  Bishop  Pierce  to  1,300,000.  By  way  of  illustrating 
the  growth  of  Arkansas  and  the  consequent  opportunities  of  the 
Church,  it  is  only  necessary  to  state  that  there  are  towns  in  the 
State  with  as  many  as  3.000  inhabitants  which  were  not  in  existence 
three   years   ago. 

If  Bishop  Brown's  plans  for  the  development  of  his  extensive 
field  can  be  carried  out.  the  Church  in  Arkansas  will,  from  this  on, 
not  only  keep  pace  with  the  remarkable  growth  of  the  State,  but 
recover  much  of  the  loit  ground.  That  his  plans  are  practicable 
and  capable  of  execution  in  case  the  requisite  money  can  be  secured 
will  appear  sufficiently  evident  from  the  fact  that  they  were  put 
into  operation  by  him  when  he  was  the  General  Missionary  ot 
Ohio  and  worked  for  many  years  there  with  great  success.  A  most 
encouraging  feature  of  the  Bishop's  policy  is  the  comparatively  little 
money  required  for  the  development  of  this  great  Mission  field. 
With  $9,000  a  year  in  outside  help  he  can  support  two  General  Mis- 
sionaries, twelve  or  fifteen  Circuit  Missionaries,  build  each  year 
five  new  churches,  three  rectories,  and  place  three  new  Clergymen 
in  the  field.  If  this  can  be  done,  in  ten  years  Arkansas  will  be  a 
self-supporting  and  moderately  strong  Diocese.  Of  course  all  this 
could  not  be  done  with  $9,000.  but  the  Bishop  expects  the  people 
among  whom  the  Church  is  newly  planted  or  revived  to  do  all  they 
can  for  themselves.  The  new  congregations  this  year  chiefly  through 
the  efforts  of  the  General  Missionaries  have  furnished  the  Bishop 
$8,300  of  the  funds  required  for  the  extensive  work. 
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One  of  the  Bishop's  measures  for  the  development  of  the 
Diocesan  Mission  field  was  the  appointment  of  two  Clergymen  to 
-serve  as  General  Missionaries.  He  gave  them  the  title  of  Archdeacon 
-and  divided  the  Diocese  equally  between  them.  The  Rev.  R.  W. 
Rhames,  M.  A.,  is  the  Archdeacon  of  Eastern,  and  the  Rev.  W.  D. 
Williams,  D.  D..  the  Archdeacon  of  Western  Arkansas.  The  appoint- 
ment of  these  men,  for  all  practical  purposes,  secures  to  Arkansas 
three  Missionary  Bishops.  They  are  constantly  going  the  rounds  of 
their  enormous  jurisdictions,  ministering  to  our  many  isolated  people, 
visiting  the  new  towns  that  are  everywhere  springing  up  and  taking 
advantage  of  all  good  oportunlties  to  plant  the  Church.  Nor  are 
they  content  with  planting.  They  give  much  well-spent  time  to 
the  helping:  of  our  younger  or  less  experienced  Missionaries  to 
develop  their  stations  into  self-supporting  Parishes  or  Missionary 
Circuits. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  an  important  feature  of  the  Bishop' ^ 
plan  is  that  no  congregation  shall  receive  aid  for  more  than  live 
years.  In  that  time  all  Mission  congregations  must  either  develop 
Into  self-supporting  Parishes  or  be  joined  to  a  self-supporting  circuit 
of  Missions.  Upon  coming  to  the  Diocese  the  Bishop  found  that 
five  or  ^ix  congregations  which  had  been  receiving  aid  for  many 
years  were  absorbing  nearly  all  the  Missionary  funds.  One  of 
ttese  congregations  has  already  been  forced  to  a  self-supporting 
<;ondition.  The  stipend  of  another  has  been  reduced  from  $200  to 
^100,  and  it  will  give  that  up  at  the  close  of  the  present  fiscal  year. 
"The  others  are  each  receiving  $100  less  than  they  did  two  years  ago, 
mnd  the  entire  stipend  of  $250  has  been  taken  from  a  superannuated 
Clergyman  for  whose  support  the  Bishop  is  making  a  successful 
effort  to  provide  by  private  subscription. 

Within  the  past  twelve  months  five  new  churches  have  been 
erected  and  four  good  rectories  built  or  bought  at  an  aggregate  cost 
of  at  least  $12,000,  and  thefe  is  cot  a  cent  of  indebtedness  upon 
any  of  these  properties.  The  Diocese  pays  the  Bishop's  salary  of 
$1,500  and  gives  him  $1,000  toward  his  Missionary  work.  This 
is  all  we  can  possibly  do  for  the  present,  but  we  shall  gradually 
Improve  in  our  giving  capacity.  We  wish  that  God  would  raise 
us  up  some  benefactors  who  would  build  us  three  houses,  one  for 
the  Bishop,  and  one  for  each  of  the  Archdeacons.  If  we  had  the 
money  with  which  to  build  these  houses,  ground  could  be  secured 
for  them. 

APPENDIX  III. 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

We,  the.  Committee  on  State  of  the  Church,  beg  leave  to  record 
Our  profound  thankfulness  to  Almighty  God  for  the  maAy  mani- 
festations of  life  and  progress  throughout  the  Diocese.  Another 
t.i«relve  months  have  brought  about  a  wonderful  change — even  the 
^rand  record  of  last  year  has  been  surpassed.      Church  people  in 
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many  of  the  towns  and  villages  of  the  State  who  have  been  waiting 
and  yearning  for  years  for  Epsicopal  and  priestly  yisitatlons  have 
at  last  been  gladdened  and  strengthened  by  the  gracious  presence 
and   tender  and   loving  administration   of  our  dear  Diocesan  and 

his  faithful  Archdeacons.      Truly,  it  is  with  rejoicing  hearts  that  

we  observe  everywhere  marks  of  encouragement.  Thus  we  real- 
ize that  the  dawn  is  past,  and  high  noon  is  at  hand  for  the  Church 

in  Arkansas. 

At  the  earnest  solicitation  of  the  Bishop,  the  Rev.  Robert  W. 
Forsyth,  of  St.  Matthew's  Church.  Philadelphia,  visited  the  Diocese 
in  February  in  the  interest  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Mission- 
ary Society.     This  reverend  gentleman  of  splendid  culture,  of  great 
charm  of  personality  and  of  elocution,  and  powerful  spiritual  enthu- 
siasm gave  additional  impulse  to  the  Mission  work. 

The  Conciliar  year  draws  to  a  close,  and  the  reports  read  in 
the  Council  show  that  under  the  wise  administration  inaugurated 
by  the  Bishop,  the  promise  in  lent  year's  record  of  "constantly  in- 
creasing growth  and  expansion"  has  been  more  than  fulfilled. 
More  than  $1,200  have  been  given  this  year  for  Diocesan  Missions. 
This  is  truly  the  high-water  mark,  for  it  means  twice  as  much 
as  has  ever  been  given  before  in  the  history  of  the  Diocese. 
Seven  churches  have  been  built  and  consecrated — not  including 
Christ  Church,  established  in  1839  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Leonidas  Polk, 
first  Missionary  Bishop  of  Arkansas  and  the  Southwest,  which  has 
been  Justly  called  the  Mother  Church  of  the  West  and  Southwest, 
which  is  to  be  consecrated  on  Sunday  next  (Ma/  12).  On  that 
happy  occasion  the  gifted  and  eloquent  Bishop  of  Tennessee  is  to 
preach  the  consecration  sermon.  A  $5,000  organ  will  be  placed 
within  her  hallowed  walls  by  next  fall. 

Several  rectories  have  been  built  and  paid  for.  A  beautiful 
rectory  costing  $3,000  will  be  completed  in  Trinity  Parish,  Pine 
Bluff,  without  one  cent  of  debt  on  it. « 

Trinity  Cathedral  has  been  verily  restored  to  vigorous  life,. 
after  a  period  of  orphanage  caused  by  the  death  of  Bishop  Pierce. 
With  the  same  loving  enthusiasm  disseminated  by  Bishop  Brown 
wherever  he  may  be,  he  has  collected  the  scattered  flock,  assisted 
ably  by  Dean  Robottom.  and  it  is  now  being  cared  for  "in  a  good 
pasture." 

The  confirmations  have  been  unprecedented  throughout  the 
Diocese.  The  Bishop's  report  of  his  individual  work  within  and 
without  the  Diocese  for  which  he  has  sacrificed  health  and  means, 
must  be  gleaned  necessarily  from  the  pages  of  the  Journal.  The 
thanks  of  the  Diocese  are  sincerely  and  gratefully  tendered  to  him 
as  a  faithful  Shepherd,  and  to  the  many  friends  East,  who  have 
been  so  responsive  to  his  earnest  appeals  in  behalf  of  .the  Diocese. 

The  Woman's  Auxiliary,  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  J.  .B. 
Pillow,  of  St,  John's  Branch,  Helena,  having  become  familiar  with 
the  method  of  work,  has  lent  a  helping  hand  to  the  Bishop  and  his 
Clergy.      The  reports  for  the  several   branches  now  in  operation 
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in  the  Diocese  prove  that  its  influence  is  largely  on  tha  increase, 
and  is  felt  to  be  a  modest  but  significant  factor  by  the  Board 
of  Missions. 

The  Daughters  of  the  King,  for  the  first  time,  are  holding  a 
State  convention  in  connection  with  our  Diocesan  Council.  It 
would  be  impossible  for  your  committee  to  spe&A  too  highly  of 
the  wonderful  and  beautiful  work  this  blessed  order  of  consecrated 
women,  here  and  there,  are  accomplishing  in  the  sevaral  Parishes 
of  the  Diocese.  Your  committee  would  recommend  to  every  Clergy- 
man, who  may  be  without  this  order  in  his  Parish,  to  establish 
a  Chapter  at  once,  for  it  will  mean  a  spiritual  uplift  to  you  and 
your  Parish. 

May  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church,   and   the   Shepherd  and 

Bishop  of  our  souls,  bless  our  beloved  Diocesan  (and  restore  him 

to  health  again),  the  Clergy  and  the  Laity;  and  may  we  all  daily 

increase  in  His  Holy  Spirit  more  and  more  until  we  come  unto  His 

everlasting   kingdom.

For  the  CQmmittee, 

APPEXDIX  IV. 

I^EPORT  OF  MISSIONARY  WORK  BY  ARCHDEACON  RHAMES. 

ZTo  the  Bishop  and  Brethren  of  the  Dioceve  of  Arkansas: 

One  year  ago  the  Missionary  territory  of  Eastern  Arkansas 
'^ffSLS  a  vast  unoccupied  field,  numbering  forty-five  stations.  These 
places  contained  from  two  or  three  to  twenty  five  members,  except- 
ing in  the  old  "Immanuel"  Parish,  Chicot  County,  which  numbered 
xibout  forty  souls.  I  have  now  a  corrected  list  of  all  the  Church 
people  in  this  field,  and  have  enrolled  322  not  known  ofiicially  in 
the  Diocese  of  Arkansas  before.  This  was  verily  a  "flock  without 
21  shepherd." 

It  was  my  first  duty  to  minister  to  these  people.  As  a  Clergy- 
man of  the  Church,  Church  people  have  a  claim  on  me  wherever 
I  go,  at  all  times  and  in  all  places.  I  invariably  find  them  faithful 
and  loyal.  I  only  know  of  one  church  member  in  all  Eastern  Ar- 
kansas who  does  not  want  to  see  me,  and  thinks  it  is  foolish  for 
Episcopalians  to  try  to  do  anything.  But  there  is  one  real  living 
specimen  of  a  timid  faithless  churchman.  He  was  surprised  when 
I  found  him.  and  offered  me  some  serious  advice,  urging  me  to 
give  up  a  useless  task.  I  could  give  you  his  name  so  that  you  m'ght 
avoid  meeting  his  cold-blooded  discouragements,  but  I  fear  this 
might  prejudice  him  against  the  reformation  I  have  planned  for 
his  case.  On  the  whole  I  am  proud  of  the  Missionary  congrega- 
tion of  Eastern  Arkansas.  I  deem  it  equal  to  any  congregation  of 
like  numbers  in  the  State  in  intelligence,  wealth,  and  social  and 
I>olitical  influence.  I  know  them  by  name,  I  enjoy  visiting  them  in 
their  homes.  I  feel  grateful  for  their  continued  and  generous  hos- 
pitality.    W,e  talk  over  life's  problems,  matters  of  joy  and  sorrow. 
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matters  of  education  and  business,  and  wherever  occasion  offers 
the  Church's  sacraments  of  the  Grace  of  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord 
are  administered. 

But  as  Archdeacon  It  is  not  my  duty  to  minister  to  the  Church 
people  only.  While  doing  this  it  is  my  special  duty  to  work  for  the 
extension  of  Christ's  kingdom.  The  scattered  Church  people  are 
in  one  sense  the  most  important  members  of  the  Church.  They 
are  scattered  abroad  to  prepare  the  way  of  the  Lord  In  all  cities 
whither  He  Himself  shall  come.  They  are  missionaries  them- 
selves, and  helpers  of  those  whom  the  Church  sends  forth.  We 
propose  to  find  them  and  follow  them,  make  them  the  foundation 
of  the  work  of  God  throughout  the  land. 

It  has  been  impossible  to  give  regular  services  to  all  these 
forty-five  places,  and  so  several  places  were  combined,  to  be 
regarded  temporarily  as  districts  to  be  put  in  charge  of  Clergsrmen. 
Salaries  of  $800  were  provided  for  three  of  the.se  districts,  and 
early  last  fall  Dr.  Norton  took  charge  of  Searcy  and  Brinkley, 
where  churches  were  already  built,  and  Des  Arc,  Lonoke  and 
Devall's  iBluff ,  where  the  Church  people  subscribed  for  the  mainte- 
nance of  service  once  a  month. 

About  the  same  time  Rev.  W.  P.  Browne  took  charge  of  Jones- 
boro,   where   a   church   was   built,   arrangements   being  made   (or 
monthly   services   at   Paragould   and   Osceola.      Both   these   fields 
have  made  remarkable  progress  during    the    year.       The  Searcy 
Chapel  was  consecrated  on  June  14.  and  the  Jonesboro  Church  on 
January  22.     Classes  for  confirmation  have  been  presented  at  both 
places,  and  we  may  henceforth  look  upon  St.   Mark's.  Jonesboro.. 
and   Trinity,    Searcy,   as   permanent   centers   for  Church    work   i 
the  Diocese,  and  homes  for  resident  Clergymen.      If  these  Clergy 
men  had   not  come  I  could  have  done  little  more  the  past  yea 
than  partially  look  after  these  places,  without  doing  much  for  the- 
reat of  the  field. 

Being  released  from  the  care  of  eight  of  the  most  important 
Missions,  I  found  the  greatest  chance  for  development  in  the  south- 
eastern district.  Early  last  summer  church  buildings  were  pro- 
jected for  Arkansas  City,  Monticello  and  Lake  Village.  The  com- 
bination of  resources  and  opportunities  have  produced  different 
results.  At  Arkansas  City  a  building  was  undertaken,  planned  for 
conversion  into  a  seven-room  rectory.  It  Is  not,  therefore,  quite 
churchly  in  exterior  appearance.  But  It  is  finished  nicely  within 
and  without,  and  furnished  with  polished  oak  furniture  intended 
for  the  future  church,  at  a  total  cost  of  $1,100.  This  building  stands 
on  one  of  the  best  quarter  blocks  in  the  city,  fronting  the  new  court- 
house, and  the  whole  property  is  easily  worth  $1,500. 

At  Monticello  the  wisest  investment  for  the  Church  seemed  to 
be  the  purchase  of  a  quarter  block  centrally  located  with  a  dwell- 
ing house  on  it  capable  of  being  converted  Into  a  chapel  seating 
seventy-five  persons,  and  leaving  four  living  rooms.  This  property 
was  bought  for  $1,000,  and  with  about  $100  e^vended.on  remodel- 
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;,  is  now  complete.  The  chapel  is  appropriately  finished  and  fur- 
"■i^ished  (by  jrifts  from  St.  John's.  Helena;  and  Trinity,  Pine  Bluff), 
work  was  greatly  assisted  by  the  services  of  Mr.  Walter  Bruce. 
Helena,  during  Lent.  This  property  is  conservatively  estimated 
to  be  worth  $1,200. 

Immanuel   Parish,   Chicot   County,   responded    at   once   to   the 
X>i:opo8ltion  to  build  again  on  the  old  church  lot  in  Lake  Village. 
But  this  Parish  is  a  broad  domain.     Its  members  are  scattered  over 
tlie    -whole  county,  and  it  required  several  days  traveling  In  skiff" 
VI  p    and  down  Lake  Chicot,  and  over  the  wide  plantations  through 
Sunnyside,  Lakeport,  Lee'3  Landing,  Alexanders,  Cariola  and  Big 
X^ake,  in  order  to  get  the    necessary    subscriptions.       This    work 
brought  me  to  homes  which  had   not  been  visited   by  a  Church 
O^lergryman  since  the  war.      The  building  undertaken  at  Lake  Vil- 
lage is  a  churchly  structure  on  Gothic  lines,  seating  150.  with  large 
'vestry  room  and  entrance  porches.       It    stands    "Half    down  the 
^village  street,"  fronting  the  lake  which  is  fast  becoming  famous 
stB  a  pleasure  resort  of  the  South.     This  church  is  finished  and  fur- 
:Kiished  inside  in  hard  pine  natural  color  and  will  cost  $1,000.     The 
X>roperty  is  worth  $1,200. 

Another  desirable  movement  of  the  past  year  was  the  estab- 
l.i8hment  of  the  Church  in  Conway.     I  made  three  or  four  ineffectual 
'Visits  except  to  learn  the  lay  of  the  land.  ■   I  then  determined  upon 
liursuing  a  course  of  aggre:sive  Missionary  effort.     I  borrowed  the 
«>ld  Methodist  church  and  announced  services  for  two  weeks  three 
'times  a  day.      The  hours  of  service  painted  on  strips  of  canvas 
^were  tacked  on  the  sides  of  the  church  and  over  the  front  door. 
"The  bell  was  rung  promptly  and  the  attendance  and  interest  grad- 
ually increased.     At  the  close  of  this  effort  I  had  a  class  of  eight 
for  confirmation,  and  former  members  of  the  church  were  enrolled. 
It  now  became  necessary  to  provide  a  home  for  this  congregation, 
and   we  advanced  from  borrowing    to  buying    the    old   Methodist 
church.      The  building  was  owned    by    a    benevolent    gentlem.an. 
Colonel  W.  W.  Martin.      It  stands  on  a  corner  of  three  lots  cen- 
trally located,  and  was  offered  to  the  Episcopalians  of  Conway  for 
the   extremely  low   sum   of  $400,   In   yearly   installments   of   $100. 
This  offer  was  promptly  accepted.     The  first  $100  was  given  by  the 
people  of  Conway,  and  the  building  refitted  and  interior  walls  dec- 
orated in  water  color,  apple  green  with  stencil  borders  in  red  and 
gold   by  the  church  members  themselves.      The  organ  was  given 
by    Colonel  J.   G.   B.    Simms.      The    deed   has   been   executed   and 
Placed  In  escrow.     A  guild  has  been  formed  to  look  after  the  future 
Payments,  and  St.  Peter's  Church.  Conway,  Is  a  living  reality,  with 
an  organized  Sunday  School  of  twenty-five  members.      These  are 
the  tangible  results  of  new  church  building  In  Eastern  Arkansas 
during  the  past  yoar. 

But  there  Is  another  church  acquired  in  the  reopening  and  revi- 
val of  services  in  the  old  church  at  Medford.  Church  services 
liad  not  been  held  ''**re  In  twelve  or  fifteen  years,  and  the  building^ 
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had  been  actually  locked  up  for  at  least  five  or  six  years,  since  the 
last  service  of  any  kind  had  been  held.  The  dust  lay  thick  on 
the  furniture  and  the  wasps  had  built  their  nests  undisturbed  for 
several  summers  all  over  the  celling  and  on  tha  chandeliers.  But 
the  people  came  gladly  to  the  call  for  service  on  Sunday  morning. 
May  28.  Large  bouquets  of  spring  roses  were  placed  upon  the 
altar  and  prayer  desk.  The  voices  of  men  and  maidens  joined  in 
prayer  and  praise,  and  after  service  the  whole  congregation  stayed 
to  organize  a  Sunday  School,  and  to  appoint  a  committee  to  raise 
a  sum  for  regular  Sunday  services. 

While  accomplishing  these  results,  opportunities  have  been 
opening  in  other  places.  Guilds  have  been  formed  in  Dumas.  Clar- 
endon, and  Pocahontas,  each  of  which  has  funds  on  hand  for 
church  building.  Dumas  is  called  Grace  Church;  Clarendon,  Christ 
Chuch,  and  Pocahontas,  Ascension.  But  it  must  be  remembered  that 
the  church  work  is  entirely  a  new  thing  in  these  places,  and  may 
require  time.  I  confidently  expect,  however,  to  build  in  these 
promising  places  soon. 

In  holding  services  during  the  past  year,  I  have  been  gov- 
erned by  the  needs  of  the  places.  Every  place  was  visited  and  a 
service  always  held.  But  whenever  a  place  needed  special  attention, 
a  "Mission"  was  held  from  five  to  ten  days.  Such  special  efforts 
have  been  made  in  Searcy  and  Jonesboro,  as  assistance  to  the 
newly  placed  Clergy,  and  in  Des  Arc,  Pocahontas,  Arkansas  City, 
Monticello,  Morrllton  and  Conway,  under  my  own  charge.  These 
"Missions"  have  done  good  everywhere.  The  great  work  of  a 
Missionary  is  not  finding  old  members,  or  building  churches  after 
all,  but  it  is  preaching  the  gospel  of  the  kingdom,  and  teaching 
men  to  love  and  obey  the  Master.  Then  these  continued  services 
give  opportunity  for  training  the  people  in  the  Prayer  Book  ser- 
vices, which  is  the  most  effective  means  of  breaking  down  preju- 
dice, as  well  as  displacing  the  ignorance  in  which  that  prejudice 
is  rooted. 

It  is  remarkable  what  large  congregations  will  turn  out  to 
hear  the  preacher  that  wears  a  gown,  and  to  see  how  the  Prayer 
Book  service  is  worked.  But  it  is  a  fatal  mistake  to  let  them  have 
their  way  and  sit  and  look  on  while  a  few  Episcopalians,  all  more 
Or  less  rusty,  with  feeble  and  uncertain  voices  and  often  in  a  badly 
lighted  room,  emphasize,  by  a  poor  performance,  what  most  out- 
siders already  consider  a  difficult  and  complex  undertaking.  This 
method  caricatures  the  church  service  from  the  first.  Church 
services  were  never  intended  as  play  worship  to.be  rendered  for 
the  entertainment  of  an  audience.  It  is  intended  that  the  dearly 
beloved  who  have  a  mind  to  come  to  the  service  shall  open  the 
books  and  join  heartily  in  response  and  psalter,  in  creed  and 
prayer.  The  Church  Missionary  must  have  Prayer  Books  and 
teach  the  people  how  to  use  them,  and  get  them  to  use  them  from 
the  very  first.  My  way  of  doing  this  is  simple.  Tell  ths  people 
the  truth.      Tell  them  it  is  easy  to  find  the  places  in  the  Prayer 
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Book  if  they  will  open  the  books  and  try.      Tell  them  they  will 
enjoy  the  service  if  they  will  join  in.     Tell  them  they  will  go  away 
<lisappointed  if  they  simply  look  on.     Tell  them  looking  at  worship 
is  one  g|*eat  cause  for  modern  nonchurch  going.        Tell  them  you 
tiare  not  allow  the  practice  of  looking  at  religious  worship  to  con- 
tinue, bflt  that   the  ictiled  conclusions  of  ^iatoricCiiristlanity  as  ex- 
pressed in  the  Church  to  which  you  belong,  demand  that  you  ask 
everybody  to  find  the  places  and  join  in  the  service.     The  result 
will   not  be  disappointing.      Young  and  old  will  take  your  advice. 
Thejr   will  feel  as  though  they  were  having  a  special   treat,  and 
before  you  leave  you  will  have  requests  from  outsiders  for  copies 
of  tile  Prayer  Book  to  take  home.     This  will  be  a  great  gain.     The 
▼ay  to  introduce  the  Episcopal  Church  into  a  community  and  make 
H  take  root  there  and  grow,  is  not  by  the  song  of  theory  or  the 
heat    of  argument  or  the  coloring  of  ritual,  but  by  actual  demon- 
stration of  what  it  is  when  heartily  and  honestly  used. 

The  point  that  I  would  emphasize  is  that  we  must  be  in  earn- 

^t,     terribly  in  earnest,  in  all  Missionary  work.      This  will  carry 

the    oonviction  that  we  mean  what  we  say,  even  if  we  do  say  it  out 

of  ^    book,  and  the  influence  will  be  reflective  for  the  earnest  saying 

of  Vtke  wholesome  words  which  are  taught  us  by  our  Mother  Church 

^^11     make  us  happier  and  purer  in  the  service  of  God  and  man. 

-As  I  look  back  over  the  year,  I  remember  many  grand  congre- 

W^ions,  where  hundreds  of  people  Joined  heartily  in  the  services, 

^^     thanked  me  warmly  afterward  for  insisting  on  the  use  of  the 

^^^^'^er  Book.     All  told,  I  have  preached  234  times;  bapti2^ed  eleven, 

toll!:*    of  whom  were  adults;    presented   eighteen  for  conflrmation; 

asstisted  in  the  consecration  of  four  churches;  solemnized  two  mar- 

^^K«s;    buried  four,   and   celebrated   Holy  Communion  twenty-one 

^*^*^^.      I  have  collected  in  cash  for  church  buildings  $3,500,  and 

^'^^  secured  property  worth  $6,100,  and  for  church  work  in  Ar- 

*^**isfs.  $207.82.      I  have  raised  by    pledges  for  ministerial  support, 

|2»3^0,     Report  in  bank  from  guilds,  $250,  making  a  sum  total  of

APPEXDIX  V. 

RE2F»0RT  OF  MISSIONARY  WORK  BY  VEN.  W.  D.  WILLIAMS,  D.  D. 

"It  seems  so  easy  some  soul  to  bless." 

It  makes  a  man's  heart  glad  to  see  a  garden  springing  up  in 
^^^riai  beauty,  where  there  has  been  nothing  but  barren  desert. 
^^  xxiakes  angels  sing  for  joy,  and  Christ  to  see  the  travail  of  His 
^^\i\  when  the  beginnings  of  spiritual  life  and  beauty  appear  in  the 
™*^8t  of  a  moral  wilderness.  We  bring  you  tidings  of  development 
^^^  beauty. 

There  are,  in  the  Archdeaconry  of  Western  Arkansas,  thirty- 
^  Sht  counties,  covering  rn  area  equal  to  that  of  Maryland.  Dela- 
^^re  and  New  Jersey  combined.    In  seventeen    of  these  counties 
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no  service  of  the  Church  is  held ;  and,  so  far  as  we  know,  never  has 
been.  Of  the  remaining  twenty-one  counties  four  have  had  ser- 
vices the  past  year  for  the  first  time.  It  is  our  purpose  by  the 
help  of  God.  that  the  service  of  the  Church  shall  be  said  at  some 
point  in  every  county  w^ithin  the  district. 

Within  Western  Arltansas  there  are  twelve  Parishes,  and  we 
have  had  the  glad  privilege,  during  the  year,  of  preaching  the 
word  from  every  pulpit,  save  one;  and  of  assisting  in  the  services 
of  them  all.  There  are  six  Missions,  and  sixteen  preaching  sta- 
tions, in  all  of  w^hich  sermons  have  been  preached,  and  other  ser- 
vices rendered.  W^e  have  preached  more  than  three  hundred  times, 
besides  delivering  numerous  addresses,  superintending  Sunday 
Schools,  presiding  over  guilds  ard  vestries,  canvassing  for  church 
funds,  repairing  edifices,  building  new  chapels,  and  redeeming  f6r- 
felted  church  property.  To  accomplish  these  ends  we  have  writ- 
ten nearly  two  thousand  letters,  and  traveled  more  than  eighteen 
thousand  miles. 

A  kind  Providence  favored  us  with  health  and  strength,  and 
opened  the  way  to  homes  and  hearts  of  many  outside  the  Protes- 
tant Episcopal  Church.  The  sincere  courtesy  of  brethren  of  vari- 
ous denominations  has  been  cordial  and  Christian;  and  we  take 
occasion  to  publicly  avow  our  grateful  acknowledgments  for  kind- 
nesses received.  In  two  instances  we  passed  the  offertory  of  the 
service  out  of  our  hands  for  denominational  work.  Freely  we 
received,  freely  we  gave. 

We  have  baptized   thirty- four    persons,    nine  of  them  adults. 
f^op^^^  n  •  thei^e  V  p-  e  within  existing  Parishes,  but  twenty-flve  were 
baptized   at   preaching    stations,   not  one    of  whom    would    hav 
received  the  holy  ordinance  by  a  minister  of  the  Church,  had  it 
not  been  for  our  general  missionary  work,  and  some  would   no 
have  been  baptized  at  all.      We  have  presented  eight*  persons  fo 
confirmation — all  from  preaching  stations.      But  baptism  and  con 
firmation  are  not  the  sum  and  end  of  responsibility.      Only  rea 
Mission  work,  costly  both  in  men  and  money,  avails  to  melt  away 
sectarian  prejudice  and  ignorant  apathy.     Real  change  of  attitude*, 
like  change  of  character,  is  a  work  of  time. 

Much  of  western  Arkansas  Is  won  from  the  wilderness,  but 
resources  of  every  kind  are  on  the  fringe  of  a  wonderful  develop- 
ment. A  marvelous  diversity  of  valley,  foothills  and  mountains- 
afford  a  great  range  of  altitude  and  climate  within  a  short  radius, 
irntold  possibilities  lie  before  us,  in  the  way  of  material  advance- 
ment. Shall  there  be  equal  progress  in  spiritual  upbuilding?  The 
commercial  seer  discerns  a  mighty  future  for  this  region  of  super- 
lative attractiveness.  Shall  not  the  people  of  God  hold  what  they 
have,  and  get  what  they  can  for  the  kingdom  of  Christ?  Shall 
we  not  be  intent  in  laying,  deep  and  wide,  the  foundations  for  many 
generations? 

The  twenty-eight  places  where  the  Church  is  at  work,  or  rep- 
resented, may  b^  designated  as  places  new,  and  places  old.      And 
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there  are  many  small  places,  with  a  population  from  fifty  to  five 
hundred,  not  only  without  a  place  for  religious  service,  but  with 
no   religious   appointment   of   any   kind.      The   mining   district  of 
northwest  Arkansas  is  attracting  wide  attention.     There  is  prom- 
ise of  unprecedented  development.      They  are  entering  that  terri- 
tory, through  Eureka  Springs  and  other  gateways,  by  scores  every 
day.     There  are  thousands  living  in  shacks  and  tents,  with  no  relig- 
ious  privileges   whatever.      It  may  not   be  expedient  to  organize 
Missions  in  lumber  camps  and  mining  neighborhoods,  but  it  is  the 
mind  of  the  Master  that  all  His  dispersed  disciples  should  hear  the 
^ruth;    and  as   Arkansas  must  depend,   for  many  years   to  come, 
on  outside  capital  for  the  development  of  its  abundant  resources, 
so  the  Mis3iorary  ground  can  be  held  only  as  the  generous  East  shall 
make  it  possible. 

The  places  where  the  Church  has  long  had  a  name  to  live 
may  be  classed  as  coming  under  the  terms:  Abandoned,  Disablsd, 
Recovered,   Re- Formed. 

1.  The  Abandoned.  There  are  several  such.  Services  have 
been  held  in  but  one — El  Dorado,  a  thriving,  prosperous  town,  the 
county  seat  of  Union  County.  A  whole  block  of  land,  vacaint, 
where  once  stood  a  Chapel,  not  a  shingle  or  vestige  of  which  re- 
mains, represents  the  vanished  constituency.  By  courtesy  of  the 
Presbyterians,  two  services  were  held  in  their  church,  and  a  child 
baptized.  These  two  solitary  cervices  served  to  show  the  glowing  of 
embers,  under  the  ashes  of  neglect.  People  came  forward  and  tes- 
tified to  their  love  of  the  Church,  and  desired  that  we  visit  them 
again.  El  Dorado  is  not  overchurched.  It  is  a  busy  commercial 
center.     Our  land  should  be  occupied. 

But  some  of  the  preaching  stations  are  veritable  life  stations, 

rescuing  wrecks  from  the  sea  of  unfortunate  and  lost  humanity. 

They  can  no  more  become  churches  than  life-saving  stations  can 

become  department   stores.      They  never  will   be  self-supporting, 

except   by   our   Bishop's   plan   of   connecting   them   with   districts. 

They  are  in  an  undeveloped  country,  and  with  and  for  undeveloped 

xxiaterial,  for  no  matter  from  what  degree  of  culture  and  luxury 

t.liese  people  have  come,  in  their  new  experience  they  must  begin 

'^^ith  neither  and  work  toward  both. 

'*The  Episcopals  are  among  the  Choctaws!"  was  a  remark  we 

^i^verheard  the  other  day,  and  probably  designedly  said  in  our  hear- 

'l-:xiK-      Not  far  from  Fort  Smith  stands  a  small  village  peopled  by 

^HThoctaws,  a  quiet,  peaceful  place  of  intelligent  inhabitants.      Sev- 

^^ral  times  we  had  been  asked  to  go  there;  and,  at  last,  I  went,  and 

Y    saw,   and   I —      I  applied  to   the  situation   a   modified   form   of 

S^uskin*s  four  fundamental  questions:       (1)   How  came  we  to  be 

tliere?    (2)  What  were  we  there  for?    (3)   How  might  we  accom- 

Xr-liEh   the   purpose   for  which   we   went?     (4)     What  pro3pects   or 

«*88urance8  for  the  future?     This  last  question  the  minister,  holding 

^  monthly  service,  answered   for  me,  by  saying  that  I   could  no 

'oiger  hold  service  in  hi3  church.     It  was  "three  times  and  out." 

^3  those  visits  I  baptized  ten  and  prepared  five  for  confirmation. 
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The  people  there,  and  almost  everywhere,  are  glad  to  welcome 
a  democratized  Episcopacy  at  once  evangelical  and  active.  They 
seem  to  sense  the  difference,  without  reasoning,  between  a  medieval 
and  a  modern,  a  Roman  and  an  Anglican  worship.  They  wel- 
come us  in  town  and  hamlet,  in  school-house  and  church.  Our 
fathers  anticipated  the  movement  of  nations,  when  they  voyaged 
the  ocean  and  planted  the  sign  of  the  cross  in  colonial  Virginia. 
The  Church  has  industriously  followed  the  "March  of  Empire" 
across  the  continent,  and  extended  her  picket  lines  to  the  Isles 
of  the  Sea.  Shall  she  not  we  in  Arkansas,  turn  toward  the  sons 
of  our  plains  and  the  men  of  our  mountains? 

2.  The  Disabled.  Disabled  from  various  causes.  We  mem- 
tloi  but  o-'e  place — Washington,  and  one  cause— depletion  of  pop- 
ulation. Once  the  church  in  Washington  was  strong,  now  it  is 
weak.  No  church  in  the  Diocese  has  better  standing  in  the  eyes 
of  the  community  where  it  exists,  than  Grace  Church,  Washington; 
and,  in  the  eyes  of  the  Chief  Shepherd,  we  believe  her  to  be  as  the 
widow  in  the  temple,  whose  gift  of  two  mites  He  lovingly  com- 
mended. The  few  devoted  souls  In  that  deserted  village  are  labor- 
ing unceasingly  for  Christ  and  His  Church;  and,  in  due  season, 
they  shall  reap,  if  "they  fa'nt  not.*'  This  disabled  church  would 
be  wholly  without  the  priestly  ministrations  of  the  kingdom  were 
it  not  for  Diocesan  Missions.  There  are  otlier  disabled  churches 
that  call  for  help.  They  have  been  stronger  than  they  are  today. 
They  have  lost  their  hold.  To  get  back  to  their  places  they  must 
have  help  continued  or  help  given.  Never  better  than  now  can 
more  be  accomplished  ecclesiastically  with  so  little  .financially. 

3.  The  Recovered,  Material  progress  and  prosperity  have 
been  achieved  in  our  State  under  great  difllculties.  and  after  hav- 
ing encountered  repeated  disasters.  Church  life  and  Diocesan 
Missions  have  naturally  shared  in  these  difllculties  and  disasters, 
besides  having  others  of  their  own.  Prescott  is  recovered  ground, 
harder  in  many  respects  than  virgin  soil.  One  year  ago  we 
reported  it  the  most  dilapidated  and  dirtiest  church  edifice  we  had 
ever  seen — its  condition  beggared  description.  The  faithful  few, 
timidly  at  first,  rallied  to  our  aid.  They  have  had  trials,  disap- 
pointments, backsliders,  discouragements,  rot  few  nor  small;  but 
apathy  of  any  sort  can  rot  be  removed  except  by  action.  A  guild 
has  been  organized,  and  the  Mission  reorganized.  In  passing 
through  Prescott,  and  as  you  note  the  newest  roof  in  town,  remem- 
ber  that  it  is  the  new  covering  of  St.  James's  Church,  now  as 
clean  within  as  the  shingles  are  without,  and  when  you  shall  see 
that  building  pray  that  in  that  city  of  twenty-flve  hundred  souls 
we  may  fully  regain  our  grip  and  our  grit  to  the  honor  of  God  in 
the  salvation  of  souls. 

4.  The  h'i'-Formed.  Ren?aking  and  making  over  are  practices 
well  known  to  every  properly  ordered  household.  For  a  time, 
there  wtre  in  the  charming  city  of  Eureka  Springs  two  congrega- 
tions bearing  the  honored  name  of  the  Church.      Barriers  which 
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8ep£i.rated  them  dwindled  till  they  at  last  distinguished  rather  than 
divided  them.  We  labored  with  both,  and  for  both,  until  on  Easter 
Mozi^ay  the  situation  wag  re-formed,  and  the  constituency  is  no 
lozt^^er  two,  but  one;  "that  the  world  may  believe  that  God  sent 
Hiss  Son  to  be  the  Prince  of  Peace."  The  members  of  Trinity  Mis- 
slOKi..  like  the  believers  mentioned  in  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles, 
"sold  their  possessions,"  and  presented  the  deed  and  keys,  in  sim- 
ple confidence,  to  the  Archdeacon  for  (he  Bishop.  The  situation 
is  l:^c)peful,  and  their  motto  is,  "Forward."  They  are  "praising  God 
and  having  favor  with  all  the  people."  And  may  the  Lord  add 
to  ^lie  Church  daily  "such  as  shall  be  saved."  Last  Saturday  we 
we-x*^  with  them  for  the  third  time  since  the  consolidation,  and  the 
flr^t  infant  baptized  in  the  reconstructed  constituency  waa  the 
chil<3  of  Presbyterian  parents. 

The  Missions  and  preaching  stations,  which  may  be  termed 
ne'^ir  work,  are  ten  in  number,  and*  as  many  more  are  ready  for 
th&  lorerunner.  It  is  not  difficult  to  make  the  initial  step.  Many 
o^  "t-lie  people  possess  the  Athenian  curiosity  to  hear  some  new 
v^olci^.  But  a  mission  station  must  be. 
First,  based  on  conviction;  and. 

Second,  it  must  win  the  love  of  the  people  whom  we  seek  to 
8iiK>X3ort  it. 

Experience  showg  that  It  requires  time  to  establish  the  one 
Mid    to  develop  the  other. 

Conviction  may  grow  Into  attachment,  but  attachment  without 
coxi-viction  is  uncertain;  it  i3  as  the  barnacle  to  a  ship,  or  the  mi&- 
tl&^oe  to  the  oak.  It  belongs  there,  it  is  joined  there,  but  not  as  an 
^^^^gral  part,  as  is  color  to  the  tulip,  fragrance  to  the  rose,  fruit 
to  ^le  vine,  and  life  to  the  tree.  Conviction,  however  excellent, 
^8   ^^rorthless  until  it  Is  Incarnate  in  action.. 

It  would  be  a  pleasure  to  bring  all  these  Missions  before  you, 
*8    In  former  days  we  would  see  a  string  of  buggies  hitched  together 
*^**xi  the  comer  in  a  country  town,  one  at  a  time.      But  like  such 
an.    Qrray  of  vehicles,  all  have  much  in  common,  and  we  have  there- 
^®*'^'  selected  only  three.  Foreman,  Siloam  Springs  and  Booneville. 
Foreman  is  a  new  town,  less  than  two  miles  from  the  old  vil- 
^^^^  of  Rocky  Comfort,  and  not  yet  two  years  old.     It  has  a  pros- 
P^^^  of  substantial  growth,  and  has  wholly  absorbed  the  business 
o'    t:he  ancient  hamlet.     But  no  one  can  tell  with  certainty  where 
*:^^    real  centers  are  to  be.     Here  and  there,  as  at  Fort  Smith  and 
Eui-eka  Springs,  the  question  is  settled.     But  many  places  in  west- 
ern   Arkansas,  will  be  subject  to  the  denuding  of  forests  or  the 
development  of  minerals.     Foreman  will  always  be  an  active,  agri- 
cultural town,    and,    as    a    permanent    improvement,    our    $1,000 
chapel  will  be  of  continued  utility  to  the  Inhabitants  for  genera- 
t^^^ns.

families  of  our  Church  are  anxiously  looking  forward  to  the  acquir 
ing  of  real  estate  and  the  erection  of  a  suitable  house  of  worship. 
Booneville  is  building.  It  was  our  desnre  that  the  chapel 
should  be  completed  and  serrico  held  before  the  Bishop's  departure. 
It  must  be  cared  fpr  only  by  the  district  method,  as  are  Mena, 
Hope*  and  o^her  places  The  chapel  is  in  the  new  town,  and 
will  be  the  first  religious  structure  there.  In  the  summer  and 
autumn  our  Sunday  School  met  in  the  grove — ''God's  first  temple" 
— In  the  winter  they  met  from  house  to  house,  and  now  they  are 
looking  forward  wistfully  to  the  opening  of  their  chapel. 

APPENDIX  YI. 

A   CHARGE  AND  PASTORAL   LETTER    ON    THE   NECESSITY 
OF  A  NATIVE  MINISTRY  FOR  THE  DIOCESE 

OF  ARKANSAS. 

The  Canons  of  the  Church  make  it  the  duty  of  Bishops  to 
deliver  a  charge  to  their  Clerg>'  once  in  three  years,  and  to  issue 
occasional  pastorals  to  their  Lay  people.  As  I  have  nearly  com 
pleted  the  third  year  of  my  Episcopate,  I  think  It  well  to  take  ad 
vantage  of  this  meeting  of  the  Clergy  and  representative  LaymeE 
to  deliver  the  first  of  the  charges  acd  pastorals  required  of  me  by 
Canon.  I  believe  that  the  Clergy  are  canonically  bound  to  read 
the  Bishop's  pastorals  to  their  respective  congregations,  but  in  this 
instance  T  will  relieve  them  of  the  obligation  to  do  so.  All  I  ask 
is  that  yon  will  take  up  the  subject  of  the  necessity  of  a  native 
ministry  with  your  people  at  some  convenient  time.  If  my  way 
of  putting  the  matter  meets  with  your  approval,  you  may  use  this 
charge  and  pastoral  in  the  place  of  a  sermon,  but  if  for  any  reason 
you  should  prefer  to  put  the  appeal  to  the  boys  and  young  men 
of  your  congregation  to  offer  themselves  for  the  sacred  ministry 
of  the  Church  in  your  own  way,  I  shall  be  quite  as  well  satisfied. 
All  that  I  ask  is  that  you  make  the  appeals  as  early  as  possible  on 
a  favorable  occasion,  and  that  you  let  it  be  known  that  you  do  sc 
upon  my  urgent  request.  The  text  which  I  have  selected  for  my 
charge  and  pastoral  is  written  in  the  tenth  chapter  of  the  Gospel 
according  to  St.  Luke,  at  the  second  verse. 

"Pray  ye  therefore  the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  that  he  will  send 
forth   laborers   into   his   harvest." 

One  of  the  greatest  needs  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas  Is  what 
may  be  called  a  native  ministry.  At  present  there  is  not  a  single 
Clergyman  in  the  Diocese  who  was  born  and  brought  up  in  it, 
and  I  have  no  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  from  among  her  sons. 

This  absence  of  a  native  ministry  is  a  great  disadvantage  to 
the  viov^  of  our  large  Mission  field.  The  planting  and  development 
of  th*^]fcu lurch  in  rew  places  requires  high-grade  young  men.  As 
a  rule  the  hardships  and  the  inconveniences  are  too  great  for  old 
rren.       The    districts    or    circuits    u:ually    consist    of    from    three 
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to  as  many  as  half  dozen  more  or  less  widely  separated  places. 
The  traveling,  the  absences  from  home,  and  the  lack  of  Us  comforts, 
are  much  more  irksome  to  an  old  than  to  a  young  man. 

Besides,  old  men  are  apt  to  be  lacking  in  the  elements  of  enthu- 
siasm and  adventure,  which  are  so  essential  to  success  in  new 
fields. 

Moreover,  old  men  are  much  more  apt  to  be  set  In  their  opin- 
ions and  ways,  but  flexibility  is  an  Indispensable  requisite  of  a 
successful  Church  Missionary  in  Arkansas,  or,  for  that  matter,  in 
any  other  Diocese  where  denomlnationalism  Is  very  strong.  Not 
that  it  is  necessary  for  our  Missionaries  to  compromise  the  Church 
by  concessions  which  our  laws  and  principles  forbid,  but  that  they 
must  be  tactful  enough  to  avoid  the  giving  of  offense  in  the  non- 
essentials of  opinion,  preference  and  ritual,  and  be  fair  and  concil- 
iatory in  what  they  have  to  say  about  the  differentiating  features 
of  the  Church  which  we  regard  as  essentials. 

For  these  and  other  reasons,  which  will  appear  as  we  proceed, 
we  must  have  young  men  for  our  new  and  hard  Mission  fields. 
We  need  five  or  six  of  them  at  once,  and  two  or  three  every  year 
from  this  on.  If  this  supply  is  forthcoming,  it  must  be  chiefly 
from  among  the  boys  and  young  men  of  the  Church  in  Arkansas. 

We  cannot  hope  to  secure  all  the  young  men  we  need  from 
other  Dioceses.  They  are,  in  the  great  majority  of  cases,  obligated 
to  their  own  Bishops  for  nomination  to  scholarships  and  pecuniary 
assistance  in  securing  their  education.  Gratitude  cind  justice  and 
l>ledges  and  the  need  for  young  Missionaries  In  the  home  field, 
'Which  is  very  great  in  nearly  every  Diocese,  contribute  to  make 
it  necessary  for  them  to  remain  with  their  Bishops  from  three  to 
five  vears.  By  the  end  of  that  period  the  picked  men  begin  to 
iiave  a  reputation,  which  secures  for  them  larger  and  more  remun- 
erative fields  of  usefulness  than  we  in  our  undeveloped  State  can 
■offer.  Such  openings,  together  with  family  and  social  ties,  contrib- 
ute to  niakf*  the  young  men  of  other  Dioceses  fixtures,  and  there- 
fore unavailable  for  Arkansas. 

And  even  the  less  successful  fortunately  are  not  likely  to  turn 
their  faces  towards  Arkansas,  because  the  Church  is  so  weak  here, 
and  also  l.«ecavise  the  impression  has  unfortunately  and  unjustly 
gone  abroad  that  the  State  is  an  unhealthful  and  otherwise  unde- 
sirable place  of  residence. 

Some  months  ago  I  wrote  to  a  desirable  young  Clergyman  In 
the  hope  of  being  able  to  persuade  him  to  come  to  us.  He  ^as 
highly  recommended  by  the  Rector  of  Pine  Bluff,  and  I  was  very 
anxious  to  secure  him  for  a  most  interesting  and  promising  newly 
organized  Missionary  district  In  southeastern  Arkansas,  compris- 
ing, among  other  places,  Lake  Village,  Monticello  and  Arkansas 
City. 

Though  wf  have  never  had  regular  service  in  any  of  the  places 
except  Lake  Village,  and  not  there  for  nearly  thirty  years,  the 
people  agreed  to  raise  $1,000  towards  his  support  without  aid  from 
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tbo  Board  of  Missions.  All  who  know  anything  about  Missionary 
matters  will  tell  you  that  there  Is  something  quite  beyond  the  ordi- 
nary, almost  phenomenal,  about  the  development  of  and  outlook 
for  the  Church  in  that  district. 

At  Monticello  they  have,  with  some  assistance  from  our  Build- 
ing Fund,  bought  a  beautiful  lot  and  converted  the  old  house  upon 
it  into  a  combination  chapel  and  rectory.  At  Arkansas  City,  they 
have  built  a  chapel  costing  $1,000.  The  Lake  Village  people  have 
a  good  lot  and  a  chapel  almost  ready  for  occupation.  I  don't 
suppose  that  one  year  ago  any  one  dreamed  of  having  a  Cleryman 
in  this  field  for  the  next  four  or  five  years.  All  they  hoped  for 
was  an  occasional  service  from  the  Bishop,  Archeadcon  Rhames, 
and  the  Rev   Mr.  Buckner,  of  Pine  Bluff. 

Tht.  reply  from  the  Clergyman  In  question  came  to  hand  as  I 
was  writing  this  charge.  His  letter  fairly  illustrates  the  difllculty 
I  have  to  contend  with  in  securing  young  Clergymen  recruits  for 
our  most  interesting  Mission  field.  He  said:  "I  appreciate  very 
much  the  confidence  that  you  manifest  by  offering  me  work  in  your 
Diocese.  But  for  the  malaria.  I  would  not  be  Inclined  to  change 
my  present  field  of  labor,  and  from  what  I  can  hear  Arkansas  is  full 
of  maiarla.  There  are  plenty  or  men  who  can  stand  it.  but  I 
cannot.     It  is  now  injuring  my  health." 

Now,  of  course,  you  and  I  know  that  the  report  that  Arkansas 
"is  full  of  malaria"  is  a  malicious  slander  Invented  and  circulated, 
probably  by  our  envious  neighbors  of  Mississippi  and  Louisiana, 
where  I  believe  they  are  comparatively  great  sufferers  by  miasmatic 
exhalations. 

However,  the  report,  false  as  it  Is,  will,  as  I  have  said,  keep 
the  young  men,  who  otherwise  might  be  available,  from  looking  our 
way  when  thinking  of  leaving  their  native  Dioceses.  I  do  indeed 
receive  some  applications  for  work,  but  hardly  one  tenth  as.niany 
as  used  to  come  to  me  when  I  had  charge  of  the  Missionary  work 
of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio.  And,  unfortunately,  of  the  few  who  offer 
themselves,  the  great  majority  are  found  upon  investigation  to 
be  "rolling  stones"  and  "ritualists,"  popularly  known  as  'lloamlng 
Catholics,"  with  the  emphasis  upon  the  "roaming."  Of  course  it 
would  be  absurd  to  bring  such  men  to  the  Diocese.  They  would 
be  here  taday  and  gone  to-morrow,  and  in  the  interim  they  would 
do  harm  that  could  not  be  repaired  in  years. 

Brethren,  do  you  not  see  from  all  this  that  a  native  ministry 
is  to-day  the  first  need  of  the  Church  In  Arkansas;  that  it  is  really 
indispensable;  that  we  cannot  reasonably  hope  to  plant  the  Church 
very  widely  and  to  satisfactorily  develop  it,  unless  we  can  secure 
a  due  supply  of  candidates  for  the  holy  ministry  from  among  our 
own  sons?  In  order  that  you  may,  if  possible,  see  this  even  more 
clearly  and  be  moved  to  offer  some  of  your  sons  to  the  Lord  for 
the  great  work  of  extending  and  building  up  His  Church,  let  me 
still  further  impress  upon  you  some  of  the  advantages  of  a  native 
ministry. 
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1.  In  the  first  place,  a  native  ministry  would  be  much  more 
likely  to  be  in  touch  with  our  people.  I  find  that  of  those  who 
are  available  for  work  in  Arkansas,  the  great  majority  are  foreign- 
ers, who  were  bom,  raised  and  educated  in  England,  Irelana,  Wales 

"  or  Canada.  Some  of  these  importations  are  among  the  very  best 
and  most  successful  Clergymen  I  have  ever  known.  If  I  could  have 
my  choice  among  those  with  whom  I  am  personally  acquainted, 
I  should  count  myself  and  Diocese  happy. 

But  all  my  observation  and  experience  tends  to  convince  me 
that  any  Diocese  which  indiscriminately  takes  in  many  foreign 
clergymen  will  sooner  or  later  come  to  grief.  Nor  is  this  intended 
to  be  a  reflection  upon  foreigners,  as  if  we  regarded  them  as  being 
a  lower  grade  of  men  than  those  who  constitute  the  American  min- 
istry. The  difficulty  in  the  majority  of  cases  is  largely  due  to  the 
fact  that  it  is  in  the  nature  of  things  almost  impossible  for  a  for- 
eign Clergyman  to  get  into  touch  with  our  people  sufficiently  to 
become  an  acceptable  and  successful  pastor.  If  our  American  Clergy 
were  to  go  to  Canada  or  the  British  Isles,  they  would  experience 
the  same  difficulty  to  an  equal  degree.  It  would  be  absurd  for 
Englishmen  or  Canadians  to  come  to  America  for  their  minis- 
terial supply,  and  it  is  equally  and  for  the  same  reasons  absurd 
for  us  to  go  to  Canada  or  England  for  our  Clergymen. 

I  am,  therefore,  resolved  to  pass  by  foreigners  when  looking 
for  Missionaries,  unless  they  are  thoroughly  Americanized,  and 
their  record  shows  them  to  be  tactful  enough  to  overcome  the 
disadvantages  with  which  they  must  contend. 

2.  Another  great  advantage  of  a  native  ministry  is  found  in 
the  fact  that,  by  care  in  the  selection  and  education  of  our  mate. 
X'ial,  we  can  supply  our  Mission  field  with  high  grade  men  at 
low  prices.  This  is  done  in  all  Dioceses  which  are  raising  up  a 
c3ue  supply  of  ministers.  The  Deacons  are  obliged,  and  they  are 
Visually  willing,  to  go  where  the  Bishop  sends  them.  As  a  rule 
they  do  not  expect  or  receive  more  than  from  four  to  six  hundred 
clollars  during  their  Diaconate.  and,  after  their  ordination  to  the 
X'riesthood,  many  of  them  continue  on  for  several  years  at  the 
eame,  or  slightly  increased,  salaries. 

This  enables  the  Bishop  to  extend  and  develop  the  Church  in 
lAission  fields  to  a  degree  that  would  otherwise  be  quite  impossi- 
l)le.  As  the  question  of  salary  does  not  embarrass  him,  he  exer- 
<:i8es  his  judgment  in  sending  the  right  man  to  the  right  place, 
«nd.  as  a  result,  in  nine  cases  out  of  ten,  something  is 
Accomplished. 

I  saw  in  one  of  our  Church  papers,  over  the  name  of  the  Rt. 
"Rev.  Dr.  Paret,  Bishop  of  Maryland,  one  of  the  ablest  men  that 
the  American  Church  has  produced,  the  statement  that  his  salary 
during  the  several  years  of  his  early  ministry  was  $600. 

The  late  Rev.  Cyrus  S.  Bates,  D.  D.,  who  for  many  years  was 
easily  the  first  Clergyman  of  Ohio,  commenced  his  ministry  in  that 
Diocese,   where   he  remained   until    his    lamented    death,    on   an 
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absurdly  low  salary.  I  think  not  more  than  three  or  four  huadred 
dollars.  Though  I  do  not,  and  nobody  else,  would  for  one  moment, 
compare  myself  with  Bishop  Paret  or  Dr.  Bates,  It  may  be  interest- 
ing to  you,  and  tend  to  illustrate  the  truth  of  my  representation 
respecting  the  importance  of  a  native  ministry,  If  I  tell  you  that 
before  my  ordination  I  was  offered  the .  equivalent  of  $1,000  If  I 
would  spend  my  Diaconate  as  the  Assistant  of  a  great  Parish  in 
Michigan.  The  Bishop  of  Ohio,  whose  candidate  I  was,  would  not 
let  me  go;  but  sent  me  to  an  out-of-the  way,  long  neglected,  hard 
field,  on  a  salary  of  $600,  without  a  house.  Shortly  after  my 
ordination  to  the  Priesthood,  I  refused  two  calls  to  other  Dioceses, 
one  at  $1,500  and  a  rectory,  and  the  other  at  $2,000  and  a  rectory, 
because,  meantime,  I  had  become  interested  in  my  work,  and  did  not 
see  how  I  could  consistently  leave  it.  So  I  remained  eight  years, 
and.  by  God's  blessing  upon  my  endeavors,  built  up  considerably  the 
hard  place  to  which  I  had  been  originally  sent,  and,  besides,  estab- 
lished seven  more  or  less  flourishing  Missions  in  as  many  towns 
round  about;  also  several  preaching  stations,  some  of  which  have 
since  developed  into  Mission  stations.  You  can  readily  sec  that 
nothing  like  such  sacrifices  and  accomplishments  can  be  expected 
from  any  but  a  native  ministry. 

There  are  several  causes  which  more  or  less  effectively  con- 
tribute to  deter  boys  and  young  men  from  offering  themselves  for 
the  ministry. 

1.  Perhaps  first  among  these  deterring  influences  is  the  ideal 
held  up  to  them  by  parents.  In  their  homes  they  hear  nothing  at 
all  that  is  likely  to  draw  their  attention  towards  the  ministry,  but 
very  much  that  is  well  calculated  to  excite  ambition  in  other  direc- 
tions. Not  only  so,  but  if  a  boy  does  in  any  way  manifest  a  dis- 
position to  become  a  Clergyman,  in  many  cases  he  is  discouraged 
and  laughed  out  of  the  idea  by  his  family  and  friends.  I  have 
not  the  slightest  doubt  that  if  the  boys  and  young  men,  who  have 
a  natural  bias  towards  the  ministry,  were  to  meet  with  the  encour- 
agement that  is  accorded  to  those  who  are  ambitious  to  enter  upon 
one  of  the  other  callings  of  life,  we  should  in  Arkansas  have  an 
abundant  supply  of  high  grade  native  Clergymen. 

I  think  that  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  is  greatly  blessed  in  its 
boys.  In  almost  every  Sunday  School  I  notice  an  exceptional 
number  of  boys,  who.  if  appearances  are  not  deceiving,  are  just 
the  kind  of  material  that  we  need.  In  proportion  to  the  member- 
ship of  the  Church  there  is  a  great  deal  more  of  flrst-class  minis- 
terial timber  among  our  boys  than  there  is  in  Ohio,  where  I  was 
born  and  raised.  I  say  this,  not  to  flatter  the  boys  of  Arkansas, 
but  to  be  Just  to  them,  and  especially  to  show  that  our  lack  of  a 
native  ministry  is  certainly  not  due  to  any  deficiency  in  the 
number  and  quality  of  our  boys. 

The  difficulty  and  fault  Is  with  the  parents,  rectors  and  Sunday 
School  teachers,  and,  I  will  not  except  myself.  We  have  not  been 
emphasizing   the   Church's   great   need,   and    the   duty   of   offering 
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tliemselves  to  meet  it  upon  the  boys.  There  is  naturally  a  great 
dcsl  of  chivalry  in  boys,  and.  therefore,  when  they  are  made  to 
^€el  that  the  Church  must  have  more  of  them  as  leaders  in  the 
lighty  warfare  which  she  is  carrying  on  in  the  cause  of  right- 
eousness, they  will  not  be  slow  to  respond  to  the  call. 

The  fact  of  the  matter  Is.  there  has  been  no  calling  of  our 
iplendid  boys  to  the  ministry,  and  so  of  course  there  have  been 
lo  volunteers  from  among  them.  This  will  not  be  the  case  in  the 
"future.  For  some  time  to  come  I  want  five  boys  each  year  to  begin 
preparation  for  the  ministry.  If  parents,  rectors  and  teachers  will 
co-operate  with  me  and  keep  the  call  ringing  in  the  ears  of  our 
boys,  they  will  soon  respond  in  twice  or  thrice  the  number,  so 
that  I  will  have  ten  or  fifteen  boys  from  among  whom  to  choose 
the  five. 

The  first  reason,  then,  for  the  lack  of  a  native  ministry  In 
Arkansas  Is  found  in  the  fact  that  the  great  need  of  the  Church 
has  not  been  suflSciently  made  known  to  and  urged  upon  our  boys. 
There  has  been  no  call,  and  therefore  no  response. 

2.     There  is  a  very  widespread,  and,  I  think,  pernicious  error 

which  may  tend  to  keep  some  parents  and  teachers  from  calling 

their  boys  to  the  help  of  the  Lord  in  this  day  of  His  Church's 

^reat   need,  and   may  cause  some  who  are  called   to  hesitate  in 

Hccepting.     I  refer  to  the  idea  and  impression  that  no  man  should 

^nter  the  ministry  unless  he  is  compelled  to  do  so  by  a  direct 

'Oall  from  God. 

In  our  effort  to  correct  this  error,  we  will  start  with  the 
-admission  that  no  man  should  enter  upon  any  work  unless  he 
-<:ionceives  it  to  be  his  duty,  or  at  least  privilege,  to  do  so.  In  a 
"^ense  God  calls  every  capable  person  to  some  useful  and  honorable 
^cDccupation.  He  calls  some  men  to  be  farmers,  some  mechanics, 
"some  merchants,  some  teachers,  some  physicians,  some  lawyers, 
"«nd  so  on  through  the  whole  list. 

Take  a  hundred  men  as  they  come,  and  probably  upon  inves- 
tigation you  would  find  that  almost  every  one  had  an  especial  apti- 
tude in  some  one  direction.  That  aptitude  is  a  providential  endow- 
ment, and  therefore  may  very  properly  be  regarded  as  constituting 
a  divine  call  to  its  possessor  to  do  that  for  which  it  fits  him. 
We  sometimes  have  occasion  to  speak  of  a  person  as  having 
missed  his  vocation.  We  mean  by  this  that  he  was  by  natural 
endowment  better  fitted  for  some  other  life's  work  than  the  one 
In  which  he  is  engaged.  Patrick  Henry  was  by  nature  endowed  to 
be  a  great  patriot  and  orator;  but  before  entering  upon  his  divinely 
appointed  career,  he  was  a  very  unsuccessful  merchant.  It  was 
a  case  of  spoiling  a  great  lawyer  and  statesman  to  make  a  poor 
grocer. 

Some  are  all-round  men;  they  can  do  almost  everything  well, 
and  are  a  success  in  watever  they  see  fit  to  undertake.  Abraham 
I^incoln  appears  to  have  been  one  of  this  kind.      He  was  in  his 
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earlier  years  an  unrivaled  rail  splitter,  and  in  the  prime  of  life 
an  illustrious  president  of  the  United  States. 

There  are  at  this  time  at  least  a  hundred  boys  and  young^  men 
of  our  Church  in  this  Diocese,  who  would  be  an  average  success 
at  any  trade,  business  or  profession.  They  would  malce  fairly 
successful  planters,  merchants,  doctors,  lawyers,  or  ministers.  I 
am  not  looking  for  prodigies  in  the  form  of  ministerial  timber. 
T  don't  care  particularly  for  walnut  and  mahogany;  good  oak  and 
hickory  will  serve  our  purpose  about  as  well,  perhaps,  all  tiling 
considered,  a  little  better.  Oak  and  hickory  are,  so  to  speak,  a 
little  more  all-round  than  walnut  and  mahogany,  and  among  other 
things  we  certainly  need  an  all-round  ministry  in  Arkansas. 

Now,  I  contend  that  our  great  need  of  a  native  all  round  minis- 
try constitutes  a  sufficient  call  to  any  Arkansas  boys  or  young 
men,  who  are  able  to  All  the  bill,  to  offer  himself  as  a  candidate 
for  Holy  Orders. 

But,  it  will  be  said,  these  conditions  constitute  no  more  than 
an  outward  call;  there  must  be  added  to  this  an  inward,  spiritual 
call  before  any  young  man  could  be  justified  in  entering  upon  the 
sacred  ministry  of  the  Church.  I  do  not  deny  that  a  direct  call, 
as  by  the  voice  of  God,  to  the  ministry  is  sometimes  given.  St 
Paul  certainly  received  such  a  call,  and  so  did  the  child  Samuel 
long  before.  But  I  believe  it  is  the  rare  exception,  and  that,  as 
a  rule,  it  is  not  at  all  to  be  expected,  and  is  not  necessary. 

I  am  not  a  minister  because  of  any  such  call,  but  because  of  a 
vow  and  promise  made  upon  a  sick  bed;  and  I  believe  that  careful 
and  extended  inquiry  would  reveal  the  fact  that  compp.ratively  few 
of  the  ministers  of  any  of  the  great  bodies  of  Christians  have 
received  any  direct,  unmistakable  revelation  from  God,  making  It 
their  undoubted  duty  to  preach  and  administer  the  saving  truths 
and  ordinances  of  the  gospel  of  Christ.  It  would  be  found  that  the 
great  majority  of  them  became  ministers  for  very  much  the  same 
reasons  that  other  men  enter  upon  the  various  secul?ir  avocations 
of  life.  They,  owing  chiefly  to  providential  circumstances,  found 
in  the  ministry  a  door  of  usefulness  open  to  them  and  they  had 
an  inclination  to  enter. 

God  opened  the  door  and  God  gave  the  inclination.  This  was 
a  divine  invitation  to  enter  the  ministry,  but  not  the  supernatural 
call  to  do  so.  which  many  regard  as  a  necessity.  God  has  opened 
the  door  of  opportunity  to  at  least  Ave  young  men  of  the  Episcopal 
Church  in  Arkansas;  let  us  all  pray  that  He  may  keep  that  door 
open  for  many  years,  and  dispose  as  many,  or  more,  of  our  boys 
and  young  men  to  enter,  so  that  the  Turd's  promising  seed  time 
r.nd  ripening  harvest  may  have  the  needed  supply  of  sowers  and 
reapers. 

The  door  is  open.  Who  will  be  the  first  to  offer  himself 
for  entrance?  I  say  "offer  himself."  For  the  rectors  and  vestries 
of  Parishes,  the  Standing  Committee  and  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
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are  obliged  to  guard  the  open  door  against  the  entrance  of  any 
w^lio.  in  their  Judgment,  uo  not  give  promise  of  becoming  exemplary 
and  useful  ministers  of  Jesus  Christ. 

But,  brethren,  under  the  circumstances  of  the  great  need  of 
e  Church  in  this  Diocese  for  a  native  ministry,  I  conceive  it  to 
»  our  duty  not  only  to  guard  the  door,  but  to  call  upon  those 
horn  we  conceive  to  be  endowed  with  the  requisite  qualities  of 
eart  and  head  to  enter. 

That   is   what   the   representatives   of   the   early   Church    did. 

^^he-»  the  need  of  an  increase  of  the  ministry  was  felt,  the  Church 

id    not   wait   until   candidates    voluntarily    presented   themselves, 

ut   the  people  nominated   fit  persons   and   the   Bishops   ordained 

"hem. 

I  have  no  doubt  that  there  is  on  an  average  at  least  one  boy 
3r  young  man  in  each  of  our  Parishes  and  Mission  stations,  who 
y  the  common  consent  of  the  people  would  make  a  good  minister 
f  the  gospel.    I  require  and  charge  the  Clergy  and  olficers  of  our 
congregations  to  tell  me  who  these  boys  and  young  men  are,  and 
SIS  the  representative  of  Christ  and  His  Church  in  this  Diocese, 
3   will   solemnly  call  them   to  enter  the  open  door.      Our   Savior 
called  the  first  ministers  of  His  Church.     He  did  not  wait  for  men 
to  offer  themselves.      I  have  about  made  up  my  mind  that  if  the 
Church  in  Arkansas  is  to  have  a  due  supply  of  native  Clergymen, 
I  cannot  trust  to  voluntary  candidates,  but  I  must  follow  the  exam- 
ple of  my  Savior  and  the  early  Bishops,  by  calling  those  whom 
Providence  has  marked  for  the  ministry.     Is  there  such  an  one  In 
your  Parish?     If  so,  tell  me  who  he  is,  and  if  my  judgment  coin- 
cides with  yours,  I  will  call  him  to  the  help  of  the  Lord  without 
delay.      And  let  us  pray  that  God   will  put  it  into  the  heart  of 
such  to  say,  with  the  child  Samuel,  "Here  am  I.      Speak  for  thy 
Servant  heareth."     And  that  He  will  give  us  the  wisdom  of  the 
Venerable  Eli  to  recognize  the  boys  and  youug  men  who  have  been 
by   natural  endowments  divinely  called   by  the  Lord  of  Our  rich 
harvest,  which  is  so  sadly  in  need  of  laborers. 

"ADDENDA." 

In  view  of  the  recent  general  and  prolonged  discussion  of  the 
^luestion,  "Is  the  ministry  over  supplied?*'  I  have  thought  it  well 
to  append  to  my  charge  and  pastoral  the  painstaking  answer  to 
^bis  question  by  a  most  competent  committee  appointed  by  a  meet- 
i&gr  of  the  faculties  of  our  several  theological  seminaries.  After 
collecting  from  the  Bishops  and  others  all  the  available  data  bear- 
ing upon  the  question,  they  made  the  following  report  which  clearly 
a.nd  conclusively  shows  that  the  ministry  of  the  Episcopal  Church 
is  indeed  very  far  from  being  over  supplied:

IS    THE    MINISTRY    OVKR    SrPPLIED? 

The  question,  "Is  the  ministry  over  supplied?"  has  for  some 
time  been  prominently  before  the  mind  of  the  Church.  At  the 
meeting  of  the  Conference  of  Seminary  Faculties,  held  In  New 
York  in  April,  1899,  a  committee,  consisting  of  Professor  Body, 
President  Webb  and  Professor  James,  was  appointed  to  collect 
authoritative  statistics  with  the  view  to  the  complete  Investigation 
of  the  matter. 

By  the  kindness  of  the  Bishops  to  whom  the  committee  applied 
full  returns  have  been  furnished  from  flfty-four  out  of  the  whole 
number  of  Home  Dioceses  and  Jurisdictions.  These  Dioceses  are 
representative  of  every  part  of  the  Church.  They  Include  all  bat 
two  of  the  twelve  large  Dioceses,  having  more  than  one  hundred 
Clergy  each.  Between  them  they  repre:ent  3,546  out  of  the  total 
of  4,800  Clergy.  There  is  no  probability  that  more  complete 
returns  would  substantially  alter  the  results  of  these  statistics  to 
any  appreciable  degree. 

It  appears  that  there  are  at  the  present  time  in  these  Dioceses 
343  candidats  for  Holy  Orders,  and  204  postulants.  Of  these  13^ 
are  qualified  to  present  themselves  for  ordination  this  year.  On 
the  other  hand,  there  are  232  vacancies  in  existing  Parishes  and 
Missions.  There  are  also  197  new  stations  waiting  to  be  occupied 
with  good  men.  Some  of  these  require  additional  aid  from  the 
Church  to  enable  them  to  be  opened  up,  but  a  large  number  (76) 
can  furnish  a  reaconable  certainty  of  support  at  once.  If  we  take 
account  only  of  these  seventy-six  we  obtain  a  total  of  308  vacant 
stations  financially  provided  for,  to  supply  which .  we  have  only 
133  new  men  to  be  ordained  this  year.  This  leaves  175  vacant 
places,  in  addition  to  12x  other  stations  where  there  is  good  oppor- 
tunity of  planting  the  Church,  if  the  means  were  forthcoming. 

It  may  be  objected  however  that  if  we  take  into  account  the 
large  number  of  Clergy  not  engaged  in  Parochial  work,  the  supply 
would  probably  be  adequate  to  the  demand.  Let  us  tarn,  there- 
fore, to  that  side  of  the  question.  The  total  number  of  Clergy 
without  Parochial  charge  in  the  fifty-four  Dioceses  and  Jurisdic- 
tions is  (j07.  Of  these  163  are  engaged  in  educational  and  literary 
work,  234  are  unable  to  take  regular  work,  owing  to  age  and 
infirmity,  whilst  28  are  actively  engaged  in  work  in  other  Dioceses 
than  those  in  w^hich  they  are  canonically  registered.  This  leaves 
a  remainder  of  182  only  who  may  be  regarded  as  prebumably  open 
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/or  work.      When   it  is   remembered    that    in    this    number    are 

tedluded  all  those  Clergy  who  for  any  cause  save  physical  iufirm- 

ftLs^  are  unfit  for  the  active  ministry,  it  is  clear  that  we  must  deduct 

••      large  percentage  still,  in  order  to  get  at  the  number  really  lit  to 

the  Church's  work  in  these  vacant  fields.    We  can  hardly  expect 

ore  than  100  men  of  this  kind.     Even  if  all  these  men  were  to  be 

ployed    to-morrow,    there    would    still    remain    a  net    total    of 

venty-five    vacancies    that    could    by    no    possibility    be    tilled, 

gether  with  the  121  places  of  promise  urgently  in  need  of  the 

hurch's  ministrations. 

These  figures  should  probably  be  Increased  by  about  a  third 

each  case  to  allow    for  the  Dioceses    not    represented    in  the 

etums.      No  account  has  been  taken  of  the  Foreign  Missionary 

urisdictions.  for  which  fifteen  men  are  reported  from  the  Church 

Issions  House  as  urgently  needed  without  delay.      For  the  China 

ork  five  men  are  required  annually  for  ths  next  five  years. 

It  seems  clear  then  that  the  question,  "Is  the  ministry  over 
aeupplied?"  must  be  answered  emphatically  in  the  negative.      The 
<3hurch  needs  rousing  to  a  further  greater  consecration   both  of 
men  and  money  to  enable  her  even  to  keep  pace  wich  her  normal 
work.    The   call   is   loud   and    urgent.    There    is   abundant   oppor- 
tunity.   We  are  straightened  in  the  supply  of  suitable  men  and  of 
such  means  as  are  required  for  opening  up  the  new  work.      It  is 
well  that  these  facts  should  be  known  and  weighed  throughout  the 
Church.      The  realization  of  the  situation  is  the  first  step,  under 
God,  towards  meeting  Its  necessities. 

Two  factors  in  the  problem  are  emphasized  by  the  Bishops' 
reports.      First,  there  is  an  unmistakable  call  for  steady  progress 
in  the  quality  of  the  men  sent  out.     With  all  the  advance  that  has 
been  made  in  this  direction,  there  seems  still  need  for  the  utmost 
<)iligence  on  the  part  alike  of  the  Bishops  in  admitting  and  super- 
vising their  candidates  during  their  course  of  preparation,  and  of 
tlie  seminaries  in  their  training,  particularly  in  its  practical  and 
ctevotional  aspects.    The  ministry  is  no  place  for  weak,  ineflScient 
^.nd  unspiritual  men.     Such  men  are  a  perpetual  hindrance  to  the 
C^hurch  rather  than  a  strength.     Secondly,  many  Bishops  lay  stress 
^^n  the  need  for  young  men  in  the  ministry,  ready  for  a  few  years 
^o  face  the  same  difliculties  as  the  young  doctor  or  lawyer  does, 
who  can  make  their  way  in  these  new  fields  with  small  means 
support. 
A  larger  supply  of  candidates  would  undoubtedly  call  the  at- 
'^ention  of  the  men  to  the  special  needs  of  the  Church's  pioneer 
Celds,  in  a  way  almost  impossible  when  all  the  available  candidates 
3are  required   for  the  supply   of  normal  calls.     If  thus   men's   at- 
tention was  turned  towards  the  Church's  harder  fields,  there  seems 
«ood  ground  for  confidence  that  they  would  not  shrink  back  from 
the  methods  of  self-denial  necessary  to  meet  their  conditions.    Men 
of  some  means,  or  men  able  for  some  years  at  any  rate  to  lead  a 
celibate  llfe«  have  In  their  hands  possibilities  of  achieving  for  Christ 
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and  perishing  souls  that  which  others  cannot  under  present  cir 
cumstances  attempt  to  do. 

God  grant  to  the  Church  hoth  Clergy  and  people  that  they  maj 
not  be  found  slow  to  offer  themselves  willingly  in  this  day  of  Hie 
power. 

RESOLUTIONS. 

With  reference  to  the  question,  *'Is  the  ministry  over  supplied?' 
passed  unanimously  by  the  Seminarian  Conference, 

Resolved,  That  after  careful  inquiry  into  the  present  con 
ditions  this  Conference  of  Church  Seminaries  is  clearly  of  opinioii 
that  the  extension  and  growth  of  the  Church  both  at  home  and 
abroad  is  seriously  hindered  by  a  paucity  of  suitable  candidates  for 
the  sacred  ministry,  and  in  some  parts  of  the  field  by  the  lack 
of  means  to  support  the  new  work  that  is  urgently  required. 

That  it'  would  greatly  assist  towards  arousing  the  conscience 
of  the  Church  to  its  duty  in  these  regards,  if  annually  a  statement 
was  placed  before  the  Church  of  the  needs  both  in  men  and  money 
of  the  Dioceses  and  Missionary  Jurisdictions  to  enable  them  to  meet 
the  clear  and  pressing  requirements  of  the  work. 

That  this  last  resolution  be  translated  to  the  Board  of  Manageri 
of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Church,  to- 
gether with  a  copy  of  this  report  with  the  request  that  the  view 
of  meeting  in  the  best  way,  the  object  In  view. 

That  the  true  office  of  the  seminaries  of  the  Church  as  means 
for  the  spiritual  and  practical,  as  well  as  intellectual  trainini^  of 
candidates  for  Orders  should  be  constantly  impressed  upon  the 
minds  of  intending  candidates  by  the  Bishops  and  Clergy  more 
immediately  responsible  for  their  guidance,  as  experience  shows 
that  defective  apprehension  in  reference  to  this  matter  is  a  great 
hindrance  to  the  best  usefulness  of  these  institutions. 

That  under  no  circumstances  should  men  with  regard  to  whOM 
qualifications  for  the  ministry  reasonable  doubt  exists,  be  encour- 
aged to  present  themselves  as  candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 

I  have  often  said,  and  I  say  it  again,  that  in  Arkansas  alone 
we  could  use  fifty  youn^  men  in  the  Mission  field  who  would  at 
the  beginning  of  their  ministry  be  willing  to  make  the  same  sac- 
rifices that  the  average  young  lawyer  or  doctor  is  obliged  to  make 
during  the  first  years  of  his  practice.  1  could  give  large  and  prom- 
ising fields  to  fifty  such  young  Clergymen  and  while  I  could  not 
promise  them  luxuries  1  would  be  almost  willing  to  guarantee  that 
they  should  not  want  for  the  necessities  of  life,  that  they  would 
have  as  much  of  raiment  and  food  and  comfort  as  they  had  whom 
our  Lord  sent  forth  to  preach  the  Gospel  without  purse  or  script. 

A  letter  from  the  Rev.  Dr.  DuBose.  Dean  of-  the  Theological 
Faculty  of  the  University  of  the  South,  and  president  of  St  Luke's 
Brotherhood  for  the  increase  of  the  ministry,  is  very  much 
to  the  point  and  it  will  be  well  to  read  it  in  connection  with 
what  is  said  about  the  necessity  of  a  native  ministry.

Reverend  and  Dear  Brother: — The  pressing  need  for  earnest, 
consecrated,  self-sacrificing  men  in  the  ministry  of  our  branch  of 
the  Church,  especially  in  the  South  and  West,  as  directly  seen  by 
repeated  calls  of  the  Bishops  to  men  in  seminaries,  and  their  in- 
ability to  supply  the  needs,  calls  attention  to  the  reasons  for  this 
lack  of  supply  of  men.  The  call  of  the  Bishops  and  others  is 
usually  addressed  to  men  who  have  already  become  candidates  f6r 
Holy  Orders,  or  are  soon  to  graduate  from  some  seminary  of  the 
Church,  and  these  men  are  generally  required  by  their  own  Diocese, 
as  soon  as  they  are  prepared. 

^hat  Is  needed  is  to  bring  the  neceisities  of  the  Church  directly 
to  the  knowledge  of  the  Laymen ;  to  impress  upon  them  the  fact 
of  the  many  fields,  both  at  home  and  abroad,  which  are  uncare4 
^or;  to  present  to  them  the  call  of  the  Bishops,  unanswered,  and 
i  the  demand  for  men  completing  their  courses  at  our  local  seminaries; 
to  show  to  them  that  there  are  places,  even  for  many  workers  who 
have  not  the  highest  education,  and  the  great  advantage  of  a  native 
nilnistry;  but  also  that  the  work  undertaken  must  be  one  looking 
to  discomfort  and  hardship,  to  small  salaries,  but  withal  a  work  full 
°'  Joy  and  blessing  for  the  faithful  laborer. 

The  general  lack  of  such  knowledge  by  our  Laymen  is  evidenced 
^y  the  fact  that,  of  the  theological  students  now  at  Sewanee,  only 
one  ever  had  this  matter  placed  before  him  by  the  Clergy.  More- 
^^^T,  men  feel  a  hesitancy  in  offering  themselves  for  so  high  an 
<>^ce.  through  a  commendable  modesty,  but  a  general  call  would 
*^i^e  an  opportunity  for  serious  consideration  and  conference  on 
^^*s   important  subject. 

It  is  desired  that  in  the  near  future  this  mater  be  placed  before 
the  men  of  each  Parish  by  the  Clergyman  in  charge;  not  urging 
^'^y  particular  individuals  to  become  caididates,  but  that  each  Lay* 
^^n  may  be  fully  advised  of  the  needs;  the  Clergyman  stating  that 
"^»  or  some  other  presbyter,  or  the  undersigned  may  be  consulted. 
B^'or  the  information  of  the  Clergy,  but  not  as  an  inducement  to 
"©  held  out  to  the  men  themselves,  attention  may  be  called  to  those 
^^Ucial  agencies  for  assisting  candidates  and  postulants  to  prepare 
'or  Orders,  to  a  limited  extent  the  St.  Luke's  Brotherhood  for  the 
Increase  of  the  Ministry,  with  headquarters  at  Sewanee. 

The  undersigned  would  be  glad  to  answer  inquiries,  either  on 
^^®  Bubject  of  the  call  or  aid.  but 'first  should  be  made  known  the 
^®^dQ  of  the  Church  and  the  self-sacrifice  required. 

A  trial  of  men  as  to  their  faithfulness,  in  view  of  their  future 
^^•"Ic,  e.  g.,  Sunday  School  work,  public  reading,  visiting  the  sick, 
*®^^Bting  the  Clergy,  etc.,  might  bring  out  the  sincerity  of  the 
*^^^on  presenting  himself;  but  none  should  be  lightly  turned  aside, 
^^  trial  of  men  may  also  be  made  here,  in  the  Missions  connected' 
^*^K  the  seminary.

ADDRESS    OF    PRESIDENT    WOMAN'S    AUXILIARY. 

RigT^t    Reverend    Father,    Clergy    and    Memherj    of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary: 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  and  thankfulness  we  meet  together  once 
more  to  render  an  account  of  our  stewardship.  Heartily  welcome  are  * 
all  present.  With  these  annual  recurring  meetings  we  come  nearer 
and  nearer  together,  our  interests  more  united,  and  we  hope  our  work 
more  vital  and  successful.  By  this  personal  contact  we  learn  the 
need  of  individual  development,  to  further  our  interests  and  to 
aid  in  bringing  the  spirit  of  our  Lord  among  us.  As  a  body  of 
women;  we  stand  as  bearers  of  truth  and  good  will,  and  for  our 
end,  we  have  the  enlisting  of  women  for  such  activities  as  center  in 
the  life  of  the  Church.  When  we  meet,  it  should  be  to  cheer,  to 
encourage  each  other  for  greater  effort  in  behalf  of  the  greatest 
work  on  earth,  spreading  the  gospel  of  our  Lord  Christ.  We  are 
all  pledged  oy  baptism  to  be  His  followers  and  to  fight  under  His 
banner:  let  us  to-day  pledge  ourselves  to  fight  more  faithfully  and 
earnestly  than  ever  before.  On  all  sides  greater  Missionary  effort 
and  zeal  are  needed.  More  doors  are  opened,  but  where  are  the 
workers  eager  to  enter,  and  where  the  means  to  send  them?  If 
the  members  of  the  Church  would  only  realize  that  his  or  her  five 
or  ten  cents  is  as  much  value  to  the  cause  as  the  thou  rands  of 
others  who  give  of  their  abundance,  matters  might  be  more  different. 
Our  Bishop's  hands  are  hampered  for  wanting  means  for  Diocesan 
work.  While  there  are  frequent  failures  to  meet  Church  obligations, 
seldom  do  you  find  one  unable  to  go  to  an  entertainment  or  gratify 
personal  wishes.  We  mi^s  some  faces  to-day.  I  wish  we  could 
have  one  or  two  delegates  from  each  branch  in  the  Diocese.  Such 
absences  is  one  reason  why  there  is  not  a  wider  knowledge  of  Mis- 
sions and  their  needs.  There  is  now  no  lack  of  sources  of  knowl- 
edge, whatever  lack  there  may  be  in  accepting  the  knowledge.  If 
we  would  make  this  meeting  one  of  profit  to  the  Master,  we  should 
take  up  the  duties  of  the  hour  in  ^ixich  a  way  as  to  try  to  make 
this  the  very  best  meeting  we  have  ever  had,  and  to  send  forth 
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from  its  influences  that  will  make  the  next  annual  meeting  better 
than  this.  It  is  not  my  intention  to  occupy  your  time  in  listening 
to  a  general  scope  of  the  year's  work.  The  secretary  will  do  that. 
Our  delegates  will  give  their  own  reports  from  their  reipective 
branches.'  You  will  find  there  has  been  some  increase  In  our  ranks. 
We  hope,  as  you  hear  the  gleanings  from  the  year' 3  harvest, 
your  prayers  will  multiply  and  your  strength  will  increase  in 
efforts  for  the  promotion  of  Woman's  Auxiliary  work  in  the 
Church  of  Arkansas  and  elsewhere.  The  sum  total  of  all  work 
is  made  up  of  little  duties  well  performed.  It  ii  a  work  in  which 
all  should  help.  Some  can  do  more  than  others,  but  each  should 
resolve  to  do  her  whole  duty.  To  know  that  we  have  aided  even 
a  little  in  spreading  the  "Faith  which  was  once  delivered  unto 
the  saints,"  is  a  blessed  privilege.  This  is  the  day  of  multiplied 
charities  and  women's  societies  both  in  and  out  of  the  Church.  So 
much  so  and  to  such  a  degree  has  she  advanced  in  many  ways  that 
it  is  often  called  the  "woman's  century."  By  some,  woman's  best 
work  is  said  to  be  that  of  influence.  While  lifted  up  by  that  thought,^ 
"We  are  humbled  to  the  very  dust  when  we  remember  that  God 
can  use  such  weakness,  but  we  know  He  is  pleased  to  work  through 
the  least  of  His  children.  Is  each  one  here  to-day  praying,  studying, 
giving  as  far  as  she  is  able?  Remember,  the  threefold  obligation 
which  rests  upon  each  member,  -praying,  studying,  giving.  If  the 
woman  is  in  the  right  attitude  to  her  home,  to  her  Parish,  to  her 
Diocese,  then  we  may  look  for  right  results.  I  regret  much  that 
I  cannot  visit  each  branch  during  the  year,  as  personal  contact 
affords  better  opportunity  for  interchange  of  thought.  I  have  re- 
ceived many  letters,  and  how  many  I  have  written  will  not  venture 
to  say,  and  I  do  hope  in  the  future  you  will  acquaint  your  president, 
whoever  she  may  be,  with  the  work  of  your  auxiliaries  by  monthly 
or  weekly  letters.  Not  a  written  report  but  simply  a  letter  with  a 
general  outline  of  your  work,  so  that  she  may  keep  in  closer  touch 
with  you.  You  will  have  statistical  reports,  but  there  are  many 
acts  of  love  and  kindness  unwritten  save  in  the  "book  of  life."  The 
"Macedonian  cry"  has  come  strong  and  loud  from  many  directions. 
Have  we  rung  out  our  reply  as  strong  as  we  might?  Do  you  know  of 
our  work  among  the  Indians,  smong  our  own  colored  race,  in  Alaska, 
China  and  Japan?  Had  not  St.  Paul  believed  in  foreign  Missions, 
where  would  the  women  of  our  Church  be  now?  Certainly  not 
in  colleges,  clubs  and  independent  business  positions,  in  a  word, 
man's  equal.  "If  she  be  poor,  slight-natured,  miserable,  how  shall 
men  grow?"  As  the  Diocesan  branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary, 
we  owe  our  first  allegiance  to  him  who  is  set  over  us  in  the  Lord, 
our  Bishop.  As  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  we  may  not  rest  here,  but 
leave  no  means  untried  by  which  we  can  help  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions. Some  say  two  mite  chests  are  confusing,  but  we  think  not. 
Every  church  helped  by  the  opening  of  our  red  boxes  is  a  light 
on  a  hill.  *  Our  blue  or  united  offering  box  is  meant,  you  know,  to 
mark  our  thanksgiving  for  the  mercies  of  three  years,  and  is  over 
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and  above  our  regular  work.  Is  it  fair  to  keep  it  in  a  comer 
waiting  until  the  last  few  months  to  accumulate  with  difficulty 
what  would  have  been  com]>aratively  easy  if  done  systematically? 
Remember  the  contents  of  these  boxes  must  be  sent  to  our  Diocesan 
treasurer  not  later  than  the  very  first  of  September  in  order  that  he 
may  in  turn  send  in  good  time  to  the  General  Treasurer  in  New  York. 
We  are  anxious  to  have  representatives  at  the  great  Triennial  meeting 
in  October,  and  this  should  be  our  time  to  elect  delegates.  Mi  as  Emery 
writes  me  she  would  like  our  offering  presented  in  an  enyelope 
or  some  receptacle,  upon  which  shall  be  photographed  oi'  painted 
a  picture  of  the  first  church  in  the  Diocese.  This  can  be  discussed 
later  or  put  in  the  hands  of  a  committee.  Would  it  not  be  well  for  us 
if  we  could  have  a  "quiet  day**  set  apart,  it  is  customary  in  so 
many  of  our  branches.  The  day  to  be  chosen  by  the  delegates,  or 
better  still,  suggested  by  the  Bishop.  To  avail  ourselTes  of  the 
pcacefulness  of  a  day  passed  in  God's  dear  presence,  all  worldly 
cares  and  rerponsibilities  laid  aside  for  a  few  hours.  With  such 
loving  service,  like  Mary's  at  His  feet,  we  should  be  strengthened  and 
refreshed,  for  our  iHisy  lives.  I  would  like  to  see  a  Junior  Auxiliary 
in  every  Parish,  also  a  Babies*  Branch,  the  kindergarten  of  the  Junior 
Department.  Strange  to  say  there  seems  on  the  whole  but  little 
interest  taken  in.  this  work.  It  may  be  that  it  is  not  well  understood. 
It  is  to  the  boys  and  girls  of  our  Sunday  Schools  what  the  Board 
of  Missions  is  to  the  men  and  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  to  the  women 
of  our  Church.  It  13  a  distinctive  possession  of  the  children,  in 
which  they  stand  side  by  side  with  their  elders.  It  is  well  to  have 
it  under  the  guidance  and  direction  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary. 
A  Church  Periodical  Club  is  something  to  which  we  have  never  con- 
tributed. What  a  pleasure  it  must  be  to  our  far-away  Misiionariea. 
Many  an  hour  which  must  be  lonely  and  dreary  can  be  lightened 
and  brightened  by  sending  magazines  and  periodicals  to  those  who 
find  it  impossible  to  purchase  them,  but  would  greatly  enjoy  reading 
them  and  appreciate  the  thoughtfulness.  These  books  need  not 
necessarily  be  new.  but  already  read,  which  in  manj  instances 
are  used  to  kindle  fires  or  thrown  into  the  waste  paper  basket.  I 
have  written  through  the  Diocese  urging  women  who  are  n<ii  members 
of  the  Auxiliary  to  contribute  twenty-five  cents  each  to  the  United 
Offering.  It  seemed  to  your  president  they  would  be  glad  to  do 
this.  State  pride,  if  no  higher  motive,  should  be  an  iupiratkm. 
We  ought  to  blu;h  for  shame  to  be  ranked  below  tlie  heathen. 
**The  law  was  a  shadow  of  good  things  to  come."*  Do  we  who 
have  fully  entered  into  the  enjoyment  of  the  substance,  sbow 
our  gratitude  by  larger  offerings  than  the  Jews?  The  Lord 
we  worship.  U  the  same  yesterday,  to-day  and  forever,  and  the 
things  that  pleased  Him  in  the  days  of  the  patriarchs  and  prophets. 
please  Him  now.  To  reverence  his  sanctuary,  to  make  glorious 
the  earthly  house  of  His  abode,  to  care  for  His  priests,  to  retievY 
His  poor  and  bring  free-will  offerings  when  we  go  into  Jlis  courts^ 
is  as  acceptable  now  as  in  the  day  long  gone.    To  coiae  up  to  the 
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full  stature  of  the  perfect  man  in  Jesus  Christ,  we  must  love  as 
He  loved,  always,  everywhere  and  everybody.    Wherever  a  human 
heart   beats   there   is   sin,   and   therefore   suffering.     To   teach   the 
guilty  one  the  penalty  and  remedy  for  his  sin,  and  to  comfort  the 
suffering  is  the  Christian's  high  duty,  and  the  limit  to  it  is  simply 
the  capacity  God  hai  given  us.     But  see  that  you  do  not  put  the 
limit  too  low.     Dear  co-workers,  let  us  seek  for  greater  strength 
in  prayer  to  God.    To  every  earnest  worker  comes  sooner  or  later 
the  knowledge  of  her  own  limitations,  which  is  apt  to  cause  dis- 
couragement, but  remember  God  calls  for  no  greater  standard  than 
"she  hath  done  what  she  could."    But  let  us  above  all  things  be 
faithful   in   using  what   little   power   we   have.    The  question    for 
us  is  the  same  that  is  probably  asked  in  every  Diocesan  Branch: 
What  is  our  duty  to  our  Diocese,  so  that  we  can  sustain  its  work 
and  yet  have  time  or  money  to  give  to  distant  fields?     If  we  lack 
in  riches,  we  may  double  in  prayers.     If  we  go  in  the  right  spirit 
there  can  be  no  failure.    Give  to  him   who  needs  with  wise  dis- 
crimination,  think,   plan,   and   care   for   him   always,   everywhere, 
without  looking  for  a  return.    Often  when  you  cease  to  be  expectant, 
the  reward  does  come  even  in  this  life.    To  those  who  have  sowed  be- 
side all  waters  and  patiently  and  humbly  toiled  while  waiting  for  the 
harvest,  the  warmth  "that  belongs  to  the  sunlight,"  refreshingly 
Tails  "and  at  eventide  there  shall  be  light."

ADDRESS  OF  THE  SECRETARY  OF  THE  ARKANSAS  BRANCH 

OF  THE  WOMAN'S  AUXILIARY. 

To  the  Members  of  the  Auxiliary: 

The  Woman's  Auxiliary,  in  this  and  every  other  Diocese,  repre- 
sents an  association  of  Christian  women — women  full  of  frailties  of 
Uiought,  speech  and  action,  yet  strong  in  faith — women  who  are 
animated  with  the  single-hearted  desire  of  helping  to  spread  the 
gospel — simply  that!  We  are  to  aid  in  seating  chapels  throughout 
our  Diocese,  whose  spires  with  "silent  finger  shall  point  to  heaven;" 
^e  are  to  sustain  ministers,  dedicated  to  preach  that  gospel,  from  the 
Xiulpits  of  those  chapels  where  men  and  women  shall  hear  the  message 
and  be  inspired  to  become  Christlike  heads  of  families,  Christian  law- 
makers and  Christian  rulers  in  our  charitable  and  educational  insti- 
tutions; we  are  to  guard  ourselves  against  the  fatal  contagion  of 
skepticism,  sham  and  vain  glory,  that  our  influence  may  go  to 
promote  the  spiritual  life  above  the  material  and  intellectual. 

Such  is  the  responsibility  laid  upon  us. 

May  we  realize  and  accept  it. 

I  was  at  a  reading  club  some  years  ago,  where  a  dainty,  earnest, 
little  daughter  of  the  hoitess  dispensed  light  refreshments  on  a  waiter 
to  the  gueits.  I  was  struck  with  the  careful,  painstaking,  unpreten- 
tious manner  in  which  the  duty  was  performed  to  each  and  all  impar- 
^^^lly,  and  remarked  to  her  mother,  in  an  aside: 
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*'Your  little  daughter  must  be  a  comfort  to  you." 
"Indeed,  yes — her  brother  is  older,  but  she  keeps  him  in  ordei 
"She  is  her  brother's  conscience-keeper,  I  suppose,**  I  repli< 
The  mother  looked  up  as  if  arrested  by  the  chance  thought,  and  sa 
earnestly : 

"My  friend,  you  say  truly — she  i»  his  conscience-keeper/* 
Each  of  us  is  somebody's  conscience-keeper,  and  each  of  us  stan 
in  peril  of  the  weakness  shown  by  the  first  woman,  who,  ai  a  cc 
science-keeper,  proved — a  traitor  I 

In  us  that  transgression  may  be  redeemed  through  the  atoi 
ment  of  Christ.  By  speeding  His  message  of  love  and  pardon  ai 
encouragement  to  the  men  and  women  of  this  land  and  those  beyoi 
the  seas  we  may  become  "corners  of  His  temple,**  to  uphold  ai 
strengthen  it,  an  idea  so  effectually  embodied  in  the  caryatides 
ancient  Greek  architecture  and  used  for  a  symbol  by  the  Psalmi 
David.  There  will  l>e  self-renunciation  and  ofttimes  weariness  wii 
disappointments,  but  since 

"The  paths  that  lead  us  to  God*s  throne 
Are  worn  by  children's  feet,** 

I  offer  for  your  encouragement  the  advice  ^ven  by 

**The  Child  Judge:** 

"Go  make  thy  garden  fair  as  thou  canst. 
Thou  workest  never  alone; 
Perchance  he  whose  plot  is  next  to  thine 
Will  see  it  and  mend  his  own. 

And  the  next  may  copy  his,  sweetheart. 
Till  all  grows  fair  and  sweet: 
And  when  the  Master  comes  at  eve 

Happy  faces  hii  coming  w^ill  greet. 

Then  shall  thy  joy  be  full,  sweetheart. 

In  the  garden  so  fair  to  see. 
In  the  Master's  w^ords  of  praise  for  all. 

In  a  look  of  his  own  for  thee.**

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DIOCESAN  CONSTITUTION. 

Revised  according  to  suggestions  of  the  Bishop.  May  1,  1901, 
and  adopted  May  10.  1901. 

ARTICLE  I. 

^'AMG. 

The  name  of  this  association  shall  be  "The  Arkansas  Branch  of 
the  Woman's  Auxiliary  to  the  Board  of  Missions." 

ARTICLE   II. 

OiSJECT. 

Its  object  is  by  united  and  systematic  action,  to  Increase  the 
interest  and  unite  all  the  women  in  the  Diocese  in  the  various 
branches  of  the  Church's  Missionary  work. 

ARTICLE  III. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Section  1.  This  association  is  composed  of  the  members  of  the 
local  branches  (including  Junior  and  babies'  branches)  organized 
for  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  in  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas. 

Sec.  2.  Any  organization  of  church  women  may  become  a 
local  branch  of  this  association  by  adopting  its  object  and  annually 
assisting  in  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Church,  notifying  the  Dio- 
cesan Secretary  of  the  fact,  and  paying  annually  |1  dues  on  the 
1st  of  May. 

Sec.  3.  The  treasurer  of  the  local  branches  shall  send  all  money 
collected  to  the  Diocesan  Treasurer.  The  local  secretary  shall 
make  an  annual  report  on  May  1  to  the  Diocesan  Secretary  of  all 
work  done,  with  description  and  value  of  all  contributions. 

Sec.  4.  Each  local  branch  shall  be  entitled  to  but  one  vote  in 
the  annual  Diocesan  meetings,  but  may  send  any  number  of  dele- 
gates, one  of  whom  shall  be  authorized  to  cast  the  vote  and  assume 
the  pledge  for  any  specific  work  undertaken  by  the  Diocesan  branch. 

Sec.  5.  Each  local  branch  may  form  its  own  Constitution  and 
By-laws. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

OFFICERS. 

The  officers  of  this  association  shall  be  President,  two  Vice 
Presidents,  one  from  each  Archdeaconry,  a  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer, 
and  a  Director  of  the  Junior  Branch  elected  annually  in  conven- 
tion. The3e  officers  shall  form  a  Board  of  Managers  and  Trustees 
of  this  association,  and  shall  meet  quarterly  in  October,  January 
and  April,  at  the  call  of  the  President. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Dl'TIES   OF  OFFICERS. 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  preside,  and  in  her  absence  one 
ot"  the  Vice  Presidents.     She  shall  call  meetings  and  perform  such 
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duties  as  pertain  to  her  office,  and  shall  make  every  effort,  through 
the  Vice  Presidents  and  otherwise,  to  direct  the  work  of  the  local 
branches  in  raising  money  for  the  support  of  some  one  or  more 
of  the  departments  of  Missionary  work,  and  shall  form  new  local 
auxiliaries  wherever  practicable.  Shall  appoint  an  auditing  com- 
mittee of  two  persons,  who  shall  examine  the  accounts  and  vouchers 
of  the  Diocesan  Treasurer,  and  report  result  at  the  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Vice  President,  in  addition 
tx)  the  customary  assistance  to  the  President,  to  take  charge  of  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary  work  in  her  jurisdiction,  to  assist  the  Diocesan 
oflacer?  in  the  distribution  of  work,  and  in  every  way  strive  to 
arouse  and  maintain  active  interest  in  all  departments  of  the 
vrork. 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  shall  correspond  with  the  General  Sec- 
retary, and  the  Missionaries,  and  find  out  where  help  is  needed,  and 
of  what  kind:  shall  correspond  with  local  secretaries  and  arrange 
t:he  work,  so  that  a  general  oversight  may  be  kept  by  one  person.  She 
shall  keep  a  correct  list  of  all  Diocesan  officers.  Parish  secretaries, 
^nd  Clergymen  in  the  Diocese,  with  addresses  of  the  same.  She  shall 
'^ake  the  minutes  of  all  meeting!,  and  prepare  a  report  for  the  annual 
meeting  and  for  circulation  in  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  forward  all  money 
offerings  and  shall  pay  out  money  only  as  voted  by  the  Diocesan 
l3ranch  or  Board  of  Managers,  except  money  received  for  a  definite 
X)urpose  may  be  paid  for  that  purpose  without  a  formal  vote;  shall 
"keep  an  account  of  all  money  and  boxes  contributed  for  Missionary 
«.nd  other  purposes  by  the  local  branches  or  individuals;  and,  as 
Treasurer,  shall,  after  the  accounts  and  vouchers  are  audited,  embody 
«.  full  account  in  the  annual  report. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

AMENDMENTS. 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of 
the  members  present  at  any  annual  meeting  of  the  association; 
jirovided,  that  notice  of  the  proposed  change  has  been  given  with 
the  call  for  a  meeting. 

BY-LAWS. 

1.  There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  this  association  at 
the  .time  appointed  for  Diocesan  Council,  at  such  time  and  place 
as  the  Board  of  Managers  (or  Secretary,  with  the  advice  of  the 
President)  shall  designate. 

2.  In  case  of  vacancy  in  any  office  the  same  may  be  filled  at  a 
stated  or  called  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  anyone 
appointed  by  them  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  next  annual 
meeting. 

8— D  of  A 
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3.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President  at  such  time 
and  place  as  she  may  designate,  for  the  purpose  of  stimulating  inter- 
est in  the  work. 

4.  The  stated  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  with  the  Pres- 
ident  as  chairman,  shall  be  held  in  May  at  any  place  designated,  and 
at  these  meetings  any  number  present  may  constitute  a  quorum. 

5.  It  is  expected  that  each  Parish  branch  shall  contribute 
annually  not  less  than  one  dollar  ($1)  to  the  expense  fund. 

6.  These  By-laws  may  be  amended  at  any  annual  meeting 
by  a  vote  of  a  majority  present.

The  Thirtieth  Annual  C'ouncil  of  the  Diocese  convened 
at  St.  John's  Church,  Helena,  :May  14,  1902,  at  10  o'clock 
a.  ni.,  and  was  opentnl  hy  a  celebration  of  the  Holy  Commun- 
ion, the  Bishop  btun^  celebrant.  Rev.  Jos(»ph  J.  Cornish, 
of  F<.rrest  City  and  ^larianna,  read  the  epistle,  and  Rev. 
W.  1).  Buckner,  of  Pine  Bluff,  the  ^osjxd,  and  Rev. 
A.  A*.  Robertson,  of  Fort  Smith,  preache<l  the  s(»rnion  from 
St.  John  xiii,  34:  ^'The  new  commandment.''

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SECOND  DAY. 


MORNING  SESSION. 

Council  convened  pursuant  to  adjournment,  and  after 
morning  prayer  said  by  Rev.  George  B.  Xorton,  D.  D.,  wa 
called  to  order  by  the  Bishop. 

The  journal  of  yesterday  was  read,   and  after  verb 
amendments,  wajs  approve<l. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  W.  D.  Buekner,  the  Rev.  L.  R. 
Davis  and  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Barker,  I).  D.,  resident  prieste 
not  yet  canonieally  connected  with  the  Diocese,  were  inviter/ 
to  seats  in  the  Council. 

The  (^ommittee  on  Constitutions  and  Canons  made  a 
partial  re|>ort,  which  was  read  in  full,  and  then  on  motion 
of  Archdeacon  Williams,  was  taken  up  seriatim. 

1.  The  first  resolution,  on  the  subject  of  "Unemployed  Clergy" 
of  the  Diocese,  was.  after  discussion,  recommitted. 

2.  That  the  following  be  enacted  as  additional  Canons,  to  be 
numl)ered  as  follows: 

Section  54  a.  That  the  colored  work  of  this  Diocese  be  organ- 
ised into  a  Convocation,  in  which  every  canonieally  resident  and 
employed  colored  minister  shall  have  a  seat,  and  every  duly  organ- 
ixtHl  Parish  and  Mission  Station  of  colored  people  shall  be  entitled 
to  representation  by  three  laymen,  the  Bishop  or  his  duly  appointed 
ropresontative  to  be  ex -officio  chairman  of  the  Convocation.  All 
conntitutional  and  canonical  measures  adopted  by  such  Convocation, 
In  ordor  to  lHHM>me  effectual,  shall  first  be  presented  to  and  ratified 
and  oonrtrmod  by  the  Dioi^esan  Council. 

Soot  ion  54  h.  No  iH>lored  priest  or  deacon  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
Hont  in  tho  Council  of  this  Diocese,  and  no  colored  congregation  shall 
l»t^  t>!\tltlod  to  roprosentation  in  it.  Provided.  That  this  exclusion 
hIhiU  not  apply  to  tho  case  of  any  colored  rector,  or  Parish,  that 
luiH  hort^toforo  b«vn  admitted  to  the  Diocesan  CounciL 

Tho  u\oHo!\  to  adopt  the  foregoing  Canons  not  being  unanimous 
(thrro  ImMuk  two  votos  in  the  negative)  the  same  were  laid  over 
tlM   tho  novt   iVuncli   for  final  action. 

jUo\  Mr  Kiv.  Pastor  of  tho  M.  E.  Church,  was  introduced  by 
Uov  C  n  l.ooKwoovl.  and  tho  ^xnirtesies  of  the  Council  extended 
U\  htm  \ 
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3.  Amend  section  50  as  follows:  Strike  out  the  words  "And 
have  charge  of  the  Missionary  work  in  the  field  assigned  by  the 
Bishop."  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

"And  shall  act  as  an  advisory  body  to  the  Bishop  and  the  Arch- 
deacon in  the  administration  of  the  Missionary  work  in  the  field 
assigned  by  the  Bishop." 

Amend  section  51  by  striking  out  the  first  paragraph  of  said 
section  and  in  lieu  thereof  inserting  the  following  : 

"  The  Bishop  shall  appoint  one  of  the  Clergy  In  each  District 
as  Canon  of  Convocation,  but  in  all  Missionary  work  the  Bishop 
shall  be  ex-oflicio  president  of  each  Convocation;  and,  in  his 
absence,  and  by  his  appointment,  the  Archdeacon  shall  ex-offlcio 
preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  several  Convocations.  The 
Archdeacon  shall,  under  direction  of  the  Bishop,  be  chairman  of 
the  Executive  Committee  of  each  Convocation.  The  Canons 
of  Convocations  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Cathedral 
Chapter,  with  the  privilege  of  attendance  upon  meetings  of  the 
Chapter,  though  without  vote." 

Amend  section  54  by  changing  "Dean"  to  "Canon." 

The  amendments  were  unanimously  adopted,  and  being  so 
adopted  the  Canons  were  declared  duly  and  constitutionally  so 
amended. 

4.  In  the  matter  of  "Clergy  Relief"  the  committee  offered  the 
following:

RESOLUTIONS. 

Resolved,  That  the  following  change  be  made  In  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  that  the  proposed  alteration  be  made  known  to  the  several 
Dioceses,  in  order  that  the  same  may  be  adopted  at  the  next  General 
Convention,  in  accordance  with  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution,  as 
follows : 

Amend  Article  I,  Section  2,  of  the  Constitution,  by  striking  out 
the  word  "and"  at  the  end  of  the  second  line  and  Inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  word  "or,"  and  also  by  striking  out  the  words 
"arising  therefrom"  in  the  third  line,  so  that  the  section  shall  read 
as  follows: 

Section  2.  Every  Bishop  of  this  Church  having  jurisdiction, 
every  Bishop  Coadjutor,  and  every  Bishop,  who  by  reason  ot 
advanced  age  or  bodily  infirmity  has  resigned  his  jurisdiction,  shall 
have  a  seat  and  a  vote  in  the  House  of  Bishops.  A  majority  of 
all  Bishops  entitled  to  vote,  exclusive  of  Foreign  Missionary  Bishops 
and  of  Bishops  who  have  resigned  their  jurisdictions,  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Resolved,  That  the  following  change  be  made  in  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  that  the  proposed  alteration  be  made  known  to  the  several 
Dioceses,  in  order  that  the  same  may  be  adopted  at  the  next  Gen- 
eral Convention,  in  accordance  with  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution, 
as  follows: 

Substitute  for  Article  I,  Section  3,  of  the  Constitution,  as  finally 
agreed  to  and  ratified  at  this  Convention,  the  following: 

Section  3.  The  House  of  Bishops,  by  vote  of  a  majority  of  all 
the  Bishops  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  said  House,  shall  elect  one 
ci  the  Bishops  having  jurisdiction  within  the  United  States  to  be 
nominated  for  confirmation  by  the  House  of  Deputies  to  be  the 
Presiding  Bishop  of  the  Church.  The  Presiding  Bishop  shall  hold 
office  for  three  years.   JHMfett  discharge  such  duties  as  may  be 
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prescribed  by  the  Constitution  and  the  Canons  of  the  General  Con- 
vention.   But  if  the  Presiding  Bishop  shall  resign  his  office  as  such, 
or  if  he  shall  resign  his  Episcopal  Jurisdiction,  or  if  in  the  Judgment 
of  the  House,  he  shall  become  disabled  by  reason  of  infirmity,  or  if 
for  any  other  reason  a  vacancy  in  the  office  shall  occur,  the  senior 
Bishop  by  consecration  having  Jurisdiction  within  the  United  States 
shall  thereupon  become  the  Presiding  Bishop  until  the  House  of 
Bishops  shall  elect  an  acting  Presiding  Bishop,  who  shall  hold  office 
until   the  next  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  at  which  the 
Presiding  Bishop  shall  be  elected. 

Resolved,  That  the  following  change  be  made  in  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  that  the  proposed  alteration  be  made  known  to  the  several 
Dioceses,  in  order  that  the  same  may  be  adopted  at  the  next  Gen- 
eral Convention,  in  accordance  with  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution, 
as  follows: 

That  Article  I  of  the  Constitution  be  amended  by  adding  thereto 
the  following  as  Section  6,  and  changing  the  number  of  the  present 
Section  6  to  Section  7. 

Section  6.  One  Clerical  and  one  Lay  Deputy  chosen  by  each 
Missionary  District  of  the  Church  within  the  boundaries  of  the 
United  States  shall  have  seats  in  the  House  of  Deputies,  subject  to 
all  the  qualifications  and  with  all  the  rights  of  Deputies  except  the 
right  to  vole  when  the  vote  shall  be  taken  by  orders. 

Resolved,  That  the  following  change  be  made  in  the  Consti- 
tution, and  that  the  proposed  alteration  be  made  known  to  the 
several  Dioceses,  in  order  that  the  same  may  be  adopted  at  the 
next  General  Convention,  in  accordance  with  Article  XI  of  the  Con- 
stitution, as  follows: 

Add  to  the  first  sentence  of  Article  II,  Section  1.  after  the  words 
''Convention  of  the  Diocese"  the  words: 

Provided,  however,  that  when  a  Diocese  shall  be  formed  out  of 
a  Missionary  District,  the  Missionary  Bishop  in  charge  of  said  Dis- 
trict shall  become  the  Bishop  of  said  Diocese,  if  he  shall  so  elect. 

Resolved,  That  the  following  change  be  made  in  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  that  the  proposed  alteration  be  made  known  to  the  sev- 
eral Dioceses,  in  order  that  the  same  may  be  adopted  at  the  next 
General  Convention,  in  accordance  with  Article  XI  of  the  Constitu- 
tion, as  follows: 

Strike  out  Article  V  of  the  Constitution  and  insert  the  follow- 
ing as  Article  V  of  the  Constitution.  vi2: 

Article  V. 

Section  1.  A  new  Diocese  may  be  formed,  with  the  consent  of 
the  General  Convention  and  under  such  conditions  as  the  General 
Convention  shall  prescribe  by  general  Canon  or  Canons.  ( 1 )  by  the 
erection  Into  a  Diocese  of  the  whole  or  of  any  part  of  one  or  more 
Missionary  Districts;     (2)     by  the  division  of  an  existing  Diocese: 
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(3)  by  the  junction  of  two  or  more  Dioceses  or  of  parts  of  two  or 
more  Dioceses;  or  (4)  by  the  junction  of  the  whole  or  part  of  the 
Missionary  District  with  a  Diocese,  or  with  any  part  of  one  or  more 
Dioceses.  The  proceedings  shall  originate  in  a  Convocation  of  the 
Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Missionary  District  called  by  the  Bishop 
for  that  purpose;  or,  with  the  approval  of  the  Bishop,  In  the 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  to  be  divided;  or  (when  it  Is  proposed 
to  form  a  new  Diocese  by  the  junction  of  two  or  more  Dioceses  or 
of  parts  of  two  or  more  Dioceses)  by  mutual  agreement  of  the  Con- 
ventions of  the  Dioceses  concerned,  with  the  approval  of  the  Bishop 
or  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  each  Diocese.  In  case  the  Epis- 
copate of  a  Diocese  be  vacant,  no  proceedings  toward  Its  division 
shall  be  taken  until  the  vacancy  Is  filled.  During  a  vacancy  In  a 
Missionary  District,  the  consent  of  the  Presiding  Bishop  must  be 
had  before  proceedings  to  erect  it  into  a  Diocese  are  taken.  When 
it  shall  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  General  Convention,  by 
a  certified  copy  of  proceedings  and  other  documents  and  papers  laid 
before  it.  that  all  the  conditions  for  the  formation  of  the  new 
Diocese  have  been  complied  with  and  that  it  has  acceded  to  the 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  this  Church,  such  new  Diocese  shall 
thereupon  be  admitted  to  union  with  the  General  Convention. 

Section  2.  In  case  one  Diocese  shall  be  divided  Into  two  or 
more  Dioceses,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  divided  may  elect  the  one 
to  which  he  will  be  attached,  and  he  shall  thereupon  become  the 
Bishop  thereof;  and  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  if  there  be  one. 
may  elect  the  one  to  which  he  will  be  attached,  and  (if  it  be  not  the 
one  elected  by  the  Bishop)  he  shall  be  the  Bishop  thereof. 

Section  3.  In  case  a  Diocese  shall  be  formed  out  of  parts  of 
two  or  more  Dioceses,  each  of  the  Bishops  and  Bishops  Coadjutor 
of  the  several  Dioceses  out  of  which  the  new  Diocese  has  been 
formed  shall  be  entitled,  in  order  of  seniority  of  consecration,  to 
the  choice  between  his  own  Diocese  and  the  new  Diocese  so  formed. 
In  case  the  new  Diocese  shall  not  be  so  chosen,  it  shall  have  the 
right  to  choose  its  own  Bishop. 

Section  4.  Whenever  a  new  Diocese  is  formed  and  erected 
out  of  an  existing  Diocese,  it  shall  be  subject  to  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  of  the  Diocese,  out  of  which  it  was  formed,  except 
as  local  circumstances  may  prevent,  until  the  same  be  altered 
in  accordance  with  such  Constitution  and  Canons  by  the 
Convention  of  the  new  Diocese.  Whenever  a  Diocese  is 
formed  out  of  two  or  more  existing  Dioceses,  it  shall  be  subject 
to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  that  one  of  the  said  existing 
Dioceses  to  which  the  greater  niiml)er  of  Clergymen  shall  have 
belonged  prior  to  the  erecfion  of  such  new  Diocese,  except  as  local 
circumstances  may  prevent,  until  the  same  be  altered  in  accordance 
with  such  Constitution  and  Canons  by  the  Convention  of  the  new 
Diocese. 
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Section  5.  A  Diocese  formed  out  of  a  Missionary  District  shall  be 
subject  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  to  which  such  Missionary 
District  was  subject,  until  the  same  be  altered  in  accordance  with 
such  Constitution  and  Canons  by  the  Convention  of  the  new  Diocese. 

Section  6.  No  new  Diocese  shall  be  formed  which  shall  con- 
tain fewer  than  six  Parishes,  or  fewer  than  six  Presbyters  who  have 
been  for  at  least  one  year  canonically  resident  within  the  bounds 
of  such  new  Diocese,  regularly  settled  in  a  Parish  or  Congregation 
and  qualified  to  vote  for  a  Bishop.  Nor  shall  such  new  Diocese  be 
formed  if  thereby  any  existing  Diocese  shall  be  so  reduced  as  to 
contain  fewer  than  twelve  Parishes  and  twelve  Presbyters  who  have 
been  residing  therein  and  settled  and  qualified  as  above  provided. 

Section  7.  The  consent  of  the  General  Convention  to  the  erec- 
tion of  a  new  Diocese  should  not  be  given  until  it  has  satisfactory 
assurance  of  a  suitable  provision  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate. 

RenolveiU  That  the  following  change  be  made  in  the  Constltu- 
tution,  and  that  the  proposed  addition  be  made  known  to  the  several 
Dioceses,  in  order  that  the  same  may  be  adopted  at  the  next  General 
Convention,  in  accordance  with  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution,  as 
follows: 

Add  to  Article  X  of  the  Constitution  the  following: 

And  provided  further,  that  nothing  in  this  article  shall  be  con- 
strued as  restricting  the  authority  of  the  Bishops  of  this  Church 
to  take  such  order  as  may  be  permitted  by  the  Rubrics  of  the  Book 
ot  Common  Prayer  or  by  the  Canons  of  the  General  Convention 
for  the  use  of  special  forms  of  worship. 

Mr.  John  M.  Daggett  submitted  tlie  following  preamble 
and  resolution,  which  was  seconded  hv  Kev.  (\  H.  Lock- 
wood  and  referred  to  the  Conjnjittee  on  Ways  and  Means: 

Whereas,  The  Bishop  has  practically  pledged  that  the  Diocese 
shall  raise  annually  for  Diocesan  Missions  $1,000.  and 

Whereas,  Under  the  plan  inaugurated  at  the  last  General  Con- 
vention, the  apportionment  of  this  Diocese  is  $1,500.  making  a  total 
of  $2,500  which  is  expected  from  this  Diocese  annually  for  the  cause 
of  Missions,  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  apportion 
the  sum  of  $2,500  among  the  several  Parishes  and  Missions,  as  a 
minimum  amount  to  be  raised  for  Missions,  to  be  collected  in  such 
manner  as  each  Parish  or  Mission  may  determine,  and  paid  quarterly 
to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions,  who  shall  retain 
40  per  cent  of  the  amounts  so  paid  for  the  work  in  this  Diocesa, 
and  remit  quarterly  the  remaining  60  per  cent  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  General  Board  at  New  York. 
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Mr.  P.  K.  Roots  submitted  liis  reports  as  Diocesan 
Treasurer  and  Treasurer  of  the  Fund  for  Aged  and  Infirm 
CUergy,  wliieh,  with  vouchers,  were  referred  to  the  Auditing 
Committee. 

(See  Appendix  VHI.) 

liev.  G.  Gordon  Smeade  submitted  the  following  resolu- 
tion, wliicli  was  unanimously  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  be  and  he  is  hereby 
instructed  to  pay  out  of  the  General  Fund  in  his  hands  not  other- 
wise appropriated,  the  insurance  premiums,  and  all  taxes  local  and 
general,  lawfully  assessed  against  the  Episcopal  Residence  in  the 
city  of  Little  Rock. 

After  prayers  for  Missions  said  by  the  Rev.  C.  H.  Lock- 
wood,  the  Council  took  a  recess  till  4  o'clock. 

AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  the  Council  was  called  lo 
ordiT  bv  Archdeacon  W.  1),  Williams,  who  was  dulv  elected 
temporary  Prcjiident,  and  tlie  Council  was  opened  ^^^t]l 
pravtM*  bv  the  Archdeactm. 

Tlu*  St»i»n»tary  read  the  repm  of  the  Registrar,  which 
was  appn>ved,  as  follows: 

To  the  /)i<HY*oM  Council  of  Arkansas: 

Hri»thren — As  Registrar  of  the  Diocese  I  have  to  report  that 
uothlUK  bas  transpired  in  my  office  worthy  of  note  since  the  last 
tit^iilou   of   this  Council. 

In  wy  rt»|H>rt  to  the  last  Council  I  suggested  that  if  the  Clergy 
of  the  reai>ei»tlve  Parishes  and  Missions  of  the  Diocese  would  pre- 
imro  abort  skotohes  of  their  respective  Parishes  or  Missions,  of 
HU  !U«torlcal  nature,  showing  when  organized,  the  varioos  Priests 
who  bavt"  offioiateil  therein,  and  like  matters,  that  it  would  be  of 
Dttrvlo«»  to  those  who  come  after  us  in  endeavoring  to  ascertain 
Hiuuetblna  of  the  history  of  the  respective  Parishes.  I  regret  to  say 
that  no  out^  has  sent  me  any  such  matter  for  recordation;  but  out 
wf  my  own  knowKiRe  of  the  course  of  events  in  Christ  Church  Par- 
iah, Trinity  l^rlab.  and  St,  Pauls  Mission,  UtUe  Rock.  I  have  made 
a  Ht^V^ral  t«utrles  relating  to  them,  so  that  the  record  of  these 
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places  stands  fairly  complete  to  the  present  time.    I  hereby  renew 

my  suggestion  in  this  report,  and  hope  that  the  venerable  brethren 

of  the  Clergy  will  see  fit  during  the  coming  year  to  furnish  the 

materials  for  the  entries  regarding  the    other    Parishes    of    the 

Diocese.

Company  of  New  York,  the  GIrard  Trust  Company  of  Philadelphia, 
the  Old  Colony  Trust  Company  of  Boston,  and  the  St.  Louis  Trust 
Company  of  St  Louis,  as  fiduciaries  acceptable  to  this  Council,  to 
receive.

The   Committee   on   Finance   submitted   the   following 

report : 

Helena,  Ark..  May  16,  1902. 

To  the  Bishop  and  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas: 

Your  Finance  Committee  report  that  the  income  from  the 
Permanent  Episcopate  Fund  for  the  conciliar  year  1901-02,  as 
shown  by  the  report  of  the  Trustee,  is  $1,741.68. 

It  is  reasonable  to  expect  a  net  increase  for  the  ensuing  year 
of  $2,000.  We  find  also  that  by  resolution  of  this  body,  adopted 
June  17,  1878,  it  was  provided  that  "when  the  accumulation  of 
said  fund  will  so  warrant,  it  is  made  the  duty  of  said  Trustee, 
acting  under  the  supervision  of  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Com- 
mittee, to  first  provide  a  permanent  residence  for  the  Bishop  out 
of  said  fund."     (Pro.  1878,  p.  15.) 

One  of  the  notes  given  for  purchase  price  of  the  Episcopal 
residence,  together  with  the  interest  on  the  entire  unpaid  balance 
of  purchase  money,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  about  $1,700, 
will  mature  May  16,  1902,  this  day.  There  appears  to  be  no  other 
funds  on  hand  with  which  to  meet  this  payment. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  the  Trustee  be  instructed  to 
apply  the  income  arising  from  the  Episcopate  Fund  for  the  year 
1901-02  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  payment  of  the  said  debt 
at  maturity.

Resolved,  That  the  proposition  of  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese 
as  set  forth  in  his  annua]  address,  namely:  That  in  consideration 
that  the  Diocese  will  undertake  the  payment  of  $2,000,  the  princi- 
pal debt  against  the  Epih;copal  residence,  and  all  interest  that  ma/ 
accrue  on  the  entire  debt  to  May  IB,  1903,  he  will  provide  for  the 
payment  of  an  additional  $1,000  of  said  debt,  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  accepted. 

Resolved,  That  the  income  arising  from  the  Permanent 
EfPiscopate  Fund  to  May  1,  1903,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
appropriated  to  the  payment  of  the  amount  assumed  by  the 
Diocese  as  set  forth  in  this  resolution,  and  that  the  balance,  it 
any,  be  raised  by  voluntary  subscription  within  the  Diocese. 

Committee  on  Education  submitted  the  following  report 
and  two  appended  resolutions,  which  were  unanimously 
adopted : 

To  the  Thirtieth  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas: 

The  following  report  on  Education  is  respectfully  submitted 
by  your  committee  established  at  the  last  Annual  Council,  accord- 
ing to  resolution  recorded  on  page  19,  Journal  1901. 

Imm<ediately  after  the  close  of  the  Council,  your  committee 
canvassed  the  situation  to  ascertain  what  might  be  done  toward 
establishing  a  Diocesan  school  for  girls.  A  circular  le.tter  was 
issued  and  contributions  solicited  on  the  basis  of  locating  the 
school  in  Little  Rock.  Pledges  to  the  amount  of  $432.50  were  se- 
cured in  about  one  month,  but  while  we  were  very  grateful  for 
the  promises  made,  and  although  we  felt  sure  that  other  pledges 
could  be  obtained,  yet  it  was  evident  that  the  sum  total  would 
be  inadequate  for  the  inauguration  of  the  proposed  school. 
The   opening  of   the  school  was  therefore   indefinitely   postponed. 

On  the  important  subject  intrusted  to  us  your  committee 
desire  to  say  a  word  on  the  state  of  education  in  Arkansas  and 
on  Church  education  in  general. 

We  find  the  educational  work  in  this  State  groups  itself  under 
lour  heads.  (1).  The  Public  School  system,  providing  for  both 
white  and  colored  schools  and  including  the  State  University  with 
its  several  professional  departments.  (2).  The  Denominational 
Colleges  with  their  local  branches.  Under  this  head  there  are 
eight  well  established  institutions.  Two  for  the  Methodist  Church, 
South;    two   for   the   Puptist    Church;    two    for   the    Presbyterian 
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Church,  and  two  for  the  Roman  Catholic  Church.  (3).  Private 
schools  of  an  academic  character.  There  is  said  to  be  about 
fifty  of  these  schools  in  the  State.  (4).  The  Business 
Colleges,  etc. 

This  shows  that  there  is  already  organized  in  this  State  vast 
educational  systems  which  must  have  a  strong  influence  on  the 
secular  and  religious  life  of  the  people.  Is  it  not  pertinent  to 
ask  what  part  has  this  Church  in  this  great  movement  and 
how  is  her  work  in  this  State  affected  by  this  great  organization  of 
influence  which  is  indifferent  if  not  openly  opposed  to  the 
ddctrine,  discipline,  worship  and  history  of  this  Church? 

On  examination  an<l  from  personal  observation  your  commitit^e 
is  also  convinced  that  ihe  general  standard  of  the  Arkansas  schools 
is  not  high  enough  to  satisfy  the  best  patronage  of  the  State. 
Ihit  we  also  note  that  a  large  number  of  those  who  seek  the 
host  education  by  going  outside  of  the  btate  show  a  preference  for 
Church  institutions. 

In  connei'tion  we  wish  to  emphasize  the  idea  of  Church  educa- 
tion  In  general.    We  believe  that  the  social  and  political   life  oi 
our  nation  needs  a  solid,  dogmatic,  religious  basis.    The  Church 
Hhould  strlvo  to  maintain  a  vital  connection  between  ethics  and 
tho  Catholic  Christianity  of  the  Creed,  the  Lord's  Prayer  and  tbe 
Tvw  Commandments.     Suffer  a  few  authorities  for  this  proposition: 
Kev.  Wm.  lA'well.  a  great  English  scholar,  in  a  treatise  on  "Chris- 
tian  Morals."  argues  that  without  the  Church  man  has  no  right 
to  oducato  his  fellows — that  education     without     the     Church   is. 
Indord.  an  absurdity.     Ho  says:     'The  education  of  man  is  beyond 
tho    roach    of    man.     He    knows    nothing   and    can   know    nothiug 
i»r  tho  stHTot  fluctuations  of  the  mind,  and  without  knowing  these, 
ht»w  can*  ho  control  or  turn  them  aright." 

Tho  lato  Bishop  Wilberforce.  in  a  sermon  on  the  "Insufficiency 
iif  Haro  Intollottual  lilnlightenment,"  says:  "It  is  by  the  up- 
growth amongst  us  of  multitudes  whom  God's  truth  has  never 
rottoiitHl  that  our  social  security  is  threatened.  Man  without  God's 
tout  raining  grace,  and  the  light  of  Christ's  truth,  is  and  soon  will 
allow  himst'lf  to  be  flercer.  craftier  and  more  selfish  than  the 
lioautH  ot  tho  wilderness.  Amongst  such  how  is  society  possible? 
Our  hopo  as  a  nation  is  in  our  Christianity,  in  an  earnest  definite 
I'ttltli  In  tho  words,  work,  grace,  cross  and  person  of  Jesus 
t'hrlHt.  '  And  in  another  place  he  says:  "The  Church  only,  there- 
foro.  can  truly  raiso  the  tone  of  society,  and  that  not  becaube 
hor  HyHtom  is  hotter  than  other  human  systems,  but  because  it 
\H  iUnV»  systom  and  Gixl  works  with  it— because  the  Holy  Spirit 
iliitKUH  thus  to  work  uiH>n  the  hearts  of  ihen.  giving  hi^  principles, 
ronnlim  holy  habits,  in  the  several  members  and  so  making  a 
|»tiiiplo  truly  Krt*at\  rud  in  the  end  truly'  prosperous  upon  the 
Mrlh  ' 
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On  these  arguments  we  therefore  submit  the  two  following 
resolutions: 

1.  Resolved,  Whereas,  the  Sunday  Schools  of  the  Church  are 
doing  a  real  work  in  Church  education,  and  realizing  their  import- 
ance as  containing  about  2,000  pupils  and  employing  about  200 
teachers,  that  we  heartily  approve  of  this  work  and  congratulate 
them. on  their  Lenten  offering  this  year  which  amounts  to  $104,000. 

2.  Resolved,  That  in  order  to  promote  Church  education  in 
this  Diocese  in  some  practical  way,  this  Council  does  hereby  estab- 
lish a  fund  to  be  known  as  "The  Church  Education  Fund  of  the 
Diocese  of  Arkansas,"  and  to  be  held  by  one  of  the  fiduciaries 
designated  by  resolution  of  this  Council  until  it  be  appropriatea 
by  the  Diocesan  Council  for  the  establishment  and  endowment  ot  a 
Diocesan  school  or  schools  duly  organized  and  incorporated.

Mr.  John  Gatling  and  Mr.  John  T.  Hicks  were  elected 
as  mendiers  of  the  Committee  on  Judiciary. 

Rev.  George  B.  Xorton,  D.  D.,  and  Mr.  James  H. 
Rodgers  were  elected  Delegates  to  the  Missionary  Council, 
and  the  Bishop  appointed  Archdeacon  W.  D.  Williams  to  fill 
the  vacancy  caused  hv  Rev.  C.  B.  K.  Weed  having  left  the 
Diocese. 

Rev.  J.  W.  Barker,  D.  D.,  was  elected  Preacher  of  tlie 
•Sermon  at  the  next  Council,  and  Rev.  G.  DeWitt  Dowling 
Alternate. 

D  of  A-8. 
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Rev.  L.  R.  F,  Davis,  on  behalf  of  St.*  James's  Parish, 
invited  the  Council  to  hold  its  next  session  at  Eureka  Springs. 
The  invitation  was  declined  at  this  time,  but  was  placed  on 
file  as  a  standing  invitation  to  make  Eureka  Springs  the 
first  place  of  meeting  of  Council  outside  of  Little  Rock. 

Rev.  George  B.  Xorton,  D.  D.,  oflFereil  the  following 
resolution,  which  was  unanimously  adopted  by  a  rising  vote : 

Resolved,  That  we  hereby  extend  to  the  Rector  and  Parish 
of  St.  John's  Church,  our  hearty  thanks  for  their  kind  and  gener- 
ous hospitality  as  our  entertainers. 

The  following  resolutions  were  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  pay  the  Secretary  $100  as  an 
honorarium  for  his  services. 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  pay  the  sexton  of  St.  John'is 
Church  $5  for  his  services  during  the  sitting  of  the  Council. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  have  printed  and  distributed  in 
the  usual  manner  500  ccpies  of  the  Journal;  and  such  portions  ot 
the  Journal  as  the  Bisuop  may  desire  for  Missionary  work,  and 
slips  of  amendments  to  Canons  passed  at  the  present  Council. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  authorized  to  have  an  addi- 
tional set  of  the  Journals  of  the  Diocese  bound  for  use  of  the 
president  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

Resolved,  That  the  address  of  Rev.  J.  W.  Barker,  D.  D.,  before 
the  Board  of  Missions,  be  published  in  the  Journal. 

The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  reported  that 
the  Special  Comuiittee  appointed  at  last  Council  (Journal,

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APPENDIX  I. 

FOURTH  ADDRESS  TO  THE  ANNUAL  COUNCIL 
OF  THE  DIOCESE  OF  ARKANSAS. 


By  the  Rt.  Reo.  William   Nontgotneni   Brotcn,  D.  D.,  Bishop 

of  Arkansas. 


Brethren  of  the  Church  and  Laity: 

This  is  my  "Fourth  Annual  Address  to  the  Diocese  of 
Arkansas."  It  is  longer  than  I  originally  intended  it  to  be,  but. 
as  1  have  concluded  to  deliver  it  in  daily  installments  of  a  half 
hour  at  the  beginning  of  each  afternoon  session,  I  trust  that  it 
will  not  tire  you.  When  I  have  finished  I  hope  that  you  will  feel 
with  me  that  the  subjects  which  are  usually  treated  of  In  such 
addresses  are  this  year  so  numerous  and  important  as  to  make 
an  exceptionally  long  address  desirable. 

In  order  that  my  recommendations  may  be  submitted  in  time 
for  any  consideration  that  you  may  be  inclined  to  give  them,  I 
will  abandon  the  usual  order  of  topics  and  proceed  at  once  to 
the  portions  of  the  address  to  which  recommendations  are 
appended. 

CLERGY  RELIEF. 

There  is  hardly  a  subject  of  more  pathetic  interest  than  that 
cf  relieving  the  aged  and  infirm  Clergy  and  assisting  their  widows 
and  orphans.  For  nearly  fifty  years  the  General  Church  has  fur- 
nished meager  aid  to  the  needy  among  such  entitled  to  larger  help. 

Our  own  Diocese  has  exhibited  its  good  will  in  this  regard, 
and  gathered  a  small  fund  for  this  purpose.  In  a  variety  of  ways 
the  Church  in  the  United  States  has  taken  this  weighty  matter 
under  consideration.  Diocesan  Councils  and  the  General  Conven- 
tions have  earnestly  recommended  that  stated  ofTerings  be  made  for 
this  fund.  It  of  course  has  my  unqualified  support.  I  am  glad  to 
observe  what  appears  to  be  an  increasing  interest  in  this  most 
worthy  object.  In  accordance  with  the  expressed  wish  of  this 
Council  a  committee  was  appointed  last  year  to  consider  the  wis- 
dom and  feasibility  of  co-operating  or  combining  with  "The 
Trustees  of  the  Fund  for  the  Relief  of  Widows  and  Orphans  of 
Deceased  Clergymen,  and  of  Aged,  Infirm  and  Disabled  Clergymen 
of  the  Protestant     Episcopal     Church  in     the  United     States     of 
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America."  It  is  my  conviction  that  consolidation,  or  to  use  the 
current  commercial  word  "nuerging/'  in  this  matter  is  both  desira- 
ble and  practicable  and  I  hope  it  may  appeal,  likewise,  to  the 
Council. 

THE  EPISCOPAL  RESIDENCE  INDEBTEDNESS. 

For  the  next  three  or  four  years,  I  have  decided  to  use  any 
trust  funds  to  the  amount  of  $1,000,  that  I  naay  have  over  and  above 
the  $4,500  that  I  am  obliged  to  raise  for  our  Church  extension 
work,  in  the  reduction  of  the  debt  upon  the  Episcopal  Residence, 
providing  this  Council  will  agree  to  the  following  proposltiou. 
namely : 

If  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas,  on  or  before  May  16.  1903.  will  pay 
in  full  the  note  and  all  accrued  interest  due  to  that  date,  on  account 
of  the  Episcopal  Residence  debt,  and  will,  in  audition  thereto,  reduce 
the  said  indebtedness  $1,000.  then  I  will  pay  |1.000  for  the  same 
purpose,  so  that  in  all  the  debt  will  be  re^iuced  by  the  amount 
of  the  interest  plus  $2,000.  It  is  understood  that  I  am  to  pay  no 
part  of  my  $1,000  until  the  Council,  by  its  representative,  has  paid 
said  interest  plus  $2,000  in  full. 

I  want  to  make  it  clear  that  this  proposition,  so  far  as  it  con- 
cerns myself  and  the  trust  funds  for  which  I  am  responsible,  does 
not  relate  to  mon^y  that  is  or  soon  will  be  due  on  the  Episcopal 
Residence  indebtedness  for  the  past  year.  As  I  understand  it. 
there  will  be  due  before  the  closing  of  this  Council  on  May  16.  1902. 
the  first  note  of  $1,150  and  interest  on  all  the  notes  amounting 
to  $575.  making  a  total  of  $l,7?d.  This  amount  or  any  amount  thai 
shall  be  found  to  be  correct,  must  be  paid  in  full  before  I  can  enter 
into  the  proposed  agreement. 

I  hope  that  this  proposition  may  be  accepted,  and  that  I  may 
be  able  to  renew  it  with  like  results  from  year  to  year.  If  we  can 
enter  into  this  agreement  and  carry  it  out  for  four  years,  the  debt 
will  be  wiped  out  and  the  Diocese  will  be  much  better  off  than 
it  ever  has  been  in  respect  to  its  ability  to  make  suitable  pro- 
vision for  the  support  of  its  Bishop. 

A  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  FOR  THE  HOLDING  OF  TRUST 

FUNDS. 

So  far  as  my  observation  extends,  the  few  and  small  Trust 
Funds  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas  have  been  administered  quite  as 
well  as  similar  funds  of  other  Dioceses. 

The  policy  of  the  Diocese  in  the  care  of  its  Trust  Funds. 
so  far,  has  been  to  appoint  one  Trustee  for  each  fund,  and  each 
Trustee  appointed  in  accordance  with  this  policy  has  administered 
the  fund  for  which  he  was  kind  enough  to  assume  responsibility 
with  a  fidelity  which  in  some  cases  has  involved  the  sacrifice  of 
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personal  interests  on  behalf  of  his  fund,  and  with  an  ability  which 
I  venture  to  say  is  not  excelled  by  the  Trustees  of  any  fund  in 
any  Diocese  of  the  country.  The  Diocese  owes  and  is  always 
ready  to  tender  a  most  cordial  vote  of  high  appreciation  and  warm 
thanks,  especially  to  the  administrator  of  our  chief  Trust  Fund, 
namely,  that  for  the  endowment  of  an  Episcopate. 

Arkansas  is  undoubtedly  financially  the  poorest  Diocese  in  the 
American  Church.  That  the  Episcopal  Endowment  of  such  a 
Diocese  from  a  feeble  beginning  only  a  few  years  ago,  with  no 
contributions  from  the  outside,  and  only  small  ones  from  the  inside, 
should  have  grown  until  it  has  Reached  the  very  respectable  sum 
of  120,000,  Is  to  me  nothing  less  than  astonishing.  I  believe  that 
the  growth  of  our  Episcopate  Fund  has  no  parallel  in  any  Diocese 
of  this  country. 

I  was  for  some  years  the  Recording  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  o^  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  and  I  am  glad  to  testify  that  our 
Episcopate  Fund  has  been  doing  very  much  better  than  theirs. 
Indeed,  its  growth  seems  to  me  to  have  been  very  exceptional, 
almost  phenomenal. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  our  Diocesan  Trust  Funds  are  being 
administered  under  the  present  policy  with  the  highest  possible, 
and  in  fact  most  exceptional,  efficiency,  I  naturally  have  had  great 
hesitancy  in  recommending  any  change  of  policy. 

However,  I  believe  that  the  time  has  come  when  we  should  have 
a  legally  incorporated  Board  of  Trustees  who  shall  be  responsible 
to  the  Council  for  the  care  of  all  the  Trust  Funds  of  the  Diocese 
and  for'  the  hol^ding  and  defending  of  all  titles  to  real  estate 
Church  property  which  does  not  run  to  the  Vestries  or  to  the 
Bishop. 

If  the  Council  sees  fit  to  favorably  consider  my  recomtmenda- 
tion  in  this  matter,  it  will  of  course  elect  the  present  Trustees  of 
Funds,  members  oi  the  board,  and  I  see  no  reason  why  the  board 
might  not  continue  them  as  treasurers  of  the  funds  which  they 
have  respectively  administered  with  such  great  acceptability. 

TREASURER'S   BONDS. 

In  this  Diocese,  the  custom  prevails  of  requiring  a  Treasurer 
of  a  Trust  Fund  to  secure  bondsmen  for  himself.  There  has  been 
no  cause  to  regret  this  custom  for  the  bondsmen  secured  have.  It 
appears,  always  been  highly  acceptable  to  the  Council.  Neverthe- 
less I  do  not  like  the  policy  of  private  bondsmen.  It  would  not 
work  well  in  the  unhappy  and  improbable  event  of  difficulty.  The 
Council  would  be  sure  to  hesitate  in  demanding  the  payment  of 
such  bonds,  and  there  would  almost  certainly  be  loss  to  the  fund 
concerned. 
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Besides  there  is  an  element  of  injustice  in  asking  a  man  to 
gratuitously  administer  a  fund  and  require  him  to  ask  his  friends 
to  go  on  the  required  bond.  I  recommend  that  this  feature  of  our 
policy  be  changed.     It  is  antiquated,  unsafe,  and  unjust. 

THE  APPORTIONMENT  PLAN. 

In  another  connection  I  shall  have  occasion  to  speak  more  fully 
of  the  San  Francisco  General  Convention.  1  wish  to  say  here  that. 
in  my  humible  judgment,  one  of  the  best  of  the  many  good  things 
done  by  it  was  the  adoption  of  the  "Apportionment  Plan"  of  raising 
money  for  the  carrying?  on  of  the  work  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign 
Missionary  Society.  This  was  done  by  the  passing  of  a  resolution 
authorizing  the  Board  of  Managers  for  the  Domestic  and  Foreign 
Missionary  Society  to  determine  how  much  money  they  would  need 
to  meet  all  the  obligations  of  the  Society  and  to  request  the  several 
Dioceses  and  Missionary  Jurisdictions  to  raise  their  proportionate 
share  of  the  amount. 

The  Board  has  done  its  duty  respecting  this  most  business-like 
recommendation  with  excellent  results.  The  amount  apportioned 
to  Arkansas  is  in  round  numbers  $1,500.  Considering  the  weakness 
of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  and  in  fact  that,  until  I  came  among 
you.  the  Bishop's  salary  was  paid  by  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Mis- 
sionary Society,  and  that  you  raised  comparatively  little  for  Dio- 
cesan Missions,  our  apportionment  probably  falls  as  heavily  upon 
us  as  upon  any  Diocese  or  Missionary  jurisdiction  in  the  country. 

But  though  our  apportionment  is  far  more  than  we  are  likely  to 
pay  this  year,  it  is  not  really  excessive  or  beyond  our  ability.  We 
have  in  round  numbers  3,000  communicants,  one  cent  per  week 
from  each  communicant,  to  say  nothing  about  our  non-communi- 
cating constituency  and  the  Sunday  School  children,  would  pay  a 
little  more  than  our  apportionment.  Compared  with  our  brethren 
of  other  Dioceses  we  are  poor.  The  people  of  Arkansas  are.  as  tne 
Banking  Credit  Statistics  show,  the  poorest  in  the  United  States; 
but  comparatively  poor  as  we  are,  we  are  not  so  poor  that  our  con- 
stituency, which  all  told  must  be  fully  six  thousand,  cannot  pay 
an  average  of  one  cent  for  each  of  our  3.000  communicants. 
Granting  that  there  are  some  who  cannot  pay  even  that  small 
amount,  there  are  many  who  could  if  they  would,  pay  five  times  as 
much.  It  is,  therefore,  not  at  all  a  question  of  ability,  but  rather 
one  of  disposition  and  system. 

The  $1,500  should  be  equitably  apportioned  between  our  congre- 
gations, and  our  Clergy  should  not  rest  day  or  night  until  ample 
provision  had  been  made  for  the  raising  of  their  respective  allot- 
nts.    We,  who  are  receiving  so  much  help  from  the  Domedtic 
Foreign  Missionary  Society  and  from  benefactors  whom  God 
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has  raised  up  for  us  at  the  North  and  East,  of  all  Dioceses,  should 
cheerfully  make  sacrifices  if  necessary,  in  order  that  the  whole  of 
our  apportionment   may  be  raised  from  year  to  year. 

But  it  is  not  necessary  for  us  to  make  sacrifices  in  order  to 
do  our  duty  to  Missions,  as  it  is  gauged  by  the  Board  of  Managers. 
It  is  only  necessary  that  we  should  inaugurate  systems  of  regular 
instructions  about  Missions  and  collections  for  Missfons. 

The  Church  Press  does  not  expect  us  to  do  our  duty  and  has 
kindly  been  making  excuses  for  us  in  giving  reasons  why  our  ap- 
portionment should  have  been  smaller.  The  feeling  is  no  doubt 
widespread  throughout  the  Church.  No  one  seems  to  expect  us  to 
do  our  duty.  Let  us  surprise  the  Church  and  promote  our  self- 
respect  by  doing  it.  It  is  my  earnest  desire  that  this  Diocese  shall 
take  most  kindly  to  the  plan  of  apportionment.  It  is  a  practical 
policy  and  one  in  touch  with  the  Kingdom. at  large.  A  giving  Dio- 
cese is  always  a  growing  Diocese;  and  a  Clergyman,  who  hasn'r 
ability  and  enthusiasm  enough  to  enlist  the  hearts  of  his  people  in 
Missionary  work  and  giving,  is  certainly  unable  to  feed  the  flock 
of  God  aright. 

Missions  are  grounded  on  a  nunOfber  of  motives,  any  one  of 
which  should  lift  us  out  of  selfness  and  into  a  state  of  giving. 
The  altruist  will  adopt  apportionment  for  the  one  sure  happiness 
which  comes  from  doing  for  others;  the  patriot  because  he  desired 
to  share  in  the  betterment  of  his  own  people  and  native  land;  but 
the  earnest  believer  will  welcome  it  as  in  the  nature  of  complying 
with  the  command  of  Christ  to  teach  the  nations  the  Way  of  Life. 

THE  RELATION    OF    UNEMPLOYED    CLERGYMEN    TO    THIS 

COUNCIL. 

Last  year  I  called  attention  to  the  anomalous  relation  that 
Clergymen  who  are  canonically  reEideAt  of  this  Diocese  but  Who 
are  not  employed  in  any  ministerial  work  of  the  Diocese  sustain 
towards  this  Council.  Such  Clergymen  represent  nobody  but 
themselves  and  yet  their  votes  count  for  as  much  as  the  Rector 
who  represents  the  largest  Parish  in  the  Diocese.  There  have 
been  on  my  list  at  one  time  as  many  as  ten  of  these  non-parochial 
Clergymen  as  they  are  technically  called. 

Improbable  as  such  a  thing  rn^y  be,  it  is  nevertheless  quite 
within  the  range  of  the  possible,  that  all  of  these  non-parochials 
should  be  present  at  a  Council  and  that  a  contest  should  arise  in 
which  they  would  be  wholly  for  one  side.  Under  such  circum- 
stances they  would  be  almost  sure  to  carry  the  day. 

Their  victory  as  matters  now  stand  would  be  perfectly  legal. 
I  am  not  saying  that  such  a  victory  wt)uld  be  ruinous  to  the  Diocese, 
but  I  do  say  and  insist  that  there  is  an  element  of  injustice  in  such 
a  situation  to  those  who  are  bearing  the  burden  and  the  heat  of 
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the  day  in  our  Parishes  and  Mission  fields  and  that  as  a  rule  the 
Clergy  employed  in  a  Diocese  are  more  likely  than  the  unemployed 
to  have  its  welfare  at  heart.-  This  opinion  evidently  prevails 
throughout  the  American  Church  for  there  Is  no  other  Diocese  in 
this  country  in  which  such  a  contingency  as  we  have  supposed 
would  be  possible. 

I  believe,  therefore,  that  our  Constitutions  and  Canons  respect- 
mg  Clerical  representation  in  this  Council  should  be  changed  and 
I  offered  a  recommendation  to  this  effect  last  year.  It  did  not 
carry  favor,  and  perhaps  it  is  indelicate  and  unwise  in  me  to 
bring  it  up  again  at  this  Council.  But  to  me  it  presents  itself  as  a 
matter  of  so  much  vital  importance  that  I  venture  respectfully  to 
renew  my  recommendation  and  to  remind  you  of  the  number  of  non- 
parochial  Clergymen  who  are  sometimes  entitled  to  vote  in  this 
Council;  and  to  point  out  the  fact  that  our  Diocese,  so  far  as  1 
can  ascertain,  stands  alone  in  giving  a  vote  in  its  Councils  to 
unemployed   Clergymen. 

CONVOCATIONS. 

Unification  and  supervision  are  necessary  and  almost  indis- 
pensable words  in  the  vernacular  of  Diocesan  Missions.  They  are 
CBsential  to  the  highest  degree  of  efl^ciency  in  prosecuting  our 
important  Missionary  work.  The  unification  and  concentration  of 
facts  from  the  field,  and  efTort  in  the  field  are  as  highly  desirable 
and  essential  in  Missionary  work  as  is  the  accomplishment  of  the 
greatest  results  with  a  minimum  loss  of  force  in  mechanics.  To 
promote  this  essential  unification  and  a  corresponding  increase 
of  efficiency  in  the  Missionary  service.  I  concluded  to  accept  the 
resignation  of  the  Rov.  R.  W.  Rhames  and  for  the  future  to  do  the 
work  with  the  aid  of  only  one  Archdeacon  who  should  be  both 
my  right  and  left  hand  in  all  Missionary  undertakings. 

Some  of  the  Clergy  who  have  the  Missionary  interests  of  the 
Diocese  very  much  at  heart  have  regretted  my  abandonment  of 
the  old  Convocation  system.  I  gave  it  up  because  the  Canons 
happily  left  me  fret?  to  do  so,  and  because  it  does  not  fit  in  with 
my  Archdeaconal  unification  policy.  But  I  should  be  glad  if  the 
Canons  could  be  so  changed  as  to  admit  of  the  resumption  of  the 
Convocational  idea  with  the  Archdeaconal  idea  of  unity  and  priority 
in  the  foreground. 

You  will  see  from  this  that  I  do  not  intend  to  restore  diversity 
of  responsibility  by  having  as  many  divisional  supervisors  of  Mis- 
sionary work  as  there  may  be  Convocations. 

If  the  Convocations  are  resumed,  it  is  my  purpose  to  apply  the 
title  Canon  to  the  Presbyter  in  each  Convocation  who,  heretofore, 
has  b&en   denominated   the   Dean.     I  do   this  because  we  have  a 
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Cathedral,  and  necessarily  the  Bishop's  assistant  and  representa- 
tive in  the  Cathedral  Parish  is  the  Dean.  I  would  prefer  the  title 
Canon  to  that  of  Rural  Dean.  The  Canons  would  take  title  from 
the  Cathedral  and  be  members  of  the  Chapter,  and  I  would  desire 
that  each  should  preach  occasionally  in  the  Cathedral. 

The  order  of  precedence  in  the* Cathedral  would  be  Bishop, 
Dean.  Archdeacon  and  Canons,  but  in  the  Diocese  it  would  be 
Bishop,  Archdeacon,  Canons  and  Dean.  In  krranging  for  the  ses- 
sions of  the  Convocations  the  Archdeacon  would,  with  the  advice 
of  the  Canons  respectively,  prepare  the  programme  and  plan  the 
work,  and  submit  it  to  the  Bishop  for  his  modification  and  approval. 

I  would  like  very  much  to  have  Cathedral  and  Convocatlonal 
Canons,  who  would  co-operate  with  me  as  represented  by  the  Arch- 
deacon in  the  development  of  their  respective  Convocations,  and 
should  be  glad  if  the  Council  would  appoint  a  committee  to  de- 
termine whether  or  not  it  is  practicable  to  revise  and  remodel  th>i 
old  Convocatlonal  system  in  accordance  with  the  present  policy  o£ 
administering  the  Missionary  work  of  this  Diocese. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

1  beg  respectfully  to  offer  the  following  recommendations  for 
the  consideration  of  the  Council.  In  order  to  facilitate  the  dis- 
cussion of  them,  I  have  put  them  in  the  form  of  Resolutions. 

I.     THE  GENERAL  RELIEF  FUND. 

Resolved,  That  our  Diocesan  Fund  for  the  Relief  of  the 
Widows  and  Orphans  of  Deceased  Clergymen  be  merged  into  the 
General  Fund  of  the  Church  for  that  purpose,  and  that  a  com- 
mittee be  appointed  to  recomncend  to  this  Council  measures  for 
the  accomplishment  of  this. 

111.  EPISCOPAL  RESIDENCE  DEBT. 

Resolved,  That  if  the  Bishop  of  Arkansas  will  pay  $1,000 
upon  the  Episcopal  Residence  indebtedness  over  and  above  the 
accrued  interest,  between  May  16,  1502,  and  May  16.  1903,  the 
members  of  this  Council  will  co-operate  with  the  Episcopal  Resi- 
dence Committee  in  raising  $2,000  plus  the  accrued  interest  to 
May  16,  1903,  to  apply  upon  said  indebtedness  so  that  the  pur- 
chase price  will  be  reduced  $3,000  within  this  Council  year. 

Note:  This  resolution  does  not  relate  to  any  indebtedness  on 
the  Episcopal  Residence  that  should  have  been  paid  on  or  before 
May  16,  1902.     That  must  be  paid  before  my  offer  is  available.

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IV.     TRUSTEES. 

Resolved,  That  there  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  a  Board  of 
five  Laymen,  tW^  of  whom  shall  be  lawyers  and  three  well  known 
business  men,  three  of  the  five  for  six  years  and  two  for  three 
years,  to  be  known  as  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  Diocese  of 
Arkansas,  said  Board  to  be  duly  incorporated  according  to  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  Arkansas,  and  to  be  charged  with  the  care 
of  all  endowment  funds  of  the  Diocese. 

Note:  I  desire  that  the  Bishop  of  Arkansas  should  be  ex- 
officio  chairman,  and  the  Archdeacon,  ex-officio  recording  secretary, 
but  not  that  they  should  have  a  vote. 

The  Board  will  elect  its  own  president  and  official  secretary. 

V.     SURETY  BONDS. 

Resolved,  That  all  necessary  Surety  Bonds  be  taken  out  and 
paid  for  by  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas  in  some  reliable  insurance 
company. 

VI.     APPORTIONMENT   PLAN. 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  Apportionment  Plan  recommended 
and  adopted  by  the  last  General  Convention  for  the  raising  of  funds 
with  which  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  Domestic  ffnd  Foreign 
Missionary  Society,  is  nereby  approved  and  indorsed  by  the 
Diocese  of  Arkansas. 

*2.  Resolved,  That  this  Diocese  should  make  an  earnest  and 
persistent  effort  to  raise  the  amount  apportioned  to  us  by  the 
Board  of  Managers  who  acted  under  the  instructions  of  the  Gen- 
eral Convention. 

3.  Resolved.  That  the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  be 
and  hereby  is  requested  to  divide  the  $1,500  apportioned  to 
Arkansas,  equitably  among  our  Parishes  and  Mission  Stations  so 
that  our  Clergymen  and  congregations  may  know  what  amount 
they  should  cbllect  respectively  in  order  to  raise  their  due  pro- 
portion. 

VII.     UNEMPLOYED  CLERGYMEN. 

Resolved,  That  Section  1,  Canon  1,  Title  1,  of  the  Canons 
of  the  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas,  be  amended  by  insert- 
ing in  said  section,  after  the  words,  "ministerial  service  within 
the  Diocese,"  the  following  words,  namely,  **No  Clergyman  snail 
be  qualified  to  vote  who  has  ceased  to  be  a  Rector,  or  Assistant 
Rector,  or  is  no  longer  a  Minister  in  charge  of  a  Parish,  Mission 
or  Preaching  Station;  or  is  not  engaged  in  general  missionary 
work  under  appointment  of  the  Bishop  within  this  Diocese;  but 
his  right  to  a  seat  and  the  privileges  of  the  floor  shall  not  be 
abridged." 
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OR  THIS  COMPROMISE. 

Resolved,  That  Section  1,  Canon  1.  Title  1,  of  the  Canons  of 
the  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas,  be  amended  by  inserting 
in  said  section,  after  the  seventh  line,  the  following  words: 

"No  Clergynilin,  though  canonically  a  member  of  this  Diocese, 
who  has  been  absent  from  the  State  twelve  consecutive  months, 
shall  be  qualified  to  vote  in  this  Council  upon  any  question,  unless 
he  was  absent  on  sick  leave. 

"Any  Clergyman,  canonically  a  member  of  this  Diocese,  who 
has  be^n  absent  from  the  State  one  year  or  more,  may  vote  at  any 
session  of  the  Council,  convened  after  he  shall  have  canonically 
resumed  actual  ministerial  service  within  the  Diocese." 

VIII.     DIOCESAN  SCHOOLS. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Education  be  enlarged  and 
made  permanent. 

IX.     CONVOCATIONAL  SYSTEM. 

Resolved,  That  the  Canons  giving  the  Bishop  authority  to 
divide  the  Dioceee  into  Convocational  Districts,  and  to  appoint 
Missionary  Deans  over  them,  be  revised,  so  far  as  the  Missionary 
policy  now  in  operation  may  require  and  make  necessary. 

X.     AUDITING    COMMITTEE. 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  two  Little  Rock  gentlemen 
be  appointed  to  examine  the  Bishop's  account  with  our  Eastern 
benefactors,  and  that  said  committee  be  and  are  hereby  requested 
to  send  its  ?eport  to  the  Secretary  of  thfs  Council  in  time  for 
publication  in  the  Journal. 

NECROLOGY. 

In  this  Church  we  are  taught  that  it  is  one  of  the  fundamental 
duties  of  a  member  of  the  Kingdom  of  Christ  to  honor  and  obey 
the  Civil  Authority,  and  in  both  our  daily  Morning  and  Evening 
Prayer  and  also  in  our  solemn  Litany  and  Communion  Office  we 
pray  for  thope  whom  God  in  His  Providence  has  set  over  us  as 
Civil  Rulers.  It  is,  therefore,  eminently  proper  that  the  name  of 
our  martyred  President,  William  McKinley.  should  appear  first 
among  the  names  of  those  whose  departure  from  this  life  it  is 
my  sad  duty  to  record. 

The  assassination  of  President  McKinley  first  caused  a  uni- 
versal thrill  of  horror,  which,  after  the  blasting  of  the  prayerful 
hopes  of  the  world,  was  succeeded  by  the  deepest  and  most  wide- 
spread regret  and  sorrow  that  have  ever  been  occasioned  by  tKe 
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death  of  any  American  citizen.  The  people  not  only  of  this  coun- 
try, but  of  the  whole  civilized  world,  mourned  his  death.  When 
Washington  was  buried  it  is  probable  that  not  half  of  the  com- 
paratively few  people  then  living  within  the  narrow  limits  of 
the  original  thirteen  colonies  knew  of  his  death.  The  assassina- 
tion of  Lincoln  was  generally  known  and  mourned  from  the 
Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  and  from  the  Lakes  to  the  Gulf.  The 
times,  however,  were  different  and  his  burial  took  place  before 
the  news  reached  Europe.  But  the  report  of  the  shots  of  Mc- 
Kinley's  assassin  had  scarcely  ceased  to  reverberate  through  the 
spacious  structure  in  which  the  great  American  Commoner  was 
shaking  hands  with  his  beloved  people  before,  as  by  telegi^phlc 
instinct,  all  the  flags  of  the  civilized  world  fell  to  half  mast  in  sor- 
rowful recognition  of  the  awful  calamity  which  had  befallen  these 
United  States  and  in  testimony  of  the  high  and  universal  esteem 
in  which  our  President  was  held.  And  so  all  the  people  of  the 
great  American  and  European  Continents,  and  much  of  the  rest 
of  the  world,  as  one  bereaved  family,  wept  at  the  fate  and  graVe 
of  McKinley. 

The  din  of  our  political  partisanship,  which  is  sometimes 
deafening,  was  altogether  hushed,  and  all  Christians  devoutly 
repeated  in  their  conversations  and  at  the  crowded  Memorial 
Services  which  were  held  throughout  the  whole  of  Christendom, 
the  last  prayer  and  hymn  of  our  lamented  l^kder.  "Thy  Will 
Be  Done."     "Nearer  my  God  to  Thee,  nearer  to  Thee." 

Men  think  and  speak  of  President  McKinley  as  martyred  by 
a  "red  handed"  anarchist.  But  would  It  not  be  more  really  the 
truth  to  say  that  he  was  martyred  by  that  law  of  sacrifice  which 
accounts  for  great  leadership?  'ihe  law  which  requires  sacrifice 
in  exact  proportion  to  the  magnitude  of  good  accomplished  is  s 
Divine  decree  and  therefore  it  cannot  be  broken.  This  law  inevi- 
tably prevents  a  selfish  man  from  being  a  great  man,  a  great 
leader,  such  as  our  departed  President  was.  By  the  operation  ot 
this  law  of  sacrifice  selfish  men  always  defeat  themselves  as 
Napoleon  did.  This  is  the  law  by  which  even  the  Lord  Jesus  mm- 
self  in  His  incarnation  and  atoning  death  was  governed.  Now 
our  martyred  President  recognized  this  glorious  law  of  sacrifice. 
His  death  was  only  one  of  a  long  series  of  sacrifices  by  which  he 
ascended  one  round  after  another  until  he  reached  the  top  of  the 
ladder.  By  his  death  the  late  President  has  made  a  sacrifice 
which  perhaps  was  needed  to  call  our  attention  to  the  great  evil  of 
anarchism  that  it  may,  in  God's  own  good  time,  be  done  aWay 
with.  We  believe '  that  William  McKinley  was  large  enough  and 
brave  enough  to  be  willing  to  give  his  life  as  the  price  by  which 

country  will  be  free  from  this  evil.     He  died  a  martyr  and  a 

fice  to  free  us  from  the  sin  of  anarchy. 
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Since  our  last  Council  four  of  the  Bishops  of  the  American 
branch  of  the  Anglican  Communion  in  the  Church  of  God  have 
finished  their  labors  and  passed  to  the  rest  of  Paradise,  namely: 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Abram  Newkirk  Littlejohn,  D.  D.,  LLr.  D.,  D.  C.  L., 
the  first  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of -Long  Island  and  the  ninety-first 
in  the  American  Succession.  He  was  consecrated  on  January 
27,  1869,  and  he  died  August  3,  1901. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Henry  Benjamin  Whipple,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  the  first 
Bishop  of  Minnesota  and  the  sixty-eighth  in  the  American  Suc- 
cession. He  was  consecrated  October  23,  1859,  and  died  Septem- 
ber 16,  1901. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Alexander  Burgess,  D.  D.  LL.  D.,  the  first  Bishop 
of  Quincy  and  the  119th  in  the  American  Succession.  He  was 
consecrated  on  May  15,  1878,  and  he  died  on  October  8,  1901. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  John  Franklin  Spalding,  D.  D.,  the  second 
Bishop  cT  Colorado  and  the  104th  in  the  American  Succession. 
He  was  consecrated  on  December  31,  1873,  and  he  died  March 
9,  1901. 

All  these  were  among  the  more  distinguished  members  of  our 
Epi£copate  and  at  least  two  of  them,  Whipple  and  Littlejohn,  will 
go  down  in  history  as  among  the  greatest  Bishops  which  the 
American  Church  has  given  to  the  Church  Catholic. 

It  Is  fitting  that  I  should  make  some  special  reference  to  Bishop 
Littlejohn,  for  in  his  death  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas  has  lost  one 
of  its  greatest  benefactors.  In  order  that  you  may  appreciate 
the  greatness  of  the  debt  of  gratitude  we  owe  to  the  memory  of 
the  late  Bishop  of  Long  Island  It  will  be  necessary  for  me  to  relate 
a  little  history,  some  of  which  has  not  before  been  made  public. 

You  will  remember  that  I  came  among  you  in  the  summer 
of  1898.  having  been  consecrated  on  June  24  of  that  year.  It 
took  me  until  September,  1899,  to  become  well  acquainted  with 
the  field  and  to  make  up  my  mind  as  to  the  resources  necessary 
for  its  development.  I  reached  the  conclusion  that  in  order  to 
make  my  Episcopate  a  success  from  a  Missionary  point  of  view 
I  m*ust  have  at  least  $10,000  per  year.  With  that  amount  I  thought 
I  could  support  two  General  Missionaries,  twelve  Circuit  Mission- 
aries, and  each  year  built  five  chapels  and  two  rectories.  Of  the 
requisite  $iO,000,  I  estimated  that  my  people  could  give  me  $1,000 
at  the  most.  The  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  was 
giving  us  $1,500  for  work  among  the  whites.  They  were  also 
giving  us  $400  for  our  feeble  work  among  the  colored  people;  but 
I  had  not  taken  this  work  into  ccnsideration.  It  seemed  to  me  that 
for  the  present  it  was  useless  for  me  to  undertake  more  than  to 
strengthen  the  stakes  and  to  lengthen  the  cords  of  the  Church 
among  our  rapidly  increasing  white  population,  for  which  we  were 
not   doing  anything   in   fifty  of   the    seventy-five   counties   of   the 
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state.  In  order  to  get  the  requisite  110.000  fcr  Church  eKtension 
work  among  our  long  neglected  white  population  I  finally  settled 
upon  and  carried  out  the  following  plan: 

1.  To  ask  the  Church  in  Arkansas  to  give  me  $1,000. 

2.  To  ask  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  to 
make  an  appropriation  to  Arkansas  of  |4,500  instead  of  the  |1.5^0 
which   it  had  long  been   receiving. 

3.  To  ask  the  Church  people  at  the  North  and  East  to  givf* 
me  $4,500  from  year  to  year  for  ten  years  until  we  could  so  f ai- 
de velop  our  vast  Missionary  field  as  to  have  a  sufficiently  strong 
Diocese  to  stand  alone. 

I  laid  my  plan  before  two  of  my  brethren  of  the  Episcopat3 
whom  I  met  about  the  time  it  was  n^tured  and  they  both  dlj- 
couraged  me  very  much  as  to  the  prospects  of  success  m  securing 
an  increased  appropriation  from  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Mi.i- 
sionary  Society.  Nevertheless,  though  they  were  very  prominent 
Bishops  and  seemed  \o  know  whereof  they  spoke.  I  was  not  dis- 
couraged. In  the  course  of  the  summer  of  1899  I  careiully  pre- 
pared an  address  with  which  to  appear  before  the  September 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  All  our  Bishops  are  ex-offlcio 
members  of  the  Board  and  as  such  have  a  right  to  be  heard  touch- 
ing the  Missionary  interests  of  their  respective  Dioceses,  and 
even  of  the  Church  at  large.  I  delivered  my  address  and  was 
delighted  to  finci  that  it  was  listened  to  with  much  more  patience 
and  that  it  elicited  much  more  sympathy  than  I  had  been  l^d  to 
expect. 

All  the  members  of  the  Board  opened  their  eyes  to  their  full 
capacity  and  many  of  tnem  smiled  almost  audibly  when  I  asked 
for  an  appropriation  of  |4,500  instead  of  |1,500.  However,  at 
my  request,  my  petition  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee 
for  consideration  and  report  at  the  October  meeting  of  the  Board. 

I  was  told  by  my  "Job's  comforters,"  of  whom  I  had  many  in 
those  days,  that  the  jflxecutive  v^ommittee  existed  chiefly  for  the 
purpose  of  "turning  down  and  burying"  such  propositions  as  mine 
and  that  my  only  hope  for  success  lay  in  the  exceealngly  difficult 
task  of  winning  over  the  Bishop  of  Long  Island,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  and  Mr.  George  C.  Thomas,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Do- 
mestic and  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  ana  also  a  most  influential 
member  of  the  committee.  I  resolved  to  beard  these  lions  in  their 
dens  by  coming  before  ihe  Executive  Committee  at  their  October 
meeting. 

So  I  went  home  and  prepared  another  address.  I  went  back 
a  day  or  two  before  the  meeting,  sought  and  obtained  an  inter- 
view with  the  venerable,  dignified,  and  as  many  thought,  austere 
Chairman  of  tne  Executive  Committee.  Bishop  Littlejohn.  Thft 
Bishop  received  me  very  kindly,  making  me  feel  quite  comfortable 
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jT  readily  consenting  to  hear  my  address.  In  the  course  of  the 
Idress  and  the  conversation  which  followed  he  frequently  ex- 
ressed  astonishment  at  my  revelations  concerning  the  resources 
ad  prospects  of  the  South  and  the  little  that  had  been  done  to 
evelop  the  Church  there  as  compared  with  the  Northwestern 
tates  and  Territories.  He  cordially  granted  my  request  for  a 
earing  before  the   Executive   Committee. 

As  a  consequence  of  having  won  over  to  my  side  one  of  the 
wo  most  influential  members,  when  the  supreme  hour  came  i 
ppeared  before  the  committee  with  much  more  courage  than  I 
therwise  should  have  had;  but  when  I  saw  Mr  Thomas,  the 
bstructing  Treasurer,  before  me.  it  was  still  with  considerable 
iBT  and  trembling  that  I  commenced  my  address.  Imagine, 
lerefore,  as  best  you  can.  my  surprise  and  gratitude  when  before 
had  half  finished  the  time  alloted  to  me  the  Treasurer  interrupted 
le  by  saying  tnat  he  had  carefully  looked  into  the  merits  of  my 
;)plication  and  agreed  with  the  Bishop  of  Long  Island  as  he 
)lieved  all  the  members  of  the  committee  did,  in  the  conviction 
lat  my  request  should  be  granted  in  full  and  begged  then  and 
lere  to  offer  a  resolution  to  that  effect. 

I  rehearse  this  history  in  grateful  memory  of  the  late  Bishop 

Long  Island,  who  was  to  me  and  to  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas  a 

oat  influential  friend  at  a  time  when  we  were  in  great  need  of 

icfa    friends    at    headquarters,    and    therefore    he    was    a    friend 

deed. 

And  let  me  add  by  way  of  parenthesis,  that  to  characterize  Mr. 
lomas  as  the  "obstructing  Treasurer,"  is  to  give  an  altogether 
-ong  conception  of  the  man.  He,  with  all  the  members  of  that 
3St  important  Advisory  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Managers  in 
lich  he  justly  exercises  a  v^ry  great  influence,  is  cautious  and 
sposed  to  go  to  the  bottom  of  things  before  giving  his  voice  in 
vor  of  granting  an  appeal;  but  when  he  is  convinced  of  great 
Issionary  needs  and  opportunities,  he  is  the  flrst  to  acknowledge 
e  merits  of  the  appeal,  and  if  the  Board  cannot,  for  the  lack 
funds,  make  the  desired  appropriation,  he  empties  his  own 
ickets  rather  than  let  a  Bishop  go  away  empty  handed.  Mr. 
lomas,  because  of  his  helpful  words,  gifts  and  sympathy,  is 
titled  to  be  recognized  as  the  chief  of  the  Missionary  benf^- 
etors  of  Arkansas. 

It  is  not  generally  known,  that  for  all  the  valuable  time  he 
ves  to  his  work,  as  Treasurer  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign 
issionary  Society,  he  does  not  accept  one  cent  of  remuneration, 
it  on  the  contrary,  is  constantly  giving  out.  Though  he  is  doubt- 
38  very  far  from  being  the  wealthiest  American  churchman,  he 

probably  the  most  liberal  giver  to  Missions.  He  is,  I  think,  all 
ings  considered,  justly  entitled  to  rank  as  the  flrst  Layman  ot 

D  of  A— I. 
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the  Episcopal  Church  and  I  believe  that  this  enviable  distinction 
i&  generally  conceded  to  him.  May  Grod  raise  up  many  others 
like  him  in  every  Diocese. 

To  return  to  the  late  Bishop  of  Long  Island.  Bishop  Potter 
fn  speaking  of  Bishop  Littlejohn's  interest  in  Missions  in  the 
September  issue  of  the  "Spirit  of  Missions/'  Justly  sayB,  the  Churoh 
has  lost  a  Wise  and  fearless  leader;  but  every  Missionary, 
wherever  he  stands  alone  contending  for  Christ  and  His  truth, 
has  lost  a  wise  and  devoted  friend.  Not  only  has  Arkansas  lost 
one  of  her  great  benefactors  in  the  death  of  Bishop  LIttlejohn,  but 
the  Church  has  lost  one  of  the  greatest  of  her  sons.  He  was  a 
scholar,  an  author,  a  pulpit  orator,  and  withal  a  man  of  great  capa- 
bility in  practical  and  executive  affairs.  He  was  also  endowed 
with  an  unusual  dignified  and  prepossessing  personality.  As  an  all 
round  man  and  Bishop  the  Amierican  Church  has  produced  few 
who  have  been  his  equal.  It  is  doubtful  whether  any  Bishop  that 
this  Church  has  had  has  left  a  better  record  of  Church  growtlT 
and  of  successful  institutions  founded  than  Long  Island's  first 
Bishop.  The  splendid  Cathedral  of  the  Diocese  and  the  great 
institutions  grouped  about  it  which  to  all  who  have  visited  Garden 
City  are  a  marvelous  vision,  are  only  a  few  of  the  apparentlr 
imperishable  foundations  which  will  perpetuate  the  good  work 
and  the  blessed  memory  of  this  princely  man  and  Apostolic 
Bishop.  It  is  said  that  to  Bishop  LIttlejohn  belongs  the  chief 
credit  of  formulating  the  famous  Quadrilateral,  which  was 
adopted  by  the  whole  Anglican  Ep7)copate  and  Church  as  the  basis 
of  overtures  to  divided  Christendom,  looking  to  the  restoration 
of  the  unity  of  the  Apostolic  and  Primitive  Church  without  which 
it  is  now  generally  believed  the  world  can  never  be  conquered  for 
Christ. 

Under  the  circumstances  it  was  fortunate  that  the  General 
Mis£icnaries  of  Eastern  and  Western  Arkansas  happened  to  be  so 
situated  that  they  could  be  present  at  the  funeral  of  Bi8ho]> 
Littlejohn. 

For  the  first  time  since  the  decease  of  my  lamented  prede- 
cessor, I  am  called  upon  to  record  the  death  of  one  of  the  Clergy 
of  Arkansas. 

Since  our  last  Council,  one  of  our  Clergy,  the  Rev.  Eptiraim 
Watt,  M.  A.,  departed  this  life.  He  died  September  12,  1901,  at 
Saranc  Lake.  New  York.  It  is  always  interesting  to  note  the 
unfoldiEg  cf  a  human  life,  and  to  trace  the  stages  of  its  growth, 
especially  when  that  career  has  its  genesis  under  conditions 
favorable  to  free,  healthy,  native  development,  and  is  later  trans- 
ierre'l  to  a  more  stimulating  and  larger  environment. 

Mr.  Watt  was  born  in  the  County  of  Tyrone,  in  the  North  of 
Ireland,  January  28,  1844.  He  was  the  second  son  ot  James  and 
Jane    Dunlop    Watt,    whose    ancestors    removed    from   Scotland    to 
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Ireland  at  the  time  of  the  Ulster  colonization.  Baptized  m 
infancy,  he  was  confirmed  at  the  age  of  fourteen  by  the  Bishop  of 
Armagh.  His  father  was  an  ardent  Methodist  and  a  class 
leader. 

The  subject  of  our  remarks  was  early  sent  to  the  best  of 
schools,  including  a  course  in  higher  education  at  Dublin.  He 
taught  for  several  years,  always  with  success;  but  prompted  by 
a  frequently  recurring  and  strong  desire,  he  decided  to  seek  the 
sacred  Ministry,  and  determined  to  emigrate  to  the  United  States. 
For  eleven  years  he  labored  successfully  as  a  Methodist  Minister, 
until,  in  1883,  he  became  a  Postulant  for  Holy  Orders.  This  was 
the  logical  sequence  of  his  earliest  religious  instruction  and 
material  influence.  He  took  woric  under  his  uncle,  the  Rt.  Rev. 
Dr.  Dunlop,  the  late  and  esteemed  Missionary  Bishop  of  New 
Mexico.  After  several  years  of  blessed  service  on  the  frontier, 
he  accepted  a  call  to  California.  He  removed  to  Ohio  fourteen 
years  ago,  and  it  was  in  that  State  that  I  had  the  privilege  of  first 
meeting  him. 

In  February,  1901,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Watt  accepted  an  urgent  call 
to  St.  Luke's  Church,  Hot  Springs.  His  health  was  somewhat 
impaireu  but  he  came  to  us  hoping  that  a  change  of  climate  would 
soon  rene^  his  vigor  and  restore  his  strength.  In  this  he  was 
sorely,  though  resignedly,  disappointed.  In  less  than  four 
months  from  the  time  he  began  his  labors  among  us  he  was  ad- 
vised to  seek  rest  and  relief  among  Northern  pines  or  by  Northern 
lakes.  He  went  to  Michigan  and  later  to  the  Adirondacks.  But 
nc  thing  availed,  and  soon  he  was  not,  for  God  took  him.  His 
mortal  remains  rest  in  the  quiet,  beautiful  cemetery  of  Rome. 
New  York.    A  widow  and  two  daughters  survive  him. 

Mr.  Watt  was  a  true  man  and  an  exemplary  Minister.  He 
was  what  he  seemed  to  be,  no  afTectation.  no  assumption,  no 
cant,  but  an  humble,  hearty,  intellectual,  scholarly,  devoted,  self- 
forgetting  man  of  God,  a  faithful  servant  of  Jesus  Christ.  The 
same  grace  which  fitted  him  so  eminently  for  earthly  service 
prepared  him  for  that  rest  which  remaineth  for  the  people  of  God. 

"Servant  of  God.  well  done! 
Rest  from  thy  loved  employ. 
The  battle  fought,  the  victory  won. 
Enter  thy  Master's  joy." 

One  prominent  member  of  the  Laity  of  the  Diocese  has  de- 
parted this  life  since  our  last  Council.  Miss  Fannie  Scott,  of  Van 
Buren,  was  much  beloved  at  home  and  highly  esteemed  through- 
out the  South.  She  was  prominent  in  all  that  related  to  the  better- 
ment of  her  native  Arkansas,  and  was  a  chosen  daughter  of  the 
Confederacy.     She  represented   the  State  at  the  World's   Fair,  in 
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Chicago.  1893.  and  was  the  principal  promoter  in  securing  the  Con- 
federate Monument  in  Van  Buren.  "Blessed  are  the  dead  who 
die  in  the  Lord." 

Time  would  fail  me  to  tell  of  the  life  and  works  of  Whipple, 
of  international  fame  as  the  Apostle  to  the  American  Indian,  and 
of  Burgess  and  Spalding,  who  having  put  their  hand  to  the  plow 
in  very  difficult  fields,  did  not  look  back  but  died  in  the  furrow, 
bearing  the  marks  of  the  Lord  Jesus. 

May  I  ask  the  Archdeacon  to  now  lead  us  in  Prayer  while  we 
offer  thanksgiving  to  the  author  of  all  goodness  for  the  good 
examples  and  works  of  our  martyred  President,  the  four  Bishops. 
the  Priest  and  distinguished  woman  whose  deaths  it  has  been  my 
sad  duty  to  record.  And  may  I  ask  him  on  behalf  of  myself  to  also 
offer  the  Prayer  of  Thanksgiving  for  the  beginning  of  recovery. 

PHOTOGRAPHS  OF  THE  BISHOPS  OF  ARKANSAS. 

Through  the  Kindness  of  Mrs.  Dr.  W.  A.  Cantrell  of  Little  Rock, 
and  the  painstaking  skill  of  Mr.  G.  H.  Rbberts,  a  photographer  of 
Little  Rock.  I  have  been  enabled  to  place  in  the  Episcopal  Residence 
photographs  of  uniform  size  and  finish  as  follows:  (1).  The  Rt. 
Rev.  Leonidas  Polk,  D.  D.,  first  Missionary  Bishop  of  Arkansas, 
1838  to  1841.  (2).  The  Rt.  Rev.  James  Henry  Otey,  D.  D.,  acting 
Missionary  Bishop  of  Arkansas  from.  1841  to  1844.  (3).  The  Rt. 
Rev.  George  Washington  Freeman,  D.  D.,  second  Missionary  Bishop 
of  Arkansas  from  1844  to  1858.  (4).  The  Rt.  Rev.  Henry 
Champlain  Lay,  D.  D..  third  Missionary  Bishop  of  Arkansas  from 
]8o9  to  1869. 

With  considerable  difficulty  Mrs.  Cantrell  had  collected  photo- 
graphs oT  these  first  Bishops  of  Arkansas.  In  the  case  of  Bishops 
Otey  and  Freeman,  the  best  she  could  do  was  to  secure  reprints 
or  engravings.  It  seemed  to  me  very  desirable  that  as  good  copies 
as  possible  should  be  made  of  Mrs.  Cantfell's  valuaole  collection 
and  that  it  should  be  rendered  possible  for  any  of  our  churches 
to  secure  them  for  their  Vestry  rooms.  This  has  been  accomplished. 
Mrs.  Cantrell's  pictures  arc  all  small  cabinet  size.  Mr.  Roberts  en- 
larged them  on  an  eight  by  ten  plate.  The  first  impression  cost 
me  $5  each,  but  other  impressions  will  cost  any  Vestry  or  individual 
$1.50  each.  I  hope  that  all  our  Vestry  rooms  and  many  of  our 
private  homes  will  secure  sets  and  thus  perpetuate  the  memory  of 
our  first  Bishops  of  whom  we  may  well  be  proud.

PROGRESS. 

There  has  been  no  increase  this  canonical  year  in  the  numbor 
f  our  self-supporting  Parishes,  of  which  there  are  still  only  sevOn. 
amely,  Trinity  Cathedral,  Little  Rock;  Christ  Church,  Little  Rock; 
t.  John's  Church.  Helena:  St.  John's  Church,  Fort  Smith;  Trinity 
thurch.  Pine  Bluff;  St.  Luke's  Church,  Hot  Springs,  and  St.  Paul's 
!hurch.  Newport.  I  am  thankful  to  say  that  there  has  been  no 
etrogression  in  any  of  these,  and  most  satisfactory  progress  In 
everal  of  them. 

Trinity  Church,  Pine  Bluff,  has  built  a  good,  in  fact  I  may 
%y  a  fine,  rectory.  It  is  a  well  located,  attractive,  commodious, 
^mfortable  home,  the  best  of  its  .kind  in  the  Diocese,  and  th<? 
arish  deserves  unstinted  commendation  for  building  and  furnishing 

But  the  best  of  it  all  is,  the  Rector  took  the  hint  and  did  not 
Isappoint  the  hope  of  his  people,  for  he  secured  a  help-meet  to 
3cupy  it  with  him,  who  has  won  the  hearts  of  all.  and  greatly 
creased  the  estimation  of  the  whole  community  for  the  Rector 
t    a  man  of  good   sense.  « 

All  our  self-supporting  Parishes  except  St.  Luke's  Parish,  Hot 
>rings,  which  rents  a  good  house  for  her  Rector,  now  have  rec- 
ries.  but  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  in  one  case  where  the  rectory 

not  as  good  as  the  Parish  should  have,  the  Rector  still  per- 
3ts,  contrary  to  the  advice  of  the  Bishop,  in  occupying  it  alone, 
^rhaps  if  his  congregation  had  as  good  a  rectory  as  they  have 

Pine  Bluff  he  would  stand  a  better  chance  of  Mr.  Buckner's 
*od   fortune. 

Last  year  we  had  the  satisfaction  of  reporting  that  the  Mother 
liuch  of  the  Diocese,  Christ  Church,  Little  Rock,  was  Ay^last 
it  of  debt,  and  that  its  imposing  church  edifice  would  be  con- 
crated  on  the  first  Sunday  after  the  meeting  of  the  Council.  This 
eis  done,  and  the  day  was,  as  predicted,  a  "Red  Letter  Day"  in 
e  history  of  the  Diocese  and  See  City.  The  Bishop  of  Tennessee 
as  kind  enough  to  accept  our  invitation  and  preach  the  consecra- 
sn  sermon,  which  was  a  notable  one.  Several  of  the  Clergy 
imained  over,  and  by  their  presence  added  dignity  to  and  interest 
I  the  great  service. 
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Now  that  Christ  Church  ie  out  of  debt.  Ita  progresslre  Rector, 
progrosBive  <□  all  but  one  respect,  and  Vestry  have  decided  to  put 
In  a  fine  pipe  organ  at  once,  and  then  to  treflco  the  Interior  o(  the 
church,  and  to  put  the  whole  building  in  good  repair. 

St.  John's,  Fort  Smith,  hae  also  made  most  gratifying  progrew 
this  year.  All  things  considered,  no  church  in  the  Diocese  has 
been  doing  better  for  the  last  two  years.  That  congregation  com- 
menced the  erection  of  a  stone  thurch  building  tome  lour  or  flvo 
years  ago,  but  after  putting  up  the  walla  and  roof,  it  was  unable 
for  the  lack  of  funds,  to  complete  the  interior.  The  services  were 
held  in  the  unfinished  building  until  November  lost  when  the 
church  was  given  over  to  the  workmen,  and  our  people,  through  th» 
great  kindness  of  the  Jewish  congregation,  worshiped  In  th»  Syna 
gogue  until   about  Easter. 

Our  church  at  Port  Smith  Is  now  one  of  the  most  substantial 
and  attractive  of  all  ecclesiastical  structures  in  Arkansas.  The  win 
dowB  are  still  fllled  with  the  common  unattractive  glass  that  wa« 
put  in  temporarily,  and  in  some  other  respects  the  building  is  still  s 
little  Incomplete,  but  that  which  remains  undone  can  easily  wait 
until  the  people  can  comfortably  put  on  the  finishing  touches. 

Perhaps  the  most  gratifying  progress  of  the  year  has  been  made 
by  St.  Luke's  Church,  Hot  Springs.  Our  substantial  and  well 
appointed  brick  church  there,  though  erected  some  ten  years  ago 
has  ever  since  been  covereJ  by  an  embarrassing  mortgage.  Thl<!, 
through  the  efforts  of  the  Rector  and  Archdeacon,  and  the  gener- 
oatty  of  the  people,  has  at  last  been  paid  otF,  and  the  building  to 
the  great  delight  of  all  concerned  is  now  ready  for  consecrmtion. 
The  salary  heretofore  paid  by  this  congregation  has  always  been 
inadequate  (or  the  comfortable  support  of  a  Clergyman,  hut  the 
Vestry  is  able  to  do  much  better  by  the  Incumbent  than  by 
any  of  his  prcdeccEsorf.  They  not  only  give  him  a  larger  salar/. 
but  they  also  rent  an  excellent-  house  for  him. 

St.  Paul's  Church,  Newport,  has  been  unfortunate  in  losing  her 
Rector,  But  the  Parish  is  in  a  good,  healthy.  unlBed  condition  and 
I  have   no  fears  as   to   Its  future. 

St.  John's  Church.  Helena,  still  holds  her  own  as  being  in  some 
respects  the  leading  Parish  of  the  Diocese.  In  no  respect  except 
in  numbers  only  is  she  second  to  any. 

The  progress  in  our  Mission  field  has  been  quite  as  satisfactory 
as  it  was  last  year,  and  that  Is  saying  a  good  deal.  We  have 
built  four  new  Mission  churches  In  as  many  important  places  and 
purchased  an  excellent  church  property  from  our  good  Methodist 
brethren  at  a  much  less  cost  than  we  could  have  secured  a  lot  and 
built.  The  purchased  churrh  is  in  Conway,  twenty  miles  aorth- 
Llttle  Rork.  the  county  seat  and  largest  town  of  Faulkner 
.  It  Is  located  on  the  l.iitle  Rock  &  Fort  Smith  Railway, 
an  important  educational  center. 
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The  first  of  the  chapels  erected  this  year  is  at  Lake  Village, 
a  small,  though  rapidly  gi'owing  town  of  500  inhabitants.  It  is 
the  county  seat  of  Chicot  County,  one  of  the  most  fertile  counties 
of  the  South. 

Before  the  Civil  War  we  had  a  well-appointed  church  and  a 

good   rectory  here,  and   the  prosperous  congregation,   which   was 

scattered  widely  throughout  the  county,   paid  their  Rector  $1,600 

per  year.     In  the  course  of  the  war  and  the  reconstruction  period 

our  buildings  were  swept  away  and  the  people  so  impoverished  that. 

until  this  year,  they  were  unable  to  make  provision  for  rebuilding 

and   for  the  maintenance  of  the  services.     Indeed   it  is  said  thar 

since  the   war  to  this  day  there  has   not  been   a   resident  white 

minister  in  the  county.     Our  Lake  Village  people  are  glad  in  having 

the  House  of  the  Lord,  and  are  earnestly  desiring  that  a  rectory 

may  be  built,  thereby  securing  to  them  the  residence  of  the  able 

Missionary,    who    now   ministers   to   them   from    Monticello,    sixty 

miles  away. 

The  second  chapel  built  within  the  year  is  at  Booneville, 
Logan  County,  100  miles  west  of  Little  Rock,  on  the  Chocta^r 
Koute.  Opposite  it  stands  the  new  courthouse,  and  the  town  will 
soon  boast  of  a  110.000  public  school  building.  Fourteen  persons 
liave  already  been  baptised  there,  and  a  small  class  confirmed. 
The  building  is  neat  and  attractive,  and  after  providing  a  few 
more  articles  of  furniture,  will  be  ready  for  the  service  of  con- 
secration. 

Foreman,  the  new  name  for  Rocky  Comfort,  and  more  than  a 
mile  distant  from  the  site  of  the  old  historic  village  with  its 
academy  of  former  days,  has  nad  a  chapel  built  in  the  past  year. 
Since  long  ago,  in  the  thirties.  Church  people  have  resided  in  the 
neighborhood.  Bishop  Polk  visited'  here.  The  embers  of  faith 
smouldered  or  fiickered,  but  never  went  out.  The  chapel  standi 
very  near  the  center  of  the  town,  facing  the  public  square,  a 
testimonial  to  the  earnest  toil  of  a  few  families,  among  the  most 
earnest  and  diligent  in  good  works  that  I  have  ever  known. 

The  last  of  the  chapels  which  I  shall  mention  in  this  address 
is  in  Lonoke,  twenty  miles  oast  of  Little  Rock.  This,  like  the 
eight  other  chapels  built,  and  the  one  purchased,  is  in  a  county 
seat.  For  many  years  the  Church  families  of  Lonoke  hoped  and 
prayed  tor  a  church  building,  be  it  ever  so  small  or  simple.  Out  ot 
their  meager  resources  they  cheerfully  contributed,  as  God  had 
prospered  them.  The  chapel  and  the  land  represented  a  1 1,000 
investment,  and,  with  the  grant  I  was  able  to  make,  all  bills  have 
been  paid  to  the  manifest  gratitude  of  the  little  tlock.  The  town 
will  continue  to  grow;  and  the  prospects  are  bright  that  our  con- 
stituency will  not  cease  to  increase  as  time  goes  on. 
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It  is  hardly  necessary  to  allude  to  the  vast  importance  of 
these  achievements,  but  I  feel  it  to  be  my  glad  duty  to  say,  most 
gratefully,  that  without  the  aid  of  sympathetic  donors  in  the  EUist 
and   the  North   the  results  attained  would   have   been  impossible. 

The  only  reverse  in  our  Missionary  field  was  the  burning  by 
lightning  cf  St.  Mark's  Chapel,  Searcy,  which  took  place  on  Wed- 
nesday in  Holy  Week,  March  26. 

Searcy  is  one  of  the  older  towns  of  Arkansas,  and  there  have 
been  Church  people  there  ever  since  the  time  of  Bishop  Lay,  more 
than  thirty  years  ago.  Some  of  them  had  been  putting  by  what 
little  money  they  could  for  the  building  of  a  church  and  hopin.; 
to  see  the  day  when  their  hearts'  desire  would  be  realized.  At 
last,  when  the  Arkansas  Mission  Chapel  Building  Fund  enabled  me 
to  say  that  1  would  give  one-third  the  cost  of  a  modesc  little  caapei 
furnished  ready  for  worship,  the  old  Church  people  and  those  who 
had  recently  come  among  them  took  courage,  and  began  with  much 
earnestness  and  energy  to  collect  the  money  necessary  to  secure 
my  pledge  and  begin  building  operations.  In  the  course  of  a  year 
they  were  successful  and  I  reported  the  consecration  of  their  chapei 
in  my  last  Council  address. 

You  may  imagine  the  sorrow  of  these  people  when  they  saw 
their  beloved  chapel,  for  which  they  had  so  long  hoped  an 3 
worked,  and  sacrificed,  in  ashes.  Fortunately  most  of  the  furniture, 
which  is  of  excellent  quality,  was  saved. 

You  will  be  glad  to  know  that  our  little  band  at  Searcy  have 
not  lost  heart  and  that  the  prospects  are  that  I  will  be  able  to 
report  the  chapel  built  on  a  larger  and  better  scale  at  our  next 
Council.  They  are  greatly  encouraged  by  the  kindness  of  Christ 
Church,  Little  Rock,  whose  Rector  and  Vestry  have  given  them 
their  old  pipe  organ.  The  fact  that  Searcy  is  an  important  educa- 
tional center,  and  that  ours  is  to  be  the  first  pipe  organ  in  the 
place,  makes  this  generous  gift  a  wise  and  highly  appreciated  one. 

One  of  the  most  important  steps  in  the  way  of  progress  still 
remains  to  be  noted,  namely,  the  securing  of  a  Diocesan  Residence 
for  the  Bishop. 

I  speak  of  this  good  fortune  out  of  a  glad  and  grateful  heart, 
because  it  has  added  to  the  comfort  and  contentment  of  Mrs. 
Brown  and  myself,  and  because  I  believe  that  the  improved  con- 
dition of  my  health  is  in  no  little  degree  accounted  for  by  our 
removal  from  an  unsatisfactory,  comparatively  sunless,  cramped. 
temporary  residence  to  a  sufficiently  commodious,  sunny,  and  in 
all  respects  perfectly  satisfactory  permanent  home. 

When  in  my  last  Council  address,  I  made  bold  to  suggest  the 
desirableness  of  taking  steps  looking  toward  the  purchase  of  an 
Episcopal  residence,  and  offered  to  pay  an  annual  rent  of  |600 
for  five  years  if  a  satisfactory  property  were  secured,  I  had  but 
little  if  any  expectation  that  when  I  next  stood  before  the  Council 
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I  could  say  that  what  then  seemed  to  be  only  a  dream  is  now  an 

accomplished  fact.    The  committee  appointed  by  the  Council  on  an 

Episcopal    residence    consists    of    The    Rev.  W.    D.    Buckner,    The 

ilev.  G.  Gordon  Smeade,  and  Messrs.  H.  C.  Rather,  W.  G.  Whipple, 

H.    K.   Cochran.    Great   credit   is   due   to   this   committee   for  the 

prompt  and  far-seeing  action  which,  by  common  consent,  secured 

the  best  located,  and  in  every  respect  the  most  desirable  property 

available  in  the  city  of  Little  Rock.     It  is  located  on  the  southwest 

corner  of  Scott  and  Thirteenth  Streets,  almost  exactly  half  way 

between  the  Cathedral  and  Christ  Church.    The  Council  closed  on 

the  10th  of  May.    On  May  16  the  deeds  were  executed.    On  behalf 

of  Mrs.  Brown  and  myself  I  want  to  thank  the  Diocese  and  the 

committee  most  warmly,  and  I  think  this  Council  owes  its  committee 

^  vote  of  thanks. 

It  is  now  two  years  since  we  commenced  to  receive  an  increased 
Appropriation  of  $4,500  from  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary 
^Society  on  condition  that  I  would  raise  an  equal  amount  from 
friends  that  I  could  make  at  the  North  and  East,  and  that  we 
"Would  raise  $1,000  for  Diocesan  Missions  in  Arkansas.  In  that 
Ume  we  have  built  ten  chapels,  one  at  each  of  the  following 
X>lace8:  Jonesboro,  Searcy,  Mena,  Monticello,  Arkansas  City,  Boone 
""ville.   Foreman,   Lonoke,  Conway  and  Winslow. 

Within  the  two  years  we  have  also  built  or  purchased  six  rec- 
"tories,  one  at  each  of  the  following  places:  Newport,  Batesville. 
f  orrest  City,  Van  Buren.  Jonesboro.  In  each  of  these  places  a 
^•ectory  was  a  necessity.  In  some  of  the  towns  it  was  simply  impoa- 
iiBible  to  rent  or  secure  a  house;  and  in  every  one  of  them,  a  res 
S^dence,  however  humble,  is  a  permanent  benefit  and  insures  the 
"fc>enefit  of  permanence.  Such  enterprising  provision  is  interpreted 
^o  mean  that  a  Clergyman  of  the  Church  will  reside  continuously 
the  place.  Next  to  the  erection  of  a  church  or  chapel,  nothing 
so  much  to  be  desired,  in  this  Southwestern  work,  as  a  rectory, 
:Xor  houses  are  scarce  and  rents  in  proportion  to  the  stipend  are 
3algh. 

In  Mena  and  in  Jonesboro,  where  we  built  this  year,  both  rap- 
~B.dly  growing  towns,  it  was  literally  an  impossibility  to  rent  a  house. 
H  had  to  encourage  the  people  to  buy  or  build.  They  resolved, 
^^rith  self-denying  devotion,  to  build;  and  the  work  in  each  place 
^^RTlth  such  grants  as  I  felt  able  to  give,  was  finished  without 
:lndebtedness. 

Since  we  commenced  to  receive  adequate  outside  help  our  Mis- 
sionaries have  increased  from  six  to  fifteen.  I  flatter  myself  that  no 
^Missionary  Jurisdiction  or  Missionary  work  in  any  Diocese,  can 
^how  a  larger  increase  of  workers  or  churches  or  rectories  for 
destitute  fields.  Year  by  year  the  vast  importance  of  Missionary 
"work  in  Arkansas  has  been  growing  upon  me.  Never  in  my  humble 
opinion,  since  Apostolic  days,  has  a  weightier  responsibility  devolved 
D  of  A— 6. 
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upon  a  Diocese  and  Bishop,  than  now  rests  upon  me.  We  must 
encourage  and  uphold  the  earnest,  tactful,  self-sacrificing  men  now 
in  the  field,  and  commission  others  of  kindred  spirit  and  success  to 
press  onward  and  upward  to  possess  the  land. 

We  need  more  laborers.     "Pray  ye  therefore,  the  Lord  of  the 
harvest  to  send  them  to  us." 

I  owe  a  great  debt  of  gratitude  to  the  Domestic  and  Foreign 
Missionary  Society  for  their  invaluable  aid  in  supporting  the  Mis- 
sionaries, and  to  the  Church  Building  Commission  for  substantial 
assistance  in  erecting  chapels;  and  to  private  benefactors  East  and 
North  whose  timely  and  generous  aid  have  made  our  marked  pro- 
gress possible.  These  combined  forces  have  happily  enabled  us  to 
accomplish  results  which  have  gladdened  the  souls  of  thousands. 
These  means  to  real  progress  and  evidence  thereof  have  brought  back 
to  the  Church  of  their  fathers  many  who  have  strayed  into  other 
folds  or  lapsed  into  religious  indifference.  For  them  we  will  carry 
the  Gospel  into  every  part  of  Arkansas,  and  with  them,  later, 
Arkansas  will  go  into  all  the  world,  and  "preach  the  Gospel  to 
every  creature."  May  He  to  whom  "all  power  is  given  in  heaven 
and  earth"  bless  abundantly  our  beloved  helpers;  and  fulfill  to 
us  upon  the  frontier  of  the  Southwest  the  promise,  which  is  all  our 
hope:  "Lo  I  am  with  you  always,  even  to  the  end  of  the  world.'* 
Amen. 

MISSIONARY  WORK  AMONG  OUR  COLORED  POPULATION. 

My  appeals  for  Missionary  aid  at  the  North  and  E^ast  have  been 
almost  entirely  on  behalf  of  our  Church  extension  work  among  the 
white  people  of  Arkansas.  But  with  the  reasons  why  we  should 
have  Missionary  help  I  generally  made  this  short  statement: 

Among  the  400,000  colored  people  of  my  Diocese  we  have  only 
one  little  half-supported  Mission.  This  unfortunate,  almost  hope- 
lessly degraded  people  weighs  heavily  upon  me,  as  it  does  upon  every 
Bishop  of  the  South.  After  three  years  of  observation  and  study, 
it  is  a  growing  conviction  with  me  that  the  Evangelistic  problem 
presented  in  "Darkest  Africa"  is  not  a  shade  darker  than  it  is  In 
what  might  well  be  called  "Darkest  America."  But  I  am  also  con- 
vinced that  the  evangelization  of  the  American  negro,  though  a  grreat 
and  long-continued  effort  will  be  required,  is  possible.  Moreover 
I  am  fully  persuaded  that  the  Episcopal  Church  could,  if  it  would, 
contribute  more  than  any  other  body  towards  his  salvation.  Ours 
is  perhaps  not  the  type  of  religion  that  he  naturally  prefers  and 
that  he  can  most  etisily  be  persuaded  to  accept,  but  above  all 
others,   it  is  what  he  needs. 

If  I  had  the  money  with  which  to  build  chapels  or  rather  halls 
at  Pine  Bluff.  Helena,  Marianna,  Newport,  Forrest  City  and  other 
important  places  in  the  "Black  Belt,"  our  Clergy  and  people  would 
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gladly  maintain  Industrial  Schools.  Sunday  Schools  and  Mission 
Services.  I  could  build  and  furnish  a  hall  that  would  at  the 
)eginning  answer  every  purpose  of  this  most  important  Missionary 
vork  for  $1,000.  I  hope  that  before  my  return  at  Easter,  God  will 
»ut  it  into  tbe  hearts  of  some  persons  whom  he  has  blessed  with 
ibundant  means,  each  to  give  me  $1,000  for  the  erection  of  one  of 
hese  much  needed  halls.  I  would  be  so  glad  if  at  least  three 
>f  them  could  be  built  this  year. 

One  of  the  results  of  this  section  of  my  appeal  was  the  con- 
ribution  of  $1,500  towards  the  building  of  Combination  Industrial- 
lunday-School-Chapel-Halls  for  the  colored  people  of  the  "Black 
Jelt**  at  places  where  we  have  a  white  church. 

Another  result  of  what  little  I  had  to  say  about  the  colored 
leople  in  my  appeals  at  the  North  and  East  was  the  frequent 
urning  of  conversation  upon  the  colored  problem. 

Now  I  make  no  claims  to  be  an  authority  upon  this  greatest 
>hilanthropic  and  political  problem  that  confronts  the  Christian 
itatesmen  of  this  country,  but  Judging  from  the  eagerness  of  the 
>eople  at  the  North  and  East  to  talk  with  me  upon  the  subject. 
:  seemed  to  have  learned  enough  about  it  the  four  years  that  I 
lave  lived  in  the  South  to  make  myself  quite  interesting. 

As  I  am  a  Northern  man  and  lost  my  father  in  the  Federal 
^ause  I  do  not  hesitate  in  my  addresses  and  conversations  to  say 
iome  pretty  plain  things,  and  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  my  frank 
itterances  generally  have  the  effect  of  changing  or  at  least  mod- 
fying  the  views  of  those  who  think  that  the  white  people  of  the 
South  are  doing  wrong  in  refusing  to  allow  the  negro  to  occupy  the 
same  political  and  social  platform  with  them. 

I  show  them  in  private  conversation  and  public  address  that 
Lhere  is  in  this  country  no  room  on  the  upper  political  and  social 
3latform  for  any  except  the  Anglo-Saxon  race,  and  that  in  refusing 
wO  let  the  negro  occupy  it  we  are  not  discriminating  against  him; 
for  the  same  is  true  of  the  Chinese,  or  Italians  or  Jews.  I  point 
)ut  that  history  presents  no  instance  of  two  races  in  any  country 
>ccupying  the  same  political  and  social  platform.  The  dominant 
•ace  always  crowds  the  other  off  from  the  upper  platform  to  a  lower 
me.  This  may  be  theoretically  wrong,  but  it  has  always  been  so 
ind  it  will  to  all  appearance  continue  to  be  so. 

Having  made  this  clear  to  my  Northern  brethren.  I  proceed  to 
ihow  them  that,  though  the  Southern  people  compel  the  negro  to 
:ake  a  lower  platform,  yet  it  is  a  much  higher  and  a  more  broader 
platform  than  is  assigned  him  at  the  North.  For  I  show  that  at 
;he  North  the  platform  occupied  by  the  negro  is  so  far  below  that 
16  seldom  comes  into  contact  with  the  white  people.  Not  only 
8  the  Northern  negro  platform  wanting  in  political  and  social 
)lanks  but  it  contains  hardly  any  industrial  planks.  Judging 
'rom  what  one  hears  of  the  love  of  Northern  people  for  the  negro 
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one  would  exi>ect  that  their  country  would  be,  if  not  a  political 
and  social  paradise,  at  least  an  industrial  *^cloTer  field.**  But,  as  I 
always  compelled  those  with  whom  I  conversed  to  acknowledge,  the 
negro  has  not  only  no  political  and  of  course  no  social  standing 
at  the  North,  but  he  has  hardly  any  chance  to  make  an  honest 
living  by  work- 
There  are  tens  of  thousands  of  negroes  in  New  York  and  Phil 
adelphia  and  yet,  though  I  kept  my  eyes  open  to  see  what  North- 
em  philanthropists  who  criticize  the  Southern  people  for  their 
neglect  of  the  negro  are  doing  for  him,  I  saw  only  one  coachman 
in  all  the  streets  of  New  York  and  Philadelphia.  Of  all  the  wagons 
that  crowded  the  streets  of  those  great  centers  of  commerce,  I 
did  not  see  a  single  colored  man.  There  was  not  a  colored  waiter 
in  any  of  the  hotels  that  I  visited  at  the  Elast.  In  all  the  private 
homes  which  I  had  the  privilege  of  entering,  I  saw  only  one  col- 
ored servant,  and  she  was  before  the  war  a  "mammy"  who  had 
come  North  with  the  family  in  which  I  found  her.  I  did  not  see 
a  single  carpenter,  mason  or  even  hod-carrier,  and  not  a  shop 
hand.  The  only  negroes  that  I  saw  doing  anjrthing  were  the 
porters  on  sleeping  cars  and  the  bell  boys  in  some  of  the  hotels. 
Having  pointed  out  the  narrowness  of  the  industrial  platform 
which  the  negro  is  allowed  to  occupy  at  the  North  and  contrasted 
it  with  the  breadth  of  that  platform  at  the  South  where  he  may  and. 
as  a  matter  of  fact,  does  engage  in  every  kind  of  employment  from 
that  of  farmer  and  contractor  and  store  keeper.  I  have  no  diflSculty 
in  persuading  them  that  they  live  in  glass  houses  and  that  they  had 
better  be  careful  about  throwing  stones. 

You  will  remember  that  at  my  request  made  at  the  Council  two 
years  ago.  you  appointed  a  committee  to  act  as  my  advisors  in 
respect  to  any  work  among  the  colored  people  of  this  Diocese  that 
I  could  see  my  way  clear  to  take  up.  That  committee  consisted  of 
two  Clergymen,  two  Laymen,  and  two  Lay  women,  all  Southern 
people  of  standing  in  the  Church  and  State.  In  due  time  I  called 
it  together,  and  we  had  what  was  to  me  a  most  interesting  and 
instructive  conference.  I  wish  that  our  Northern  Church  people 
and  friends  could  have  heard  the  addresses  and  conversation  which 
made  the  occasion  one  which  I  shall  never  forget. 

It  was  agreed  by  all  that  the  negro  is  here  to  stay,  and  that 
he  is  indispensable  to  the  South.  The  Southern  people,  it  was 
maintained,  owe  the  negro  a  debt  of  gratitude  for  his  service  and 
it  was  their  duty  to  do  what  they  could  to  raise  him  from  the 
mire  of  degradation  into  which  he  had  sunken  since  the  war.  Not 
only  does  a  sense  of  right  and  moral  obligation  require  such  an 
effort  on  the  part  of  the  white  people  on  behalf  of  the  colored 
race,  but  it  is  necessary  as  a  self-protection,  and  as  a  solution  to 
the  Southern  labor  and  servant  problem  which  is  growing  more 
and  more  perplexing  from  year  to  year. 
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The  practical  result  of  my  conference  with  our  Advisory  Com- 
mittee on  Colored  Work  was  a  recommendation  that  in  my  appeals 
for  the  Missionary  field  of  Arkansas,  I  should  call  attention  to  the 
fact  that  we  have  a  large  colored  population  in  this  State  for 
which  the  Episcopal  Church  is  doing  practically  nothing;  and  that, 
if  any  contributions  were  forthcoming  for  this  most  important 
of  all  Missionary  work,  I  should  so  far  as  possible  erect  combination 
Industrial-Sunday-School-and-Chapel-Halls  in  the  more  important 
places  in  the  "Black  Belt"  where  we  have  Parishes,  so  that  the 
work  could  be  superintended  by  the  white  Clergymen,  and  where 
white  Industrial  and  Sunday  School  teachers  would  be  available. 

I  made  up  my  mind  that  I  would  take  a  year  to  think  over  the 
matter  and  reach  my  conclusions.  Accordingly  in  Lent,  1901,  I  had 
comparatively  little  to  say  about  the  Missionary  needs  of  the  colored 
people,  and  I  only  received  $60  for  work  among  them.  Before 
this  last  Lent  I  had  quite  fully  resolved  upon  the  course  to  be 
pursued,  and  so  I  appealed  in  almost  every  address  where  I  thought 
there  was  any  hope  of  a  response  for  money  with  which  to  build 
the  combination  halls.  The  result  was,  as  already  stated,  |1,515. 
This,  with  the  |50  received  last  year  gives  us  $1,566  for  the 
building  of  halls. 

You  will  be  interested  to  know  what  I  have  decided  upon  as 
the  course  to  be  pursued  in  the  Missionary  work  among  the  colored 
race  of  this  Diocese. 

1.  In  the  first  place  I  have  decided  to  do  all  I  can  to  get 
our  Clergy  and  people  to  take  an  interest  in  this  work. 

2.  What  colored  Missionaries  we  have  are  to  be  under  the 
supervision  of  white  Rectors  in  places  where  we  have  resident 
Clergymen,  and  under  the  Archdeacon  at  all  other  places. 

3.  As  soon  as  the  money  and  the  proper  man  are  available,  I 
shall  place  a  colored  Minister  at  St.  Philip's  Mission,  Little  Rock, 
and  make  him  a  Missionary  to  the  colored  people  in  the  Diocese. 
As  time  goes  on  other  colored  Ministers  will  be  called  according 
to  our  means  and  the  needs  of  the  field. 

4.  If  the  Council  wlil  agree  to  it,  and  make  the  necessary 
change  in  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese,  any  colored 
Minister  or  Ministers  that  may  be  in  the  Diocese  from  this  on 
shall  with  Lay  representatives  from  colored  Parishes  and  Missions 
constitute  a  Convocation,  and  such  Ministers  and  Representatives 
shall  not  have  a  seat  or  voice  in  the  Diocesan  Council. 

I  will  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  colored  Convocation  and 
carry  the  resolutions  passed  by  it  to  our  Annual  Council.  The  res- 
olutions of  the  Convocation  when  approved  by  the  Council  will  form 
additions  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese  governing 
the  colored  Clergy  and  congregations. 
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A   DIOCESAN  SCHOOL, 

• 

John  Ruskin  said,  "You  do  not  educate  a  man  by  telling  him 
what  he  knew  not,  but  by  making  him  what  he  was  not"  It  should 
be  the  aim  of  every  Church  school  to  construct  character  rather 
than  simply  to  impart  information.  Hie  latter  function  is  well 
performed  by  the  public  schools,  and  the  former  is  by  no  means 
neglected  in  them. 

Much  as  I  desire  to  have  a  Diocesan  school,  or  even  schools. 
I  realize  that  the  public  schools  of  Little  Rock,  Fort  Smith,  Helena. 
Pine  Bluff,  and  other  cities  in  our  State  are  good,  and  would  be 
hard  to  excel.  Children  and  young  people  may  obtain  at  any  or 
these  centers  an  excellent  education  almost  "without  money  and 
without  price"  and  I  take  pleasure  in  commending  the  public 
schools  of  Arkansas. 

The  moral  and  spiritual  training  of  young  people  in  connection 
with  their  secular  and  intellectual  preparation  for  daily  duties,  is 
even  better  provided  for  by  various  religous  bodies  within  this 
Commonwealth. 

There  is  much  truth  in  the  proverb,  "There  is  always  room  at 
the  top;"  and  there  is  no  use  of  our  undertaking  anything  in  the 
way  of  a  Diocesan  school  unless  we  can  take  a  position  "at  the 
top."  Nor  is  there  any  use  of  founding  even  the  best  of  Church 
schools  for  the  children  of  our  wealthier  families,  they  can  and 
will  patronize  Eastern  and  Northern  schools. 

If,  therefore,  we  have  a  Diocesan  school  it  must  not  only  be  a 
very  superior  institution  so  as  to  successfully  compete  with  others 
already  in  the  field,  but  it  must  also  be  within  the  reach  of  the 
poor  so  that  it  may  be  filled  with  pupils  and  meet  a  real  need 
of  Arkansas. 

Now  such  a  school,  I  estimate,  would  cost  about  $50,000  for 
grounds,  buildings,  furniture  and  equipments;  and  it  would  also 
require  an  endowment  of,  say,  $100,000.  No  doubt  such  a  foundation 
for  either  boys  or  girls  would  be  an  inestimable  blessing  to  this  State, 
and  great  advantage  to  our  Diocese.  But  to  undertake  to  launch 
a  school  and  maintain  on  much  less  than  $150,000  would  be  in 
my  humble  judgment  a  useless  and  unjustifiable  undertaking.  I 
am  willing  that  a  fund  shouid  be  created  for  a  school  with  the 
understanding  that  it  should  accumulate  by  donations  and  interest 
until  one  of  my  distant  successors  shall  be  able  to  establish  the 
kind  of  school  that  can  be  maintained  without  bringing  him  to 
a  premature  grave,  and  the  only  kind  of  a  school  that  is  really 
needed   here. 

This  then  is  the  sum  of  this  school  matter,  as  I  work  it  out. 
Whatever  we  may  undertake  in  the  school  line  must  be  of  a  very 
superior  order.  Our  Church  families  and  others  who  desire  to  send 
their  children  and  young  people  to  schools  of  the  Church  outside  of 
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Arkansas  would  continue  to  do  so  even  though  we  established  a 

school  in  Little  Rock,  unless  it  were  at  least  equal  to  the  schools 

in  Texas,  Tennessee  and  elsewhere.    There  is  no  feasible  way  for 

establishing  a  suitable  and  useful  Diocesan  school  without  a  large 

sum  of  money  for  a  plant  and  a  much  larger  one  for  an  endowment. 

I  am  anxious  that  such  a  movement  may  be  set  in  motion  and  to 

this  end  I  desire  that  the  Committee  on  Eklucation  may  be  enlarged 

and  made  a  permanent  one. 

MY  LENTEN  EASTERN  TRIP. 

You  are  aware  of  the  fact  that  in  order  to  secure  the  14,600 
•conditionally  pledged  by  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary 
Society,  I  must  raise  $5,500,  so  that  in  all  I  will  have  $10,000  from 
Sre&r  to  year  for  the  work  of  Church  extension  in  the  great  Mis- 
sionary field  of  this  Diocese.  As  I  have  not  dared  to  hope  for  more 
than  11.000  of  this  $5,500  from  my  own  people.  I  am  obliged 
annually  to  go  North  and  East,  for  the  purpose  of  trying  to  raise 
$4,500. 

I  have  chosen  the  Lenten  season  for  this,  the  hardest  and  most 
uncongenial  work  which  I  am  called  upon  by  the  duties  of  my  posi- 
tion to  do.  Lent,  besides  being  a  reconciler  to  disagreeable  tasks, 
offers  exceptional  opportunities  for  the  making  of  Missionary 
appeals.  During  the  whole  of  this  past  Lent.  I  have  spoken  from 
one  to  three  times  every  day,  Saturdays  excepted.  In  all  I  made 
seventy-five  addresses. 

You  will  be  glad  to  know  that  I  have  been  blessed  with  success 
again,  and  that  ^e  have  in  hand,  or  in  view,  about  $1,000  more 
than  enough  to  carry  us  through  another  year.  Whatever  the 
overplus  may  be.  it  will  be  devoted  to  some  special  purpose  where 
it  will  in  my  Judgment  most  promote  the  welfare  of  the  Diocese. 

It  would  be  difficult  and  rather  unsafe  for  me  to  bring  to  the 
€k)uncil  all  my  lists  of  contributions  and  pledges  to  the  Missionary 
work  of  Arkansas,  received  since  the  last  Council.  I  therefore 
request  that  the  Council  appoint  a  special  Auditing  Committee 
of  Little  Rock  business  men  who  will  go  over  my  accounts  and 
submit  a  report  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Council,  for  publication 
in  the  Journal. 

FUND  FOR  ST.  JOHN'S  HOSPITAL,  HOT  SPRINGS. 

On  August  23,  1901,  I  deposited  with  the  First  National  Bank 
of  Helena,  $66.48  as  a  special  fund  for  St  John's  Hospital.  Hot 
Springs.  Ark.  This  deposit  and  this  fund  owes  its  origin  to  a 
visitation  made  by  me  for  the  late  Bishop  of  Long  Island  to  a 
great  institution  officially  known  as  the  "Church  Charity  Founda- 
tion of  Long  Island,"  located  in  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.    This  Foundation 
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comprises  two  large  homes  for  orphans,  a  great  hospital,  a  home 
for  the  aged,  a  home  for  the  blind,  a  sisterhood,  and  an  order  of 
trained  nurses. 

The  object  of  my  visit  was  to  confirm  a  sick  young  man  who  was 
an  inmate  of  the  hospital.  The  man  was  wheeled  into  the  chapel 
where  a  large  congregation  for  a  week  day  afternoon,  composed 
about  equally  of  adults  and  children,  had  assembled.-  After  the 
confirmation  the  Rector  of  this  interesting  group  of  great  institu- 
tions, the  Rev.  A.  C  Bunn,  M.  D.,  requested  me  to  tell  the  congre- 
gation something  about  Arkansas.  I  gladly  complied  with  this 
courteous  request,  and  when  I  had  finished,  the  Doctor  made  some 
remarks,  in  the  course  of  which  he  assured  me  that  we  would  in 
due  time  hear  from  the  Sunday  School  and  congregation  of  the 
institutions,  and  suggested  that  perhaps  their  humble  contributions 
might  be  the  means  of  starting  a  hospital  fund  in  Arkansas  as  a 
similar  contribution  had  been  in  Indian  Territory,  and  I  think 
one  or  two  other  Missionary  Districts  which  now  have  successful 
hospitals  or  infirmaries  as  they  are  generally  called  in  the  South. 

While  the  good  Doctor  was  talking  I  made  up  my  mind  that  I 

would  make  the  proposed  contribution  the  nucleus  of  a  fund  for 

the  building  of  a  Diocesan  Infirmary  at  Hot  Springs,  where  such 

an  institution  would  certainly  accomplish  much  good.     It  may  not, 

probably  will  not,  be  built  in  our  day,  but  the  fund  for  it  has  been 

started.     It  will  receive  additions  by  donations  and  interest  until 

in  the  course  of  the  generations  to  come  our  plans  can  be  carried 

out. 

EVANGELISTS. 

In  at  least  one  other  of  my  annual  addresses  to  this  Council, 
I  have  spoken  of  the  necessity  of  watering  and  cultivating  as 
well  as  planting  in  Mission  fields.  It  is  one  thing  to  establish  a 
Preaching  or  Mission  Station  and  quite  another  to  develop  it  into 
a  self-supporting  Parish.  The  developing  will  of  course  in  a  large 
measure  necessarily  be  done  by  the  Missionary  in  charge,  with  the 
helpful  co-operation  and  assistance  of  our  Judicious  and  able 
General  Missionary.  But  in  some  cases  our  Missionaries  will  be 
young  Ministers  or  even  Lay  Readers  without  the  experience  and 
ability  to  do  much  for  their  Stations  beyond  the  holding  of  the 
ordinary  services  of  the  Church  weekly  or  monthly,  according 
to  the  appointments  fixed  by  me  with  the  assistance  of  the  Mis- 
sionary Committee  and  Archdeacon.  Some  special  efTorts  in  the 
form  of  a  ten  days  or  two  weeks  continuous  ''Mission"  services, 
or,  if  you  please,  "Revival"  services,  are  needed.  The  Arch- 
deacon has  been  making  and  will  make  some  of  these  efforts.  Per- 
haps I  can  count  upon  him  for  as  many  as  three  each  year,  but  in 
view  of  all  he  has  to  do  it  would  be  unreasonable  to  expect  more 
of  him.  We  should  have  as  many  at  least  as  ten  of  these'  Missions 
each  year. 
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I  wish  and  request  that  each  one  of  our  Clergy  would  prepare 
and  offer  themselves  to  hold  one  Mission  annually.  It  would  do 
them  good,  and  I  am  convinced  that  so  many  Missions  from  our 
own  Clergy  would  be  a  great  spiritual  uplift  to  the  Diocese. 

I  am  speaking  particularly  of  the  special  efforts  in  the  Mis- 
sion field  of  the  Diocese:    but  Missions  would  also  be  most  help- 
ful to  our  greater  Parishes.    The  truth  of  what  I  say  is  abund- 
antly illustrated  by  the  splendid  Parish  in  which  we  are  meeting. 
The   Rector  has  held  occasional   Missions   in   St.   John's,   Helena* 
almost  from  the  beginning  of  his  most  exemplary  pastorate,  and 
as   a  consequence,  he  has,  by  the  assistance  of  his  Vestry  and 
people,  built  up  a  constituency  for  the  Church,  which  is,  in  pro- 
portion  to   the   white   population,   altogether   the   largest   in     the 
I>iocese.     It  is   true  that  Archdeacons   Barrett  and  Webber,   two 
of  the  best  Missionaries  that  the  American  Church  has  produced, 
liave  worked  in  this  Parish  and  that  probably  no  Clergyman  in 
this   Diocese   or   any   neighboring   Diocese   can    attract   and   hold 
such  crowds  and  instruct  them  as  these  men;   but  it  is  also  true 
that  there  is  not  a  Clergyman  in  this  Diocese  who  could  not,  if 
he  would  prepare  for  and   hold  a  Mission,   that  would  do   much 
good  at  any  place  where  he  would  volunteer  to  make  the  effort 
or  where  I  would  send  him. 

It  would  be  well  if  the  Clergy  who  are  willing  to  take  up  this 
most  important  work  for  the  Mission  field  of  the  Diocese,  would 
notify  me  of  the  fact,  telling  me  when  they  can  most  conveniently 
be  available  for  the  preaching  of  a  Mission,  I  should  then  be  able 
to  select  places  where  the  time  and  man  would  suit  best.  In  some 
cases  it  may  be  necessary  to  send  a  nxan  to  a  distant  part  of  the 
Diocese,  but  on  behalf  of  the  Missionary  Committee,  and  congre- 
gation concerned,  I  will  always  guarantee  expenses. 

Please  remember  that  I  want  a  ten  days  Mission  at  least,  i 
have  but  little  faith  in  a  shorter  effort.  Two  or  three  weeks,  ana 
in  some  cases  even  four  weeks,  would  be  much  better,  but  I  fix 
upon  ten  days  as  the  limit  of  time- that  a  busy  Parish  Priest  can 
give  to  the  holding  of  a  Mission. 

I  hope  that  someone  among  the  Clergy  will  develop  into  such 
a  succeEfiiul  MisEioner  as  that  he  will  be  tempted  to  give  up  his 
regular  pastoral  work,  and  become  the  Diocesan  Evangelist.  I  believe 
that  such  a  Clergyman  could  receive  a  comfortable  support 
with  little  or  no  appropriation  from  our  Missionary  Committee,  and 
he  certainly  would  do  an  immiense  amount  of  good.  It  is  by 
earnest  and  skillful  preaching  more  than  by  any  other  instru- 
mentality that  men  will  be  brought  to  confess  Christ,  and  it  is  by 
thorough  and  tactful  instruction  that  they  will  be  persuaded  to 
identify  themselves  with  the  ancient  Catholic  Church  of  the  Anglo- 
Saxon  race.  The  salvation  of  the  world  depends  upon  "the  fool- 
ishness of  preaching,"  more  than  upon  anything  else. 
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Yes,  we  need  preachers  and  instructors  very  much,  and  the 
Clergyman  who  will  do  what  he  can  to  meet  this  need  will  come 
back  from  the  field  more  a  man  of  God  than  when  he  went,  and 
do  better  work  in  his  Parish  for  months  to  come,  than  he  other- 
wise would.  There  is,  I  am  convinced,  much  truth  in  a  remark 
that  a  prominent  Rector  once  made  to  me  about  a  man  who  was 
holding  a  Mission  in  his  Parish.  "This  special  preaching  under 
special  conditions  certainly  fills  the  preacher  with  the  Holy  Ghost 
as  nothing  else  does."  Your  congregations  may  well  afford  to 
allow  you  to  be  away  a  Sunday  or  two,  and  to  put  up  with  the 
Lay  Reading  of  Services  and  Sermons,  and  they  will  gladly  do  so 
after  the  first  time  or  two  for  they  will  see  that  you  bring  back 
a  new  inspiration  and  power  which  is  life  giving  to  the  Parish. 
Moreover,  when  they  hear  of  the  good  that  you  have  done  in  the 
Mission  field  of  this  great  undeveloped  Diocese,  they  will  take 
satisfaction  and  pride  in  the  fact  that  by  letting  you  go.  they  are 
doing  much  for  our  Mission  work  and  sharing  with  less  fortunate 
Church  people  for  a  season  the  good  things  of  your  Ministry. 

In  addition  to  holding  at  least  one  Mission  a  year,  at  some 
place  selected  by  the  Bishop,  would  it  not  be  possible  for  all  of 
the  Clergy  also  occasionally  to  hold  a  voluntary  service  in  one  of 
the  accessible  schoolhouses  of  neighboring  country  districts,  say 
from  five  to  ten  miles  distant?  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  farming 
and  planting  communities  throughout  this  State,  and  Indeed  nearly 
all  States,  are  being  neglected.  The  efforts  of  all  Christian 
bodies  are  given  to  our  cities  and  larger  towns  to  the  almost 
entire  neglect  of  rural  people.  This  is  not  right  from  an  unselfish 
and  Christian  point  of  view,  and  it  is  a  mistake  from  a  selfish  and 
Church  point  of  view. 

The  people  who  are  causing  our  cities  to  grow  so  rapidly, 
come  chiefly  from  the  country  districts,  and  if  we  are  wise  enough 
to  capture  them  with  our  schoolhouse  services,  when  they  move 
into  the  city  will  add  a  large  and  most  helpful  members'hip  to  our 
Parishes.  It  will  usually  be  found  that  some  of  the  younger 
Church  workers,  both  men  afTd  women,  of  your  Parish  will  be  glad 
to  accompany  you  to  these  country  services,  and  that  besides  help- 
ing you  to  make  the  services  attractive,  they  will  be  quickened  by 
their  own  Parish  work. 

PERSONAL  APPEALS. 

It  is  very  natural  that  persons,  solemnly  anzlouB  for  and 
enthusiastically  desirous  to  erect  a  chapel,  build  a  rectory,  or 
found  a  school,  should  immediately  undertake  to  secure  funds  to 
carry  out  the  commendable  intention.  It  is  particularly  the  case 
in  the  new  Southwest,  and  on  the  frontier,  and  in  all  rapidly  devel- 
oping portions  of  our  country   that   people,   seeing  argent  needs. 
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should  at  once  attempt  to  provide  for  the  present,  and  anticipate 
the  future.  The  needs  are  various  and  very  pressing.  Within 
the  few  years  that  I  have  been  among  you,  besides  many  churches 
and  rectories,  several  Industrial  Schools  and  a  Home  for  the  Aged 
have   been   projected  by  earnest  individuals. 

All  these  and  other  institutions  are  much  to  be  desired,  and 
it  is  my  purpose  to  give  countenance  and  aid  to  shch  as  early 
and  as  helpful  as  shall  seem  practicable.  But  it  is  not  my  purpo&c 
to  aid  or  to  acquiesce  in  indiscriminate  appeals  for  financial  assist- 
ance to  establish  any  work  or  to  inaugurate  any  movement  1 
am  unwilling  that  any  appeals  shall  be  made  for  gifts  or  donations 
by  pny  Clergyman  or  by  any  member  of  our  Church^  or  Missions, 
except  to  those  who  may  be  strictly  their  personal  friends. 

li  becomes  my  serious  and  ardous  duty  to  go  East  and  North 

every  reason  io  cbtain  help  for  our  many  and  imperative  needs,     i 

am  gratel'ul  for  the  cheerful  and  generous  gifts  presented  to  me. 

a.iid    without   which   our   work   would   be   seriously   held   back   or 

depressed.    And  I  regard  it  as  undesirable  and  perhaps  unjust  to 

xnake  other  appeals  to  the  samie  benevolent  constituency.     Other 

cuid   cogent  reasons  might  be  given  for  referring  to  the  matter. 

Suffice  it  to  say  that,  before  any  appeals  are  made  for  donations 

outside  of  your  respective  Parishes  or  Missions,  except  to  personal 

friends,  it  is  my  wish  that  the  same  shall  first  be  submitted  to  me. 

If  I  find  that  this  reasonable  wish  and  request  are  disregarded, 
•cany  pledge  that  I  may  have  made  for  the  undertaking  in  hand 
"vrill  become  null  and  void. 

RITUALISM. 

In  the  August  10,  1901,  issue  of  "The  Living  Church, ' 
^tppeared  a  leading  editorial  devoted  to  the  Bishop  of  Arkansas 
xinder  the  caption,  "An  Episcopal  Mistake."  As  soon  as  I  could  get 
to  it,  I  sent  in  an  answer  which  was  published  in  the  issue  of  August 
31, 1901.  As  no  reply  was  made  to  it,  I  have  reason  to  hope  that  tne 
editor  and  any  who  tympathized  with  him  were  satisfied  that  after 
all  I  made  no  very  great  mistake  when  in  my  lasi  address  I  dis- 
couraged the  use  of  excessive  and  unnecessary  Ritualism  in  this 
weak,  though  very  extensive  and  exceedingly  promising  Missionary 
Diocese.  The  reply,  judging  from  letters  of  congratulations  re- 
ceived, seems  moreover  to  have  been  widely  noticed,  and  to  have 
given  general  satisfaction.  I  think  it  well,  therefore,  to  make  it  a 
part  of  my  address  as.  for  some  time  to  come,  a  final  word  on  the 
subject  of  Ritualism. 

"I  want  most  sincerely  and  warmly  to  thank  you  for  your  many 
kind  and  helpful  words  in  the  editorial  entitled  'An  Episcopal  Mis- 
take/ that  appeared  in  the  August  10,  1901,  issue  of  your  excellent 
publication. 
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"I  am  not  a  controversialist,  and  even  if  I  were,  my  gratiti 
for  your  words  which  commend  and  encourage  our  Missionary  w 
would  prevent  me  from  an  attempt  to  systematically  and  f\ 
answer  your  criticisms  of  that  part  of  my  last  annual  address 
our  Council  which  relates  to  the  perplexing  subject  of  Rituall 
And  yet,  by  your  kind  permission.  I  beg  briefly  to  refer  to  w 
you  have  said  as  to  genuflecting,  altar  lights,  my  predecessor,  i 
the  position  taken  by  me  in   'The  Church  for  Americans.' 

"1.  Genuflecting  at  the  name  of  Jesus  in  the  Creeds  is  ami 
the  things  that  I  am  willing  the  Clergy  of  the  Cathedral  sho 
practice,  if  they  must  genuflect  anywhere.  And  the  statement 
'The  Living  Church'  that  'the  more  quiet  and  usual  bowing  of 
head  would  seem  to  us  to  be  sufficient,'  is  exactly  in  line  ^ 
what  I  intended  to  express.  As  a  matter  of  fact  the  Bishop.  D€ 
and  Archdeacon  do  no  more  than  what  is  recommended  by  "1 
Living  Church.'  We  simply  bow  our  heads  at  the  name  of  Je 
in  the  Creeds. 

"2.    May  I  also  th.mk  you  for  pointing  out  the  fact  that 
'Bishop  and  Almighty  God  happily  agree'  in  the  matter  of  Al 
Lights?    I  would,  however,  feel  under  added  obligations,  and 
doubt  some  of  your  readers  would  have  felt  the  same,  if  you  1 
quoted  all  that  I  said  on  the  subject  of  candles.    Experiments 
the  use  of  them  are  proving  and  have  proved  failures  in  the  Ik 
sionary   work  of  Arkansas.     Testimonies     on     these     points 
numerous  and  emphatic.     And  in  regard  to  all  of  my  restrictl< 
and  permissions,  time  will  prove     their  fallacy  or     their    wlsdc 
There  was.  I  thought,  in  some  quarters,  a  disposition  to  magr 
the  ceremonial  at  tlie  expense  of  the  sermon.     It  is  my  desire  tl 
the  beauty  of  the  sfTvice  shall  not  overshadow  the    'foolishness 
preaching.'      Our  Missionaries  are    'flshers  of  men,'    and  this  be 
the  case,  it  is  not  expedient  for  them  to  adorn  the  rod  and  negl 
the  bait. 

"3.  It  was  necessary,  even  to  the  extent  of  being  well-n: 
impossible,  to  deal  with  the  pressing  question  of  Ritual,  with< 
making  mention  of  my  most  learned  and  highly  venerated  p 
decessor.  If,  in  the  Providence  of  God,  I  am  followed  in  1 
Apostolic  Succession  by  one  who  shall  be,  in  type  of  Churchm 
ship,  as  different  from  me  as  I  am  from  the  late  Bishop  Pierce, 
friends  will  have  no  reason  to  complain,  should  he  deal  as  gen 
V.  ith  the  customs  I  have  established  as  I  have  with  those  I  foi 
in  the  Cathedral.  It  was  not  my  intention  to  reflect,  in  the  lei 
upon  my  predecessor. 

"4.  1  continue  ready  to  stand  by  all  that  I  had  to  say 
'The  Church  for  Americans' about  the  value  to  the  Church  of  the 
called  Catholic  movement,  especially  in  its  earlier  stages,  and  8 
believe  the  services  of  St.  Paul's,  London,  and  Trinity,  New  Yc 
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will  ultimately  be     recognized  as  the     standard  services     of    the 
Anglican  Communion.     But  under  present  conditions  I  could  not  it 
I  would,  and  would  not  if  I  could,  introduce  such  services  at  my 
Cathedral.    And  if  the  circumstances  are  such  as  to  make  the  intro- 
duction of  the  standard  services  both  impossible  and  inexpedient  in 
the  city  of  Little  Rock,  in  my  humble  Judgment,  and  I  believe  that 
the  editor  ol  'The  Living  Church*  and  most  sensible  people  will 
agree  with  me,  it  would  be  nothing  less  than  absurd  and  suicidal 
to  encourage  the  Ritualism  of  the  average  Ritualist  in  the  Mission 
field  in  Arkansas.     Moreover,  while  our  Diocese  remains  a  Mission 
field,    and   receives   outside  help,   it  would   be   wrong  to  attempt 
the  introduction  of  even  the  standard  services,  to  say  nothing  about 
the  ceremonialism  of  those  who  pattern  after  Medievalism  rather 
than  St.  Paul's,  London,    and    Trinity,    New  York,    because    such 
services  are  much  more  expensive  than  the  simple,   undecorated 
Services  of  the  Prayer  Book,  which  are  all  that  the  great  majority 
of  our  people  want,  and  more  than  they  can  pay  for.    As  I  have 
insisted  in  mere  than  one  of  my  Council  addresses,     in   such  a 
IDiocese  as  Arkansas  we  ought  to  be  satisfied  with  the  necessities 
of  worship,  until  we  are  able,  without  outside  assistance,  to  pay  for 
t,lie  luxuries  of  worship. 

"Personally  I  have  no  objection  to  some  of  the  things  which  1 
^ave  forbidden  at  the  Cathedral  and  discouraged  in  the  Diocese, 
^Mpecially  in  the  Mission  field;  but  I  believe  that  the  introduction 
^z^f  any  of  them  into  our  services  would,  for  the  present,  be  mex- 
X>edient,  and  in  several  instances  it  would,  in  my  judgment,  be  a 
%/iolation  of  the  laws  and  traditions  of  our  Reformed  Communion. 

'*Pew  will  be  more  happy  to  learn  than  *The  Living  Church,' 

Xhat   the   Church   in   Arkansas   has   manifested    no   disposition   to 

-^nter  upon  a  controversy  over  my  rulings  for  the  Cathedral.    This 

testimony,  I  believe,  will  be  received   with  deep  thankfulness  by 

«11  who  are  vitally  interested  in  this  great  Missionary  field.     No 

one  more  than  the  editor  will  rejoice  that  the  statement  in  the 

editorial,  'the  apparent  unwisdom  of  opening  a  Ritual  controversy, 

in  which  men  are  bound  to  differ,  in  such  a  Diocese  as  Arkansas,' 

is  a  statement  which,  so  far  as  I  know,  lacks  in  nothing  so  much  as 

in  proof. 

*'And  again  I  thank  the  editor  of  'The  Living  Church'  for  his 
valuable  and  highly  appreciated  testimony  in  the  following  words: 
'The  problem  to  be  solved  in  Arkansas  is  not  Ritual,  but  Missions, 
and  that  problem  is  being  solved.' 

"The  one  overwhelming,  consuming  desire  of  myself  and  the 
great  majority  of  our  Clergy  is  to  present  the  Holy  Apostolic 
Church  with  its  authority  and  attractiveness  to  as  many  as  possi- 
ble of  the  fourteen  hundred  thousand  souls  of  my  Diocese. 
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The  Living  Church*  has  rightly  pronounced  the  'mere  Ritual- 
ist* as  'the  most  useless  of  all  Churchmen/  The  Laity  of  Arkansas 
and  the  great  majority  of  the  Clergy  perhaps,  with  almost  one  mouth 
and  one  voice,  would  Eay  Amen  to  that  characterization.  The  size, 
in  each  new  community,  of  the  Churchly  beacon  fire,  kindled  by  the 
Missionary,  will  depend  largely  upon  the  intensity  and  industry 
of  the  people  enlisted  in  gathering  the  wood.  The  people  rally  to 
naen  of  piety  and  wisdom,  of  tact  and  love,  of  simplicity  and  charity. 
Perhaps  this  is  as  true  of  this  State  as  it  can  be  of  any  equal  area 
under  our  flag.  Arkansas  is  a  great  and  needy  State.  When  I  see 
that  a  'mistake'  has  been  made.  I  shall  hasten  to  correct  it.  Mean- 
while, I  shall  not  be  aggrieved  at  those  who,  for  the  love  of  the 
work,  publish  their  impressions. 

"Arkansas  is  a  strategic  State  hitherto  almost  untouched,  but. 
now  rapidly  developing.    It  is  a  healthful,  fruitful,  well-watered, 
richly  stored  with  minerals,  and  for  the  most  part  densely  timbered, 
region,  where  thousands  are  seeking  fortunes  and  homes.     No  Mis^ 
sionary,  whatever  his  privations,  buries  himself  in  hopeless  endeavor* 
In  this  commonwealth;  but,  if  wise  and  consecrated,  he  is  at  onc^ 
a  co-operative  force  witii  commerce,  and  allied  to  God.     And  th^ 
Church  cannot  prosper  in  Arkansas,  except  as  it  is  active  and  Mis  — 
sionary,  in  the  fullest  sense.     In  this,  'The  Living  Church*  and  the-s- 
Bishcp  of  Arkansas  are  fully  agreed.    Pray  for  us.    We  will  do  al  B- 
we  can  to  speed  on  the  work.    Time  is  long-winged,  and  sleepless^ 
the  Church  must  be  awake.     Time  flies  right  on,  dipping  his  hoar) 
plume  in  eternity's  sea.    We  must  not  tarry  long  with  points  1 
dispute,  but  labor  on,  spend  and  be  spent,  to  make  all  Arkansa 
the  Lord's." 

REPORTS  OP  MISSIONARIES. 


From  the  time  when  it  was  my  privilege  to  enter  upon  Episc 
pal  duty  in  this  Missionary  Diocese,  it  was  my  settled  purpose  i 
inaugurate  some  system  of  reports  by  our  Missionaries,  and  tboa^   -^mo 
doing  Missionary  service. 

I  presented  the  subject  to  my  constituted  advisers,  the  Board  OK=Df 
Managers  for  Diocesan  Missions,  and  my  intention  touching  tli.i  ^^Ki3 
matter  was  unreservedly  and  unanimously  adopted.  After  consf r&~  ^a»d- 
erable  delay  in  order  to  make  sure  that  no  mistalie  would  be  mac/^  .Ke 
by  inconsiderate  haste,  I  incorporated  the  idea  into  my  Misslonanc  ^37 
policy.  Carefully  prepared  blanks  were  printed  and  mailed  to  eveo^  "^y 
one  receiving  a  Missionary  grant. 

I   requested   that  beginning   with   September   1,  of  last   year,.  -«:-^» 
all  Missionaries  should  make  quarterly  reports  io  me. 

The  information  sought  and  furnished  by  this  feature  fef  oar-'*  ^^^ 
policy  is  of  interest  to  the  board,  and  helpful  to  the  Bishop.    By 
referring  to  them  impressions  may  be  gained  as  to  the  meaaure- 
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of  service  rendered  and  results  accomplished.  In  Missionary  work 
as  in  many  things,  publicity  is  an  aid  to  efficiency.  It  has  been 
demonstrated  in  many  Dioceses,  that  quarterly  reports  contribute 
to  the  betterment  of  the  work  represented.  And  it  is  certainly  the 
simplest  and  most  evident  principle  that  those  who  are  called 
upon  to  appropriate  public  funds,  whether  secular  or  sacred, 
should  require  stated  reports  representing  the  service  performed 
and   the   results   attained. 

CLOSING  WORDS  ABOUT  THE  COUNCIL,  ST.  JOHN'S  CHURCH. 

HELENA,  AND  THE  RECTOR. 

The  Bishop  and  several  of  the  Clergy  remained  at  Helena  over 
•Sunday.  Archdeacon  Williams  and  Dr.  Norton  addressed  the  Sun- 
<!«Ly  School,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Dowling  preached  at  the  morning 
service.  Archdeacon  Williams  preached  at  the  night  service, 
liirliich  was  regarded  as  the  closing  service  of  the  Council.  Before 
skiving  the  blessing,  the  Bishop  spoke  as  follows: 

"I  want  to  say  a  few  words  about  the  Thirtieth  Annual  Council 
of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas  which  has  Just  been  held  in  your  hos- 
pitable Parish  and  is  now  a  matter  of  record  and  history. 

"I  venture  to  prophesy  that,  as  time  goes  on,  it  will  be  recog- 
nized as  one  of  the  most  important  and  far  reaching  of  all  our 
Councils.  Considerable  legislation  which  is  sure  to  have  a  great 
influence  upon  the  future  growth  and  development  of  the  Dioces^ 
was  accomplished. 

"1.  A  committee  on  education  was  established  and  this  means 
that  some  time  in  the  future  there  will  be  Diocesan  schools  for 
boys  and  girls  of  high  character  and  within  the  reach  of  parents 
of  very  moderate  means. 

"2.  Permanent  and,  so  far  as  such  a  thing  is  possible,  abso- 
lutely safe  provision  was  made  for  the  <^are  of  any  and  all  gifts 
to  the  Diocese  from  benefactors  whom  God  may  raise  up  for  us 
from  within  or  without. 

"3.  Steps  were  taken  looking  to  the  making  of  better  pro- 
vision for  our  aged  and  infirm  Clergy  and  the  families  of  de- 
ceased Clergymen. 

"4.  Provision,  was  made  for  the  rapid  reduction  of  the  debt 
on  the  Episcopal  residence  so  that  it  will  almost  certainly  be  paid 
off  within  three  years.  After  that,  when  it  becomes  necessary 
for  the  Diocese  to  elect  a  new  Bishop,  it  will  be  in  a  position 
to  offer  him  a  salary  of  $3,000,  with  one  of  the  best  Episcopal  resi- 
dences in  the  country. 

"5.  I  want  to  raise  $1,000  per  year  for  our  Diocesan  Missions 
and  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  wants  us  to 
raise  $1,500  for  the  General  Missionary  work  of  the  Church.  ex4 
elusive  of  what  the  Sunday  Schools  and  Woman's  Auxiliary  raise. 
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We  concluded  to  apportion  the  whole  amount,  |2,500,  equitably 
among  all  our  congregations  and  to  do  all  we  can  to  raise  it 
Every  Parish  is  to  send  all  its  collections  for  Missions  to  Mr.  H 
C.  Rather,  Citizens  National  Bank,  Little  Rock,  who  will  retain  4( 
per  cent  for  our  Diocesan  work  and  forward  60  per  cent  to  tli< 
Treasurer  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society. 

"6.  The  most  noteworthy  of  all  our  exceptionally  importau 
legislation  provides  for  the  beginning  of  Missionary  work  amoni 
the  colored  people  of  this  Diocese  on  a  new  basis.  The  Canoi 
passed  reads  as  follows:  *The  colored  work  of  this  Diocese  shal 
be  organized  into  a  Convocation  in  whicn  every  canonically  resi 
dent  and  employed  colored  minister  shall  have  a  seat,  and  even 
duly  organized  Parish  and  Mission  Station  of  colored  people  shall  b< 
entitled  to  representation  by  three  Laymen.  The  Bishop  or  his  dol] 
appointed  representative  is  to  be  the  ex-offlcio  chairman  of  the  Con 
vocation.  All  constitutional  canonical  measures  adopted  by  the 
Convocation,  in  order  to  become  law,  shall  first  be  presented  to  anc 
ratified  by  the  annual  Diocesan  Council.  No  colored  priest  Oi 
deacon  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Council  of  this  Diocese 
and  no  colored  congregation  shall  be  entitled  to  representation  ii 
it.  Provided,  that  this  exclusion  shall  not  apply  in  the  case  oi 
any  colored  rector  or  Parish  which  has  heretofore  been  admittec 
to  the  Diocesan  Council.' 

"This  Canon  will  not  become  law  until  it  has  been  finally 
adopted  by  our  next  Council,  but  as  there  were  only  two  dissenting 
voices,  one  Clergyman  and  one  Layman,  who  were  not  opposed  to 
the  substance  of  the  Canon,  it  is  morally  certain  of  adoption. 

"I  have  thought  it  well  to  make  these  brief  comments  about 
the  importance  of  the  Council  which  has  just  been  held  in  youi 
midst.  It  goes  without  saying  that  it  was  an  unusually  harmonious 
Council,  for  otherwise  it  would  have  been  impossible  to  have  dis- 
cussed and  passed  so  many  important  measures. 

"I  believe  that  our  harmony  and  success  was  largely  due  to 
the  fact  that  we  met  in  St.  John's  Parish,  Helena,  which  is  one  ol 
the  most  harmonious  and  successful  Parishes  in  this  or  any  othei 
Diocese.  I  cannot  imagine  a  wrangling  Council  being  held  in  St 
John's,  Helena.  Such  a  Council  would  be  entirely  out  of  place 
among  this  dignified  and  earnest  people  who  have  the  great  inter- 
ests of  the  Church  so  much  at  heart. 

"I  have  no  doubt  that  your  good  Rector  is  glad  to  have  me  do 
you  the  justice  ot  saying  these  things  of  his  beloved  people,  and  I  am 
sure  that  you  would  be  disappointed  if  I  were  to  close  without 
some  reference  of  appreciation  relating  to  him. 

"It  appears  from  the  ofilclal  clergy  list  of  this  Diocese  that 
your  Rector  came  among  you  just  ten  years  before  I  became  one  ot 
your  Bishops.  No  Rector  who  has  ever  administered  in  the  State  of 
ArKansas  has  done  more  for  his  Parish  and  his  Diocese  than  the  Hey. 
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Charles  Harry  Lockwood,  B.  D.  He  has  been  with  you  thirteen 
^ears  and  is  just  entering  on  his  fourteenth  year,  and  within  those 
years  he  has  with  your  co-operation  built  St.  John's  up  so  that  in 
nearly  every  element  of  strength  it  is  our  first  Parish,  and  this, 
in  spite  of  the  fact  that  Helena  is.  compared  with  Little  Rock, 
Fort  Smith,  Hot  Springs  and  other  cities,  a  very  small  place.  Mr. 
Lockwood  has  been  president  of  the  Standing  Committee  and  senior 
delegate  to  the  General  Convention  tor  many  years.  Under  the 
old  Convocation  system  he  was  dean  of  the  Helena  Convocation.  \ 
and  under  the  new  system  inaugurated  by  the  last  Council  he  is  \ 
Canon  of  the  same  Convocatii^n.  He  is  the  senior  member  of  our 
Diocesan  Missionary  Committee.  I  have  always  thought  that  ne 
ahould  have  been  your  Bishop,  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  if  he  had 
not  refused  to  let  his  name  go  before  the  Council  that  elected 
me.  I  would  have  never  had  the  great  privilege  of  knowing  you  and 
him  and  hi^  attractive,  exemplary  and  helpful  family. 

"This  is  nearly  the  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  your  beloved 

Kector^s  ordination,  and  I  believe  the  twenty-fourth  of  his  happy 

XQarrlage.  Bishop  Brooks,  more  widely  known  as  Phillips  Brooks, 

once  said:  'Set  yourselves  earnestly  to  see  what  you  were  made  to 

<to  and  then  set  yourselves  earnestly  to  do  it.'    That  is  evidently  the 

view  that  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Lockwood  have  taken  of  life,  and  their  chil- 

<i]reii  give  promise  of  doing  the  same.    Together  these  two  servants 

tbe  Lord  have  given  thirteen  years  of  loving  ministry  to  the  city 

:f  Helena. 


*0h.  Time!   Forego  thy  wonted  spite 
And  lay  on  them  thy  future  lashes  light.' 

"Your  Rector  in  the  thirteen  years  of  guardianship  and  guid- 
.nce  of  the  Parish  of  St.  John's  has  yielded  you  the  best  portion 
»f  his  life.  He  has  taught  you  faithfully  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus 
Lnd  he  has  led  you  onward  and  upward. 

"Henry  Drummond  said:  'Were  ft  mine  to  build  a  city,  the 
stone  I  should  lay  would  be  the  foundation  stone  of  a  church.' 
Rev.  Mr.  Lockwood  when  he  came  among  you  was  imbued 
"^ith  the  same  idea.  He  has  guided  you  wisely  and  well  through 
^vrhat  is  always  a  critical  undertaking — the  successful  buiioing  of 
^  beautiful  and  expensive  temple  of  worship.  And  here  it  stands 
^  channel  of  spiritual  nourishment,  a  stimulus  to  holy  deeZis,  a 
].ink  with  holy  lives,  a  memorial  to  the  goodness  of  souls  who 
^ave  gone  on  before,  and  a  monument  to  all  who  prepared  the 
"way  for  and  took  part  in  its  erection. 

"God  bless  this  people,  this  priest  and  his  family.    Give  them 
^U  in  their  several  stations  according  to  their  needs  grace  to  daily 
Increase  in  His  Holy  Spirit  more  and  more  until  they  come  unto 
Thy  everlasting  kingdom.    Amen!"

The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Diocesan  Missions  of  Arkansas 
met  in  Little  Rock.  May  13,  and  December  12,  1901;  also  at 
Helena.  May  13.  1902. 

•  Every  meeting  of  the  board  was  opened  with  prayer  by  the  Rt. 
Rev.  Wm.  M.  Brown,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Arkansas,  ex-officio  president 
of  the  board. 

The  following  persons  constitute  the  members  of  the  present 
board:  Rt.  Rev.  Wm.  M.  Brown.  D.  D.,  Rev.  C.  H.  Lockwood,  Rev. 
Q.  Gordon  Smeade,  Rev.  W.  D.  Buckn^r,  Mr.  John  Gatling,  Mr.  H.  C. 
Rather,  treasurer  of  the  board,  and  Mr.  N.  B.  Trulock,  secretary 
of  the  board. 

As  a  rule  the  board  meets  at  the  call  of  the  Bishop,  three  or 
four  times  a  year — depeuding  somewhat  upon  circumstancei3,  ana 
urgent  Diocesan  business. 

The  treasurer's  (Air.  H.  C.  Rather's)  reports  show  the  receipts 
from  all  sources  to  be  Leven  thoussTnd,  six  hundred  and  eightynsix 
dollars  and  ninety-five  cents  ($7,686.95).  The  Diocese  of  Arkansas 
contributed  one  thousand,  sixty-eight  dollars  and  twenty-two  cents 
(11,068.22)  of  said  amount.  The  disbursements  were  $6,986.08, 
leaving  a  balance  on  hand  of  $700.87. 

Archdeacon  Rhames  and  Williams,  presented  on  several 
occasions  a  detailed  account  of  the  work  done  in  their  districts, 
which  proved  nlghly  encouraging.  They  also  presented  several 
deeds  to  lots  and  buildings  containing  churches  and  rectories  In 
both  finished  and  unfinished  condiuon,  snowing  a  con^menda'ble 
degree  of  interest  by  the  people  in  Church  extension  work  in  their 
various  localities,  betokening  a  wide-awake  zeal  in  the  furtherance 
and  upbuilding  of  our  Diocese.  This  going  out  into  the  highways 
and  byways,  carrying  the  news  of  the  Gospel  of  Christ,  the  board 
earnestly  hopes  will,  in  the  near  future,  produce  fruit  of  incalcula- 
ble worth,  and  at  the  same  time  bring  our  Diocese  up  to  the  stand- 
ard of  other  flourishiTis  Dioceses  in  America. 

Considerable  time  has  been  consumed  in  discussing  the  colored 
people's  work  in  the  Diocese,  which  the  board  deems  of  great 
importance,  and  have  c  c  nsidered  the  matter  from  various .  stand- 
points, endeavoring  to  do  their  full  duty,  believing  they  need  and 
deserve  recognition;  and  at  the  same  time  extend  the  right  hand  ot 
fellowship  in  such  a  manner  that  embarrassment  will  not  ensue 
to  the  detriment  of  either,  but  to  the  advancement  of  all.  There- 
fore, no  immediate  action  has  been  taken,  for  further  investigatiou 
is  deemed  expedient  m  order  to  accomplish  the  desired  end,  hoping 
in  the  near  future  to  t'onBummate  and  pui  in  force  a  happy  solution 
of  the  problem.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

We,  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  beg  leave  to 
report  the  following  and  record  our  profound  gratitude  to  Almighty 
God  for  another  year  of  remarkable  progress  throughout  the  Dio 
cese.    Each  year  seems  blessed  with  a  forward  movement. 

Within  the  past  twelve  months  $1,068.22  have  been  contributed 
by  the  i'hurches.  Missions,  and  Preaching  Stations  for  Diocesan 
Missions.  Chapels  have  been  built  at  Lake  Village,  Lonoke,  Pore- 
man,  Booneville  and  a  church  building  purchased  at  Conway,  the 
whole  aggregating  a  value  of  at  least  $7,000. 

A  rectory  has  been  built  at  Mena  and  Jonesboro,  respectively. 
Hope  has  purchased  a  valuable  property,  in  a  central  situation,  fof 
a  prospective  new  church.  It  has  a  good  residence,  which  will 
be  used  lor  a  rectory.  The  new  rectory  at  Pine  Bluff,  perhaps  the 
finest  in  the  State,  has  been  finished,  furnished  and  is  occupied  by 
the  Rector's  family. 

The  Parish  church  at  Fort  Smith  has  been  improved  to  the 
extent  of  over  $1,200.  Trinity,  Van  Buren,  has  been  greatly  favored 
with  necessary  terrace  walls  and  sidewalk,  all  paid  for,  and  an 
oak  pulpit,  with  a  thousand  dollars  for  an  endowment,  are  among 
the  timely  gifts  to  that  Parish.  Christ  Church,  Little  Rock,  will  have 
a  six  thousand  dollar  organ  in  the  early  autumn,  the  Vestry  having 
'madie  a  contract  to  that  offect  with  one  of  the'  leading  organ 
firms  of  the  country.  St.  Luke's,  Hot  Springs,  by  a  magnificent 
effort  on  Easter  Day,  made  an  offering  clearing  the  Parish  of  all 
indebtedness  and  their  handsome  church  will  be  consecrated  on 
June  1.  This  Is  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  tne  Parish 
that  the  flock  of  God  in  that  interesting  city  of  the  Ozarks 
could  say  that  they  owe  no  man  anything.  The  Cathedral  has 
steadily  increased  in  power  and  influence,  and  substantial  improve- 
ments have  been  made  in  its  surroundings.  The  Diocesan  School 
of  Theology,  inaugurated  by  our .  Bishop  last  December,  held  a 
very  siiccessful  session,  and  it  promises  to  be  a  valuable  contri- 
bution to  the  means  of  promoting  the  interests  of  the  Kingdom 
of  God  in  our  commonwealth. 

The  little  church  at  Searcy,  consecrated  less  than  two  years 
ago,  was  destroyed  by  lightning  in  March.  With  Christian  fortitude 
the  little  band  have  endured,  unflinchingly,  their  loss;  and  are 
busy  preparing  to  rebuild.  Tokens  of  sympathy  have  greatly  encour- 
aged them,  and  the  willing  gift  of  the  organ,  now  used  in  Christ 
Church,  Little  Rock,  has  inspired  them  to  noble  purposes  for  th*i 
erection  of  a  substantial  chapel  in  the  early  future. 
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Baptisms  have  exceeded  the  number  of  those  of  last  year,  and 
confirmations  have  nearly  equalled  the  highest  numbec  in  the 
history  of  the  Diocese.  Services  of  the  Church  have  been  held  in 
more  places  and  counties  than  ever  before,  and  a  promising  guild 
has  been  organized  in  Harrison,  the  county  seat  of  Boone  County, 
and  the  distributing  cc  nter  for  the  zinc  fields  of  northern 
Arkansas.  Missionary  services  have  been  resumed  in  Russellville, 
in  some  respects  the  most  important  town  between  Little  Rock 
and  Fort  Smith. 

Evidences  abound  of  an  awakening  to  righteousness.  The 
state  of  the  Church  shows  a  deepening  as  well  as  a  widening 
of  her  spiritual  power.  The  small  Missions,  no  less  than  the  large 
Parishes,  are  sharing  in  the  onward  and  upward  trend,  and  they 
who  do  the  best  their  circumstances  allow, 

"Do  well,  act  nobly — ^Angels  could  do  no  more." 

The  attention  of  your  committee  has  been  called  to  a  slight 
misunderstanding  in  regard  to  the  Diocesan  .assessment.  It  is 
sometimes  called  an  assessment  for  the  Bishop's  salary.  It  does 
include  the  small,  meager  stipend,  but  only  as  that  is  one 
of  several  items,  and  though  the  largest  of  the  items  still  one  ot 
several.  As  we  believe  there  can  be  no  church  without  a  Bishop 
it  is  logical  that  his  salary  should  be  the  primary,  and  an  essential 
part  of  the  current  expenses  of  the  Diocese.  It  is  never  too  late 
to  correct  a  mistake,  and  if  any  Parish  or  Mission  has  not  been 
fully  informed  on  this  important  matter,  it  may  be  well  that  they 
should  carefully  consider  it. 

The  Church  in  this  State  is  to  be  earnestly  congratulated  upon 
having  a  residence  for  the  Bishop.  The  house  is  centrally  located, 
well  built,  and  admirably  appointed  tor  the  needs  of  the  occu- 
pants. Nothing  could  have  been  secured,  in  the  Judgment  of  the 
committee  authorized  lo  make  a  selection,  to  better  advantage, 
or  at  a  more  reasonable  price. 

It  is  evident  that  the  Church  throughout  the  State  has  con- 
tinued to  bless  and  be  blessed.  This  has,  in  a  great  measure,  been 
promoted  and  extended  through  the  prayers  and  benefactions  ot 
Christian  people.  East  and  North.  We  are  glad  to  acknowledge  the 
indispensable  aid  which,  under  God's  blessing,  has  enabled  the 
Diocese  to  attain  such  material,  numerical  and  spiritual  achieve- 
ment, that  we  may  .say  with  the  Psalmist:  "The  Lord  hath  done 
great  uiiuks  tor  us,  wnereof  we  are  glad."

APPEXDIX  V. 

REPORT  OF  MISSIONARY  WORK.  BY  VEN.  W.  D.  WILLIAMS. 

D.  D..  ARCHDEACON  OF  ARKANSAS. 

*'0  Master,  let  me  walk  with  Thee, 
In  lonely  paths  of  service  free. 
Tell  me  Thy  secret;  help  me  bear 
The  strain  of  toil,  the  fret  of  care." 

So  sang  the  poet.  So  prays  the  Missionary,  as  he  recounts 
some  of  the  glad  experiences  of  another  year,  and  anticipates  the 
anxious  cares  of  multiplied  duties. 

It  has  been  a  busy  year.  The  toil  has  been  varied  and  arduous. 
Your  General  Missionary  has  had  little  leisure,  and  abundant  health, 
generous  hospitality  and  Christian  kindness,  from  those  within 
the  Church  and  from  those  without. 

Next  to  the  continued  and  loving  fellowship  of  our  own  people. 
I  feel  gratefully  constrained  to  mention  the  uniform  welcome  and 
kindness  of  pastors  and  peoples  of  the  various  denominations.  I 
recall  one  good  preacher  who  kindly  reminded  me  that  his  denomi- 
nation was  not  a  daughter  of  ou'r  Apostolic  Church,  but  a  sister — as 
Leah  and  Rachael.  and  I  wondered  which  might  be  Rachel;  and  T 
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reminded  him  that  the  nativity  of  the  sisters,  in  his  comparison, 
represented  a  difference  of  more  than  seventeen  ITundred  years. 
He  kindly  allowed  me  the  use  of  his  church,  as  have  some  others, 
and  cordially  invited  me  to  come  again. 

It  has  been  my  privilege  to  hold  services  and  preach  in  thirty- 
four  of  our  seventy-five  counties.  To  accomplish  this  humble 
service  it  has  been  necessary  to  travel  nearly  twenty  thousand 
miles,  and  all  within  the  State  of  Arkansas.  To  the  youthful  miad* 
which  views  the  commercial  traveller,  with  his  array  of  trunks  and 
valises,  as  an  individual  to  be  envied,  this  Is  an  inspiring  state- 
ment. And,  to  an  occasional  stranger  in  some  inland  hamlet  where 
an  Archdeacon  has  never  been  seen,  your  General  Missionary  is 
almost  as  lordly  a  potentate  as  the  first  passenger  conductor  ey^* 
seen  by  that  rustic,  with  his  blue  uniform  and  brass  buttons  and 
look  so  stern  and  face  so  serious.  But  your  General  servant  has 
always  found  a  welcome,  as  hospitable  within  the  humblest  dwell- 
ing as  the  climate  in  August  is  warm  without. 

A  more  intimate  knowledge  of  your  representative's  work  has 
invariably  dispelled  a  great  many  persistent  and  sundry  illusions^ 
and  dissipated  scores  of  harmless  suspicions.  The  people  are  in- 
clined to  hear  gladly  the  Gospel  message,  by  whomM>evor  pro- 
claimed; and  the  more  I  see  and  the  more  I  know  the  common  peo- 
ple of  village  and  valley,  hill  and  mountain,  the  more  kind  and  real 
to  me  are  the  words  of  Bishop  Potter:  "I  am  Jealous  for  the  moral 
standards  of  plain  people."  Their  Christian  lives,  which  have  sur- 
vived without  repeating  our  time-honored  and  beloved  creeds  and 
liturgy,  vital  and  satisfying  to  us,  are  beginning  to  find  comfort  and 
inspiration  in  publicly  veciting  with  us  the  fundamental  truths  of  our 
holy  ieIi£ion.  Next  to  the  satisfaction  of  having  what  we  believe 
nobly  expressed  in  words,  is  the  delight  of  seeing  others  share  with 
U3.  In  reiiearsing  tiie  Apostle's  Creed,  and  the  canticles  ot  the  UJurch. 
We  shall  win  the  world,  when  the  world  feels  that  we  have  been 
won  to  Christ. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  live  in  Arkansas  and  see  what  developments 
man  is  making,  and  what  blessings  God  is  giving.  If  traveling  were 
my  only  or  my  principal  achievement.  I  could  weep  over  wasted 
hours.  I  rejoice  that  I  have  baptised  thirty-one  souls,  ranging 
in  age  from  the  sweetest  Infant  to  the  aged  sire.  Hardly  any  of 
these  would  have  received  this  holy  ordinance  had  it  not  been  for 
my  poor  peripatetic  ministry. 

In  Booneville,  at  the  chapel  of  the  Ascension,  on  the  last 
Monday  of  April,  our  beloved  Bishop  confirmed  a  ciass  of  fiv«;  the 
first  confirmation  service  ever  held  in  Logan  County,  and  in  that 
class  was  a  dear,  age  J  man.  midway  between  eighty  and  ninety 
years  of  age,  who,  in  all  probability,  would  never  have  been  so 
much  as  baptised  had  it  not  been  for  the  benevolent  East  enabling 
the  General  Missionary  to  do  his  work. 
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As  the  waves  of  the  sea  cast  up  all  sorts  of  things,  so  the 
waves  of  humanity  that  flood  the  frontiers  cast  up  all  sorts  and  con- 
ditions of  men.  Almost  everywhere  I  go  I  anx  expected  to  preach 
and  I  have  imperfectly  performed  this  duty  no  less  than  two 
hundred  and  fifty  times  within  the  year.  Without  consulting  my 
own  volition,  I  have  spoken  a  few  words  in  a  Presbyterian  pro- 
tracted meeting,  and  prayed  in  a  Methodist  revival.  I  have  pre- 
sided over  Vestry  meetings;  addressed  Ladies'  Guilds  and  Auxiliary 
meetings;  taught  in  Sunday  Schools,  and  superintended  them.  I 
have  advised  committees,  visited  the  sick  and  those  In  prison, 
addressed  five  different  public  schools,  and  written  letters  of  love 
to  all  parts  of  the  State.  Monotony  is  not  one  of  the  troubles  of 
the  Archdeacon.  And  as  frogs  never  croak  in  running  streams, 
but  always  in  stagnant  water,  so  there  has  been  given  me  no 
opportunity  to  murmur  or  complain. 

I  have  had  some  part  in  the  building  of  chapels,  the  repairing 
of  churches,  and  the  canceling  of  debts,  all  under  the  direction  of 
our  Diocesan,  and  encouraged  by  some  of  the  best  ministers  God 
ever  gave  a  Uiocese.  Without  that  direction  and  assistance,  these 
results  could  not  have  been  attained.  It  is  seldom  given  a  General 
MisElonsAy  to  choose  the  exact  time  and  place  in  which  his  labors 
shall  be  performed.  Privileges  are  the  gift  of  God,  service  and 
attainment  are  the  duty  of  man.  Without  the  self-abnegating 
efforts,  and  sanctified  tact  and  co-operation  of  Clergy  and  Lay  Mis- 
sionaries, the  best  circumstances  would  have  produced  no  results. 

But  what  of  the  future?  "Watchman!  What  of  the  night?"  I  say 
it  solemnly,  sacredly.  We  have  only  just  passed  the  midniglit 
hour.  The  breaking  dawn  is  drawing  near.  We  are  passing, 
happily,  I  hope,  out  of  the  period  of  a  tendency  to  criticism.  We 
will  also  do  well  to  avoid  the  equally  destructive  tendency  to 
mechanism.  Prejudices  grow  like  weeds,  and  there  are  still 
prisons  of  narrow  mechanism  for  men  to  abandon. 

There  are  forty  counties  in  which  our  Church  holds  services. 
In  some  these  services  are  irregular,  and  not  well  sustained.  Some- 
times I  preach  to  a  houseful,  but  often  to  a  handful.  Services 
have  been  inaugurated  lae  past  year  in  Dermott,  Russellville,  Berry- 
ville,  Harrison,  and  Wynne.  All  these  give  promise  of  life  and 
prosperity;  while  other  places  are  anxiously  awaiting  the  advent 
of  the  Church.  Aud  towns  left  without  a  service  of  any  kind  for 
years,  and  which  are  always  the  hardest  of  all  places  in  which  to 
get  a  footing,  have  urged  us  to  occupy  the  vacancy.  Oh!  how 
straightened  such  places  are!  What  patience!  What  godliness! 
What  faith!  Whosoever  works  there  must  have  to  be  a  winner  of 
souls.  In  one  of  those  places  a  Missionary  went  and  ministered 
and  preached.  After  the  service  he  was  entertained  by  a  godly 
woman  who,  apologetically,  said:  "I  wish  I  had  a  better  place  for 
you.    You  will  have  to  sleep  upstairs.     Be  careful,  for  you  can't 
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stand  up  in  Uiat  room."  Bless  her  good,  hospitable  heart  and  home. 
The  Master  will  some  day  say  to  the  angels:  "She  hath  done  w£at 
she  could."  And  what  did  it  matter  that  the  ceiling  was  low,  for 
Archdeacons  never  sleep  standing  up. 

Once  leave  the  railways,  even  for  a  few  miles,  in  some  parts 
of  the  State,  and  soon  you  can  get  to  settlements  seventy  years 
old.  which  have  yet  to  see  the  first  buggy  come  into  the  clearings. 
Here  are  deep  forests,  where  the  preacher,  on  his  way  home  from  a 
circuit,  must  ford  rivers,  and  is  often  in  danger  of  getting  mired  m 
bottomless  soil.  God  bless  the  frontier  preachers.  They  are  the  na- 
tion's  cheapest  policemen.  As  a  nation,  we  owe  a  debt  we  can  never 
repay  to  these  earnest,  honest.  Soldiers  of  the  Cross  at  the  front. 
They  may  not  welcome  our  Clergy,  but  they  are  in  vital  relations 
to  all  tl)(;  towns  and  cities,  from  which  they  seem  so  far  removed 
There  is  hardly  an  occasion,  on  Sundiiys,  when  I  am  privileged  to 
6i>eak  in  Little  Rock,  Fort  Smith,  Hot  Springs,  or  the  larger  places, 
but  that  I  have  the  pleasure  of  meeting  one  or  more  people  from 
inland  places  in  the  House  of  God. 

This  country  is  sure  to  go  forward.  Arkansas  Is  destined  to 
be  great.  New  railroads  are  building  in  almost  every  direction, 
and  others  in  contemplation.  Construction  camps  may*  be  ueen 
from  Harrison  toward  Little  Rock;  from  Batesville  toward  the 
northwest;  from  Ashdown  toward  New  Orleans;  from  FayetteviUe 
for  Oklahoma,  and  from  Fort  Smith  toward  the  Pacific  coast.  They 
are  building  over  valleys  and  swamps,  across  ponds  and  streams, 
where  the  original  settler  paddled  his  skiff  and  caught  cat  fislr 
and  ague  at  the  sanle  time  and  still  lives  to  tell  the  story. 

There  is  always  a  paying  price  and  an  abundant  market  for 
the  earliest  and  the  best.  Early  berries  from  Van  Buren;  early" 
potatoes  from  Fort  Smith;  early  spring  chickens  from  Helena.  an<l 
early  vegetables  from  everywhere  in  Eastern  Arkansas.  They  are 
only  just  beginning  to  be  heralded  in  Ekistem  and  Northern  cities. 
The  demand  will  increase  without  lessening  the  price.  And  why 
not?  For  the  pickers  are  gathering  strawberries  in  Arkansas  while 
the  gentle  snow  still  mantles  the  gardens  in  Michigan,  and  invalids 
in  Hot  Springs  are  eating  Garland  County  cucumbers  before  the  see-i 
is  sown  in  Ohio. 

The  possibilities  are  here;  the  climate  we  have;  the  people 
are  coming.  It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  we  shall  have 
Missionaries  sufficient  in  number  to  meet  urgent  needs  and  pressing 
demands,  so  that  the  desert  shall  blossom  like  the  rose,  and  the 
wilderness  shall  be  glad  for  them.  Save  Arkansas  and  we  shall  aid 
in  saving  the  world.  And  when  we  know  how  to  save  our  own 
State,  we  shall  know  how  to  save  the  heathen  world.  While  godly 
people  of  the  East  are  striving  to  build  one  hundred  thousand 
dollar  iJlaces  of  worship  in  the  opulent  cities,  thanks  be  to  God  they 
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are  also  aiding  our  Bishop  to  renovate  and  redeem  the  real  temples 
of  humanity,  for  the  indwelling  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  The  neglected 
are  being  sought.  The  fallen  are  being  lifted  up,  and  the  perishing 
are  being  saved.  Arkansas  for  the  Church  and  the  Church  for 
Arkansas  is  the  slogan  of  our  Bishop  and  the  goal  of  our  Board;  and 
let  all  the  people  say.  Come,  Lord  Jesus,  Come. 

APPENDIX  VI. 

REPORT  OF  MISSIONARY  WORK,  BY  REV.  J.  W.  BARKER,  D.  D. 

My  field  lies  in  the  extreme  southeast  of  the  Diocese,  along  the 

Mississippi  River,  and  fifty  miles  to  the  west,  including  a  part  of  the 

hills  and  extending  from  the  State  of  Louisiana  to  the  Arkansas 

River,  forty  miles  above  its  mouth — a  distance  of  about  one  hundred 

miles. 

It  includes  two  counties^  Chicot  and  Desha,  and  a  part  of  Drew 
County.  I  have,  at  present,  six  Missions,  Lake  Village,  Arkansas 
City,  Montlcello,  Medford,  Dumas  and  Dermott.  But,  in  my  terrl- 
t.ory.  there  are  at  least  six  other  places  (towns)  which  ought  to  be 
looked  after. 

Fifty  by  a  hundred  miles  is  quite  a  slice  out  of  the  Missionary 

tierritory  of  the  Diocese,     xiut  while,  perhaps,  it  is  not  as  large  as 

t.hat  worked  by  other  Missionaries,  in  its  character,  in  comparison, 

I  imagine  it  is  like  the  heart  of  the  melon.    For  I  believe  that  there 

Is  no  part  of  the  State,  of  such  extent,  that  is  so  fertile.  I  am  sure 

there  is  no  part  of  the  United  States  more  so. 

I  need  not  tell  the  other  stories  which  I  have  heard  of  men 
hardly  being  able  to  reach  the  tops  of  the  cotton  stalks  trom  on 
horseback,  or  of  some  of  the  land  producing  two  bales  of  cotton  per 
acre,  or  the  story,  in  which  it  was  claimed  that  before  the  Civil  War 
the  section  which  I  occupy  was  so  rich  and  influential  that  Wash- 
ington and  Wall  street  had  been  compelled  to  confer  with  the 
representatives  from  here  before  deciding  important  measures  o;* 
entering  upon  colossal  financial  schemes. 

Chicot  County,  before  th6  war,  was  the  wealthiest  district  In 
proportion  to  the  white  population  in  th"fe  United  States. 

Not  cultivating  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  land  and  declaring 
a  dividend  when  the  war  began  of  |1,200  per  capita  for  every  man, 
woman  and  child. 

This  section  was  then  called  the  "Eden  of  Arkansas." 

A  wealthy  planter  said  to  me,  "When  I  came  here,  the  Protest- 
ant Episcopal  Church  people  had  enough  money  to  have  built  a 
Cathedral  in  Lake  Village  costing  ^100,000  and  not  feel  it,  or  miss 
the  money:'* 
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But  while  these  people  have  lost  the  wealth  which  they  ha( 
invested  in  slaves,  they  still  own  the  lands  and  their  part  of  th< 
State  possesses  to-day  greater  possibilities  than  ever  before,  am- 
sufflce  it  to  say  that  my  minion  is  to  the  people  in  the  center  c 
the  richest  cotton  belt  in  the  United  States,  and  that  one  of  th- 
hopes  of  my  field  lies  in  the  fact  that  the  soil  is  productive. 

Development  and  prosperity  of  the  State  insures  the  develop 
ment  and  prosperity  of  the  Church. 

Development  in  this  part  of  the  State  which  may  have  b< 
slower  than  elsewhere  of  recent  years,  is  assttfed  and  rapid.    T 
main  line  of  railroad  and  the  two  lines  which  cross  it  in  my  n< 
field  cannot  even  now  handle  the  traffic  as  it  must  be  done. 

Hence  another  trunk  line  of  railroad  is  being  built  betw< 
the  other  one  and  the  Mississippi  River  of  stronger  bed  t^nd  ii 
for  heavier  trains     and     of  shorter  route,  for  quicker  t^anspoi 
tion  from  St.  Louis  to  New  Orleans,  and  it  is  to  lie  like  a 
pulsating,  life-giving  artery  right  through  the  heretofore  sleepy 
lethargic  fields  and  forest. 

It  is  to  bring  the  machinery  and  capital,  and  to  do  away 
one  of  the  greatest  hindrances  to.  our  progress,  tho  defying  ior 
and  then  it  is  to  bring  in  the  husbandman  with  his  industry 
enterprise,  and  to  convey  his  products  to  the  markets  of  the  wo 

My  field  is  to  have  the  shipping  advantage  dl  four  railrc^ 
and  two  rivers. 

There  is  another  reason  for  hope: 

The  ancestors  of  my  people  were  industrious  and  enterpri^^^^S 
and  progressive;  they  were  accustomed  to  spend  their  meana  ^or 
what  they  needed  and  wanted,  and  in  response  to  every  deman.^^  ^^ 
the  public  spirit,  and  their  descendants  have  inherited  th^r  dS0X^ 
sition,  and  I  believe  that  there  is  nothing  demanded  of  theixa  ^ 
reason  and  within  their  power,  but  what  they  are  willing  to  ^^• 
I  held  a  service,  the  second  in  ten  years,  where  there  was  cp'^^Y 
one  communicant,  and  the  offering  amounted  to  more  than  |8. 

I  asked  a  man  who  was  not  a  communicant,  to  collect  ^^**® 
amount  of  the  Diocesan  assessment  and  he  sent  his  own  cb^^^^* 
A  man  who  was  not  a  member  of  the  Church  and  whose  familjr  ^^ 
Methodists,  prppoeed  to  send  a  team  twenty  miles  to  the  ralir^:>*^ 
station  that  1  might  visit  him.  Another  man,  thirty  miles  fr"oni 
the  railroad,  proposed  to  send  a  team  for  me  even  in  the  l^^^-^y 
season,  in  order  that  I  might  hold  a  service,  and  gave  a  he^"^y 
reception.  I  speak  of  these  things  to  show  how  willing  the  peoP^^ 
are  to  clo  something  for  the  Church. 

So,  on  account  of  the  natural  wealth  and  liberal  spirit  of  tt^^® 
people  of  this  valley  sectioil  of  the  State,  I  have  hope  for  ^^^ 

Church,  and  for  these  reasons  the  Diocese  should  make  e'^^®'"-^ 
effort  to  lay  the  foundation  of  the  Church  in  the  rich,  fruitful  ®^^^ 
of  this  American  Nile. 
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I  have  hope  of  my  field  on  another  account — the  intelligence 
of  the  people. 

Even  in  small  towns  and  purely  country  places,  the  intelli- 
S^nce  of  the  people  is  above  the  average  of  that  in  any  section  of 
the  two  Southern  and  in  the  three  Northern  States,  in  which  I 
have  lived  and  labored. 

Many  of  the  young  people  are  sent  away  to  college  because 
there  is  no  college  in  this  part  of  the  State,  and  they  return  with 
the  ability  to  understand  and  appreciate  the  superior  advantages  and 
blessings  which  the  Church  has  to  offer  them,  and  so  the  Church 
appeals  to  this  class  as  she  never  does  or  can  do  to  any  other 
clasB. 

And  then  the  stability  of  my  people's  character  is  a  ground 
for  hope.  My  Missions  have  not  had  a  minister  in  charge  of  them, 
except  for  a  short  while,  since  the  Civil  War,  nearly  forty  years, 
with  only  few  services  and  sometimes  ten  or  more  years  between 
them,  while  the  other  religious  bodies  have  always  been  on  the 
ground  with  their  services  and  ministers  and  influence,  and  yet  my 
People  have  not  been  absorbed  by  any  of  them. 

In  one  instance,  four  members  of  the  church,  for  many  years 
Hrithout  services  or  a  Clergyman,  retained  their  identity  against  the 
strain  of  the  influence  of  500  neighbors  and  an  influential  minister. 
tn  a  country  place  many  years  ago,  a  Union  Chapel  was  built  and 
las  been  occupied  by  various  ministers,  by  a  priest  of  the  Church 
!or  only  a  little  while.  I  found  that  community  ten  years  after 
liere  had  been  a  single  service  by  a  Clergyman  of  the  Church 
Lave  one,  and  still  most  of  the  citizens  were  Episcopalians,  and 
ftO'W  the  building  seems  deserted  except  by  myself  and  congre- 
gation. Imagine  the  future  when  such  people  shall  have  been 
grounded  in  the  faith — how  strong  and  durable  shall  their 
nfluence  be. 

It  pays  the  Church  to  work  a  material  that  is  not  easily  bent 
^r  distorted  by  any  wind  of  doctrine  or  changed  by  every  novelty 
Dr  emotion. 

And  lastly,  my  Missions  have  hope  because  those  outside  of 
our  fold  like  the  Church,  and  are  attracted  by  her  service  and 
knusic. 

An  organist  of  a  large  congregation  and  a  member,  a  splendid 
leader  of  their  choir,  told  her  own  congregation  that  she  would 
mot  play  for  them  when  we  had  services,  because  she  desired  to 
X>lay  for  us.  She  is  devoted  to  our  hymns  and  chants,  and  through 
'these  she  has  learned  to  like  the  Church,  and  desires  to  be  con- 
:lirmed.

ADDRESS  OF  PRESIDENT  WOMAN'S  AUXILIARY. 

Right  Reverend  Father,  Clergy,  Members  of  the  Woman^a  Auxiliary, 
and  Friends: 

It  is  with  mingled  feelings  of  honor,  pleasure,  gratitude,  thank* 
fulness  and  pride,  that  we  welcome  you  to  our  hearts  and  homes. 
It  is  a  great  honor  to  our  city  and  Church  to  have  such  a  con* 
vention  assemble  here.  It  has  been  a  real  pleasure  to  look  forward 
to  your  coming,  and  it  is  a  far  greater  pleasure  to  welcome  you 
here  to-day,  not  as  strangers,  but  friends,  within  our  gates.  Grat- 
itude for  accepting  our  invitation  to  hold  this  meeting  with  us. 
It  has  drawn  us  together  with  one  purpose,  one  aim;  to  look 
after  our  Master's  work. 

My  heart  thrills  with  thankfulness  as  I  look  over  this  body, 
and  realize  what  it  means.  In  the  midst  of  this  scene  of  mystic 
significance,  we  see  the  women  of  two  of  the  most  powerful  organ- 
izations of  our  Church  banded  together  for  mutual  council  and 
sympathy;  for  unity  of  action  and  for  the  promotion  of  higher 
and  loftier  moral  conditions.  While  we  may  not  be  in  search  of  the 
*'Holy  Grail"  we  are  striving  for  the  best  for  humanity,  and  that 
the  call  may  sound  strong  and  loud  to  the  remotest  parts  of  the 
earth.  Thrice  welcome  all!  Bishop,  Clergy,  Laymen  and  the  dear 
women. 

In  taking  a  retrospect  of  the  year  that  has  gone,  we  must 
not  confine  ourselves  to  our  own  Diocesan  experiences,  but  take  a 
general  outlook.  While  it  is  natural  to  congratulate  ourselves  on 
what  we  have  accomplished,  and  pat  ourselves  on  the  back,  an'i 
say  we  are  up  in  our  collections,  and  that  we  have  come  up  to  the 
notch  in  all  our  requirements;  yet,  we  should  be  filled  with  humility 
and  awe  when  we  think  of  the  expansion  of  the  work,  and  that 
hardly  a  spot  remains  to  which  it  would  be  impossible  to  bring 
the  glorious  gospel  of  our  Lord  and  Savior,  Jesus  Christ.  We 
should  feel  humbled  that  we  have  so  small  a  part  in  the  evangel- 
ization of  the  world,  and  awe,  that  since  we  have  the  knowledge, 
our  responsibilities  increase.  We  not  only  wonder,  but  often  doubt 
if  the  scholarships  which  have  been  contributed  in  the  Mission 
schools  are  fulfilling  their  purpose,  and  if  the  heathen  children 
are  really  receiving  intelligently  those  truths  which  we  have  had 
all  during  the  Christian  centuries.  We  have  not  grown  as  much 
as  we  ought;  we  do  not  feel  that  we  have  reached  the  high-water 
mark  by  any  means :  yet  we  have  some  increase.  I  believe  that  if 
we  had  more  than  a  single  meeting  during  the  year  our  growth 
would  be  more.  While  we  look  backward  and  realize  with  heartfelt 
gratitude  that  we  hsave  not  lessened,  when  we  look  forward  we 
behold  a  horizon  whose  breadth  is  greater  than  we  had  conceived. 
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We  realize  that  the  personal,  the  general,  the  individual  and  cor- 
porate possibilities  are  almost  bewildering.  Every  church  and  mis- 
sion helped,  becomes  a  center  of  usefulness,  divides  the  burden  of 
care  and  expense,  and  forms  a  nursery  from  which  seedlings  can 
be  transplanted  to  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth.  The  time  has 
come  for  a  response  on  our  part  to  the  mighty  forces  moving  in  the 
world;  we  must  move  with  them  or  drop  out  of  the  ranks  and  be 
relegated  to  the  rear.  We  are  beginning  to  learn  how  to  work,  so 
let  us  put  our  best  efforts  into  this  great  Missionary  enterprise. 
Let  us  pledge  ourselves  anew  to  earnest  endeavor,  steadfast  Inten- 
tion and  daily  perseverance  in  the  small  details  which  go  to  make 
up  success.  While  we  may  not  be  like  the  Moravians,  where  every 
tenth  member  is  a  Missionary,  neither  so  responsive  as  one  society 
I  read  of.  where  the  number  of  women  contributors  were  the  same 
as  the  communicants;  still  we  can  try  to  have  representatives 
where  there  are  none  to  preach  and  teach.  It  is  a  pity  that  we  have 
not  more  delegates  present.  Such  absences  hinder  the  dissemina- 
tion of  that  wider  knowledge  of  Missions  and  their  needs,  whicn 
should  be  carefully  and  constantly  kept  before  the  members  of  the 
branches. 

We  do  not  know  really  how  complete  the  chain  of  Missionary 
intelligence  is.  One  of  the  best  ways  to  keep  in  touch,  especially 
in  woman's  work,  is  to  subscribe  to  the  "Spirit  of  Missions."  If 
not  taken  by  individuals,  every  branch  should  have  it,  and  let  the 
reading  of  ii  form  a  part  at  every  m'eeting.  No  one  woman  can 
mastor  evory  detail  of  Missionary  information,  but  let  her  as  far 
as  she  can  place  herself  in  the  atmosphere  of  general  knowledge. 
We  all  know  well  that  woman *s  best  work  is  that  of  influence.  It 
ma>*  be  a  silont,  invisible  grace,  but  if  borne  upon  the  wings  of 
love,  it  will  brt^ak  forth  into  a  song  of  gladness,  until  the  whole 
wide  world  will  sing  in  chorus  the  everlasting  hymn  of  Redemption. 

The  individual  resiK»nsibility  to  each  is  GO.  not  in  the  same 
wa^'  our  Bishop  or  Clergy  go.  because  they  have  the  Divine  com- 
mission, but  like  the  wise  men  from  the  East,  when  led  by  the 
star  to  worship  the  now-K>rn  King,  offered  gold  for  His  Royalty, 
frankini-enso  for  His  Priesiho^'Ki.  and  myrrh  for  His  Humanity.  We 
ma>'  follow  iht^ir  example  and  give  al^*ays  of  our  best  to  the  Lord; 
brim:  an  offering  whenever  we  jw  to  worship,  and  remember  His 
fellow  fee!:ni:  for  ihos-e  who  with  Him  drink  of  the  "bitter  myrrh 
of   grief."

ready  to  return.  When  any  of  the  branches  make  a  personal 
request  to  have  me,  I  will  make  an  extra  effort  to  go  to  them.  I 
am  desirous  that  every  Parish  should  form  branches  of  the  Junior 
Auxiliary,  also  of  the  Babies  Branch.  A  number  of  the  Sunday 
Schools  have  formed  themselves  into  Junior  Auxiliaries,  thus  materi- 
ally increasing  their  interest  in  Missions,  the  importance  of  which 
can  hardly  be  overestimated.  As  it  is.  those  who  are  now  learning 
to  care  for  and  work  for  Missions  are  those  who  will  ultimately, 
we  hope,  carry  forward  the  great  work  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary. 

With  us  locally,  we  have  the  first  Sunday  in  the  month  for 
Mission  Sunday.  The  children  pledged  themselves  five  cents  a 
month  to  this  fund.  It  was  done  at  the  Bishop's  suggestion,  and 
the  little  ones,  on  the  spur  of  the  moment,  wanted  to  make  it 
more;  the  Bishop's  plan  of  the  '*mighty  cent"  was  too  small  in 
their  eyes.  Let  us  hope  that  this  willingness  to  give  will  grow 
with  their  growth,  and  strengthen  with  their  strength. 

Among  the  many  infiuences  for  good  that  come  from  the  birth 
of  the  Holy  Child  at  Bethlehem,  none  is  greater  than  that  of  child- 
hood and  the  child  life.  It  often  succeeds  where  the  maturer 
effort  fails,  and  in  its  weakness  is  strength.  Our  Lord  himself  tells 
us  that  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven  is  composed  of  such,  so  we  may 
understand  how  necessary  is  the  service  of  the  tiniest  child.  As 
none  are  too  small  to  enter  the  Kingdom;  from  the  day  of  its  birth 
by  baptism  into  the  Missionary  Church  of  God,  the  baby  member 
is  a  Missionary. 

All  of  Mission  work  is  not  foreign,  but  we  have  no  right  to 
say  we  will  not  work  in  certain  fields  because  we  do  not  like  that 
work.  It  would  be  just  as  consistent  and  sensible  to  say  "my  child 
shall  not  study  a  certain  science  because  I  did  not,  and  therefore 
do  not  like  it."  It  is  because  we  do  not  know  we  must  always  be 
learners. 

The  tabulated  reports  will  be  given  by  the  Secretaries  and 
Treasurer.  Our  annual  report  is  part  of  a  chapter  from  modern 
history.  It  is  a  collection  of  facts.  It  is  the  history  of  a  life,  of  a 
people,  and  may  form  only  a  fragmentary  part  of  what  our  own 
community  is  doing  in  home  and  foreign  Missions.  However 
meager  it  may  be,  it  shows  our  endeavor  to  make  peace  in  the 
world  through  the  building  up  of  Christ's  icingdom.  The  time 
is  coming  when  we  believe  the  whole  Diocese  will  be  embraced  in 
our  State  branch.    Then  our  usefulness  will  be  largely  increased. 

The  possibilities  of  this  new  century  appeal  strongly  to  the 
Imagination  of  men  of  all  civilized  nations  in  things  spiritual  as 
well  as  secular.  Let  us  to-day  pledge  ourselves,  with  the  help  of 
the  Holy  Spirit,  to  fight  more  faithfully  and  earnestly  than  ever 
before.  Christian  women,  we  must  be  up  and  doing.  Bazaars, 
strawberry  festivals,  doll  and  apron  sales   for  the  benefit  of  our 
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Church,  is  a  perrersion  of  what  should  he  holy  work.  IT  you  have 
the  wherewithal  to  buy  a  doll  or  an  apron,  or  to  attend  an  entertain- 
ment why  do  you  say  you  can  give  nothing  directly  to  the  purpooeT 
Let  us  above  all  things  be  true  and  honest  with  ourselves,  and 
have  no  shams  in  anything  connected  with  the  Lord's  work.  Those 
early  Israelites  who  could  give  only  goat's  hair  for  the  outer  cover- 
ing of  the  Tabernacle  wherein  was  the  Holy  of  Holies,  gave  Just  as 
much  as  the  wealthy  of  their  gold  and  jewels,  because  each  one 
was  expected  to  bring  in  only  what  he  had  to  give. 

We  have  very  few  wealthy  women  who  can  give  of  their  abun- 
dance, but  the  penny  is  of  as  much  value  from  her  of  small  means^ 
and  will  make  our  work  prosper.  What  we  need  is  more  love  of 
God;  more  self-sacrifice.  That  which  distinguishes  a  high  order  of 
man  from  a  low  order  of  man;  that  which  constitutes  human  good> 
ness;  human  greatness;  human  nobleness;  is  surely  not  that  degree 
of  intelligence  with  which  men  pursue  their  own  advantage,  bat 
it  is  self-forgetfulness;  it  is  self-sacrifice;  it  is  the  disregard  of 
persona]  pleasure;  personal  indulgence,  personal  advantage,  because 
some  other  line  of  conduct  is  better.  The  truest  greatness  is  ofte^i 
that  which  is  unseen,  unknown.  It  becomes  possible  to  bear  almost 
any  kind  of  martyrdom,  if  popularity  would  be  the  result;  but  to 
suffer  alone,  without  sympathy,  tor  trut^  or  |>rinciple.  unnoticed 
by  men;  maintain  one's  part  and  in  obscurity  and  amid  discourage- 
ments patiently  fulfill  a  trust;  such  are  the  real  heroes  of  the  age, 
and  their  suffering  is  true  greatness. 

Whatever  work  we  undertake,  we  should  always  be  in  touch 
and  sympathy  with  our  Clerg>'.  and  have  the  cordial  approval  of 
our  Rector.  Those  who  are  loyal  at  home  will  more  fully  recognixe 
the  wider  needs  of  the  Church.  The  sorrow,  the  ignorance,  the 
sin  of  the  world  touched  our  Savior  because  He  loved  them.  The 
needs  of  humanity  are  still  appealing,  and  we  pray  God  that  as 
Christ's  love  becomes  more  universal,  the  response  may  become  more 
general  and  more  Christ-like.  Usefulness  is  the  test  of  Christian 
character.     'Self-sacrifice  is  grace;"  "self-sacrifice  is  power/' 

Finally,  if  we  be  poor  in  this  world's  goods,  if  we  have  bat 
little  time  to  give  to  the  higher  service,  we  can  give  our  prayers. 
W'hile  these  latter  days  have  raised  up  no  devout  Annas  iiaie  she 
who  departed  not  from  the  temple  but  served  God  with  fasting  and 
prayers  night  and  day.  yet  there  are  many  women  who  have  given 
up  home,  friends  and  position  to  become  laborers  in  the  field  of 
the  Lord,  and  for  them  and  their  work  we  can  let  our  prayers  ascend 
to  heaven  upon  the  wings  of  the  dove  of  peace,  and  dwell  with  God 
until  they  return  to  us  laden  with  blessings  like  the  dew  of  heaven.

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APPENDIX  X. 

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  WOMAJ^'S  AUXILIARY. 

Your  Secretary  respectfully  submits  the  following  report  for 
the  year  ending  May   1,   1902: 

On  Saturday,  May  11,  I  attended  an  important  meeting  of  the 
Diocesan  officers  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  in  the  Sunday  School 
room  of  Christ  Church,  Little  Rock.  At  this  meeting  the  work  for 
the  coming  year  was  discussed  and  plans  outlined  for  a  vigorous 
campaign.  First,  to  interest  the  Rectors  of  Parishes  where  no 
branches  of  the  Auxiliary  has  yet  been  formed.  Second,  to  urge  the 
members  of  the  Auxiliary  to  subscribe  for  and  read  the  "Spirit  of 
Missions/'  and  to  make  a  study  of  Missions  at  the  meetings  of  the 
Parish  branches. 

The  President  had  been  asked  by  Miss  Emery,  in  preparing 
the  United  Offering  from  Arkansas  for  the  General  Convention,  to 
place  the  offering  in  a  bag  or  envelope  which  should  bear  a  photo- 
graph of  the  Mother  Church  of  the  Diocese. 

In  accordance  with  this  request  your  Secretary  was  instructed 
to  put  an  advertisement  in  the  Little  Rock  papers  for  a  photograph 
of  old  Christ  Church.  This  was  done,  but  no  reply  being  forth- 
coming your  Secretary  visited  the  Christ  Church  branch  of  the  Aux- 
iliary, explained  the  request  and  asked  that  the  receptacle  for  the 
ofterlng  be  prepared  by  that  branch. 

This  the  ladies  kindly  consented  to  do.  A  handsome  satin  bag 
was  prepared  with  an  excellent  photograph  of  Christ  Church.  Littio 
Rock,  and  containing  the  Arkansas  United  Offering  was  laid  upon 
the  altar  in  San  Francisco,  and  helped  to  make  up  the  grand  sum 
total  of  1107,000. 

During  May,   1901,  your  Secretary   made   personal   appeals   to 

three  Rectors,  bespeaking  their  good  wishes  and  help  in  Auxiliary 

work  in  their  respective  Parishes.     In  one  of  these  Parishes  the 

Auxiliary  has  been   revived  and   is   doing  good   work.    In   one   a 

branch  has  been  formed  and  has  been  systematically  at  work  since 

Its  beginning.    We  are  all  glad  to  welcome  the  Van  Buren  branch 

as   our    youngest    member    and    wish    it    Godspeed.    One   Parish, 

although  one  of  the  strongest  in  the  State,  is  still  unheard  from. 

Your  Secretary  had  a  sad  duty  to  perform  early  in  November 

in  writing  to  the  branches  of  the  death  of  Mrs.  Twing,  the  beloved 

honorary  Secretary  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary. 

In  this  connection  let  me  say  that  the  response  to  the  call  for 
SittB  to  the  "Twing  Memorial  Fund"  was  most  generous  and  almost 
universal. 

At  the  beginning  of  Lent,  in  accordance  with  instructions  from 
Miss  Emery,  letters  were  sent  to  all  branches  asking  for  a  special 
X.enten  ofterlng  for  General  Missions. 
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In  some  Parishes  the  Lenten  work  had  been  already  Fpo^.en  for, 
but  in  response  to  the  call  for  General  Missions  has  been  most 
cordial.  We  would  suggest  that  any  branch  having  si>are  time 
and  spare  money  give  both  to  General  Missions. 

And  now  let  your  Secretary  say  something  about  the  United 
Offering.  The  blue  boxes  were  sent  to  each  branch  in  Arkansas. 
Has  each  member  of  the  Xuxiliary  in  Arkansas  a  blue  box?  Have 
others  been  asked  to  take  the  extra  boxes?    If  not,  why  not? 

In  many  cases  the  boxes  come  safely  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
branch  and  are  taken  to  the  first  Auxiliary  meeting.  Perhaps  it 
is  a  rainy  day  and  only  half  the  members  are  present;  these  are 
faithful  members,  have  come  in  spite  of  the  rain  and  all  gladly  take 
their  boxes. 

What  becomes  of  the  rest?  They  are  put  away  on  a  dusty 
shelf  and  forgotten — forgotten  when  each  box  might  be  gathering  its 
precious  mites  to  spread  Christ's  kingdom. 

I  know  a  branch  where  the  extra  boxes  are  alwajrs  in  evidence 
at  the  meetings.  Visitors  are  urged  to  take  one.  Members  who 
stay  at  home  have  a  box  brought  to  them;  the  invalids  have  their 
boxes,  so  that  though  laid  aside  from  active  work  themselves,  they 
help  to  send  others  into  the  whitening  harvest  fields. 

When  the .  casual  caller  drops  in  she  sees  the  blue  box,  and 
when  she  goes  home  her  conscience  compels  her  to  take  her  own 
box  out  of  cold  storage,  put  it  beside  her  pincushion  under  her 
mirror,  where  it  calls  aloud  for  Missions  many  times  every  day. 
Parish  officers  of  the  Auxiliary,  see  to  it  that  every  blue  box  in  your 
branch  is  put  to  work  for  Missions. 

Let  me  suggest  that  the  contents  of  the  boxes  be  collected  by 
the  Treasurer  every  three  months,  instead  of  only  once  a  year. 
If  we  know  the  money  will  be  called  for  in  three  months  we  are 
not  so  likely  to  forget. 

This  plan  was  tried  in  one  Parish  last  year  and  the  United 
Offering  grew  apace. 

The  offering  presented  in  San  Francisco  from  Arkansas  was 
$247.77 — more  than  twice  as  much  as  we  had  ever  given  before. 
We  had  climbed  in  three  years  from  the  foot  of  the  ladder  to  a. 
place  above  the  Dioceses  of  Dallas.  Fond  du  Lac.  Kansas,  Marquette. 
Mississippi.  Oregon.  Quincy.  Springfield.  Texas.  Alaska,  Arizona,, 
Boise.  Duluth.  Laramie.  New  Mexico.  North  Dakota,  Oklahoma  and 
Indian  Territory,  Spokane  and  Sacramento.  Let  us  doable  our 
ofering  in   1904  and  climb  still   higher.

The  old  rectory  has  been  sold,  and 
bond  for  title  executed  by  the  Bishop.  The  flrst  payment  of  $50 
will  be  made  shortly,  and  the  other  two  for  $50  each  In  one  and 
two  years.  Archdeacon  Willis^ms  will  report  upon  collections  made 
by  him  from  the  offering  upon  the  occasion  of  his  much  enjoyed 
visitations.

With  all  our  ups  and 
downs  we  are  sailing  over  the  sea  of  Time  slowly  but  surely 
toward  the  Haven  of  Rest.

FIRST  DAY. 


MORNING  SESSION. 

Trinity  Cathedral,  Little  Rock,  Ark.,  May  13,  1903, 
9 :30  a.  m. 

Morning  prayer  was  said  by  Rev.  C.  H.  Lockwood, 
assisted  by  Rev.  W.  I).  Buckner  and  Rev.  John  Cyril  France. 

At  10  o'clock  a.  m.  the  Thirty-first  Annual  Council  was 
called  to  order  by  the  Bishop.  On  a  call  of  the  roll  of  the 
Clergy  prepared  by  the  Bishop  every  Parochial  CJergymau 
of  the  Diocese  was  found  present,  and  the  Rev.  David  L. 
Trimble,  of  Pine  Bluff,  of  the  nonparochial  list.

The  Bishop  appointed  as  a  Committee  on  Credentials 
of  Lay  Delegates  Revs.  George  B.  Norton,  D.  D.,  Joseph  J. 
Cornish  and  Charles  H.  Lockwood,  B.  D. 

The  committee  reported  that  the  Treasurer  had  officially 
informed  them  that  every  Parish  in  the  Diocese  except  St. 
Paul's,  Fayetteville,  had  paid  its  Diocesan  assessment  in 
full,  and  were  thereby  canonically  entitled  to  representation 
at  this  Council,  and  submitted  a  partial  list  of  Lay  Delegates, 
with  leave  to  amend  as  credentials  might  afterwards  be 
presented.

At  11  o'clock  a.  m.  the  Bishop  officiated  in  the  ordi- 
nation of  John  Cyril  France,  B.  D.,  and  August  Michael 
Treschow,  M.  A.,  to  the  office  of  Deacon  in  the  Church  of 
God.  A  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion  followed.  The 
Bishop  was  celebrant,  Rev.  Joshua  B.  Whaling  read  the 
Epistle  and  Rev.  John  Cyril  France  the  Gospel.  The  ordi- 
nation sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  G.  DeWitt  Dowling 
from  the  text  St.  John  1 :4-5 :  "  In  Him  was  Life ;  and  the 
Life  was  the  Light  of  Men.  And  the  Light  shineth  in 
darkness  and  the  darkness  overcomes  it  not."

AFTERNOON   SESSION. 

On  convening  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.,  the  Council  received 
a  me!=«age  from  the  Bishop  to  elect  a  presiding  officer  pro 
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tempore  and  proceed  with  the  business  during  his  temporary 
absence. 

On  nomination  of  Chancellor  Whipple,  the  Ven.  W.  D. 
Williams,  D.  D.,  was  unanimously  elected  President  pro  tern. 
and  assumed  the  chair. 

Mr.  S.  S.  Faulkner  submitted  his  report  as  Trustee  of 
the  Permanant  Episcopate  Fund,  which  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Auditing  and  Finance.

On  motion  of  Chancellor  Whipple  the  thanks  of  the 
Council  were,  by  a  rising  vote,  tendered  to  Trustee  Faulkner 
for  the  able  and  efficient  manner  in  which  he  has  managed 
the  fund  intrusted  to  his  care. 

The  Bishop  appeared  and  resumed  the  chair. 

The  Bishop  read  his  address,  except  those  portions  rela- 
tive to  Missions  and  to  the  subject  of  change  of  name  of  the 
Church.

That  portion  of  the  address  recommending  amendments 
to  the  Canons  was,  on  motion,  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Constitution  and  Canons. 

The  Registrar  submitted  the  following  report: 

To  the  Rt.  Rev.  Wm.  M.  Broum,  Bishop  of  Arkansas,  and  to  the 
Clergy  and  Laity,  Members  of  the  Venerable  Diocesan  Council 
of  Arkansas: 

Brethren — As  Registrar  of  this  Diocese  I  have  the  honor  to 
report  that  nothing  has  transpired  in  my  of&ce  during  the  current 
year  needing  to  be  particularly  mentioned,  except  the  depositing 
by  me  In  one  of  the  rooms  in  the  tower  at  Trinity  Cathedral  of  the 
accumulation  of  Proceedings  of  this  Diocese  and  other  Dioceses 
throughout  the  United  States,  that  have  heretofore  been  in  the 
keeping  of  the  Registrar.  As  directed  by  this  Council  at  a  previous 
session,  I  caused  the  same  to  be  transported  to  Trinity  Cathedral, 
which  Is  in  every  way  the  appropriate  place  for  their  deposit,  and 
stored  them  there  as  stated.  They  consisted  of  some  twelve  or  fifteen 
large  boxes,  containing  the  accumulation  of  some  thirty-five  years 
of  said  Proceedings  of  the  various  Dioceses  throughout  the  Union, 
and  are  doubtless  of  value  In  case  of  reference. 
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I  take  this  occasion  to  renew  a  suggestion  made  by  me  at  a 
former  session  of  this  Council,  that  if  the  Rectors  of  the  several 
Parishes  and  Missions  in  the  Diocese  will  take  the  pains  to  collect 
data  concerning  their  Parishes,  showing  date  of  formation,  descrip- 
tion of  property  held,  when  churches,  chapels  or  rectories  were 
built,  and  if  possible  what  Rectors  have  from  time  to  time  officiated, 
and  any  other  historical  matters  relating  thereto,  and  send  such 
data  to  the  Registrar's  office,  an  entry  thereof  in  the  records  of  his 
office  will  make  a  desirable  nucleus  for  the  history  of  such  Parish 
or  Mission,  of  particular  service  perhaps  in  future  times.  Up  to 
this  time  no  Rector  in  our  Diocese  has  accepted  such  suggestion, 
but  I  myself,  out  of  my  personal  knowledge  and  familiarity  of  events 
therein,  have  supplied  a  fairly  full  and  complete  statement  which 
I  have  entered  in  our  records  concerning  Trinity  Cathedral.  Christ 
Church,  and  St.  Paul's  Chapel,  of  this  city;  and  I  have  set  apart  in 
our  register  a  place  for  such  entries  concerning  all  of  our  other 
Parishes  and  Missions,  but  as  yet  all  others  than  the  ones  named 
are  entirely  blank.  I  hope,  indeed,  that  Priests  in  our  Diocese  will 
see  the  importance  of  this  proceeding  and  supply  the  desired  data 
as  best  they  can,  as  a  means  of  constructing  a  history  of  our 
Church  affairs  that  will  be  both  Interesting  and  valuable  as  time 

goes  on.

MORNING  SESSION. 

9 :30  a.  m.  Morning  prayer  was  said  by  Rev.  James  W. 
Thompson,  assisted  by  A.  A.  Robertson,  the  Bishop 
pronouncing  the  absolution. 

At  10  o'clock  a.  m.  Council  reconvened  pursuant  to 
adjournment,  the  Bishop  presiding. 

Minutes  of  first  day's  proceedings  were  read  and 
approved. 

The  report  of  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons 
was  as  follows: 
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To  the  Diocesan  Council  of  Arkan^&as: 

Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  present  the  following  proposed 
Canon,  namely,  that  found  In  the  Journal  of  the  Council  of  1902. 
page  18,  relating  to  a  colored  Convocation,  and  to  report  that  at 
the  last  Annual  Council  the  said  proposed  Canon  was  regularly 
introduced,  and  then  laid  over  until  the  present  Council.  Your 
Committee  respectfully  recommend  the  adoption  of  said  Canon. 

2.  Your  Committee  further  recommend  that  section  61  of  the 
Canons  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"  Sec.  61.  When  the  Council  is  not  in  session,  the  Missionary 
interests  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  cared  for  by  a  Board  of  Managers 
consisting  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  as  President  ex-offlcio,  the 
Archdeacons  and  General  Missionaries,  and  three  Clergymen  and 
three  Laymen  to  be  elected  annually  by  the  Council,  sitting  as  a 
Board  of  Missions.  The  Canons  of  Convocation  shan  he  ex-offlcio 
members  of  snid  Board  of  Managers,  and  have  a  voice  in  the 
deliberations,  hut  no  vote." 

3.  Your  Committee  further  recommend  that  section  33  of  the 
Canons  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows,  to-wit: 

"  Sec.  33.  When  any  Parish  shall  have  elected  a  Rector,  and 
he  shall  have  accepted  the  call,  the  Vestry  shall  file  with  the 
Bishop  a  minute  of  their  proceedings,  including  the  particular 
agreement  on  their  part  and  the  iacceptance  of  the  elected  Minister, 
showing  that  he  accepts  on  the  terms  and  agreements  stipulated 
by  the  Vestry.  The  Bishop  shall  make  record  thereof,  and  the  same 
shall  be  binding  on  the  parties  concerned  and  held  as  a  firm 
contract. 

**  It  is  expressly  herein  provided  that  before  any  Minister 
9hall  be  deemed  legally  and  Canonically  called  as  Rector  to  any 
Parish  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the 
Standing  Committee,  shall  first  approve  of,  and  consent  to,  the 
election  and  choice  of  the  Vestry  of  the  Parish"

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Whereas,  It  appearing  that  since  the  introduction  of  the 
Canon  heretofore  presented  to  the  Council  and  reported  at  page  18 
of  the  Proceedings  of  this  Council  for  the  year  1902,  the  right  of 
each  colored  Rector  or  Parish  to  a  seat  in  the  Council  has  been 
voluntarily  waived  by  such  Rector  and  Parish,  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  proviso  in  sectipn  64-b  be  stricken  out 

Chancellor  Whipple  offered  an  amendment  to  this  reso- 
lution to  strike  out  the  whole  of  section  54-b,  which  amend- 
ment was  accepted  by  Mr.  Hempstead. 

After  extended  discussion  of  the  whole  subject  Arch- 
deacon Williams  moved  to  recommit,  which  motion  was  lost. 

Mr.  S.  Q.  Sevier  moved  as  a  substitute  the  adoption  of 
the  preamble  presented  by  Mr.  Hempstead  and  section  54-a 
and  all  of  section  54-b,  except  the  proviso. 

The  motion  to  adopt  the  substitute  was  carried  unani- 
mously, and  being  so  carried  the  Canon,  as  amended  by 
striking  out  the  proviso,  was  declared  duly  and  constitu- 
tionally enacted. 

The  hour  of  12  o'clock  noon  having  arrived  the  Bishop 
said  prayers  for  Missions  and  the  Council  took  a  recess  till 
2  p.  m. 

AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

Council  reconvened  at  2  p.  m.,  the  Bishop  in  the  chair. 
Registrar  Hempstead  offered  the  following  Canon   to 
be  numbered  54-c: 

Whenever  any  Convocation  provided  for  in  section  54-a  shall 
desire  to  present  any  measures  as  therein  provided,  a  delegation 
from  such  Convocation  shall  be  received  on  the  floor  of  this  Council 
for  the  purpose  of  presenting  the  same. 

The  motion  to  adopt  was  carried  unanimously,  and  beini^; 
so  carried  the  Canon  was  declared  dulv  and  constitutionally 
enacted. 

Section  01,  as  amended  by  the  second  recommendation 
of  the  Committee,  was  unanimously  adopted,  and  being  so 
adopted  was  dei'lared  duly  and  constitutionally  enacted. 
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On  motion  to  adopt  the  third  recommendation  of  the 
Committee  Mr.  S.  Q.  Sevier  moved  to  amend  by  interlining 
after  the  word  "minister,"  in  the  addition  proposed  by 
the  Committee  the  words  "from  without  the  Diocese." 
The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  Canon  reported  by  the 
Committee  as  amended  was  imanimously  adopted,  and  being 
so  adopted  was  declared  duly  and  constitutionally  enacted. 

The  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  was  submitted 
as  follows: 

May  16,  1902— The  Standing  Committee  elected  by  the  Thirtieth 
Annual  Council  met  in  St.  John's  Church,  Helena,  and  organized 
by  electing  the  Rev.  Charles  H.  Lockwood  President,  and  P.  K. 
Roots  Secretary. 

The  Committee  recommended  to  the  Bishop  that  J.  Cyril  France, 
Newton  Hockensmith  and  August  M.  Treschow  be  admitted  candi- 
dates for  Holy  Orders;  Deacon's  Orders  only. 

The  Committee  approved  the  bond  of  Mr.  S.  S.  Faulkner  as 
Trustee  of  the  Episc6pate  Fund. 

June  3,  1902 — Committee  met  in  Little  Rock-  The  Secretary 
read  the  Bishop's  notice  that  he  had  received  Messrs.  J.  Cyril 
France,  Newton  Hockensmith  and  August  M.  Treschow  as  candi- 
dates for  Holy  Orders;  Deacon's  Orders  only. 

The  Committee  approved  the  Bishop's  recommendation  that  the 
expenses  of  taxes,  insurance,  etc.,  on  the  Episcopal  Residence  be 
paid  by  Trustee  of  Episcopate  Fund;  and  that  the  purchase  cost 
of  said  residence  be  included  as  a  part  of  the  Permanent  Episcopate 
Fund. 

October  17,  1902 — Committee  met  in  Little  Rock,  and  recom- 
mended to  the  Bishop  that  Messrs.  Alexander  Crawford  and  William 
Phillips  Williams  be  admitted  as  candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 

November  25,  1902 — Committee  met  in  Little  Rock.  Consent 
was  given  to  the  consecration  of  Rev.  Charles  M.  Beckwith,  D.  D., 
to  be  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Alabama. 

Consent  was  given  to  the  consecration  of  Rev.  Sheldon  M. 
Griswold,  D.  D.,  to  be  Bishop  of  the  Missionary  District  of  Salina. 

February  17  and  18,  1903— Committee  met  in  Uttle  Rock,  and 
requested  Examining  Chaplains  to  correct,  or  make  out  anew,  the 
papers  preliminary  to  the  ordination  of  J.  Cyril  France. 

May  12  and  13,  1903 — Committee  met  in  Little  Rock,  and  recom- 
mended Mr.  John  Cyril  France  and  Mr.  August  M.  Treschow  to 
the  Bishop  for  ordination  to  the  Sacred  Order  of  Deacons.  And 
also  recommended  them  both  to  the  BIeAiop  as  candidates  for 
Priest's  Orders. 
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The    Auditing    Committee    submitted    the    following 

report :

2.  Resolved,  That  this  Council  desires  that  the  phrase 
"According  to  the  use  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the 
United  States  of  America"  be  omitted  from  the  title  page  of  "  The 
Book  of  Common  Prayer." 

3.  Resolved,  That  a  minute  of  the  action  of  this  Council  be 
sent  to  the  Joint  Committee  on  the  Change  of  Name. 

The  Rev.  G.  Gordon  Smeade  offered  the  following  as  a 
substitute : 

Wherecis,  The  General  Convention,  through  a  committee,  solicits 
an  expression  of  opinion  as  to  the  present  name  of  the  Church, 
known  in  law  as  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  United 
States; 

Resolved,  That  we,  the  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas, 
do  not  regard  a  change  in  name  as  necessary  or  expedient. 

Bemarks  were  made  by  Colonel  W.  G.  Whipple,  Fay 
Hempstead,  Eev.  G.  DeWitt  Dowling,  Rev.  W.  Allen  Fair, 
Rev.  W.  D.  Buckner,  Rev.  D.  L.  Trimble,  John  T.  Hicks, 
Rev.  Dr.  George  B.  Norton,  Rev.  R.  W.  Rhames,  Archdeacon 
Williams,  and  Rev.  G.  Gordon  Smeade. 

The  motion  being  upon  the  adoption  of  the  substitute 
the  Roll  of  Clergy  was  called,  and  twelve  voted  in  the  aflSian- 
ative  and  five  in  the  negative,  those  voting  in  the  negative 
being  the  Bishop,  Rev.  David  L.  Trimble,  Rev.  Joshua  B. 
Whaling,  Very  Rev.  J.  Percy  Robottom,  and  Rev.  George 
B.  Norton,  D.  D. 

Thereupon  the  Roll  of  Parishes  was  called  and  all  the 
Parishes  present,  ten,  voted  aye. 

The  Secretary  in  casting  the  vote  of  his  Parish  explained 
that  he  did  so  under  instructions  by  a  vote  of  14  to  2,  while 
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personally  he  was  most  heartily  in  favor  of  a  change  in  ihc 
legal  title. 

Council  adjourned  till  to-morrow  at  10  a.  m.

Bbhop  of  Arkansas. 

Brethren  in  the  Lord: 

It  is  my  great  privilege  to  welcome  you  to  the  Thirty-first 
Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas,  and  may  I  commend 
you  to  the  God  of  Peace,  who  brought  again  from  the  dead  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  Great  Shepherd  and  Bishop  of  your  souls, 
and  pray  that  He,  through  Hi^  blessed  Son  and  the  Hply  Spirit,  may 
make  you  perfect  in  every  good  work  to  do  His  will,  working  in 
you  and  through  this  Council,  that  which  is  well  pleasing  in  kis 
sight,  and  for  the  good  of  His  Apostolic  Church  in  this  Diocese. 

NECROLOGY. 

Since  our  last  Annual  Council  the  following  Bishops  in  the  One, 
Holy,  Catholic,  and  Apostolic  Church  of  God,  belonging  to  the 
American  Branch  of  the  Anglican  Communion,  have  passed  from 
the  Church  Militant  to  the  Church  Triumphant,  namely: 

.The  Rt.  Rev.  Francis  McNeece  Whittle,  D.  D.,  LL.D.,  the  fifth 
Bisaop  of  the  Diocese  of  Virginia,  and  the  eighty-seventh  in  the 
American  Apostolic  Succession.  He  was  consecrated  on  April  30, 
1868,  and  died  on  June  18,  1902,  in  the  thirty-fifth  year  ot  his 
Episcopate. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Robert  Woodward  Barnwell,  D.  D.,  the  third 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Alabama,  and  the  198th  in  the  American 
Apostolic  Succession.  He  was  consecrated  on  July  25.  1900.  and 
he  died  July  24,  1902,  in  the  second  year  of  his  Episcopate. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Hugh  Miller  Thompson,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  the  second 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi,  and  the  129th  in  the  American 
Apostolic  Succession.  He  was  consecrated  on  February  24,  1888, 
and  he  died  on  November  18,  1902,  in  the  nineteenth  year  of  his 
Episcopate. 
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The  Rt.  Rev.  Frederic  Taylor,  D.  D.,  the  second  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  of  Qulncy  and  the  200th  in  the  American  Apostolic  Suc- 
cession. He  was  consecrated  on  August  6,  1901,  and  died  on  April 
26,  1903,  in  the  second  year  of  his  Episcopate. 

It  seems  fitting  that  in  this  connection  I  should  record  that  on 
the  morning  of  Tuesday,  December  23,  the  Most  Rev.  Frederic 
Temple,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  passed  to  his 
rest,  and  that  on  June  17,  1902,  the  Very  Rev.  ETugene  Augustus 
Hoffman,  D.  D..  D.  C.  L«.,  Dean  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America,  also  entered  the  Paradise  of  God. 

"Almighty  and  everlasting  God,  we  yield  unto  Thee  most  high 
praise  and  hearty  thanks,  for  the  wonderful  grace  and  virtue 
declared  in  all  Thy  saints,  who  have  been  the  choice  vessels  of 
Thy  grace,  and  the  lights  of  the  world  in  their  several  generations; 
most  humbly  beseeching  Thee  to  give  us  grace  so  to  follow  the 
example  of  their  steadfastness  in  Thy  faith,  and  obedience  to  Thy 
holy  commandments,  that  at  the  day  of  the  general  Resurrection, 
we,  with  all  those  who  are  of  the  mystical  body  of  Thy  Son,  may 
be  set  on  His  right  hand,  and  hear  His  most  Joyful  voice: 
Come,  ye  blessed  of  my  Father,  Inherit  the  kingdom  prepared  for 
you  from  the  foundation  of  the  world.  Grant  this,  O  Father,  for 
Jesus  Christ's  sake,  our  only  Mediator  and  Advocate.    Amen."

MY  WORK  IN  ARKANSAS. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  I  have  visited  the  following  places 
in  Arkansas  from  one  to  five  times,  namely:  Arkansas  City,  once; 
Lake  Village,  once;  Batesville,  once;  Hot  Springs,  twice;  Fayette- 
ville,  three    times;    Hope,    once;    Mena,    twice;     Marianna,    once; 
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HarrisoD,  once;  Newport,  once;  Jonesboro,  once;  Forrest  City, 
once;  Helena,  once;  Lexa,  once;  Wynne,,  once;  Fort  Smith,  once; 
Pine  Bluff,  once;  Camden,  once;  Brinkley,  once;  St.  Paul's  Mission, 
Little  Rock,  three  times;  St.  Philip's  Mission,  Uttle  Rock,  four 
times;  Trinity  Cathedral,  Little  Rock,  five  times;  Christ  Church, 
Liittle  Rock,  six  times. 

On  Tuesday,  May  20,  I  visited  St.  Clement's  Mission,  Arkansas 
City,  and  at  evening  prayer  preached  and  confirmed  nine  candi- 
dates. This  class  was  of  a  character  to  add  much  strength  to  the 
church.  It  was  prepared  and  presented  by  the  Missionary  of  the 
Lake  Village  District,  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Barker.  D.  D. 

On  the  following  day,  May  21,  assisted  by  Dr.  Barker,  I  admin- 
istered the  Holy  Communion  and  preached  at  9:30.  On  the  same 
day.  May  21,  the  Doctor  and  I  proceeded  to  Lake  Village.  On  the 
way  we  were  Joined  by  Archdeacon  Williams.  Here  I  preached 
at  evening  prayer  and  confirmed  one  candidate. 

On  May  25,  at  morning  prayer,  in  Christ  Church,  Little  Rock, 
I  preached  the  annual  sermon  before  the  Maddox  Seminary  for 
young  women.    I  confirmed  one  candidate. 

On  May  27,  at  my  request,  the  Dean  of  Trinity  Cathedral,  who 
at  that  time  was  also  Missionary  in  charge  of  St.  Philip's  colored 
congregation,  called  a  Parish  meeting  of  that  people,  who  met  in 
their  church  building  at  8  p.  m.  I  had  originally  intended  to  be 
present,  but  upon  reflection  I  concluded  that  it  would  be  better  for 
me  to  be  represented  by  the  Archdeacon  and  Dean.  I  thought  it 
better  to  be  absent  both  for  myself — ^for  such  meetings  in  my  then 
weakened  condition  were  hard  upon  me — and  better  for  the  cause 
concerned  that  others  explain  my  views,  so  that  there  would  be 
greater  freedom  in  discussion. 

The  gathering,  as  reported  to  me,  consisted  of  thirty-three 
persons,  fifteen  or  sixteen  of  whom  were  communicants  of  St. 
Philip's  Church.  The  Senior  Warden  was  absent  on  account  of  the 
illness  of  his  daughter.  After  a  full  discussion  of  my  plans  regard- 
ing a  Convocation  for  the  colored  churchmen  of  Arkansas,  as  out- 
lined in  my  last  Council  address,  the  following  resolution  was 
unanimously  adopted: 

Resolvedf  That  we  who  are  communicant  members  of  this 
Church  do  hereby  authorize  the  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  St. 
Philip's  Parish  to  petition  the  Bishop  to  separate  us  from  the 
Council  of  the  Diocese  as  a  Parish  in  order  that  we  may  become 
a  nucleus  and  a  beginning  of  a  Diocesan  Convocation  of  colored 
churches  and  missions  in  fellowship  with  and  related  to  the 
Diocesan  Council  according  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  that 
shall  be  prepared  for  said  Convocation  by  the  Bishop  as  and  as 
soon  as  they  shall  become  effective." 
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On  his  way  home  from  the  meeting  the  Archdeacon  stopped  in 
and  told  me  of  the  result  of  the  meeting.  I  felt  that  an  Important 
step  in  the  right  direction  had  been  taken.  On  May  28,  the  Dean 
and  Archdeacon  called  about  11  o'clock,  and  the  Dean  undertook 
to  secure  a  meeting  of  the  Vestry  of  St.  Philip's  for  the  purpose 
of  making  the  petition  contemplated  by  the  above  mentioned  reso- 
lution passed  by  St.  Philip's  congregation.  It  was  found  that  there 
were  only  two  members  of  the  Vestry,  and  only  one  of  them 
could  meet  with  the  Dean  and  Archdeacon.  He  did  so  and  signed; 
this  was  the  Senior  Warden.  The  other  signature  was  secured 
later. 

On  May  30  I  had  an  important  interview  with  the  lay  members 
of  the  Cathedral  Chapter. 

On  Sunday,  June  1,  I  consecrated  St.  Luke's  Church.  Hot 
Springs.  The  clergy  in  attendance  were  the  Rector,  the  Rev.  G. 
DeWitt  Dowling,  to  whom  chiefly  belongs  the  credit  of.  paying  the 
debt  which  had  been  a  great  impediment  to  the  Parish  for  many 
years,  the  Rev.  William  J.  Miller,  under  whose  Rectorship  the 
church  was  built,  and  Archdeacon  Williams,  who  had  done  much 
for  the  Parish  during  the  interregnum  which  preceded  the  coming 
of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Dowling,  were  present.  Mr.  Miller  preached  the 
sermon  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.  The  Archdeacon  and 
I  made  addresses. 

On  Sunday  afternoon,  June  1,  at  evening  prayer,  4  p.  m.,  in  the 
Cathedral,  I  preached  and  confirmed.  There  were  seven  candi- 
dates. 

On  June  8,  at  morning  prayer,  I  preached  at  Christ  Church, 
Little  Rock.  Before  the  service  the  Rector  told  me  of  the  work 
which  his  Parochial  Branch  of  the  Daughters  of  the  King  had 
entered  upon,  and  in  which  he  was  much  interested,  namely:  the 
founding  of  a  home  for  worthy  young  women  who  come  to  the 
city  to  engage  in  office  and  store  work  and  are  without  a  home. 
He  said  that  the  Daughters  had  undertaken  to  raise  $1,000  for  the 
finishing  of  such  a  home.  Before  my  sermon  I  commended  the 
undertaking,  and  said  that  if  the  Daughters  would  raise  $666.6$  I 
would  give  $333.33  from  my  trust  funds,  or  one-third  of  any 
amount  less  than  $1,000  that  the  Daughters  might  raise,  my 
contribution  to  be  the  last  payment 

On  June  8,  at  evening  prayer,  I  appeared  unannounced  at  St. 
Paul's  Church,  Little  Rock,  to  hear  one  of  my  candidates  for  the 
Holy' Ministry  read  the  service  and  make  an  exhortatioh. 

On  Sunday,  June  15,  at  evening  prayer,  8  o'clock,  I  read  the 
service  in  St.  Philip's  Church,  and  preached.  After  the  service  I 
conducted  a  Parish  meeting  relative  to  securing  a  new  church 
property.

On  Wednesday,  June  18,  at  evening  prayer,  I  visited  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Batesville,  preached  and  confirmed  ten  persons  who  were 
prepared  and  presented  by  the  Rector,  the  Rev.  Canon  R.  W. 
Rhames. 

On  Friday,  June  20,  at  evening  prayer,  I  visited  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Fayetteville,  preached,  and  confirmed  eight  persons  in 
connection  with  evening  prayer.  The  class  was  prepared  and 
presented  by  Rev.  J.  J.  Vaulz.  Rector. 

On  Sunday,  June  22,  I  conducted  evening  prayer  and  preached 
at  St.  Paul's.  Little  Rock. 

June  24  was  St.  John  the  Baptist's  Day,  and  the  fourth  anni- 
versary of  my  consecration  to  the  Episcopate.  It  was,  through  the 
kindness  of  the  Rector,  observed  in  Christ  Church,  Little  Rock,  by 
a  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion  and  an  appropriate  address 
by  the  Archdeacon  of  the  Diocese.  There  was  a  good  congregation 
present,  and  the  fiowers  which  had  beautified  the  altar  were  given 
to  Mrs.  Brown  and  myself.  We  were  greatly  delighted  with  this 
thoughtful  remembrance  of  the  to  us  important  event  which  was 
the  occasion  of  our  taking  up  our  home  for  the  rest  of  our  lives  in 
the  Southland.  As  I  said  upon  that  occasion,  the  years  which  we 
have  spent  in  Arkansas,  so  far,  constitute  one  of  the  happiest 
periods  of  our  lives.  My  work  and  cares  have  been  heavy,  and 
for  more  than  two  years  I  have  staggered  under  the  burden  of 
them,  but  of  late  I  have  been  recovering  my  equilibrium  and  now 
I  have  the  Joyful  hope  that  I  may  be  permitted  to  come  in  and 
go  out  among  the  people  of  our  beloved  adopted  State,  whom  we  * 
have  learned  to  love  devotedly. 

On  Tuesday,  November  4,  1  attended  the  opening  service  of 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Daughters  of  the  King  of  the  Diocese, 
and  introduced  the  good  Bishop  of  Delaware,  who  made  the 
address.  The  Daughters  were  in  session  until  Friday.  On  Wednes- 
day I  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  for  them  and  made  an 
address.  I  made  other  remarks  upon  two  or  three  occasions.  Sev- 
eral of  the  Clergy  were  in  attendance  during  the  meeting  and  we 
all  were  most  favorably  impressed  by  what  we  saw  and  heard  of 
the  work  of  this  excellent  organization.  I  wish  that  there  might 
be  a  chapter  of  the  Daughters  in  all  our  Parishes  and  Missions. 

On  Sunday,  November  9,  I  assisted  in  -the  conduct  of  both 
morning  and  evening  prayer,  and  preached  in  Christ  Church,  Uttle 
Rock. 

On  Sunday,  November  16,  I  preached  both  morning  and  even- 
ing at  the  Cathedral,  and  conducted  a  Parish  meeting  after  the 
morning  service. 

On  Sunday,  November  29,  I  conducted  morning  prayer  and 
preached  at  Hope  in  the  morning.     The  congregation  having  sold 
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their  property,  through  the  kindness  of  the  pastor  and  officers  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  worshipped  in  their  chtirch. 

On  Tuesday,  November  25,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Uoyd,  the  General 
Secretary  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  spoke 
on  behalf  of  the  work  of  the  society  in  Christ  Church.  Little  Rock. 
He  reached  the  city  about  noon.  In  the  afternoon  he  met  with  the 
Board  of  Diocesan  Missions  and  made  an  address.  I  introduced 
him  to  the  congregation  assembled  in  Christ  Church  for  the  Joint 
public  missionary  meeting.  Unfortunately  the  evening  was  an 
inclement  one  and  the  attendance  was  not  as  large  as  had  been 
hoped  for.  Nevertheless  Dr.  Lloyd's  visit  to  us  was  one  which  we 
shall  not  soon  forget. 

On  November  30  I  attended  divine  services  at  the  Cathedral 
in  the  morning. 

In  the  course  of  the  month  I  had  many  important  interviews. 

On  about  the  middle  of  the  month  I  commenced  the  building 
of  three  additional  rooms  at  the  northwest  comer  of  the  Episcopal 
residence,  and  a  carriage  house.  These  additions  put  the  finishing 
touches  on  the  splendid  residence  which  the  Diocese  has  so  kindly 
provided  for  the  Bishop. 

On  Saturday,  December  20.  I  met  a  Confirmation  Class  at 
Christ  Church.  Mena,  and  made  an  address  covering  a  part  of  the 
Church  Catechism. 

On  Sunday,  December  21,  I  administered  the  sacrament  of 
baptism  in  connection  with  the  Sunday  School  service,  and  after- 
wards celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  preached  and  confirmed. 
I  baptized  six  persons  and  confirmed  eleven. 

On  Sunday,  December  21,  at  evening  prayer,  I  preached  in  St. 
James's  Church,  Texarkana,  at  7:30  p.  m. 

On  Christmas  Day,  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Fayetteville,  I  con- 
ducted morning  prayer  and  made  an  address.  I  also  had  a  confer- 
ence with  members  of  the  Vestry  and  congregation  relative  to  the 
maintenance  of  the  services  until  a  Rector  could  be  secured.

Davis,  of  Eureka  Springs.  I  conducted  morning  prayer,  preached. 
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conflrmed,   and   celebrated    Holy   Communion.     There   were    nine 
candidates  for  confirmation. 

On  Sunday,  January  25.  I  visited  St.  Paul's  Church,  Newport, 
preached,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion  at  10:30  a.  m. 
At  7:30  p.  m.  I  preached,  and  afterwards  conducted  a  Parish 
meeting,  at  which  it  was  determined  to  make  an  effort  to  raise 
the  necessary  funds  and  pledges  to  build  a  new  church  so  that 
the  work  of  construction  might  be  commenced  early  in  the  spring. 
The  Rev.  Dr.  Norton  assisted  me  in  the  services.

On  Blaster  Day,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  G.  DeWitt  Dowling,  1 
conducted  evening  prayer,  preached,  and  confirmed  a  class  ot 
twenty-one  at  St.  Luke's  Church,  Hot  Springs,  at  8  p.  m. 

On  Monday,  April  13,  at  St.  Luke's  Church,  Hot  Springs,  I  con- 
firmed a  class  of  six,  at  11  a.  m.,  making  the  total  confirmed  at 
this  visitation  twenty-seven. 

On  April  19,  at  11  a.  m.,  assisted  by  the  Dean,  I  conducted 
morning  prayer,  preached,  and  confirmed  a  class  of  fifteen  at  the 
Cathedral. 

On  Sunday,  April  19,  at  evening  prayer,  4  o'clock,  I  confirmed 
six  persons  and  made  an  address  at  St.  Philip's  Church.  The 
Dean  preached.  This  class  made  the  number  confirmed  this 
Council  year  at  St.  Philip's,  sixteen. 

On  Sunday,  April  19,  at  8  p.  m.,  I  visited  Christ  Church,  Little 
Rock,  preached,  and  confirmed  thirty-one  persons,  presented  by 
the  Rector,  the  Rev.  G.  Gordon  Smeade. 

On  April  24  I  conducted  evening  prayer  and  preached  at  the 
Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Forrest  City.  There  was  a  good 
congregation. 

On  Sunday,  April  26,  at  morning  praver,  in  St.  John's  Church, 
Helena,  assisted  by  the  Rector,  I  conducted  morning  prayer, 
preached,  and  confirmed  a  class  of  thirteen.  I  also  preached  at 
evening  prayer. 
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On  Monday,  April  27,  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  for 
Judge  Jones  and  his  family,  at  Lexa,  and  also  conducted  evening 
prayer  and  preached  at  the  neighborhood  schoolhouse.

I  announced  that  a  providential  discovery  had 
removed  one  of  the  most  serious  of  my  objections  to  the  election 
and  that  I  thought  that  the  remaining  objections  would  at  least 
be  partially  removed  at  the  proposed  conference  between  him 
and  myself  with  the  Standing  Committee,  to  be  held  on  Tuesday 
evening.  May  12. 
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On  Monday  night,  May  A,  I  met  three  members  of  the  Vestry 
of  St.  John's  Church,  Fort  Smith,  for  the  purpose  of  consulting 
about  the  calling  of  a  successor  to  the  Rector,  the  Rev.  A.  A. 
Robertson,  who  had  tendered  his  resignation,  to  take  effect  on 
June  1. 

On  Tuesday,  May  5,  I  made  my  way  from  Fort  Smith  to  Mens, 
where  at  4:30  o'clock  I  baptized  one  adult  candidate  and  con- 
firmed two  candidates  at  a  private  house,  where  a  small  congre-' 
gation  had  assembled.  At  7:30  o'clock,  assisted  by  the  Lay 
Reader,  Mr.  A.  M.  Treschow.  I  conducted  evening  prayer, 
preached,  baptized  five  and  confirmed  sixteen  candidates,  thus 
making  a  total  of  twenty-nine  candidates  confirmed  at  Mena  in  the 
course  of  the  present  Council  year.  A  great  majority  of  the 
candidates  were  adults,  and  a  large  proportion  of  them  from  new 
families,  thus  adding  a  great  deal  of  strength  to  our  little  fiock 
at  Mena.  All  things  considered,  Mr.  Treschow  should,  I  think,  be 
awarded  the  palm  for  the  number  presented  for  baptism  and 
confirmation  this  year. 

I  left  for  Little  Rock  via  Texarkana  at  2  o'clock.

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The  Rev.  Howard  M.  Ingham,  of  the  Llocese  of  Ohio,  who 
commenced  work  in  St.  John's  Missionary  Parish.  Camden,  on 
December  21.  1902. 

Mr.  Alexander  Crawford.  Ph.  D.,  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders 
in  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas,  came  to  us  from  New  York  city  on 
October  25,  1902,  and  since  then  has  been  working  as  Lay 
Missionary  in  the  Hope  District.

The  letter 
was  issued  on  April  24,  1903,  and  it  was  accepted  on  May 
15,  1903.

MY  WORK  OUTSIDE  OF  THE  DIOCESE. 

On  Friday,  March  20,  I  left  for  my  Northern  and  Eastern  Lenten 
trip  for  the  purpose  of  making  appeals  on  behalf  of  the  missionary 
field  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas.  I  returned  on  Thursday  in 
Holy  Week,  having  been  absent  forty-eight  days.  In  the  course 
of  this  trip  I  visited  sixty-five  churches  and  made  seventy 
addresses.  I  also  held  two  confirmations  for  the  Bishop  of  New 
York,  one  in  St.  Mary's  Chapel,  Sherwood  Park,  New  York,  on 
Monday  evening,  March  30,  at  which  there  were  eight  persons 
confirmed,  and  I  confirmed  in  the  same  Parish,  on  the  same  day, 
one  person  in  private. 

On  April  5,  at  8  p.  m.,  in  St.  George's  Church,  New  York  city, 
I  confirmed  two  hundred  and  three  persons,  the  largest  class  1 
have  ever  confirmed.

The  publication  of  my  list  of  visitations  in  the  Council  Journal 
from  year  to  year,  is  for  my  convenience  and  that  of  the  Rectors 
and  congregations  concerned. 

It  sufficiently  meets  the  requirements  of  the  Canon  regarding 
the  timely  notice  to  be  given  by  the  Bishop  before  the  visitation 
of  a  Parish  for  confirmation  and  other  official  purposes,  and  it 
enabT§is  the  Pastor  and  his  people  to  know  a  long  time  ahead, 
Just  when  to  expect  the  visitation. 

May  I  request  that  each  Clergyman,  whose  Parish  appears  in 
list  of  appointments,  to  gratify  me  in  the  following  particulars 
whenever  it  is  possible  for  him  to  do  so,  namely: 

1.  By  arranging  au  opportunity  for  a  meeting  with  the 
Vestry  in  their  corporate  capacity  for  an  hour. 

2.  By  arranging  to  have  me  catechise  the  children  of  the 
Parish. 

3.  By  arranging,  whenever  it  is  practicable,  for  me  to  meet 
the  congregation  Hocially. 
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4.  By  announcing  that  the  special  collection  taken  at  the 
confirmation  service  will  be  for  the  Episcopate  EIndowment  B^ind, 
but  I  do  not  expect  the  Easter  Sunday  morning  collection  for  this 
purpose. 

5  By  having  the  Parish  Register  written  up  complete  to  the 
day  of  visitation. 

It  will  be  observed  that  [  have  abandoned  the  idea  of  giving 
a  whole  Sunday  to  each  of  the  larger  Parishes.  This  is  because 
there  are  not  enough  eligible  Sundays  to  go  around.  None  of  the 
Rectors  want  me  before  Lent,  and  all  of  them  clamor  for  me 
before  the  Council.  This  makes  it  necessary  for  me  either  to  put 
some  off  with  a  week-day  or  to  divide  the  Sundays  when  it  is 
practicable. 

The  social  and  business  part  of  the  program  will  have  to  take 
place  on  Saturday,  in  the  case  of  Parishes  visited  on  Simday 
morning,  and  on  Monday  in  the  case  of  those  visited  on  Sunday 
night. 

THE  PROGRESS  OF  THIS  COUNCIL  YEAR. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  t  have  an  understanding  with  the 
Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  by  which  we  are  to 
build  up  a  self-supporting  Diocese  in  ten  years,  and  that  the  rate 
of  our  annual  progress  is  to  average  five  additional  churches,  two 
rectories  and  two  Clergymen.  Three  of  the  ten  years  closed 
about  a  month  ago  with  Easter  Day,  April  12,  1903.  Since  1900 
we  have  built  sixteen  mission  chapels  in  as  many  important 
places,  built  or  purchased  seven  rectories  and  placed  eight  addi- 
tional Misstonaries  in  the  field.  Besides  all  thid  we  have  pur- 
chased an  ^iscopal  residence  and  are  paying  for  it  at  the  rate 
of  $1,000  per  year,  with  the  accrued  interest.  Nor  does  this  show- 
ing represent  anything  like  all  that  has  been  done.  For  only  one 
example:  At  Jonesboro,  a  growing  county  seat  in  Northeastern 
Arkansas,  we  bought,  to  begin  with,  a  little  lot  50x100  feet,  and 
built  and  furnished  a  beautiful  brick  veneered  chapel,  at  a  total 
cost  of  $1,600.  Then  we  found  it  necessary  to  build  a  good  frame 
rectory,  costing  $1,150.  Having  done  this,  the  well  located  but 
small  lot  which  was  all  that  we  could  originally  afford,  was  so 
filled  up  that  the  Missionary,  for  the  lack  of  room,  could  lay  in 
only  half  a  ton  of  coal  at  a  time.  Of  course  one  as  far-sighted  ad 
I  am  was  not  long  in  seeing  that  he  would  be  in  a  bad  fix  if  we 
should  ever  have  a  coal  strike  down  here.  So  I  said  we  must 
have  that  adjoining  lot  of  50x100  feet,  giving  us  in  all  100x100 
feet.  So  far  I  had  been  giving  only  one-third  of  the  cost  of  what 
had  been  done,  but  to  purchase  this  Naboth's  vineyard  at  a  time 
when  it  happened  to  be  for  sale  I  said  that  I  would  give  one-half 
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of  its  price.  $750.  By  this  time  the  people  had  been  inclined 
to  the  opinion  that  they  had  gone  about  as  far  as  they  could  in 
the  matter  of  subscriptions  towards  the  securing  of  Church 
property,  but  my  ofTer  was  too  good  to  be  refused,  and  so  the 
next  day  the  lot  was  bought.  This  purchase  gives  them  plenty  of 
room  for  all  time  to  come.  I  have,  by  the  generosity  of  our 
benefactors,  been  enabled  to  do  a  great  deal  of  this  kind  of  work, 
which,  though  it  does  not  show  up  in  reports  like  this,  as  well  as 
chapels  and  rectories,  is  in  the  aggregate  of  great  permanent  value 
to  the  Church. 

Three  years  ago  many  of  our  Church  and  Rectory  properties 
were  in  bad  repair,  and  nearly  all  of  the  Parishes  and  Missions 
were  more  or  less  burdened  and  weighed  down  by  debt,  but  now 
the  great  majority  of  them  are  almost,  if  not  quite,  free,  and  1 
doubt  whether  there  is  a  Diocese  in  the  land  which  has  less 
indebtedness  to  contend  with  than  Arkansas. 

Within  the  three  years  our  congregations  at  Newport,  Bates- 
ville  and  Fayetteville  have  become  self-supporting,  and  those  of 
Van  Buren  and   Camden  are  rapidly  approaching  that  condition. 

Nearly  all  of  our  self-supporting  Parishes,  which  now  number 
nine,  are  much  stronger  than  they  were  three  years  ago,  or  even 
one  year  ago.  This  accounts  in  large  measure  for  the  fact  that 
the  past  year  has  been  financially  by  far  the  most  successful  in 
the  history  of  the  Diocese.  The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the 
State  of  the  Church  will  show  that  we  have  raised  more  money 
for  General  and  Diocesan  Missions  and  for  Parochial  and  Diocesan 
expenses  than  ever  before. 

Within  the  year  St.  Paul's  Church,  Batesville,  has  become  a 
self -sup  porting  Parish,  and  it  has  paid  in  full  the  Missionary  appor- 
tionment and  Diocesan  assessment.  The  world's  reward  for  attain- 
ment of  self-support  would  be  parochial  life  without  concern  for 
others.  Its  gift  of  rest  would  be  a  gift  of  ease.  The  Master's 
yoke  is  the  burden  of  others'  needs.  They  have  so  learned  Christ 
in  the  Batesville  Parish. 

• 

St.  John's  Church,  Helena,  in  spite  of  the  pardonable,  seduc- 
tive attempts  of  an  attractive  Kentucky  Parish,  retains,  to  the 
great  delight  of  the  whole  Diocese,  their  resourceful  and  success- 
ful Rector,  who  is  now  the  senior  among  our  Presbj^ters.  It  is 
now  understood  that  he  is  "a  fixture,"  for  the  Bishop  has  given 
him  notice  that  the  ties  which  bind  him  and  his  dear  people 
together  so  strongly  can  never  be  severed  until  death  them  do 
part;  and  you  know,  according  to  the  Canon  law  of  the  Church, 
a  Rector  and  people  cannot  separate  without  the  Bishop's 
consent. 
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St.  Luke's  Church,  Hot  Springs,  has  had  another  year  of 
great  prosperity.  The  consecration  of  its  beautiful  house  ot 
worship  on  the  1st  of  last  June  has  been  followed  by  the  install- 
ment of  a  new  and  expensive  heating  plant  and  by  assessments 
for  Missions  and  Diocesan  assessments  met.  Its  confirmation 
class  this  year  was  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  Parish. 
Representatives  from  almost  every  Diocese  in  the  Union  worship 
in  St.  Luke's  Church,  and  never  was  the  condition  of  the  Parish 
more  prosperous  than  now,  or  its  prospects  brighter.  Hot 
Springs  is  a  remarkable  city;  the  remarkable  waters  alone  have 
made  it.  For  ages  they  have  been  flowing.  Whence  they  come 
nobody  knows.  Were  it  not  for  them,  it  is  doubtful  if  ** Uncle 
Sam"  would  have  as  much  as  a  post  office  there.  The  United  States 
Government  owns  the  Springs,  regulates  the  flow  of  the  water, 
fixes  the  price,  and  prescribes  rules  and  regulations  governing 
bath  house  managers  and  attendants.  The  Government  has  done 
more  for  Hot  Springs  than  for  any  spot  in  the  country,  except  the 
City  of  Washington.  It  is  an  important  place,  and  it  is  most 
gratifying  that  our  Church  occupies  a  commanding  position  in 
that  interesting,  and  growing  city. 

St.  John's  Church,  Fort  Smith,  has  been  reseated,  and  other 
improvements  made,  aggregating  hundreds  of  dollars.  Two  new. 
memorial  windows  adorn  the  chancel,  and  the  Parish,  in  every 
respect,  is  steadily  moving  forward.  Nearly  $2,500  in  impYove- 
ments  witness  to  the  work  of  the  Council  year.  The  total  amount 
of  contributions  for  all  purposes  reaches  nearly  $5,000.  It  is  a 
matter  of  great  regret  to  me  that  the  much  beloved  and  indefati- 
gable Rector  of  St.  John's  has  felt  it  necessary  for  personal  reasons 
to  give  up  the  splendid  work  which  he  has  been  doing  for  over 
three  years.  I  am  sure  the  Council  will  Join  me  in  the  hope  that 
he  will  not  feel  it  necessary  to  leave  the  Diocese. 

All  are  glad  to  note  the  commanding  position  of  the  Mother 
Church  of  the  Diocese.  Last  September  a  magnificent  organ  was 
placed  in  the  sacred  edifice.  The  Parish  and  Diocese  may  well  be 
proud  of  this  achievement.  It  is  understood  that  the  Rector  and 
Vestry  are  contemplating  extensive  improvements  in  the  way  of 
stone  approaches  and  interior  decorations.  When  their  plans  have 
been  carried  out,  Christ  Church,  Little  Rock,  will  be  one  of  the 
most  attractive  of  Southern  Ecclesiastical  edifices.  TLe  Daughters 
of  the  King  of  this  Parish  have  within  the  year  established  a 
home  for  young  women  coming  to  the  city  to  engage  in  store  and 
office  employment.  I  am  sure  the  Council  will  join  me  in  a  most 
cordial  commendation  of  this  laudable  undertaking. 

Trinity  Cathedral  was  never  in  a  better  condition  than  now. 
The  congregations  have  increased,  and  the  attendants  are  enthusi- 
astic in  their  support  of  the  services.    The  Dean's  special  sermons 
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to  men  on  Sunday  evenings  have  attracted  large  congregations. 
The  choir  has  now  become,  in  all  respects,  one  of  the  best  in  the 
Diocese. 

A  much  desired  and  greatly  needed  church  will  be  built  in 
Newport  within  the  current  year.  The  first  cash  installment  of 
|2,500  'towards  a  $6,000  edifice  has  been  deposited  in  the  bank. 
The  Rev.  Dr.  Norton  took  up  the  important  work  of  this  growing 
city  in  September. 

Trinity,  Pine  Bluff,  maintains  the  even  tenor  of  its  upward 
way.  Its  financial  showing  for  this  year  is  the  best  in  the  history 
of  the  Parish.  A  candidate  for  the  Ministry  and  the  future 
Bishop  of  Arkansas  has  taken  up  his  abode  at  the  rectory. 

The  progress  of  many  of  our  Mission  stations  has  kept  pace 
with  the  advance  of  the  strongest  Parishes.  New  fields  have  been 
entered,  new  preaching  stations  established,  and  new  work  con- 
templated. The  missionary  work  of  this  Diocese  has,  we  are 
proud  to  say,  attracted  wide  attention,  as  evidenced  by  the  following 
quotation  from  an  editorial  of  a  leading  Church  paper:  "Arkansas 
has  never  had  such  a  vigorous  campaign  as  that  of  the  past  few 
years  *  *  *  a  striking  example  of  how  much  more  could  be 
done  in  older  fields.  «  «  *  The  relation  between  money  and 
results  cannot  be  overlooked;  though  in  the  activity  of  the  mis- 
sionary campaign,  the  results  may  not  be  attributed  solely  to 
money."  But  money  thrown  into  the  crucible  of  missionary 
endeavor  will  ever  become  a  thing  of  might  and  glory  beyond 
what  we  can  write  or  think. 

The  vigorous  campaign  of  which  the  editor  speaks  is  very 
largely  due  to  Dr.  Williams,  our  able  and  untiring  Archdeacon, 
who  is  for  all  practical  purposes  the  Missionary  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese.  He  is  at  once  our  General  Missionary,  the  official  Secre- 
tary of  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Committee,  the  Private  Secretary 
of  the  Bishop,  his  trusted  advisor  and  indispensable  helper. 

Trinity  Church,  Van  Buren,  will  soon  be  numbered  among  the 
self-supporting  Parishes  of  the  Diocese.  A  memorial  oak  pulpit, 
|1,000  for  endowment,  and  an  equal  sum,  by  another  communi- 
cant, for  a  Parish  house,  are  gratifying  marks  of  loyalty  and 
interest.  It  would  be  well  if  loyal  Church  people  in  other  places 
should  make  gifts  and  devise  bequests  for  the  benefit  of  stationary 
or  growing  Parishes  and  Missions.  Such  tokens  of  ties  of  friend- 
ship and  love  would  knit  into  the  fabric  of  parochial  history 
brightest  remembrances  of  departed  supporters,  and  bear  testimony 
to  the  truth  of  the  hymn — 

"One  Church  above,  beneath!" 

One  of  our  smallest  and  most  deserving  Missions  is  St. 
Stephen's,  Winslow,  at  present  under  the  faithfui  care  of  Canon 
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Whaling.  In  winter  it  is  a  •  comparative  solitude,  save  for  the 
goodly  settlement  of  permanent  residents,  many  of  whom  are 
new-comers,  seeking  to  convert  the  hills  into  fruit-bearing  ter- 
races. In  summer  it  is  an  attractive  resort,  where  mothers  with 
children,  seeking  relief  from  the  heat  of  the  valleys,  are  refreshed 
and  reinvigorated  by. the  never  failing  breezes  of  the  mountains. 
By  the  generosity  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Dunlap,  the  land  on  which  a 
plain  chapel  and  a  modest  cottage  stand,  has  been  duly  KK)nveyed 
to  the  Church,  and  the  deed  presented  to  the  Bishop  since  our 
last  Council. 

Ascension  Chapel,  Pocahontas,  has  been  erected  within  the 
year,  and  paid  for.  Pocahontas  is  an  old  settlement.  The  first 
inhabitants  migrated  from  Virginia  and  gave  the  traditional  name 
of  the  place  from  which  they  came  to  what  was  then  only  a  small 
clearing  in  the  midst  of  the  crowded  pines.  Pocahontas  has  1,400 
people,  and  the  permanency  of  the  place  and  a  considerable  and 
rapid  growth  are  now  assured. 

In  the  last  Council  address  I  referred  to  the  terrible  storm 
which  swept  over  the  little  city  of  Searcy  like  a  hurricane;  and 
the  lightning  which,  with  unerring  aim  and  pitiless  stroke,  smote 
our  chapel  and  so  quickly  consumed  it  that  the  catastrophe  was 
complete.  I  am  heartily  glad  to  bear  testimony  to  the  helpful 
sympathy  of  the  entire  population,  and  to  the  fidelity  and  courage 
of  our  little  flock  in  their  fiery  trial.  Christ  Church,  Little  Rock, 
with  great  promptness  and  generosity,  gave  them  their  old  pipe 
organ,  and  the  new  and  much  better  structure,  finished  and  paid 
for.  awaits  the  service  of  consecration.  The  new  St.  Thomas's 
Chapel,  Searcy,  is  an  edifice  of  architectural  beauty,  and  will, 
we  hope,  be  a  joy  for  many  generations. 

The  faithful  Ladies'  Guild  in  St.  Barnabas's  Mission,  Foreman, 
realizing  the  need  of  an  additional  lot,  worked  with  their  charac- 
teristic energy  and  perseverance  to  gather  funds  to  purchase  the 
desired  strip  of  land,  while  the  opportunity  was  within  reach. 
Their  desire  was  accomplished,  and  about  three  months  ago  the 
deed  was  forwarded  to  my  office,  and  is  on  file. 

The  Crescent  Hotel  Company,  Eureka  Springs,  on  the  Ist  day 
of  January  of  this  year,  presented  the  Diocese  with  a  deed  for  the 
land  on  which  the  church  in  that  city  stands.  It  is  a  timely  gift, 
for  which  I  am  especially  thankful  to  General  Powell  Clayton, 
Mr.  John  Cunningham,  and  Dr.  C.  F.  Ellis.  It  gives  to  the  Church 
of  St.  James  a  deeper  consciousness  of  rightful  possession  of  the 
real  estate  it  has  occupied  by  permission  for  about  twenty  years. 

I  may  say  in  this  connection  that  probably  in  no  single  year 
have  so  many  deeds  for  church  property  been  executed  in  favor 
of  work  in  the  Diocese.     While  none  of  it  is  of  great  value,    and 
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some  of  even  small  worth,  yet  all  is  necessary  to  our  growing 
work,  and  much  of  it  has  been  donated. 

St.  Mark's,  Hope,  with  the  necessary  consent  of  the  proper 
ecclesiastical  authority,  purchased  a  new  church  site,  with  a 
rectory,  and  sold  their  cramped,  dilapidated  property.  It  is  to 
their  advantage  in  every  respect.  They  are  busily  engaged  in 
preparing  to  build  a  new  church,  and  before  another  Council  they, 
we  doubt  not,  will  sing  from  grateful  hearts,  within  its  walls — 

"Great  Shepherd  of  Thy  chosen  few, 
Thy  former  mercies  here  renew; 
Lord,  we  are  few,  but  Thou  art  near; 
Nor  short  Thine  arm,  nor  deaf  Thine  ear." 

The  largest  town  in  Mississippi  County  is  Osceola.  No  county 
in  the  State  has  larger  agricultural  possibilities.  About  three 
years  ago  the  Rev.  R.  W.  Rhames,  then  Archdeacon  for  Ea8t«>n 
Arkansas,  visited  Osceola,  held  services  and  prospected  for  a  chapel 
site.  A  good  location  was  generously  promised  by  the  Town 
Improvement  Company  upon  the  condition  that  the  people  build 
the  chapel.  The  erection  of  a  chapel  is  in  progress  and  the  deed 
duly  recorded  has  reached  my  office.  The  Church  has  been  repre- 
sented in  Osceola  since  before  the  town  had  a  name.  Missionaries 
from  Tennessee  and  Kentucky  held  intermittent  services  there 
for  forty  years.  If  to  any  religious  body  falls  the  right  and  duty 
to  cultivate  this  field  it  is  to  the  Episcopal  Church  as  represented 
by  Calvary  Mission.  There  is  abundant  reason  to  believe  that  the 
prayers  and  praise  of  our  dear  Church  constituted  the  first,  and 
for  a  time,  the  only  general  religious  services  In  the  neighborhood. 

A  rectory  has  been  built  in  Jonesboro.  It  is  a  good  sized  house 
and  admirably  arranged.  I  know  of  no  building  where  money  has 
been  used  to  better  advantage.  Reference  has  already  been  made 
to  a  further  and  important  benefit  which  had  been  added  to  St. 
Mark's  Mission  by  the  purchase  of  the  lot  and  house  adjoining 
the  Mission  property.  Of  more  importance  still  is  the  fact  that 
an  unusually  large  number  of  persons  have  been  presented  for 
baptism  and  confirmation  during  the  year. 

In  January  last  I  visited  Harrison.  No  Bishop  of  our  Church, 
so  far  as  history  tells,  ever  visited  the  county  before.  It  was  a 
delightful  occasion;  a  fine  class  was  presented  for  confirmation, 
and  assurance  given  that  a  chapel  would  be  built  in  the  early 
future.  Since  that  time  Colonel  F.  M.  Greene  promptly  tendered 
the  gift  of  sufficient  land  for  a  site.  This  benefaction  is  gratefully 
appreciated,  and  all  the  more  seeing  it  is  a  free-will  offering  from 
a  gentleman  who  is  not  a  member  of  this  Church. 
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Just  over  the  line,  which  separatee  our  Diocese  from  the 
Missionary  Jurisdiction  of  Oklahoma  and  Indian  Territories,  stands 
the  Choctaw  village  of  Scullyrille,  more  recently  known  as  Oak 
Lodge,  a  quiet  rural  hamlet,  where  a  small  preaching  station  has 
rapidly  developed  into  a  promising  mission.  I  mention  it  because 
the  work  had  its  origin  in  the  earnest  endeavors  of  a  few  faithful 
people  formerly  members  of  St.  John's  Church,  Fort '  Smith, 
encouraged  by  Archdeacon  Williams,  and  assisted  by  the  Missionary 
from  Mena.  The  situation  and  its  progress  is  fittingly  referred  to 
by  the  Diocesan  paper  as  follows: 

"  No  mention  of  this  interesting  Mission  has  been  made  in  the 
'Churchman'  till  now.  It  has  been  in  operation  something  over  a 
year,  being  the  fruit  of  the  zeal  and  earnestness  of  only  two  or 
three  Churchwomen,  fostered  by  the  kind  care  of  Archdeacon 
Williams,  of  Arkansas,  and  Mr.  A.  M.  Treschow,  of  Mena,  Ark., 
Lay  Reader  in  charge.  Under  their  guidance  the  people  have  made 
out  of  an  old  dilapidated  store  building  a  neat  and  reverent  place 
of  worship,  suitably,  if  simply,  finished  and  furnished.  The  Bishop 
consecrated  it  on  March  29,  baptizing  two  children  and  two  adults, 
and  confirming  a  most  interesting  class  of  eleven  persons,  nearly 
all  adults.  Oak  Lodge  is  a  small  rural  community,  but  the  Church 
is  taking  hold  on  the  people,  and  there  is  good  promise  of  further 
growth." 

While  in  some  instances  the  confirmation  classes  have  not  been 
as  large  as  two  years  ago,  yet  the  average  number  in  the  classes 
has  been  higher.  Two  notable  instances  are  Christ  Church,  Mena, 
and  St.  Philip's,  Little  Rock.  In  the  former,  which  is  a  Mission 
less  than  four  years  old,  I  have  confirmed  twenty-nine  persons 
and  in  the  latter,  which  is  the  colored  Mission  in  this  city,  I  have 
confirmed  sixteen. 

The  missionary  work  among  the  colored  people  of  Little  Rock, 
under  the  efficient  leadership  and  labors  of  the  Rev.  William 
Allan  Fair,  is  in  a  prosperous,  progressive  condition;  and  I  am 
fully  persuaded  that  a  large  and  yet  larger  work  may  be  done  for 
the  American  negro  in  this  and  other  places  within  the  Diocese. 
A  small,  inexpensive  chapel  for  colored  people  has  been  built  at 
Rocky  Comfort,  but,  as  it  is  upon  private  property,  it  will  be 
inexpedient  to  expend  missionary  funds  to  improve  it,  until  the  land 
has  been  legally  conveyed  to  the  Church,  or  the  plant  transferred 
to  a  location  that  may  be  owned  in  fee  simple  by  ecclesiastical 
authority. 

St.  John's  Church,  Camden,  has  within  the  year  expended  |600 
in  repairs  made  upon  the  church  and  rectory  property. 

Thus  in  almost  every  Parish  and  Mission  of  the  Diocese  there 
has  been  gratifying  progress.     It  would  be  difficult  to  point  out  a 
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place  where   all   things   considered   there   has   been    a   retrograde 
rather  than  a  forward  movement. 

In  the  course  of  the  Council  year  we  have  lost  Ave  Clergymen 
by  removal  and  gained  six  by  accession  and  ordination.  We  have 
lost  two  postulants  for  the  Holy  Ministry  and  gamed  two  candi- 
dates, one  of  whom  is  doing  Lay  Missionary  work.  Thus  the  net 
gain  to  our  Missionary  force  has  been  one  Clergyman  and  one 
Lay  worker. 

In  this  brief  review,  we  are  not  unmindful  of  the  faithfulness 
and  self-denial  of  Missionaries  and  congregations  which  have  made 
the  betterment  practicable;  and  I  am  sincerely  grateful  to  the 
generous  people  of  the  East  and  North,  who  have  made  the  advance 
possible.  For  the  benevolence  that  lightens  our  cares,  for  the 
self-sacrifice  that  dignifies  our  missionary  service,  for  a  brave  and 
faithful  ministry,  for  the  light  of  love  from  above  upon  our  work, 
we  lift  up  our  hearts  in  thanksgiving;  and  let  every  heart  say: 

"  Bless  the  Lord,  0  my  soul,  and  forget  not  all  His  benefits." 

But  the  work  is  still  only  in  its  genesis,  and  the  field  is  white 
to  the  harvest!  Men  with  sickles,  come  on,  help  lis,  and  lay  to  the 
work.  With  so  many  missionary  opportunities,  and  with  so  many 
spiritual  incentives  to  work  there  shall  be,  some  day,  a  marvelous 
Harvest  Home. 

You  will  be  glad  to  know  that  I  am  almost  Jubilant  over  the 
prospects  of  growth  for  the  new  fiscal  and  working  year  upon 
which  we  entered  at  Easter.  We  are  morally  certain  of  building 
our  annual  quota  of  five  churches,  and  four  of  them  are  likely  to  be 
of  unusual  importance  from  every  point  of  view.  The  prospects  for 
good  work  in  our  Parishes  and  Missions,  with  very  few  exceptions, 
are  also  very  bright. 

THE  CONVOCATIONAL  SYSTEM. 

The  new  Convocational  system  provided  for  by  the  Canonical 
change  afTected  at  the  last  Council,  was  duly  inaugurated  by  the 
division  of  the  Diocese  into  four  Convocations,  known,  respectively, 
as  Little  Rock.  Helena,  Fort  Smith,  and  Batesville. 

Our  Convocations  will  take  their  names  from  the  town  within 
their  respective  limits  in  which  the  Church  is  the  strongest;  and 
the  order  in  which  a  Convocation  stands  will  depend  upon  the 
strength  of  the  Church.  For  example,  Helena,  though  compara- 
tively a  small  town,  outranks  Fort  Smith  because  she  has  the  larger 
Parish.  But  I  do  not  intend  to  bind  myself  to  appoint  the  Rectors 
of  the  chief  Parishes  to  the  Canonries.  I  have  made  them  the 
first  Canons,  but  if  I  find  that  the  Rector  of  some  other  Parish 
will  be  of  more  help  to  me  I  shall  feel  perfectly  free  to  make  the 
change. 
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1.      CONVOCATION  OF  LITTLE  BOCK. 

The  Canon  of  this  Convocation  is  the  Rector  of  Christ  Church, 
Little  Rock,  and  it  comprises  the  counties  of  Clark,  Columbia, 
Conway,  Dallas,  Faulkner,  Garland,  Grant,  Hempstead,  Hot  Spring, 
Lafayette,  Lonoke,  Miller,  Nevada,  Ouachita,  Perry,  Popp,  Prairie, 
Pulaski,  Saline,  Union,  Van  Buren,  White,  and  Yell. 

2.      CONVOCATION    OF    HELENA. 

The  Canon  of  this  Convocation  is  the  Rector  of  St.  John's 
Church,  Helena,  and  it  comprises  the  following  counties: 

Arkansas,  Ashley,  Bradley,  Calhoun,  Chicot,  Cleveland,  Crit- 
tenden, Cross,  Desha,  Drew,  Jefferson,  Lee,  Lincoln,  Mississippi. 
Monroe,  Poinsett,  St  Francis,  and  Phillips. 

3.      CONVOCATION   OF   FORT   SMITH. 

The  Canon  of  this  Convocation  is  the  Rector  of  Trinity  Church, 
Van  Buren,  and  it  comprises  the  following  counties: 

Benton,  Boone,  Carroll,  Crawford,  Franklin,  Howard,  Johnson. 
Little  River,  Logan,  Madison,  Montgomery,  Newton,  Pike,  Polk, 
Sevier,  Sebastian,  Scott,  and  Washington. 

4.      CONVOCATION  OF  BATESVILLE. 

The  Canon  of  this  Convocation  is  the  Rector  of  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Batesville,  and  it  comprises  the  following  counties: 

Baxter,  Clay,  Cleburne,  Craighead,  Fulton,  Greene,  Independ- 
ence, Izard,  Jackson,  Lawrence,  Marion,  Randolph,  Searcy,  Sharp. 
Stone,  and  Woodruff. 

The  experiment  of  a  year  convinces  me  that  our  Con  vocational 
system  fits  in  nicely  with  our  Diocesan  Missionary  Organization, 
and  it  is  destined  to  become  more  and  more  helpful  to  the  Bishop 
and  Archdeacon  in  their  efforts  to  develop  the  Diocese. 

In  order  that  the  representation  of  the  missionary  work  in 
the  Diocese  may  be  brought  together  as  frequently  as  possible  for 
consultation  and  the  laying  out  of  work.  I  request  that  this  Council 
make  the  necessary  legislative  change  to  give  our  Con  vocational 
Canons  a  seat  and  a  voice,  but  not  a  vote  In  the  Diocesan  Board 
of  Missions. 

It  would  fall  in  with  my  ideas  a  little  better  if  the  Canons 
were  not  regarded  as  eligible  to  election  on  the  Board  of  Managers; 
and.  if  they  are  left  off,  I  should  like  to  have  their  places  filled 
with  the  Rectors  of  self-supporting  Parishes.  For  manifest  reasons 
I  do  not  care  to  have  Missionary  Parishes  and  stations  represented 
on  the  Board. 
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THE  ANNUAL  MEETING  OF  THE  DAUGHTERS  OF  THE  KING. 

The  Daughters  of  the  King  held  their  annual  meeting  in 
Christ  Church,  Little  Rock,  early  in  November. 

It  was  my  privilege  to  attend  the  opening  session  and  to 
introduce  the  Bishop  of  Delaware,  who,  on  ^his  way  through 
Arkansas  to  keep  an  appointment  in  Texas,  was  kind  enough  to 
stop  over  and  make  an  address.  The  i&eetings  occupied  the  prin- 
cipal part  of  a  week,  and  Judging  from  those  which  I  could  attend, 
much  good  was  accomplished  by  them. 

I  was  requested  to  compose  two  prayers  for  the  use  of  our 
Chapters  of  the  Daughters;  one  to  be  used  at  Chapter  meetings 
for  absent  members,  and  one  for  our  Diocese.  The  following  is 
a  reprint  of  the  prayers,  which  I  compiled  and  published  in 
compliance  with  this  request: 

A  PRAYER 

To  he  u&ed  at  meetings  of  Chapter  of  the  Daughters  of  the  King 
for  Absent  Members, 

Stir  up,  we  beseech  Thee,  O  God,  the  minds  of  all  Daughters 
of  the  King  to  fulfill  the  sacred  obligations  to  which  they  are 
pledged  by  their  membership  in  our  Order.  And  especially  do  we 
pray  that  Thou  wilt  bring  to  a  sense  of  their  duty  the  members  of 
this  Chapter  who  are  absent  from  our  meeting.  Cause  them  to 
realize  how  hurtful  their  negligence  is  to  them,  and  how  discour- 
aging it  is  to  us.  But  whether  present  or  absent  bless  all  the 
members  of  our  Chapter.  Grant  that  every  one  among  us  may 
both  know  and  perceive  what  things  she  ought  to  do,  and  also 
may  have  grace  and  power  faithfully  to  fulfill  the  same  through 
Jesus  Christ,  Thy  son,  our  Savior,  Lord  and  King.    Amen. 

A  PRAYER  FOR  THE  DIOCESE  OF  ARKANSAS. 

We  beseech  Thee.  O  Lord,  to  bless  Thy  Church  and  Household 
in  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas. 

Give  to  our  Bishop  a  holy  zeal  in  Thy  service  and  a  right 
Judgment  in  all  things. 

Enable  all  the  other  Clergy,  both  by  their  life  and  doctrine,  to 
set  forth  the  welfare  of  their  Parishes  and  congregations. 

Vouchsafe  to  the  Laity  whatsoever  things  may  be  needful  and 
convenient  for  their  souls  and  bodies.  Unite  them  in  an  earnest 
endeavor  to  promote  Thy  glory  and  the  interest  of  Thy  Kingdom. 
Make  them  fervent,  liberal,  and  constant  in  their  prayers,  gifts, 
and  deeds. 
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Bless  the  benefactors  whom  Thou  hast  graciousl^f^  raised  up  for 
us,  remember  them  for  good,  O  Lord  God,  and  grant  them  a 
plentiful  recompense.  May  their  exemplary  obedience  to  Thy 
command,  "  Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every 
creature/'  excite  us  to  greater  efforts  and  sacrifices  for  the  increase 
of  Thy  Kingdom  and  the  salvation  of  all  men. 

Let  Thy  blessing  rest  upon  our  homes  and  Sunday  Schools. 
Grant  that  the  children  may  be  brought  up  in  the  nurture  and 
admonition  of  the  Lord. 

Put  it  in  the  hearts  of  a  sufficient  number  of  our  faithful  young 
men  to  seek  the  sacred  ministry;  so  that  Thy  Church  in  this 
Diocese  may  rejoice  in  a  due  supply  of  true  Pastors. 

Strengthen  and  confirm  the  faithful.  Visit  and  relieve  the 
sick  and  poor.  Refresh  and  comfort  the  weary  and  distressed. 
Keep  the  rich  from  highmindedness,  and  all  from  covetousnesl 
Deliver  the  tempted  and  oppressed.  Arouse  the  careless.  Turn 
and  soften  the  wicked.  Restore  the  penitent.  Enlighten  and  guide 
the  ignorant,  the  unbelieving,  and  the  misbelieving.  Bring  to 
Thy  means  of  grace  those  who  now  neglect  them.  Remove  all 
hindrances  to  the  advancement  of  Thy  Truth,  and  cause  us  to  be 
of  one  mind  within  the  fold  of  Thy  Holy  Church,  through  our 
Lord  and  Savior,  Jesus  Christ.    Amen. 

I  should  be  glad  if  our  Clergy  and  people  would  make  frequent 
use  of  the  "  Prayer  for  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas." 

And  let  me  commend  the  Daughters  of  the  King  as  being,  in 
my  opinion,  one  of  the  most  useful  and  desirable  of  all  similar 
organization.  I  wish  very  much  that  we  might  have  a  Chapter  in 
every  Parish  and  Mission  in  the  Diocese.  There  is  a  Junior  branch 
of  the  organization  which  also  made  a  good  showing  at  the  meeting 
of  which  I  am  speaking. 

In  its  religious  features,  the  Daughters  of  the  King  closely 
resembles  the  Brotherhood,  but  in  addition  to  their  spiritual  work, 
the  Daughters  accomplish  much  in  the  way  of  caring  for  altars, 
chancels  and  vestments.  They  also  do  much  Parish  aid, 
philanthrophic  and  missionary  work. 

Let  me  say  to  the  Clergy  that  in  my  humble  opinion  you 
cannot  afTord  to  be  without  a  Chapter  of  the  Daughters  of  the 
King. 

CLERGY  RELIEF. 

The  following  report  covers  the  entire  ground  of  this  important 
subject  and  receives  my  approval.  I  request  the  Clergy  and  Laity 
to  read  it  carefully,  and  I  recommend  the  appeal  of  the  Committee 
in  behalf  of  this  worthy  object.  I  hope  that  a  collection  will  be 
reported  for  it  from  every  Parish  and  Mission  every  year. 
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May  12.  1903. 
To  the  Rt.  Rev.  Wm.  M.  Brown,  D.  D.: 

Dear  Bishop — We,  the  undersigned,  a  Committee  appointed  by  the 
Council  of  the  Diocese,  at  the  annual  meeting  held  in  Helena,  Ark.. 
May  14-16.  1902,  and  continued  by  action  of  Diocesan  Council,  May 
13-15.  1903,  beg  leave  to  report  that  there  is  at  present  in  the  hands 
of  the  Treasurer,  Major  P.  K.  Roots,  the  sum  of  11,623.82,  repre- 
senting the  whole  amount  of  the  Diocesan  Fund  for  the  Relief  of 
the  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergymen  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Bishop,  in  his  annual  address  to  the  Council  of  1902.  recom 
mended  that  all  funds  of  the  Diocese  for  the  relief  of  disabled  or 
infirm  Clergymen  and  for  the  benefit  of  widows  and  orphans  of 
Clergymen  of  the  Diocese,  be  merged  into  the  General  Clergy  Relief 
Fund  by  conveying  and  transferring  the  funds  to  the  Trustees  of 
the  Fund  for  the  Relief  of  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Deceased  Clergy- 
men and  of  Aged.  Infirm,  and  Disabled  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America.  Upon  tho 
grounds  of  that  recommendation  your  committee  was  appointed 
with  full  power  to  act,  as  per  Journal  of  1902,  page  19. 

We  have  considered  the  whole  subject  carefully  and  have 
concluded  to  recommend  that  the  sum  of  |100  be  paid  by  Major 

P.  K.  Roots,  Treasurer,  to  the  Rev.  R.  S.  James,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  of 
Eureka  Springs,  in  four  payments  of  |25  each. 

We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  11.523.82.  being  the  balance 
in  full  of  all  the  money  in  the  hands  of  the  Trustee  of  the  Fund 
for  the  Relief  of  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergymen  of  the  Diocese,  be 
transferred  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Fund  for  the  Relief  of  Widows 
and  Orphans  of  Deceased  Clergymen  and  of  Aged,  Infirm,  and 
Disabled  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America,  on  or  before  July  1,  1903. 

We  further  recommend  that  any  collections  or  funds  which  may 
hereafter  be  paid  to  Major  P.  K.  Roots  for  any  purposes  of  Clergy 
relief  or  for  the  widows  and  orphans  of  the  Clergymen  of  the 
Diocese,  be  remitted  by  him  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  aforesaid 
General  Clergy  Relief  Fund,  and  that  the  Diocesan  Fund  for  tho 
Relief  of  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergymen  of  the  Diocese  be  discontinued. 

We  respectfully  use  this  opportunity  to  call  the  attention  of 
our  Diocesan  Council  to  the  meager  contributions  by  the  Clergy 
and  the  congregations  of  Arkansas  to  this  important  object.  We 
hope  that  the  merging  of  the  funds,  and  therefore  the  discon- 
tinuance of  the  Diocesan  Fund,  will  serve  to  stimulate  our  people 
and  our  ministers  to  a  deeper  and  more  general  interest  in  this 
form  of  Christian  co-operation  for  the  aged,  the  feeble,  and  the 
needy  of  our  sacred  ministry. 
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Your  Committee  suggest  that  hereafter  the  (General  Clergy 
Relief  Fund  be  substituted  for  an  annual  offering  on  National 
Thanksgiving  Day  Instead  of  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy  and 
Widows  and  Orphans  of  Deceased  Clergjrmen  of  the  Diocese,  as 
recommended  by  Standing  Resolution  No.  5,  of  the  Diocese  of 
Arkansas.  It  Is  hoped  that  every  Clergyman  and  congregation  will 
gladly  make  this  annual  contribution.  Two  of  our  Clergy  are 
already  actual  beneficiaries  of  this  excellent  society;  a  third,  who 
lives  in  this  State,  but  not  Canonically  resident,  receives  a  grant; 
and  the  application  of  another  worthy  person  is  being  considered. 
Let  all  therefore  express  their  interest  by  an  annual  gift,  however 
small,  to  .this  deserving  object.

THE   PHILADELPHIA   MISSIONARY   COUNCIL. 

The  opening  service  of  the  Council  was  held  on  Tuesday 
morning,  October  21,  at  11  o'clock,  in  St.  James's  Church. 

It  consisted  of  a  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion  and  a 
sermon,  the  Bishop  of  Missouri  being  the  celebrant,  and  the  Bishop 
of  Tennessee  the  preacher.  As  might  be  expected  from  one  who 
enjoys  Bishop  Gailor's  reputation  as  a  pulpit  orator,  the  sermon 
was  a  notable  one.  The  theme  was  ''  The  Relation  of  Faith  in  God 
to  Missionary  Undertakings." 

The  business  meetings  of  the  Council  were  held  in  "  Association 
Hall,"  which  is  in  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  Building, 
and  they  were  all  well  attended. 

The  reports  of  the  Board  of  Managers  for  the  Domestic  and 
Foreign  Missionary  Societies,  and  of  the  Woman's  and  Sunday 
School  Auxiliaries,  were  all  of  an  interesting  character.  It  appeared 
from  Mr.  George  C.  Thomas's  report,  as  Treasurer  of  the  Board, 
that  the  apportionment  plan,  which  had  been  in  operation  for  less 
than  a  year,  had  already  increased  the  annual  ofTerings  for  General 
Missions  by  nearly  |100,000,  and  the  number  of  contributing 
Parishes  by  more  than  one  thousand. 

There  were  two  great  discussions  in  the  course  of  the  Council. 
The  first  was  upon  Bishop  Satterlee's  proposition  to  so  change 
the  Missionary  Canons  of  the  Church  as  to  make  the  Missionary 
Council  a  legislative,  instead  of  simply  an  educative  body.  The 
Bishop  had  many  sympathizers  and  some  able  supporters,  but  he 
lost  the  day,  because  it  was  too  generally  believed  that  it  would  not 
do  to  divide  the  responsibility  for  our  missionary  work  between 
the  General  Convention  and  the  Council. 
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The  other  great  debate  was  upon  Bishop  Brewer's  motion  to 
have  all  collections  for  Missions  sent  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Domestic  and  F\)reig:n  Missionary  Society,  count  upon  the  appor- 
tionment of  the  Dioceses  and  Parishes  from  which  they  came. 

A  notable  feature  oi  the  Council  was  the  grand  reception  given 
to  the  delegates  and  representatives  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  at 
the  Academy  of  Fine  Arts.  The  spacious  halls  and  rooms,  the 
great  collection  of  works  of  art,  and  the  music,  contributed  to  make 
the  reception  unique  and  exceptionally  pleasurable. 

The  closing  service,  called  "The  Missionary  Rally,"  was  worthy 
the  occasion  and  the  city.  It  was  held  in  the  great  Academy  of  Music, 
which  was  crowded  from  the  floor  to  the  roof.  The  meeting  was 
presided  over  by  the  Bishop  of  Missouri,  and  the  speakers  were 
the  Bishops  of  Albany,  Vermont,  and  Kioto.  The  general  theme 
was  "The  Present  Challenge  of  the  Church  to  Extend  its  Missionary 
Operations  Both  at  Home  and  Abroad,"  and  the  subdivisions  in 
the  order  of  the  distinguished  speakers  were,  "The  Abundant 
Opportunity,"  "  The  Abundant  Resources  of  Christian  People," 
"The  Results  of  Missions  During  the  Nineteenth  Centurv." 

The  music  at  this  grand  service  was  led  by  the  combined 
vested  choirs  of  the  Churches  of  The  Holy  Apostles,  St.  Simon's, 
and  the  Holy  Communion,  and  Joined  in  by  the  whole  congregation, 
added  greatly  to  the  enthusiasm  of  the  occasion.  The  hymns  were 
"  O  Zion,  Haste,  Thy  Mission  High  Fulfllling,"  "Ancient  of  Days,  Who 
Sittest  Throned  in  Glory,"  "Rise,  Crowned  With  Light,  Imperial 
Salem,  Rise,"  "  From  All  That  Dwell  Below  the  Skies,"  and  "  Fling 
Out  the  Banner.  Let  it  Float." 

Altogether  the  "Rally"  Missionary  meeting  was  one  calculated 
to  make  a  profound  impression,  and  no  one  who  attended  it  will 
ever  cease  to  be  thankful  for  the  privilege  which  was  his.  In  fact 
this  is  true  of  the  Council  as  a  whole. 

The  Diocese  of  Arkansas  was  represented  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Norton,  the  Rqv.  G.  DeWitt  Dowling  and  myself.  We  contributed 
very  little  beyond  our  presence  to  the  meeting  of  the  Council.  We 
were  not  among  the  so-called  "ready  speakers,"  who  were  constantly 
on  their  feet.  But  at  one  of  the  sessions  I  ventured  to  ofTer  the 
following  preamble  and  resolution,  which  was  unanimously  adopted,  ' 
and  which  I  hope  will  result  in  much  good  to  our  work  among  the 
colored  people  of  the  South: 

Whereas,  The  colored  population  of  the  old  slave  States, 
present  the  greatest  educational,  evangelistic  and  philanthropical 
problem  which  confronts  the  American  people,  and 

Whereas,  The  $60,000,  allowed  by  the  Board  of  Managers  of 
the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Societies  is  disproportionately 
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inadequate    for    the    work    which    this    Church    should    undertake 
among  the  colored  people  of  the  South,  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Managers  be  and  hereby  is 
requested  to  appropriate  at  Its  June,  1903,  meeting,  the  sum  of 
1100,000  for  said  work,  to  be  apportioned  to  the  several  Southern 
Bishops  by  the  Commission  for  work  among  the  colored  people. 

The  next  Missionary  Council  Is  to  be  held  in  October  of  this 
year  in  the  Capital  City.  The  Pan-American  Conference  of 
Anglican  Bishops,  which  is  to  immediately  precede  it,  will  add 
to  the  interest  of  the  Council.  I  hope  Arkansas  will  be  represented, 
not  only  by  her  delegates,  but  also  by  all  other  Churchmen  and 
Churchwomen  who  can  arrange  to  go.  On  some  accounts  I  prefer 
the  Missionary  Councils  to  the  General  Convention.  They  are 
more  inspiring. 

MISSIONARY  WORK  AMONG  OUR  COLORED  POPULATION. 

You  will  remember  that  in  my  last  address  I  expressed  the 
conviction,  that  in  order  to  inaugurate  a  satisfactory  work  among 
the  colored  people  of  Arkansas,  it  would  be  necessary  to  create  a 
separate  annual  Convocation,  to  which  the  colored  Ministers  and 
Lay  Delegates  from  Parishes  and  Missions  should  belong,  and  to 
exclude  them  from  a  seat  and  voice  in  the  Diocesan  Council. 

My  scheme  provided  that  the  Bishop,  or  some  Clerg3rman 
appointed  by  him,  should  preside  at  the  annual  meetings  of  the 
Colored  Convocation,  and  that  the  legislation  of  the  Convocation 
should  become  a  part  of  the  Canonical  Laws  of  the  Diocese  insofar 
as  it  met  with  the  approval  of  the  Annual  Council.  This  scheme 
was  unanimously  approved  by  the  Council.  But  the  motion  to 
adopt  the  necessary  changes  in  our  Canons  not  being  unanimous 
(there  being  two  votes  in  the  negative),  the  same  was  laid  over 
till  this  Council  for  final  action. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  at  this  Council,  the  resolution  in  ques- 
tion will  become  a  part  of  the  Canonical  Law;  for  the  negative 
votes  which  prevented  it  from  becoming  such  by  unanimous  consent 
upon  its  first  introduction  at  the  Council  of  last  year,  were  given  by 
persons  who  are  persuaded  of  the  necessity  of  the  proposed  sepa- 
ration, but  who  thought  that  St.  Philip's,  Little  Rock,  the  only 
regularly  organized  colored  congregation  that  the  Diocese  has  ever 
had,  and  their  former  Pastor  should  not  be  excluded  before  they 
had  been  consulted,  and,  if  possible,  persuaded  to  withdraw  of  their 
own  free  will. 

Shortly  after  the  Council,  the  membership  of  St.  Philip's 
Church,  at  a  representative  Parish  meeting,  freely  petitioned  me 
in  writing  to  separate  it  from  the  Council  in  order  that  it  might 
become   a   nucleus    for    a   Convocation    of   Colored    Churches    and 
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Missions.  And  later,  for  the  same  reason,  its  former  colored  Pastor, 
then  a  nonparochial  Clergyman,  sent  me  his  written  resignation  of 
his  seat  and  voice  in  the  Ck)uncil. 

The  following  self-explanatory  letters  and  documents,  relating 
to  the  movement  set  on  foot  by  my  suggestion,  relative  to  the 
drawing  of  the  color  line,  are  so  interesting,  and  from  an  historical 
point  of  view,  so  important,  that  I  incorporate  them  in  this  section 
of  my  official  address,  so  as  to  make  sure  of  their  preservation. 

St.  Philip's  Church,  Little  Rock,  Ark.,  May  28,  1902. 
To  the  Rt.  Rev.  Wm.  M.  Brown,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Arkansas: 

Dear  Bishop — In  compliance  with  a  preamble  and  resolution, 
duly  presented  and  unanimously  adopted  at  a  regularly  called,  full 
and  representative,  meeting  of  the  Parishioners  of  St.  Philip's 
Church,  Little  Rock,  Ark.,  held  oh  the  27th  day  of  May,  1902,  we, 
the  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  said  St.  Philip's  Church,  Little 
Rock,  acting  on  behalf  of  the  members  of  the  said  church,  do  hereby 
respectfully  petition  and  request  the  Bishop  and  Council  of  the 
Diocese  of  Arkansas  to  connect  the  Parish  of  St.  Philip's,  and  all 
other  colored  Parishes  that  exist  or  may  exist  in  said  Diocese,  with 
an  organization  to  be  known  in  Canon  Law  as  the  Convocation  of  the 
Diocese  of  Arkansas;  said  Convocation  to  be  restricted  in  member- 
ship to  the  colored  Ministers  and  Parishes  of  said  Diocese. 

It  is  understood  that  if  this  petition  is  granted,  St.  Philip's 
Church,  Little  Rock,  will  relinquish  all  rights  to  representation  in 
the  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas;  and  that  the  proposed 
Diocesan  Convocation  shall  have  the  right  to  recommend  legislation, 
which,  when  approved  by  the  Bishop  and  Council  of  the  Diocese, 
shall  become  a  part  of  the  Constitutional  and  Canonical  Law  for  the 
government  of  all  colored  Ministers  and  people  belonging  to  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  said  Diocese. 

Hoping  that  our  petition  may  be  granted   and   praying  that 

under   the   new   Convocational    system,   our   beloved   Church   may 

rapidly  lengthen  her  cords  and   strengthen  her  stakes  until  she 

securely   shelters   multitudes   of  the   colored    race,    we   are.    dear 

Bishop.

I  addressed 
the  people  by  invitation  of  their  Minister  in  charge,  and  found 
them  much  interested  in  the  object  for  which  you  summoned  them 
to  meet.

RECORD   OF   A     PARISH    MEETING    HELD    IN    ST.    PHILIP'S 

CHURCH,  LITTLE  ROCK.  ARK. 

Pursuant  to  a  notice  given  by  the  Minister  in  charge,  the 
Very  Rev.  J.  Percy  Robottom,  the  Communicant  members  and 
Parishioners  of  St.  Philip's  Church,  Little  Rock,  to  the  number 
of  thirty-three  persons,  convened  in  the  church  at  8  p.  m.,  on  the 
27th  day  of  May,  1902.  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the 
Minister  in  charge,  who  stated  in  detail  the  object  of  this  Parish 
meeting,  and  introduced  the  Venerable  W.  D.  Williams.  D.  D., 
Archdeacon,  requesting  him  to  address  the  people.  He  was  asked 
to  further  develop  what  had  been  said  by  Dean  Robottom,  regard- 
ing the  Bishop's  plan  and  progressive  policy  relating  to  work 
among  and  for  the  colored  people,  and  the  creation  of  a  Con- 
vocation for  colored  Ministers,  Churches  and  Missions. 

The  Archdeacon  stated  fully  the  ideas  presented  by  the 
Bishop  in  his  address  to  the  Council  at  Helena,  Ark.,  May  14, 
1902,  respecting  his  plans  for  instituting  missionary  work  among 
the  colored  people  and  the  formation  of  a  Convocation  for  them 
in  this  Diocese;  and  that  he  desired  that  St.  Philip's  Parish 
should  not  only  seek  membership  in  the  proposed  Convocation, 
but  should  ask  the  privilege  of  withdrawing  from  the  Diocesan 
Council,  in  order  to  take  the  initial  step  in  the  formation  of  the 
Convocation,  and  constitute  the  nucleus  for  this  new  organization. 
He  stated  that  there  were  to  be  four  Convocations,  that  of  Little 
Rock,  Helena  and  Fort  Smith  for  the  white  people,  and  the 
fourth  to  embrace  colored  people  only,  and  for  the  whole  state. 
He  stated  that  each  of  the  four  Convocations  would  be  presided 
over  by  the  Bishop  or  his  appointed  representative;  and  all 
would  be  related  to  the  Diocesan  Council. 

He  stated  that  the  Bishop  regarded  the  time  as  fully  come 
for  doing  a  larger  work  among  and  for  the  colored  people,  and 
this  was  the  general  feeling  of  Churchmen  in  tne  Diocese.  That 
this  upward  and  forward  movement  could  be  best  done  by  accord- 
ing the  colored  people  a  Convocation  of  their  own,  wherein  they 
could  consider  such  things  as  related  to  the  best  interests  of  the 
Church  in  relation  to  their  own  race,  all  of  which,  so  far  as  it 
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involved  enactments  or  legislation,  would  be  submitted  to  the 
Bishop  and  Diocesan  Council  for  consideration  with  a  view  to 
ratification. 

He  stated  that  St.  Philip's  Church,  in  asking  to  become  the 
nucleus  for  the  proposed  Convocation,  should  authorize  and 
request  their  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  to  petition  the  Bishop  and 
Diocesan  Council  to  allow  them  to  do  so,  and  request  that  they 
be  released  from  having  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Diocesan  Council. 

An  opportunity  was  given  by  the  Archdeacon  'for  questions 
to  be  asked  at  any  time  during  his  address.  Mr.  Spight  remarked 
that  St.  Philip's  was  a  Parish,  and  that  he  understood  it  had  been 
reduced  to  a  Mission.  The  speaker  replied  that  he  understood  it 
to  be  a  Parish,  and  hence  the  reason  why  it  might  become  still 
the  nucleus  for  the  proposed  Convocation. 

Another  member  asked  if  they  were  to  have  a  colored  Bishop. 
The  speaker  remarked  that  the  Bishop  of  Arkansas  would  be  the 
only  Bishop,  and  that  his  relations  would  be  exactly  what  they 
are  now. 

A  member  stated  that  there  never  had  been  a  "color  line" 
drawn  in  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  and  that  he  supposed 
a  Church  (which  he  named)  had  endeavored  to  create  such  a 
line.  Archdeacon  Williams  assured  the  inquirer  that  so  far  as 
he  knew,  no  Church  and  no  individual  had  approached  the  Bishop 
upon  any  such  question.  The  plan  of  the  Bishop,  he  believed  to 
be  strictly  and  absolutely  his  own,  and  conceived  and  entertained 
for  the  good  of  the  colored  race. 

Other  questions  were  propounded  and  answers  given,  chiefly 
along  the  same  lines.  Archdeacon  Williams  then  asked  what 
proportion  of  the  Parishioners  of  St.  Philip's  Church  was  priesent 
at  the  meeting.  Answer  was  given  that,  with  the  exception  of 
the  Senior  Warden,  Mr.  A.  W.  Cole,  and  a  very  few  others,  they 
were  all  present.  The  Archdeacon  remarked  that  he  thought 
there  were  more  members  in  St.  Philip's  Church  than  appeared 
to  be  present.  The  answer  was  made  that  the  "cream  of  the 
congregation"  was  at  the  meeting.  He  further  remarked  the 
"cream"  is  all  right,  but  would  more  "cream"  rise  if  the  question 
be  allowed  to  stand  longer.  Reply  was  made  that,  with  few 
exceptions,  which  were  unavoidable  absences,  the  members  were 
all  there. 

Archdeacon  Williams  then  asked  all  who  are  Communicant 
members  of  St.  Philip's  Church,  and  are  members  of  the  Parish, 
to  indicate  it  by  the  uplifted  hand.  He  requested  the  Minister  in 
charge  to  make  a  count,  and  he  stated  that  there  were  sixteen. 
The  Archdeacon  next  introduced  and  read  the  following  preamble 
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and  resolution,  and  invited  questions  or  remarks.    Some  questions 
were  asked  and  remarks  were  made: 

Whereas,  The  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  has  kindly  outlined  a 
policy  of  administration  for  the  extension  of  missionary  work 
among  the  colored  people  of  Arkansas;  and 

Whereas,  We  believe  there  is  great  need  of  a  comprehensive 
and  progressive  missionary  work  among  our  people;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  sense  of  this  meeting  that  a  Convocation 
established  for  colored  congregations  and  Ministers  will  promote 
the  interests  of  the  whole  Church  in  Arkansas  f  therefore. 

Resolved,  That  we  who  are  Communicant  members  of  this 
Church  do  hereby  authorize  the  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  St 
Philip's  Parish,  to  petition  the  Bishop  to  separate  us  from  the 
Council  of  the  Diocese,  as  a  Parish,  in  order  that  we  may  become 
the  nucleus  for  a  Convocation  of  Colored  Churches  and  Missions, 
in  fellowship  with,  and  related  to  the  Diocesan  Council,  accofSing 
to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  that  shall  be  prepared  for  said 
Convocation  by  the  Bishop,  and  as  soon  as  they  shall  become 
effective. 

The  Very  Rev.  J.  Percy  Robottom,  the  Minister  in  charge, 
then  addressed  the  meeting  earnestly  and  at  length.  At  the  close 
of  his  remarks,  the  preamble  and  resolution  were  again  read. 
The  chairman  of  the  meeting  then  entertained  a  motion  for  the 
adoption  of  the  preamble  and  resolution.  The  motion  was  carried 
without  a  dissenting  vote. 

After  the  unanimous  adopting  of  the  foregoing,  the  chairman 
entertained  informal  remarks  as  to  repairing  the  church  edifice, 
or  removing  to  a  new  site.  Judge  Gibb  favored  a  change  of  site 
and  thought  the  neighborhood  of  Tenth  and  Gaines  streets  a  good 
place.  Mr.  Spight,  Mrs.  Spight,  Miss  Rector  and  others  favored 
the  same  line  of  thought. 

The  chairman  made  the  announcement  as  to  services  on 
Sunday  next.  A  motion  was  made  to  adjourn,  and  the  same 
prevailed. 

The  meeting  closed  about  10  o'clock.  It  was  a  season  of 
peace  and  harmony.  The  statements  made  were  full  and  in  detail; 
the  questions  and  remarks  by  the  people  were  clear,  intelligent, 
and  comprehensive.  The  spirit  of  the  people  is  hopeful,  and  they 
are  anticipating  a  larger  and  more  aggressive  work.

I  am  glad  to  reciprocate  your  prayers  and  good  wishes,  and 
with  kind  regards  to  you  individually,  and  to  all,  I  am.

Rt.  Rev.  and  Dear  Bishop — Having  learned  through  the 
Journal  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas,  1902,  page  80,  that  a  Canon 
was  passed  at  the  last  regular  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Council, 
establishi^jg  a  Convocation  for  the  colored  workers  of  the  Diocese, 
as  separate  from  that  of  the  white  people,  I  beg  to  say  that  I 
heartily  approve  of  the  action  of  the  Council,  believing  ft  to  be 
the  best  for  the  interest  of  the  work  among  both  races  under  the 
circumstances,  and  I  hereby  tender  my  resignation  to  the  Council 
of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas,  with  the  understanding  that  I  am 
entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convocation  which  the  Canon 
above  alluded  to,  provides  for.  Yours  truiy,

It  is  not  possible  that  I  should  at  this  time  enter  into  any 
lengthy  Justification  of  this  action  on  the  part  of  the  Diocese  of 
Arkansas,  and  myself;  and  it  is  unnecessary  that  I  should  do  so. 
Suffice  it  to  say,  that  the  same  arguments  which  will  Justify  of 
separate  Parishes  for  colored  people  will,  in  my  humble  Judg- 
ment, justify  the  existence  of  separate  Convocations,  if  not 
separate  Dioceses  for  them. 
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Now,  as  separate  congregations  for  colored  people  is  the  rule 
at  the  North,  as  well  as  at  the  South,  our  Northern  brethren  cafi- 
not,  it  seems  to  me,  reasonably  object  to  our  having  separate 
Convocations,  and  in  the  course  of  time,  separate  Dioceses  for 
them. 

That  very  little,  if  anything,  could  be  done  in  Arkansas 
toward  planting  and  developing  the  Church  among  the  colored 
people  so  long  as  they  had  a  representation  in  the  Diocesan 
Council,  was  manifest  to  me  from  the  fact  that  in  all  the  past 
years  there  has  been  only  one  congregation,  and  it  was  ministered 
to.  for  the  most  part,  by  white  pastors. 

There  has  been,  and  is,  only  one  colored  Minister  in  the 
Diocese,  and  while  he  had  a  seat  in  the  Council,  he  cost  the 
Church  so  much  in  the  way  of  dissension  and  alienation,  that  so 
long  as  the  colored  Clergy  and  congregations  were  entitled  to 
representation  in  the  Council,  no  other  ordination  or  importation 
was  likely  to  occur. 

Thus  you  will  see  that  the  drawing  of  the  color  line  around 
our  Council  was  an  absolute  necessity.  In  meeting  this  necessity 
we  have  practically  done  no  more  in  the  way  of  excluding  the 
colored  Ministry  and  Laity  from  representation  in  the  deliberative 
assemblies  of  the  Church  than  a  great  majority  of  the  Northern 
Dioceses  have  done. 

• 

At  a  recent  conference  of  the  colored  workers  of  the  Church 
it  was  stated  by  the  President,  the  Rev.  G.  F.  Miller,  Rector  of 
St.  Augustine's  Church,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  that  only  one  Diocesan 
Convention  or  Council  at  the  North  gave  colored  Ministry  any 
recognition.     These  are  his  words: 

"Only  in  the  Diocese  of  Nebraska  has  the  matter  of  t^lor  or 
lineage  had  no  repressive  or  restrictive  force;  there  alone,  of 
this  vast  territory,  has  a  brother,  despite  his  color,  and  in  virtue 
of  his  merit,  risen  to  place  and  been  accorded  due  recognition." 

In  view  of  this  representation,  we  in  Arkansas  may  fairly 
claim  that  we  are  more  considerate  towards  the  colored  Church- 
men than,  for  example,  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  for  while  we 
join  our  Northern  brethren  in  excluding  them  from  any  part  in 
our  legislative  assemblies,  yet  in  our  Con  vocational  system  we 
do  make  it  possible  for  them  to  make  themselves  heard  to  some 
purpose. 

It  should  be  observed  that  Arkansas  does  not  stand  alone 
among  the  Southern  Diocese  in  drawing  the  color  line  about  our 
Council.  Nearly  all  of  them  have  actually  or  practically  done  the 
same  thing,  and  if  Mr.  Miller's  representation  is  correct,  so  have 
the  Northern  Dioceses,  with  only  one  exception. 
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The  creation  of  a  separate  deliberative  body  for  our  colored 
brethren  will  put  us  in  a  position  to  go  ahead  with  our  missionary 
work  among  them.  As  we  have  seen,  in  more  than  ten  years  we 
have  only  one  Mission  to  show  for  our  efforts  under  the  old 
regime.  Within  the  next  decade  we  confidently  hope  to  organize 
at  least  twenty  congregations,  and  build  as  many  combination- 
chapel-and-industrial-balls  under  conditions  which  will  accomplish 
in  each  case  incalculably  greater  and  better  results  than  have  so 
far  been  accomplished. 

The  things  of  a  legislative  character  which  I  would  like  to 
have  done  at  this  Council  are  only  two,  but  they  are  very 
important: 

1.  I  should  like  to  have  the  Diocesan  Convocation  for  colored 
Ministers  and  congregations  finally  established  along  the  lines 
indicated  in  the  amendment  to  the  Canons  recommended  last  year 
by  the  Committee  on  Canons. 

2.  I  desire  that  the  Council  should  outline  more  clearly  the 
rights,  respectively,  of  the  Bishop  and  Vestries  of  this  Diocese  in 
the  matter  of  the  calling  of  Priests  to  fill  vacant  Rectorships. 

I  believe  that  if  we  can  settle  these  two  matters  wisely  and 
rightly  We  shall  be  doing  a  service,  not  only  to  this  Diocese,  but 
also  to  the  Cburch  generally.

APPKXDIX  IV. 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  would  respectfully 
report  that  the  year  shows  a  remarkable  and  continuous  advanc^f 
in  every  respect.  For  the  purpose  of  clearness  the  reiK;rt  Irf 
presented  under  a  three-fold  phase. 
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1.  The  PinanciaL — Special  attention  is  called  to  the  report 
hy  Mr.  S.  S.  Faulkner,  Treasurer  of  Invested  Funds.  These  funds 
have  earned  over  8  per  cent  net  during  the  year.  The  management 
of  those  trust  funds  has  been  continued  with  a  primary  view  to 
security,  and  the  results  are  such  as  to  impart  absolute  confidence 
in  Diocesan  funded  interests. 

One  Parish,  Trinity,  Van  Buren,  has  been  favored  with  the 
gift  of  11,000  toward  an  endowment  fund  for  that  church.  The 
benevolent  forethought  of  the  donor  may  well  be  emulated  by 
people  of  means  whose  devotion  to  the  Church  might  be  evidenced 
in  their  last  will  and  testament. 

The  summary  of  parochial  improvements  during  the  past 
year  has  been  very  large.  Christ  Church,  this  city,  has  installed 
in  their  fine  edifice  a  new  organ  at  an  expense  of  |6,000,  and 
generously  gave  their  old  one  to  St.  Thomas's  Church.  Searcy. 
They  have  opened  at  an  expense  of  |1,000  a  home  for  young 
women,  and  the  total  amount  of  money  contributed  by  the  Christ 
Church  congregation  for  the  year  exceeded  |1 1,000. 

St.  John's  Parish,  Fort  Smith,  has  continued  to  improve  its 
substantial  property.  During  the  year  the  church  building  was 
reseated  with  oak  pews,  and  three  beautiful  memorial  windows 
have  been  placed  in  the  sanctuary. 

St.  John's  Church,  Camden,  has  been  repaired  and  improved 
at  a  large  outlay,  and  all  provided  for;  and  the  Church  of  the 
Redeemer,  Nashville,  has  been  painted  and  carpeted. 

St.  Mark's,  Jonesboro,  has  erected  a  rectory  and  purchased 
and  paid  for  important  adjoining  property.  St.  Paul's,  Newport; 
St.  John's,  Harrison,  and  St.  Mark's,  Hope,  are  getting  ready  to 
build,  while  Calvary,  Osceola,  has  begun  the  erection  of  a  chapel. 

Ascension,  Pocahontas,  and  St.  Thomas,  Searcy,  have  built 
churches,  and  St.  John's,  Oak  Lodge,  though  not  in  this  Diocese, 
yet  as  though  it  belonged  to  us  in  material  aid  and  spiritual  work, 
has  built  a  comfortable  chapel.  • 

2.  Missionary  Record. — In  turning  from  the  material  to  the 
missionary  advance  the  same  encouraging  features  are  manifest. 
The  tide  of  missionary  enthusiasm  is  rising.  The  missionary 
apportionment,  so  much  dreaded  by  some,  will  be  fully  ni^t,  if  not 
already  in  hand.  Benevolence  engenders  benevolence,  and  we 
look  into  the  future  with  hope  and  encouragement. 

The  printed  statistics  will  probably  show  more  money  con- 
tributed for  Missions  this  year  than  in  any  previous  twelve 
months  in  the  history  of  our  Diocese. 

3.  The  Spiritual  Condition. — There  is  cause  for  gratitude  and 
encouragement.     The  Sunday  Schools,  beyond    question    the    most 
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essential  department  of  Church  life,  are  doing  well,  with  but  few 
exceptions,  throughout  the  Diocese. 

There  is  Just  cause  for  thankfulness  in  the  returns  made  of 
persons  confirmed.  The  growing  life  of  the  Church  in  Arkansas 
none  can  dispute.  While  no  one  Rector  or  Missionary  has  pre- 
sented a  phenomenal  number,  yet  the  average  is  very  uniform 
and  high.  The  Missionary  at  Mena  may  be  singled  out  for 
having  presented,  in  a  place  where  the  Church  adherents  are  not 
many,  no  less  than  twenty-nine  persons  for  the  Apostolic  Rite. 
He  also  presented  eleven  at  Oak  Lodge. 

Congregations  in  nearly  all  the  churches  and  missions  are 
steadily  increasing.  This  is  notably  the  case  in  Christ  Church 
and  Trinity,  Uttle  Rock,  and  St.  Philip's  of  th^  city  is  experi- 
encing a  greater  prosperity  than  ever  before  in  its  history. 

Turning  from  the  financial,  missionary  and  spiritual  condition 
of  our  Church  in  this  Diocese  to  the  outlook  it  is  evident  that  the 
future  is  full  of  hope.  The  vitalizing  force  which  has  already  given 
position  and  increase,  will  give  proportionate  power  and  growth 
in  coming  years.  In  the  assurance  of  the  promise,  "Lo,  I  am  with 
you  alway,"  we  press  forward.

REPORT    OF    MISSIONARY    WORK,    BY    VENERABLE     W.     D. 
WILLIAMS,  D.  D.,  ARCHDEACON  OF  ARKANSAS. 

"So  the  Apostles  trained  the  heathen  breast. 
They  argued  not  but  preached,  and  conscience  did  the  rest." 

In  the  endeavor  to  meet  the  spiritual  necessities  of  our 
State,  the  Church  is  nobly  attempting  to  use  its  anodynes  to  soothe 
and  its  trowels  to  build.  There  is  enterprise  in  her  movements 
and  inspiring  faith  in  her  devotions.  Invention  and  discovery  have 
quickened  the  world's  pace,  and  industry  and  development  are 
crowding  Arkansas  ahead.  The  State,  no  more  afoot,  is  on  wheels 
and  wings.  Quiet  villages  are  being  roused  up  by  the  hum  of 
machinery,  the  mountains,  westward  and  northward,  are  delved 
for  coal  and  zinc,  and  the  shriek  of  steam  whistles  is  reverberating 
in  our  primeval  forests.  Each  year  marks  a  mighty  advance. 
The  pulse  of  finance  beats  stronger,  the  arm  of  industrious 
achievement  strikes  harder,  the  eye  of  faith  sees  farther,  the 
heart  of  religion  throbs  warmer  than  ever  before. 
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The  Sunday  School. — In  my  humble  general  missionary  work 
the  past  year,  it  has  been  a  delight  to  observe  an  increasing  dili- 
gence in  behalf  of  the  children.  The  way  the  gun  is  aimed  the 
bullet  will  go.  There  are  four  household  Sunday  Schools, .  where 
neighborhood  children  assemble  to  learn  the  Catechism  and  the 
Bible.  Sunday  Schools  in  several  of  the  Missions  are  growing 
more  and  more  in  number  and  in  interest.  Parents  and  people 
are  inclined  to  the  services  through  the  influence  of  the  children, 
verifying  anew  the  Scriptural  assurance,  "A  little  child  shall  lead 
them." 

It  has  been  well  stated  by  Mr.  Gladstone,  that  "forming"  was 
a  greater  work  than  "reforming."  Is  it  not,  therefore,  a  subject 
for  rejoicing  thi|i  earnest  women  are  found  guiding  little  children, 
by  simplest  means,  into  Christian  truths  and  holy  living?  What 
though  the  house  is  small,  and  the  children  many,  is  it  not  as 
glorious  to  keep  a  life  within  the  fold  as  it  is  to  win  back  one 
who  has  gone  astray? 

Everybody  knows  the  story  of  the  man  who  sat  a  long  while 
by  the  bank  of  a  river  without  moving,  and  explained  he  was 
waiting  for  the  river  to  run  by.  Some  good  people  are  in  the 
same  state  of  mind  in  regard  to  the  community  about  them.  The 
different  denominations  have  their  Sunday  Schools,  or  perhaps 
the  village  or  settlement  is  without  a  Sunday  School.  Everything 
has  glided  quietly  along.  There  may  come  a  pause!  A  cessation 
may  occur!  These  Church  women,  with  a  home  department  every 
Sunday  for  the  children,  did  not  so  learn  the  Lord  Jesus;  they  did 
not  wait,  but  made,  with  their  own  meager  methods,  a  place  for 
the  little  ones.  Missions  in  the  primary  will  make  missions 
primary,  in  after  years.  It  is  vain  to  wait  for  a  good  opportunity; 
these  workers  make  the  opportunity. 

The  Preaching  Stations. — The  people  of  Arkansas,  as  a  whole, 
believe  in  "preaching."  There  is  a  great  deal  of  good  preaching 
in  the  State.  Southwestern  people  have  the  characteristic  fond- 
ness of  the  South  for  good  speaking.  It  is  therefore  necessary  for 
provincial  reasons,  as  well  as  because  the  New  Testament  gives 
it  pre-eminence,  that  the  voice  of  the  preacher  should  be  heard 
in  the  land. 

There  are  places  where  there  is  only  one  family  of  our 
Church.  No  Church,  no  Sunday  School  in  the  settlement.  Per- 
haps that  family  has  been  there  for  years.  Their  children  are  as 
thick  as  berries  on  a  bramble  branch.  The  General  Missionary 
visits  the  neighborhood  and  announces  a  service,  with  preaching. 
The  people  crowd  in.  To  some  it  is  only  an  incident.  But  to 
that  pious  mother,  who  has  not  heard  the  service  of  our  Church, 
lo,   these   many   years,   its    comfort   is    inestimable.      During    the 
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Spanish  war,  in  one  of  the  military  wards,  a  Red  Cross  nurse  put 
into  the  hand  of  a  poor  fellow  of  laboring  breath  and  hectic 
cheek,  a  great  fragrant  orange.  He  turned  it  over,  held  it  up  in 
his  thin  fingers,  caressed  it,  kissed  it,  and  laboriously  said:  **That 
is  worth  a  hundred  dollars."  And  so  it  was  to  him.  Thus  to 
many  scattered  children  of  our  Church,  hungry  and  thirsty,  their 
souls  fainting  in  them,  a  solitary,  simple  service  is  a  boon  beyond 
price.  They  welcome  it,  enthuse  over  it,  enjoy  it;  they  praise 
the  Missionary  Society  for  providing  it,  and  worship  Oo4 
through  it. 

The  preaching  station,  in  a  small  way,  is  a  solvent  of  the 
sects,  provided  the  attitude  toward  the  various  bodies  is  as 
benevolent  as  it  is  firm.  It  is  quite  common  for  persons  from 
different  religious  bodies  to  seek  our  services  at  such  places,  by 
voluntary  choice;  sometimes  to  the  pardonable  distress  of  an 
earnest  "preacher."  We  are  not,  in  our  missionary  work,  in  the 
ordinary  sense  of  the  term,  a  denomination.  We  are  the  common 
meeting  ground  of  all  denominations.  We  are  the  goal,  the  moving 
stake,  the  home  field,  for  all  believers.  The  Church  is  the  holy 
grolmd  on  which  at  last  they  shall  all  stack  their  differences. 

Every  new  preaching  station  means  a  new  way  mark  on  the 
trail  to  the  millenium.  Grand  and  glorious  as  are  the  noble 
achievements  of  the  various  religious  bodies,  co-operative  and 
otherwise,  nevertheless  there  is  a  marked  tendency  to  devise  new 
methods  and  revise  old  ones  to  uses,  centuries  old  in  the  Church. 
Let  it  be  so,  for — 

"There  is  not  the  smallest  orb  which  thou  behold'st 
But  in  his  motion,  like  an  angel  sings." 

There  is  not  a  preaching  station  so  small  but  that  its  spirit 
is  in  unison  with  the  Church  that  inspires  it.  There  is  not  a 
denomination  so  crude  but  that  it  will  receive  comfort  and  sug- 
gestion from  our  work;  and  the  Church  is  ample  enough,  free 
enough,  and  fit  enough  to  furnish  a  common  ground  for  all  the 
children  of  the  Heavenly  King. 

The  Missions. — Like  the  preaching  stations  and  Sunday 
Schools,  they  are  growing,  steadily  and  strongly.  If  a  man  in 
business  found  that  a  large  portion  of  his  profits  were  derived 
from  the  application  of  certain  methods,  would  he  not  exercise 
himself  specially  to  develop  the  efficiency  of  those  means?  Our 
Bishop  has  introduced  and  maintains  a  general  and  helpful  super- 
intendency,  which  is  being  favorably  mentioned  by  ministers  of 
various  names;  but,  best  of  all,  they  are  for  the  edifying  of 
saints  and  the  winning  of  souls.  They  are  a  success.  Baptisms 
and  confirmations  in  the  missionary  work  of  Arkansas  average  in 
ratio  with  the  strongest  Parishes. 
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A  native  preacher  said  this  winter  to  your  General  Mis- 
sionary: "I  ben  watching  you  'Piscopals  the  hull  of  last  year. 
Tou  do  a  lot  of  team-work;  we  Baptists  stick  to  single-work.  We 
oughter  to  learn."  I  meekly  remarked  that  I  did  not  quite  under- 
stand. He  proceeded:  "Tour  Bishop  puts  a  Missionary  to  work. 
He  toils,  and  tugs,  and  does  well.  But  like  other  folk,  he  gets 
into  a  tight  place.  Then  that  same  Bishop  sends  you,  just  you, 
to  double  up  for  a  Sunday*  or  a  few  days,  or  a  week,  and  be-golly 
the  work  moves.  The  Missionary  and  the  Archdeacon  are  a 
team.    They  always  pull  the  load  through.    That's  team-work." 

This  was  a  tribute.  It  was  commendable,  and  the  Bishop  of 
Arkansas  appreciates  with  delight  the  unsolicited  commendation, 
and  pushes  forward  the  Missions  with  greater  zest. 

The  Missionaries  apply  themselves  to  their  work.  "This  one 
thing,"  to  labor  for  the  spiritual  betterment  of  the  people,  is  their 
aim;  and  to  feed  the  flock  of  God  Is  their  sole  ambition.  There- 
fore the  mountains  are  glad  for  them,  and  many  a  solitary  place 
sings  for  Joy.  Their  methods  are  churchly,  and  their  controlling 
enthusiasms  are  spiritual.  They  never  lower  the  standard  of  the 
Gospel  to  any  merely  local  height,  or  to  a  provincial  prejudice. 
The  gaze  of  the  pitying  Christ  is  fixed  on  souls,  rather  than  on 
the  commercial  standing  or  social  position  of  men.  Whether 
there  be  education,  or  riches,  or  honor,  or  success,  or  defeat,  or 
adversity,  or  whatever  else,  these  shall  pass  away.  But  the  Mis- 
sionary zeal  and  Christian  love  that  toils  and  gives  to  bring  the 
thousands  of  Arkansas  to  the  Christ,  the  Great  Shepherd  of  our 
souls,  will  not  pass  away.  This  searching  for  shepherdless  souls, 
the  finding  of  the  lost,  the  upholding  the  weak,  the  restoration  ot 
the  erring,  will  hasten  the  day  for  America  and  the  world  when 
the  angels  shall  sing — 

"Now  the  kingdoms  of  the  world 
Are  the  kingdoms  of  His  Son." 

No  Churchman,  however  busy,  can  afford  to  neglect  a  retro- 
spect of  what  has  been  done,  for  the  work  has  been  hard  and 
the  success  substantial.  All  should  take  time  for  a  circumspec- 
tive survey  of  our  great  State,  in  its  commercial  interests  and 
spiritual  needs.  Animation  and  opportunity  characterize  the 
opening  years  of  the  Twentieth  Century.  It  is  good  for  us  to  be 
here,  and  do  in  a  simple,  brave,  loving  way  the  work  which 
alone  gives  value  to  the  passing  generations.  It  is  surely  a  priv- 
ilege to  place  life,  and  gold  and  silver,  into  the  walls  of  a  Com- 
monwealth   in    its    building.      Arkansas    shall,    under    God.    stand 
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among  the  foremost  States  of  our  republic  in  the  great  to-morrow 
of  our  people. 

"To  this  our  longing  soul  aspires. 
With  ardent  hopes  and  strong  desires.*'

APPENDIX  VII. 

REPORT     OF     SECRETARY      OP     BOARD     OP      MANAGERS. 

DIOCESAN  MISSIONS. 

The  Board  of  Managers  held  four  meetings  during  the  year. 
The  first  was  in  St.  John's  Parish  building,  Helena,  Ark.,  May  16, 
1902,  at  4  p.  m.,  when  the  Bishop  called  the  meeting  to  order,  and 
offered  prayer. 

The  Chair  appointed  Archdeacon  Williams,  Secretary  pro 
tern.,  and  expressed  grateful  satisfaction  over  the  missionary 
work  of  the  year  just  closed,  and  said  that  he  was  confident  the 
ensuing  year,  under  Grod's  blessing,  would  exhibit  similar  results. 

A  majority  of  the  newly  elected  members  being  present,  the 
Bishop  declared  that  they  were  ready  for  the  transaction  of 
business. 

Upon  nomination,  the  Rev.  W.  D.  Williams  was  elected  Secre- 
tary, and  Mr.  H.  C.  Rather,  Treasurer,  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  various  Missionary  districts  were  carefully  considered, 
and  appropriations  assigned  for  each  Missionary,  subject  to  the 
Bishop's  discretion  to  modify  or  withdraw,  as  circumstances 
might  arise. 

The  next  meeting  was  held  November  25,  in  the  Bishop's 
office  at  Little  Rock.  This  was  a  delightful  occasion,  the  pleasure 
and  profit  of  the  session  being  greatly  enhanced  by  the  presence 
of  the  Rev.  Arthur  S.  Lloyd,  D.  D.,  General  Secretary  of  the 
Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society.  It  was  not  so  much  a 
season  for  business  as  an  occasion  to  meet,  face  to  face,  one  of 
the  faithful  and  distinguished  leaders  in  the  great  missionary 
work  of  our  Church.  The  Bishop  delivered  an  interesting  narra- 
tive of  the  missionary  situation  in  the  Diocese,  and  called  upon 
Archdeacon  Williams  to  report  the  general  missionary  work  along 
the  picket-line  of  the  Church  militant  in  Arkansas. 
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The  Rev.  Dr.  Lloyd  was  next  invited  to  speak.  He  responded 
at  length,  and  in  a  most  happy  manner,  to  the  interest  and  edifica- 
tion of  all  present.  He  emphasized  the  fact  that  the  Christian 
religion  is  a  missionary  religion,  or  it  is  nothing.  He  assured 
the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions,  as  he  did  the  large  congregation 
in  Christ  Church  the  evening  before,  that  the  General  Society 
extends  to  us  its  sympathy  as  well  as  its  aid,  and  will  be  glad  to 
continue  to  do  all  in  its  power  to  strengthen  our  hands  and 
encourage  our  hearts. 

At  the  conclusion  of  his  remarks  he  invited  the  members  of 
the  Board  to  ask  questions.  The  ''apportionment  plan"  proved  a 
fruitful  theme  for  comments  and  inquiries.  He  stated  that  the 
plan  seemed  to  produce  desirable  results  and  spur  the  people  to 
increased  endeavor.  That  both  patriotism  to  evangelize  our  nation 
and  compassion  to  save  the  world  should  stir  our  Church  to 
larger  giving. 

The  remarks  as  well  as  the  addresses  of  Dr.  Uoyd  simplified 
the  "apportionment  plan,"  and  interested  every  listener  to  fall  in 
line  and  do  our  best  to  make  good  the  expectations  of  the 
general  society. 

The  third  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  in  the  Bishop's 
ofllce,  at  8  p.  m.,  February  17.  There  were  present  the  Bishop, 
Rev.  Canon  Lockwood.  Rev.  Canon  Smeade,  Archdeacon  Williams, 
Messrs.  N.  B.  Trulock.  John  Gatling,  H.  C.  Rather.  By  courtesy 
the  Rev.  Canon  Rhames  and  Dean  Robottom  were  present,  and 
contributed  to  the  interest  of  the  evening. 

After  transacting  the  routine  business  of  the  evening,  the 
Bishop  read  his  proposed  Lenten  Pastoral,  and  also  his  address 
on  "Work  Among  Colored  People."  He  solicited  comments  from 
those  present,  all  of  whom  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity 
to  express  their  opinions  freely,  in  compliance  with  the  privilege 
extended. 

The  last  meeting  for  the  conciliar  year  convened  in  the 
Bishop's  office,  May  12,  at  8:30  p.  m.     Present,  the  Bishop,  Rev. 

C.  H.  Lockwood.  Rev.  G.   Gordon   Smeade.  Rev.  W.  D.  Williams, 

D.  D.,  Mr.  N.  B.  Trulock,  Mr.  H.  C.  Rather.  The  Treasurer  read 
his  report,  exhibiting  the  receipts  and  expenditures,  and  showing 
a  balance  on  hand  of  $1,060.89. 

The  committee  on  a  new  site  for  St.  Philip's  Church  reported 
that  two  places  had  been  considered  during  the  year;  but  each 
involved  a  larger  expenditure  than  the  funds  at  present  available 
would  warrant.  It  was  therefore  the  judgment  of  the  Board  that 
the  intention  to  purchase  and  build  cannot,  as  yet,  be  carried  out. 
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but  will  be  as  soon  as  practicable,  and  that  the  committee,  con- 
sisting of  Rev.  6.  Grordon  Smeade,  Archdeacon  Williams  and  Mr. 
H.  C.  Rather,  be  continued.

APPENDIX  VIII. 

ADDRESS  OF  PRESIDENT  WOMAN'S  AUXILLARY. 

Reverend  Father  in  Ood,  Members  of  the  Woman*s  Auxiliary  and 
Friends: 

In  giving  an  account  of  my  stewardship  for  the  year,  I  regret  1 
cannot  tell  more  of  personal  work  done.  I  think  most  of  you  know  that 
until  the  past  two  months,  owing  to  ill  health,  your  President  has 
been  able  to  do  but  little,  even  in  the  way  of  writing  and  answering 
letters.  Upon  my  co-workers,  more  especially  the  Diocesan  Secre- 
tary, all  labor  and  responsibility  has  devolved.  In  a  most  systematic, 
beautiful  and  characteristic  manner  she  has  guided  us,  and  she 
assures  me  that  the  watchword  has  been  progress,  not  in  the  number 
of  new  branches  added,  but  in  the  quality  of  work  done.  After  being 
invalided  for  months,  I  asked  the  Bishop  to  appoint  someone  in  my 
place,  but  he  kindly  replied  that  he  thought  no  change  necessary  at 
present,  as  he  considered  the  society  sufficiently  well  organized  to 
await  further  developments.  I  then  wrote  as  strong  an  appeal  as 
I  could  to  our  Secretary,  begging  her  to  reconsider  her  resignation, 
which  she  had  sent  in  at  our  last  annual.  We  had  been  unable  to 
find  anyone  who  was  willing  to  assume  the  duties  which  we  know 
to  be  irksome  to  a  degree,  and  past  relations  had  shown  us  her 
fitness  for  the  place.  She  generously  consented  to  resume  the  office 
during  this  trying  term,  when  it  looked  as  though  we  might  go  to 
pieces.  I  trust  the  time  is  close  at  hand  when  GrOd  will  give  me 
the  strength  to  gather  up  the  broken  threads,  unite  the  scattered 
ends  and  once  more  carry  on  the  duties  of  life. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  know  that  all  the  branches  of  the 
Auxiliary  so  willingly  adopted  as  their  Lenten  work,  that  which  has 
been  so  dear  to  my  heart,  the  Foreign  Field,  more  especially  China, 
where  our  effort  has  been  to  provide  scholarships,  so  that  we  may 
help  to  carry  out  the  Grand  Commission — "Go  teach."  We  in  this 
State  should  feel  an  added  interest  in  the  Christianizing  of  the 
great  Empire,  since  one  of  our  Diocesan  officers  has  given  one  of 
her  dear  boys  to  that  immense  work,  which  should  appeal  to  all 
who  bear  the  name  of  Churchmen  or  women. 
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This  year's  report  will  bring  no  record  or  but  few  of  boxes 
sent  out,  but  of  growth  in  the  study  of  missions.  Some  branches  I 
know  formed  study  classes  during  the  six  weeks  of  Lent,  and  found 
it  not  only  interesting  and  broadening  but  fascinating.  Learning 
about  peoples  differentiated  from  us  by  homes  and  civilization,  the 
lives  of  some  were  found  to  be  quaint  and  picturesque,  while  that  of 
others,  especially  the  womien  and  children,  were  revolting.  It  is 
necessary  for  us  to  know  the  wants  of  these  peoples,  and  the  means 
the  Church  has  taken  to  fulfill  them.  Any  cause  for  which  we  study 
and  work  and  give  our  time  will  grow  dear  to  us,  and  what  we  love 
we  pray  for,  and  when  we  reach  the  condition  of  prayer  we  are  safe. 
Then  giving  of  our  substance,  which  is  so  hard  for  some  unless  they 
have  been  trained  from  infancy,  will  follow  easily. 

Another  branch  has  resolved  on  the  penny-a-day  system  for  the 
"United  Offering,"  or  the  first  of  each  month  gives  thirty  cents  to 
be  turned  over  to  the  Secretary  or  Treasurer  and  put  out  at  interest. 

I  believe  if  as  many  of  the  branches  or  Individuals  as  can  will 
do  this  and  do  It  systematically,  we  may  have  an  offering  for  1904 
of  which  we  will  not  be  ashamed. 

When  the  * 'Apportionment"  plan  was  decided  upon  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  was  asked  to  give  a  hundred  thousand  a  year  as  their 
share.  At  the  Council  meeting  held  last  year  in  Helena,  we  calcu- 
lated that  if  each  member  of  the  Auxiliary  in  this  Diocese  would 
give  thirty  or  thirty-five  cents  it  would  make  our  pro  rata.  I  am  not 
sure  whether  all  did  or  not,  but  I  know  a  great  many  gave.  It  can 
still  be  given.  Another  thing  I  would  like  to  be  arranged  would  be 
a  Board  meeting  at  least  once  between  the  times  of  the  annual 
meetings.  A  face  to  face  talk  of  five  minutes  about  the  best  means 
of  extending  and  emphasizing  our  work  is  worth  a  dozen  letters. 
1  am  familiar  with  the  objections  which  can  be  raised  to  this  sugges- 
tion, the  expense,  the  distance,  not  so  much  in  miles  as  in  poor  rail- 
road facilities,  especially  in  the  Eastern  part  of  the  State,  but  the 
secular  societies  and  clubs  seem  to  be  able  to  overcome  these 
difficulties,  so  why  cannot  we  in  this  nobler  aim,  which  means  not 
only  a  higher  culture,  a  broader  education,  but  even  life  itself.  Oh, 
women,  nothing  is  efficient  except  it  be  real,  and  It  is  the  real  force 
of  woman  not  the  unreal  which  we  want.  It  is  not  the  mere  orna- 
mental service  which  we  need,  but  the  greatest  moral  development 
In  her  spirit,  her  heart  and  her  life.  Woman  is  said  to  be  the  con- 
science of  the  world;  if  that  be  true,  then  her  heart  and  soul  must 
be  filled  with  the  Divine  power  and  beauty,  love  and  service  for  her 
fellow  beings  that  she  may  leave  the  world  better  for  having  lived 
in  it. 

The  test  of  the  value  of  either  men  or  women  organizations  in 
the  Church  is  the  truth  and  earnestness  of  their  missionary  spirit. 
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If  for  themselves  only  they  exist  for  their  own  pleasure  or  profit 
without  endeavoring  to  become  trained  in  ideals  of  unselfishness 
and  helpfulness,  based  upon  Christ-like  principles,  they  will  be  no 
more  benefit  than  any  other  secular  society.  The  every  day  life  can 
become  one  of  self  sacrifice  and  heroism  if  it  be  governed  by  loyalty 
to  our  Saviour's  command,  "Bear  ye  one  another's  burdens."  X 
believe  if  the  effort  was  made  we  could  form  a  Church  Periodical 
Club,  and  thus  send  to  the  small  towns  and  country  districts  books 
and  periodicals  which  would  as  truly  clothe  and  feed  the  naked 
and  hungry  as  the  material  commodities.  Have  one  woman  who 
would  interest  herself  to  collect  the  books  and  send  them  on  their 
missionary  journey.  No  matter  how  many  read  a  good  book,  it 
is  just  as  helpful  for  the  next  one  who  reads  it.  You  will  recall 
that  at  the  last  General  Convention  there  were  five  new  Missionary 
Jurisdictions  formed.  In  addition  to  Porto  Rico  and  the  Philippines, 
there  was  Western  Kansas,  an  additional  one  in  China,  and  since  the 
English  Church  has  retired  from  Hawaii,  that  is  also  left  to  our  care. 
This  means  a  much  larger  outlay  for  the  Board  of  Managers,  and 
as  they  haVe  only  what  the  Church  gives  them  to  dispense,  I 
earnestly  urge  that  each  branch  of  the  Auxiliary  no  matter  how  poor, 
will  try  and  give  more  and  designate  it  for  General  and  Foreign 
work.  As  we  are  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  to  the  Board  of  Missions, 
we  ought  to  feel  pledged  to  the  help  of  it  in  every  way  we  can. 
One  fact  that  ought  to  cause  serious  thought,  is  that  we  do  not  seem 
to  be  reaching  the  younger  women  as  we  should.  Very  few  of  the 
young  matrons  are  members,  the  fault  must  be  ours.  Possibly  we 
have  not  been  the  mothers  we  should,  in  a  figurative  sense.  The 
Junior  and  Baby  branches  are  not  doing  what  they  can.  For  awhile 
they  seemed  so  full  of  promise,  and  we  congratulated  ourselves 
that  in  them  we  saw  the  future  Auxiliary,  and  some  who  would  be 
glad  and  willing  to  give  their  lives  to  Christ's  service.  Young 
womanhood  is  full  of  enthusiasms,  so  why  should  not  her  enthusiasm 
be  turned  into  missionary  channels,  where  her  sympathies,  which 
belong  to  woman's  heart,  may  be  enlisted  and  she  may  familiarize 
herself  with  this  grand  work,  which  must  inevitably  fall  before 
many  years  to  the  younger  generation.  The  time  is  short  and  some 
have  already  borne  the  burden  and  heat  of  the  day.  We  realize  that 
many  who  have  faithfully  served  in  the  past  will  before  a  great 
while  be  going  out  from  among  us  and  leaving  their  work  to  others. 
Who  those  others  shall  be  is  a  question  for  the  coming  years  to 
solve.  There  will  never  fail  some  who  will  labor  for  Christ's  king- 
dom, but  there  is  a  great  company  of  young  women  who  should 
belong  to  the  Auxiliary,  and  we  will  fail  of  our  duty  if  we  do  not 
try  to  influence  them  to  come  in. 

May  God  bless  you,  one  and  all,  and  make  this  the  very  best 
and  most  helpful  meeting  we  have  ever  had.

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APPENDIX  IX. 

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  WOMAN'S  AUXILIARY. 

To  the  lasting  regret  of  all,  both  officers  and  members  of  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary  in  Arkansas.  Mrs.  George  H.  Lee  did  not  see 
her  way  clear  to  accept  the  Diocesan  Secretaryship  to  which  she 
was  unanimously  elected  last  May,  and  our  President  performed 
the  duties  of  that  office  as  well  as  her  own.  until  she  was  com- 
pelled by  her  severe  illness  to  ask  for  help.  At  the  request,  and 
by  Bishop  Brown's  appointment,  Mrs.  Rhames  consented  to  act  as 
Secretary  for  the  remainder  of  the  conciliar  year.  The  Bishop's 
appointment  was  dated  from  January  15. 

Immediately  after  this  date  a  letter  came  to  the  Secretary 
from  Miss  Emery  asking  that  a  special  effort  be  made  to  raise  the 
Arkansas  Auxiliary  apportionment  for  General  Missions,  which 
amounted  this  year  to  $274.00. 

Your  Secretary  made  a  journey  to  Little  Rock  to  talk  the 
matter  over  with  the  Bishop,  the  Diocesan  officers  and  the  officers 
of  the  Little  Rock  branches. 

As  a  result  of  this  conference,  a  definite  sum  was  asked  of 
each  branch  as  a  special  Lenten  work.  They  have  responded 
nobly,  as  the  branch  reports  will  show,  some  branches  increasing 
rather  than  diminishing  the  sum  expected  from  them,  and  all 
responding  so  cheerfully  and  encouragingly  that  the  Secretary 
found  her  task  materially  lightened. 

I  wish  I  might  urge  the  delegates  present  at  this  meeting  to 
pledge  their  respective  branches  for  the  same  sum  for  the  Auxil- 
iary apportionment,  which  they  have  been  able  to  give  this  year, 
making  it  again  our  special  Lenten  work.  So  when  we  have  this 
meeting,  separate,  and  go  back  to  our  homes,  we  can  say  to  our 
branches,  "We  have  something  to  do  in  Lent  which  we  must 
look  forward  to."  Then  the  United  Offering  will  be  made  the 
theme  of  our  meetings  in  these  summer  months,  and  even  when 
it  is  too  hot  to  meet  and  be  energetic,  we  can  still  drop  our  silver 
in  our  blue  boxes  and  they  will  not  be  put  aside  for  Lenten  work. 
Let  us  know  what  we  have  to  do.  and  then  do  it  with  all  our 
might.

MORNING  SESSION. 

The  Thirty-second  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese 
convened  at  Trinity  Church,  Pine  Bluff,  May  11,  1904,  at 
10  o'clock  a.  m.,  and  was  opened  by  a  celebration  of  the 
Holy  Communion,  the  Bishop  being  the  celebrant. 

In  place  of  the  sermon  the  Bishop  read  the  general 
portion  of  his  annual  address. 

After  service  the  Council  was  called  to  order  by  the 
Bishop.  The  roll  of  clergy  was  called  and  all  responded  to 
ttheir  names. 

(See  Clergy  list,  p.  7.) 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  Rev.  Caleb  B.  K.  Weed  and 
Mr.  Walter  B.  Bruce  a  Committee  on  Credentials  of  Lay 
Delegates.  The  committee  reported  as  follows:  All  par- 
ishes had  paid  their  Diocesan  assessments  and  were 
entitled  to  representation. 

Roll  of  Lay  Delegates  was  called. 

Mr.  John  M.  Daggett  was  unanimously  re-elected 
Secretary,  and  the  nomination  of  the  Very  Rev.  J.  Percy 
Robottom  by  the  Secretary  as  his  assistant  was  approved, 
and  the  Council  was  declared  duly  organized. 

The  Council  took  a  recess  until  3  o'clock  p.  m. 

AFTERNOON  SESSION.

Consent  was 
given  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Edwin  Steven  Lines,  D.  D.,  to 
be  the  Bishop  of  Newark.  The  committee  gave  consent  to  the  vestry 
of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Fayetteville,  to  borrow  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars  on  its  rectory. 

December  10,  1903 — Committee  met  in  Little  Rock.  Gave  consent 
to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  David  H.  Greer,  D.  D.,  to  be  the  Bishop 
Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York.  The  committee  gave  consent 
to  St.  Paul's  Church,  Newport,  to  borrow  four  thousand  dollars,  giving 
church  property  as  security. 

April  21,  1904 — Committee  met  in  Little  Rock.  Consent  given  to 
the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Richard  Henry  Nelson  to  be  the  Bishop 
Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Albany.  Consent  of  the  committee  given 
to  the  sale  of  the  Pine  BluflF  property  for  $3,100,  vested  in  the  Trustee 
of  the  Permanent  Episcopate  Fund,  and  held  for  the  benefit  of  said 
fund. 

May  II,  1904 — Committee  met  in  Pine  Bluff.  Recommended  Dr. 
Alexander  Crawford  for  Deacons'  Orders,  Rev.  August  Michael 
Treschow  and  Rev.  John  Cyril  France  for  Priests'  Orders.

The  Bishop  read  the  remainder  of  his  address,  it  being 
that  part  relating  to  the  "American  Negro"  and  con- 
comitant topics. 

Councl  took  a  recess  until  8  o'clock  p.  m. 

EVENING  SESSION. 

The  evening  session  was  a  Missionary  mass  meeting. 
The  clergy  and  Council  entered  the  church  preceded  by  the 
vested  choir  singing  Hymn  520  as  a  processional. 

After  a  shortened  form  of  evening  prayer  Hymn  249 
was  sung. 

The  Bishop  with  appropriate  remarks  introduced 
Archdeacon  Lloyd,  who  summarized  the  work  of  the  past 
year  in  the  missionary  field. 

Reports  followed  from  Canon  Lockwood  of  the 
'Helena  Convocation;  Canon  Smeade  of  the  Little  Rock 
Convocation,  Canon  Whaling  of  the  Fort  Smith  Convoca- 
tion, and  Canon  Agate  of  the  Batesville  Convocation. 

Hymn  2()3  was  sung. 
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Rev.  James  W.  Thompson,  of  the  Lake  Village 
District;  Rev.  J.  Cyril  France,  City  Missionary  at  Little 
Rock;  Rev.  A.  M.  Treschow,  of  the  Mena  District;  Rev. 
Joseph  J.  Cornish,  of  Marianna,  and  Rev.  George  E.  Han- 
cock, of  Forrest  City,  made  short  addresses  on  the  work  in 
their  several  fields,  and  the  Rev.  C.  C.  Leman  of  Van 
Buren,  spoke  on  the  necessities  and  the  opportunities  for  a 
School  for  Girls  at  Winslow. 

The  offerings  were  taken  for  a  beginning  of  the  school 
work  at  Winslow,  and  were  presented  with  the  long  meter 
doxology,  "Praise  God  from  Whom  All  Blessings  Flow." 

The  Bishop  pronounced  the  benediction  and  the  Council 
retired  with  Hymn  252  as  a  recessional,  and  stood 
adjourned  till  tomorrow  morning  at  10  o'clock. 


SECOND  DAY. 


MORNING  SESSION. 

The  Bishop  being  at  Y.  M.  C.  A.  hall  to  open  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  and  the  Committee  on  Con- 
stitution and  Canons  being  in  session,  no  session  of  the 
Council  was  held  at  10  a.  m. 

AFTERNOON   SESSION. 

Council  met  at  2 :30  p.  m.,  and  it  being  Ascension  Day. 
V  as  opened  with  the  gospel  for  the  day,  the  creed,  and 
collects  said  by  the  Bishop. 

The  journal  of  yesterday  was  read  and  approved. 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons 
was  made  special  order  for  8  o'clock  p.  m. 

On  motion  the  Secretary  was  ordered  to  wire  the 
following  message  to  Samuel  S.  Faulkner,  Trustee  of  the 
Permanent  Episcopate  Fund:

extends  greetings,   with   hopes   for  your  speedy   return." 
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The  appointment  of  the  following  Special  Committee 
on  matters  relating  to  the  next  Pan-Anglican  Missionary 
Council  of  1907,  and  General  Convention,  appointed  by  the 
Bishop  during  recess  was  approved  by  the  Council:  Rev. 
G.  Gordon  Smeade,  Rev.  William  M.  Jefferis,  Rev.  Charles 
H.  Kues,  Joseph  A.  Reeves,  James  C.  Fitzhugh,  Rev. 
James  W.  Thompson. 

The  report  of  this  committee  was  read  and  accepted, 
and  under  the  provisional  order  of  business  announced  by 
the  Bishop,  became  a  special  order  for  8  p.  m.  tomorrow. 

The  action  of  the  Diocese  of  Milwaukee  on  the  subject 
cf  Courts  of  Appeal  was  on  motion  of  the  Secretary 
referred  to  this  Special  Committee.

A  couple  of  years  back  the 
Bishop  made  an  effort  to  create  a  special  fund  for  the  relief  of  the 
clergy  in  emergency  cases,  and  requested  me  to  take  charge  of  it. 
Thirty- seven  dollars  and  eight  cents  was  placed  in  my  hands.  The 
fund  did  not  grow  very  rapidly,  and  at  the  meeting  of  our  last  Council 
I  suggested  that  the  small  amount  be  turned  over  to  the  General 
Clergy  Relief,  etc.  It  was  so  ordered,  and  I  enclose  the  original 
$37.08  with  $2  interest,  making  a  total  of  $39.08.  which  you  will  ple'ise 
credit  to  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas.

UNIVERSITY  OF  THE  SOUTH. 

The  thoufijht  uppermost  in  the  minds  of  the  faculties  and  students, 
when  the  University  of  the  South  opened  for  its  Lent  Term  on  the 
17th  of  March,  was  the  loss  sustained  in  the  death  of  the  Chancellor, 
the  Rt.  Rev.  Thomas  Underwood  Dudley,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  D.  C.  L.. 
Bishop  of  Kentucky.  The  memorial  character  of  the  Vice  Chancellor's 
address  on  that  occasion,  and  the  action  of  the  Hebdomadal  Board 
in  regard  to  the  Chancellor's  death  at  its  first  meeting  this  year,  were 
not  intended  to  forestall  the  memorial  service  with  which  the  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  will  open  at  Sewanee  on  the  25th  of  June, 
when  more  formal  memorial  addresses  will  be  delivered. 

Changes  in  the  faculties  of  the  University  are  to  be  noted  as 
follows:  E.  H.  Babbitt,  Professor  of  Modern  Languages,  resigned 
during  the  past  year,  and  his  chair  is  being  filled  by  Glen  Levin 
Swiggett.  Ph.  D.,  lately  of  the  University  of  Missouri.  By  election 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  last  year,  the  Rev.  Thomas  Allen  Tidball, 
D.  D..  of  Philadelphia,  now  occupies  the  chair  of  Ecclesiastical  History 
and    Polity   in   the   Theological    Department,   and    St.    George   Leakin 
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Sioussat,  Ph.  D.,  that  of  History  and  Economics  in  the  Academic 
Department.  B.  M.  Roszel,  Ph.  D.,  became  Head  Master  of  the  Gram- 
mar School  at  the  beginning  of  the  Trinity  Term  last  year. 

Last  year,  from  March  to  December,  the  student  roll  of  the 
University  in  its  various  departments  aggregated  510,  which  was 
only  a  slight  falling  off  from  the  previous  year,  this  falling  off  being  in 
the  ranks  of  the  medical  students.  The  Academic  Department  was 
considerably  in  advance  of  former  years.  What  the  medical  school 
lacked  in  numbers  was  fully  made  up  in  the  quality  of  its  men  and 
the  class  of  M.  D.'s  and  Ph.  G.'s  graduated  in  January.  Though  not 
the  largest,  it  was  regarded  as  the  best  class  graduated  from  the 
University  in  many  years. 

The  University  opened  in  March  with  flattering  prospects  for  the 
present  year.  The  Academic  Department  has  thus  far  kept  about 
fifteen  ahead  of  its  members  in  the  Lent  Term  of  last  year,  and 
more  than  twice  that  number  ahead  of  the  previous  year.  It  has  in 
fact  more  students  than  in  any  previous  Lent  Term.  The  Medical 
Department  opened  a  month  earlier  than  previously,  and  already  has 
a  good  attendance,  and  the  full  student  attendance  of  more  than  jtjo 
in  all  the  various  departments  is  a  better  showing  than  ever  before 
made  at  this  time  of  year. 

Widespread  notice  has  been  given  of  a  Summer  School  of  The- 
ology in  the  Theological  Department  this  year,  to  open  on  the  first 
of  August  and  to  continue  four  weeks.  Besides  courses  of  lectures 
by  members  of  the  Theological  Faculty,  arrangements  are  being  made 
for  special  lectures  and  courses  of  lectures  by  visiting  speakers  and 
teachers. 

The  University  has  received  a  bequest  from  the  late  Mrs.  Herman 
Aldrich,  of  New  York,  of  $10,000,  to  be  applied  to  the  Endowment 
Fund.  The  Goodwyn  Fund  has  received  an  additional  $1,000,  in 
accordance  with  the  expressed  wish  of  the  late  Mrs.  Goodwyn,  01 
Nashville.  Last  December  a  movement  was  inaugurated  for  raising 
a  fund  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  University  more  effectively,  and  to 
secure  from  alumni  and  friends  pledges  for  annual  payments  up  to 
and  including  May  i,  1907.  That  year  will  be  celebrated  the 
University's  Semi-Centennial,  and  it  is  expected  to  have  a  large  fund 
raised  by  that  time,  to  be  applied  to: 

I.        For  properly  equipping  the   Scientific  Department. 

n.      For  the  completion  of  the  Gymnasium. 

HI.  For  the  completion  of  the  Library  Catalogue  and  for  i\\i 
purchase  of  new  books. 

IV.  For  the  improvement  of  the  Athletic  Field. 

V.  For  the  creation  of  a  permanent  fund  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  various  departments  of  the  University. 
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The  Chaplain  of  the  University,  Rev.  Mr.  Guerry,  spent  the  winter 
in  several  Southern  States  visiting  the  large  cities  in  the  interest  of 
this  fund,  and  also  urging  the  needs  of  a  new  Chapel,  as  a  result 
not  only  have  pledges  to  the  Semi-Centennial  Fund  been  secured  to 
the  amount  of  some  $20,000,  but  the  University  and  its  needs  are  more 
widely  known  than  ever  before.  Rev.  Mr.  Guerry  has  since  made  -i 
similar  visit  to  New  York,  and  with  good  success. 

Closely  related  to  the  Semi-Centennial  movement  is  the  effort 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  secure  money  for  the  building  of  a  new 
chapel  at  Sewanee.  The  committee  named  for  this  purpose  in  the 
Diocese  of  Georgia  has  organized  and  put  out  a  strong  circular  letter 
inviting  co-operation. 

The  long  continued  efforts  of  the  University  to  have  a  first-class 
printing  and  publishing  plant  established  at  Sewanee  have  at  last  met 
with  success,  and  within  a  few  months  the  "Sewanee  Press"  will  be 
in  operation.  This  means  much  for  Sewanee.  That  Sewanee  is  fitted 
to  become  a  literary  center  in  the  South  is  evidenced  by  the  "Sewanee 
Review,"  the  quarterly  which  is  now  in  its  twelfth  volume,  as  well 
as  by  the  number  of  books  emanating  from  Sewanee  writers. 

Baron  Speck  von  Stemburg,  the  German  Ambassador,  has 
accepted  an  invitation  to  deliver  the  Baccalaureate  Address  on  June 
30.  Every  effort  will  be  made  to  have  the  commencement  exercises 
this  year  surpass  in  dignity  those  of  former  years.

Resolved,  That  the  hearty  thanks  of  the  Council  be  tendered  to 
the  Rector  of  Trinity  and  his  parishioners  for  their  generous  hospitality. 

The  Committee  on  State  of  the  Church  submitted  th© 
following  report: 

Your  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  would  respectfully 
report  that  the  experience  of  the  past  year  gives  cause  for  encourage- 
ment in  many  respects.  The  number  of  communicants  has  increased 
at  a  greater  rate  than  in  any  recent  year,  and  contributions  to  the 
cause  of  missions  are  steadily  increasing.  There  are  now  canonically 
resident  in  the  Diocese  a  larger  number  of  clergymen  than  ever  before, 
and  their  devotion  to  duty  and  high  Christian  character  give  cause 
for  great  rejoicing. 

But,  while  these  facts  are  recorded  with  feelings  of  pride,  we 
must  not  overlook  the  fact  that  there  is  much  room  for  improvement 
in  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas.  When  we  consider  the  fact  that  more 
than  half  the  counties  in  this  great  commonwealth  are  entirely  devoid 
of  an  Episcopal  Church  or  Chapel  building;  that  many  of  these  have 
not  had  an  Episcopal  service  within  their  confines  for  many  ye:irs 
past;  and  that  many  of  the  large  towns  in  the  Diocese  have  no 
Episcopal  organization  and  are  making  no  effort  to  secure  one,  w^ 
are  forced  to  the  conclusion  that  although  more  than  three  score  years 
have  passed  since  the  organization  of  the  first  Arkansas  parish,  we 
are  still  practically  upon  the  very  threshhold  of  the  Church  of  God, 
and  that  our  labors  are  scarcely  yet  well  under  way.  There  ought 
to  be  an  Episcopal  Church  in  every  hamlet,  and  a  prayer  book  in 
every  home.  Every  youth  in  the  land  should  know  the  service,  an-l 
every  urchin  the  catechism  and  the  creed;  whereas,  in  fact,  there  are 
thousands  who  have  yet  to  witness  the  service  for  the  first  time,  and 
who  would  look  upon  our  clerical  vestments  as  an  emp^  form  and 
as  a  show  of  vanity. 

It  is  cause  for  joy,  however,  that  the  mission  work  is  organized 
and  advancing  as  never  before,  and  that  the  day  is  not  far  when 
The  Church   will  be  known  and  seen  in  every  section  of  the  State. 

We  find  a  greater  number  of  baptisms  and  confirmations  reported 
for  the  past  year  than  for  any  preceding  year.  Trinity  Cathedral  is 
preparing  to  remodel  the  Deanery.  St.  Paul's,  Newport,  is  ready  to 
build  a  magnificent  stone  church,  to  cost  not  less  than  $8,000.  Lots 
have  been  purchased  in  various  towns  preparatory  to  building,  and  the 
present  outlook  gives  promise  of  satisfactory  progress  in  the  coming 
year. 
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Your  committee  also  urges  a  deeper  interest  in   Sunday  school 
work.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CONSTITUTION 

AND  CANONS. 

Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Council', 

We,  your  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons,  ask  leave  to 
make  the  following  report :  We  have  had  under  consideration  the  very 
important  question  of  providing  for  the  organization  and  establish- 
ment of  a  complete  system  of  convocations  in  the  Diocese,  and  have 
had  the  benefit  of  the  wisdom  and  advice  of  a  number  of  the  leading 
and  most  thoughtful  men  of  the  church  in  the  nation.  With  this 
invaluable  aid  we  feel  that  we  have  reached  a  solution  which  will 
be  free  of  objection  from  any  source,  and  beg  to  submit  the  following: 
We  offer  the  following  as  amendments  to  the  Constitution: 
Resolved,  That  paragraph  2,  of  Article  I,  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Diocese  of  Arkansas  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read 
as  follows: 
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"2.  The  Priests,  or  Presbyters,  who  preach  the  Word,  administer 
the  sacraments  of  The  Church,  and  have  the  oversight  and  pastoral 
care  of  the  Laity  in  their  several  congregations.  They  also  have  the 
right  to  advise  their  Bishop,  and,  when  admitted  to  membership  in  the 
Diocesan  Council  as  provided  in  Article  II,  they  shall  share  in  the 
government  of  The  Church,  according  to  the  Canons.  Provided,  The 
minister  in  charge  of  each  congregation,  whether  or  not  he  be  a 
member  of  the  Council,  may  exercise  the  same  authority  in  his  con- 
gregation as  is  now,  or  may  hereafter  be  provided  by  the  Canons.'* 

Resolved,  further,  that  Article  II  of  the  Constitution  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"ARTICLE  II. 
•Of  the  Council. 

"Section  i.  There  shall  be  a  Council  annually  at  such  time  and 
place  as  the  Council,  from  time  to  time,  may  designate;  and  in  case 
of  its  failure  to  do  so  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  a  time  and  place. 

"Sec.  2.  The  Bishop,  by  virtue  of  his  office  shall  be  President  of 
the  Council,  and  in  his  absence  the  Council  shall  select  one  of  its 
members  to  preside,  pro  tempore. 

"Sec  3.  The  Council  shall  be  composed  of  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  the  clergymen  who  are  now  canonically  resident  in  the  follow- 
ing parishes,  and  their  canonical  successors,  to-wit:

"And  of  three  Lay  Delegates  from  each  of  the  said  parishes  to  be 
chosen   annually   by   their   respective   vestries    from   among  the   male 
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communicants  of  their  respective  congregations;  also,  of  the  clergy- 
men who  are  now  canonically  resident  in  the  following  Organized 
Missions,  and  their  canonical  successors,  to-wit:

"And  of  one  Lay  Delegate  from  each  of  said  Organized  Missions, 
to  be  appointed  annually  by  the  minister  in  charge  of  the  respective 
missions  from  among  the  male  communicants  of  their  respective  con- 
gregations; and,  also,  of  such  other  Clerical  Delegates  and  Lay 
Delegates  as  may  be  admitted  from  time  to  time  under  the  provisions 
of  Section  5  of  this  Article. 

"Sec  4.  The  Chancellor,  the  Secretary,  and  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese  and  Registrar  shall  be  entitled,  ex-of!icio,  to  seats  in  the 
Council,  with  the  right  to  debate,  but  shall  have  no  vote  as  such. 

"Sec  5.  Clerical  Delegates  and  Lay  Delegates,  other  than  those 
provided  for  in  Section  3  of  this  Article,  may  be  admitted  to  member- 
ship in  the  Council  by  the  affirmative  vote  of  three-fourths  of  all  the 
Clerical  Members  of  the  Council  and  three-fourths  of  all  the  Lay 
Members  of  the  Council,  voting  by  orders  and  by  ballot 

"Sec  6.  Special  Councils  may  be  called  by  the  Bishop  when 
urgent  necessity  may  require;  provided,  ten  days  notice,  by  mail,  shall 
be  given  each  member. 

"Sec  7.  Without  the  concurrence  of  the  Clergy  and  the  Laity, 
voting  by  orders,  no  rule  of  law  or  The  Church  shall  be  adopted, 
amended,  or  repealed. 

"Sec  8.  Any  duty  devolving  upon  the  Bishop  may  be  performed 
by  the  Standing  Committee  in  case  of  vacancy." 

Resolved,  further,  That  Article  III  of  the  Constitution  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"ARTICLE  III. 
"Of  the  Organization  of  Congregations. 


"Section  i.  All  parishes,  missions  and  congregations  shall  be 
organized  in  conformity  with  the  Canons  relating  thereto,  and  no  new 
parish  shall  have  an  organized  existence  in  this  Diocese  unless  it  shill 
be  approved  by  the  Bishop  and  acknowledged  by  the  Council  by  1 
vote  of  three-fourths  of  all  the  Clerical  Members  of  the  Council  and 
three-fourths  of  all  the  Lay  Members  of  the  Council,  voting  by  orders 
and  by  ballot. 
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"Sec  2.    The  Organized  Missions  named  in  Section  3,  of  Article 

II,  may  be  acknowledged  as  parishes  by  a  majority  vote  of  thoce 
present,  at  any  Annual  Council." 

Be  it  further  resolved,  That*  this  resolution  shall  lie  over  until 
the  next  Annual  Council,  and  in  the  meantime  it  shall  be  notified  to 
all  the  parishes  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Council  within  thirty  days 
from  this  date. 

Be  it  resolved,  That  Section  49,  Canon  I,  Title  III,  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"Sec  49.  The  Bishop  may  divide  the  Diocese  into  Convocations, 
naming  the  parishes  and  congregations  to  be  assigned  to  each  Convoca- 
tion, and  every  clergymen,  parish,  and  mission  in  the  Diocese  shall  be 
assigned  to  one  or  other  of  such  Convocations." 

Resolved,  further.  That  the  following  sections  be,  and  the  same 
are  hereby  added  to  Canon  I,  Title  III,  and  shall  become  a  part 
thereof,  to- wit: 

"6ec.  54a.  That  all  congregations,  and  the  ministers  in  charge 
thereof,  who  are  not  now  members  of  the  Diocesan  Council  or  of 
existing  Convocations,  and  who  may  not  hereafter  become  members 
thereof,  be  organized  into  a  Convocation,  or  Convocations,  in  which 
such  ministers  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat,  and  every  such  duly 
organized  congregation  of  such  Convocation  shall  be  entitled  to 
representation  therein  by  three  Lay  Delegates,  the  Bishop,  or  his  duly 
authorized  representative  to  be  ex-oMcio  chairman  of  such  Convoca- 
tion. All  Constitutional  and  Canonical  measures  adopted  by  such 
Convocation  in  order  to  become  effective  shall  be  presented  to  and 
ratified  and  confirmed  by  the  Diocesan  Council.. 

"Sec  S4b.     Be  it  resolved.    That  Section  54b  of  Canon  I.  Title 

III,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

"Sec  54b.  The  Convocation  provided  for  in  Section  54a  shall 
convene  annually  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  provided  by  resolu- 
tion of  said  Convocation  spread  upon  its  minutes;  provided  the  annual 
session  of  said  Convocation  shall  be  held  not  more  than  thirty  days 
prior  to  the  session  of  the  Diocesan  Council. 

"Sec.  54c.  All  funds  that  may  be  contributed  by  the  members  of 
the  Convocation  provided  for  by  Section  54a,  and  all  funds  that  may 
be  appropriated  to  said  Convocation  by  the  annual  Council,  or  donated 
to  it  from  any  source,  shall  be  expended  by  authority  of  said  Convoca- 
tion under  the  supervision  of  the  Bishop  for  the  promotion  of  the 
work  of  The  Church  in  said  Convocation. 

"Sec.  54d.  Said  Convocation  may,  when  six  separate  parishes  or 
missions,  or  congregations,  shall  have  been  organized  according  to 
the  Canons  and  admitted  to  membership  in  said  Convocation,  adopt  for 
their  government  a  Constitution  and  Canons  not  inconsistent  with  the 
general  Constitution  and  general  Canons  and  not  inconsistent  with  the

Constitution  and  Canons  of  this  Diocese,  and  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocesan  Council,  and  the  Constitution  when  so 
adopted  shall  provide  that  said  Convocation  shall  be  under  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese;  that  all  Canons  adopted  by  it 
shall  be  approved  by  the  Bishop  before  becoming  operative;  and  may 
provide  for  its  absolute  independence  of  the  Diocesan  Council 

"Sec.  54e.  All  Canons  hereafter  adopted  by  the  Council  having 
special  and  exclusive  reference  to  said  Convocation  before  becoming 
operative  shall  be  approved  by  the  said  Cpnvocation  and  by  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese. 

"Sec  S4f.  After  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Convoca- 
tion provided  for  in  Section  54d,  .no  alteration  thereof  shall  be  made 
except  in  the  manner  provided  by  Article  VIII  of  the  present  Consti- 
tution of  the  Diocese.  And  all  propositions  to  amend  the  Constitution 
of  said  Convocation  before  becoming  operative  shall  be  approved  by 
the  Bishop  and  by  two-thirds  of  all  of  the  Clerical  Members  of  the 
Council  and  two-thirds  of  all  of  the  Lay  Members  of  the  Counal 
voting  by  orders. 

Sec  54g.  Said  Convocation,  and  the  parishes,  missions  and  con- 
gregations composing  the  same,  shall  at  all  times  comform  to  the 
general  Constitution  and  Canons  of  The  Church  and  shall  be  subject 
to  the  same  methods  of  discipline  as  are  now  provided  by  Canon. 

"Sec  54h.  The  committees  and  subordinate  officers  of  said  Con- 
vocation shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop. 

"Sec.  54i.  The  annual  session  of  said  Convocation  may,  by  reso- 
lution duly  certified  by  its  presiding  officer  and  Secretary,  express  its 
choice  for  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  and  for  delegates  to 
the  General  Convention,  and  in  the  event  of  the  election  of  a  Bishop, 
a  Bishop  Coadjutor,  or  a  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  may  express  its 
choice  for  the  officer  so  to  be  elected,  stating  separately  the  number 
of  votes  cast  by  the  clergy  and  by  the  laity  in  Convocation  for  each 
person;  and  the  vote  so  certified  to  the  Council  shall  be  estimated 
in  such  election. 

"These  amendments  seem  to  be  necessary  to  authorize  the  enact- 
ment of  the  Canons,  which  your  committee  believe  to  be  necessary  to 

a  complete  system. 

"Respectfully  submitted, 

"John  T.  Hicks, 

"Chairman." 

The  amendments  to  the  Constitution  as  reported  by  the 
committee  were  approved  by  unanimous  vote  of  the  Council, 
and  ordered  to  lie  over  until  the  next  Council  and  to  be 
certified  to  the  several  Parishes  and  Missions  by  the  Secre- 
tary within  thirty  days. 
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The  following  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted: 

"Resolved,  That  Sections  54a  and  54b  of  Canon  I,  Title  III,  be 
and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed." 

The  vote  being  unanimous,  the  Canons  were  declared 
constitutionally  repealed. 

Proposed  amendments  were  approved  and  ordered  to 
lie  over  till  the  next  Council. 

The  following  resolution  offered  by  Chancellor  Hicks 
was  unanimously  adopted  by  a  rising  vote: 

Whereas,  Certain  conditions  of  a  social  nature  have  existed  in  the 
Diocese  of  Arkansas  which  have  had  a  tendency  to  retard  the  progress 
of  The  Church, 

Whereas,  In  attempting  to  correct  these  conditions  our  beloved 
Bishop  has  been  the  recipient  of  many  criticisms,  some  of  which  are 
characterized  by  the  most  uncharitable,  most  un-Christian  spirit 

Whereas,  We  sincerely  believe  that  the  entire  course  of  our 
Bishop  is  wholly  free  from  just  criticism,  and  that  he  is  prompted  in 
his  efforts  by  nothing  save  the  most  Godly  purposes  and  the  most 
sacred  motives. 

Whereas,  We  believe  that  those  criticisms  come  from  those 
persons  only  who  wholly  fail  to  appreciate  the  serious  character  of  the 
conditions  aforesaid. 

Resolved,  That  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas  in  annual  Council 
assembled,  does  hereby  pledge  to  the  Bishop  its  most  unqualified  sup- 
port in  his  unselfish  and  praiseworthy  efforts  in  this  behalf;  that  we 
most  heartily  commend  him  as  a  man  of  undaunted  courage,  and  Chris- 
tian forebearance.  We  believe  that  his  disposition  to  forgiveness 
toward  those  who  refer  to  him  in  terms  most  intolerant  entitles  him  to 
unstinted  praise,  and  we  assure  him  that  while  the  storm  of  invective 
was  hanging  low  we  believe  that  those  of  our  country  who  fully 
appreciate  the  seriousness  and  magnitude  of  the  question  he  has 
undertaken  to  solve  have  reserved  for  him  a  position  truly  enviable  in 
their  personal  esteem. 

The  Bishop  replied  to  the  resolution  in  touching  words 
and  with  profound  feeling. 

The  Chancellor  offered  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  Canon  XIV,  Section  31,  be  amended  by  changing 
Item  6  of  said  Section  31,  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  "6.  Appointment 
of  Standing  Committees,  except  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and 
Canons,"  and  by  adding  to  said  section  the  following:  "25.  Appoint- 
ment of  a  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons." 
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The  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted,  and  being  so 
adopted  the  Canon  was  declared  constitutionally  amended. 
Adjourned  till  tomorrow  morning  at  10  o'clock. 


THIRD   DAY. 


MORNING  SESSION. 

Council  was  opened  with  prayers  by  the  Bishop. 

Under  the  Canon  the  Bishop  appointed  Ven.  W.  K. 
Lloyd,  D.  D.,  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Education, 
and  the  following  were  elected  by  vote  of  the  Council :  Rev. 
Jos.  J.  Cornish,  Rev.  C.  C.  Leman,  Rev.  George  B.  Nor- 
ton, D.  D.,  Mr.  N.  B.  Trulock,  Mr.  John  T.  Hicks,  Mr. 
John  Catling,  Mr.  Gustave  Jones,  Mr.  Morris  C.  Tombler. 

Committee  on  matters  before  the  next  General  Con- 
vention submitted  the  following  from  the  Diocese  of  Mil- 
waukee, and  reported  that  the  committee  favors  some  kind 
of  extra  Diocesan  Courts  of  Appeal. 

Diocesan    Office,   Milwaukee,  Wis.,   October   i,    1902, 

To  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas. 

Dear  Sir  :  I  hereby  beg  to  inform  you  officially  that  at  the  recent 
Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Milwaukee,  held  at  the  Cathedral. 
Milwaukee,  September  16-17,  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions 
were  unanimously  adopted,  viz : 

"Whereas,  Recent  events  that  have  been  widely  published 
and  discussed  in  the  public  press,  have  illustrated  anew  the 
grave  evils  resulting  from  the  neglect  in  this  ChurcH  to  make 
canonical  provision  for  extra-diocesan  Courts  of  Appeals  in 
cases  of  the  trial  of  a  clergyman;  a  neglect  that  renders  both 
the  minister  who  may  be  defendant,  and  the  Bishop  who  may 
act  as  trial  judge  or  may  pronounce  sentence  after  trial,  liable 
to  the  gravest  injustice  or  suspicion  of  injustice,  by  reason  of 
the  impossibility  of  granting  or  receiving  a  new  trial  upon 
appeal  to  a  higher  court ;  therefore  be  it 

''Resolved,  That  the  Diocese  of  Milwaukee,  which  has 
happily  been   free  from  any  instances  of  the  trial  of  any  of 
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her  clergy  for  a  long  term  of  years,  earnestly  petitions  General 
Convention  to  grant  some  form  of  relief,  by  provision  for 
extra-diocesan  Courts  of  Appeals,  for  the  protection  alike  of 
the  Bishops  and  the  other  clergy  of  this  Church;  and 

"Resolved f  further,  that  such  relief  can,  in  the  opinion  of 
this  Diocese,  be  most'  satisfactorily  effected  by  means  of  a 
wise  provision  for  the  grouping  of  Dioceses  and  Missionary 
Districts  together  in  a  Provincial  System  designed  to  embrace 
the  whole  country,  by  due  provision  of  Canon,  according  to 
the  terms  of  Article  VII  of  the  Constitution;  and 

"Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Council  be  and  is 
hereby  instructed  to  communicate  this  action  to  the  Secretaries 
of  the  several  Diocesan  Councils,  Conventions,  and  Sjmods  of 
the  Church  in  this  country,  with  the  request  that  it  be  brought 
to  the  attention  of  each  of  the  said  Diocesan  bodies  j  and  that 
this  Diocese  earnestly  requests  the  co-operation  of  each  of  such 
bodies,  if  it  shall  seem  good  to  any  of  them,  in  presenting 
to  the  General  Convention  of  1904  a  body  of  petitions  from 
every  Diocese  embodying  the  preamble  and  the  first  or  the 
first  and  second  of  these  resolutions,  or  others  of  like  import, 
at  their  own  discretion,  to  the  end  that  the  mind  of  the  Church 
at  large  on  this  important  and  pressing  matter  may  be  distinctly 
shown ;  and  this  Diocese  would  appreciate  the  courtesy  of  any 
other  Diocese  that  would  inform  their  Secretary  what  action, 
if  any,  might  be  taken  therein  under  this  invitation." 

In  obedience  to  this  resolution,  I  respectfully  request  you  to  bring 
this  communication  to  the  attention  of  your  Diocese  (or  Missionary 
District),  at  its  next  conciliar  meeting,  and  will  greatly  appreciate  tlie 
courtesy  if  you  will  inform  me  what  action,  if  any,  taken  in  respect 
thereto,  and  under  this  invitation.

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PREAMBI^E  AND  RESOLUTION. 

Whereas,  There  is  a  growing  sentiment  throughout 
the  Church  in  favor  of  the  use  of  the  Revised  Version  of  the 
Bible  in  public  worship;  and 

Whereas,  the  Marginal  Readings  Bible  authorized  by 
the  General  Convention  in  1901  has  emphasized  but  not  fully 
satisfied  this  sentiment;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Cali- 
fornia hereby  petitions  the  General  Convention  to  take  such 
action  as  may  be  necessary  to  permit  the  use  of  the  Revised 
Version  in  the  lessons  in  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer. 

I  respectfully  request  you  to  bring  this  communication  to 
the  attention  of  your  Diocese  (or  Missionary  District),  at  its 
next  cotmciliar  meeting,  and  will  greatly  appreciate  the  cour- 
tesy if  you  will  inform  me  what  action,  if  any,  is  taken  in 
respect  thereto,  and  under  this  invitatioa

On  suggestion  of  the  Bishop  the  members  of  the 
Judiciary  Committee  were  added  to  the  Committee  on 
Constitution  and  Canons. 

It  was  voted  that  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council  be 
held  at  St.  Luke's,  Hot  Springs. 

Rev.  C.  H.  Lockwood,  D.  D.,  presented  the  following 
letter  and  memorandum,  which  were  ordered  printed  in  the 
Journal :

Chancellor  John    T.  Hicks    presented    the    following 
resolution : 

Be  it  resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons 
be,  and  they  are  hereby  instructed  to  revise  the  present  Constitution 
of  this  Diocese,  to  make  such  changes  and  amendments  as,  to  said 
committee,  may  seem  to  be  necessary,  and  to  codify  the  existing  Canons 
of  the  Diocese  and  suggest  such  changes  and  such  additional  Canons 
as  may  be  deemed  expedient. 

Said  committee  may  fill  vacancies  that  may  occur  in  its  member- 
ship by  refusal  to  serve,  by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Bishop. 

Said  committee  shall  prepare  a  report  of  the  result  of  its  labors, 
shall  cause  thf  same  to  be  printed,  and  ninety  days  before  the  next 
Annual  Council  shall  transmit  at  least  ten  copies  thereof  to  the 
minister  in  charge  of  each  parish  and  organized  mission  in  the  Diocese 
which  may  then  have  a  right  to  representation  in  the  Council. 

Said  committee  shall  make  report  at  the  next  Annual  Council, 
and  if  the  same  shall  be  approved  by  the  Bishop,  and  by  two-thirds 
of  the  clergy,  and  by  two-thirds  of  the  laity  present,  voting  by  orders, 
that  portion  thereof  which  may  be  presented  as  a  revision  of  the  Con- 
stitution, shall  thereupon  become  the  Constitution  of  this  Diocese; 
and  if  that  portion  thereof  which  shall  be  presented  as  Canons  shall 
be  approved  by  a  majority  of  clergy  and  by  a  majority  of  the  laitv 
present,  the  same  shall  become  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese. 
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Resolved,  That  this  resolution  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
approved,  as  in  compliance  with  Article  VIII  of  the  Constitution. 

The  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted. 

On  motion  it  was  voted  to  change  the  title  of  the  fund 
for  **Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy  and  Widows  and  Qrphans 
of  Deceased  Clergy*'  to  the  "General  Clergy  Relief  Fund," 
and  -to  take  an  offering  on  National  Thanksgiving  Day,  or 
Quinquagesima  Sunday,  and  the  Secretary  was  directed 
to  publish  the  card  of  the  Trustees  of  the  fund  on  the  third 
page  of  the  cover  of  the  Journal,  as  was  done  last  year. 

The  Treasurer  was  directed  to  pay  the  Secretary  $100 
as  an  honorarium,  and  to  pay  the  Sexton  of  Trinity  Church 
$5  for  his  services  during  the  meeting  of  the  Cotincil. 

Rev.  G.  B.  Norton  submitted  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  have  one  thousand  copies  of  the 
Journal  printed  for  distribution,  as  usual,  and,  further,  that  one 
thousand  reprints  of  the  amendments  to  the  Constitution  and  of  the 
Canons  adopted  at  this  Council  be  printed.

OFFICIAL  RECORD. 

It  is  my  privilege  to  welcome  you  to  the  Thirty-second  Annual 

Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas.     I  dor  this  most  warmly  in  the 

joyful  hope  and  belief  that  our  meeting  together  once  more  in  social 

fellowship  and  deliberative  conference  will  do  us  and  the  Diocese  at 

large  much  good. 

I. 

NECROLOGY. 

Since  our  last  Annual  Council  the  following  Bishops  in  the  one 
Holy,  Catholic  and  Apostolic  Church  of  God,  belonging  to  the  Ameri- 
can branch  of  the  Anglican  Communion,  have  passed  from  the  Church 
Militant  to  the  Church  Triumphant,  namely: 

1.  The  Rt.  Rev.  Thomas  March  Clark,  D.  1)..  L.L.  1)..  Presiding 
Bishop  and  Bishop  of  Rhode  Island,  died  in  Sept.,  1903.  He  had 
been  for  a  long  time  the  oldest  Bishop  of  the  Anglican  Communioa 
In  his  early  days  Bishop  Clark  became  famous  as  a  lecturer  and  pulpit 
orator.  He  was  always  a  wise  administrator,  an  astute  thinker,  and  a 
man  of  great  piety. 

2.  The  Rt.  Rev.  Thomas  Alfred  Starkey,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of 
Newark,  died  at  his  home  in  East  Orange,  N.  J.,  on  the  morning  of 
Sunday,  May  17,  1903.  Bishop  Starkey  lived  to  the  ripe  age  of  eighty- 
five.  He  had  successful  pastorates  in  Albany,  and  Geneva,  N.  Y., 
Cleveland,   Ohio,   and   Paterson,  N.  J.,   and   consecrated  Bishop  of 

Newark  on  Jan.  8,  1880.  He  rendered  conspicuous  service  to  the 
Church  during  his  Episcopate  as  a  member  of  the  commission  for  the 
safe-guarding  of  immigrants.  He  was  a  man  of  scholarly  tempera- 
ment, an  impressive  preacher,  and  possessed  of  a  cordial  and  charming 
personality. 
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3.  The  Rt.  Rev.  Abiel  Leonard,  D.  D.,  Missionary  Bishop  of  Salt 
Lake,  passed  away  at  his  home  on  Dec  3,  1903.  As  the  successor  of 
Bishops  Whitaker  and  Tuttle,  Dr.  Leonard  admirably  maintained  the 
traditions  which  they  had  established  and  made  his  own  large  contribu- 
tion to  the  extension  of  the  Church  in  the  immense  district  placed 
under  his  care.  As  a  Misssionary  Bishop  he  possessed  the  power  to 
inspire  his  people  with  missionary  zeal.  His  was  a  life  of  peerless 
devotion  to  duty. 

4.  The  Rt.  Rev.  James  Addison  Ingle,  D.  D.,  Missionary  Bishop 
of  Hankow,  China,  died  on  the  morning  of  Dec.  7,  1903.  The  news 
came  as  a  great  shock  and  surprise  to  all.  His  short  Episcopate  was 
marked  by  many  advance  steps.  We  have  recently  learned  from  the 
Rev.  Herbert  Roots,  who  has  just  returned  from  China,  how  singularly 
earnest  and  far  sighted  Bishop  Ingle  was.  He  set  himself  to  the  task 
of  training  Chinese  clergy,  catechists  and  teachers.  He  planted  elemen- 
tary day  schools  and  developed  Boone  school.  He  founded  medical 
missions  and  studied  to  bring  the  Church's  influence  to  bear  upon  all 
phases  of  Chinese  life. 

5.  The  Rt.  Rev.  Thomas  Underwood  Dudley,  D.  D.,  L.L.  D..  D. 
C.  L.,  Bishop  of  Kentucky,  died  suddenly  in  the  City  of  New  York  »>n 
Friday,  Jan.  22,  1904.  Bishop  Dudley  was  Chairman  of  the  Commis- 
sion for  Church  Work  among  the  Colored  People,  and  Chancellor  of 
the  University  of  the  South.  He  will  be  sorely  missed.  Bishop  Dudley 
was  one  of  the  most  polished,  genial  and  conspicuous  prelates  of  the 
American  Church. 

The  Rev.  William  Allan  Fair,  Presbyter,  passed  to  his  reward 
in  Little  Rock,  on  the  evening  of  Oct.  20,  1903.  Mr.  Fair  consecrated 
the  early  years  of  his  ministry  to  the  missionary  field.  He  spent 
twenty-five  years  in  Africa.  He  labored  for  a  few  months  amongst 
the  colored  people  in  Little  Rock,  by  whom  he  was  ver^  much  re- 
spected and  beloved.  Guileless  and  without  pretension,  at  the  same 
time  he  was  a  man  of  strong  convictions.  He  died  in  the  faith  which 
illuminated  and  consoled  him  in  life. 

The  Rev.  Richard  S.  James,  D.  D.,  L.L.  D.,  died  at  Eureka  Springs, 
on  Saturday,  Nov.  14,  1903.  Dr.  James  was  born  in  Philadelphia  and 
educated  at  Brown  University.  He  was  a  man  of  scholarly  instincts. 
He  had  been  a  physician,  teacher,  and  Baptist  minister  before  he 
entered  the  ministry  of  the  Church.  Bishop  Pierce  and  he  were  in 
college  together,  and  it  was  largely  through  the  Bishop's  influence  that 
the  Doctor  came  into  the  Church.  His  college  friend  ordained  him  to 
both  the  diacoiiate  and  priesthood  some  fifteen  years  ago,  and  they 
worked  together  until  separated  by  death.  Dr.  James  exercised  his 
ministry  in  the  Church  at  Arkadelphia,  Morrilton,  Russellville,  Mam- 
moth Spring  and  Eureka  Springs. 
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II. 

THE  RECORD  OF  MY  OFFICIAL  VISITATIONS  AND  ACTS 

FOR  THE  COUNCIL  YEAR  1903-4. 

The  Bishops  are  required  by  a  general  Canon  of  the  Church  to 
keep  a  record  of  their  official  acts  and  to  report  them  to  the  Council 

As  we  publish  a  Council  Journal  and  as  my  annual  official 
addresses  appear  in  it,  I  do  not  feel  obliged  to  read  the  whole  record 
of  my  work  to  the  Council  and  shall  therefore  take  the  liberty  of  con- 
fining myself  to  the  more  interesting  portions  of  it. 

I.    SUMMER  VISITATIONS. 

Wednesday,  May  13,  1903,  10  a.  m.,  opened  the  Thirty-first  Amiual 
Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas  at  Trinity  Cathedral,  Little  Rock, 
with  the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  and  the  ordination  to 
the  diaconate  of  two  candidates.  At  3  p.  m.  delivered  my  fifth  official 
address  to  the  Annual  Council.  May  14  and  15,  presided  at  all 
the  sessions  of  the  Council. 

Sunday,  May  17,  10:30  a.  m.,  catechised  St.  John's  Sunday  school, 
Fort  Smith.  11  a.  m.,  preached,  confirmed  one  candidate  and  cele- 
brated the  Holy  Communion  in  St.  John's  Church,  Fort  Smith.  7:30 
p.  m.,  conducted  evening  prayer,  and  preached  in  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Fayetteville.  After  the  service  had  an  informal  conference  with  the 
Vestry. 

Tuesday,  May  19,  7:30  p.  m.,  administered  Holy  Baptism  to  one 
adult  candidate,  confirmed  four  candidates,  preached  and  celebrated 
the  Holy  Communion  at  St.  Mack's,  Jonesboro. 

Wednesday,  May  20,  7:30  p.  m.,  baptized  two  adult  candidates, 
confirmed  five  candidates  and  preached  at  Pocahontas.  This  was  my 
first  visitation  here  since  the  erection  of  our  attractive  Chapel. 

Sunday,  May  24,  assisted  at  morning  prayer  in  the  Cathedral. 

Sunday,  May  31,  10  a.  m.,  catechised  St.  Paul's  Sunday  school, 
Batesville.  10:30  a.  m.,  at  morning  prayer,  preached  and  confirmc' 
two  candidates  in  St.  Paul's  Church.  7:30  p.  m.,  at  evening  prayer, 
preached  and  confirmed  eight  candidates  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  New- 
port. After  the  service  I  pronounced  a  sentence  of  de-consecration 
upon  the  old  church  building,  which,  it  was  supposed,  would  soon 
give  place  to  a  splendid  new  structure ;  but  the  plans  of  the  Rector  and 
the  Vestry  having  miscarried,  the  Chapel  is  still  in  use. 

Saturday,  June  6,  1903,  attended  a  large  reception  at  Helena,  given 
by  St.  John's  Parish  on  the  combined  anniversaries  of  the  marriage 
of  the  Rev.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Lockwood  and  of  their  coming  to  Helena. 
This  was  the  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  the  marriage  and  the  four- 
teenth of  the  Doctor's  Rectorship  of  St.  John's.  It  was  evident  at  the 
reception  that  the  Rector  and  his  family  had  endeared  themselves  not 
only  to  the  cliurch  people  of  Helena,  but  to  the  whole  community. 
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Sunday,  June  7, 11  a.  m.,  took  part  in  a  Thanksgiving  Anniversary 
Service  and  preached  in  St.  John's  Church,  Helena.  The  Rev.  R.  W. 
Rhames  was  present  and  assisted  in  the  servi<^e.  Mr.  Rhames  had  been 
a  fellow  student  with  Dr.  Lockwood  at  Seabury  Hall,  Fairbault,  Minn. 

As  I  said  upon  that  happy  occasion :  "It  has  been  my  privilege  to 
have  known  more  or  less  about  many  pastors  and  congregations,  and 
I  am  glad  to  bear  witness  that  I  have  never  known  a  pastor  who  could 
say  to  his  people  with  more  propriety  than  Dr.  Lockwood,  these  words 
of  St.  Paul :  'Those  things  which  ye  have  both  learned  and  received, 
and  heard,  and  seen  in  me  do;  and  the  God  of  peace  shall  be  with 
you.*  And  I  have  never  known  a  congregation  of  which  a  pastor 
could  more  appropriately  use  the  same  Apostle's  words:  'I  thank 
my  God  upon  every  remembrance  of  you  always,  in  every  prayer  of 
mine  for  you  all,  making  request  with  joy  for  your  fellowship  in  the 
Gospel  from  the  first  day  until  now ;  being  confident  of  this  very  things 
that  he  which  hath  begun  a  good  work  in  you  will  perform  it  until 
the  day  of  Jesus  Christ.' "  At  this  service  I  confirmed  one  candidate 
and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

Sunday,  June  14,  preached  and  confirmed  twelve  candidates  in 
Trinity  Church,  Van  Buren.  At  10  a.  m.,  7:30  p.  m.,  preached  and 
confirmed  one  candidate  in  St.  John's  Church,  Fort  Smith. 

Tuesday,  June  18,  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Board  of 
Missions  in  Little  Rock. 

Sunday,  June  21,  preached  and  confirmed  three  candidates  in  St 
Luke's  Church,  Hot  Springs. 

Monday,  June  22  to  25,  I  attended  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  for  the  University  of  the  South  at  Sewanee.  Owing  to 
my  prolonged  illness,  which  left  no  strength  for  anything  beyond  the 
v/ork  of  our  Diocese,  I  had  not  attended  the  meeting  of  this  board 
for  three  years.    I  was  thankful  to  be  able  to  take  my  place  in  it  again. 

2.    VACATION  WORK. 

From  Sewanee  I  went  to  my  summer  home  at  Gallon,  Ohio,  arriv- 
ing June  26.  This  was  my  headquarters  until  Oct.  30,  when  I  left  for 
Little  Rock,  arriving  there  on  the  31st. 

I  suppose  many  think  that  the  four  months  which  I  spend  from 
year  to  year  at  Brownella  Cottage,  Galion,  Ohio,  are  months  of  com- 
plete relaxation  and  rest.  Let  me  assure  you  that  your  Bishop  seldom 
works  less  than  ten  hours  per  day  from  one  year's  end  to  the  other, 
and  that  whether  he  is  at  Little  Rock  or  Galion  he  is  spending,  and 
being  spent  for  his  beloved  Diocese.  After  July  i,  there  is  no  visita- 
tion work  to  be  done  and  my  other  work,  of  which  there  is  much 
more  than  any  one  who  does  not  know,  can  dream  of,  may  be  done 
better  during  the  hot  months  at  Galion,  than  at  Little  Rock,  for  it  is 
much  cooler  there,  and  I  am  almost  absolutely  free  from  interruptions. 
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I  would  be  glad  to  get  back  by  Oct  i,  but  the  great  annual  meetings 
of  the  Church,  such  as  the  Missionary  Council,  and  General  Convoca- 
tion, occur  in  that  month,  and  it  would  not  be  worth  while  to  come 
down  to  open  the  house  and  go  back  again. 

Galion,  Ohio,  no  doubt,  seems  a  good  ways  off  to  you,  but  the 
train  service  is  so  quick  as  to  make  it  quite  near  to  Little  Rock.  I  can 
leave  Galion  any  morning  on  the  "Big  Four  Southwestern  Limited*' 
at  5 :45  and  be  in  Little  Rock  the  next  morning  at  6 :50,  and  there  are 
two  other  good  daily  trains  which  could  get  me  through  almost  as 
quickly.  Indeed,  there  are  some  places  in  the  Diocese^  Enrdca 
Springs  is  one  of  them,  which  I  can  reach  almost  as  soon  from 
Galion  as  from  Little  Rock. 

You  will  be  glad  to  know  that  my  arrangements  with  the  new 
Archdeacon  of  Arkansas  is  such  as  that  he  will  be  in  the  Diocese 
while  I  am  away,  except  during  the  meeting  of  the  Missionary  Coun- 
cil, which  will  never  require  his  absence  more  than  ten  or  fifteen  d«ys> 
So  far  as  our  great  Missionary  field  is  concerned,  the  Archdeacon  ot 
the  Diocese  is  practically  an  assistant  Bishop  and  he  does  that  work 
much  better  than  it  could  be  done  by  me,  handicapped  as  I  am  with 
so  many  affairs. 

As  my  health  was  so  much  better  last  summer  than  it  had  been 
during  the  three  preceding  summers,  I  did  some  preaching  on  Sun- 
days. In  the  course  of  the  summer  I  preached  twice  at  Galion  and 
Detroit,  and  once  each  at  Mansfield,  Cardington,  Bucynis,  Upper  San- 
dusky and  Shelby.  All  these  places  except  Detroit,  are  Ohio  towns  in 
the  neighborhood  of  Galion.  I  also  preached  three  tiroes  in  Wash- 
ington, D.  C,  and  once  in  Wilmington,  Del,  and  made  an 
address  to  the  Chicago  Diocesan  Branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary. 

3.    AUTUMN  AND  WINTER  VISITATIONS. 

Sunday  Nov.  i,  1903,  assisted  at  morning  prayer  and  preached  in 
the  Cathedral  at  Little  Rock. 

The  Daughters  of  the  King  had  their  Annual  Conference  this 
year  in  the  first  week  of  November,  at  Van  Buren.  It  was  my  priv- 
ilege  to  preach  to  them  on  the  evening  of  Nov.  4,  and  after  the  service 
to  attend  a  large  and  most  enjoyable  reception  tendered  to  the  visiting 
delegates  by  the  Local  Chapter. 

I  want  to  say  again  to  the  Clergy  that  they  will  do  well  to  encour- 
age this  organization  of  Christian  women.  I  would  like  to  see  a  Chap- 
ter of  "The  Daughters  of  the  King"  and  of  the  '"Woman's  Auxiliary ' 
in  every  Parish  and  Mission  Station  in  the  Diocese. 

While  in  Washington  I  attended  a  Diocesan  meeting  of  the  GirFs 
Friendly  Society.  I  was  greatly  interested  in  what  I  heard  of  that 
organization  and  its  work.  On  that  occasion  Miss  Paddock,  a  sister 
of  the  late  Bishops  of  Massachusetts  and  the  Missionary  District  of 
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Washington,  made  one  of  the  best  addresses  that  I  have  ever  had 
the  privilege  of  hearing.  Subsequently  I  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting 
Miss  Paddock  in  New  York,  and  I  urged  her  to  come  our  way.  If 
she  ever  complies  with  my  request,  I  want  to  arrange  for  her  to  visit 
the  chief  Parishes  of  the  Diocese,  and  I  am  sure  that  those  who 
receive  and  hear  her  will  thank  me  for  the  opportunity  of  doing  so. 

Sunday,  Nov.  8,  ii  a.  m.,  assisted  at  morning  prayer  and  preached 
in  the  Cathedral.  At  7:30  p.  m.,  I  attended  evening  prayer  and 
preached  at  Good  Shepherd's  Church,  Forrest  City;  afterwards  I  con- 
ducted a  Parish  meeting.    The  Parish  was  vacant  at  the  time. 

Monday,  Nov.  9,  had  a  conference  with  the  Rector  and  Vcstr>'  of 
St.  Paul's  Church,  Newport,  about  the  new  Church  building  project 
The  Vestry  and  I  had  been  engaged  in  a  controversial  correspondence 
about  the  wisdom  of  building  such  an  expensive  Church  as  they  had 
set  their  hearts  upon,  and  I  had  refused  to  give  my  consent  to  the 
putting  of  a  mortgage  upon  the  lot  and  Rectory  in  order  to  borrow 
money.  But  the  showing  of  money  raised  and  of  ability  to  pay  the 
proposed  loans  was  so  good  that  I  concluded  to  yield.  I  hope  and 
believe  that  no  mistake  was  made  in  the  case  of  St.  Paul's,  Newport, 
but  I  want  to  give  notice  that  this  departure  from  my  fixed  determi- 
nation to  do  all  I  can  to  discourage  debt  making  on  the  part  of  our 
Rectors  and  Vestries,  is  not  to  be  regarded  as  a  precedent  If  the 
flexible  weakness  which  I  manifested  at  Newport  under  the  swaying^ 
persuasive  power  of  the  Rector  and  Vestry  is  presumed  upon  as  a 
characteristic  defect  in  my  make  up,  there  is,  in  nine  cases  out  of  ten^ 
very  likely  to  be  disappointment  and  hard  feelings.  So  if  you  do  jtot 
want  a  row  with  your  Bishop,  please  pay  as  you  go.  Cut  your  gar- 
ment according  to  the  cloth,  and  so  avoid  the  necessity  of  asking  him 
for  his  consent  to  mortgaging  your  Church  property. 

Tuesday,  Nov.  10,  to  Tuesday,  Nov.  17,  attended  the  sessions  of 
the  secofiu  rerm  01  in«  .^••kansas  School  of  Theology.  The  School 
met  at  Batesville  and  from  every  point  of  view  it  was  a  most  gratifying 
success.  This  is  now,  we  hope,  a  permanent  and  we  believe  a  useful 
institution  of  the  Diocese. 

Sunday,  Nov.  22,  kept  an  appointment  of  a  year's  standing  with 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Bowers  of  Marshall,  Texas,  to  preach  a  missionary  ser- 
vice on  the  Annual  Harvest  Home  and  Missionary  Festival  estab- 
lished in  that  Parish.  I  made  an  address  to  the  children  at  10  a.  m., 
preached  the  missionary  sermon  at  11  o'clock  a.  m.,  and  preached 
again  at  7:50  p.  m.  The  Rector  insisted  that  I  should  take  the  col- 
lections for  missionary  work  in  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas,  which 
amounted  to  nearly  $50. 

The  next  morning  I  called  with  the  Rector  on  some  of  his  parish- 
ioners.   T  was  pleased  with  all  I  saw  of  the  Church  in  Marshall.   The

congregations  were  large;  the  music  was  fine,  and  everything  con- 
tributed to  make  the  day  one  which  will  be  long  remembered  pleas- 
antly. 

The  Church  is  certainly  doing  well  at  Marshall,  and  I  am  told 
that 'the  same  is  true  of  all  that  part  of  the  extensive  and  promising 
Diocese  of  Texas. 

Sunday,  Nov.  29,  10:30  a.  m.»  preached,  confirmed  nine  candidates 
and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  at  St  Clement's  Mission,  Arkan- 
sas City.    7 :30  p.  m.,  preached  in  the  Court  House  at  Monticella 

Sunday,  Dec  6,  io:jo  a.  m.,  preached,  confirmed  three  candidates 
and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  at  St  Andrew's,  Mammoth 
Spring.  7:30  p.  m.,  preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Conununion  at 
Holy  Trinity,  Thayer. 

Sunday,  Dec  20,  10:30  a.  m.,  preached,  confirmed  nineteen  candi- 
dates and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  at  Christ  Church,  Mena. 
7:30  p.  m.,  preached  and  confirmed  two  candidates  at  St.  Bamabas's 
Foreman. 

Monday,  Dec  21,  9  a.  m.,  preached  and  celd>rated  the  Holy  Com- 
munion at  St.  Bamabas's,  Foreman. 

Christmas  Day,  preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  at 
St.  Philip's  Church,  Little  Rock. 

Sunday,  Jan.  17,  1904,  11  a.  m.,  attended  missionary  service  at 
Christ  Church,  Little  Rock,  at  which  Dean  Stuck,  of  Dallas,  Texas, 
preached  a  most  appropriate,  inspiring  sermon. 

7:30  a.  m.,  preached  and  confirmed  two  candidates  in  the  Chapel 
of  the  Redeemer,  Nashville.  6:30,  made  an  address  and  celebrated 
the  Holy  Communion  in  the  Chapel  of  the  Redeemer,  Nashville. 

3  p.  m.,  preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion  in  Grace 
Chapel,  Washington.  7:30  p.  m.,  preached  and  confirmed  three  can- 
didates in  Masonic  Hall,  Fulton.  This  was  my  first  visit  to  Fulton. 
Mr.  Temple  has  deeded  us  a  fine  lot,  and  the  prospects  are  we  shall 
build  a  chapel  there  in  the  course  of  the  new  Council  year. 

4.    MY  LENTEN  WORK  AT  THE  NORTH  AND  EAST. 

As  is  well  known  throughout  the  Diocese  an  important  part  of 
my  work  consists  in  securing  $10,000  every  year  for  ten  years  with 
which  to  carry  on  our  extensive  missionary  work  and  build  up  a  self- 
supporting  Diocese. 

I  have  a  loose  understanding  with  the  Domestic  and  Foreign 
Missionary  Society  that  if  I  will  raise  $4,500  and  build  five  churches, 
two  rectories,  and  place  two  new  clergymen  in  the  field  every  year, 
they  will,  if  possible,  give  me  $4,500,  so  that  I  shall  have  in  all  $10,000 
with  which  in  this  way  to  build  up  a  self-supporting  Diocese  in  ten 
years.  I  have  been  spending  the  greater  part  of  the  Lenten  seasons 
at   the  North  and   Hast   in   etTorts  to  raise  that  $4,500  upon  which   so 
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much  depends,  and  I  have  always  a  little  more  than  succeeded.  One 
year  I  got  nearly  $1,500  more  than  the  requisite  amount.  But  as  a 
rule,  I  have  not  come  out  ahead  more  than  $200  or  $300.  This  year  I 
went  a  little  before  Lent  in  order  to  attend  the  consecration  of  the 
Coadjutor  Bishop  of  New  York. 

I  made  my  appeals  in  Washington,  Philadelphia,  New  York,  Bos- 
ton, and  in  the  smaller  places  in  the  vicinity  of  those  great  cities. 
The  trip  was  one  of  unusual  interest,  so  much  so  as  to  make  it  neces- 
sary for  me  to  devote  a  large  part  of  this  address  to  it  But  as  it 
would  not  be  appropriate  or  possible  for  me  to  go  into  that  matter 
in  connection  with  this  service.  I  ask  you  to  let  me  take  it  up  at  4:^0 
o'clock  this  afternoon.  In  this  connection,  I  will  simply  observe  that, 
though  there  is  some  uncertainty  about  the  securing  of  the  $4»500  this 
year,  yet  I  have  good  ground  for  hope  that  by  a  little  special  effort 
I  shall  succeed  before  the  year  is  up.  The  Boston  episode,  of  which 
you  have  heard  so  much,  has  had  the  effect  of  making  it  harder  for  us 
to  raise  the  money  which  we  must  secure  in  order  to  get  the  con- 
ditional appropriation,  but  I  am  expecting  a  reaction  in  time  to  prevent 
serious  embarrassment. 

Sunday,  Jan.  24,  commenced  the  work  of  raising  the  $4,500,  which 
I  am  obliged  to  secure  from  year  to  year  in  order  to  get  the  $4,500 
conditionally  appropriated  by  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary 
Society.  This  day  was  spent  in  Scranton,  Pa.,  where  I  made  ad- 
dresses in  the  two  churches  of  that  interesting  city  and  at  one  of  the 
Sunday  schools. 

My  last  addresses  on  this  fifth  of  my  annual  **begging"  tours 
were  made  in  Philadelphia  on  Sunday,  March  20,  1904.  I  was  gone 
fifty-six  days,  nine  of  which  were  Sundays.  On  Sundays  I  made  from 
three  to  five  addresses,  and  on  week  days  I  averaged  about  one 
address.    I  reached  home  on  March  24. 

5.    SPRING  VISITATIONS. 

On  March  31,  7:30  p.  m..  preached  in  Trinity  Church,  Pine  Bluff. 

April  I,  Good  Friday.  Conducted  three  hours'  service  in  Trinity 
Church,  Pine  Bluff. 

April  2,  9 :30  a.  m.,  preached  in  Trinity  Church,  Pine  Bluff. 

April  3,  Easter  Day,  10:30  a.  m.,  Preached,  confirmed  eighten  can- 
didates and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  in  Trinity  Church,  Pine 
Bluff.  7:30  p.  m.,  preached  and  confirmed  fifteen  candidates  in  St. 
John's  Church,  Camden. 

Sunday,  April  10,  11  a.  m.,  preached  and  confirmed  seventeen 
candidates  in  the  Cathedral,  4  p.  m.,  preached  and  confirmed  eight 
candidates  in  St.  Paul's  Chapel,  TJttle  Rock,  7:45  p.  m..  preached,  con- 
firmed  thirty-nine   candidates   in    Christ   Church,   Little  Rock. 
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Sunday,  April  17,  10:30  a.  m.,  addressed  St  John's  Sunday  school 
Helena.  11  a.  m.,  preached,  confirmed  fourteen  candidates  and  cele- 
brated the  Holy  Communion.  7:jo  p.  m.,  preached  and  confirmed 
seven  candidates  in  St  Andrew's  Church,  Marianna. 

Monday,  April  18,  9  a.  m.,  had  conference  with  the  Vestry  of  St 
Andrew's  Church,  Marianna.  This  Parish  has  had  the  exclusive 
services  of  a  resident  Rector  for  a  little  over  a  year,  and  the  progress 
and  prospects  are  highly  satisfactory.  4  p.  m.,  confirmed  three  can- 
diates,  preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion  at  Lexa.  This 
is  a  part  of  the  Parish  of  St.  John's,  Helena,  and  is  the  residence  of 
Judge  John  T.  Jones,  who,  so  far  as  I  know,  is  the  oldest  communi- 
cant of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  Arkansas.  He  is  in  his  ninety-firsc 
or  ninety-second  year  and  is  still  the  fortunate  possessor  of  a  sound 
mind  and  body. 

Sunday,  April  24,  baptized  an  infant,  preached,  confirmed  seven 
candidates  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  in  St  Luke's  Church, 
Hot  Springs. 

Tuesday,  April  26  to  28,  was  in  attendance  upon  the  Bir- 
mingham session  of  the  Conference  for  Education  in  the  South.  I 
shall  have  more  to  say  about  this  interesting  Conference  this  after- 
noon. 

Sunday,  May  i,  1904,  9:30  a.  m.,  made  an  address  to  St  John's 
Sunday  school.  Fort  Smith.  11  a.  m.,  preached.  4  p.  m.,  had  a  con- 
ference with  the  Vestry.  7  p.  m.,  preached.  The  Rectory  has  been 
improved  and  refurnished  to  the  taste  of  its  bachelor  Rector  to  a  sus- 
picious degree. 

Friday,  May  6,  7  p.  m.,  preached  and  confirmed  nine  candidates  in 
Christ  Church,  Mena.  I  have  confirmed  twenty-eight  candidates  this 
year  at  Mena,  and  six  candidates  in  other  parts  of  the  Missionary 
District  of  Mena.  The  Missionary,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Treschow,  led  the 
Diocese  last  year  in  respect  to  the  number  of  candidates  presented  for 
confirmation,  and  he  has  done  so  this  year.  He  has  also  secured  and 
paid  for  a  Chapel  property  at  Siloam  Springs.  I  regard  this  showing 
ai>  being  very  remarkable. 

Sunday,  May  8,  7:30  a.  m.,  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  il 
a.  m.,  preached  in  Trinity  Church,  Van  Buren.  7:30  p.  m.,  preached 
and  confirmed  seven  candidates  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Fayetteville. 

May  9,  2  p.  m.,  preached  and  confirmed  three  candidates  in  St 
Stephen's  Chapel,  Winslow. 

This  Winslow  service  concluded  my  work  for  the  past  year  so 
far  as  official  visitations  and  other  recordable  acts  are  concerned.  The 
office  work  made  necessary  by  the  care  of  all  the  Churches  which  can- 
not be  recorded  without  recounting  wearisome  details,  really  consti- 
tutes by  far  the  most  exacting  and  burdensome  part  of  the  work  of 
ilic  Bishop  of  this  Diocese. 
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III. 
THE  ALL-AMERICAN  CONFERENCE  OF  BISHOPS. 

In  October  I  attended  two  great  meetings  which  were  held  in  the 
Capitol.  One  of  them  was  the  Ail-American  Conference  of  Bishops, 
and  the  other  our  Missionary  Coimcil,  which  meets  every  year  except 
the  General  Convention  years.  This  was  the  first,  but  I  hope  not  the 
last,  meeting  of  the  Conference.  It  opened  the  20th  and  dosed  on  the 
2Sth  of  October.  The  majority  of  the  Bishops  were  from  the  United 
States,  but  Canada  was  well  represented,  and  the  interesting  Arch- 
bishop of  the  West  Indies  was  present.  I  do  not  know  the  exact  num- 
ber in  attendance,  but  I  should  say,  at  least  fifty.  The  sessions  of  the 
Conference  were  all  held  behind  closed  doors,  though,  of  course,  there 
was  a  public  opening  and  closing  service. 

The  subjects  which  came  up,  according  to  a  pre-arranged  pro- 
gram for  consideration  by  the  conference,  were  as  follows: 

(i)  The  Relation  of  the  Several  Branches  of  the  Anglican  Com- 
munion in  America  to  One  Another.  (2)  Attitude  of  our  Church 
toward  Churches  Subject  to  the  Roman  Obedience.  (3)  The  Develop- 
ment of  Autonomous  Churches  in  Heathen  Lands.  (4)  Development 
of  Uniat  Churches  in  our  own  Country.  (5)  Attitude  of  our  Church 
toward  the  Protestant  Communions  around  her.  (6)  Methods  of 
the  Church's  Work  in  Evangelizing  the  Specially  Dependent  Races  in 
America.  (7)  Obligation  of  the  Church  to  Maintain  the  Christian 
Family  in  its  Integrity.  (8)  The  Adaptation  of  the  Church's  Methods 
to  the  Needs  of  the  Twentieth  Century.  (9)  The  Inculcation  of 
Political  and  Commercial  Morality  and  the  Maintenance  of  High  Ideals. 

It  was  felt  by  some  of  us  that  there  was  a  little  too  much  in  the 
way  of  a  set  program.  We  would  have  been  glad  for  a  little  more 
freedom  to  ask  for  the  opinion  and  advice  of  our  brethren  upon  sub- 
jects in  which  we  happened  to  be  especially  interested.  Nevertheless, 
it  was  a  great  and  highly  satisfactory  conference  of  which  we  shall 
always  have  pleasant  and  profitable  remembrances. 

IV. 

THE   MISSIONARY   COUNCIL. 

The  Bishop's  Conference  closed  with  a  public  service  on  Sunday 
morning,  Oct.  25,  and  the  Missionary  Council  opened  on  Tuesday, 
the  27th.  On  the  intervening  Sunday  afternoon  there  was  a  magnifi- 
cent outdoor  mass  meeting  on  the  new  Cathedral  grounds.  The  Pres- 
ident of  the  United  States  made  one  of  the  addresses.  It  was  esti- 
mated that  it  was  attended  by  twenty-five  thousand  people.  The  pro- 
cession was  a  magnificent  spectacle,  such  as  has  seldom,  if  ever,  been 
seen  in  the  United  States.  It  was  led  by  a  vast  choir,  composed  of 
all    the    vested    choirs    of    the   city.      The    instrumental    music    which 
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accompanied  the  singling  of  the  choir  was  furnished  by  the  famous 
Marine  Band  of  Washington,  the  members  of  which  wore  vestments. 
There  were  hundreds  of  Clergymen  and  nearly  fifty  Bishops  in  the 
procession. 

No  one  who  had  the  privilege  of  attending  that  great  service  will 
ever  forget  it  The  day,  the  topography  of  the  Cathedral  grounds,  the 
view  as  we  looked  dowa  upon  our  superb  Capitol,  the  music,  the  sim- 
ple, but  dignified  service,  the  addresses,  indeed  everything  contributed 
to  impress  it  upon  one  as  a  dream  of  something  too  grand  to  be  real 
rather  than  a  memory  of  a  thing  that  actually  happened. 

The  Bishop  of  Washington,  who  is  a  great  man  and  lovely  char- 
acter, has  set  his  heart  upon  a  great  and  lovely  accomplishment,  namely, 
the  building  of  a  great  and  lovely  National  Cathedral,  in  one  of  the 
greatest  cities  and  on  one  of  the  loveliest  situations  that  the  world 
affords  for  such  a  structure.  It  is  a  great  and  lovely  vision,  the  realiza- 
tion of  which  would  do  more  than  any  other  single  thing  of  which  I 
can  think  to  impress  the  greatness  and  loveliness  of  the  Episcopal 
Church  upon  the  American  people.  For  one,  I  say,  let  us  have  a 
National  Cathedral  at  Washington,  and  let  every  Son  and  Daughter 
of  the  Church  in  Arkansas  be  represented  in  it  by  some  contribution. 

V. 

THE  ARKANSAS  SCHOOL  OF  THEOLOGY. 

We  have  in  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas  a  kind  of  an  institution  which 
has  no  fixed  organization,  or  name  or  laws.  It  simply  exists,  and 
does  as  it  pleases.  And  yet  it  is  one  of  the  most  interesting  and 
variously  useful  things  in  the  Diocese.  It  could  be  called  a  Clericus, 
a  Convocation,  a  Sociable,  a  Love-feast,  a  School,  or  a  Mission,  but 
it  IS  much  more  than  any  one  of  these  designations  would  imply.  It 
is,  in  fact,  a  kind  of  an  ecclesiastical  hash  made  up  of  a  good  deal  of 
the  several  things  which  usually  bear  these  names.  It  meets  once  a 
year,  not  always  at  the  same  place  or  the  same  time,  for  it  is  in  every 
sense  of  the  term  a  movable  feast. 

Last  year  it  met  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Batesville,  and  those  of  you 
who  were  not  there  cannot  imagine  what  a  good  thing  it  really  is.  It 
was  in  session  eight  days,  from  Tuesday,  Nov.  lo,  to  Tuesday, 
Nov.  17,  inclusive.  All  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  except  two  were 
there  during  the  whole  or  part  of  the  session,  and  the  two  who  did 
not  come  have  no  idea  of  what  they  missed.  I  never  attended  any- 
thing from  which  I  derived  so  much  of  enjoyment  and  profit.  I  do 
not  except  even  the  All- American  Conference  of  Bishops.  One  reason 
why  everybody  enjoys  this  informal,  conglomerate,  unique,  hashy  in- 
stitution is  because  there  is  such  a  variety  to  it.  "Variety,  you  know, 
is  the  spice  of  life."  I  refer  particularly  to  the  variety  in  the  speakers 
and  to  the  variety  of  subjects  which  appear  on  the  program,  and  gives 
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everybody  an  opportunity  to  say  something  and  the  subjects  cover 
almost  the  whole  range  of  theolog>',  morals,  philosophy  and  history. 
Each  Clergyman  who  attends  is  for  the  time-being  a  professor.  We 
have  a  professor  of  Bible  History,  of  Bible  Interpretation,  of  the 
Prayer  Book,  of  the  Systematic  Divinity,  of  Ecclesiastical  History,  of 
Moral  Philosophy,  of  the  Relation  of  Science  and  Religion,  and  so 
on  through  the  whole  list. 

At  Batesville  there  were  six  or  seven  lectures  daily.  In  round 
numbers  there  were  fifty  of  them.  The  learned  and  gifted  Dr.  Brooke, 
Bishop  of  Oklahoma  and  Indian  Territory,  was  with  us  for  three  days 
and  added  very  much  of  instruction  and  inspiration  to  the  occasion. 

VI. 

THE  SEWANEE  SUMMER  SCHOOL  OF  THEOLOGY. 

« 

In  this  connection,  I  take  pleasure  in  calling  the  attention  of  the 
Clergy  to  the  Summer  School  of  Theology,  which  has  been  provided 
for  at  the  University  of  the  South,  Sewanee,  Tenn..  The  first 
session  is  to  begin  on  Monday,  Aug.  i,  1904,  and  continue  through  four 
weeks,  closing  with  Saturday,  Aug.  Tj, 

There  will  be  about  fifteen  lectures  of  one  hour  each  per  week 
by  members  of  the  Theological  Faculty  and  other  specialists  on  import- 
ant subjects.  The  Rev.  Dr.  DuBose,  the  distinguished  Dean  of  the 
Theological  Department  of  the  University,  is  to  take  four  hours  each 
week. 

Those  among  us  who  can  arrange  to  take  our  vacation  in  August 
would  do  well  to  select  Sewanee  as  the  place  and  to  take  advantage  of 
this  splendid  opportunity  to  "fill  up"  for  the  sermonizing  work  of  the 
year.  I  especially  advise  the  younger  men  of  the  Diocese  to  attend  this 
school  regularly  for  a  few  years.  The  advantage  of  doing  so  would  be 
equivalent  to  a  post-graduate  course.  "The  Sewanee  Sunmier  School" 
is,  as  I  understand  it,  open  to  Sunday  school  workers  and  lay  readers. 

The  Rev.  Wm.  S.  Bishop,  Sewanee,  Tenn.,  is  the  Secretary. 

At  a  meeting  of  "The  Arkansas  School  of  Theology*'  in  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Batesville,  the  Secretary  read  the  announcement  of  the  "Pro- 
posed Summer  School  of  Theology  at  Sewanee,  Tenn."  The  proposi 
tion  was  discussed  and  many  of  its  advantages  and  possibilities  of 
great  usefulness  were  mentioned.  The  Clergy  here  assembled  to  ex- 
press their  hearty  approval  of  the  undertaking,  and  asked  a  commit- 
tee to  report  resolutions  expressive  of  their  appreciation  and  its  prac- 
tical use  to  this  Diocese;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  movement  is  well  calculated  to  meet  an  ever 
increasing  demand  for  the  supply  of  Clergy  in  the  great   Southwest. 
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Resolved,  That  we  recommend  the  adoption  of  a  plan  to  utilize 

your  summer  school  for  the  training  of  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  and 

other  Church  workers.

VII. 

CLERICAL  CHANGES. 

I  want  to  say  here,  because  it  is  right  and  just  that  I  should  say  it, 
that  we  have  been  very  fortunate  in  our  Archdeacons,  and  never  more 
so  than  in  the  present  one.  Dr.  Williams,  whose  loss  we  all  r^^etted 
so  deeply,  left  us  on  July  i,  and  Dr.  Lloyd  came  to  us  on  Sept  i.  He 
has  taken  hold  of  his  most  important  work  with  a  masterful  hand 
and  with  an  enthusiasm  and  energy  which  take  no  account  of  obstacles 
and  knows  no  such  thing  as  failure.  The  Diocese  is  certainly  to  be 
congratulated  upon  its  good  fortune  in  securing  such  a  competent  and 
successful  successor  to  the  excellent  Dr.  Williams. 

I  am  glad  in  this  connection  to  inform  the  Council  of  another 
good  fortune  in  the  way  of  a  Diocesan  Missioner  which  has  just  come 
to  us  in  the  person  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  M.  Jefferis,  D.  D.,  who  on  April 
I.  became  my  private  secretary  and  our  Official  Missioner  of  the 
Diocese.  He  is  to  help  me  by  taking  charge  of  the  routine  work  of 
my  office  and  he  is  to  help  the  Archdeacon  of  the  Diocese  by  holdii^ 
Missions  in  new  places  where  a  special  and  prolonged  series  of  ser- 
vices and  sermon  are  necessary  to  increase  the  membership  and  interest 
of  a  newly  organized  or  weak  congregation. 

Dr.  Jefferis  is  by  the  common  consent  of  all  to  whom  I  applied 
for  information  exceptionally  well  qualified  for  this  important  work. 
One  of  the  Bishops  whom  he  served  as  Archdeacon  told  me  that  he 
regarded  him  as  among  the  best  of  all  the  Missioners  of  the  Church 
in  this  country.  He  is  said  to  be  especially  successful  in  commending 
the  Church  in  new  communities  and  in  bringing  people  to  confirmatioti. 

As  my  Chaplain,  Dr.  Jefferis,  will  take  charge  of  vacant  Mis- 
sionary Districts  and  Parishes  until  a  regular  incumbent  can  be 
secured.  This  arrangement  will  prevent  the  discontinuance  of  the 
services  and  pastoral  care,  which  always  sets  a  work  back. 

During  five  months  in  each  year,  from  the  middle  of  June  to  the 
middle  of  November,  Dr.  Jefferis  will  be  open  to  engagements  as  a 
Mission  Preacher  in  other  Dioceses.  This  will  give  him  seven  months 
with  us  during  the  best  part  of  the  year.  One  of  the  most  fortunate 
things  about  it  all  is  that  the  Doctor  is  a  man  of  private  means  and 
is  willing  to  serve  his  Master  in  this  part  of  the  Vineyard  without 
money  and  without  price.  'All  that  I  have  obligated  myself  to  him  for, 
is  to  jrive  him  plenty  of  hard  work  and  $37- 50  for  each  of  the  months 
he  i*;  with  lis. 
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Wc  all  deeply  regretted  the  loss  of  the  Rev.  A.  A.  Robertson,  who 
left  St.  John's  Church,  Fort  Smith,  in  July,  the  Rev.  R.  W.  Rhames, 
who  left  St.  Paul's  Church,  Batesville,  on  Jan.  i,  1904,  and  the  Rev. 
G.  DeWitt  Dowling,  who  left  St.  Luke's  Church,  Hot  Springs,  on 
Feb.  I,  1904,  but  we  rejoice  that  we  are  able  to  promptly  fill  these 
important  Parishes  respectively  by  the  Rev.  Caleb  B.  K.  Weed,  the 
Rev.  W.  R.  Agate  and  the  Rev.  Charles  H.  Kues.  The  vacancy  in 
Trinity  Church,  Van  Buren,  caused  by  the  removal  of  the  Rev.  J.  B. 
Whaling  to  St.  Paul's,  Fayetteville,  was  filled  to  my  great  delight  in 
December  by  my  old  school  friend,  the  Rev.  C.  C.  Leman.  The  Rev. 
J.  B.  C.  Beaubien  went  to  St.  James's,  Eureka  Springs,  in  March.  The 
Rev.  George  E.  Hancock,  a  Deacon  from  the  Diocese  of  Lexington, 
took  up  the  work  of  Good  Shepherd's  Church,  Forrest  City,  in  Decem- 
ber. The  Rev.  R.  A.  Heath,  a  clergyman  in  English  orders,  went  ro 
the  Jonesboro  District  in  February  to  take  the  place  of  the  Rev.  J.  C 
France,  who  on  Feb.  i  became  the  Missionary  of  the  See  City.  The 
Rev.  J.  J.  Cornish,  of  St.  Andrew's,  Marianna,  has  just  consented  to 
go  to  Brinkley  twice  a  month  for  a  week-day  service.  Mr.  J.  C. 
Ingham,  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders  in  the  Diocese  of  Missouri, 
resumed  the  services  at  Little  St.  Andrew's,  Mammoth  Spring,  early 
in  the  autumn,  and  Mr.  J.  C.  Crouse,  who  expects  to  become  a  can- 
didate began  lay  missionary  work  at  Searcy  in  March. 

I  am  very  proud  of  the  number  and  quality  of  our  Clergy.  I 
am  certainly  safe  in  saying  that  the  Diocese  never  has  been  so  fully 
and  well  manned  with  Archdeacons,  Priests,  Deacons,  and  Lay  Mis- 
sionaries. There  is  really  not  a  vacancy  or  a  misfit  in  the  Diocese. 
Exclusive  of  the  Bishop,  there  are  at  this  moment  twenty-three 
workers  in  the  field.  And  one  of  the  most  hopeful  features  of  tlie 
situation  is  that  several  of  our  new  men  have  come  with  the  idea  of 
remaining  with  us.  If  they  will  stay  for  a  few  years,  and  if  we  can 
get  a  few  more  like  them,  we  shall  build  up  rapidly  into  a  self-support- 
ing Diocese. 

The  I^ity  of  the  Diocese  can  do  a  great  deal  to  help  in  keeping 
these  men  and  in  getting  others  like  them  by  assisting  me  in  the  car- 
r3ring  out  of  my  policy  of  promoting  our  own  Clergy  who  have  been 
bearing  the  burden  and  heat  of  the  day  when  our  better  Parishes  are 
so  unfortunate  as  to  fall  vacant  I  am  convinced  that  the  knowledge 
of  this  reasonable  and  equitable  policy  in  part,  accounts  for  the  fact 
that  we  are  having  comparatively  so  little  trouble  in  securing  good 
men. 

One  of  the  great  problems  that  every  Bishop  is  called  upon  to 
solve  is  how  to  get  and  keep  good  men.  I  believe  that  if  the  Laity  will 
co-operate  with  me  in  the  carrying  out  of  my  policy  not  to  go  out  of 
the  Diocese  for  men  with  whom  to  fill  vacancies  in  our  better  Parishes, 
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this  perplexing  problem  will  be  solved  in  Arkansas  to  the  great  benefit 
of  the  Church. 

I  have  opportunities  of  seeing  a  good  deal  of  the  Clergy  of  other 
Dioceses  and  I  claim  that  we  have  nothing  to  gain  and  much  to  lose 
by  going  outside  for  our  chief  Rectors. 

VIII. 
CHURCH  WORK  AMONG  DEAF  MUTES. 

Within  the  year  still  another  worker  has  come  to  us  in  the  person 
of  the  Rev.  Oliver  John  Whilden,  General  Missionary  to  the  Deaf  of 
the  South.  Mr.  Whilden's  headquarters  are  in  Baltimore.  He  re- 
ceived his  appointment  in  September.  Since  then  he  has  made  two 
visits  to  Arkansas,  and  he  hopes  to  come  three  times  in  the  course 
of  every  twelve  months.  He  is  a  graduate  of  the  Philadelphia  Divinity 
School  and  was  ordained  to  the  Diaconate  and  Priesthood  by  the  Ven- 
erable Dr.  Whittaker.  Bishop  of  Pennsylvania.  He  is  a  bright,  cheery 
little  man  of  about  thirty-five  years  of  age.  I  bespeak  for  him  a  warm 
welcome  by  our  Clergy  and  Laity  and  a  response  to  his  Ephphatha 
Appeal  from  year  to  year.  If  you  know  of  isolated  deaf  mutes  in 
your  respective  communities,  I  wish  you  would  report  them  to  me  so 
that  I  may  give  their  addresses  to  him. 

In  his  report,  Mr.  Whilden  says:  "During  the  first  visit  I  made 
several  addresses  to  the  pupils  of  the  School  for  the  Deaf  in  Little 
Rock,  preached  to  nearly  a  hundred  Deaf  Mutes  in  the  Cathedral  and 
also  preached  to  some  fifteen  Deaf  Mutes  in  St.  John's  Church,  Fort 
Smith.  The  incidents  of  the  second  visits  were  much  the  same,  viz: 
addressing  the  pupils  in  their  Chapel,  conducting  their  prayer  meet- 
ings, visiting  them  in  their  school  rooms,  etc.  I  also  preached  to  the 
deaf  at  a  service  in  Christ  Church,  Little  Rock,  and  at  Fort  Smith 
the  following  evening.  After  the  service  at  St.  John's,  Fort  Smith,  I 
met  the  deaf  socially.  In  addition  to  this  T  married  a  deaf  mute 
couple  at  Argenta.  Ark.  I  have  every  reason  to  think  that  the  visits 
were  mutually  pleasant  and  helpful.  I  wish  to  thank  you  for  the 
pleasant  hour  I  spent  at  your  home  and  to  add  that  Dean  Robottom. 
Rev.  Mr.  Weed  and  Rev.  Mr.  Smeade  received  me  very  kindly  and 
were  very  helpful.  I  only  wish  these  visits  could  be  more  frequent, 
but  the  field  is  so  large  I  fear  it  will  not  be  possible  to  make  more 
than  three  each  year.  I  depend,  to  a  large  <ixtent,  upon  the  offerings  at 
the  services,  and  contributions  from  Rectors  and  friends  for  my  sup- 
port. Some  of  the  Dioceses  have  shown  an  inclination  to  make  small 
allowances  of  25  or  $50  a  year.  I  know  that  all  the  Dioceses  of  the 
South  would  gladly  coine  to  the  support  of  the  work  were  it  not  that 
they  arc  already  heavily  burdened  with  the  necessity  of  carrying  on 
tiuir  Mwn  missionary  work.  Each  year  in  the  latter  part  of  May  I 
send  out  my  'Ephphatha  Appeal'   for  the  support  of  the  work.     The 
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responses  last  year  enabled  me  to  do  a  great  deal  of  work,  and  I  am 
hopeful  that  the  answers  to  my  forthcoming  appeal  will  be  equally 
generous.'* 

An  old  friend  of  mine,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Mann,  who  is  the  General 
Missionary  to  the  deaf  mutes  of  the  Middle  Northern  States, 
has  recently  called  my  attention  to  a  fact,  which  is  worth  noting.  He 
says:  "Deaf  mutes  are  too  few  for  denominational  divisions,  it 
should  be  realized  that  one  Church  can  very  well  attend  to  their 
spiritual  needs  and  at  far  less  expense.  To  illustrate:  In  a  city  of 
50,000  population  will  be  found  about  twenty  grown  up  deaf  mutes; 
and  at  least  as  many  conflicting  religious  bodies.  At  once,  from  a 
financial  point  of  view,  the  utter  Heedlessness  of  division  becomes  ap- 
parent. But  the  other  evils  cannot  be  enumerated  here.  It  would  help 
greatly  for  Rectors  and  Church  people  to  make  these  facts  known  at 
every  opportunity,  to  the  hearing  kindred  and  friends  of  this  seriously 
isolated  class  of  the  community." 

IX. 

CHURCH   WORK  AMONG  THE  BLIND. 

You  will  be  glad  to  know  that  the  Church  has  not  forgotten  the 
Blind.  There  is  an  organization  which  was  effected  by  the  Bishop  of 
Pennsylvania  in  Jan.,  1903,  entitled  "The  Society  for  Church  Work 
Among  the  Blind."  Its  Secretary  is  Miss  Amelia  Sanford,  School  for 
the  Blind,  63rd  and  Lancaster  Avenue,  Philadelphia,  Pa. 

This  Society  is  expecting  to  print,  in  raised  letters  which  can  be 
read  by  the  touch,  the  chief  services  of  the  Prayer  Book,  the  Collects, 
Epistles  and  Gospels,  the  Psalms  and  all  the  Hymnal.  As  this  kind  of 
printing  is  bulky,  it  will  require  several  volumes  to  cover  all  this 
ground.    Some  of  the  Prayer  Book  and  Hymnal  Volumes  are  finished. 

No  volume  is  to  cost  more  than  $150.  All  of  the  Prayer  Book 
and  Hymnal  volumes  are  to  come  within  $10. 

The  Society  is  trsring  to  get  annual  subcriptions  for  its  noble  work 
ranging  from  >i  10  $5.  Perhaps  some  of  you  have  a  Parish,  Guild,  Bible 
Sss,  or  an  individual  who  will  become  a  subscriber. 

X. 

A   NATIVE    MINISTRY. 

One  hopeful  feature  about  the  outlook  is  the  prospect  of  a  native 
Ministry.  We  have  one  Postulant  for  Holy  Orders  who  was  bom  in 
Arkansas.  He  is  a  gifted,  highly  respected  young  man  in  whom  I  am 
centering  a  good  deal  of  hope.  Arkansas  has  contributed  very  little 
towards  the  increase  of  the  Ministry,  and  yet  I  doubt  whether  there 
is  another  Diocese  in  the  country  the  Sunday  Schools  of  which  contain 
a  larger  proportion  of  bright  boys  who  would  make  high  grade  Clergy- 
men.   I   wish  that  our  Rectors,   Sunday  School  officers  and  teachers 
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would  keep  the  Church's  need  of  self-sacrificing,  competent  Ministers 
before  the  boys  who  come  under  their  influence.  We  seem  to  be  having 
less  difficulty  than  many  Dioceses  in  getting  Ministerial  workers,  but 
as  time  goes  on,  a  native  Ministry  will  become  more  and  more  desir- 
able and  necessary.  If  you  will  persuade  the  right  kind  of  bojrs  and 
young  men  to  offer  themselves,  I  will  do  all  I  can  to  open  the  wbj  for 
them  to  take  the  splendid  course  of  preparation  which  is  provided  by 
the  several  schools  at  the  University  of  the  South.  Let  Bishops, 
Rectors,  parents  and  teachers  work  together  for  a  native  Ministry  and 
I  believe  that  it  will  be  forthcoming. 

XL 

THE  GENERAL  CONVENTION. 

Owing  to  illness  it  was  not  my  privilege  to  attend  the  first  General 
Convention  of  the  American  Episcopal  Church  hoid  in  the  Twentieth 
century  and  on  the  Pacific  coast 

I  was'  indebted  to  Major  Roots,  as  I  believe  all  the  Clergy  of 
Arkansas  and  also  some  of  the  Laity  were  for  the  San  Francisco  Daily 
Chronicle  which  contained  excellent  accounts  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
convention  and  of  the  meetings  and  social  events  connected  with  it. 
I  was  of  course  glad  to  note  that  the  local  papers  constantly  spoke  in 
the  highest  terms  of  the  personnel  of  the  convention,  and  did  not 
hesitate  to  say  that  of  all  the  great  religious  and  other  conventions 
which  have  met  at  the  Golden  Gate,  none  impressed  the  community  as 
a  whole  so  profoundly  or  did  it  so  much  good. 

Nor  will  it  be  out  of  place  for  me  to  say  that  it  has  been  with 
great  satisfaction,  and  I  hope,  pardonable  pride,  that  I  have  frequently 
heard  that  the  Arkansas  delegation  was  constantly  found  in  its  place, 
and  attracted  attention  not  only  for  its  wise  and  conservative  voting, 
but  also  for  the  well  considered,  short  and  helpful  speeches  which  one 
or  two  of  its  members  made.  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  our  San 
Francisco  delegation  did  us  much  credit,  and  good,  and  I  hope  that  the 
Council  will  send  as  strong  and  as  representative  a  delegation  to  Boston 
this  autumn. 

I  also  hope  that  our  Diocesan  Branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary 

will  be  duly  represented  at  Boston.      There    is    no    Diocese    in    the 

country  whose  Auxiliary  has    better    material    to    select    from    than 

Arkansas  and  it  would  personally  afford  me  much  gratification  if  the 

Auxiliary  should  be  properly  represented,  both  as  to  its  delegates  to  the 

Triennial  meeting  of  the  Auxiliary  and  as  to  its  contribution  to  the 

united  offering. 

XII. 

THE  BROTHERHOOD  ANNIVERSARY. 

The  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew  is  to  commemorate  the  Twenty- 
first  Anniversary  of  its  organization  and  hold  its  Nineteenth  Annual 
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Convention  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  on  Sep.  29,  30  and  Oct.  i  and  2, 
and  the  Brotherhood  of  that  City  of  Brotherly  Love  is  naturally  desir- 
ous of  making  the  most  of  the  occasion. 

Its  committee  has  requested  me  to  call  attention  to  this  interesting 
meeting  at  our  Council  and  do  what  I  can  to  secure  the  attendance  of 
a  delegation  from  Arkansas. 

As  the  General  Convention  meets  on  Oct  5,  in  Boston,  I  have 
concluded  to  go  via  Philadelphia  for  the  purpose  of  the  Brotherhood 
Convention,  and  it  has  occurred  to  me  that  perhaps  others  of  the 
Arkansas  delegation  to  the  General  Convention  might  find  it  possible 
to  do  the  same. 

I  hope  that  this  may  be  the  case,  for  I  should  like  to  develop  more 
interest  in  the  Brotherhood  in  the  Diocese.  I  regret  very  much  that 
we  have  so  few  chapters,  and  that  the  few  we  have  are  manifesting  so 
little  life. 

XIIL 

PAN  ANGLICAN  MISSIONARY  COUNCIL. 

The  Washington  Conference  of  Bishops  was  confined  to  Bishops  of 
the  Anglican  who  have  jurisdiction  in  the  Western  Hemisphere.  This 
was  its  first  session  and  it  was  not  settled  that  we  shall  make  it  a 
permanent  institution  with  periodical  meetings.  If  it  should  come 
together  in  the  future  at  regular  intervals,  it  is  not  likely  that  we  shall 
be  confined  to  any  particular  place  of  meeting.  But  there  is  a  regularly 
established  conference  to  which  all  the  Bishops  of  the  Anglican  Com- 
munion throughout  the  world  are  invited.  It  meets  as  nearly  as  cir- 
cumstances will  permit  every  tenth  year,  and  always  at  Lambeth 
Palace,  London,  and  is  presided  over  by  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury. 
My  understanding  is  that  the  next  session  of  the  Lambeth  Conference 
is  to  be  held  in  the  year  1907. 

The  United  Boards  of  Missions  of  the  Provinces  of  Canterbury  and 
York  have  determined  to  seize  the  opportunity  of  the  presence  of  so 
many  Bishops  in  London  to  hold  a  great  Missionarv  Congress  in  which 
the  whole  of  the  Anglican  Conununion  shall  be  represented  by  del^ates 
and  an  united  offering  for  Missions. 

Now  that  the  United  Boards  have  concluded  to  hold  a  Pan-Angli- 
can Missionary  Council,  they  wish  our  cooperation  in  making  it  a 
success.  If  we  take  favorable  action,  as  I  trust  we  shall,  it  will  then  be 
incumbent  upon  us  to  appoint  a  committee  to  draft  a  reply  and  to  elect 
a  secretary  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  and  answer  any  letters  with 
which  we  may  be  favored  by  the  secretaries  of  the  United  Boards. 

It  occurs  to  me  that  a  good  committee  would  be  the  Archdeacon 
of  the  Diocese  and  the  Canons  of  the  several  Convocations  with  the 
Bishop's  Chaplain  as  secretary.  If  the  Council  concludes  to  commit  the 
Diocese  to  the  scheme,  I  shall  be  glad  to  appoint  this  or  any  other 
committee  which  it  may  authorize. 
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XIV.

The  letter  states  that  this  action  is  requested  for  the  following 
reasons : 

First — Because  the  Fund  is  the  National  and  Official  Organization 
of  the  whole  Church,  created  by  its  representatives  for  doing  a  work 
in   each  Diocese. 

Second — Because  the  Fund  stands  upon  absolutely  the  same  basis 
in  the  General  Canons  and  legislation  of  the  Church  as  the  Foreign 
and  Domestic  Missionary  Society  and  requires  the  same  recognition. 

Third — Because  pensions  and  annuities  are  asked  for  and  granted 
in  every  Diocese  and  Missionary  Jurisdiction,  and  therefore  it  is  to  the 
interest  of  each  Diocese  and  Missionary  Jurisdiction  to  assist  in  giving 
all  the  information  and  publicity  possible. 

Fourth — Because  Churchmen  everywhere  who  are  interested  in  the 
General  work  of  the  Church  requires  this  information. 

As  the  Clergy  Relief  Fund  is  a  general  institution  of  the  Church 
into  which  we  have  merged  our  Diocesan  Fund  and  as  the  request  is 
made  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  its  Board  of  Managers  I  hope  that  it 
will  be  granted  and  that  the  card  will  have  a  <;onspicuous  place  in 
the  Journal  or  one  of  its  covers. 

XV. 

THE  AMERICAN  CHURCH   BUILDING  FUND  COMMISSION. 

I  am  glad  to  say  that  the  Council  already  has  made  provision  for 
calling  attention  to  another  General  Fund  of  the  Church,  namely :  "The 
American  Church  Building  Fund  Commission."  It  comes  in  for  one  of 
the  regular  annual  collections  recommended  by  the  Council. 
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This  fund  has  been  giving  me  $ioo  for  each  Church  that  we  build 
in  our  Mission  Field  free  of  debt.  We  are,  therefore,  under  special 
obligations  to  do  what  we  can  for  it,  and  I  hope  that  our  congregation 
will  send  in  liberal  collections  as  often  as  possible. 

XVI. 

DIOCESAN  SCHOLARSHIP. 

As  is  well  known,  we  have  no  Diocesan  educational  institutions, 
and  as  the  salaries  paid  to  our  Clergy  are  small,  the  problem  of  pro- 
viding for  the  education  of  their  children  is  a  difficult  one.  After  giving 
considerable  thought  to  the  subject  I  have  concluded  that  I  shall  not 
undertake,  for  the  present,  at  least,  to  establish  high  grade  schools, 
but  to  do  what  I  can  to  send  the  boys  and  girls  of  our  poorly  paid 
Clergy  to  Sewanee  and  Columbia,  Tennessee. 

If  I  had  $200,000  at  my  disposal,  I  would  establish  a  first  class 
school  for  the  boys  of  Arkansas,  and  another  for  the  girls,  and  $200^- 
000  would  not  be  a  cent  too  much  to  procure  the  requisite  buildings  and 
endowments  for  such  schools.  There  would  be  comparatively  little  use 
for  them  unless  they  were  sufficiently  endowed  to  enable  our  people  to 
educate  their  children  at  a  per  capita  cost  of  from  $100  to  $300  per 
year.  But  I  doubt  whether  there  is  a  place  in  all  the  United  States 
where  schools  which  would  make  this  possible  would  do  more  good 
than  they  would  in  the  City  of  Little  Rock. 

At  present  we  can  only  dream  about  schools  for  the  education  of 
the  children  of  the  Diocese  generally,  and  try  to  support  the  few  schol- 
arships at  Sewanee  and  Columbia  on  behalf  of  the  boy3  and  girls  of 
our  clerical  families,  and  candidates  for  the  Ministry. 

Last  Autumn  I  requested  the  Parochial  Branches  of  the  Woman  s 
Auxiliary  to  support  a  Scholarship  at  "The  Columbia  Institute"  for  the 
education  of  the  daughters  of  Arkansas  Clergymen.  Nearly  all  of 
the  Branches  have  responded  favorably.  The  following  is  the  list  of 
the  amounts  which  I  have  asked  of  each  Branch  respectively:

PART  II. 

AN  EXPLANATORY  AND  HISTORICAL  STATEMENT  RE- 
GARDING THE  BOSTON  INCIDENT. 

I. 

PREFATORY. 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council,  our  little  Diocese,  and 
especially  your  humble  Bishop,  have  been  the  center  of  a  storm  -)f 
newspaper  criticism  which  commenced  at  Cleveland,  Ohio,  and  culmi- 
nated at  Boston.  Massachusetts.  In  order  that  you  may  understand 
how  it  all  came  about,  and  that  the  way  may  be  prepared  for  my  defense 
of  what  wc  have  said  and  done,  the  following  statement  of  facts  is 
necessary : 
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As  is  well  known  not  only  in  Arkansas,  but  throughout  the  Church 
in  the  United  States,  our  Diocese  has,  at  my  suggestion,  and  I  trust 
under  the  guidance  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  undertaken  to  make  some  pro- 
vision for  the  accomplishment  of  a  greater  and  better  work  by  the 
Episcopal  Church  among  the  400,000  Negroes  of  this  state. 

I  have  been  at  work  on  the  problems  involved  in  this  undertaking 
from  the  time  I  came  among  you,  nearly  six  years  ago.  Before  coming 
to  Arkansas  in  July,  1898,  as  the  Coadjutor  Bishop,  I  had  never  been 
south  of  Louisville,  Kentucky.  Accordingly,  I  thought  it  wise  not  to 
give  expression  to  my  Northern  convictions  on  the  vexed  colored 
question  until  I  had  made  it  the  subject  of  prolonged  and  careful  study, 
In  1900,  I  requested  the  Council  to  appoint  two  Clergymen,  two 
Laymen,  and  two  Laywomen  to  serve  as  an  Advisory  Committee  to  me 
in  any  work  among  the  400,000  colored  people  of  the  Diocese 
that  I  might  find  it  possible  to  undertake.  After  much  consul- 
tation with  the  members  of  this  Committee,  all  of  whom  were  men  and 
women  who  for  their  natural  endowments,  culture  and  religious  char- 
acter are  the  equals  of  any  persons  whom  I  have  ever  had  the  privilege 
of  meeting,  I  made  up  my  mind  that  if  the  Church  is  ever  to  do  any 
extensive  and  satisfactory  work  among  the  colored  people  of  Arkansas, 
we  must  have  two  Councils,  one  for  white  Churchmen  and  one  for 
colored  Churchmen. 

Accordingly  in  1902,  I  recommended  that  a  Convocation  for  the 
colored  Clergy  and  Lay  Delegates  be  provided  for.  Two  Delegates, 
one  Clergyman  and  one  Layman,  voted  against  the  measure,  not  because 
they  objected  to  it  upon  principle,  but  because  they  thought  that  the 
only  colored  Clergymen  and  congregation  in  the  Diocese  at  the  time 
should  be  first  persuaded  to  volutarily  withdraw  from  the  Council,  and 
ask  for  the  organization  of  the  proposed  Convocation. 

As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Council,  the 
matter  was  taken  up  with  that  Clergyman  and  the  congregation,  and 
both  freely  requested  that  separate  organizations  might  be  effected.  At 
our  last  Council  their  request  was  complied  with,  there  being  three 
dissenting  voices.  Only  one  of  the  dissenters  voted  against  the  pro- 
posed legislation  on  principle,  and  he  was  a  Northern  man,  a  Clergyman 
who  had  been  down  here  less  than  a  year,  and  was  really  not  entitled 
to  a  vote  he  was  not  canonically  resident  in  Arkansas. 

This  action  of  our  Council  was  published  in  the  Church  papers  and, 
of  course,  it  attracted  the  general  attention  of  Colored  Churchmen.  On 
Oct.  I,  T  received  the  following  communication  from  the  Secretary  of 
the  Conference  of  colored  Church  workers.

Rt.  Rev.  and  Dear  Bishop: 

As  directed  by  the  Conference  I  herewith  forward  to  you  the 
enclosed  document  which  will  explain  itself.

The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  document: 

"With  regard  to  recent  legislation  in  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas 
with  respect  to  the  colored  work,  the  following  was  adopted 
by  the  late  Conference  of  the  Church  Workers  among  the  Colored 
People. 

"Whereas,  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas  has,  in  convention  assembled, 
excluded  by  regular  enactment  the  Colored  Clergy  and  Laity  from 
membership  therein,  and 

"Whereas,  the  adoption  of  such  a  plan  denies  to  colored  Church- 
men their  inherent  ecclesiastical  rights  and  will  have  the  effect  of 
keeping  the  colored  people  out  of  the  Church :  be  it,  therefore 

"Resolved,  that  the  Conference  of  Church  Workers  among  the 
Colored  People,  in  its  Nineteenth  Annual  Session,  unqualifiedly  de- 
plores and  condemns  the  action  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas,  and 
earnestly  requests  all  fair  minded  Church  people  to  use  their  influence 
to  prevent  the  spread  of  such  legislation  i^  the  Church,  and  to  p'ainly 
and  forcibly  express  their  disapproval  of  the  action  of  the  Diocese  of 
«  Arkansas,  as  will  lead  to  a  reconsideration  of  its  unjust  and  un- 
Catholic  procedure. 

"Resolved  Further,  that  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  sent  to  the 
Bishop  of  Arkansas,  the  House  of  Bishops  and  the  Church  Papers.'* 

A  few  days  before  the  publication  of  this  document  by  the  Church 
Press  "The  Cleveland  Plain  Dealer,"  on  Sep.  17,  sent  a  representative 
to  interview  me  upon  the  rather  touchy  subjects  of  Southern  color  line 
drawing  and  lynchings. 

The  Associated  Press'  condensed  version  of  what  I  was  reported 
to  have  said  in  "The  Cleveland  Plain  Dealer"  interview  upon  the 
subject  of  lynching  and  concerning  the  necessity  of  drawing  the  color 
line  about  the  ecclesiastical  field,  as  well  as  the  social  and  political 
fields,  spread  over  the  North  like  wildfire  and  issued  in  so  many  con- 
demnatory editorials  and  resolutions  that  for  weeks  afterwards  I 
hardly  had  the  courage  to  look  a  Christian  squarely  in  the  face. 

One  of  the  effects  of  this  agitation  against  me  was  the  immediate 
and  indignant  withdrawal  of  the  support  of  some  of  our  missionary 
benefactors,  who  notified  me  that,  owing  to  my  "un-Christian"  opinions 
on  the  subject  of  "lynching,"  and  the  "un-Christian  action"  of  my 
Diocese  in  drawing  the  color  line  around  its  Annual  Council,  I  need 
not   look   for  any  more  contributions   from  them. 
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For  the  same  reasons  some  among  the  Clergy  of  Boston  and 
vicinity  with  whom  I  had  appointments  to  speak  of  our  Missionary 
needs  and  opportunities,  notified  me  that  there  would  be  no  use.  in 
my  attempting  to  get  any  assistance  from  their  people,  and  cancelled 
their  engagements.  Others  of  whom  I  requested  a  hearing  more  or 
less  bluntly  refused  to  let  me  in,  and  some  went  so  far  as  to  protest 
to  the  Bishop  of  Massachusetts  against  my  being  permitted  to  come 
to  the  Diocese  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  any  appointments. 

So  great  was  the  prejudice  and  stir  against  me  that  the  good 
Bishop  felt  it  necessary  to  appoint  a  committee  of  five  Clerg3rmen  to 
consider  the  whole  question  and  to  advise  him  as  to  whether  or  not 
he  should  give  me  the  freedom  of  his  Diocese  for  the  making  of  any 
appeals.  After  this  committee  had  made  its  report,  the  Bishop  kindly 
opened  the  door  to  me  by  a  letter  in  which  he  pointed  out  the  differ- 
ence between  the  views  which  obtain  with  him  and  myself  and  with 
the  people  of  our  respective  Dioceses.  But  I  was  required,  as  a  con- 
dition of  my  coming,  to  send  a  copy  of  that  letter  to  all  the  Clergy 
in  whose  parishes  I  had  appointments.  My  compliance  with  this 
requirement  resulted  in  other  withdrawals,  further  criticism  of  me 
and  my  Diocese,  and  in  making  it  more  difficult  for  me  to  secure  new 
appointments. 

Naturally  all  this  contributed  to  increase  the  necessity  of  aa 
explanation  on  my  part  One  distinguished  Rector  wrote  requesting 
that  my  address  to  his  people  should  consist  of  an  explanation  of  th« 
action  of  my  Diocese  and  of  my  views  relative  to  the  Negro  problem. 
Another  notified  me  that  he  would  have  to  precede  my  address  in  his 
Church  by  an  explanation  of  the  difference  in  the  Massachusetts  and 
Arkansas  points  of  view. 

You  will  readily  see  that  under  the  circumstances  I  had  to  do 
one  or  two  things,  either  cancel  my  engagements  in  Boston  and 
vicinity  or  defend  myself  and  Diocese.  It  seemed  to  me  that  the 
adoption  of  the  first  of  these  alternatives  would  be  a  cowardly  running 
away  and  admission  of  wrong.  Besides  something  had  to  be  done  to 
stop  the  withdrawal  of  our  missionary  benefactors  and  the  refusal  of 
the  Rectors  to  give  me  a  hearing,  or  our  extensive  missionary  work 
would  necessarily  come  to  a  standstill  for  the  lack  of  the  requisite 
funds  with  which  to  carry  it  on. 

The  time  and  place  of  the  defense  being  fixed  upon  to  the 
satisfaction  of  all  who  were  consulted,  among  whom  was  the  Bishop 
of  Massachusetts,  by  a  personal  note  I  invited  to  it  all  the  Church 
Clergy  and  also  the  editors  of  Boston.  The  Clergy  were  requested 
to  invite  members  of  their  respective  congregations  who  were  known 
to  be  especially  interested  in  the  race  problem.  It  was  not  my  inten- 
tion that  any  Negroes  or  reporters  should  be  present.  But  a  white 
Dof  A— 8 
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Clergyman  who  had  a  colored  congregation  felt  free  to  read  my 
letter  to  his  people;  and  the  editors,  instead  of  coming  in  person, 
regarded  themselves  as  at  liberty  to  send  members  of  thir  reportorial 
staffs.  These  unfortunate  misunderstandings  and  blunders,  that  g^ve 
a  public  instead  of  a  private  character  to  my  defense  which  was  in  the 
form  of  a  carefully  prepared  written  lecture  on  "The  American  Negro 
Problem,"  account  for  a  great  deal  of  the  excitement  which  fol- 
lowed   it. 

All  that  I  said  in  the  lecture  may  be  summed  up  in  the  following 
assertions,  namely:  that  the  American  Negro  is  inferior  to  the  Anglo- 
Saxon  American,  that  speaking  generally  he  is  degenerating,  especi- 
ally is  this  true  of  the  women  of  the  race,  that  the  colored  people 
of  the  South  must  have  the  hand  of  the  Southern  white  people  in 
order  to  get  out  of  the  mire  of  degradation  into  which  they  have 
sunken  since  the  Civil  War;  that  this  hand  cannot  and  will  not  be 
extended  until  the  color  line  has  been  closely  drawn  around  the 
political,  social  and  even  ecclesiastical  fields;  that  the  Negro  is  not 
and  cannot  be  prepared  to  take  a  helpful  part  in  the  government  of 
the  United  States;  that  the  religion  of  the  Negro  is  in  great  part 
fetichism  because  it  does  not  inculcate  morality;  that  the  Episcopal 
Church  on  account  of  its  sober,  ethical  system  is  well  calculated  to 
meet  the  moral  needs  of  the  Negro;  that  we,  as  a  Church,  are  doing 
very  little  for  him,  and  never  will  do  much  more,  until  we  have 
colored  Bishops  and  separate  jurisdictions.  Local  Councils,  and  Gen- 
eral   Conventions. 

In  regard  to  my  much  condemned  utterances  upon  the  subject  of 
lynching,  when  all  I  said  at  Cleveland  and  Boston  is  taken  into  account 
and  fairly  interpreted  it  simply  amounts  to  this,  that  they  do  unfortu- 
nately lynch  at  the  South  and  they  also  lynch  in  the  North;  that  the 
lynchings  of  the  South  are  more  excusable  than  those  of  the  North, 
and  that,  therefore,  Northerners  should  not  criticise  the  Southerners 
in  this  matter  until  they  set  them  a  better  example. 

I  closed  that  section  of  my  lecture  in  the  following  words:  "In 
conclusion,  let  me  disavow  any  intention  of  advocating  lynching.  My 
object  in  the  interview  was  to  say  a  word  to  my  Cleveland  friends 
which  would  show  them  how  inconsistent  and  unreasonable  are  the 
criticisms  which  Northerners  often  make  against  their  Southern 
Brethren.  I  had  no  idea  that  what  I  said  would  find  its  way  into 
the  Associated  Press,  and  be  misunderstood  throughout  the  North." 

This,  as  I  understand  my  own  words,  is  in  substance  all  that  I 
said  about  lynching,  nothing  more  or  nothing  less.  In  all  my  private 
correspondence  and  public  utterances  I  expressly  disavowed  any  inten- 
tion of  advocating  this  dreadful  form  of  punishment.  As  a  great 
part  of  the  newspaper  criticisms  of  the  lecture  were  based  upon  my 
utterances  on  this  subject  I  leave  you  to  judge  of  their  justice. 
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I  am  afraid  that  modem  journalism  is  altogether  too  much  given 
to  the  sacrifice  of  truth  and  justice  upon  the  altar  of  sensation.  This 
fear  fs  based  upon  the  sensational  reports  not  only  upon  what  I  had 
to  say  upon  the  subject  of  l)mching  but  upon  other  topics  as  well. 
Take  for  instance  my  remarks  upon  the  present  financial  conditions 
and  future  prospects  of  Arkansas.  As  I  was  making  appeals  for 
missionaiy  aid,  I  naturally  called  attention  to  the  fact  that,  as  matters 
now  stand,  we  are  financially  the  poorest  state  in  the  Union,  our 
banking  credit  being  only  4.86  per  capita,  the  lowest  in  all  the  United 
States.  But  in  another  connection  I  always  spoke  with  much  enthusi- 
asm of  the  splendid  outlook  of  our  state  and  the  rapid  development 
which  is  in  progress.  Now  it  is  a  significant  as  well  as  an  exasper- 
ating fact  that  in  every  instance  the  reporters  took  note  of  what  I 
said  about  our  poverty,  and  sometimes  they  grossly  exaggerated  it, 
and    never    said    anything   about    our    natural    resources    and    bright 

prospects. 

II. 

THE  DUTY  OF  PREVENTING  LYNCHING. 

I  do  not  say  that  I  will  never  change  my  mind  in  respect  to  any 
of  the  positions  I  take  in  my  lecture  on  the  "American  Negro 
Problem."  When  I  get  settled  at  Galion,  Ohio,  for  the  summer  I 
expect  to  read  all  the  newspaper  clippings,  pamphlets  and  books  which 
have  been  sent  to  me.  They  may,  and  I  hope  they  will,  do  more  than 
I  can  now  imagine  in  the  direction  of  favorably  modifying  my  views 
respecting  the  present  condition  and  future  prospect  of  the  Negro. 
But  up  to  date  I  cannot  see  that  there  is  a  single  word  of  my  lecture 
that   I  can  honestly  retract. 

The  storm  of  criticism  which  I  have  been  obliged  to  weather  for 
a  long  time,  centered  around  an  assumption  which  is  not  true,  namely : 
that  I  "advocate"  lynching  for  the  nameless  crime  which  accounts  for 
the  origin  and  continuance  of  this  dreadful  form  of  punishment  in 
the  South.  This  gratuitous  assumption  is  due  to  the  fact  that  I  did 
not  condemn  lynching  for  the  heinous  crime  in  question:  and  that  1 
did  apologize  for  those  among  my  adopted  people,  who,  as  a  necessary, 
precautionary  measure,  or  as  the  result  of  maddening  rage,  take  the 
law  into  their  own  hands  by  the  summary  punishment  of  the  fiends 
of  lust  who  overpower  helpless  women  or  girls. 

But  I  submit  that  when  the  circumstances  under  which  my  utter- 
ances on  this  subject  were  delivered  in  Cleveland  and  Boston  arc 
taken  into  account,  the  fact  that  they  were  apologetic  in- 
stead  of  condemnatory  does  not  afford  sufficient  ground  for 
the  assertion  that  I  "advocate"  lynching.  I.  did  indeed  place 
mob  violence  and  revolutionary  movements  upon  much  the 
same  footing  and  contended  that  it  is  justifiable  when  neces- 
sary    to   self  protection.       Moreover,   I   went   so  far  as  to  intimate 
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that  a  resort  to  it  in  the  South  was  probably  a  necessity  in  the 
dreadful  reconstruction  period,  and  might  possibly  still  be  so  under 
exceptional  circumstances.  But  I  could  intimate  or  even  plainly  say 
all  this  without  la3ring  myself  liable  to  just  condemnation  for  the 
advocacy  of  mob  violence  in  conununities  where  normal  conditions 
prevail. 

If  the  Reporter  had  condemned  Northerners  as  well  as  South- 
erners for  mob  violence,  the  public  would  have  had  the  right  to  expect 
of  me  some  utterance  concerning  the  duty,  under  all  normal  conditions, 
of  discouraging  the  punishment  of  criminals  by  the  mob  and  of  leaving 
them  to  be  dealt  with  by  duly  constituted  officers  and  courts.  But 
the  occasion  called  for  remarks  bearing  upon  the  precious  character  of 
the  rare  jewel  of  consistency,  not  upon  the  evils  of  mob  violence.  So 
I  naturally  straightened  up  in  dignified  resentment  and  proceeded  to 
point  out  in  pretty  plain  and  emphatic  language  that  the  good  people 
of  the  South,  as  well  as  the  good  people  of  the  North,  regret  the 
lawless  punisment  of  criminals;  that  the  lynching  of  Negroes  at  the 
North  is  proportionately  as  frequent  as  at  the  South;  that  if  there 
is  any  excuse  for  resort  to  such  dangerous  lawlessness.  Southerners 
have  the  advantage  of  it  because  the  element  of  self  protection  enters 
into  the  question  at  the  South  as  it  does  not  at  the  North. 

But  while  in  the  interest  of  consistency  I  said  all  this  to  our 
Northern  critics,  and  while  I  still  and  probably  ever  shall  adhere  to 
every  word  of  it,  yet  I  want  to  say  to  you,  my  dear  adopted  people 
and  spiritual  children,  that  the  criticisms,  notwithstanding  their  unjust 
and  uncharitable  character  should  be  duly  considered  by  us.  The 
criticisms  of  those  who  differ  with  us  usually  have  more  or  less  of  truth 
in  them  as  well  as  injustice.  This  being  the  case  if  we  really  wish  to 
make  the  most  of  life  and  do  our  best  in  the  great  work  of  character 
building,  which  is  the  greatest  work  any  man  or  woman  ever  under- 
took, we  often  will  entertain  towards  those  who  severely  and  unjustly 
criticise  us  feelings  of  gratitude  rather  than  resentment,  because  they 
have  directed  our  attention  to  mistakes  and  faults  and  suggested 
lines  of  improvement  of  which  we  had  lost  sight  or  were  ignorant. 

Personally  I  feel  under  great  obligation  to  our  critics  because  the 
rough  handling  which  I  have  received  from  them  has  had  the  good 
effect  of  working  me  up  to  a  realization  of  the  great  dangers  and  evils 
connected  with  an  habitual  resort  to  mob  violence,  and  of  the  duty 
of  one  occupying  my  place  to  do  all  that  he  can  to  prevent  it,  and  to 
uphold  the  majesty  of  the  law.  I  now  realize  as  I  never  did  before 
that  the  good  citizens  of  Arkansas  and  of  the  South  generally  should, 
on  many  accounts,  band  themselves  together  for  the  double  purpose 
of  preventing  lynchings  whenever  it  is  possible  to  do  so,  and  of 
eliminating  the  barbarous  features  of  torture  and  burning  in  unpre- 
ventable  cases  of  mob  violence.     It   would  be,   I   am  fully  convinced. 
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to  the  great  honor  of  Christianity  if  the  Delegates  to  this  Council, 
before  separating,  were  to  form  themselves  into  some  kind  of  asso- 
ciation with  these  noble  ends  in  view.  I  would  not  advise  that  we  do 
this  as  Churchmen  so  much  as  citizens.  Let  us  in  some  way  set  on 
foot  a  movement  which  will  be  comprehensive  enough  to  include  all 
who  have  the  honor  of  our  great  State,  and  the  promotion  of  humane 
and  elevating  principles  and  measures  at  heart 

It  seems  to  me  that  an  organization  of  this  kind  should  not  only 
try  to  influence  white  men,  but  that  it  should  work  among  the  good 
Negroes  of  the  State  with  a  view  of  persuading  them  to  do  all  they  can 
to  prevent  the  crime  which  lies  at  the  root  of  the  Southern  lynch  law, 
and  to  assist  officers  to  discover  and  bring  criminals  to  justice.  I  am 
sorely  apprehensive  that  we  shall  never  be  able  to  wholly  do  away  with 
lynchings  at  the  South  until  the  awful  crime  which,  more  than 
anything  else  accounts  for  its  existence  and  continuance,  is  of  com- 
paratively rare  occurrence. 

One  of  the  objects  of  the  existence  of  the  suggested  organization 
should  be  to  secure  such  reforms  in  our  judiciary  system  as  will  tend 
to  prevent  mob  violence.  The  legal  gentlemen  of  the  Council  will 
know  how  much,  if  any,  relief  can  be  secured  in  that  direction. 

Again  the  organization  should  advocate  the  adoption  of  stringent 
vagrancy  laws  and  see  that  they  are  enforced.  The  lazy,  idle  Negroes 
are  generally  the  criminals.  I  am  told  by  those  who  have  long  been 
deeply  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  Negro  and  studied  the  matter, 
that  if  he  is  regularly  employed  he  seldom  goes  wrong. 

Another  object  of  the  proposed  organization  of  citizens,  who  have 
the  good  and  honor  of  our  State  at  heart,  should  be  to  reduce  all  the 
chief  forms  of  lawlessness  to  which  the  Negro  is  especially  prone,  by 
making  provision   for   his   proper   education. 

A  large  part  of  the  criticism  elicited  by  my  lecture  related  to  my 
assertion  that  the  Negro  as  a  whole  is  growing  worse  instead  of  better. 
I  have  read  and  heard  a  great  many  statistics  and  arguments  which 
are  supposed  by  those  who  make  use  of  them,  to  more  or  less  con- 
clusively prove  the  falsity  of  what  is  characterized  as  an  outrageous 
and  un-Christian  arraignment  of  the  colored  race. 

But,  though  I  have  heard  nothing  that  has  changed  my  mind,  so 
far  as  the  great  majority  of  the  Negroes  are  concerned,  I  have  learned 
much  that  tends  to  convince  me  that  the  elevation  of  the  Negro, 
though  an  Herculean  task,  is  not  quite  as  hopeless  as  I  thought  at 
the  time  I  wrote  my  lecture.  I  have  been  greatly  influenced  in  the 
direction  of  hopefulness  by  a  statement  to  the  effect  that  not  one  of 
all  the  graduates  of  Hampton,  Virginia,  or  Tuskegee,  Alabama,  has 
committted  the  heinous  crime  against  women,  and  that  only  a  very 
small  percentage  of  them  have  ever  been  convicted  of  felony. 
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If  such  statistics  are  really  true,  and  1  have  no  reason  to  doubt 
their  reliability,  they  point  out  a  clear  duty,  namely:  the  multiplication 
of  such  institutions  as  the  Hampton  and  Tuskegee  Institutes.  Arkansas 
should  have  at  least  twenty-five  of  them,  and  this  is  true  of  all  the 
Southern  States.  Of  course,  it  will  require  many  years  for  a  State 
as  poor  as  ours  to  make  adequate  provision  for  the  education  of 
400,000  Negroes.  But  a  beginning  should  be  made  at  once.  One  of 
the  very  first  efforts  of  the  proposed  organization  should  be  to  get 
a  General  Armstrong  or  Booker  Washington  to  begin  this  Hampton- 
Tuskegee  educational  work  in  Arkansas. 

III. 
THE  EDUCATION  OF  THE  SOUTHERN  NEGRO. 

The  subject  of  the  education  of  the  Southern  Negro  is  one  of  the 
biggest  among  the  bones  of  contention  between  the  North  and  South- 
There  is  nothing  which  brings  the  flush  of  resentment  to  the  face  of 
Northern  and  Southern  disputants  so  quickly  as  this  question  of 
Negro  Education.  When  it  comes  up  it  is  difficult  for  the  Southerner 
to  get  a  word  in  edgewise  because  the  Northerner  talks  so  fast,  con- 
tinuously and  loud,  about  the  wonderful  effect  that  education  has  had, 
is  having  and  will  have  upon  the  black  race. 

And  yet,  there  is  really  no  difference  01  opinion  between  intelli- 
gent Northern  and  Southern  people  in  regard  to  the  fact  that  the 
Negro  should  be  educated.  The  parting  of  wavs  is  at  the  point  where 
the  kind  of  education  which  is  most  needed  by  the  Negro  comes  up  for 
consideration.  Northern  theorists  and  philanthropists  have  generally 
maintained  that  he  should  have  the  same  kind  of  education  as  the 
sons  and  daughters  of  the  white  people  and  to  a  limited  degree  they 
are  undoubtedly  correct.  Certainly  every  Negro  should  be  educated 
to  talk,  read  and  write  well  and  to  make  such  ordinary  mathematical 
computations  as  are  needed  in  every  day  life. 

But  beyond  this,  education,  in  the  sense  of  intellectual  illumination, 
does  the  average  Negro  more  harm  than  good.  It  unfits  him  for,  and 
makes  him  discontented  in  that  state  of  life  into  which  it  has  pleased 
God  to  call  him.  When  the  Negro  enters  upon  the  study  of  the  higher 
branches  of  intellectual  learning  he  does  so  with  the  idea  of  becoming 
a  teacher  or  preacher,  lawyer  or  physician,  politician  or  editor,  and  so 
on  through  the  whole  list  of  learned  professions.  But  the  professional 
field  offers  very  few  and  comparatively  limited  opportunities  to  the 
highly  educated  Negro.  There  is  room  in  it  for  a  good  many  teachers 
and  preachers  a  few  doctors  and  fewer  lawyers.  In  all  these  depart- 
ments the  supply,  such  as  it  is,  always  far  exceeds  the  demand.  As 
a  consequence  these  college  bred  Negroes  find  their  way  into  hotels 
as  bell  boys  and   waiters,  and   into  the   railway   service  as  train  and 
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sleeping  car  porters,  and  being  discontented  and  heady  their  classical 
education  is  a  detriment  to  them  and  the  traveling  public  rather  than 
an  advantage. 

Speaking  broadly  outside  of  teaching  and  preaching  the  industrial 
field  is  the  only  one  which  is  or  ever  will  be  open  to  the  Negro,  and 
this  being  the  case  his  education  should  be  along  industrial  rather  than 
classical  lines.  They  need  farming,  mechanical,  cooking,  laundry  and 
nursing  efficiency  rather  than  proficiency  in  Latin.  Greek  and  Astron- 
omy. This  most  important  fact  is  recognized  at  Hampton  and  Tus- 
kegcc  and  it  accounts  for  the  good  that  these  institutions  are  accom- 
plishing, and  for  the  support  that  they  are  receiving  from  sensible 
philanthropists  both  North  and  South. 

I  firmly  believe  that  the  American  Negro  is  deteriorating  and  that 
his  degeneracy  will  continue  until  adequate  provision  is  made  for  his 
moral  and  industrial  education.  The  reason  why  the  few  old  time 
Negroes  who  are  left,  are  as  a  rule  so  superior  to  the  younger  Negroes, 
is  found  in  the  fact  that  the  older  ones  were  taught  morality  and  in- 
dustry by  the  white  people  who  brought  them  up,  whereas,  the  young 
ones  are  brought  up  by  the  colored  people  who  teach  them  neither 
morality  nor  industry.  The  old  relationship  of  master  and  slave 
fortunately  can,  of  course,  never  be  restored,  and  so  there  is  no  salva- 
tion for  the  degenerating  Negro  race  in  that  direction.  But  he  can 
never  save  himself.  He  will  continue  to  go  from  bad  to  worse,  unless 
some  new  way  can  be  found  to  teach  him  both  morality  and  industry.  I 
claim  that  the  Church  should  teach  the  Negro  morality  and  that  the 
state  should  teach  him  industry. 

Confining  ourselves  for  the  moment  to  industrial  education,  I 
desire  to  give  expression  to  the  conviction  that  the  task  is  altogether 
too  great  for  the  impoverished  South  and  that  it  should  be  undertaken 
by  the  general  government.  I  reached  this  conclusion  shortly  after 
coming  South,  and  I  am  glad  to  see  that  distinguished  Northern  men 
are  beginning  to  hold  it  and  are  giving  it  the  benefit  of  their  powerful 
advocacy.  Let  us  now  turn  to  the  consideration  of  the  moral  con- 
dition of  this  unfortunate  people,  and  the  neglect  of  the  Episcopal 
Church. 

IV. 

THE  CONFERENCE  FOR  EDUCATION  IN  THE  SOUTH. 

At  the  request  of  a  New  York  capitalist,  philanthropist  and 
Churchman,  who  is  a  Georgian  by  birth  and  who  retains  that  passionate 
love  for  his  native  land,  which  since  my  coming  among  you  has  im- 
pressed me  as  such  a  beautiful  characteristic  of  Southern  people.  I 
attended  the  Birmingham  Conference  for  Education  in  the  South, 
which  opened  on  April  26  and  closed  on  the  28. 
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So  far  as  its  membership  is  concerned  the  Conference  is  a  very 
comprehensive  association,  for  it  can  hardly  be  called  an  organizatioti. 
The  President  and  some  of  the  leaders  are  Northern  men,  but  many 
Southerners,  chiefly  college  presidents  and  State  school  superitKend- 
ents,  are  greatly  interested  in  the  movement. 

The  object  of  the  association  is  to  promote  education  in  the  South 
by  increasing,  as  the  result  of  local  taxation,  the  extent  and  efficiency 
of  the  public  school  system  for  both  white  and  colored  children. 

The  Conference  meets  annually  and  the  Birmingham  session  was 
the  seventh  of  the  series.  So  far  as  the  attendance  of  both  inhabi- 
tants and  visitors  was  concerned,  this  one  was  certainly  a  gtiaX 
success.  The  hospitality  of  the  city  was  lavish  and  lovely.  The  doors 
of  its  attractive  homes  were  thrown  wide  open,  and  besides  many 
pleasant  luncheon  and  dinner  parties  there  was  a  brilliant  and  most 
highly  enjoyable  reception. 

Being  somewhat  of  a  pessimist  in  my  views  of  the  present  con- 
dition and  future  prospects  of  the  American  Negro,  I  concluded  to 
accept  an  invitation  to  this  Conference,  because  I  was  encouraged  to 
hope  that  it  would  make  me  more  optimistic;  but  I  was  quite  disap- 
pointed in  this  expectatioa  There  was  very  little  said  that  was  calcu- 
lated to  convert  one  who,  having  studied  the  Negro  in  the  light  of 
personal  observation,  history  and  ethnology,  is  as  skeptical  as  I  am 
regarding  his  capacity  to  develop,  mentally  and  morally,  to  that  degree 
which  will  enable  him  to  take  a  helpful  part  in  the  social,  political 
and  ecclesiastical  departments  of  our  American  branch  of  the  Anglo- 
Saxon  civilization. 

Not  only  was  I  disappointed  in  the  Conference  because  it  did  not 
result  in  any  considerable  modification  of  my  own  views,  but  also 
because  it  allowed  several  most  distinmiished  and  influential  Northern 
men  and  women  to  come  and  go  without  giving  them  any  real  con- 
ception of  the  stupendous  and  exceedingly  difficult  work  of  stopping 
the  degeneration  of  the  American  Negro  and  raising  him  up  from  ihe 
slough  of  semi -barbarism  to  the  plane  of  civilization.  The  names  of 
several  of  these  visitors  are  household  words  throughout  New  England. 
The  pity  of  it  is  that  their  trip  and  this  Conference  tended  to  confirm 
them  in  their  old,  erroneous  convictions  respecting  the  Negro  and  the 
South.  Their  representations,  which  in  any  case  would  have  had  great 
weight  will  now  be  offered  and  accepted  as  the  testimony  of  the  most 
creditable  of  expert  eye  witnesses,  who  have  seen  and  heard  for  them- 

So  far  as  the  Negro  Problem  is  concerned  the  great  fault  that 
I  have  had  to  find  with  the  Birmingham  Conference  is  that  it  was 
almost  altogether  one-sided  and  misleading.  A  good  many  references 
ic  to  what  is  termed  "the  best  Southern  thought  and  the 
Northern  thought''  in  a  way  which  would  lead  the  unsophisticated 
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to  suppose  that  they  are  one  and  the  same  thing  and  that  all  the  wise 
and  good  people  which  the  North  and  South  contain  were  quite  fully 
represented  by  the  utterances  concerning  the  Negro  at  this  Conference. 
And,  indeed,  I  have  very  little  if  any  fault  to  find  with  what  was  said 
by  either  Northerners  or  Southerners  at  th€  Conference  upon  this 
momentous  subject,  but  I  must  respectfully  and  emphatically  insist 
that  it  did  not  at  all  fully  represent  the  views  of  more  than  one  out 
of  a  hundred  good  Southern  men  and  women  whom  I  know.  I  doubt 
whether  it  was  ansrthing  like  fully  representative  of  a  single  man  or 
woman  among  all  the  4,000  communicants  of  the  Episcopal  Church 
in  Arkansas. 

But,  of  course,  it  would  be  impossible  for  the  most  optimistic 
among  Southern  men  to  open  their  mouths  however  guardedly  in  the 
presence  of  New  Englanders  without  giving  them  a  little  something 
to  think  about.  Even  the  exceedingly  conservative  remarks  of  the 
brilliant,  eloquent  and  diplomatic  Dr.  Galloway,  a  Bishop  of  the 
Southern  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  residing  in  Mississippi,  if  they 
were  understood  by  his  Northern  auditors  must  have  been  attended  here 
and  there  by  more  or  less  violent  shocks.  However,  without  in- 
tending any  reflection  upon  their  intelligence,  I  venture  to  give  expression 
to  the  conviction  that  by  reason  of  their  widely  dissimilar  environments 
and  habits  of  thought  they  utterly  failed  of  fully  understanding  and  cor- 
rectly interpreting  much  of  the  Bishop's  remarkable  oration  on  "The 
South  and  the  Negro."  There  is,  it  seems  to  me,  no  other  way  of 
accounting  for  the  strange  difference  in  the  reception  which  my  lecture 
received  at  Washington  and  Boston. 

It  must,  I  think,  be  clear  to  all  that  this  difference,  (a  difference 
which  is  really  astonishing)  is  not  due  to  a  difference  in  intelligence 
or  moral  illumination,  but  to  a  difference  in  the  point  of  view.  In  short, 
the  true  explanation  lies  in  the  fact  that  Negroes  form  a  very  large 
per  cent  of  the  population  of  Washington,  while  the  reverse  is  true  of 
Boston. 

But  even  the  oration  of  this  chosen  champion  contains  a  passage 
in  which  he  substantially  says  all  that  I  said  in  my  Boston  lecture : 

"Mistakes  that  have  become  a  tragedy  were  made  bv  some  mis- 
guided persons  who  came  South  after  the  war  to  be  the  political 
teachers  and  leaders  of  the  Negroes.  Representing  themselves  as  the 
only  friends  of  the  recently  emancipated  race,  they  made  denunciation 
of  former  slave  owners  an  apology  for  their  presence,  and  a  part  jf 
the  Negro's  education.  That  policy  only  complicated  the  difficult 
problem.  It  poisoned  the  spirit  of  one  race  and  aroused  the  fierce 
antagonism  of  the  other.  Hate  was  planted  in  hearts  where  the  seed 
of  love  should  have  been  sown,  and  races  that  ought  to  dwell  together 
in  unity,  were  separated  by  bitter  hostility.  The  times  of  such  folly 
are  gone,  but  their  tragic  results  are  our  mournful  heritage. 
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''In  the  study  of  this  momentous  question  some  things  may  be 
considered  as  definitely  and  finally  settled : 

1.  In  the  South  there  will  never  be  any  social  mingling  of  the 
races.  Whether  it  be  prejudice  or  pride  of  race,  there  is  a  middle  wall 
of  partition  which  will  not  be  broken  down. 

2.  They  will  worship  in  separate  Churches  and  be  educated  in 
separate  schools.  This  is  alike  desired  by  both  races,  and  is  for  the 
good  of  each. 

3.  The  political  power  of  this  section  will  remain  in  present 
hands.  Here,  as  elsewhere,  intelligence  and  wealth  will  and  should 
control  the  administration  of  Governmental  affairs. 

4.  The  great  body  of  the  Negroes  are  here  to  stay.  Their 
coerced  colonization  would  be  a  crime,  and  their  deportation  a  physical 
impossibility.  And  the  white  people  are  less  anxious  for  them  to  go 
than  they  are  to  leave.    They  arc  natives  and  not  intruders." 

This  coming  from   Bishop  Galloway,  who  is  probably  the  most 

distinguished  and  influential  among  Southern  optimists  regarding  the 

Negro,  ought  certainly  to  open  the  eyes  of  our  critics  to  the  injustice 

that  they  have  been  doing  us,  and  to  the  necessity  for  something  like 

the   Arkansas   plan   for   the    work   of  the   Episcopal   Church   among 

colored  people. 

V. 

THE  REMISSNESS  OF  THE  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH 

TOWARDS  THE  NEGRO. 

We  have,  in  round  numbers,  fully  400,000  Negroes  within  the 
"Black  Belt"  of  our  State.  Their  condition  is  almost  increditably  de- 
plorable. Especially  is  this  true  in  respect  to  that  feature  of  the 
condition  of  the  Negro  with  which  it  is  the  business  of  the  Church 
to  be  concerned,  his  moral  character.  There  are  Negro  writers  who 
maintain  that  their  race  is  altogether  lacking  in  what  is  known  as  the 
moral  sense;  and  there  are  white  men  scattered  throughout  the  South 
taking  first  rank  in  the  communities  in  which  they  live,  and  they 
would  take  first  rank  in  any  community,  who  say  that  so  far  as  their 
observation  and  experience  go,  such  writers  are  not  far  from  correct. 
They  insist  that  they  have  seldom  known  a  Negro  who  was  not  more 
or  less  lacking  in  the  three  cardinal  essentials  of  morality,  namely: 
truthfulness,  honesty  and  social  purity. 

There  are  many  Southern  people  who  do  not  take  this  extreme, 
almost  if  not  quite  a  hopeless,  view  of  the  moral  condition  of  the 
Negro.  I  rejoice  in  saying  that  I  agree  with  the  more  conservative 
and  reasonable  view  of  such.  It  seems  to  me  that  some  among  the 
colored  people  with  whom  I  come  into  contact  have  just  as  good 
morals  as  the  average  white  man  or  woman.  Nevertheless.  I  am 
bound  to  say  that  those  who  impress  me  thus  favorably  are  compara- 
tively very  few  indeed. 
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Now  the  strange  thing  about  it  all  is  that  the  colored  people  of 
the  South  are  as  a  rule  intensely  religious.  It  is  almost  impossible 
to  find  one  of  them  who  is  a  disbeliever  and  not  identified  with  some 
Christian  body.  The  great  majority  of  them  are  what  may  be  called 
"shouting"  Christians.  In  the  colored  people  of  the  South  we  therefore 
have  this  curious  and  perplexing  anomaly  of  a  maximum  of  religion 
with  a  minimum  of  morality. 

This  being  the  case,  I  believe  that  there  is  no  organization  of 
Christians  in  the  country  which  can  do  for  this  people  more  than  the 
Episcopal  Church.  The  emotional  noisy  type  of  religion,  characteristic 
of  the  so-called  revival  churches,  is  what  the  Negro  most  naturally 
takes  to,  but  what  he  really  needs  is  the  sober,  ethical,  elevating  in- 
fluences of  the  services  and  teaching  of  this  Church  and  he  needs  it 
sadly  on  a  wholesale  scale,  without  any  further  delay. 

For  the  physical  ailments  of  mankind.  I  am  inclined  to  the  Homeo- 
pathic theory  of  dosing;  but  for  the  moral  distemper  of  the  colored 
race,  I  am  decidedly  in  favor  of  Allopathic  doses  of  the  Episcopal 
Church.  The  fact  that  the  Southern  Negro  need^  the  wholesome 
medicine  of  the  ethical  doctrine  delivered  by  the  Episcopal  Church 
above  all  other  medicines,  and  the  fact  that  he  needs  it  so  badly  in  such 
large  doses  places  a  tremendous  and  most  solemn  responsibility  upon 
our  membership. 

I  have  spoken  of  the  awful  moral  degradation  of  the  Southern 
Negro  and  his  urgent  need  of  the  Prayer  Book  type  of  the  Christian 
religion.  The  membership  of  this  Church,  as  compared  with  other 
religious  bodies  of  the  country,  has  perhaps  a  disproportionate  per- 
centage of  well-to-do  and  wealthy  people.  I  am  receiving  at  the  rate 
of  $600  a  year  for  the  religious  and  moral  improvement  of  400,000  of 
this  degraded,  degenerating  race.  In  the  face  of  these  facts  what 
need  is  there  of  argument  to  show  that  the  Church  is  far  from  doing 
her  duty  to  the  colored  people  of  Arkansas  and  I  am  afraid  that  this 
remissness  is  characteristic  of  the  Church  towards  all  of  the  Southern 
Dioceses. 

VI. 

COLORED   MISSIONARY   JURISDICTIONS   AND   BISHOPS. 

The  degree  of  separation  that  is  provided  for  by  the  newly  estab- 
lished Convocation  System  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas  is  absolutely 
necessary  both  on  account  of  the  colored  and  white  works;  for, 
without  such  a  separation,  either  the  one  or  the  other  must  inevitably 
languish.  Under  the  old  and  generally  prevailing  conditions,  any  con- 
siderable growth  of  the  Church  among  the  colored  people  of  the 
South  would  unquestionably  be  attended  by  her  corresponding  decline 
among  our   white   people. 
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I  believe  in  the  Catholicity  of  the  Church  as  a  whole,  but  not  in 
the  Catholicity  of  Congregations  or  Dioceses,  or  even  of  the  General 
Convention  of  a  National  Church.  As  matters  now  stand  no  one  but  an 
unobserving,  impractical  theorist  will  maintain  that  any  cong^^^ation 
can  be  Catholic  enough  to  include  both  the  black  and  white  people  of 
a  Southern  community,  and  what  is  true  in  this  respect  of  our  congre- 
gations is  true,  or  rapidly  becoming  so,  of  our  Diocesan  Council,  and 
would  become  so  of  our  General  Convention  in  proportion  to  the 
increase  of  colored  bishops  and  Del^^ates. 

When  we  insist  that  for  the  good  of  all  concerned,  it  is  necessary 
to  draw  the  color  line  around  the  ecclesiastical  field,  as  well  as  around 
the  political  and  social  domains,  we  are  met  in  some  quarters  by  a 
vociferous  quotation  of  such  texts  as,  "There  is  neither  Jew  nor  Greek, 
there  is  neither  bond  nor  free,  there  is  neithr  male  nor  female,  for  ye 
are  all  one  in  Christ  Jesus." 

In  replying  to  this  argument  against  the  policy  of  segregation  for 
which  my  Diocese  and  I  stand,  I  am  willing  to  add,  what  the  Apostle 
for  some  reason  left  out,  "there  is  neither  white  nor  black."  Never- 
theless, I  contend  that  this  and  other  texts  of  the  same  import  cannot 
legitimately  be  so  interpreted  as  to  condemn  such  distinctions  and 
separations  among  Christians  as  would  be  effected  by  the  drawing  of 
the  ecclesiastical  color  line;  because  such  an  interpretation  would  make 
nonsense  of  them.  ^ 

Take  the  text  under  consideration,  which  is  the  chief  and  conse- 
quently the  most  frequently  quoted  of  all  such  texts,  if  it  be  inter- 
preted in  accordance  with  the  views  of  those  who  consider  that  the 
true  doctrine  of  the  Church's  Catholicity  involves  the  removal  of  .til 
lines  of  distinction,  it  would  plainly  teach  that  Christian  men  and 
women  are  obliged  to  ignore  the  fact  that  God  has  divided  humanity 
into  "male  and  female"  and  that  they  should  dress  and  live  as  if  there 
were  no  such  differences.  Therefore,  all  that  such  texts  can  legiti- 
mately be  made  to  mean,  is  that  Christians  should  not  draw  distin- 
guishing and  separating  lines  which  God  has  not  drawn.  But  the 
color  line,  like  the  sex  line,  was  drawn  by  God,  and  this  being  the 
case  it  is  evidently  the  duty  of  all  concerned  to  recognize  its  exist- 
ence in  the  social  institutions  of  the  family.  State  and  Church. 

I  would  not  have  you  think  that  I  regard  our  Arkansas  Convoca- 
tional  System,  as  at  present  constituted,  as  being  altogether  satis- 
factory. In  fact  I  clearly  see  and  freely  admit  that  it  is  defective  and 
that  its  chief  imperfection  will  be  hard  to  correct.  The  great  diffi- 
culty about  this  plan  of  ours  is  that  the  Convocation  is  not  so  adjusted 
to  the  Council  as  to  preserve  the  constitutional  rights  of  the  colored 
Clerg>'.  The  intricate  task  of  effecting  this  necessary  or  at  least  highl> 
desirable  adjustment  is  altogether  the  most  important  work  which  con- 
fronts us  at  this  Council  and  I  hope  that  the  Committee  on  Canons  will 
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give  plenty  of  time  and  their  best  thought  to  it,  and  that  their  report 
will  receive  full  and  deliberate  consideration. 

I  think  you  will  agree  with  me  that  the  wise  solution  of  our 
knotty  Canonical  Problem  is  of  far  more  than  local  importance  and 
interest. 

Now  as  to  Colored  Missionary  Jurisdictions  and  Bishops:  I  would 
be  willing  that  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas  should  form  a  part  of  a  Mis- 
sionary Jurisdiction  for  Colored  People,  providing  it  is  to  be  adminis- 
tered by  a  Bishop  of  their  race,  and  I  would  approve  of  the  consecra- 
tion of  a  colored  Suffragan  Bishop,  providing  he  is  not  to  have  a 
seat  in  the  General  Convention  or  our  f)iocesan  Council,  and  providing 
also  that  the  separation  which  such  an  arrangement  Would  involve 
could  be  made  to  stop  short  of  a  breach  of  unity. 

But  the  more  I  think  about  the  matter  the  more  I  am  inclined 
to  the  conviction  that  the  Suffragan  Bishop  idea,  if  carried  out,  would 
eventually  issue  in  a  schism,  and  so  I  find  myself  drifting  towards  the 
opinion  that  until  we  are  prepared  to  give  the  American  Negro  the 
Episcopate  so  that  he  may  have  an  autonomous  Racial  Church,  the 
Arkansas  Plan  represents  the  extreme  limit  to  which  we  can  go  in  the 
way  of  separation. 

I  adhere  to  the  idea  to  which  we  are  committed  by  the  action  of 
our  Diocese  in  creating  a  separate  Convocation  for  Colored  Churchmen 
that  ultimately  the  Episcopate  and  an  autonomous  Church  -should  be 
given  to  the  American  Negro.  It  is  urged  against  this  idea,  that  it 
involves  a  disregard  of  a  fundamental  principle  of  the  Catholic 
Church,  namely:  that' the  Bishop  is  the  center  of  unity  and  that  there 
cannot  be  two  Bishops  having  jurisdiction  over  the  same  territory 
without  dividing  the  body  of  Christ  But  I  think  that  this  objection 
will  not  stand,  and  for  this  reason:  if  the  line  of  argument  by  which 
it  is  supported  be  followed  to  its  legitimate  conclusion  it  would  divide 
Aoglo-Catholic  Christianity  into  as  many  autonomous  Churches  as 
there  are  Dioceses,  but  such  is  not  the  case.  We  are  divided  into 
National  Churches,  such  as  the  Church  of  England,  the  Church  in  the 
United  States,  the  Church  of  Canada,  and  the  rest. 

The  Anglican  Communion  then  is  divided  into  several  autonomous 
National  not  Diocesan  Churches.  It  does  not  require  much  insight 
to  see  that  these  divisions  are  largely  due  to  the  Geographical  lines 
which  God  has  drawn.  Now  God  has  also  drawn  the  color  line 
between  the  Anglo-Saxon  and  Negro  Races.  This  line  is  as  distinct 
and  as  insurmountable  a  barrier  to  ecclesiastical  unity  as  any  geographi- 
cal line.  Why,  then,  may  not  Catholic  black  and  white  Bishops  occupy 
overlapping  African  and  Anglican  Catholic  Churches  in  the  United 
States  without  dividing  the  body  of  Christ?  It  is  Christ  not  the 
presiding  Bishop  of  the  American  Church,  much  less  any  Diocesan 
Bishop,  who  is  the  center  of  unity. 
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It  appears,  therefore,  that  the  giving  of  the  Episcopate  to  the  col- 
ored churchmen  of  America  would  not  be  contrary  to  any  Catholic 
principle  or  precedent ;  for  an  autonomous  Church  which  exists  because 
of  the  color  line  would  be  quite  analogous  and  fully  as  justifiable 
as  an  autonomous  Church  which  exists  because  of  a  geographical  line. 

Thus  the  question  as  to  whether  or  not  we  should  allow  the 
Catholic  Chtirch  in  the  United  States  to  be  divided  by  the  color  \we 
resolves  liself  into  a  question  of  expediency,  pure  and  simple  Is  it 
wise  or  is  it  not  wise  to  create  the  division?  The  whole  matter  hinges 
upon  the  Vtisdom  of  the  proposal  and  not  at  all  upon  principi?. 

In  settling  this  purely  practical  question,  for  that  is  what  it  really 
is.  we  may  well  take  counsel  of  our  Methodist  Brethren,  for  though 
they  have  not  our  historic  Episcopate,  they  have  the  Episcopal  form  of 
government,  and  both  the  Methodist  Church  South  and  the  Methodist 
Church  North  have  wrestled  with  this  same  question.  Through  the 
kindness  of  a  friend  who  is  in  a  position  to  know  whereof  he  speaks, 
I  am  able  to  give  you  the  inside  history  of  those  Churches  touching 
this  matter.  It  teaches  an  important  lesson  to  all  who  can  read  the 
handwriting  on  the  wall.     He  says: 

"At  the  close  of  the  Civil  War  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
South  had  a  "Colored  Membership"  of  about  300,000,  when  we  yverc 
owners  and  they  were  slaves,  we  had  no  trouble  in  adjusting  ourselves 
to  them  or  managing  them.  When  they  became  free  the  Negro  race 
Churches,  African  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  Bethel,  and  African 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  Zion,  from  the  North  rushed  into  the 
South  and  began  to  absorb  our  colored  members.  *  There  was  however 
a  contingent  of  about  100.000  to  125,000  who  remained  loyal  to  us;  but 
they  became  restless  and  were  ill  at  ease  in  the  new  relation  of  free- 
dom. Many  questions  began  to  arise  which  were  hard  to  answer. 
The  greatest  and  strongest  minds  of  the  Church  took  up  the  study 
of  these  questions  to  find  solutions,  that  would  be  in  accord  with 
God's  word  and  the  best  interests  of  both  races. 

1.  "It  was  then  as  it  is  now,  impossible  to  find  competent  white 
pastors  for  colored  congregations.  If  they  could  have  been  found 
the  Negroes  would  have  thought  that  it  would  have  been  an 
invasion  of  their  rights  to  place  white  men  over  them.  //  was  impos- 
sible, is  now,  and  ever  zvill  be  to  force  them  to  worship  together. 

2.  "By  the  authority  of  our  General  Conference  a  convention  of 
Negro  preachers  was  called  by  our  Bishops  and  they  were  organized 
into  a  separate  and  independent  Church.  They  elected  two  Bishops 
who  were  ordained  by  Bishops  McLegion  and  Pierce.  The  'Colored 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  America'  thus  took  its  place  among 
the  Churches.  We  deeded  to  them  Church  buildings  and  school 
bouses,  which  had  been  built  for  them.  The  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church    South   also   establislied    a    school,    the      Paine     Institute,     in 
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Augusta,  Georgia,  for  the  Church  thus  set  forth,  and  appointed  white 
teachers  from  our  own  ranks  to  run  it.  We  still  support  and  practi- 
cally control  it. 

"The  Church  thus  set  forth  is  absolutely  independent.  We  have 
no  legal  authority  over  them,  any  more  than  we  have  over  the  Prot- 
estant Episcopal,  Presbyterian,  or  other  Churches.  They  feel  kindly 
towards  us  and  look  to  us  for  help  and  advice;  this  we  cheerfully  give. 

"You  might  with  great  interest  and  perhaps  much  light  study  the 

relation  of  the  Negro  contingent  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 

(North).     They   have   about  200,000  colored   members   and   separate 

congregations  and  Conferences.    This  is  not  satisfactory  to  any  part  of 

their  conmiunion.     I  happen  to  know  some  of  their  secrets,     (a)     The 

Negroes  are  asking,  demanding  a  Bishop  of  their  race,  who  shall  be 

allowed  to  preside  with  equal  rights  in  white  Conferences,     (b)    The 

whites  are  divided  into  three  factions;  (i)  a  faction  saying,  yes,  this 

is  right,  (2)  another  saying,  elect  a  Negro  Bishop  but  confine  him  to 

his  own  race,    (3)   a  third  saying,  no,  no  Negro  for  Bishop.     Their 

difficulties  will  increase." 

VII. 

A  JUSTIFICATION  OF  THE  ARKANSAS  CONVOCATION  FOR 

COLORED  CHURCHMEN. 

One  of  the  chief  among  the  reasons  for  the  intense  opposition 
which  I  encountered  in  Boston  is  found  in  the  fact  that  the  Diocese 
of  Arkansas  has  seen  fit  to  draw  the  color  line  about  its  Annual 
Council  so  as  to  exclude  Negro  Clergymen  and  congregations  from 
representation  in  it.  To  my  mind  this  action  on  the  part  of  my 
Diocese  and  my  previous  recommendation  and  subsequent  justification 
of  it  constitute  the  only  cause  for  legitimate  and  reasonable  criticism. 
If  the  stonn  which  has  been  raging  about  us  has  not  already  spent 
its  force,  or  if  it  is  followed  from  time  to  time  by  other  more  or 
less  important  gusts,  it  will  be  found  that  the  center  has  shifted 
from  the  topics  of  Negro  lynching  and  degeneracy,  to  that  of  ecclesi- 
astical color  line  drawing.  For  this  is  the  real  point  of  all  that  I  said 
in  my  Boston  lecture.  It  is  the  very  crux  of  the  whole  matter.  If> 
in  accordance  with  the  conviction  of  some,  any  controversial  battle  is 
to  occur  at  the  approaching  General  Convention  it  will  take  place  on 
this  ground.  Here  is  where  we  shall  stand  or  fall.  This  being  the 
case,  it  is  important  that  the  reasons  for  the  condemned  action,  should 
be  clearly  understood  among  us  and  by  the  Church  public  generally. 
Some  of  them  have  already  more  or  less  plainly  appeared  in  the 
preceding  sections.  In  this  section  I  shall  state  three  facts  which  con- 
stitute as  many  good  additional  reasons  for  the  adoption  of  the 
Arkansas  plan  for  increasing  the  extent  and  efficiency  of  the  work  of 
the   Episcopal   Church  among  colored  people. 
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1.  And  first  I  think  that  a  great  deal  of  weight  should  Le 
attached  to  the  fact,  that  I  was  influenced  in  recommending  the  division 
of  our  colored  and  white  works  wholly  and  solely  by  a  desire  to  do 
more  for  the  colored  people  of  my  Diocese  than  had  heretofore  been 
done,  and  that  the  prospects  point  to  a  complete  justification  of  my 
recommendation  and  the  action  of  the  Council. 

The  time  has  been  insufficient  for  the  accomplishment  of  any 
great  things,  but  in  the  year  that  has  elapsed  since  the  creation  of  the 
Convocation,  more  real  progress  has  been  made  than  during  the  whole 
of  the  five  years  preceding. 

Before  the  creation  of  the  Convocation  there  was  no  demand  for 
the  Episcopal  Chu(tch  by  the  colored  people.  Now  there  is -an  oppor- 
tunity for  the  establishing  of  a  promising  Mission  among  them  at 
Hot  Springs.  It  is  now  possible,  as  it  was  not  before,  to  build  com- 
bination Chapel  and  Industrial  Halls  in  all  the  larger  centers  of  popu- 
lation throughout  the  "Black  Belt."  We  are  planning  to  build  such  Halls 
at  the  rate  of  two  a  year.  Our  white  Clergy  in  those  communities, 
in  some  cases  will  conduct  the  service  on  Sunday  afternoon,  and 
their  people  will  teach  in  the  Sunday  and  Industrial  Schools.  Such 
an  undertaking  and  arrangement  would  have  been  entirely  impracticable 
and  out  of  the  question  without  the  new  separate  Convocation  system. 

Up  to  the  time  of  the  organization  of  the  Convocation,  in  the 
course  of  nearly  twenty  years,  there  was  only  one  congregation  organ- 
ized and  only  one  insignificant  property  built  up  for  the  colored 
people.  In  the  next  ten  years  we  have  good  hope  of  accomplishing 
at  least  twenty  times  as  much  in  the  way  of  organizing  and  building 
and  many  times  more  in  the  way  of  religious  and  industrial  instruction. 

2.  The  second  of  these  facts  which  we  are  stating  is  that  the 
Convocation  was  created,  as  we  have  seen  with  the  consent  and  at 
the  request  of  the  only  colored  Clergyman  and  congregation  in  the 
Diocese  at  the  time. 

It  is  true  that  I  took  the  initiative  in  the  movement  by  urging 
in  my  Council  address  the  necessity  for  such  a  separation  of  the 
colored  and  white  works;  but  I  did  this  because  it  was  evident  to 
me  and  to  the  great  majority  of  all  concerned  that  nothing  could 
be  done  for  the  colored  people  upon  a  large  scale  on  a  secure  founda- 
tion along  the  old,  unnatural  lines.  My  people  generally,  both  black 
and  white,  were  already  persuaded  of  this,  and  I  succeeded  in  con- 
vincing the  rest  to  such  an  extent  that  when  the  proposition  to  create 
the  Convocation  finally  came  to  a  vote,  there  was  hardly  a  dissenting 
voice  in  either  the  Diocesan  Council  or  the  Parochial  meeting  of  the 
colored  people.  And  please  note  that  the  few  objections  that  were 
raised  were  not  against  the  principles  involved. 
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3.  As  a  third  reason  for  our  action,  I  beg  to  direct  your  careful 
attention  to  a  fact  which  shows  that  my  poor  little  Diocese  in  creating 
a  separate  Convocation  for  her  colored  Churchmen  is  leading  the  way 
in  a  direction  towards  which  many  are  hopelessly  turning  their  faces. 

At  the  recent  Ail-American  Council  of  Bishops,  there  was  a 
conference  between  representatives  of  the  colored  workers  and  the 
Southern  Bishops.  There  were  about  twenty  leading  colored  clergymen 
present  Their  spokesman  was  Dr.  Bragg,  who  read  one  of  the  best 
prepared,  most  convincing  and  touching  papers  that  I  have  ever 
listened  to.  It  was,  from  beginning  to  end,  a  reasonable,  logical  and 
pathetic  appeal  for  a  separate  and  complete  ecclesiastical  organization 
for  the  colored  clergymen  of  this  country. 

At  the  conclusion  of  Dr.  Bragg's  paper,  I  requested  the  privilege 
of  asking  some  questions,  the  answers  to  which  showed  conclusively 
that  at  least  two-thirds  of  our  colored  Clergymen  want  an  autonomous 
organization  of  the  church,  such  as  we  are  trying  to  give  them  in  Ar- 
kansas. Not  that  we  have  given  them  what  they  want,  but  that  we 
have  started  an  entering  wedge,  which  we  hope  will  ultimately  result 
in  the  creation  of  colored  Bishops  and  jurisdictions  or  Dioceses. 

4.  And  now,  in  concluding  all  that  I  have  had  to  say  on  the 
American  Negro  problem  at  Cleveland  and  at  Boston  and  in  our 
Councils  I  am  going  to  refer  again  to  the  real  reason  which  underlies 
every  other  reason  and  which  is  an  all  sufficient  reason  for  the  draw- 
ing of  the  color  line  as  it  has  been  drawn  and  is  being  drawn  in  the  South, 
around  our  domestic,  political,  educational  and  even  religious  institu- 
tions. Stated  in  the  briefest  possible  terms,  this  is  the  reason.  The 
failure  to  draw  the  color  line  would  inevitably  be  attended  by  ruin  to 
both  races.  Or  to  state  the  same  thing  in  other  terms,  the  drawing 
of  the  color  line  is  for  the  good  of  both  races  concerned. 

My  Boston  lecture  was  for  the  most  part  a  justification  of  the 
course  which  the  South  as  a  whole  has  pursued  towards  the  Negro 
and  of  the  action  of  my  Diocese  in  creating  a  separate  Convocation 
for  colored  Churchmen  based  upon  this  fundamental  reason.  I  have 
nothing  to  add  in  my  own  words  to  what  I  have  already  said  on  this 
subject  in  the  lecture,  but  want  to  close  this  address  with  the  profound 
remarks  of  a  sympathizing  friend  who  is  regarded  by  many  as  the 
greatest  living  authority  on  our  race  problem.  His  letter  if  developed 
into  a  magazine  article  would  be  a  most  interesting  and  valuable  con- 
tribution to  the  voluminous  literature  in  which  a  statement  and  solu- 
tion of  the  problem  is  attempted.  It  is  too  long  for  quotation  and  I 
do  not  feel  free  to  give  the  name  of  its  distinguished,  gifted  and 
thoughtful  writer,  but  I  must  quote  the  following  passages  with  such 
changes  as  are  necessary  to  conceal  the  identity  of  its  author.  He  says : 
"our  mutual  friend  I  think,  rather  overstates  the  case.     It  is  true  that 
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I  have  given  the  best  years  of  my  life  to  the  study  of  the  Negro  prob- 
lem. It  is  truly  'A  RACE  PROBLEM'  with  all  that  the  word 
'RACE'  carries.  This,  Americans  persist  in  ignoring,  To  treat  it 
otherwise  than  a  race  problem,  is  to  get  confusion  worse  confounded 
every  time  it  is  attempted. 

My  dear  Bishop,  after  fifty  years  studying  the  Negro,  I  have 
come  to  some  very  decided  conclusions;  and  the  more  I  study  and 
watch,  the  surer  I  feel  that  my  conclusions  are  right;  yet  they  are  so 
far  from  what  many  people  expect,  that  I  have  not  made  them  public. 
"This,  I  say,  is  a  'Race'  problem.  It  holds  all  that  the  word  race 
means,  and  that  is  a  lot  more  than  people  stop  to  think.  It  is  far 
deeper  than  a  'color'  matter.  God  made  races  and  made  them  as 
different  as  ducks  from  chickens.  To  treat  two  races  alike,  produces 
confusion,  as  real  and  radical,  as  to  treat  dogs  and  cats  alike,  or 
apples  and  watermelons  alike.  In  each  race  are  wrapped  forces 
leading  it  on,  and  fitting  it  for  the  work,  that  God  has  cut  out  for 
that  race,  and  no  other.  Study  Israel  in  Egypt.  It  was  not  neglect 
or  impotency  on  God's  part,  that  this  race  gradually  gravitated  from  the 
court  to  the  'brick  kiln.'  Israel  in  Egypt's  throne  would  have  been 
an  Israelitish  failure.  Israel  with  the  handicrafts  of  Egsrpt  was  not  a 
failure;  and  left  the  Egyptian  ideal  of  civilization  unmarred.  God  in 
the  fullness  of  time  sends  to  each  race,  the  vision  of  its  civilization; 
and  no  other  race  can  see,  understand,  know  and  work  it  out.  Stop  and 
ponder  this  statement,  for  in  it  lies  the  secret  to  all  this  confusion  and 
confounding,  in  which  we  are  floundering,  here  and  now.  This  alone 
can  explain  the  vivid,  intense,  seemingly  cruel  resentment  that  flashes 
out  everywhere,  when  the  white  man  sees  the  Negro  about  to  mar  his 
ideal  of  Church,  State  or  society.  And  mar,  he  does,  and  will 
whenever  allowed  to  approach  and  work  on  either,  unguided.  Don't 
you  remember  'that  the  pillar  of  cloud  and  fire'  was  fight  to  Israel, 
and  darkness  to  the  Egyptians?  Even  so  and  ever,  must  one  race's 
ideal  of  civilization  be  foolishness  to  another  race.  Therefore,  to  allow 
an  alien  race  to  come  up,  and  go  to  work  on  your  ideal  would  produce 
about  the  same  effect  as  if  you  allowed  the  man  with  his  whitewash 
brush,  to  come  up  behind  a  gifted  artist,  intensely  bending  over  his 
canvas,  to  fling  upon  it  the  vision  thrilling  his  soul ;  and  to  begin  with 
his  whitewash  brush  to  help  out  the  oil  painting.  Bishop,  that  is  just 
what  people  of  this  country  have  ignorantly  been  clamoring  that  the 
Negro  should  be  permitted  to  do.  And  the  racial  instinct,  that  will 
die  for  the  preservation  of  its  race  ideal,  has  flamed  and  flashed  with 
relentless  fury  every  time  it  felt  the  whitewash  brush  reaching  the 
canvas. 

"This  accounts  for  many  of  the  cruel  striking  down,  of  many  inno- 
cent and  good  Negroes,  from  place  in  government,  or  social  circles. 
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This,  and  this  alone,  can  account  for  many  seeming  deeds  of  violence, 
done  by  men,  who  otherwise,  were  good  law  abiding  citizens.  Now 
mark  you,  that  it  is  not  Egypt's  ideal  that  is  in  danger  from 
Israel's  blind,  bungling,  but  Israel's  ideal,  so  long  as  he  stays,  and 
craves  and  reaches  to  help  Egypt  with  its  ideal.  Moses  as  a  Pharoah, 
would  have  been  a  stupendous  failure,  as  an  Israelite,  and  leader  for  his 
people  he  was  a  great  success.  Israel's  ideal  unfolded  'on  the  mount.' 
'Make  all  things  according  to  the  pattern  shown  thee  in  the  mount.' 
Ves,  use  the  skill  and  handicraft  you  learned  in  Egypt,  but  use  your  God 
given  patterns.  As  with  Israel,  even  so  with  'Ham.'  If  the  Negro  is 
ever  to  find  the  fullness  and  glory  of  his  manhood  and  Negrohood, 
it  must  be  by  finding  his  own  pattern  where  God  hands  it  to  him ;  and 
then  using  all  the  skill  God  has  given  him  and  all  the  truth  that  the  white 
race  may  teach  him — ^he  must  work  out  his  own  ideal.  So  long  as  he 
persists  in  trying  to  work  on  the  white  man's  canvas  he  is  going  co 
have  and  give  trouble,  and  make  a  failure.  Do  I  make  you  see  with 
me?  Booker  Washington,  as  Booker  Washington,  is  a  grand  fellow — 
But  Booker  Washington,  as  George  Washington  would  be  an  awful 
misfit  and  sad  failure  for  both  Booker  and  George.  Why  cannot  we 
make  people  see  this?  It  is  certainly  due  to  the  Negro,  to  show  him 
the  peril  of  Pharoah's  palace,  and  also  to  turn  his  face  towards  that 
mount  where  God  waits  to  give  him  his  ideal,  even  if  it  does  seem 
to  lie  through  a  shipless,  bridgeless  sea;  and  a  great  and  terrible 
trackless  wilderness,  waterless,  and  serpent  haunted,  out  there  beyond 
the  brick  kiln. 

"Is  there  an  ideal  for  him?  Can  he  reach  and  work  it  out? 
Great,  deep  questions  of  life  and  death  and  glory.  I  believe 
there  is.  I  say  I  believe,  I  do  not  know  failure  waits  his  continued 
meddling  with  the  white  man's  ideal.  I  believe  when  God  made  him. 
He  also  made  his  ideal.  God  never  makes  a  purposeless  thing.  I  ever 
sought  signs  of  his  ideal;  and  I  think  there  are  very  many.  I  have  in 
my  possession,  some  eighty  fables,  or  specimens  of  'folk  lore,'  I  got 
directly  from  the  heathen  Africa;  and  there  are  startling  marks  of 
ideal  on  many  of  them,  ideal  high  and  grand.  God  has  reached  the 
black  man's  mind,  and  flashed  into  it.  blazes  of  immortality,  and  di- 
vinity. He  lacks  the  spirit  of  God  to  brood  over  these  and  bring  order, 
'kosmos*  out.  You  may  catch  traces  of  this  in  'Uuclc  Remus'  if  you 
study  deep  enough.  So  I  do  believe  in  the  Negro's  future,  because  I 
believe  in  God's  designs. 

"It  is  going  to  be  hard  with  the  theorists,  when  you  l)egin  to  pluck 
their  idols  and  long  cherished  hopes.  But  plucked  they  must  be,  or 
we  go  on  deeper  and  deeper  into  the  dense  darkness :  and  woeful  waste, 
and  wrong  to  both  races.  You  can't  make  a  white  man  of  a  Negro, 
he  will  be  a  miserable  white  man  if  you  did,  and  a  ruined  Negro.     We

owe  it  to  the  Negroes  to  get  this  noble  realization  into  them,  and  send 
them  on  to  be  their  own  great  selves.  One  race  can  go  to  school  to 
another;  but  the  scholar  must  not  try  to  turn  the  teacher  out,  or  run 
the  school  to  suit  himself.  After  school  he  must  strike  out  home- 
ward, and  be  a  race.  The  other  races  need  his  racehood.  'One  star 
differeth  from  another  star  in  glor/  but  all  the  same,  each  star  sends 
to  every  other  star,  a  flood  of  light,  all  its  own,  and  which  the 
heavens  cannot  afford  to  lose.  'Other  sheep  I  have  which  are  not  of 
this  fold;  them  I  must  also  bring,'  and  that  will  be  a  greater  and 
gladder  fold,  when  he  has  the  bringing,  and  the  sheep  feel  that  each  is 
richer,  because  the  others  are  there. 

"Now,  Bishop,  I  do  not  know  how  all  of  this  will  strike  3rou, 
nor  what  good  it  may  do  you  in  your  present  dilemma — which  di- 
Itnuna,  we  are  all  sharing.  My  own  conclusions  are  very  clear,  and  firm, 
and  I  presume  final  for  this  life,  i.  e.  Give  the  Negro  all  we  can  give 
him  of  truth,  and  skill,  and  encouragement  and  hope,  and  point  him  to 
God*$  use  for  him.  But  as  we  love  him,  and  are  entrusted  by  God  with 
the  white  man*s  ideal;  keep  his  hand  oflF  that  ideal,  and  send  him 
on  to  his  own  Horeb.  1  have  written  in  haste,  bat  I  hope  that  I 
have  made  myself  dear.' " 

Recognizing  the  truth  of  the  proverb  that  in  the  moltitiide  of 
counselors  there  is  wisdom,  I  wrote  to  a  majority  of  the  Southern 
Bishops  and  to  several  great  Canonists,  explaining  the  ''Arkansas  Plan 
fv>r  Work  Among  Colored  People**  and  asking  them  for  he^  in  the  diffi> 
cuh  work  of  so  adjusting  oor  Convocation  to  the  Cooncil  as  to  give 
$Ati:<^f active  $o  far  as  possible  to  all  concerned  and  imerested.  A 
number  of  replies  have  been  received  and  they  are  certainly  interesting 
nfjiding.  Copies  of  them  will  be  turned  over  to  the  Committee  'Mi 
CjiiK>ns.  1  Am  persuaded  by  the  leners  that  we  shall  be  obliged  to 
cKat^xt  vHsr  Constitntion  and  that  we  ooght  to  diange  our  Canons.  50 
as  tv^  omst  all  reference  to  race  distinctioas.  soch  as  Caucasian.  Xegro, 
>^hue  vvr  biick.

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seek  the  good  opinion  of  their  white  fellow  citizens  and  you  will  bring 
about  harmonious  relations  between  the  races/' 

The  more  that  I  think  of  it  the  more  I  feel  that  the  Canon 
adopted  at  the  last  Council  is  more  irritating  and  discouraging  than 
is  really  necessary  and  that  it  should  be  revised  as  far  as  possible  along 
the  line  suggested  by  the  great  President  in  his  rcommendation  to  the 
Mississippi    Statesman. 

The  sense  of  responsibility  and  the  anxiety  connected  with  the  pro- 
motion of  any  revolutionary  measure,  such  as  we  have  begun  is  in  pro- 
portion of  the  magnitude  of  the  interests  involved.  If  we  contrast  the 
work  which  is  before  us  in  this  Council  with  that  of  any  past  Council 
in  which  you  and  I  have  taken  part,  I  am  sure  that  you  will  at  once 
perceive  its  comparatively  immeasurable  and  far-reaching  importance. 
For  not  only  will  the  future  of  the  Church's  work  among  our  large 
and  increased  colored  population  depend  upon  what  is  done  here,  but 
colored  Churchmen  everywhere  and  many  white  brethren  both  in  the 
South  and  at  the  North  are  deeply  concerned  and  will  be  greatly  influ- 
enced by  what  we  do.  Let  us,  therefore,  most  earnestly  pray  that  no 
mistake  may  be  made. 

O,  God,  who  as  at  this  time  didst  teach  the  hearts  of  thy  faithful 
people,  by  sending  to  them  the  light  of  thy  Holy  Spirit ;  grant  us  by  the 
same  spirit  to  have  a  right  judgment  in  all  things,  and  evermore  to 
rejoice  in  his  holy  comfort;  through  the  merits  of  Christ  Jesus  our 
Savior,  who  liveth  and  reigneth  with  thee,  in  the  unity  of  the  same 
spirit,  one  God,  world  without  end.    Amen. 


IN    MEMORIAM 


THE  REV.  RICHARD  SEXTON  JAMES,  D.  D.,  LL.  D. 

Born  in  Kensington,  Pa.,  June  18,  1824. 
Died  at  Eurelui  Springa,  Arlc,  Nov.  14, 1903. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  James  was  a  graduate  of  Columbian  University, 
Washington,  D.  C,  and  of  Brown  University,  Providence,  Rhode 
Island.  His  first  work  was  in  editing  a  newspaper  in  Montgomery, 
Alabama.  He  afterwards  entered  upon  the  studv  of  medicine,  and 
after  graduating  from  the  Homeopathic  College  of  Philadelphia,  Pa., 
he  practiced  his  profession  in  Washington,  D.  C.  for  several  years. 
The  practice  of  medicine  did  not  suit  him;  and  after  son^e  time  spent 
in  preparation,  and  the  study  of  theology,  he  was  ordained  a  Baptist 
minister  in  Camden,  N.  J.,  in  1862.  After  many  years  of  successful 
work  in  the  ministry  of  the  Baptist  denomination,  and  after  earnest 
and  thorough  investigation  of  the  claims  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  he  was  confirmed  by  the  late  Bishop  Pierce,  at  Witcherville, 
Arkansas,  Oct.  13,  1887.  He  immediately  became  a  candidate  for 
Holy  Orders,  and  on  the  15th  of  March,  1888,  in  Trinity  Cathedral, 
Little  Rock,  Arkansas,  he  was  admitted  to  the  office  of  a  Deacon  in 
the  Church  of  God.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Annual  Council  at  Mari- 
anna,  Arkansas,  April  15,  1888,  he  was  ordained  Priest  by  the  late 
Bishop  Pierce.  From  the  time  of  his  ordination  until  his  death  he 
remained  in  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas  as  Rector  of  the  Parishes  at 
Dardanelle,  Mammoth  Spring  and  Eureka  Springs.  Dec.  9,  190a 
he  was  stricken  with  the  illness  that  resulted  in  his  death  three  ^ears 
later.  Patient,  cheerful  and  long  suffering  in  the  midst  of  great  bodily 
affliction  his  faith  in  God  and  Christ  never  wavered  and  with  a  love 
for  God  and  man  based  upon  the  command  and  example  of  his  Lord 
and  Master  he  passed  to  the  rest  of  Paradise.

The  attf*"tinn  is  called  to  the  fact  that  prooerty  held  in  Pine  Bluff 
has  been  sold  by  resolution  of  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Conmiittec  for 
the  sum  of  $3,100.00  and  the  cost  in  making  sale  of  same  being  $159.50, 
the  net  amount  received  being  $2,940.50.  The  property  has  been  here- 
tofore accounted  for  by  the  Trustee  as  valued  at  $3,936.00.  This  causes 
a  loss  to  the  Fund  of  the  difference  in  former  valuation,  and  net  amount 
of  sale,  which  is  $99550.  To  show  actual  earnings  it  will  be  necessary 
to  add  said  loss  to  increase,  i.  e.,  $741.56  and  $995.50,  making  a  total  of 
$1,737.06.  Deduct  the  value  of  the  Episcopal  Residence,  $8,018.92  from 
Fund,  leaving  $22,638.16.     I  call  your  attention  to  this,  for  reason  that 
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but  $600.00  was  received  and  I  paid  out  $589.50  for  interest  and  taxes. 
The  actual  earnings  of  the  Fund  should  therefore  be  based  on  value 
of  securities  which  are  $Z2,658.i6  and  is  fully  8  per  cent  on  the  invest- 
ment. The  notes  taken  in  sale  of  Pine  Bluff  property  bear  7  per  cent 
interest  and  this  being  fully  2  per  cent  more  than  tve  were  receiving 
before,  the  loss  should  soon  be  made  up.

APPENDIX  VIII. 

ADDRESS  OF  PRESIDENT  OF  THE    WOMAN'S  AUXIUARY. 

Reverend    Father   in    God,    Clergy    and    Members    of    the    Woman's 
Auxiliary. 

My  first  words  to  you  must  be  those  of  greeting  and  congratu- 
lation that  we  are  once  again  come  together,  and  that  a  year's  work 
has  been  completed.  The  result  may  not  be  as  large  as  we  hoped,  for  in 
some  instances  it  has  been  carried  on  in  the  midst  of  discouragement 
and  drawbacks.  I  believe  we  are  spiritualizing  our  work  more,  putting 
it  higher  than  a  mere  sewing  society,  which  has  for  its  highest  standard 
the  sending  out  of  a  box,  often-times  filled  with  articles  which  are 
neither  good  to  look  at,  nor  wear.  Not  that  I  mean  to  discourage  box 
sending,  for  many  times  it  has  proven  the  friend  in  need.  But  as  we 
are  helpers  to  the  Board  of  Missions,  and  since  they  have  decided  that 
the  "Apportionment  Plan"  is  the  best  to  secure  in  proportion  to  their 
means,  offerings  from  all  the  members  of  the  society  we  should  try 
to  do  our  share  and  inform  ourselves  of  its  working.  If  we  are  to  care 
for  anything  we  must  not  be  ignorant  of  it.  It  has  been  wisely  said, 
"Knowledge  comes  before  Zeal,"  there  can  be  no  intelligent  interest 
in  Missions  without  it.  It  is  surely  our  duty  then  to  inform  ourselves 
as  to  what  the  Church  is  doing  in  our  own  land  and  throughout  the 
world,  for  if  we  know  of  the  work  and  its  needs,  it  will  be  hard  to 
remain  indifferent.  The  men  and  women  who  are  working  in  the  field, 
are  not  different  from  ourselves,  they  and  their  children  can  suffer 
from  lack  of  food  and  clothes  just  as  we  would,  and  they  can  enjoy 
comforts  and  luxuries  as  much  as  we.  And  yet  as  we  read  their  letters 
written  from  their  bare  homes,  because  of  the  scanty  stipend  they 
Dof  A-4 
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receive,  no  word  of  complaint  can  be  found.  Surely  our  hearts  would 
prompt  us  to  stretch  out  helping  hands  if  we  knew  of  the  privations 
suffered  by  those  who  are  carrying  the  glorious  message  to  our  Mis- 
sionary fields.  You  ask,  how  shall  we  get  this  knowledge?  I  answer, 
by  reading  the  ''Spirit  of  Missions."  At  first  it  may  not  appeal  to  you, 
but  keep  it  up  for  a  while  and  it  will  become  as  interesting,  in  foct, 
more  so  than  any  magazine  in  your  list.  Moreover  it  will  follow  so 
surely  as  the  light  of  day,  that  any  woman  who  reads  it  will  become  a 
member  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary.  It  must  be  remembered  that  the  ap- 
portionment is  not  a  tax  nor  an  assessment,  neither  is  it  a  limit  for 
anyone's  offenngs  for  this  work.  Divided  amongst  all  without  regard 
to  ability,  the  total  sum  asked  for  would  average  less  than  eighty  cents « 
a  year  from  each.  The  Missionary  work  in  the  United  States  known 
as  the  Domestic  Work  is  among  the  white  people,  the  Indians  and  the 
colored  people  in  forty  Dioceses  and  twenty-one  Missionary  Districts: 
Africa,  China,  Japan,  Haiti,  Mexico  and  the  Islands  of  the  sea  consti- 
tute Foreign  Work.  The  duty  and  privilege  of  every  one  of  us  is  cer- 
tainly to  support  this  work  which  has  been  undertaken  in  our  name 
by  our  chosen  representatives.  I  am  sure  if  any  of  the  branches  have 
failed  in  their  apportionment  it  is  because  they  have  had  calls  nearer 
home  which  they  felt  they  must  attend  to. 

The  Columbia  Scholarship,  while  it  is  a  most  worthy  cause  and  I 
heartily  endorse  and  recommend,  has  reduced  our  giving  in  other 
quarters.  But  I  urge  you  to  contribute  to  that  from  year  to  year,  and 
if  we  can  make  it  a  permanent  scholarship,  or  continue  it  until  we  can 
have  a  Diocesan  School  of  our  own.  Our  Bishop  has  asked  us  to  do 
this  and  we  ought  to  be  glad  to  consent.  He  has  asked  so  little  of  us, 
we  should  do  our  utmost  to  hold  up  his  hands,  for  he  has  had  a  most 
trying  time.  No  work  should  be  undertaken  without  the  sanction  of 
the  Bishop,  nor  without  the  approval  of  our  respective  Rectors.  Of 
all  societies,  the  Auxiliary  is  one  which  should  be  in  sympathy  with  the 
Clergy.  Loyalty  to  Church  in  all  directions  is  our  first  duty,  and  as 
patriotism  to  country  makes  us  uphold  the  government,  so  in  Church- 
manship  it  should  make  us  recognize  the  needs  of  the  church  and  rise 
to  the  full  measure  of  our  responsibility.  This  scholarship  of  which  we 
have  been  speaking  might  be  the  means  of  bringing  good  men  into  the 
Diocese.  When  it  is  understood  that  the  daughter  of  a  Clergyman 
may  thus  procure  a  fine  education,  besides  helping  along  an  excellent 
Church  Institution,  and  giving  it  prominence  before  the  eyes  of  the 
public.  I  have  asked  before,  but  now  ask  again  for  an  annual  quiet  day. 
when  for  a  few  hours  we  can  lay  aside  worldly  cares  and  respon- 
sibilities, after  which  we  will  be  strengthened  and  refreshed  for  our 
lives.     Let  us  beg  of  you  to  form  Mission  Classes  to  study  during 
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Lent  if  no  other  time.  They  can  be  made  as  interesting  as  any  literary 
club,  and  you  can  get  the  material  for  such  study  from  our  General 
Secretary.  We  often  hear  it  said  that  the  Church  cannot  "get  on' 
without  the  women,  and  I  believe  it,  but  I  also  believe  the  Auxiliary 
must  have  the  help  and  counsel  of  the  clergy  to  properly  do  her  work. 
In  looking  into  your  faces  I  miss  some  of  the  ^miliar  ones,  one  most 
efficient  secretary  and  coworker,  Mrs.  Rhames,  has  left  the  Diocese, 
her  place  will  be  hard  to  fill,  she  understood  the  business  and  working 
so  well  Mrs.  Lloyd,  the  wife  of  our  Arch  Deacon,  has  come  to  our 
rescue  by  kindly  consenting  to  act  as  secretary.  It  is  difficult  and 
troublesome  to  carry  on  work  started  by  some  one  else.  We  feel  our- 
selves most  fortunate  in  this  case,  and  we  are  deeply  grateful.  Mrs. 
P.  K.  Roots,  who  has  been  Treasurer  since  our  organization  is  com- 
pelled by  ill  health  to  temporarily  resign.  May  God  give  her  strength 
to  soon  resume  the  duties  for  which  she  is  so  admirably  fitted.  Always 
ready  with  her  work  and  helpful  words  we  miss  her  sadly,  and  as  your 
President  is  also  disabled  it  looks  as  though  the  Board  would  have  to 
be  helped  rather  than  helpful.  If  our  women  would  understand  that  the 
Auxiliary  does  not  interfere  with  other  Church  work,  does  not  demand 
money  which  is  badly  needed  for  other  purposes,  but  adds  to  the  dig- 
nity and  breadth  of  our  other 'labors,  they  would  rally  to  its  support 
and  become  enthusiastic  in  the  cause.  It  is  so  strong  in  the  older  and 
especially  in  the  Eastern  Dioceses  and  we  earnestly  hope  the  day  is  not 
far  distant  when  it  will  become  a  strong  factor  in  this  Southwestern 
land.  So  surely  as  a  community  or  parish  is  imbued  with  Missionary 
zeal,  so  surely  will  it  be  industrious  in  all  good  works,  and  the  more 
bountifully  will  God's  grace  be  poured  out  upon  it,  and  the  more  suc- 
cessful will  they  be  in  their  undertakings.  I  reiterate  what  I  said  last 
year  that  we  want  more  vigorous  young  life  in  our  work.  There  is  a 
great  company  of  young  women  in  society  as  well  as  among  the  bread 
winners  who  should  belong  to  us.  We  should  endeavor  to  kindle  in 
them  the  spirit  which  lives  for  Christ  and  others  and  not  for  self. 

At  each  yearly  meeting  we  are  reminded  that  some  who  have  served 
faithfully  are  going  out  from  among  us.  their  work  must  be  done  by 
others,  the  question  is,  who  these  others  are  to  be.  Mothers  need  not 
fear  their  daughters  will  overtax  themselves  in  doing  the  Lord's  work, 
they  have  been  in  most  cases  able  to  meet  the  requirements  of  society, 
which  are  exacting,  so  why  fear  for  them  to  take  an  active  part  in  this 
work  which  will  fit  them  for  life  eternal.  With  their  pure  faith  and 
ardent,  enthusiastic  spirits,  guided  by  spiritual  consel  and  refreshment 
given  by  their  Bishops  and  Priests,  supplemented  by  the  experience  of 
their  elders  they  will  he  a  grand  acquisition  to  the  Woman's  Auxiliary. 
"Small  service  is  true  service  while  it  lasts."    So  we  must  be  careful 
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not  to  overlook  the  opportunities  of  rendering  gentle  and  efficiently  that 
which  presents  itself.  The  day  of  small  things  is  not  to  be  overlooked. 
Remember  what  our  Savior  said  about  "The  cup  of  cold  water  given 
in  His  Name."  No  theory  of  saving  souls  or  fondness  for  a  scheme  of 
Christianity  are  sufficient  to  make  us  do  good  Missionary  work,  but  the 
love  of  God  shed  abroad  in  our  hearts  and  the  love  of  humanity,  God*s 
great  family.  The  sphere  of  action  of  each  of  us  is  more  or  less 
limited,  and  our  gifts  differ,  but  there  is  always  some  talent  and  it  is 
only  the  "wicked  and  slothful  servant"  who  will  be  afraid  to  hide  his 
talent  in  the  earth.  The  original  meaning  of  the  word  religion  is  Rule, 
and  if  we  wish  to  lead  a  religious  life,  a  life  of  true  service  to  God  and 
man  we  must  order  it  by  the  rule  of  God's  law.  The  tenth  part  of  our 
substance  and  the  seventh  of  our  time  is  the  very  least  this  law  demands, 
and  we  should  be  as  faithful  in  paying  God's  part  as  we  would  a  debt 
to  our  fellow  man.  We  should  first  take  out  God's  portion,  then  ask 
His  help  and  guidance  in  disposing  of  the  remainder.  If  this  simple  rule 
were  followed  the  treasury  of  the  Lord  would  be  full  to  overflowing, 
and  His  Church  would  arise  and  shine.  "Everywhere  the  fields  seem 
ripe  for  harvest,  but  the  reaper  must  stay  his  hand  because  help  comes 
not/'which  emphatically  points  us  to  our  duty,  helpers  must  be  sent  and 
we  must  do  our  share  in  sending  them,  and  this  can  best  be  done  by 
the  "Apportionment  Plan,"  but  you  must  understand  that  as  the  Aux- 
iliary we  are  apportioned,  as  well  as  members  of  our  respective  parishes. 
We  must  use  every  effort  to  induce  others  to  take  an  active  part  in 
this  and  all  Auxiliary  work,  to  induce  Christian  Women  to  give  larger 
gifts  for  eternal  things.  If  we  who  are  so  far  from  the  large  centers 
of  Church  work,  could  understand  how  necessary  the  Auxiliary  is  to  the 
Church,  we  would  feel  it  a  privilege  to  belong  to  it,  and  would  be 
impressed  with  the  responsibility  which  rests  upon  us.  thus  knowing 
of  the  influence  it  wields,  we  would  he  more  zealous  and  feel  ereater 
independence  and  boldness  in  prosecuting  our  work.  Concert  of  action 
is  necessary  to  all  successful  work  in  the  parish  and  elsewhere,  and  the 
rulers  are  those  to  whom,  by  God's  appointment,  we  should  render 
obedience.  Conflict  of  wills,  is  anything  hut  harmonious  or  agreeable 
to  the  worker  or  spectator.  The  powers  that  are  ordained  by  God, 
civilization  is  distinguished  from  barbarism  by  a  submission  to  law.  and 
cultivated  society  from  its  reverse,  by  obedience  to  the  rule  which  the 
accumulated  experience  of  centuries  has  imposed  upon  its  members. 
The  leading  of  a  star  led  the  wise  men  from  the  East  to  worship  the 
new-born  King,  and  falling  in  their  wisdom  humbly  at  His  feet,  th<^y 
offered  gold  for  his  Royalty  Frankincense  for  His  Priesthood,  and 
Myrrh  for  Tlis  Humanity.  Let  us  see  that  we  follow  their  example 
and  give  always  of  our  best  to  the  Lord.     Also  learn  from  the  example 
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of  the  Holy  Simeon  and  the  Devout  Anna  who  departed  not  from  the 

temple,    but    served    God    with    fasting   and    prayers,    night    and    day 

"waiting  for  the  consolation  of  Israel/'  how  the  faithful  performance 

of  duty  is  rewarded.

in  the  "Nunc  Dimittis,"  and  many  share  it,  when  after  years  of  faithful 

service  and  patient  waiting  the  Lord  grants  them  the  desire  of  their 

hearts,  and  they  are  ready  to  "depart  in  peace."

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  THE  WOMAN'S  AUXILIARY. 

I  am  sure  it  was  the  regret  of  all  officers  and  members  of  the 
Diocese,  when  Mrs.  Rhames  saw  fit  to  resign  her  position  as  Diocesan 
Secretary  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary. 

This  resignation  was  sent  in  some  time  during  the  summer.  Not 
until  Apr.  7  was  a  substitute  found,  when  the  Bishop  officially  appointed 
Mrs.  Lloyd  as  Secretary  for  the  remainder  of  the  Councillor  year.  All 
this  time  our  President,  although  very  ill,  struggled  along  as  best  she 
could,  doing  the  work  of  President  and  Secretary.  As  this  was  less 
than  five  weeks  before  the  Council  to  be  held  in  Pine  Bluff,  there 
was  no  time  for  the  new  Secretary  to  do  very  much,  other  than  write 
different  branches  and  remind  them  to  elect  their  delegates,  also  see 
that  their  report  blanks  were  filled  out.  These  blanks  were  sent  with 
the  request  that  they  should  be  filled  out  and  returned  to  the  Secretary 
in  case  no  delegate  was  sent,  and  they  were  to  reach  me  not  later  than 
May  9.  I  wish  to  say  that  in  almost  every  instance  their  replies  were 
prompt  and  most  satisfactory. 

I  must  also  assure  them  the  work  as  your  Diocesan  Secretary  is 
indeed  a  happy  one  and  these  five  weeks  have  given  me  a  great  deal  of 
pleasure. 

I  notice  by  the  books  sent  me  from  Mrs.  Rhames,  how  beautifully 
each  Parish  and  Mission  have  done  their  part  in  the  past  two  years, 
May  we  not  even  do  more  this  coming  year?  If  I  may,  I  wish  to  urge 
all  delegates  who  were  present  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Auxiliary  to 
do  all  within  their  power  to  have  their  respective  branches  raise  the  sura 
asked  for  especially  for  The  Apportionment  Fund,  also  the  amount  for 
which  our  Bishop  made  so  strong  and  beautiful  appeal — the  Scholarship. 

We  have  our  Bishop's  word  as  to  the  standard  of  this  school  and  of 
the  necessity  of  such  a  Scholarship.  His  word  is  sufficient  and  surely 
every  effort  should  be  made  by  all  to  grant  his  request.

The  Parish  was  vacant 
so  long,  that  it  has  been  up  hill  work,  getting  the  scattered  flock 
together.
